TO  THE  RIGHT  HONOURABLE  THE  LORD  HIGH  CHANCELLOR. 

My  Lord, 

The  returns  made  to  our  office  show  that  the  total 
number  of  lunatics,  idiots,  and  persons  of  unsound  mind 
registered  as  being  insane  in  England  and  Wales,  on  the 
1st  of  January  last,  was  76,765,  being  an  increase  of  1,923 
upon  the  number  returned  for  the  1st  of  January  1882.

These  numbers  do  not  include  356  lunatics,  so  found  by 
inquisition,  who  reside  in  private  houses  in  the  charge  of 
their  Committees,  or  without  return  to  our  office.  Thev 
are  also  exclusive  of  75  male  prisoners,  who  had  become 
insane  whilst  undergoing  sentences  of  penal  servitude,  and 
who  were,  on  the  1st  of  January  last,  detained  under 
treatment  in  the  wards  of  convict  prisons. 

As  regards  classification,  following,  as  usual,  the  statu- 
tory  definition,  we  have,  in  the  foregoing  summary,  as 
well  as  in  the  tables  and  appendices  of  the  Report,  placed 
in  the  pauper  columns  all  who  are  “  maintained  wholly  or 
in  part  by,  or  are  chargeable  to,  any  Parish,  Union, 
County,  or  Borough,”  and  have  included  amongst  the 
private  class,  in  addition  to  those  paid  for  by  relatives 
and  friends,  849  patients,  who,  on  the  1st  of  January 
last,  were  maintained  by  the  State  at  the  Naval  and 
Military  Hospitals  of  Yarmouth  and  Netley,  at  the  Royal 
India  Asylum,  at  Grove  Hall,  Bow,  and  at  the  Criminal 
Lunatic  Asylum,  Broadmoor.  Thus  distinguished,  the 
total  number  on  the  1st  of  January  last  of  76,7 65,  con¬ 
sisted  of  4,127  males,  and  3,796  females,  of  the  private 
class,  and  30,355  males,  and  38,48 7  females,  who  were 
paupers  ;  an  increase  as  compared  with  the  1st  of  January 
1882  of  170  (37  males  and  133  females)  of  the  former 
class,  and  1,753  0398  niales  and  1,055  females)  of  the 
latter  or  pauper  class. 

During  the  previous  10  years  the  average  annual 
increase  of  pri\  ate  patients  was  111,  and  of  pauper  patients 
1,509. 

The  average  annual  increase  of  the  last  three  years,  on 
the  whole  of  the  pauper  class,  has  been  1,7 57,  or  248 
above  the  average  yearly  increase  of  the  whole  decennial 
period  ending  1st  January  1882.  This  increase  is,  how¬ 
ever,  more  than  accounted  for  by  the  diminished  death- 
rate  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums  during  the  last  three 
years  as  compared  with  the  preceding  10  years  ;  the 
mortality  during  1880,  1881,  and  1882,  having  fallen  1 
per  cent.,  thus  giving  a  death-rate  upon  the  average  daily 
numbers  resident  of  about  9  5  per  cent,  instead  of  10’5 
per  cent,  per  annum. 

Taking  the  average  daily  number  resident  in  County 
and  Borough  Asylums,  for  the  three  years,  at  42,000,  the 
diminished  death-rate  of  1  per  cent,  would  account  for  an 
increase  in  the  insane  population  of  these  establishments 
of  420  a  year,  or  of  1,260  at  the  end  of  the  three  years.

The  following  is  an  analysis  of  the  changes  in  the 
numbers  and  classes  under  the  various  heads  of  distribu¬ 
tion,  as  compared  with  the  1st  of  January  1882. 

The  private  patients  have  increased  in  County  and 
Horough  Asylums  by  70,  in  Registered  Hospitals  by  101, 
and  in  Naval  and  Military  Hospitals  and  the  India  Asylum 
by  21,  but  they  have  decreased  in  Licensed  Houses  by  11, 
in  the  Broadmoor  Asylum  by  10,  and  as  single  patients 
in  private  charge  by  1 . 

The  pauper  patients  have  increased  in  County  and 
Borough  Asylums  by  1,304,  in  Registered  Hospitals  by  6, 
in  Broadmoor  Criminal  Asylum  by  21,  in  the  Metropolitan 
District  Asylums  by  363,  and  the  out-door  pauper  lunatics 
by  142,  but  they  have  decreased  in  Licensed  Houses  by 
74,  and  in  ordinary  workhouses  by  9. 


General  Statistics. 

The  statistical  information  set  forth  in  the  body  of  this  Statistics. 
Report  and  in  the  various  appendices,  is  similar  in  most  Tabular  mfor- 
respects  to  that  printed  in  previous  years.  mation. 

Tables  1.  and  II.  cover  a  period  of  25  years,  and  show 
for  the  1st  of  January  in  each  year  since  1 859,  the  number 
and  distribution  of  the  insane,  with  their  ratio  to  the 
general  population,  distinguishing  the  sexes,  and  separa¬ 
ting  the  private  from  the  pauper  class. 

From  Table  II.  it  will  be  seen  that  among  the  private 
patients  the  ratio  to  population  has  of  late  years  been 
practically  stationary,  but  that  the  proportion  of  the 
pauper  class  deemed  to  require  care  and  control  continues 
steadily  to  rise. 

Table  III.,  however,  which  extends  back  14  years, 
shows  that  during  the  last  seven  years  the  increase  in  the 
annual  occurrence  of  fresh  cases  of  insanity,  pauper  and 
private,  as  indicated  by  the  yearly  admissions  of  new  cases 
(transfers  being  excluded)  into  establishments  for  the 
special  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  has  not  been  in 
excess  of  the  annual  increase  in  the  general  population. 

It  would  thus  appear,  that  if  we  take  the  total  population, 
the  proportion  of  persons  attacked  with  insanity  is  not  at 
present  on  the  increase,  and  that  the  addition  made 
annually  to  the  total  number  of  certificated  insane  persons 
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maintained  under  care  and  control  is  due  almost  entirely 
to  accumulation  of  chronic  cases. 

Table  IV.  shows  for  the  last  25  years  the  per-centage 
of  pauper  lunatics  to  total  paupers,  and  of  total  paupers 
to  population,  distinguishing  the  sexes,  and  separating  the 
adults  from  children  under  16  years  of  age. 

Tables  V.,  VI.,  VII.,  and  VIII.  are  continued  in  the 
form  in  which  they  have  been  given  during  the  last  three 
years,  and  are  decennial  in  scope.  They  set  forth 
particulars,  distinguishing  the  sexes,  as  to  all  patients  in 
Asylums,  Hospitals,  Licensed  Houses,  and  in  single  care, 
showing  the  aggregate,  as  regards  these  classes,  the  yearly 
admissions  (deducting  transfers,  which  are  shown  sepa- 
rately),  the  discharges,  and  the  deaths.  The  annual 
ratios  of  the  recoveries  to  the  admissions,  and  of  the 
deaths  to  the  average  daily  number  resident,  as  well  as 
to  the  total  number  under  treatment,  are  also  set  forth  ; 
whilst  separate  columns  are  given  to  Idiot  establishments. 

Table  IX.  sets  forth  the  number  and  distribution  of 
all  pauper  lunatics  belonging  to  the  various  union-counties 
on  the  1st  of  January  last,  and  shows,  as  regards  the 
patients  maintained  in  Asylums.  Hospitals,  and  Licensed 
Houses,  the  number  having  no  parochial  settlement,  and, 
therefore,  chargeable  to  county  on  borough  funds,  and 
not  maintained  out  of  the  poor  rates. 

Table  X.  gives,  for  the  1st  of  January  in  every  year 
from  1859  to  1883  inclusive,  the  total  number  and  dis¬ 
tribution  of  paupers  of  unsound  mind.  On  the  1st  of 
January  last  the  proportion  per  cent,  maintained  in  Asy¬ 
lums,  Hospitals,  and  Licensed  Houses  was  65*74 ;  in 
Workhouses,  25*17  ;  and  as  out-door  paupers  9*09. 

Table  XI.  shows,  for  the  1st  of  January  last,  as  regards 
every  particular  union- county,  the  total  number  of  pauper 
lunatics,  and  the  proportion  maintained  in  Asylums,  kept 
in  Workhouses,  and  resident  as  out-poor  paupers. 

Table  XII.  gives  the  total  number  of  pauper  lunatics 
in  every  union-county  on  the  1st  of  January  1882  and 
1883  respectively,  with  columns  showing  the  increase  or 
decrease  at  those  dates.  There  has  been  a  slight  decrease 
in  10  counties,  hut  an  increase  in  all  the  rest,  except  one 
in  which  there  is  no  change. 
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Table  XIII.  shows  the  total  number  of  pauper  lunatics  Statistics. 
in  every  union-county  on  the  1st  of  January  1871  and  1st  ^aa^rinfor' 
of  January  1883,  with  the  increase  at  the  latter  as  corn-  md  lon’ 
pared  with  the  former  date,  and  the  average  annual 
increase  of  the  12  years.  On  comparing  this  table  with 
the  preceding,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  following  counties 
the  increase  of  the  year  1882  has  been  considerably  in 
excess  of  the  average  annual  increase  of  the  preceding  1 1 
years,  namely,  Surrey,  Kent,  Gloucestershire,  Worcester¬ 
shire,  Derbyshire,  Nottinghamshire,  Cheshire,  Devonshire, 
Cambridgeshire,  and  the  West  Riding  of  York.  On  the 
other  hand  in  Middlesex,  and  in  several  of  the  agricultural 
counties,  the  increase  of  1882  has  been  below  the  average 
annual  increase  of  the  period  covered  by  table  XIII. 

We  have  again  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  ready  and 
able  assistance  voluntarily  rendered  to  us  by  the  medical 
officers  of  all  Asylums,  Hospitals,  and  Licensed  Houses  in 
filling  up  and  returning  to  our  office  the  Registers  now 
annually  issued  from  this  department.  We  are  thus 
enabled  to  continue  the  publication  of  the  tables,  which 
first  appeared  six  years  ago,  and  which  are  numbered  in 
this  Report,  Nos.XIY.  to  XXXIII.  inclusive.  They  refer  to 
13,581  of  the  admissions  of  the  year  1882,  giving  tabulated 
information  as  to  age,  occupation,  condition  as  to 
marriage,  form  oi  mental  disorder,  cases  of  senile  and 
congenital  insanity,  and  of  first  attack,  the  number 
affected  with  general  paralysis  and  epilepsy,  and  having  a 
disposition  to  suicide.  The  causes  of  insanity,  verified  as 
far  as  practicable  by  the  medical  observers,  are  also  shown, 
distinguishing  the  private  from  the  pauper  patients. 

We  have  thought  it  unnecessary  this  year  to  print  the 
detailed  tables  of  causes  of  insanity  reported  in  each 
Asylum,  and  in  groups  of  Licensed  Houses  and  Hospitals. 

In  many  Asylums  it  is  the  practice  of  the  Medical  Super¬ 
intendents  to  print,  as  an  Appendix  to  their  Annual 
Reports,  a  tuble  of  Gauses  drawn  up  in  a  form  more  or 
less  closely  resembling  that  adopted  by  us.

In  the  Appendix  (A)  will  be  found  a  detailed  summary 
of  the  returns  made  annually  to  this  Department  by 
clerks  to  boards  of  guardians,  setting  forth  the  number 
of  patients  chargeable  to  the  various  unions  and  parishes 
on  the  1st  of  January  last,  distinguishing  those  maintained 
in  Asylums,  kept  in  Workhouses,  and  resident  with  rela¬ 
tives  or  others  as  out- door  paupers. 

This  summary  is  followed  by  a  table  showing  how 
many  of  the  patients  chargeable  to  Metropolitan  unions, 
and  returned  as  in  workhouses,  were,  at  that  date,  in  the 
Metropolitan  District  Asylums  at  Leavesden,  Caterham, 
and  Darenth,  respectively,  with  the  parishes  or  unions  to 
which  the  patients  belonged. 

Appendices  (B1,  B2,  and  B3)  give  details  for  the  year 
1882  as  to  all  patients  detained  under  orders  and  certifi¬ 
cates  in  County  and  Borough  and  State  Asylums, 
Registered  Hospitals,  Licensed  Houses,  and  as  Ci  Single 
patients  ”  in  private  charge.  The  details  in  (B1)  include 
for  the  respective  establishments,  the  admissions  (show¬ 
ing  also  re-admissions  and  transfers),  the  discharges  (dis¬ 
tinguishing  the  recoveries),  the  deaths,  the  average  daily 
number  resident  throughout  the  year,  the  recovery  and 
death-rate,  and  the  number  of  post-mortem  examinations 
made.  In  (B3)  are  tabulated  the  patients  deemed  curable, 
those  found  lunatic  bv  inquisition,  the  criminal  lunatics, 
and  the  paupers  chargeable  to  county  or  borough  rates 
instead  of  to  poor  rates. 

The  deaths  by  suicide  were,  in  all,  1 7*  In  1881  there 
were  23.  They  are  tabulated  in  the  Appendix  (B2). 
Fourteen  of  these  deaths  (including  two  cases  where  the 
act  was  committed  while  the  patient  was  away  from  the 
Asylum  on  trial)  were  of  patients  in  County  and  Borough 
Asylums. 

One  patient  in  a  Registered  Hospital  died  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  injuries  inflicted  by  himself  previous  to  admis¬ 
sion. 

Of  the  remaining  cases  of  suicide,  one  took  place  in  a 
Provincial  Licensed  House,  and  the  subject  of  the  other 
was  detained  as  a  Single  Patient. 
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County  and  Borough  Asylums. 

By  the  opening,  in  January  1882,  of  the  second  Asylum  Count r  and- 
for  Birmingham  at  Rubery  Hill,  the  County  and  Borough  asylums. 
Asylums  in  England  and  Wales  have  become  62  in  statistics, 
number.  The  Appendix  (R.)  contains  a  list  of  the 
Asylums,  with  the  names  of  the  Medical  Superintendent 
of  each,  and  of  the  Clerks  to  Committees  of  Visitors. 

From  Appendix  (B1)  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number 
of  patients  in  these  establishments  on  the  1st  of  January 
last  was  44,065,  or  298  males  and  356  females  of  the  pri¬ 
vate  class,  and  19,600  males  and  23,81 1  females  who  were 
paupers. 

The  total  admissions  of  the  year  were  12,412,  but  of 
these  1,632  were  re-admissions,  and  1,608  were  transfers. 

Deducting  the  latter,  but  including  the  relapsed  cases,  the 
fresh  admissions  of  the  year  were  10,804,  or  5,329  males 
and  5,475  females.  The  total  discharges  of  the  year 
were  6,906,  viz.,  3,204  males  and  3,702  females,  of  whom 
4,366  (1,928  males  and  2,438  females)  had  “recovered;” 
the  deaths  amounted  to  4,132  (2,312  males  and  1,820 

females). 

/ 

The  average  daily  number  resident  throughout  the 
year  in  all  these  establishments  was  19,667  males  and 
23,806  females,  or  a  total  of  43,473. 

Examining  these  figures  it  will  be  found  that  the 
recoveries  as  compared  with  the  admissions  (excluding 
transfers)  were  in  the  proportion  of  36T8  per  cent,  for 
the  males,  and  44*53  for  the  females,  or  40*41  for  both 
sexes.  These  rates  have  been  maintained  for  several 
years  past  with  but  little  variation. 

The  death-rate,  calculated  upon  the  average  daily  num¬ 
ber  resident  during  1882,  was  in  the  ratio  of  11*75  per 
cent,  for  the  males,  and  7‘6 4  for  the  females,  or  9*50  for 
both  sexes.  As  has  already  been  mentioned  early  in  this 
Report,  this  death-rate,  which  has  scarcely  been  exceeded 
during  the  last  three  years,  is  1  per  cent,  below  the 
average  of  the  decennial  period  ending  1879. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  columns  giving  the 
ratios  in  the  Appendix  (B1),  the  recovery  anti  death  rates 
vary  greatly  in  the  several  Asylums.  The  general  result, 
however,  must  be  considered  satisfactory,  whilst  in  some 
instances  remarkably  favourable  returns  have  been  given.

Night  Watching  of  the  Epileptic  and  Suicidal. 

In  our  Twenty-eighth  Report  (for  1873)  mention  was 
made  of  the  good  effect  which  had  resulted  from  the 
special  arrangements  carried  out  in  several  Asylums  for  the 
constant  supervision  of  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients 
during  the  night.  The  frequent  cases  in  which  epileptic 
patients  were  found  suffocated  by  turning  on  their  faces 
during  fits.,  and  also  of  suicide  effected  during  the  night, 
had  for  some  time  convinced  us  that  nothing  less  than 
constant  personal  supervision  by  trustworthy  attendants  in 
properly  arranged  dormitories  would  he  likely  to  put  a  stop 
to  what  we  could  not  but  consider  to  be  preventible  deaths. 

In  few  of  the  Asylums  at  that  time  existing  were  there 
any  wards  specially  adapted  for  this  purpose,  and  although 
such  alterations  as  were  possible  had  been  from  time  to 
time  effected  by  many  of  the  Medical  Superintendents  in 
compliance  with  our  suggestions  made  on  the  spot,  it  is 
only  within  the  last  few  years  that  in  new  Asylums  special 
wards  have  been  planned,  and  in  the  older,  substantial 
alterations  have  been  carried  out,  to  secure  adequate 
supervision  of  the  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients. 

Our  views  as  to  the  essentials  of  what  has  since  been 
called  an  “  Observation  Dormitory,”  are  embodied  in  a 
plan  which  was  properly  drawn  to  scale  by  Mr.  C.  H. 
Howell,  consulting  architect  to  the  Board,  from  sketches 
furnished  by  one  of  our  body,  and  was  published  in  the 
Appendix  to  our  Twenty-eighth  Report.  The  building 
thus  shown  was  to  accommodate  48  patients  on  the  ground 
floor,  or  96  if  of  two  storeys,  the  estimated  cost  at  that 
time  being  61  /.  per  patient  if  of  one  floor,  or  56  l.  if  of  two 

storevs. 

•*/ 

The  advantages  of  this  particular  arrangement,  are  the 
uninterrupted  view  of  the  patients  in  the  dormitory  by  the 
special  attendants,  and  the  facility  of  supervision  of  the 
single  rooms.  These  open  directly  out  of  the  dormitory, 
and  are  so  lighted  that  through  wide  slits  in  the  upper 
half  of  the  door,  the  state  of  the  patient  can  be  observed 
without  opening  the  door,  or  disturbing  the  patient,  while 
any  noise  made  by  the  inmate  can  also  readily  be  heard.# 

Wherever 

*  In  all  cases  these  rooms  should  be  made  to  open  by  an  ordinary  handle 
on  the  outside,  so  as  to  enable  the  attendant  at  once  to  enter  when  neces¬ 
sary  ;  thus  saving  time  and  avoiding  the  disturbance  so  frequently  com¬ 
plained  of  as  caused  by  jingling  keys  and  their  rattle  in  the  locks. 
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W  herever  arrangements  on  this  principle  have  been  county  and 
made  the  results  have  been  satisfactory,  and  a  consider-  asylum! 
able  saving  of  life  has  followed  the  adoption  of  the  night  * 
system.  watching  in 

But  however  well-arranged  the  observation' 'dormitories  GeneraLo 
may  be,  their  purpose  will  be  completely  missed  unless 
pro\  ision  be  made  for  the  constant  presence  of  a  proper 
number  of  efficient  night  attendants,  and  for  ensuring,  so 
far  as  possible,  their  vigilance. 

The  night-watching  of  the  insane  of  all  classes  in  Asy¬ 
lums  and  other  institutions  is  now  on  a  much  more  satis¬ 
factory  tooting  than  was  the  case  some  years  ago,  when 
in  many  Asylums  of  considerable  size,  there  was  but  one 
night  attendant  on  duty  in  each  division  for  patients  of  • 
all  classes. 

For  years  we  have  urged,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe 
that  at  length  it  is  generally  recognised,  that  night  atten¬ 
dants  ought  to  have  no  regular  day  duty.  Formerly,  it 
was  a  common  practice  (and  we  are  not  sure  that  it  is 
entirely  obsolete)  to  require  the  ordinary  attendants  to 
take  their  turn  at  night-work.  Such  an  arrangement,  it 
need  scarcely  be  said,  cannot  conduce  to  vigilance  and 
activity  in  the  discharge  of  night  duty. 

In  many  Asylums  the  number  of  night  attendants, 
especially  for  the  proper  care  of  the  suicidal  and  epileptic 
class,  is  still  insufficient.  In  our  opinion,  the  number  of 
such  patients  in  charge  of  one  attendant  should  not  exceed 
25,  or  at  most  30. 

t  ^  few  °t  the  Medical  Superintendents  of  Asylums, 
distrusting  the  action  of  mechanical  contrivances  for 
checking  the  vigilance  and  regularity  of  the  visits  of  night 
attendants,  rely  on  a  system  of  visitation  by  inspectors. 

But,  in  general,  mechanical  or  electric  apparatus  of  some 
kind  is  in  use,  and  in  this  direction  there  has  been  much 
improvement  of  late.  The  old  “  pegged  ”  clock  is  now 
rarely  met  with,  and  has  been  superseded  by  “  Dent’s  tell¬ 
tale,”  with  paper  dials,  marked  at  different  stations.  Lat¬ 
terly,  various  systems  of  electric  recording  apparatus  have 
been  successfully  introduced,  and  are  likely  to  come  into 
general  use.  Pratt’s  clock,  manufactured  by  Bailey,  of 
Salford,  has  been  used  in  many  asylums,  and  the  system 
invented  by  Messrs.  Spagnoletti  and  Partridge  is  used  at 
Han  well,  at  the  Barming  Heath  Asylum,  and  at  Banstead. 

At  the  Winson  Green  Asylum,  Birmingham,  Gent  &  Co’s, 
electric  clock  is  employed,  and  at  the  North  Riding  Asy- 
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lum  one  manufactured  by  Harrison,  Cox,  Walker  &  Co.? 
of  Darlington,  is  stated  to  work  very  satisfactorily. 

Whatever  may  be  the  nature  of  the  recording  apparatus 
employed,  it  should  be  supplemented  by  electric  bells, 
ensuring,  in  case  of  need,  an  instantaneous  communication 
both  with  the  day  attendants,  the  head  attendant,  and  the 
Medical  Officers  ;  the  u  pushes  ”  acting  on  the  bells  placed 
in  the  day  attendant’s  rooms  being  more  than  one,  and 
fixed  at  short  intervals  on  the  special  dormitory  walls. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  we  may  notice  that 
from  a  recent  report  on  the  Norwich  Borough  Asylum, 
we  learn  that,  in  all  the  male  dormitories  there  bells  are 
fitted,  by  means  of  which  the  patients  themselves  can,  on 
an  emergency,  summon  a  night  attendant.  The  arrange¬ 
ment  is  said  to  be  highly  valued  by  the  patients,  and 
never  to  have  been  abused.  Should  it  continue  to  work 
well,  it  may  be  well  worth  adoption  elsewhere. 

The  frequency  with  which  the  night  attendants  are 
required  to  record  their  presence  in  the  special  wards 
varies  considerably,  being  in  some  Asylums  every  ten 
minutes,  or  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  in  others  every  half  hour, 
or  even  every  hour.  The  latter  is  certainly  too  long  an 
interval,  and  every  half  hour  would  probably  be  sufficient 
unless  in  special  cases,  and  would  not  unduly  interfere 
with  the  other  duties  of  the  attendants.  It  is  of  great 
importance  that  the  recording  stations  should  be  placed 
in  positions  which  ensure  the  presence  of  the  attendants 
in  all  parts  of  the  dormitory  successively,  and  especially 
at  the  single  rooms,  if  these  do  not  open  directly  into  the 
main  dormitorv. 

Printed  regulations,  carefully  drawn  up,  should  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  special  night  attendants,  con¬ 
taining  instructions  for  their  guidance  in  case  of  fits,  and 
serious  emergencies.  Among  other  precautions,  atten¬ 
dants  should  be  taught  not  to  allow  epileptic  patients 
to  cover  them  heads  with  the  bedclothes,  or  in  any  way  to 
prevent  the  mouth  from  being  always  visible.  All  night 
attendants  should  wear  noiseless  slippers,  and  should  be 
trained  to  move  quietly  about  their  wards. 

In  order  to  procure  explicit  information  as  to  the 
Asylums  in  which  provision  had  been  made  for  the  night 
supervision  of  epilepticand  suicidal  patients  we  issued,  while 
this  Report  wTas  in  preparation,  a  circular  Appendix  (Q„, 
No.  1)  asking  for  the  number  and  sexes  of  patients  under 
the  above  two  heads,  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums,

Registered  Hospitals,  and  State  Hospitals  or  Asylums,  County  anx> 
and  the  larger  Licensed  Houses,  on  the  night  of  the  31st 
December  1 882,  together  with  the  number  at  the  same  Nighx 
date  under  continuous  supervision  at  night  in  the  care  of  Watching. 
special  attendants,  with  various  other  details.  We  must 
here  acknowledge  the  readiness  with  which  the  returns 
were  filled  up  by  the  Medical  Superintendents.  These 
gentlemen  were  invited  to  state  the  result  of  their  ex¬ 
perience  as  to  the  utility  of  the  system  in  those  asylums 
in  which  it  had  been  carried  out  in  preventing  deaths  from 
suffocation,  protecting  patients  from  injury  during  their 
fits,  and  preventing  suicide. 

A  considerable  number  of  Superintendents  have  been 
good  enough  to  respond  to  this,  and  they  generally  hear 
testimony  to  the  value  of  the  safeguards  referred  to.  We 
give  in  the  Appendix  (Q,.,  No.  2)  a  selection  from  the 
more  interesting  of  these  remarks. 

The  chief  advantages  thus  stated  to  he  derived  from  the 
adoption  of  the  system  are  the  prevention,  in  many  in¬ 
stances,  of  suicidal  attempts,  and,  when  made,  their 
general  detection  ;  as  respects  the  epileptics,  the  saving 
of  life  from  suffocation  or  other  causes ;  the  prevention 
of  injuries  from  quarrels  with  other  patients,  or  from 
falling  out  of  bed ;  the  feeling  of  security  the  patients 
have  from  the  knowledge  that  they  are  under  protection ; 
and  especially  the  amount  of  comfort  and  freedom  from 
anxiety  which  it  affords  to  the  medical  and  other  officers. 

In  the  Appendix  (Q,.,  No.  3)  will  be  found  a  table  compiled 
from  these  returns,  showing  the  number  of  epileptic  and 
suicidal  cases  in  each  of  the  County  and  Borough  Asy¬ 
lums,  the  Naval  and  Military  Hospitals,  and  Broadmoor 
Asylum  on  the  31st  December  1882,  together  with  the 
number  of  each  class  under  special  supervision  during  the 
same  night.  As  respects  the  suicidal  patients  it  will  be 
observed  that  in  many  Asylums  those  only  are  returned 
who  were  at  the  time  considered  to  be  actively  suicidal, 
while  in  others  those  are  included  who  have  at  any  time 
evinced  a  suicidal  disposition,  whether  before,  or  subse¬ 
quent  to  their  admission. 

Out  of  the  62  County  and  Borough  Asylums,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  in  1 7  very  good  provision  has  been  made  lor 
both  epileptic  and  suicidal  cases,  in  many,  indeed,  for  all 
of  both  classes.  In  15  others  all,  or  nearly  all,  the 
epileptics  are  placed  under  care  at  night,  and  also  many 
suicidal  patients.  In  9  others,  provision  is  made  for  a 
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County  and  a  certain  number  of  cases,  while  in  13  it  is  still  very  im- 
Asylums.  perfect.  In  the  Asylums  for  Suffolk,  the  East  Riding  of 
Night  York,  and  the  Boroughs  of  Hull,  Newcastle,  Norwich, 
watching.  ancj  Bristol,  there  are  no  arrangements  made  for  these 

cases. 

In  concluding  our  remarks  on  this  important  subject,, 
we  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  our  satisfaction  with 
the  results  already  obtained,  and  we  confidently  hope 
that  before  long  not  only  will  the  system  of  continuous 
night  supervision  of  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients  be 
introduced  into  the  few  remaining  Asylums  where  it 
does  not  now  exist,  but  will  be  rendered  more  perfect  in 
those  where  it  is  still  defective. 

Indeed,  we  would  go  further  than  this.  It  seems  to  us 
that  all  sick  inmates  of  lunatic  Asylums  placed  in  infir maiy 
wards  are  entitled  to  the  same  care  and  protection  from 
accident  at  night  as  they  would  have  in  a  well-regulated 
general  Hospital,  and  as  the  special  classes  so  often 
referred  to  do  now  for  the  most  part  enjoy. 

In  many  Asylums  attendants  sit  up  all  night  to  nurse 
the  sick  in  the  infirmary  wards,  which  are  never  left 
without  supervision.  But  this  arrangement  is  not  uni¬ 
versal,  as  we  think  it  should  be. 


The  Demand  for  Increase  in  Asylum 
Accommodation. 

the  Demand  Few,  if  any,  Counties  or  Boroughs  have  escaped  from  a 
in  Asylum  pressure,  which  appears  to  have  been  yearly  growing  more 
accommoda-  severe,  upon  their  Asylum  accommodation  for  pauper 
lunatics.  In  the  majority  of  Counties,  and  in  most  of  the 
more  important  Boroughs,  strenuous  efforts  have  been 
made  to  meet  the  increasing  demand,  either  by  large 
extensions  of  the  existing,  or  by  the  erection  of  new. 
Asylums,  and  considerable  provision  has  been,  or  will 
soon,  thus  be  made. 

There  are,  however,  some  Counties  and  Boroughs  in 
which  the  accommodation  is  still  deficient,  and  to  these  we 
propose,  shortly,  to  direct  your  Lordship’s  attention.  It 
may  be  useful  to  preface  the  details  of  this  subject  by 
a  few  general  remarks  on  some  of  the  causes  of  the  in¬ 
creased  pressure  which  has  been  so  largely  experienced. 

In  our  29th  Report  (for  1874)  we  observed,  with  refer¬ 
ence 
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ence  to  the  Parliamentary  Grant  of  4  s.  per  week  for  every  County  and 
pauper  lunatic  maintained  in  an  Asylum,  which  was  first  asylums. 
voted  in  that  year,  that  it  remained  44  to  be  seen  whether  the  demand

charge  would  not  have  the  effect  of  causing  unneces-  accommoda- 
sarily  the  transfer  to  Asylums  of  chronic  cases  such  as  TI0N‘ 

“  might  properly  he  cared  for  in  workhouses,  thus  render- 
“  ing  necessary  on  the  part  of  Counties  and  Boroughs 
“  a  still  larger  outlay  than  heretofore  in  providing  addi- 
44  tional  Asylum  accommodation.” 

Again,  in  our  30th  Report,  we  stated  that  “  the 
“  tendency  of  the  legislation  by  which,  in  1862,  the  cost 
of  lunatics  in  Asylums  was  cast  upon  the  common  fund 
of  the  Union,  instead  of  on  a  particular  parish  ;  and  by 
“  which,  in  1874,  4  s.  a  week  of  the  cost  of  every  pauper 
44  lunatic  in  an  Asylum  is  to  be  defrayed  by  the  State,  has 
“  been  to  drive  larger  numbers  into  Asylums,  including 
44  many  chronic  cases  previously  kept  in  workhouses.” 

Further  observation  induced  us,  in  our  32nd  and  33rd 
Reports,  and  in  that  for  1881  (36th  Report),  to  repeat 
these  views  as  to  the  operation  of  the  Parliamentary 
Grant. 

Although  each  year’s  experience  has  tended  to  satisfy 
us  of  the  soundness  of  this  opinion,  we  nevertheless  have 
thought  it  desirable  to  ascertain  the  views  of  others 
qualified  to  form  a  judgment  on  the  subject.  Accordingly, 
in  February  1882,  we  addressed  to  the  Committee  of 
Visitors  of  every  County  Asylum  a  circular  letter,  request¬ 
ing  their  opinion  as  to  whether  the  tendency  of  the  Grant 
has  been  : 

(1.)  44  To  crowd  their  Asylum  with  patients  not 
requiring  Asylum  treatment,”  or 

(2.)  44  To  prevent  the  removal  of  such  patients 
back  to  the  workhouses  when  the  necessity  for  Asylum 
treatment  has  passed  away.” 

The  replies  to  these  queries  have  been  various,  but  the 
majority  have  been  in  the  negative.  The  first  query  was 
answered  distinctly  in  the  affirmative  by  13,  and  distinctly 
in  the  negative  by  27,  Asylums  ;  the  second  affirmatively 
from  about  10,  and  negatively  from  about  23,  Asylums;  but 
many  answers  were  either  uncertain  or  much  qualified  in 
their  conclusions.  Some  Committees  adduced  the  want  of 
proper  accommodation  in  workhouses  as  a  cause  of  send¬ 
ing  into  Asylums  patients  not  actually  requiring  Asylum 
o.6  i.  k  4  treatment. 
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treatment,  and  some,  very  properly,  alluded  with  approval 
to  the  benefit  arising'  from  the  Grant,  in  its  tendency  to 
secure  early  treatment  of  acute  cases. 

Although  the  result  of  this  appeal  to  the  experience  of 
Asylum  authorities  has  been,  on  the  whole,  adverse  to  our 
own  view,  we  nevertheless  retain  the  opinion,  based  on 
a  consideration  of  the  recent  statistics  of  insanity  in  this 
country,  as  well  as  on  our  own  observation  in  the  course 
of  actual  visitation,  and  the  probabilities  of  the  case,  that 
the  Parliamentary  Grant  has  tended  to  bring  into  Asylums 
numerous  cases  which  might  adequately  and  more 
economically  be  treated  in  workhouses,  thus  filling  up 
room  required  for  patients  more  likely  to  benefit  by  cura¬ 
tive  treatment,  and  creating  a  pressure  which  imposes  on 
the  county  rates  a  heavy  burden  for  the  extension  of 
Asylum  accommodation. 

We  refer  above  to  the  statistics  of  insanity.  Now 
Table  X.in  the  body  of  this  Report  gives  figures  showing  for 
25  years  the  distribution  of  insane  paupers,  and  a  careful 
examination  of  those  figures  will,  we  think,  support  our 
opinion  as  to  the  effect  of  the  4  s .  Grant. 

There  were,  we  observe,  on  1  January  18/4,  14,575 
more  known  pauper  lunatics  than  on  1  January  1865,  the 
increase  in  the  class  maintained  in  Asylums,  Hospitals, 
and  Licensed  Houses,  being  9,031,  or  62  per  cent,  of  the 
above  total  increase. 

Taking  the  interval  of  eight  years  from  1875  (and 
excluding  1874,  the  year  in  which  the  4  s.  subvention  was 
first  voted),  we  find  that  on  1  January  1883,  there  were 
12,439  more  pauper  lunatics  than  on  1  January  1875,  and 
that  in  the  class  maintained  in  Asylums,  &c.,  the  increase 
was  11,086,  or  89  per  cent,  of  the  total  increase. 

Again,  the  proportion  of  pauper  lunatics  maintained  in 
Asylums,  Hospitals,  and  Licensed  Houses,  rose,  between 
1  January  1865  and  1  January  1870,  from  59*38  per 
cent,  to  61*92  per  cent.,  an  advance  of  2*54  per  cent.  ; 
and  from  the  latter  date  to  ]  January  1874,  it  fell  to  60*07 
per  cent.,  a  decline  of  1*85  per  cent.  This  decline  was 
probably  due  to  the  opening  of  the  Metropolitan  District 
Asylums  in  1870.  Upon  the  whole  period  from  1865  to 
1874,  however,  the  net  increase  in  the  proportion  of 
this  class  of  pauper  lunatics  to  all  pauper  lunatics  was 
only  0-69  per  cent.,  while  between  1  January  1875  and 
1  January  1883,  it  rose  from  60*58  to  65*74  per  cent.,  an 
increase  of  5*16  per  cent.  In  the  first  of  these  intervals. 
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the  proportion  of  pauper  lunatics  in  Workhouses  rose  from  County  and 
24*29  to  2/*44  per  cent.,  an  advance  of  3*15  per  cent. ; 
and  in  the  second  it  fell  from  27  26  to  25*17  per  cent.,  a  th^demand 
decrease  of  2*09  per  cent.  The  opening,  however,  of  the  for  I NCR E ASK 
Metropolitan  District  Asylums,  the  legal  status  of  which  accommoda- 
is  that  of  Workhouses,  accounts  for  part  of  the  advance  TI0N- 
in  the  first  interval ;  and  if  they  had  not  existed  the 
subsequent  decrease  would  probably  have  been  greater. 

The  table  shows  further,  up  to  the  close  of  1883,  a  con¬ 
tinuous  and  regular  decrease  in  the  proportion  of  pauper 
lunatics  residing  with  relatives  or  others  ;  and,  to  sum  up, 
it  appears  that  in  the  25  years  from  1  January  1859  to 
1  January  1883,  the  distribution  of  known  pauper  lunatics 
has  so  varied  that  the  proportion  maintained  in  Asylums 
has  risen  from  56*70  to  6574,  or  an  increase  of  9*04  per 
cent.  ;  that  the  proportion  maintained  in  Workhouses 
proper,  and  in  the  District  Asylums  (with  some  fluctuations) 
remains,  at  the  end  of  the  period,  nearly  what  it  was  at  the 
beginning ;  but  that  the  proportion  of  those  residing  with 
relatives  or  others,  being,  in  fact,  in  the  position  of 
out-door  paupers,  has  fallen  9*15  per  cent.,  or  more  than 
one-half.  Had  the  proportions  remained  stationary, 
there  would,  on  1  January  1883,  have  been  6,000  fewer 
lunatics  in  County  Asylums,  Hospitals,  and  Licensed 
Houses. 

The  great  decrease  in  out-door  pauper  lunatics  would 
seem  to  point  to  a  considerable  change  of  public  feeling 
with  regard  to  Lunatic  Asylums,  inducing  greater  readi¬ 
ness  in  entrusting  the  insane  to  them  ;  and  also  probably 
to  a  greater  impatience  on  the  part  of  relatives,  of  the 
presence  in  their  homes  of  insane  or  imbecile  persons. 

The  foregoing  examination  seems  to  us  to  establish  the 
fact  that,  coincident  with  the  4  s,  a  week  grant,  commenced 
an  augmented  annual  increase  in  the  proportion  of  pauper 
lunatics  maintained  in  Asylums,  &c.  ;  and  although  provi¬ 
sion  of  Asylum  accommodation  itself  tends  to  bring  in  more 
patients,  we  cannot  avoid  the  conclusion  that  the  4  6*. 
grant  has  been  a  principal  factor  in  producing  this  result. 

That  it  should  be  so  is,  indeed,  most  likely  ;  for  it  renders, 
in  the  majority  of  cases,  the  maintenance  of  a  pauper 
lunatic  in  an  Asylum  as  little  burdensome  to  the  Poor- 
rate  as  his  maintenance  in  the  workhouse,  so  that  there 
remains  no  inducement  to  the  guardians,  but  rather  the 
contrary,  to  retain  in  the  workhouse  a  chronic  and  quite 
incurable  patient  who  may  become  troublesome  and  re- 
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boroughND  <lu*re  something  more  than  the  ordinary  care  and  treat-

Insufficiency  of  Asylum  Accommodation. 


Insufficiency 
of  Accom¬ 
modation. 


The  following  are  some  particulars,  derived  from  our 
own  observation  and  from  the  Annual  Reports  of  Com¬ 
mittees  of  Visitors,  as  to  the  Counties  and  Boroughs 
where  Asylum  accommodation  is  still  deficient. 


Cambridge  and  Notwithstanding  several  additions  made  to  the  Cam- 
isie  of  Ely.  bridge  County  and  Borough  Asylum  since  1876,  it  is 
again  full,  indeed  overfull  on  the  male  side,  and  has  but 
few  vacancies  for  female  patients.  Eight  male  patients 
were,  last  year,  boarded  out  in  the  Northampton  County 
Asylum. 


Cornwall.

Derby. 


The  Cornwall  Asylum  is  overcrowded,  and  female 
patients  were  last  year  refused  admission,  but  new  build¬ 
ings,  for  the  accommodation  of  170  additional  pauper 
patients,  are  in  progress,  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  fit  for 
occupation  by  the  end  of  the  present  year. 

The  erection  of  new  buildings  has  relieved  pressure  for 
male  accommodation  in  the  Cumberland  and  Westmore¬ 
land  Asylum,  but  there  is  still  a  deficiency  of  room  in  the 
female  division,  which  will,  however,  be  remedied  by  the 
additional  buildings  nowT  in  progress. 

The  Derby  County  Asylum  has  but  little  vacant  space 
at  present,  but  a  block  for  36  male  patients  is  in  course 
of  erection,  and  there  are  a  few  female  patients  belonging 
to  the  borough  of  Derby  who  may  be  removed  to  make 
room  on  the  female  side.  Still,  some  extension  of  the 
female  division  will  very  shortly  become  necessary. 


Devon.  The  Devon  County  Asylum  has  been  so  full  during  the 

past  year  that  patients  could  only  be  admitted  as  vacancies 
occurred  by  death  or  discharge.  Attempts  were  made 
to  obtain  room  by  the  removal  of  chronic  patients  to 
workhouses  or  to  their  friends,  but  apparently  with  little 
success. 


Essex 
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Essex  remains  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  position  with  county  and 
regard  to  its  Asylum  accommodation.  The  contemplated  asylum* 
new  Asylum  upon  the  Wickham  Bishop  Estate  having  Insufficiency 
been  abandoned  owing  to  the  failure  to  obtain  an  adequate  Accom* 
water  supply,  we  consented,  though  with  reluctance,  to  Essex 
sanction  the  erection  of  an  auxiliary  building  at  Brent¬ 
wood,  contingent,  however,  on  an  ample  supply  of  good 
water  being  there  secured.  At  present  the  water  used  at 
the  Asylum  is  derived  from  surface  springs.  The  sinking 
of  a  well  was  begun  in  February  1882,  but  at  the  close  of 
the  year  a  depth  of  286  feet  had  been  reached  without 
finding  water.* 

In  the  meantime,  the  question  of  extension  is  in  abey¬ 
ance,  and  difficulty  is  experienced  in  meeting  the  wants 
of  the  county.  We  learn  that  at  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  in  the  Asylum  and  the  houses  at  Mistley  and 
Leyton,  950  patients,  and  that  there  were  boarded  out 
at  Northampton  Asylum,  60  ;  at  Camberwell  House,  62  ; 
and  at  the  Three  Counties  Asylum,  24  patients,  making  a 
total  of  146  for  whom  accommodation  within  the  county 
is  required.  Wre  approve  highly  of  the  branch  establish¬ 
ments  at  Mistley'  and  Leyton,  which  are  very  suitable  for 
the  class  of  patients  placed  in  them. 

The  Asylum  for  the  county  of  Glamorgan  is  full,  and  Glamorgan, 
about  100  patients  are  boarded  out. 

The  plans,  however,  for  the  auxiliary  Asylum  at  Parc 
Gwilt  (the  purchase  of  which  site  we  noticed  in  our  last 
Report )  were  submitted  and  finally  approved  during  the 
year  1882. 

It  is  proposed  in  the  first  instance  to  erect  only  the 
buildings  forming  the  administration  block,  the  hall, 
laundry,  and  one  infirmary  ward  on  each  side.  This  will 
provide  accommodation  for  about  328  patients,  male  and 
female.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  portion  of  the  Asylum 
to  be  built  in  the  first  instance  is  50,000  l. 

We  trust  that  the  works  will  be  pressed  forward  with¬ 
out  delav.

In  August  1880  the  Secretary  of  State  approved  of  the  Gloucestershire 
general  plans  for  a  second  Asylum  for  the  county  and  (Second 
city  of  Gloucester,  a  small  portion  of  which  the  Committee  AsyIum)* 
of  Visitors  proposed  at  that  time  to  build. 

These 
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*  We  believe  that  water  has  since  been  found. 
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These  works  were  undertaken,  and  in  the  course  of  last 
year  the  Committee  found  it  desirable  to  proceed  with  a 
much  larger  part  of  the  entire  design.  This  included  the 
infirmary  blocks,  dining  hall,  stores,  water  tower,  and 
some  offices.  The  plans  for  these  buildings,  in  accordance 
with  the  general  design  already  approved,  and  involving  a 
further  estimated  outlay  of  40,000/.,  received  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  June  last. 

The  Hants  Asylum  has  been  overcrowded  during  the 
past  year.  Relief  will,  however,  be  obtained  by  a  new 
wing  for  170  female  patients  which  was  commenced,  and 
which  it  is  hoped  will,  ere  long,  be  ready  for  occupation. 
The  estimated  cost  for  this  building,  on  completion  of  the 
extension  of  the  Asylum  determined  on  in  1875,  was 
11,000/.,  exclusive  of  engineering  work.  The  requisite 
approval  of  the  plan  was  obtained  in  February  1882., 

The  Kent.  Asylum  at  Barming  Heath  has  been  full 
during  1882,  but  there  has  been  a  large  amount  of 
available  accommodation  at  the  other  county  Asylum  at 
Chartham,  and  extensions  are  contemplated  at  Barming 
Heath  which  will  give  much  additional  room. 

In  our  Thirty-third  Report  we  mentioned  that,  with  a 
view  to  the  removal  from  Leicester  of  the  county  Asylum, 
an  estate  had  been  acquired  at  Newtown  Unthank  as  the 
site  of  a  new  Asylum.  Nothing  further  has  been  done 
in  the  matter,  and  the  question  of  removal  remains  in 
abeyance.  In  the  meantime  the  available  accommodation 
in  the  present  Asylum  is,  of  course,  lessening  yearly  ;  and 
though  the  annual  increase  of  insanity  in  the  two  counties 
has  not  been  large,  the  time  must  soon  arrive  when 
further  provision  will  he  needed.  At  the  time  of  our 
inspection  in  1882  there  were  vacancies  for  about  25 
patients. 

The  additional  accommodation  afforded  at  the  Lincoln¬ 
shire  Asylum  by  the  new  buildings  recently  erected  there 
is  being  rapidly  filled  up,  and  it  was  found  at  the  visitation 
of  last  year  that  seven  patients  were  still  boarded  out  in 
another  Asylum. 

The  deficiency  of  Asylum  accommodation  for  Middlesex 
has  engaged  our  attention  for  some  time  past.  So  far 
back  as  1879  representations  had  been  made  to  us  by 
the  guardians  of  at  least  one  Middlesex  union  as  to  the 
difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  admission  for  curable 
patients  into  the  county  Asylums. 

In 
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In  1880  we  wrote  to  the  Committees  of  Visitors  of  each  Borough  NB 
of  the  three  Asylums,  asking  for  information  as  to  the  Asylums. 
number  of  patients  suffering  from  “  senile  dementia  ”  who  i^ufficiengy 
might  he  properly  provided  for  in  workhouse  infirmaries  modati°on. 
or  well-managed  workhouse  wards.  Having  received  Middlesex, 
returns  of  these,  wre  suggested  the  propriety  of  inquiring 
into  the  cases,  with  a  view  of  promoting  their  discharge  to 
their  respective  union  workhouses,  and  thus  obtaining 
room  for  acute  cases.  In  the  early  part  of  last  year  we 
endeavoured  to  ascertain  how  far  this  suggestion  had 
been  acted  upon,  and  we  learned  that  from  Colney  Hatch 
Asylum  four  patients  only,  all  males,  “  not  recovered,” 
had  been  removed  to  their  union  workhouses  or  to  work- 
house  infirmaries ;  that  from  Hanwell,  1 1  males  and 
1  female,  “  not  recovered,”  had  been  so  removed ;  and 
that  from  Ban  stead,  4  males  and  8  females,  of  the  same 
class,  had  been  similarly  treated. 

The  relief  thus  obtained  was  obviously  of  little  account, 
and  during  the  past  year  the  pressure  upon  the  existing 
Asylum  accommodation  has  been,  and  is,  very  severe. 

This  will  be  at  once  apparent  when  we  mention  that  on 
the  1st  January  1882  there  were  maintained  in  out-county 
Asylums,  Hospitals,  and  Licensed  Houses  610  lunatics 
belonging  to  Middlesex.  The  number  had  indeed  fallen 
on  the  1st  January  of  the  present  year  to  507,  but  this 
decrease  was  mainly,  if  not  altogether,  due  to  the  opening 
of  new  wards  at  Banstead  and  at  the  Metropolitan  District 
Asylum  at  Darenth. 

Proposals,  based  upon  the  recommendations  of  a  special 
committee  appointed  by  the  Middlesex  magistrates  to 
consider  a  communication  from  this  Department,  were 
made  to  us  by  the  Visitors  of  Colney  Hatch  and  Banstead 
Asylums  for  large  extensions  at  each  Asylum.  As  on  the 
1st  May  1882  there  were  no  fewer  than  2,176  patients  at 
Colney  Hatch,  we  felt  that  we  could  not  recommend  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  sanction  plans  which  would  add 
materially  to  that  (already  excessive)  number  of  patients, 
and  we  had  therefore  to  intimate  to  the  Committee  that 
we  could  not  give  our  approval  of  any  extension,  beyond 
the  erection  of  a  much-needed  male  infirmary  with  62  beds. 

To  the  Banstead  authorities  we  stated  that  we  should  be 
prepared  to  recommend  extension  up  to  2,000  beds,  but 
not  further. 

In  a  further  communication,  dated  12th  June  1882, 
addressed  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  after  referring 
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to  the  above  proposed  extensions,  and  to  the  circumstance 
that  it  was  probable  that  at  Darenth  Asylum  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  400  additional  imbecile  and  chronic  patients 
would  shortly  be  provided,  we  pointed  out  that  the  pro¬ 
spective  wants  of  the  county  would  not  be  thus  met, 
and  urged  the  Justices  to  take  a  comprehensive  view  of 
those  wants.  We  showed  that  during  the  previous  10 
years  the  annual  increase  of  the  insane  poor  belonging  to 
the  county  had  been  about  340,  of  which  about  one-half 
(or  1/0  per  annum)  bad  required  care  and  treatment  in 
Asylums,  and  we  concluded  by  expressing  our  opinion 
that  the  circumstances  pointed  to  the  necessity  of  pro* 
viding  a  fourth  Asylum  for  the  county. 

A  special  Committee  of  Justices  was  appointed  to  con¬ 
sider  the  foregoing  letter,  and  a  copy  of  their  Report, 
dated  25th  October  1882,  has  been  furnished  to  us.  In 
this  Report  the  Committee  state,  that,  in  their  opinion, 
(c  the  present  is  not  a  suitable  or  convenient  time  to  deal 
u  with  a  subject  of  this  nature,  so  they  beg  to  recommend 
*4  the  Court  that  the  further  consideration  of  it  be  deferred 

until  the  Ministerial  Measures  (if  any)  to  be  brought 
“  into  Parliament  next  Session,  relating  to  County  and 
“  Municipal  Government,  be  more  known.” 

Thus  the  matter  rests,  and  in  the  meantime  Middlesex 
patients  are  sent  to  Licensed  Houses,  even  as  far  as  Salis¬ 
bury,  and  to  out-county  Asylums,  where  they  are  main¬ 
tained  at  a  cost  greatly  in  excess  of  that  which  would  be 
incurred  were  there  sufficient  accommodation  provided 
by  their  own  county. 

The  Northumberland  Asylum  is  unable  to  take  in  all 
the  patients  properly  receivable  there,  and  some  are  boarded 
out  in  .the  Durham  Asylum.  However,  plans  for  con¬ 
siderable  additions  have  been  submitted  to  us,  and  are 
under  consideration. 

The  Littlemore  Asylum  has  but  little  vacant  accom¬ 
modation.  A  new  and  detached  house  for  the  medical 
superintendent,  and  a  new  chapel,  are,  however,  in  course 
of  erection  ;  and  the  conversion  of  the  old  house  and 
chapel  will  give  some  additional  beds,  which  will  probably 
supply  the  demand  for  a  time. 

The  plans  for  alterations  and  additions  to  the  Salop 
and  Montgomery  Asylum  at  Bicton,  which,  at  the  end  of 
3  881,  were,  as  noticed  in  our  Thirty-fifth  Report,  still 
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under  consideration,  were  finally  settled  and  approved  Borouoh 
early  in  1882.  Accommodation  will  be  provided,  at  an  asylums. 
estimated  cost  of  44,300/.,  for  90  male  and  110  female  Insufficiency 
Patients. 


In  the  male  division  of  the  Somerset  and  Bath  Asylum  Somerset  and 
there  appears  to  be  room  for  about  23  additional  patients,  Bath‘ 
but  the  female  division  is  full,  and  40  female  patients  are 
sent  to  the  new  Birmingham  Asylum.  A  new  building, 
to  accommodate  88  female  patients,  is,  however,  in  pro¬ 
gress. 


In  our  last  Report  we  referred  to  the  difficulties  which  Suffolk, 
had  arisen  to  prevent  extension  of  the  Suffolk  Asylum. 
These  have  not,  we  regret  to  say,  yet  been  removed. 

The  Asylum  has  continued  to  be  in  a  very  unhealthy 
stale  owing  to  the  defects  of  the  sewage  system,  the 
impurity  of  the  water  supply,  and  the  overcrowding  of 
the  inmates.  However,  attempts  are  being  made  to  carry 
into  effect  a  comprehensive  plan  for  improving  the  drain¬ 
age  ;  and  a  temporary  arrangement  has  been  entered  into 
for  obtaining  wholesome  water  for  drinking  and  culinary 
use.  Great  caution  will  be  requisite  in  sanctioning  any 
increase  of  the  Asylum  population,  and  we  must  first  be 
fully  satisfied  on  the  two  vital  conditions  of  good  water 
and  proper  drainage. 

Surrey  will  continue  to  suffer  from  pressure  until  the  Surrey, 
third  Asylum  at  Cane  Hill,  near  Coulsdon,  is  opened. 

This  may  be  expected  to  take  place,  partially  at  least,  in 
the  course  of  the  present  year. 

The  members  of  our  body  who  inspected  the  Sussex  Sussex. 
Asylum  last  year,  reported  that  there  were  then  (in  Feb¬ 
ruary)  only  32  vacant  beds.  This  number  has,  we  learn, 
since  been  increased  by  the  discharge  to  friends  and  work- 
houses  of  chronic  harmless  cases,  and  in  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Visitors,  it  is  stated  that,  including  beds  occupied  by 
2 7  private  patients,  who  are  liable  to  removal,  there  were 
at  the  end  of  1882,  67  beds  available  for  pauper  patients. 

The  experiment  of  removing  chronic  cases  appears  to 
have  been  very  successful,  and  if  it  can  be  repeated,  pres¬ 
sure  for  room  may  be  obviated  for  some  time ;  but  it  is 
evident  that  the  question  of  further  provision  for  the  in¬ 
sane  poor  by  separation  of  the  Brighton  patients  (of  whom, 
on  1st  January,  there  were  224  at  Hayward’s  Heath),  or 
otherwise,  cannot  long  be  laid  aside.

The  Asylum  for  the  County  and  City  of  Worcester  was 
found  at  the  last  year’s  inspection  to  be  overcrowded,  and 
a  certain  number  of  patients  are  hoarded  out ;  but  the 
erection  of  an  annexe  for  210  patients  has  been  resolved 
upon,  and  the  plans  for  this  extension  were  under  con¬ 
sideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Asylum  at  Wakefield  is  full,  but  there  is  yet  a  fair 
amount  of  vacant  accommodation  in  the  Wadsley  Asylum, 
sufficient,  probably,  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  Riding 
till  the  third  Asylum,  which  the  Justices  of  the  West 
Riding  have  resolved  to  build  at  Menston,  is  available. 

The  site  provisionally  selected  for  this  new  Institution 
was  carefully  inspected  by  two  of  our  colleagues  in  April 
last,  and  a  copy  of  their  memorandum  of  inspection, 
which  on  the  whole  was  very  favourable,  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix  (D.).  Upon  our  report  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  the  provisional  contract  of  purchase  received  due 
approval. 

The  site  thus  purchased  comprises  287  a.  1  r.  29  p.g 
besides  an  additional  eight  acres  required  for  a  reservoir 
for  water.  The  price  for  the  vvhole  was  17,720  l. 

The  township  of  Menston  is  situate  about  10  miles 
from  Leeds  and  71  miles  from  Bradford,  and  the  site  in 
question  lies  on  high  ground  and  in  a  very  healthy 
locality. 

The  second  Asylum  for  the  Borough  of  Birmingham, 
situate  at  Rubery  Hill,  King’s  Norton,  w^as  opened  in 
January  1882. 

The  site  was  inspected  as  far  back  as  1870,  ar  d  was 
then  favourably  reported  on.  The  Asylum  stands  on 
high  ground  of  a  rocky  and  gravelly  character,  and 
commands  a  fine  viewT. 

The  medical  superintendent  is  Dr.  Lyle,  who  had  for 
some  time  previous  to  his  appointment  acted  as  assistant 
medical  officer  of  the  old  Borough  Asylum  at  Winson 
Green. 

A  copy  of  the  first  entry  made  in  the  Visitors’  Book  of 
the  Asylum  will  be  found  in  its  proper  place  in  the 
Appendix  (C.\ 

The  Bristol  Borough  Asylum  is  quite  full,  and  indeed 
was  found,  at  the  visit  of  Members  of  our  Board  last 
year,  to  have  seven  female  patients  in  excess  of  the  proper 
number.  While  urging  the  provision  of  additional  accom¬ 
modation, 
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modation,  it  was  pointed  out  that  an  extension  of  the  site  count r  and 
would  also  be  necessary.  It  is  at  present  scarcely  sufficient  ?0ROUGH 
for  the  existing  numbers  (425),  being  only  30  a.  2r.  1/p. 
in  extent.  of  accom- 
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the  Visiting  Commissioners,  after  their  inspection  in  city  of 
February  1882  of  the  City  of  London  Asylum  at  Stone,  London' 
reported  that  there  was  overcrowding  in  the  Asylum,  and 
that  notwithstanding  the  placing  of  11  extra  beds  in 
various  donnitories  on  the  female  side,  there  remained 
vacancies  but  for  10  women  and  4  men.'  There  appears 
to  have  been  an  increase  of  eight  patients  during  the  past 
year,  and  it  is  ob  vious  that  an  extension  of  the  accommo¬ 
dation  has  become  absolutely  necessary. 


The  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Asylum  was  found,  in  March  Newcastle- 
1882,  to  have  an  excess  of  four  female  patients  over  theupon’TynG 
proper  number,  and  to  have  vacant  beds  for  only  10  BoK™s:l>- 
111  ales.  ^  1  here  was  a  net  increase  of  six  patients  in  1882, 
and  although  there  may  still  be  room  for  males  for  a  few 
years,  additional  accommodation  must  clearly  be  provided 
without  loss  of  time. 


Owing  lo  the  considerable  enlargement  of  the  boundaries  Nottingham 
or  the  Borough  of  Nottingham,  the  recently  erected Boroil8h' 
Asylum,  which  was  opened  in  August  1880,  has  already 
been  found  insufficient  for  all  the  borough  patients,  46  of 
whom  are  boarded  out  in  other  Asylums,  Plans  for  addi¬ 
tions  have  been  laid  before  us  for  examination,  but  we 
have  required,  as  a  preliminary  to.  extension,  that  the 
Asylum  estate  should  be  enlarged  by  the  addition  of 
certain  land  which,  when  the  question  of  site  was  origin¬ 
ally  under  consideration,  we  were  assured  by  the  Cor¬ 
poration  would  be  reserved  for  this  purpose,  and  kept 
unbuilt  upon,  although  it  might  in  the  meantime  be 
devoted  to  other  municipal  objects.

In  connection  with  the  Annexe  now  in  course  of  erec¬ 
tion  at  the  Lancashire  Asylum  at  Prestwich,  plans  have 
been  approved  for  the  erection  of  new  farm  buildings, 
partly  in  substitution  for  certain  old  and  dilapidated 
buildings  in  the  occupation  of  the  Asylum  authorities. 
These  improvements  were  estimated  to  cost  5,370  l. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Banstead  Asylum 
have  availed  themselves  of  an  opportunity  of  purchasing 
(for  3,53 7  1-  10  6*.)  about  17  acres  additional  land.

gallons  of  water,  and  additions  to  the  existing  laundry 
nnd  drying  grounds. 

The  estimate  amounted  to  16,000  l. 

Plans  have  been  submitted  and  approved  for  providing  Norfolk, 
additional  single  rooms  on  both  sides  of  the  Norfolk  Additionai 
Asylum,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  1,550  l.  single  rooms. 

Additions  have  been  sanctioned  at  the  Northampton  Northampton. 
Asylum,  involving  an  estimated  cost  of  4,450 /.,  which,  Additions, 
however,  will  not  fall  on  the  County  Rate,  but  will  be 
defrayed  out  of  the  Building  and  Repair  Fund  which  has 
arisen  out  of  savings  made  on  the  maintenance  of  out- 
county  patients.  The  scheme,  as  approved,  will  provide 
beds  tor  about  150  additional  patients. 

When  the  Committee  of  Visitors  first  submitted  the 
plans  we  were  somewhat  strongly  opposed  to  them, 
inasmuch  as  the  actual  wants  of  the  county  required  no 
enlargement  of  the  Asylum.  It  was  shown,  however, 
that  the  arrangement  proposed  would,  among  other 
things,  relieve  a  pressure,  which  had  made  itself  felt,  for 
beds  in  the  infirmary  ward,  and  would  enable  improved 
arrangements  to  be  made  for  the  care  of  epileptic  patients 
at  night.  On  the  whole,  it  appeared  that  the  plan  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  Visitors  would  provide  satisfactorily  for 
these  admitted  wants,  and  that  (in  all  the  circumstances) 
the  increase  in  the  total  accommodation  of  the  Asylum, 
though  somewhat  premature,  might  be  allowed. 

As  already  noticed,  a  new  chapel,  which  was  much  Oxford,  &c. 
wanted,  is  in  course  of  construction  at  the  Oxford  New  chapel. 
Asylum  at  Littlemore,  as  is  also  a  detached  residence  for  House  for 
the  Medical  Superintendent,  connected,  however,  by  a  ^peuntendent.

In  their  report  to  the  Midsummer  Quarter  Sessions  of 
the  county,  for  confirmation  of  the  provisional  agree¬ 
ment  for  purchase,  the  Committee  of  Visitors  observe 
that  the  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  Asylum 
sewage  had  previously  been  reported  by  them  as  insuffi¬ 
cient,  not  more  than  half  of  the  quantity  being  utilized 
upon  the  41  acres  then  in  cultivation.  The  Visitors 
estimated  that  with  improved  pumping  powTer  the  land 
proposed  to  be  purchased,  together  with  the  existing 
farm,  could  be  made  available  for  the  disposal  of  the 
whole  sewage,  and  they  anticipated  a  large  increase  in 
vegetable  produce  and  consequent  economy.  Greater 
scope  would  also  be  given  for  the  beneficial  employment 
of  patients  accustomed  to  agricultural  work.

(NorthRiding.)  In  October  last,  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  North 
Water  tower.  Riding  Asylum  submitted  plans  for  a  water  tower  to  be 
built  as  a  provision  for  the  speedy  extinction  of  any  out¬ 
break  of  fire. 

It  appeared  from  the  description  of  the  works  by  the 
North  Riding  surveyor,  that  the  pressure  in  the  mains 
of  the  York  Waterworks,  which  had  hitherto  supplied 
the  Asylum,  was  only  equal  to  55  feet  head  of  water,  and 
that  as  several  of  the  Asylum  buildings  are  more  than 
50  feet  high,  this  source  of  water-supply  would,  in  an 
emergency,  be  extremely  inefficient. 

To  remedy  this  defect  a  tower,  88  feet  high,  was  pro¬ 
posed,  to  carry  a  tank  capable  of  containing  18,000 
gallons  of  water,  and  connected  with  a  complete  system 
of  mains,  with  external  and  internal  hydrants. 

The  plans  have  been  duly  approved.  The  estimated 
cost  was  1,350  /.

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An  advantageous  purchase  of  land,  in  extension  of  the  County  and 
estate  of  the  Ipswich  Borough  Asylum,  affording  among  asylums 
other  things  immediate  access  to  the  Railway  by  means  additions 
of  a  siding,  has  been  concluded  by  the  Committee  of  AND  IM.PROVE- 
Visitoi  s.  The  price  given  for  17 \  acres  was  700  l.

A  new  infirmary  ward,  to  accommodate  18  patients  of  Portsmouth, 
each  sex,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  3,000/.,  has  been  InfirraarywarcL 
approved  for  the  Portsmouth  Borough  Asylum. 


Suicides  and  other  Casualties  in  County  and 

Borough  Asylums. 


We  proceed  to  give  particulars  of  the  suicides  and  Suicides 
serious  or  fatal  casualties  which  occurred  in  the  county  £ND  grHER 
and.  borough  Asylums  during  the  past  year. 

The  number  of  suicides  was  12,  besides  two  cases  where 
the  patients  had  left  the  Asylum  on  trial. 

An  unfortunate  accident  occurred  in  August  last,  at  Denbigh, 
the  North  Wales  Asylum,  at  Denbigh,  which  resulted  in  Fatal  casualty, 
the  death  of  a  female  pauper  patient. 

In  this  Asylum  a  so-called  Turkish  bath  has  for  some 
time  been  in  use.  It  consists  of  four  compartments ; 
namely,  two  hot-air  chambers,  a  dressing-room  and  bath¬ 
room,  to  which  is  attached  a  plunge-bath.  The  flooring 
of  the  two  hot-air  chambers  is  constructed  of  brick-tiles, 
and  the  temperature  of  the  second  room  during  bathing 
operations  ranges  between  130°  and  150°  Fahrenheit. 

The  tile  flooring  is  at  these  times  sufficiently  hot  to  burn 
any  portion  of  naked  skin  coming  in  contact  with  it. 

The  bath  is  used  once  a  week  by  the  majority  of  the 
female  patients,  under  the  care  of  three  nurses.  On 
1st  August  a  party  of  patients,  including  M.  M.,  had  been 
bathed,  and  were  in  the  dressing-room,  where  the  nurse 
in  charge  was  attending  more  particularly  to  those  patients 
who  could  not  dry  and  dress  themselves  without  help. 

M.  M.  had  been  in  the  asylum  about  18  months.  She 
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was  aged  29  on  admission,  and  was  then  stated  to  have 
had  one  attack  or  more  of  epilepsy. 

On  the  occasion  in  question  she  escaped  from  the 
dressing-room  without  being  observed  by  the  nurse,  and 
made  her  way  to  the  second  hot-air  chamber.  In  a  very 
few  minutes  after  leaving  the  dressing-room  the  nurse  in 
charge  of  the  hath,  hearing  a  cry,  found  her  undressed, 
lying  on  the  floor,  and  violently  convulsed  with  an 
epileptic  seizure.  After  recovery  from  the  fit,  M.  M. 
was  found  to  he  extensively,  though  not  very  severely, 
burnt. 

The  case  terminated  fatally  seven  days  after  the  accident. 
The  patient  was  considered  to  have  been  in  the  early  stage 
of  general  paralysis,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  medical 
superintendent  (who,  it  should  be  observed,  had  not 
long  been  in  charge  of  the  Asylum)  death  ensued  from 
exhaustion  resulting  partly  from  the  injuries  and  partly 
from  feeble  health. 

Immediate  precautions  were  taken,  which  appeared  to 
us  very  proper,  to  guard  against  the  recurrence  of  such  an 
accident ;  and  we  took  occasion  to  express  our  hope  that 
careful  consideration  should  in  every  case  be  given  to  the 
preliminary  question,  whether  the  patient’s  state  of  health 
is  suitable  for  bathing  in  the  Turkish  bath. 

T.  S.,  admitted  into  the  Derby  County  Asylum  in  May 
1 882,  committed  suicide  by  hanging  in  August  following. 

He  was  not  stated  on  admission  to  be  suicidally  dis¬ 
posed,  nor  had  he  shown  in  the  Asylum  any  tendency 
of  the  kind.  He  had  improved  mentally  under  treatment, 
and  since  the  beginning  of  June  had  been  allowed  to 
work  on  the  farm.  On  the  morning  of  his  death  he 
assisted  in  sweeping  the  ward ;  no  change  was  noticed 
in  him  ;  he  went  to  dinner  as  usual,  and  afterwards  went 
down  with  other  patients  to  the  farm. 

Shortly  afterwards  he  was  found  in  a  hayloft  suspended 
by  a  rope  from  a  beam,  quite  dead. 

The  coroner’s  jury  attributed  no  blame  to  any  person, 
but  we  were  not  satisfied  that  the  deceased  had  received 
quite  as  much  individual  attention  as  might  have  been 
given  to  him.  The  case-book  contained  but  two  entries, 
22nd  May  and  16th  June,  until  the  notice  of  the  suicide, 
and  it  appeared  that  for  some  days,  six  or  seven,  though 
considered  to  he  improving,  he  had  not  been  spoken  to 
by  a  medical  olficer. 

T.  M., 
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T.  M.,  a  pauper  patient  admitted  into  the  Devon  ^"HAND 
Asylum  on  6th  November  [879,  was  found  dead  on  1 4 ih  asylums. 
May  1882.  Two  Members  of  the  Board  were  at  the  Suicides 
Asylum  two  days  after,  and  have  given  the  details  of  the  casualties. 
ease  in  their  entry  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  Devon. 

[Cty.  Suicide. 

We  need  only  repeat  here  that  the  deceased  was  a 
violent  and  impulsive  man,  but  not  considered  suicidal. 

He  was  placed  in  a  single  room,  and  hanged  himself  by 
his  bed-sheet  from  one  of  the  openings  in  the  window 
shutter,  precisely  the  same  means  which  had  been  suc¬ 
cessfully  used  by  F,  W.,  a  fellow  patient  in  the  preceding 
month  of  August. 

Our  Colleagues  took  occasion  to  condemn  these  old- 
fashioned  shutters,  and  to  suggest  their  alteration  or  the 
substitution  of  a  safer  pattern.  We  regx’et  to  add  that 
this  suggestion  lias  not  hitherto  been  attended  to. 

At  the  Durham  Asylum  on  23rd  June  1882,  W.  E.  Durham, 
committed  suicide  by  hanging.  The  circumstances  were  Suicide, 
these. 

The  patient  on  admission  in  the  preceding  month  of 
March  was  melancholic  and  suicidally  disposed.  On  the 
day  of  his  death  a  door  had  been  improperly  left  open, 
which  gave  him  access  to  a  single  room  with  a  bed  in  it. 

Mounting  on  this,  he  had  placed  a  necktie,  which, 
although  suicidal,  he  was  allowed  to  wear,  round  the  hasp 
of  the  window,  and  so  succeeded  in  hanging  himself. 

The  attendant  who  at  the  moment  was  in  charge, 
was  called  to  the  spot  by  another  patient,  and  W.  E. 
was  after  a  very  short  interval  taken  down.  It  was, 
however,  too  late. 

We  were  dissatisfied  in  this,  as  in  many  other  cases, 
with  the  system  in  use  for  giving  written  notice  to  the 
attendants  of  the  propensities  of  the  patient,  and  the 
dangers  to  be  guarded  against  in  his  case.  In  the  present 
instance  the  responsibility  could  not  clearly  be  fixed  on 
any  one  attendant,  owing  to  circumstances  into  which  it 
would  be  useless  to  enter. 

A  male  pauper  patient  admitted  into  the  Hants  Asylum  Hants, 
in  March  1882,  threw  himself  suddenly,  in  September,  Suicide, 
in  front  of  a  passing  railway  train  and  was  killed.  He 
was  a  bricklayer  by  trade,  and  for  some  weeks  being  in 
an  improved  condition  had  been  allowed  to  work  at  the 
gas-works  close  to  the  line. 
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The  medical  superintendent  considered  the  case  to  be 
one  of  sudden  impulse,  as  there  was  no  history  of  suicidal 
propensity,  and  from  this  view  we  saw  no  occasion  to 
differ. 

Two  cases  of  suicide  by  hanging  have  been  reported 
from  the  Kent  Asylum  at  Barming  Heath. 

The  first  of  these  was  that  of  G.  E.,  a  male  pauper 
patient,  aged  61,  wrho  had  been  admitted  to  the  Asylum 
in  February  1882,  labouring  under  mania. 

In  the  statement  of  particulars  signed  at  that  time  by 
the  relieving  officer,  G.  E.  was  described  as  not  suicidal, 
although  it  appeared  on  the  certificate  that  while  in  the 
workhouse,  where  he  had  passed  one  or  two  nights  prior 
to  admission,  he  had  been  very  restless,  and  had  tried  to 
strangle  himself. 

Being  epileptic,  he  was  placed  on  admission  in  a  large 
dormitory  where  two  attendants  are  on  duty  during  the 
night,  so  that  he  was  at  first  under  careful  supervision. 
On  1 8th  March  he  showed  symptoms  of  pneumonia, 
and  in  consequence  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  remove 
him  to  the  old  building,  which  was  the  only  part  of  the 
Asylum  where  there  were  single  rooms  sufficiently  warm 
for  the  proper  treatment  of  such  a  case.  Up  to  9th 
April  he  continued  to  improve  in  bodily  health,  and  got 
up  for  the  first  time  on  that  day. 

No  change  was  observed  in  his  mental  state ;  he  took 
his  food  well  during  the  day  and  went  to  bed. 

Shortly  before  eight,  two  of  the  attendants  who  were 
locking  up  for  the  night,  found  G.  E.’s  clothing  placed  in 
a  bundle  at  the  door  as  usual,  but  observed  that  a  necktie 
was  missing  which  he  was  known  to  have  had,  using  it  as 
a  pocket  handkerchief,  and  not  round  his  neck.  On  being 
interrogated,  the  patient  said  he  had  lost  the  tie  during 
the  day  ;  some  search  was  made  under  the  pillow  and 
bed-clolhes,  but  unsuccessfully,  and  no  more  was  done. 
As  the  charge  attendants’  suspicions  were  not  aroused, 
the  patient,  to  use  the  Medical  Superintendent’s  words, 
“ having  never  given  us  cause  to  suspect  him  of  suicidal 
intent.”  About  9  p.m.  the  night  attendants  on  their  round 
found  G.  E.  dead,  hanging  by  his  neck  from  the  handker¬ 
chief  in  question.  He  had  obtained  and  concealed  a  pair 
of  braces,  not  his  own,  had  fastened  one  end  of  these  to 
the  iron  frame  of  the  window,  while  the  other  wras  con¬ 
nected  with  the  handkerchief  round  his  neck. 

It 
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It  appeared  clear,  as,  in  writing  to  us,  the  Medical  Trough  NI> 
Superintendent  himself  remarked,  that  G.  E.  had  con- asylums. 
templated  suicide,  and  had  taken  care  to  provide  the  suicidk* 
means  of  carrying  out  his  intention.  AND  0THEK 

Dr.  Pritchard  Davies  at  the  inquest  further  observed  that  Kent  Asylum 
it  would  have  been  better  if  the  deceased  could  have  been  (Barming 
treated  in  a  large  associated  ward  especially  devoted  to  Hea!h*') 
acute  bodily  illness,  and  that  had  he  been  so  treated  he"uici  e3' 
would  not  have  had  the  opportunity  of  committing  suicide. 

The  only  reason  he  was  not  so  treated  was  on  account 
of  the  structural  defects  of  the  Asylum  rendering  this 
impossible. 

The  jury  returned  as  their  verdict  that  G.  E.  died  from 
suffocation  by  hanging,  and  expressed  themselves  con¬ 
vinced  that  no  one  in  the  Asylum  was  to  blame  for  the 
occurrence. 

On  inquiry  we  were  informed  that  when  G.  E.  was 
transferred  to  the  old  building  “most  exact  instructions 
“  were  given  to  the  attendants  he  was  placed  under,  and 
“  they  were  specially  cautioned  as  to  his  suicidal  and 
66  epileptic  tendency.”  Unfortunately  these  instructions 
were  mainly  verbal,  the  only  written  caution  being  a 
ticket  handed  to  George  Tolhurst,  the  charge  attendant, 
which  notified  that  the  patient  was  epileptic,  not  dan¬ 
gerous  (to  others),  and  of  “doubtful”  suicidal  tendency. 

Upon  these  facts  we  could  not  conclude  with  the 
coroner’s  jury  that  “  no  one  in  the  Asylum  was  to  blame 
“  for  the  occurrence,”  for  we  did  not  think  that  sufficient 
attention  had  been  paid  to  the  circumstance  stated  in 
the  certificate,  as  communicated  by  the  wardsman  in  the 
workhouse ;  namely,  that  the  patient,  on  the  night  before 
he  was  admitted,  had  attempted  to  strangle  himself;  nor 
that,  assuming  that  it  was  necessary  to  place  him  in  a 
single  room,  sufficiently  precise  orders  had  been  given  to 
the  attendants. 

But  even  with  such  instructions  as  he  actually  received, 
the  attendant  Tolhurst  appeared  to  us  most  culpably 
negligent  in  not  reporting  that  the  necktie  was  missing. 

We  communicated  these  views  to  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  and  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  suggesting  to 
the  latter  some  further  inquiry  into  Tolhurst’ s  conduct. 

At  the  same  time  we  took  the  opportunity  of  urging  oh 
the  Committee  the  desirability  of  taking  immediate  steps 
to  improve  the  infirmary  accommodation,  and  this  we 
hope  will  be  done. 
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The  second  case  of  suicide  was  also  of  a  male  pauper 
patient,  J.  B.,  and  occurred  in  September  last. 

J.  B.  at  his  admission,  on  July  16,  was  melancholic, 
depressed,  and  clearly  suicidal.  His  tendencies  were 
recognised,  and  special  instructions  (though  not  in 
writing)  were  given  to  the  charge  attendant  as  to  keeping 
him  continually  under  observation. 

In  about  a  month,  however,  considerable  improvement 
having  manifested  itself,  these  precautions  were  allowed 
to  be  relaxed,  and,  as  the  event  proved,  prematurely. 

At  half-past  one  in  the  afternoon  of  September  14 
J.  B.  was  found  suspended  by  his  handkerchief  to  the 
sliding  frame  of  the  water-closet  in  his  ward.  Two  other 
patients,  fairly  sensible,  were  occupying  at  the  time  two 
immediately  adjoining  closets,  and  were  quite  unconscious 
of  what  was  happening  so  close  to  them. 

The  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  who  during  Dr.  Davies' 
holiday  was  in  charge  of  the  Asylum,  had  had  a  short 
conversation  with  the  patient  an  hour  before  his  death. 

In  this,  as  in  so  many  other  cases,  apparent  improve¬ 
ment  in  cheerfulness  would  appear  to  have  disarmed 
vigilance. 

This  being  the  second  case  of  suicide  committed  in  this 
Asylum  within  six  months,  by  means  of  a  handkerchief, 
we  found  reason  to  suggest  that  precautions  against  the 
recurrence  of  such  casualties  should  be  taken. 

We  were  glad  to  learn  that  several  dozens  of  small 
made  up  ties,  buttoning  behind,  had  been  introduced  for 
use  among  the  actively  suicidal  class  ;  and  that  small 
straps  with  buckles  had  been  fitted  to  several  pairs  of 
trousers,  to  be  used  instead  of  braces. 


Kent  Asylums.  W.  W.,  a  male  patient,  admitted  into  the  Kent  County 
(Chartham.)  Asylum,  Chartham.  on  the  4th,  committed  suicide  by  hang- 
Suicide.  jng  on  the  1 3th  July  1882.  This  patient  was  considered  to 
be  suicidal  on  admission,  and  had  made  an  attempt  to  hang 
himself  on  the  previous  day.  He  appears  to  have  eluded 
the  vigilance  of  the  attendant  on  returning  from  the  airing 
court  at  a  quarter- past  ten  in  the  morning,  and  was  not 
missed  by  the  charge  attendant  of  his  ward  till  a  quarter  to 
twelve.  In  about  ten  minutes  afterwards  he  was  found 
suspended  by  his  neckcloth  to  the  handrail  of  a  staircase 
leading  to  an  upper  dormitory,  life  being  extinct.  In  this 
case  no  special  instructions  had  been  given  to  the  attend¬ 
ants,  and  we  felt  it  our  duty  to  state  to  the  Medical 

Superintendent 
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Superintendent  that  we  did  not  consider  sufficient  care  had  County  and 
been  given  to  W.  W.,  and  that  in  such  a  case,  where, 
shortly  before  admission,  the  patient  had  actually  attempted  suicides 
suicide  by  hanging,  the  attendant  should  have  received  a*d  other 
special  cautions  in  writing  as  to  the  high  degree  0fCASUALTIE^ 
vigilance  which  would  be  required. 

The  suicide  of  a  female  patient,  E.  F.,  by  hanging, 
occurred  at  the  Rainhill  Asylum  in  January  1882.  Lancashire 

The  deceased,  with  20  other  suicidal  patients,  had  been  Asylum- 
placed  temporarily  in  No.  1 1  ward,  during  some  repairs  suidde!1L 
which  were  being  made  in  the  ward  specially  arranged 
for  this  class. 

There  were,  on  the  day  in  question,  three  attendants 
in  the  ward,  but  one  had  gone  to  take  her  tea ;  another, 

M.  A.  Watts,  contrary  to  orders,  left  the  day-room  where 
the  patients  were,  to  fetch  some  water.  E.  F.  availed 
herself  of  this  opportunity  to  slip  into  a  single  room  and 
there  hang  herself  to  a  window  shutter  by  a  tape  used  as 
a  petticoat  string. 

Watts  was  dismissed,  and,  at  our  suggestion,  some  im¬ 
provement  has  been  made  in  the  written  notice  given 
to  charge  attendants  as  to  suicidal  patients,  the  form  of 
which  was  unsatisfactory. 

A  fatal  casualty  took  place  at  the  Middlesex  Asylum  at  Middlesex 
Colney  Hatch  last  April ;  one  male  patient,  J.  S.,  while  (Coiney 
working  on  the  farm  was  suddenly  attacked  by  another,  Hatch-) 

J.  S.  F.,  who  struck  him  with  a  shovel,  indicting  such  Fatal  casualty’ 
injuries  that  he  died.  The  two  men  had  for  some  time 
worked  together,  and  there  was  no  known  quarrel  between 
them.  The  attack  seems  to  have  been  prompted  by  some 
delusion  on  the  part  of  the  aggressor  that  J.  S.  was 
contriving  some  mischief  against  him. 

The  Coroner’s  jury  found  a  verdict  of  “  Wilful  murder  ” 
against  J.  S.  F.,  and  he  was  removed  from  the  Asylum  to 
prison.  When  brought  up  for  trial  he  was  found  insane 
on  arraignment,  and  was  removed,  under  Royal  Warrant 
to  Broadmoor  Asylum. 

This  case  is  more  particularly  referred  to  in  the  entry, 

Appendix  (G). 

On  22nd  April  1882,  H.  B.,  a  male  patient  at  the  Surrey 
Surrey  Asylum  at  Wandsworth,  who  had  been  an  inmate  (Wandsworth.) 
there  for  six  years,  during  none  of  which  time  had  he  Suicide, 
been  considered  dangerous  to  himself,  had  gone,  in  charge 
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of  an  attendant,  to  cany  some  dirty  linen  to  the  laundry. 
Whilst  the  linen  was  being  counted  he  slipped  into  the 
wash-house ;  he  was  called  hack,  but  in  a  moment, 
actuated  by  some  uncontrollable  impulse,  he  had  leaped 
head  foremost  into  a  copper  of  boiling  water.  Death  from 
scalding  ensued. 

Though  no  blame  could  fairly  be  attached  to  any  one 
in  this  case,  it  is  worth  noticing  that  upon  tracing  back 
the  patient’s  history  we  find  that  he  had  been  previously, 
that  is,  from  August  18/3  to  September  1874,  a  patient 
in  the  Colney  Hatch  Asylum,  and  that  when  admitted 
there  his  throat  exhibited  a  scar,  the  result  of  attempted 
suicide. 

C.  R.,  a  patient  in  the  Wilts  County  Asylum,  committed 
suicide  by  cutting  his  throat,  when  absent  for  a  month  s 
trial.  During  his  residence  in  the  Asylum,  C.  R.  had 
exhibited  no  suicidal  tendency  ;  and  the  case  does  not 
call  for  special  remark  from  us. 

E.  M.,  a  female  patient  in  the  North  Riding  Asylum, 
committed  suicide  by  drowning,  when  out  on  leave  oi 
absence  in  the  care  of  her  husband.  E.  M.  was  considered 
to  be  suicidal  on  her  admission  in  December  1881,  and, 
indeed,  had  threatened  to  destroy  herself  and  her  children. 
Towards  the  end  of  May,  however,  she  appeared  to  have 
been  considered  as  sufficiently  improved  to  warrant  her 
discharge  on  trial. 

R.  W.,  a  saddler  by  trade,  committed  suicide  at  the 
West  Riding  Asylum  after  having  been  in  the  Asylum 
about  two  months.  On  admission  he  was  considered  to 
be  suicidal,  hut  had  improved,  and  was  allowed  to  work  in 
the  shoemaker’s  shop.  No  special  difference  in  his  condi¬ 
tion  was  observed,  till  one  day  in  the  presence .  of  the 
attendant  in  the  shop  be  suddenly  seized  a  knife,  and 
plunged  it  into  his  throat,  inflicting  such  serious  injuries 
as  to  cause  almost  instant  death.  An  inquest  was  held, 
and  no  blame  attributed  to  any  of  the  Asylum  staff.  It 
may  be  doubted,  however,  whether  the  employment  of 
R.  W.  in  a  place  where  dangerous  tools  were  in  constant 
use,  was  not  somewhat  hazardous,  considering  how  re¬ 
cently  he  had  been  admitted. 

In  August  last  the  death  of  an  epileptic  female  patient 
in  the  Bristol  Borough  Asylum  led  to  some  correspondence 
between  the  Board  and  the  Committee  of  Visitors. 

The 
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The  patient  in  question  (E.  G.)  was  38  years  of  age,  and  Count y^and 
had  been  upwards  of  eleven  years  in  the  Asylum.  She  Asylums. 
slept  in  a  dormitory  occupied  by  eleven  other  patients,  suicides 
the  room  being  visited,  once  an  hour  only,  by  the  night  casualties. 
attendant.  On  the  morning  of  her  death  the  woman  Bristol 
was  seen  by  the  night  nurse  at  twenty  minutes  before 
six  o’clock,  and  she  was  then  recovering  from  a  fit,  an 

but  lying  on  her  back.  At  ten  minutes  past  six  (half  an  epileptic, 
hour  afterwards)  she  w^as  found  by  the  head  attendant, 
dead,  lying  upon  her  face  in  bed.  The  nose  was  pushed 
to  the  left  side,  the  mouth  being  compressed  on  the  right 
side  only. 

Dr.  Thompson,  the  Medical  Superintendent,  in  his 
report  of  the  occurrence  to  the  Coroner,  with  a  description 
of  the  post-mortem  appearances  (a  copy  of  which  report 
was  also  sent  to  our  office,  together  with  the  notice  of 
death),  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  patient  “  did  not  die 
in  an  epileptic  fit,  or  from  suffocation,  but  from  exhaustion 
following  a  fit  or  series  of  fits,  and  that  he  was  unable  to 
say  whether  her  life  would  have  been  saved  had  a  person 
been  in  attendance  on  her,  but  that  he  inclined  to  think 
it  would  not.”  Thereupon  the  Coroner  held  no  inquest. 

Our  Medical  Colleagues  who  dealt  with  the  case  at 
the  time,  did  not  agree  in  opinion  with  Dr.  Thompson,  but 
considered,  from  the  position  and  appearance  of  the  body , 
when  found  dead,  that  the  patient  had  probably  been 
suffocated  whilst  lying  on  her  face  in  a  fit,  and  thought 
it,  at  least,  probable  that  her  life  might  have  been  saved 
had  an  attendant  been  present  to  assist  and  control  her 
during  the  attack. 

It  must  be  observed  that  no  system  of  continuous  night 
supervision  of  either  epileptic  or  suicidal  patients  has  been 
established  at  this  Asylum,  though,  when  enlarged  a  few 
years  ago,  a  large  dormitory,  with  contiguous  single  rooms, 
suitably  arranged  for  such  supervision,  was  constructed  in 
each  division. 

At  our  statutory  inspections  attention  had  repeatedly, 
but  in  vain,  been  called  to  the  omission  to  give  to  these 
classes  of  patients  a  form  of  protection  at  night  now  in  use, 
and  with  great  success,  in  the  majority  of  the  Asylums  of 
the  country,  and  of  which  we  have  spoken  at  length 
elsewhere  in  this  Report.  In  these  circumstances,  there¬ 
fore,  we  felt  bound  to  address  the  Committee  of  Visitors, 
urging  them  to  give  the  necessary  directions  for  the  adoption 
of  continuous  night  watching,  thus  affording  those  patients 
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under  their  care  the  best  chance  of  escaping  preventible 
death  at  night. 

The  Committee,  however,  replied  that  “they  had  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  patient  had  not  been  suffocated, 
or  had  died  in  a  fit,  but  that  death  was  the  result  of 
exhaustion  after  a  series  of  fits,  and  that  they  were  of 
opinion  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  make  any  alteration 
in  the  means  of  supervision  provided  for  the  patients  at 

night.” 

In  expressing  our  regret  at  the  decision  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  we  reminded  them  that  Dr.  Thompson,  in  the 
statutory  notice  of  death,  stated  that  the  apparent  cause  of 
death  was  “Epilepsy,”  and  that  he  had  reported  to  us  that 
the  patient  was  “  found  dead,  lying  upon  her  face  in  bed. 
No  fact  subsequently  adduced  afforded,  we  observed,  any 
reason  to  alter  the  view  originally  expressed,  that,  in  all 
probability,  the  woman  was  suffocated  in  an  epileptic  fit. 
This  indeed  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Medical 
Commissioners.  But  assuming  for  a  moment  that  the 
patient  did  not  die  from  suffocation,  but  from  exhaustion 
after  a  series  of  fits,  the  fact  remained  that  she  was  found 
dead.  We  could  see  nothing  to  show  that  her  death 
might  not  have  been  averted  had  a  nurse  been  present, 

and  a  medical  man  at  once  summoned. 

Having  no  power  to  compel  the  Asylum  authorities  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  which  the  plan  of  the 
building  and  a  continuous  system  of  supervision  afford, 
of  guarding,  as  far  as  possible,  against  suicides  and  suffo¬ 
cation  in  fits  at  night,  we  could  not  do  more  than  state 
our  opinion  that  while  refusing  to  alter  the  existing 
arrangements,  the  Committee  could  not  escape  the  heavy 
responsibility  of  not  making  due  provision  against,  the 
recurrence  of  preventible  deaths  amongst  the  patients 
placed  under  their  care. 

A  suicide  by  hanging  occurred  at  the  Leicester  Borough 
Asylum  in  the  following  circumstances  : 

J.  C.,  a  female  pauper  patient,  was  admitted  to  the  Asy¬ 
lum  in  October  1881,  being  then  known  to  be  suicidally 
inclined.  She  was  61  years  of  age,  and  had  been  under 
care  30  years  before. 

On  25th  February  she  had  tied  a  garter  round  her 
neck  with  the  intention  of  destroying  herself;  and  on 
that  occasion  a  towel,  which  she  had  in  some  uncertain 
way  obtained,  was  found  on  her  person. 

A  printed 
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A  printed  memorandum  had  been  given  to  the  nurse  in  County  and

charge,  cautioning  her  to  exercise  special  supervision  over  Asylums. 
the  patient  as  being  suicidal.  suicides 

On  the  morning  of  18th  September,  J.  C.  was  lost  sight  Casualties. 
of  by  Elizabeth  Barrow,  the  nurse  in  charge  of  her,  for  a  Leicester 
period  of  time  sufficiently  long  to  admit  of  her  abstracting  Borough 
a  round  towel  from  its  roller,  and  obtaining  a  chair,  and 
with  it  to  enter  a  single  room  unobserved.  She  was  very  1  U1C1  e‘ 
soon  missed,  but  too  late,  for  she  was  found  hanging  by 
the  towel  to  an  iron  stay,  part  of  the  external  fittings  of 
the  single  room  window.  Barrow  had  not  the  presence 
of  mind  to  lift  up  the  body  or  cut  the  patient  down,  but 
sent  a  second  nurse  in  search  of  the  head  attendant,  who 
did  what  was  needed,  but  too  late. 

We  were  inclined  to  think  that  the  urgency  of  the  case 
would  have  justified  more  strict  supervision,  and  that  the 
nurses  should  have  been  instructed  not  to  let  the  patient  out 
of  sight.  We  considered  also  that  on  the  previous  occasion 
there  must  have  been  undue  laxity  in  watching  the  patient, 
so  as  to  enable  her  to  have  concealed  a  towel. 

The  Coroners  jury  made  a  recommendation  which  has 
been  attended  to,  as  to  securing  the  towel  roller  bv  locks 
so  as  to  prevent  the  removal  of  a  towel.  This  case, 
indeed,  points  out  this  as  a  desirable  precaution  in  every 
Asylum. 

The  last  case  of  suicide  during  the  past  year  in  an  Asy- 
lum  which  it  is  our  duty  to  report,  took  place  at  the  Asylum. 
Nottingham  Borough  Asylum,  and  in  its  general  cir-  suicide, 
cumstances  much  resembles  the  case  just  noticed  at  the 
Leicester  Borough  Asylum. 

The  patient,  M.  G.,  in  the  case  now  under  consideration, 
was  a  female  pauper,  aged  about  34,  and  recognised  to  be 
suicidaliy  disposed  on  her  admission  in  October.  On  29th 
November  she  succeeded  in  eluding  the  vigilance  of  the 
nurse  in  charge  of  the  ward,  and  in  hanging  herself  by  her 
apron,  one  end  of  which  she  had  fastened  to  an  iron  stay 
fixed  outside  the  window  of  a  water-closet.  She  was 
discovered  almost  immediately,  and  medical  assistance  was 
procured  before  she  was  dead.  Under  suitable  treatment 
she  rallied  to  some  extent,  but  pneumonia  supervened, 
and  she  died  two  days  and  a  half  after  the  hanging.

One  of  the  causes  of  the  cost  in  Borough  Asylums  being  Average 
greater  than  that  in  County  Asylums  is  the  fact  that AveeUj  C0Sj' 
in  some  of  the  former  the  expenses  of  “  building  and  re¬ 
pairs  ”  are  charged  to  the  maintenance  account. 

The  average  weekly  cost  in  every  County  and  Borough 
Asylum  is  given  in  full  in  the  Appendix  (F). 


Boroughs  without  Asylums. 

We  reported  last  year  that  Derby,  Plymouth,  and  York  Boroughs 
were  then  the  only  boroughs  of  much  importance  which  asylums. 
had  not  made,,  or  were  not  making,  some  statutory  provi-  Boroughs, 
sion,  permanent  or  temporary,  for  their  pauper  lunatics. 

This  statement  must  again  be  made. 

Plans  for  an  Asylum  for  Exeter,  selected  after  open  Exeter.  ^ 
competition,  were  submitted  to  us  in  the  autumn.  These 
plans  were  found  to  be  unsuitable  in  many  particulars, 
and  have  required  much  revision  ;  so  that  up  to  the  end 
of  the  year  it  had  not  been  possible  to  submit  them  to  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

We  give,  in  the  Appendix  (G),  particulars  of  the 
arrangements  at  present  in  force  for  providing  Asylum 
accommodation  for  the  lunatics  belonging  to  the  non- con¬ 
tributory  boroughs  throughout  England  and  Wales. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853,  the  word  borough  only  in¬ 
cludes  those  which  possessed  separate  Quarter  Sessions,  a 
Recorder,  and  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  that  every  borough 
which  contributed  towards  the  erection  of,  and  continues 
to  contribute  to,  the  Asylum  of  the  county  in  which  it  is 
situate,  is  deemed  to  have  a  Lunatic  Asylum. 

All  boroughs  which  in  1853  had  not  six  justices  besides 
the  Recorder  were,  by  the  Act  in  question,  annexed  to 
the  county  in  which  they  were  situate. 

During  the  existence  of  a  contract  between  the 
borough  authorities  and  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  an 
Asylum,  making  adequate  provision  for  the  pauper  lunatics 
of  the  borough,  the  borough  cannot  be  required  to  pro¬ 
vide  an  asylum  for  itself  alone  or  in  union  with  another 
body.  (Act  16  &  17  Viet.  c.  97,  s.  7-) 
o.6 1.  M 
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In  order  to  their  validity  such  contracts  must  be  ap¬ 
proved  under  the  hand  of  a  Secretary  of  State. 

It  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  the  Appendix  (G),  that 
several  contracts  of  this  nature  either  have  expired  or  will 
shortly  do  so. 

Most  of  these  are  in  course  of  renewal.  The  Yarmouth 
patients,  however,  and  pro bably  those  chargeable  to  King’s 
Lynn,  will,  we  believe,  be  removed  to  the  Norwich 
Borough  Asylum  under  a  new  contract.  This  would 
seem  a  very  desirable  arrangement,  as  the  patients  in 
both  cases  will  be  nearer  their  homes  when  at  Norwich 
than  at  Ipswich,  where  they  are  now  received. 


Registered  Hospitals. 

There  is  no  alteration  in  the  number  of  the  Registered 
Hospitals,  which  remains  at  ]  5.  The  names  and  locality 
of  each,  together  with  the  name  of  their  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendents,  will  be  found  in  Appendix  (R)  ;  while  in  the 
Appendices  (B1,  B^,  B3)  are  given  the  usual  particulars  as 
to  the  number  of  admissions,  deaths,  discharges,  and  the 
like  ;  and  farther  statistical  information  on  these  heads 
is  included  in  the  Tables  (V.  to  VIII.) 

On  1st  January  1883,  there  were  on  the  books  of  the 
Hospitals  3,028  patients,  namely,  1,497  males,  1,3/4 
females  of  the  private  class;  96  male  and  61  female 
paupers.  The  pauper  cases,  it  will  be  observed,  belong 
almost  exclusively  to  two  Hospitals,  that  at  Bootham, 
York,  where  the  inmates  chargeable  to  York  Union  and 
city  are  still  received,  and  the  Royal  Albert  Asylum  for 
Idiots,  which  receives  children  maintained  out  of  poor 
rates,  as  well  as  private  patients. 

An  increase  of  38  male,  and  63  female,  private  patients, 
appears,  as  compared  with  the  numbers  in  1881,  while 
amongst  the  paupers  an  increase  of  only  1  male  and  5 
females  is  shown. 

The  summary  of  expenditure  for  the  past  year  is  given 
in  Appendix  (H).  A  return  of  the  income  from  all 
sources  of  the  Registered  Hospitals  was  printed  as 
Appendix  (G1)  to  our  36th  Report. 

These  institutions  (except  those  receiving  Idiots  exclu¬ 
sively)  were  again  visited  twice  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

Abstracts  of  the  entries  made  on  these  occasions  in  the 
Visitors’  Books,  are  given  in  the  Appendix  (I). 
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Criminal  and  State  Asylums. 

The  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Broadmoor  was  criminal 
yi sited  on  14th  and  15  th  July  1882  by  two  members  of  asylum^ 
the  Board,  whose  memorandum  of  inspection  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix  (K). 

Visits  were  made  to  the  Military  Lunatic  Hospital  at 
Netley  on  15th  February,  to  the  Royal  Naval  Hospital  at  hospital^ 
Yarmouth,  on  9th  June,  and  to  the  Royal  India  Asylum,  ^°1IUNJJ)IA 
Ealing,  on  14  th  June  1882. 

Appendices  (L,  M,  N)  contain  copies  of  our  reports  of 
the  condition  of  these  Institutions. 

A  perusal  of  these  will  show  that  in  general  the 
Hospitals  have  been  maintained  during  the  past  year  in  a 
creditable  state  of  efficiency. 

At  Wonford  House,  however,  on  one  occasion  we  were 
dissatisfied  with  the  way  in  which  the  case-books  were 
kept.  The  state  of  things  described  in  the  entry  was 
creditable  neither  to  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  to 
whom  was  entrusted  the  actual  making  of  the  entries  in 
the  books,  nor  to  the  Medical  Superintendent,  who  was 
responsible  for  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the  duty.  The 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  shortly  after  retired  from  the 
service  of  the  Hospital,  and  has  been  succeeded  by 
another  gentleman. 


Licensed  Houses  Generally. 

The  houses  licensed  for  the  reception  of  lunatics  are  in  licensed 
number  97,  of  which  35  are  situate  in  the  Metropolitan  houses 
District  and  licensed  by  ourselves,  62  lie  beyond  that GENERALLY* 
district  and  are  licensed  by  Justices  at  Quarter  Sessions. 

On  1st  January  1883  there  were  4,798  patients  main¬ 
tained  in  these  97  houses  ;  namely,  1,691  male,  and  1,713 
female,  private  patients,  and  490  male,  and  904  female, 
pauper  patients. 

One  additional  house  was  licensed  in  the  Metropolitan 
District  during  1882,  namely,  No.  5,  Darnley-road, 

Notting  Hill. 

This  has  been  done  in  order  to  legalize  the  residence 
under  the  care  of  Mr.  H.  C.  Smith  (the  medical  pro- 
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prietor)  of  two  ladies,  one  a  lunatic,  so  found  by  inquisi¬ 
tion,  the  other  a  young  person  of  weak  mind,  who  has  for 
years  lived  with  the  family,  but  has  only  recently  arrived 
at  an  age  at  which  it  appeared  proper  to  place  her  under 
certificates.  This  license  is  specially  confined  to  these  two 
patients  and  will  cease  at  the  removal  or  death  of  either 
of  them. 

Beyond  our  special  jurisdiction  four  houses  have  been 
closed  and  five  have  been  opened,  of  which  particulars 
will  presently  be  given.  The  number  of  district  licenses 
remains  the  same,  as  one  of  the  new  houses  (Glendossill) 
is  held  with  another  house  already  licensed  to  the  same 
proprietor. 

The  usual  statistical  particulars  of  admissions,  deaths, 
and  discharges  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  (B) ;  while 
the  Appendix  (R)  contains  a  complete  list  of  the  Licensed 
Houses,  with  the  names  of  the  proprietors  and  licensees, 
the  number  of  patients  authorised,  and  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  Clerks  to  the  Visitors  of  the  provincial 
houses. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  The  Eastern  Counties 
Idiot  Asylum  at  Essex  Hall,  Colchester,  The  Midland 
Counties  Idiot  Asylum  at  Knowle,  Birmingham,  and  The 
Western  Counties  Idiot  Asylum  at  Starcross,  though  con¬ 
ducted  under  licenses  granted  by  Justices,  are,  in  fact, 
charitable  institutions  in  the  nature  of  Lunatic  Hospitals. 

Since  the  issue  of  the  circular  to  proprietors  of  Licensed 
Houses  under  our  immediate  jurisdiction,  which  was 
printed  in  the  Appendix  to  our  34th  Report,  we  have  not 
relaxed  our  efforts  towards  improving  the  class  of  attend¬ 
ants,  both  in  raising  the  standard  of  the  persons  selected 
for  the  duty,  and  in  retaining  the  services  of  such  as  are 
found  suitable. 

Much  remains  to  be  done  in  this  very  difficult  matter, 
but  it  is,  at  least,  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  at 
the  present  time,  with  a  few  exceptions,  and  those  not  of 
importance,  the  initial  wages  given  in  the  Metropolitan 
Licensed  Houses  are  not  less  than  30  l.  a  year  for  male, 
and  20  L  a  year  for  female  attendants.  It  must  be 
admitted  that  a  bad  attendant  is  not  likely  to  improve 
merely  because  he  is  given  30  l.  instead  of  25  /.  a  year  ; 
but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  number  of  applicants 
for  these  situations  will,  to  a  great  extent,  vary  with  the 
pecuniary  inducements  held  out  by  the  employer,  so  that 
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his  opportunity  of  engaging  servants  of  good  character  Licensed 
and  antecedents  must  be  improved  according  as  he  is  able  generally, 
to  hold  out  improved  conditions  of  service. 

Complaints  having  reached  us  as  to  the  insufficiency  Dietary  of 
of  the  food  of  the  pauper  patients  at  Fisherton  House,  we  ^tilents. 
took  an  opportunity  of  obtaining  a  return  of  the  dietaries 
in  use  in  all  the  Licensed  Houses  receiving  paupers. 

In  the  result  it  appeared  that  the  complaints  to 
which  we  refer  were  not  unfounded,  there  being  a  smaller 
amount  of  animal  food  given  weekly  in  Fisherton  House 
than  elsewhere. 

This  has  been  rectified  ;  the  dietaries  in  other  houses 
were  found  to  be  generally  on  a  liberal  scale,  but  in  one 
or  two  instances  we  directed  certain  improvements  to  be 
made. 

Two  licensees  have  died,  whose  reputation  stood  °£  Fox 
deservedly  high.  Both  wTere  physicians  of  eminence  in  and  s.  New. 
Lunacy,  and  gentlemen  most  trustworthy  in  their  care  ington* 
and  treatment  of  insane  cases.  Their  large  and  well 
ordered  establishments  were  open  prior  to  the  existence 
of  our  Board,  and  were  the  subjects  of  very  favourable 
notice  by  us  in  our  last  Annual  Report  to  your  Lordship. 

Dr.  Francis  Ker  Fox  was  a  licensee  of  Brislington  House, 
near  Bristol,  when  this  Commission  was  created  in  1845, 
and  held  that  position  until  his  death.  Dr.  Samuel 
Newington,  of  Ticehurst,  Sussex,  was  first  licensed  in 
1854,  and  retired  this  year,  only  a  few  months  before 
his  decease.  The  places  of  Drs.  Fox  and  Newington  are 
now  filled  by  relatives  of  each,  also  of  the  medical  pro¬ 
fession. 

Having  so  recently  as  last  year  reported  on  the  general 
condition  and  character  of  every  Licensed  House,  Metro¬ 
politan  or  Provincial,  it  will  be  sufficient  on  the  present 
occasion  to  state  that  we  have  not  noticed  during  the  past 
12  months  any  falling  off,  but  that  in  most  of  the  Houses 
progressive  improvement  in  the  management  has  been 
observed. 
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Metro-  The  structural  improvements  referred  to  in  our  last 

Licensed  Report,  for  providing  better  single  rooms  for  female 
houses.  patients  in  Bethnal  House,  have  been  taken  in  hand. 

Bethnal  House.  ^  Bethnal  House  the  skull  of  a  pauper  patient,  S.  C., 
was  fractured  bv  a  violent  blow,  with  a  towel  roller, 
inflicted  by  a  fellow  patient  named  Barrett.  He  had  been 
up  to  that  time  a  very  quiet,  well-conducted,  and  kindly 
disposed  man.  He  was,  however,  subject  to  delusions,, 
under  the  sudden  influence  of  which  he  must  have 
attacked  S.  C.,  who  died  on  the  day  of  the  assault  of  the 
injuries  thus  caused. 

A  verdict  of  wilful  murder  was  returned  by  the  coroner’s 
jury  against  Barrett,  who  was  conveyed  to  prison  under 
the  coroner’s  warrant,  and  having  been  found  to  he  insane,, 
was  transferred  to  Broadmoor  Asylum  by  the  Secretary 
of  State. 


Provincial  Licensed  Houses. 


provincial  H.  B.  B.  B.,  a  patient  in  the  Hinsdale  Park  Retreat, 
Licensed  committed  suicide  by  throwing  himself  in  front  of  a 
Durham  passenger  train,  when  out  in  charge  of  the  head  attendant. 
Dinsdaie  Park.  He  expressed  a  wish  to  he  allowed  to  see  the  train  pass, 
Suicide.  and  stood  inside  the  gate  leading  to  the  line  for  this  pur¬ 
pose,  not  being  held  by  the  attendant.  On  the  arrival  of 
the  train  he  ran  forward,  and  was  cut  down.  An  inquest 
was  held  ;  and  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  accordance 
with  the  facts,  adding  a  recommendation  that  patients 
suffering  from  suicidal  mania  should  not  be  taken  to 
dangerous  places  for  exercise. 

Our  own  opinion,  which  we  communicated  to  Dr.  East- 
wood,  was  that  a  serious  want  of  judgment  had  been 
shown  in  permitting  a  patient  who  had  lately  shewn  strong 
suicidal  tendencies  to  have  the  amount  of  liberty  accorded 
to  H.  B.  B.  B. 

Gloucester.  As  was  anticipated  in  the  last  Report,  Sandywell  Park 
Sandyweii  has  ceased  to  be  licensed  for  the  reception  of  patients. 

Park  closed. 

Northampton.  Culworth  Hall,  near  Banbury,  is  closed  as  a  Licensed

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Bore  at  ton  Park,  near  Baschurch,  Salop,  is  the  name  of  provincial 
the  estate  to  which  Dr.  Sankey,  formerly  of  Sandywell  Hot/ses! 
Park,  has  removed.  Salop. 

The  House  is  a  large  country  mansion  of  modern  con-  Boreatton 
struction.  It  is  placed  on  an  eminence  commanding  ex- Paik  opene<L 
tensive  views,  and  stands  in  a  park  of  about  100  acres. 

Prior  to  the  grant  of  the  license,  the  House  was  inspected 
by  one  of  our  body  who,  subject  to  the  alterations,  which 
naturally  were  required  in  adapting  the  premises  for  their 
new  purpose,  reported  favourably  on  it. 

The  license  wTas  granted  by  the  Salop  Justices  at  the 
Midsummer  Sessions,  and  the  required  alterations  having 
been  carried  out,  Dr.  Sankey  removed  his  patients  from 
Sandywell  Park  to  Boreatton  Park. 

Mr.  E.  F.  Weston,  m.r  c.s.,  has  obtained  from  the  Stafford* 
magistrates  of  the  county  of  Stafford  a  license  enabling  Hail  opened, 
him  to  receive  two  male  patients,  for  whom  very  good 
accommodation  can  be  afforded,  in  his  house  called  The 
Green  Hall,  in  the  outskirts  of  Stafford. 

A  good  old-fashioned  dwelling-house  called  Periteau  Sussex. 
House,  standing  in  its  own  grounds  of  about  one  acre,  in  Periteau 
the  town  of  Winchelsea,  has  been  licensed  by  the  Sussex  wincheisea. 
Justices  to  the  owner,  Mr.  R.  V.  Skinner,  m.r. c.s.,  and  opened, 
his  wife,  for  the  reception  of  five  female  patients.  The 
House  may  be  found  suitable  for  insane  ladies  of  the  quiet 
and  harmless  class. 


The  license  for  Woodcote  End,  Epsom,  has  not  been  Surrey. 
renewed.  .  Jo°s(^ote  End 

Burman  House,  Henley-in- Arden,  has  also  been  closed,  Warwick. 
but  Dr.  Agar  has  removed  his  patients  thence  to  a  new  ^gr^n  House 
House  called  Glendossill,  which  he  holds  under  one  license  Glendossill 
with  Hurst  House,  from  which  it  is  separated  by  a  road  opened' 
only. 

Glendossill  was  built  for  Dr.  Agar  on  his  own  land,  and 
expressly  for  the  purposes  of  an  Asylum,  for  which  it  is, 
on  the  whole,  well  adapted,  affording  comfortable  accom¬ 
modation  for  both  ladies  and  gentlemen. 

Complaints  having  been  made  to  us  by  letter  by  certain  Wilts. 
female  pauper  patients,  inmates  of  “  No.  8  ”  ward  at  Fishertou 
Fisherton  House,  of  rough  usage  at  the  hands  of  attend-  ^0US<A 
ants,  two  of  our  Colleagues  at  their  visit  in  May  1882  Compamts“ 
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investigated  these  charges  and  recorded  their  impressions 
in  the  following  passage  in  their  entry  in  the  Visitors 
Book 


“  While  we  were  in  the  wards  there  was  general  tran¬ 
quillity  :  though  there  are  several  very  dangerous  persons 
of  each  sex,  very  few  were  noisy  or  disorderly,  and  the 
staff  of  attendants  seems  to  be  strong  enough.  There  is, 
however,  we  are  satisfied,  insufficient  supervision  of  the 
nurses,  especially  of  those  in  No.  7  and  No.  8  wards,  and 
we  are  of  opinion  that  the  female  head  attendant  is  over¬ 
tasked.  She  is,  it  seems,  a  valuable  officer  as  house¬ 
keeper,  and  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  she  should  be 
reinforced  by  the  appointment  of  another  female  who 
should  be  employed  exclusively  in  seeing  to  the  discharge, 
by  the  subordinate  nurses,  of  their  duties.  Complaints 
have  been  made  to  us  by  several  female  patients  in  No.  8, 
whose  testimony  we  cannot  treat  as  worthless,  that 
violence  of  patients  is  too  often  met  by  unnecessary 
violence  on  the  part  of  nurses.  We  fear  that  the  twisting 
of  the  violent  patients’  arms,  and  even  blows,  in  return 
perhaps  for  blows,  are  a  common  practice  of  the  nurses 
in  No.  8,  and  we  would  have  this  practice  immediately 
put  down.  The  most  effectual  way,  it  appears  to  us,  is  to 
have  the  presence  of  a  chief  attendant  more  often  in  the 
wards  on  the  women’s  side,  and  to  let  the  staff  know  that 
the  twisting  of  patients’  arms  by  nurses  will  be  followed, 
upon  discovery  of  the  offender,  by  a  prosecution.” 

On  reading  this  Report  we  at  once  addressed  Mr.  Finch, 
the  resident  medical  proprietor  of  the  establishment,  urging 
his  immediate  attention  to  the  question  of  improved  over¬ 
sight  of  the  nurses,  especially  in  the  wards  referred  to. 
We  advised  also  that  the  medical  staff  should  be  instructed 
to  keep  these  wards  as  much  as  possible  under  observation, 
and  that  the  attendants  should  be  made  to  understand 
that  any  fairly  substantiated  case  of  assault  or  ill-treat¬ 
ment  would  he  met  by  instant  dismissal,  or  by  prosecution, 
if  circumstances  admitted  of  it.  In  the  present  case 
sufficient  evidence  was  not  forthcoming  to  justify  a 
summons. 

Mr.  Finch  expressed  himself  as  ready  to  carry  out  our 
views,  and  it  is  right  to  mention  that  at  the  next  visit  by 
members  of  this  Board  it  was  found  that  the  supervision 
was  improved,  and  that  there  appeared  good  reason  to 
think  that  no  further  cases  of  ill-treatment  had  occurred. 

A  new 
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A  new  Licensed  House  has  been  opened  in  the  neigh-  provincial 
bourhood  of  York,  called  Osbaldwick  Hall.  This  is  an  houses/ 
old-fashioned  substantially  built  house,  two  storeys  high,  Yorkshire, 
with  a  large  garden  at  the  back.  It  belongs  to  Dr.  Swan- 
son,  who  is  resident  proprietor  of  another  Licensed  House  osbaldwick 
in  the  neighbourhood,  and  the  license  permits  him  and  Hal1  opened. 
M  iss  M.  A.  Baker,  who  is  to  reside,  to  receive  five  female 
patients.  The  license  is  not  restricted,  as  we  advised  the 
Quarter  Sessions  it  ought  to  be,  to  the  class  of  quiet  and 
harmless  lunatics,  wrho  alone  can  be  properly  managed  in 
such  an  establishment ;  but  we  have  no  reason  to  think 
that  Dr.  Swanson  is  likely  to  admit  cases  of  a  more 
troublesome  character.

The  stated  recoveries  were  of  7  males  and  1 1  females. 
Of  the  patients  remaining  on  the  1st  January  1883, 
J  32,  namely,  53  of  the  male  sex  and  79  of  the  female  sex, 
were  lunatics  so  found  by  inquisition,  placed  by  order  of 
their  Committees  in  unlicensed  houses,  whose  reception 
has  been  duly  notified  to  us  under  the  provisions  of  the 
o,6 1.  Act 
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Act  25  &  26  Viet.  c.  Ill,  s.  22,  but  whom  we  do  not  visit 
except  in  special  circumstances. 

This  leaves  as  patients  to  be  regularly  visited  by  us,  3 IB, 
namely,  122  males  and  196  females. 

The  majority  still  receive  two  visits  annually. 

Besides  these,  there  would  appear  (from  information 
obtained  from  the  Visitors  of  Lunatics’  office)  to  be  59  other 
lunatics  so  found  by  inquisition,  not  residing  with  their 
Committees,  of  whom  we  have  received  no  return  ;  and 
165  other  such  lunatics,  who  are  understood  to  be  residing 
with  their  Committees. 

Thus,  in  all,  there  were  on  the  1st  January  1883,  356 
such  lunatics  residing  elsewhere  than  in  Asylums,  Regis¬ 
tered  Hospitals  and  Licensed  Houses. 


The  Insane  in  Workhouses. 

The  number  of  pauper  lunatics,  idiots,  and  persons  of 
unsound  mind  maintained  in  the  workhouses  and  work- 
house  infirmaries  of  the  various  unions  and  parishes  on 
the  1st  January  1883,  was  17,330,  being  an  increase  of 
354  upon  the  number  on  the  1st  January  1882. 

Of  the  above  total  number,  12,224  were  in  the  ordinary 
workhouses  and  workhouse  infirmaries,  and  5,106  were  in 
the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums  at  Leavesden,  Cater- 
ham,  and  Darenth,  which  are  classed,  under  the  Lunacy 
Acts,  as  workhouses.  The  increase  of  the  inmates  of 
these  latter  in  the  year  was  363,  but  the  inmates  of  union 
workhouses  were  9  fewer  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  workhouses  visited  by  members  of  this 
Board  during  the  year  1882,  was  338,  containing  a  total 
of  13,763  lunatic  inmates  (6,076  males  and  7,687 
females). 

A  list  of  the  workhouses  thus  visited  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix  [O],  and  copies  of  the  reports  of  visits  to 
the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums  are  given  in  the 
Appendix  [PJ. 

Our  visitation  of  these  workhouses  has  given  occasion 
for  the  usual  amount  of  correspondence  with  the  Local 
Government  Board  (to  whom  we  report),  and  other 
authorities,  upon  the  defects  then  observed  ;  but  we  can 
state  that,  upon  the  whole,  improvement  in  the  arrange¬ 
ments 
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ments  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  insane  and  imbecile  the  insane 
inmates  continues,  and  that  we  find  Boards  of  Guardians,  JJT 
generally,  willing  to  give  effect  to  our  suggestions.  Dudley  unum 

There  are,  however,  exceptions  ;  and  it  is  with  regret  Workhouse, 
that  we  have  to  report  that  the  very  inadequate  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  insane  and  imbecile,  in  the  Workhouse 
oi  the  Dudley  Union,  to  which  we  have  so  often  directed 
attention,  had  not,  in  July  1882,  been  at  all  increased  or 
improved  ;  and  that  the  lunatic  wards,  particularly  that 
for  males,  continued  to  be  greatly  overcrowded. 

A  male  patient  (W.  F.),  sent  to  the  Worcester  Asylum 
from  this  Workhouse  in  July  1882,  wras  found  on  admis¬ 
sion  to  have  several  ribs  broken,  and  two  members  of 
our  Board  visited  the  Workhouse  on  August  5th  to 
inquire  into  the  case.  It  appeared  that  W.  F.  had  been 
brought  from  his  home  to  the  Workhouse  on  the  evening 
of  July  13th,  by  the  Relieving  Officer  of  his  district.  He 
was  placed  to  sleep  in  the  dormitory  of  the  male  lunatic 
ward,  in  which,  as  our  Colleagues  state,  the  beds  are 
so  numerous  that  they  touch  at  the  sides.”  In  this 
dormitory  there  was,  as  night-watch,  a  sane  pauper, 
described  as  “  a  feeble  old  man.”  In  the  course  of  the 
night  of  the  13th,  W.  F.  was  restless  and  got  out  of  bed, 
apparently  with  the  idea  of  escaping.  The  night-watch, 
with  the  aid  of  a  patient,  got  W.  F.  down  on  the  floor, 
and  held  him  till  the  attendant  of  the  lunatic  wards  was 
summoned,  when  he  was  replaced  in  bed  and  fastened  in 
it  by  a  sheet  passed  over  his  chest  and  tied  to  the  sides 
of  the  bed.  There  seems  to  have  been  a  good  deal  of 
struggling  on  the  part  of  W.  F.,  but  the  three  persons 
engaged  in  holding  him  asserted  that  no  unnecessary 
violence  was  used.  On  the  following  morning  W.  F.  was 
seen  by  the  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Higgs,  who  examined 
him,  but  only  imperfectly,  and  who  did  not  detect  any 
injury.  Dr.  Higgs  also  examined  into  his  mental  condi¬ 
tion,  and  on  this,  signed  a  certificate  of  his  insanity.  On 
the  15th,  W.  F.  was  removed  to  the  Worcester  Asylum, 
going  quietly  and  giving  no  trouble.  It  was  unfortunate 
that  a  careful  examination  of  the  patient’s  person  was 
not  made  before  he  left  the  Workhouse,  and  the  appear¬ 
ances  recorded,  as  required  by  the  regulations  of  the  late 
Poor  Law  Board.  Such  an  examination  would  have  re¬ 
moved  most  of  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  time  when  the 
ribs  were  fractured.  The  Commissioners  who  visited  the 
Workhouse  were  not  able  to  come  to  a  certain  conclusion, 
o.di.  but 
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but  were  disposed  to  think  that  the  fractures  were  occa¬ 
sioned  during  the  struggle  on  the  night  of  the  13th.  The)r 
reported  the  overcrowding  of  the  lunatic  wards  as  con¬ 
tinuing,  and  being  “  simply  disgraceful/’  In  the  subse¬ 
quent  correspondence  on  this  subject,  we  were  glad  to  find 
a  statement  by  the  Guardians  of  the  Dudley  Union,  that 
they  “  had  forwarded  plans,  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  for  the  enlargement  of  these 
wards.” 

In  the  month  of  April  a  communication  was  received 
by  us  from  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Colney 
Hatch  Asylum,  stating  that  a  patient  (F.  N.),  discharged 
“recovered”  from  that  Asylum,  had  on  his  discharge 
alleged  that  while  at  the  St.  Pancras  Workhouse  pre¬ 
viously  to  his  transfer  to  Colney  Hatch,  he  was  subjected 
to  ill-usage  by  one  of  the  paid  attendants  in  the  insane 
ward,  and  that  another  patient  (G.)  in  Colney  Hatch  had, 
about  the  same  time,  been  ill-treated  by  the  same  attend¬ 
ant  and  some  of  the  pauper  assistants  in  the  ward.  We 
at  once  brought  the  matter  under  the  notice  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  who  communicated  with  the  St. 
Pancras  Guardians.  The  Visiting  Committee  of  the 
workhouse  investigated  the  circumstances,  and  reported, 
c<  that  having  regard  to  the  nature  of  F.  N.’s  complaint, 
viz.,  acute  religious* mania,  he  had  formed  exaggerated  and 
distorted  ideas  of  the  circumstances  by  which  he  was 
surrounded,  which  render  his  statements  insufficientlv 
reliable  to  found  a  charge  against  the  officers  of  whom  he 
complains  ;  but  the  Committee  trust  that  the  inquiry  will 
be  attended  by  good  effect.” 

It  was  with  great  satisfaction  we  learnt  that  the  Local 
Government  Board,  in  acknowledging  this  report,  pressed 
upon  the  Guardians  the  inexpediency  of  allowing  paupers 
to  have  charge  in  any  way  of  insane  persons,  and  sug¬ 
gested  the  desirability  of  their  at  once  appointing  paid 
assistant  attendants  for  each  of  the  lunatic  wards. 

W e  may  hope  that  the  interference  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  in  this  case  will  be  of  benefit  to  the 
paupers  of  unsound  mind,  from  time  to  lime  detained  in 
this  workhouse. 

A  patient  (J.  H.),  admitted  to  the  Nottingham  County 
Asylum  from  the  Worksop  Workhouse  on  the  29th  July, 
died  on  the  31st  of  the  same  month,  and  the  post-mortem 
examination  revealed  the  fact  that  he  had  three  broken 
ribs,  and  that  inflammation  of  the  lungs  had  been  set  up, 
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causing  his  death.  The  patient  was  in  a  feeble,  indeed  The  Insane 
moribund,  state  when  admitted,  and  much  bruised  on  house**' 
various  parts  of  the  body.  From  the  inquiries  instituted  Worksop1 
at  our  request  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  it  ap-  Work* 

peared  that  J.  H.  had  been  violent  in  his  own  home, 
from  which  he  was  removed  on  the  26th  July  to  the 
Workhouse ;  and  that  he  had  also  been  violent  on  the 
night  of  his  admission  there,  and  had  jumped  out  of  bed 
and  knocked  his  head  against  the  door-handle  before  the 
pauper  attendants  in  charge  could  prevent  him.  It 
further  appeared  that  no  careful  examination  of  the 
patient’s  person  had  been  made  by  the  medical  officer  of 
the  Workhouse,  either  on  admission,  or  just  before  removal 
to  the  Asylum,  so  that  there  was  the  consequent  uncer¬ 
tainty  (not  very  unusual)  as  to  when  the  injury  to  the 
patient’s  ribs  was  occasioned.  The  medical  officer 
pleaded  ignorance  of  the  circular  directing  such  exami¬ 
nation  issued  by  the  late  Poor  Law  Board  in  1870, 
and  we  have  very  frequent  occasion  to  remark  such 
ignorance,  or,  at  all  events,  the  complete  disregard  of  the 
important  directions  of  that  circular.  The  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board,  however,  requested  the  Guardians  to  insist  on 
a  more  exact  observance  of  those  directions  in  future. 


A  similar  neglect  of  the  same  directions  occurred  in  the  Atcham  Union 
case  of  a  patient  (H.  N.),  removed  from  the  Atcham  Union  Workhouse. 
to  the  Salop  Asylum,  where,  on  examination,  he  was 
found  to  have  a  broken  rib. 


The  list  of  Lunatic  paupers  in  the  Hehnsley  Union,  Heimsiey 
Yorkshire,  for  the  quarter  ending  30th  September  1882,  house. Work* 
contained  the  name  of  an  imbecile  woman  (H.  PI.),  who 
was  stated  to  be  pregnant.  The  inquiries  we  set  on  foot 
elicited  the  fact  that  H.  H.  had  been  in  the  Workhouse 
several  years,  and  the  paternity  of  the  child  (of  which  she 
was  subsequently  confined)  was  traced  to  a  pauper  inmate, 
who  appears  to  have  been,  from  motives  of  economy, 
employed  as  superintendent  of  the  casual  ward,  and  as 
such,  entrusted  with  keys  admitting  him  to  different  parts 
of  the  house.  There  was,  unfortunately,  no  way  of 
punishing  this  man,  but  it  obviously  was  very  improper 
to  employ  a  pauper  in  such  a  post. 
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On  the  1st  January  1883  there  were  6,255  out-door 
pauper  lunatics,  living  either  alone,  with  relatives,  or 
boarded  or  lodged  out  in  families,  and  in  whose  cases  a 
certain  amount  of  weekly  relief,  either  in  money,  food,  or 
clothes,  is  granted  by  the  guardians  out  of  the  poor  rates. 
The  above  number  of  these  persons  is  greater  by  142  than 
it  was  on  the  1st  January  1882. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  Table  XI.  that  the 
extent  to  which  this  mode  of  dealing  with  the  insane  poor 
is  adopted,  varies  greatly  in  different  counties,  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  number  so  maintained  to  the  total  number 
ranging  from  2*4  per  cent!  in  the  county  of  Lancaster  up 
to  51-6  per  cent,  in  the  county  of  Anglesey.  In  all  the 
Welsh  counties,  it  will  be  noted,  the  percentage  is  far 
above  the  average,  which  is  9*0  per  cent.  ( see  Table  X.). 
On  the  other  hand,  in  the  populous  counties  of  Kent, 
Lancaster  (before  mentioned),  Middlesex,  Surrey,  and  the 
West  Riding  of  York,  the  percentage  is  considerably  under 
the  average. 


Prosecutions  for  Breaches  of  the  Lunacy  Acts. 


Prosecutions. 

Robinson’s 

case. 


For  various  breaches  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  the  following 
persons  have  been  prosecuted  by  us  during  the  past  year. 

Alfred  Robinson  was  charged  before  the  magistrates  at 
Guildford  with  abusing  and  ill-treating  his  brother,  a 
person  of  unsound  mind.  The  facts  of  the  case  are, 
shortly,  as  follows :  The  relieving  officer  of  the  Guildford 
Union  went  to  Alfred  Robinson’s  house  at  Stoughton 
and  asked  to  see  the  lunatic,  but  was  refused ;  he,  however, 
managed  to  see  him  the  next  day,  and  found  him  in  a 
neglected  state,  and  a  witness  came  before  the  magistrates 
and  swore  that  the  day  before  the  relieving  officer’s  visit 
he  saw  Alfred  Robinson  strike  the  patient  on  the  head 
with  a  stick.  The  magistrates  upon  this  sent  the  patient 
to  Brookwood  Asylum  as  a  lunatic  not  under  proper  care 
and  control,  and  directed  their  clerk  to  bring  the  case  to 
our  notice.  We  made  inquiries,  and  in  the  result  ordered 
our  solicitor  to  prosecute,  which  was  accordingly  done, 
and  evidence  wras  brought  of  the  alleged  assault  and  also 

of 
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of  a  bruise  on  the  head  of  the  patient,  discovered  by  the  prosecutions. 
assistant  medical  officer  at  Brookwood  the  day  after  his  Robin80n,s 
admission.  Evidence  was  also  brought  by  the  defendant case’ 
to  contradict  the  witness  to  the  alleged  assault,  and  the 
medical  man  who  examined  the  lunatic  before  he  was 
sent  to  the  Asylum  found  no  marks  on  him.  In  the 
circumstances  the  magistrates  dismissed  the  case,  but 
refused  to  grant  costs  asked  for  by  the  defendant’s  solicitor. 

The  defendant  afterwards  took  his  brother  out  of  the  Asy¬ 
lum,  and  he  is  now  living  with  him  under  certificates  as  a 
single  patient,  and  is  therefore  visited  by  us  in  due  course. 

The  arrangements  made  for  his  care  and  treatment  are 
not  satisfactory,  but  unless  absolute  ill-treatment  can  be 
proved  we  are  unable  to  interfere  otherwise  than  by 
suggestions. 

A  lady,  E.  K.,  was  admitted  as  a  patient  into  Brislington  Dr.  Boys’  case. 
House,  and  it  appeared  from  the  certificates  that  she  had 
been  for  some  time  living  in  the  house  of  a  medical  man, 

Dr.  A.  H.  Boys,  Lodway  Villa,  Pill,  near  Bristol.  We 
thereupon  instructed  our  Secretary  to  institute  proceedings 
against  Dr.  Boys  for  receiving  a  lunatic  for  profit,  contrary 
to  8  &  9  Viet.  c.  100,  s.  90,  and  Dr.  Boys  was  duly 
committed  for  trial  at  the  Somerset  Assizes  ;  and  on 
1st  August  defendant  pleaded  guilty,  and  (it  appearing  that 
he  had  not  ill-treated  the  patient)  was  sentenced  by  Mr. 

Justice  Lindley  to  enter  into  his  recognizance  of  50 1.  to 
come  up  for  judgment  when  called  upon,  he  paying  25 1, 
towards  the  expenses  of  the  prosecution.  We  warned 
Dr.  Boys  that  in  the  event  of  any  fresh  infringement  of 
the  Lunacy  Acts  on  his  part  coming  to  our  notice  it  would 
be  our  duty  to  cause  him  to  come  up  for  judgment  upon 
his  conviction. 

Information  was  given  us  that  a  man  of  the  name  of 
Martin  was  taking  charge  of  a  lunatic,  B.  B.,  without  the  Mrtrfcm  >  cafe0‘ 
proper  order  and  certificates,  and  that  he  was  also  ill- 
treated.  We  thereupon  applied  to  your  Lordship  for  an 
order,  directed  to  Dr.  Tate,  the  medical  superintendent  of 
the  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Nottingham,  to  visit  and  inspect; 
and  accordingly  Dr.  Tate  went  to  Martin’s  house,  which 
is  situated  at  Easthorpe,  near  Bottesford,  in  the  county  of 
Leicester.  He  found  that  the  accommodation  provided 
for  the  patient  was  very  poor,  and  that  he  slept  in  a 
“  lean-to  ”  at  the  back  of  the  cottage,  with  a  brick  floor, 
no  carpet,  and  holes  in  the  roof.  It  was  difficult  to  get 
any  intelligible  reply  from  the  patient,  and  the  neighbours 
0*®1,  would 
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would  not  give  any  evidence  of  active  ill-treatment ;  but 
we  thought  it  right  that  strict  investigation  should  he 
made  into  all  the  circumstances,  and  in  the  end  Martin 
was  committed  for  trial  at  the  Leicester  Assizes,  and  the 
result  was  that  the  jury  were  of  opinion  that  B.  B.  was 
not  a  lunatic,  and  so  Martin  was  acquitted.  B.  B.  is  now 
living  with  Martin  under  the  proper  order  and  certificates, 
and  has  been  visited  by  us  three  times  since  the  trial,  and 
his  general  surroundings  and  comforts  have  been  much 
improved. 

Mr.  Henry  Andrews  Speed,  the  Medical  Officer  for  the 
North  Deptford  District,  in  the  Greenwich  Union,  was  sum¬ 
moned  before  the  police  magistrate  for  two  offences  under 
Section  66  of  16  &  17  Vic.  c.  97,  one,  for  not  visiting  the 
pauper  lunatics  in  his  district  for  the  quarter  ending 
30th  June  1882,  and  the  other  for  not  making  any  return 
of  such  lunatics  for  the  same  quarter.  The  defendant 
pleaded  guilty  to  both  charges,  and  we  were  compelled  to 
ask  for  a  substantial  penalty,  as  this  was  not  the  first 
occasion  on  which  Mr.  Speed  had  neglected  his  statutory 
duties ;  and  he  was  accordingly  fined  3  l.  on  each  sum¬ 
mons,  and  costs. 


Changes  in  the  Commission. 

The  Honourable  Dudley  F.  Fortescue  having  retired 
from  the  Commission,  your  Lordship  saw  fit  to  appoint,  in 
December  1882,  Thomas  Salt,  Esquire,  M.P.  for  Stafford, 
to  be  an  Honorary  Commissioner  in  his  place.

Beds,  Herts,  and  Hunts  (Three  Counties) 

Asylum. 

8  February  1882. 

This  Asylum,  the  subject  of  our  inspection  yesterday  and  to¬ 
day,  now  contains  995  patients,  and  four  others  are  absent  on 
leave.  The  three  counties  contribute  to  the  total  number,  thus  : 
Beds  283,  Herts  395,  Hunts  125  ;  the  Borough  of  Bedford  has 
36  cases  on  the  books  ;  there  is  one  private  patient  only,  a  female, 
and  159  are  out-county  pauper  cases. 

The  rates  of  weekly  maintenance  are  now  8  s.  for  those  charge¬ 
able  to  unions  in  any  of  the  three  counties;  the  other  paupers  are 
received  at  14  s.  and  15  s.  per  week. 

From  the  Asylum  books  it  appears  that  since  our  Colleagues’ 
visit,  on  llth  February  1881,  the  admissions  have  been  277,  the 
discharges  96,  the  deaths  90.  Seventy-eight  of  the  96  cases 
discharged  are  entered  as  recoveries. 

The  only  fatal  casualty  has  been  that  of  a  male  private  patient, 
who  hanged  himself  in  a  water-closet.  The  inquest  which  was 
held  upon  that  death  is  the  solitary  inquest  which  has  occurred. 
This  suicide  was  the  subject  of  correspondence  with  our  office,  and 
it  is  therefore  not  necessary  for  us  to  say  more  than  that  steps  have 
been  taken  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  a  similar  suicide,  by  alter¬ 
ing  the  internal  construction  of  the  asylum  closets  in  regard  to  the 
cistern  fittings,  from  which  this  patient  was  able  to  suspend  himself. 
We  noticed,  however,  that  the  water-closet  adjoining  the  special 
dormitory  for  females  epileptic  and  suicidally  disposed  is  not  yet 
made  quite  safe. 

Of  the  90  patients  deceased,  43  were  the  subjects  of  post-mortem 
examinations.  The  mortuary,  we  think,  should  be  enlarged,  and 
provided  with  shelves  and  curtains,  and  the  conveniences  for 
autopsy  should  be  increased  ;  any  discouragement  to  post-mortem 
examinations  in  asylums  lessens,  of  course,  the  security  of  patients 
from  rough  treatment  in  lifetime,  and  something  is  also  due  to 
the  feelings  of  relatives  visiting  their  dead.

The  proportion  of  old  and  feeble  cases  to  the  rest  is  somewhat  Appendix  (C.) 
large  here;  the  general  paralytics  do  not  count  more  than  22  ;  the 
male  epileptics  are  reported"  to  us  to  be  90,  the  females  of  that 
class  67  ;  the  idiots  and  imbeciles  are  76  males  and  73  females. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  a  grave  character;  11  men  and 
seven  women  were  in  bed  during  our  inspection;  their  cases  do 
not  require  special  notice ;  42  men  and  25  women  are  last 
registered  as  taking  medicine.  In  the  wards  occupied  by  the 
most  unmanageable  patients  there  was  some  noise  while  we  were 
there,  but  when  many  of  that  class  are  warded  together  this 
must  often  occur.  Complaints  were  limited  to  alleged  illegal 
detention,  and,  as  usual,  those  who  were  most  prominent  among 
the  complainants  were  the  most  obviously  insane. 

The  clothing  and  general  tidiness  of  the  patients  were  creditable  Clothing, 
to  those  in  charge  of  them,  but  we  should  be  glad  to  hear  ihat 
the  men  had  not  less  than  two  shirts  each  week ;  flannels  seem  to 
be  worn  by  all  who  require  and  will  wear  them ;  we  were 
informed  that  380  n 
seven  females  were  w 
day  of  our  inspection. 

The  only  change  in  the  dietary  seems  to  have  been  the  substi-  Beds,  Herts, 
tution  of  bread  for  yeast  dumplings  on  soup  days.  The  workers  a.nd1Huiits 
continue  to  have  beer.  The  dinners  which  we  saw  on  table  were 
of  beef  and  pork  with  potatoes  and  greens. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  adequate  in  number,  during  the  day  staff  of 
consisting  of  35  men  and  46  women,  besides  three  married  couples ;  attendants, 
these  include  the  head  male  attendant  and  nine  laundry  maids,  and 
women  employed  at  the  hospital,  male  infirmary,  and  in  the  male 
idiot  ward.  We  are  sorry  to  hear  that  as  many  as  14  of  the  men 
and  18  of  the  women  have  been  on  duty  under  one  year,  and  that 
six  men  and  17  women  have  been  less  than  two  years  in  the  wards. 

Persistent  efforts  to  reconcile  the  attendants  to  their  work  here 
will,  we  trust,  be  made ;  many  of  the  females  appear  to  us  to  be  too 
young  to  possess  powers  of  forbearance  and  that  tact  which 
experience  with  the  insane  can  only  instil.  Better  wages  on 
entry  into  the  asylum  service  might  give  the  superintendent  a 
wider  selection  of  attendants;  the  men  begin  at  26/.  8  s.,  the 
women  at  15  /.  8  s .,  and  the  maximum  appears  to  be,  for  the 
former  30  /.  8  s.,  for  the  latter  19  /.  85.;  we  would  also  recommend 
uniforms  for  the  nurses. 

We  can  speak  very  favourably  of  the  cleanliness,  order,  and 
ventilation  of  the  wards ;  those  more  recently  built  will  be  painted 
in  the  coming  spring  as  the  walls  are  thought  to  be  sufficiently  dry. 

The  superintendent  has  under  his  consideration  an  experiment 
with  some  newly-in  vented  paint  of  an  antiseptic  character. 

Deal  panels  are  being  put  up  in  several  wards, the  plaster  having 
been  found  to  break  off  easily.  The  bedding  was,  wherever 
examined  by  us,  sufficient  in  quantity  for  the  season  of  the  year, 
and  good  in  quality,  and  in  a  proper  condition.  The  metal  baths 
have,  as  we  expected,  assumed  a  dirty  appearance,  but  are  kept 
clean.  Bathing  rules,  however,  are  wanting  in  the  general  bath 
room  on  the  female  side.  The  night  staff  consists  of  three  persons 
O.61.

in  each  division;  in  the  women’s  epileptic  domitorv some  assistance 
is  given  by  patients  sitting  up,  but  we  much  doubt  whether  one 
paid  nurse  is  sufficient  to  supervise  properly  through  the  night 
as  many  as  92  cases  epileptic  or  suicidally  disposed,  and  we 
would  recommend  the  addition  of  another  nurse  there. 

In  the  laundry  36  women  from  the  wards  work  regularly,  and 
58  from  various  wards  also  help  on  an  average.  The  hot  closets 
for  drying  linen  have  been  supplemented  by  a  drying  room ;  the 
heat  here  rises,  we  were  told,  to  130  degrees;  we  think  that 
patients  should  not  be  permitted  to  work  in  that  temperature, 
however  willing  laundry  maids  may  be  to  do  so.  The  epileptic 
dormitory  on  the  women’s  side  contains,  as  we  have  already 
noticed,  92  beds,  the  male  as  many ;  what  we  have  said  as  to  the 
night  supervision  of  the  women  applies  equally  to  the  men  ;  the 
lighting  of  the  single  rooms  in  each  dormitory  is  very  insufficient. 

The  vacant  beds  in  the  asylum  are  stated  to  be  24  in  the 
female  division. 

Besides  the  wards  we  visited  the  chapel,  and  shops,  and  offices. 
The  larger  organ,  notwithstanding  the  praiseworthy  exertions 
of  the  nurses,  has  not  yet  been  got;  we  hope  that  success  will 
attend  the  Chaplain’s  efforts  in  this  direction.  That  gentleman 
appears  to  do  his  duty  to  the  sick  and  other  patients. 

The  patients  usefully  employed  are  320  men  and  302  women. 
Dr.  Swain  reports  to  us  that  frequently  in  fine  weather  100 
women  daily  take  exercise  beyond  the  airing  courts.  We  think 
that  such  exercise  is  valuable,  and  trust  that  he  will,  if  prac¬ 
ticable,  increase  that  number  of  women.  As  many  as  100  of  the 
women  are,  we  learn,  confined  to  the  airing  courts  for  exercise. 
The  amusements  for  the  patients  of  each  sex  are  varied  occa¬ 
sionally.  In  the  wards,  especially  on  the  men’s  side,  more 
newspapers,  and  perhaps  of  the  locality,  are,  we  think,  desirable. 
The  dances  are  attended,  we  hear,  by  115  men  and  180  women, 
or  thereabouts. 

The  drainage  of  the  asylum  and  the  ventilation  of  the  drains 
appear  to  be  satisfactory. 

For  the  extinction  of  any  outbreak  of  fire  a  manual  fire  engine 
is  available ;  there  are  also  portable  engines  and  buckets,  besides 
internal  hydrants  ;  we  observe,  however,  that  the  hose  is  not  yet 
in  position  near  to  the  hydrants,  so  that  the  latter  are  almost 
useless  at  the  present  moment.  We  would  recommend  that  rules 
should  be  hung  up  in  several  directions  for  guidance  of  attendants 
upon  any  alarm  of  fire  in  the  asylum. 

We  have,  according  to  our  custom,  looked  at  the  case  books 
and  medical  journal  of  the  Asylum,  and  we  are  glad  to  report 
that  Dr.  Swain  and  his  assistants  have,  in  this  as  in  other  matters, 
exhibited  zeal  and  industry  which  are  reflected  in  the  general 
condition  of  the  Asylum. 

There  has  been  no  seclusion  nor  restraint. 


of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 
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Berks  Asylum. 

11  December  1882. 

The  patients  in  this  Asylum  have  risen  in  number  since  the  Berks  Asylum, 
last  Deport  by  Commissioners,  and  are  now  498  ;  of  these  220 
are  males,  278  females;  463  are  chargeable  to  unions  in  the 
county;  31  are  out-county  cases,  of  whom  30  have  been  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  Surrey  Asylum  at  Brookwood.  Four  others  are 
private  patients.  The  medical  staff  is  unchanged,  and  to 
Dr.  Gill  and  and  the  Committee  much  credit  must  be  ascribed 
for  the  excellent  state  of  the  Asylum.  The  admissions  have  been 
181,  the  discharges  57,  the  deaths  69. 

There  has  been  one  inquest ;  the  verdict  recorded  that  fC  the  Inquest, 
patient  deceased  was  seized  while  in  bed  in  the  earlv  morning 
with  a  fit  ol  epilepsy,  and  then  and  there  died.”  Inquiry  brings 
out  that  the  death  took  place  in  the  special  dormitory  set  apart 
for  male  epileptics,  and  that  the  attendant  on  duty  saw  the  mail 
expire,  so  that  the  death  did  not  result  from  want  of  attention  to 
the  case.  This  is  the  only  death  which  appears  to  have  been  of 
an  unusual  character. 

We  are.  glad  to  notice  that  post-mortem  examinations  have  Post-mortem 
increased  in  number ;  still  29  autopsies  as  against  69  deaths  are  examinations, 
few. 

We  saw  all  the  patients  to-day,  none  being  away  on  trial; 

3  men  and  8  women  were  in  bed.  Though  the  weather  was 
severe  outside,  the  wards  when  we  inspected  them  were  comfort¬ 
ably  warm. 

The  patients’  clothing  is  suitable  for  the  season,  and  the  personal  Condition  of 
condition  of  each  sex  in  regard  to  cleanliness  and  tidiness  gave  patients* 
us  much  satisfaction.  The  general  behaviour  of  the  men  and 
women  was  quite  and  orderly,  and  the  complaints  were  not  many  ; 
none  call  for  special  mention  here,  but  allegations  of  ill-treatment  - 
at  another.  Asylum  made  by  some  women  will  be  probably  the 
subject  of  inquiry  by  our  Board  there. 

No  person  was  in  seclusion  or  under  mechanical  restraint  while  Seclusion  and 
we  were  in  the  wards,  but  according  to  the  entries  in  the  medical restramt- 
records,  3  males  have  been  secluded  thrice  for  a  total  period  of 
35  hours,  and  5  females  on  five  occasions  for  an  aggregate  of  162 
hours.  One  man  has  worn  gloves  with  occasional  intermissions 
for  three  weeks  for  surgical  reasons. 

As  many  as  150  men  and  175  women  dined  together  in  our  Dietary, 
presence.  *  All  meals  are  taken  in  the  hall  by  a  large  proportion 
of  the  patients.  To-day  very  good  soup  was  the  fare,  and  the 
beverage  was  beer.  The  dormitories  were,  as  well  as  the  day- 
rooms,  in  good  order,  and  the  atmosphere  was  nowhere  tainted. 

The  epileptic  night  supervision  is  good  as  far  as  it  extends,  but  E  ile  ti 
we  recommend  that  some  arrangement  should  be  made  for  con-  Gp  l°S* 
tinuous  oversight  through  the  night  of  24  females  now  scattered 
in  dormitories,  and  more  or  less  suicidaily  disposed.

Employment. 


The  staff  at  present  consists  of  two  head  attendants  and  37 
subordinates,  of  whom  19  are  men  ;  18  are  women  for  day  duty. 
At  night  four  others  sit  up.  The  number  who  cannot  count 
12  months’  service  is  still  very  large,  12  men,  10  women.  We 
are  glad  to  hear  that  the  attendants  will  be  bettered  pecuniarily 
to  the  extent  of  a  supply  of  uniform.  The  Committee  must,  we 
feel  sure,  agree  with  us  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
obtain  and  also  retain  proper  attendants,  for  upon  them  must 
largely  depend  the  happiness  and  welfare  of  the  patients.  The 
only  casualty  in  the  wards  seems  to  have  been  the  fracture  of  a 
patient’s  jaw  by  a  fall. 

The  medical  superintendent  tells  us  that  137  men  and  172 
women  are  employed  usefully.  We  saw  7  men  in  the  shoe¬ 
maker’s  shop,  2  in  the  tailor’s,  and  several  women  in  most  of  the 
female  wards  busy  with  needlework  ;  27  females  were  also  assist¬ 
ing  in  the  laundry :  that  part  of  the  establishment  should,  we 
think,  turn  out  two  clean  shirts  for  every  male  patient  weekly; 
that  appears  to  be  now  the  rule  for  most,  but  not  all  the  men  in 
the  wards.  The  painting  of  the  interior  of  the  new  male  exten¬ 
sion  has  been  finished;  the  same  work  has  begun  on  the  female 
side. 

As  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  there  has  been  no  increase  of 
the  extended  exercise  recommended  at  the  Commissioners’  last 
visit,  but  the  paths  in  the  airing-courts  have  been  widened.  No 
sunshades  have  yet  been  supplied  there,  and  we  agree  with  our 
Colleagues  that  more  shelter  from  the  sun  is  desirable. 

We  have,  as  usual,  looked  at  the  case  books,  and  find  that  the 
entries  are  properly  kept  up. 

There  are  no  new  structural  works  to  mention.

9  February  1882. 

In  this  Asylum  are  on  the  books  to-day  the  names  of  429 
patients,  176  being  of  the  male,  253  of  the  female  sex.  Four  are 
absent  on  leave  granted  by  members  of  the  Committee,  2  are 
away  for  a  few  days  by  permission  of  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent.  With  the  exception  of  9  persons,  the  paupers  are  all 
chargeable  to  unions  in  the  county ;  the  weekly  rates  of  main¬ 
tenance  are  9  s.  4  d.  for  the  county,  14  s .  for  the  out  -county 
patients,  and  from  14  5.  to  21  5.  for  the  private  cases,  which  are 
very  few. 

The  admissions  registered  since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  1881 
have  been  98,  the  discharges  40,  the  deaths  39 ;  the  recoveries 
appear  to  have  been  36  ;  there  has  been  no  suicide  or  fatal 
casualty.  Four  patients  escaped,  but  they  were  all  re- taken. 

Twenty-one  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made,  but 
there  has  not  been  any  inquest.  The  causes  of  death  do  not 
require  special  notice.  There  has  been  no  epidemic  in  the  asy¬ 
lum, 
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lum,  and  though  a  large  number  of  patients  suffer  from  the  Appendix  (C.) 
infirmities  of  old  age,  not  very  many  keep  their  beds.  We  found 
in  bed  only  4  men  and  7  women.  The  small  infirmaries  are, 
however,  quite  full.  The  epileptics  are  29  males  and  33  females, 
and  there  are  4  men  far  advanced  in  general  paralysis.  Of  the 
patients  suffering  from  fits,  26  men  and  28  women  are  under 
continuous  night  supervision  ;  the  idiots  are  numerous ;  during 
our  stay  in  the  wards  order  was  well  maintained,  and  no  patient 
exhibited  turbulence  or  a  disposition  to  be  aggressive ;  some  in 
each  ward  spoke  to  us,  and  we  gathered  that  they  were  contented 
with  their  general  treatment. 

With  the  clothing  of  the  men  we  were  satisfied,  the  proportion 
of  cotton  to  warmer  dresses  was  larger  among  the  women  than  we 
are  accustomed  to  see  in  asylums  at  this  season  of  the  year. 

In  No.  6  female  ward,  where  there  are  only  three  nurses  to  44 
patients, of  whom  8  are  epileptics  and  many  others  idiotic,  several 
females  were  crouching  in  corners,  and  the  charge  nurse  had  a 
black  eye;  this  state  of  things  rather  points  to  an  inadequacy  of 
the  staff  there ;  the  nurses  on  day  duty  are  in  the  proportion  of 
one  to  15  patients,  and  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  some  may  be 
absent  on  holiday,  the  number,  taking  into  consideration  the 
employment  of  the  laundry  maids,  is  somewhat  low.  The  male 
attendants  during  the  day  are  13  ;  the  night  staff  on  each  side 
appears  to  be  adequate.  The  day  attendants  are  14  hours  on 
duty ;  the  night  watch  are  in  the  wards  from  8  p.m.  to  6  a  m. 

Five  male  and  3  female  attendants  have  been  here  less  than 
twelve  months ;  no  one  has  been  prosecuted  or  dismissed  during 
the  past  year  for  misconduct  affecting  a  patient. 

The  dietary  is  the  same  as  at  last  visit ;  to-day,  currant  pudding  Dietary 
was  the  dinner,  with  beer;  no  complaint  was  made  to  us  upon  the 
subject  of  food. 

The  wards  are  kept  clean  and  free  from  offensive  smell,  and 
the  bedding  which  we  examined  was  sufficient,  and  in  a  proper 
state.  In  one  bathing-room,  that  near  No.  10  on  the  female  side, 
we  noticed  that  the  bathing  rules  were  not  hung  up,  as  they 
should  be.  Several  women  were  working  in  the  laundry  when 
we  inspected  that  department ;  the  drying  closets  would  seem  to 
be  too  few,  for  many  articles  of  dress  were  hung  up  to  dry  on  the 
rods,  which  were  over  our  heads,  and  near  the  roof  of  the  laundry. 

We  were  glad  to  see  that  our  Colleagues’  recommendations  as  to 
the  water  supply  are  about  to  be  carried  out,  the  rain  water  will 
in  future,  we  understand,  be  cut  off  from  the  other  water,  and 
used  only  in  the  laundry,  or  for  the  extinguishment  of  an  out¬ 
break  of  fire ;  the  Commissioner’s  advice  about  provision  against 
fire,  has  also  been  attended  to,  and  a  fire-engine,  to  be  worked 
by  12  men,  has  been  purchased ;  while  building  a  shed  for  that 
engine,  opportunity  will  be  taken  to  improve  the  adjoining 
mortuary. 

As  to"  the  out-door  exercise  of  the  patients,  a  fair  proportion 
of  the  men  work  on  the  land,  and  Mr.  Humphry  informs  us  that 
with  the  exception  of  those  who  cannot  walk  any  distance,  all  the 
women  are  twice  taken  out  beyond  the  courts  each  week. 
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Appendix  (C.)  Dances  and  concerts  are  weekly  given  for  the  amusement  of 
BucksAsd. im  Pa^entsj>  and  100  and  upwards  attend  them.  In  the  wards  the 
Amusement  '  means  amusement  appear  to  be  rather  scanty,  but  we  must 
confess  that  the  patients  are  of  a  class  for  whom  it  is  not  perhaps 
easy  to  invent  amusement;  we,  however,  think  that  something 
more  might  be  done  in  that  direction ;  we  noticed  that  the 
bagatelle  table  in  No.  1  male  ward  is  out  of  repair. 

Divine  Service.  According  to  the  return  made  to  us,  the  chapel  attendance  last 
Sunday  from  the  wards  was  84  men,  75  women. 

As  to  treatment  bv  seclusion,  that  has  been  resorted  to  with  8 
men  on  20  occasions  for  a  total  period  of  205  hours,  with  6 
women  on  seven  occasions  for  an  aggregate  of  56  hours. 

Mechanical  restraint  has  been  used  once  only,  and  that  was  in 
the  case  of  a  man  for  48  hours,  and  for  surgical  reasons.  We 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  patients  of  this  Asylum  are  in  all 
respects  well  cared  for,  but  on  looking  a*t  the  case  books  we 
think  that  the  entries,  as  regards  the  chronic  patients,  should  be 
more  frequent  than  they  are  ;  intervals  of  silence  extending  from 
7  to  10  and  12  months,  are,  we  are  of  opinion,  not  in  accordance 
with  the  statutory  requirement,  that  the  history  of  each  patient’s 
case,  should  be  “  from  time  to  time  ”  recorded.

Cambridgeshire  and  Isle  of  Ely  Asylum. 


Precautions 
against  fire. 


27  May  1882. 

Cambridgeshire  At  the  end  of  our  annual  inspection  of  this  Asylum  we  have 
and  Isle  of  Ely  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  many  things  which  on  former  occa¬ 
sions  have  been  the  subject  of  unfavourable  comment  have,  since 
the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  last  year,  been  altered  for  the  better, 
and  several  important  improvements  have  been  effected.  A  brief 
notice  of  these  will  be  useful,  but  we  shall  have  occasion  to  point 
out  some  directions  in  which  further  progress  is  necessary. 

The  means  of  dealing  with  an  outbreak  of  fire  have  been 
strengthened  by  (1.)  Connecting  the  fire  main  with  the  pumps 
so  that  the  whole  force  of  the  engines  can  be  directly  employed 
in  producing  a  pressure  which,  as  we  found  by  experiment  to-day, 
is  sufficient  to  send  water  on  to  the  highest  roof:  (2.)  The  hose 
for  both  external  and  internal  hydrants  are  now  of  the  same  size, 
and  all  are  placed  close  to  the  stand  pipes  in  locked  cupboards, 
which  are  opened  by  the  ordinary  ward  keys :  (3.)  Extincteurs 
and  fire  buckets  have  been  placed  throughout  the  building.  In 
connection  with  this  subject  we  have,  however,  to  notice  that  the 
extincteurs  are  not  charged,  and  the  buckets  are  not  kept  filled 
with  water,  and  there  is  yet  no  organisation  of  a  fire  brigade 
among  the  attendants.  W e  cannot  lay  too  much  stress  on  the 
importance  of  the  last.  All  attendants,  male  and  female,  should 
know  and  be  practised  in  the  best  way  of  using  the  internal 
hydrants,  and  a  special  body  from  among  the  male  attendants 
should  be  trained  in  the  most  effectual  manner  of  applying  the 
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external  appliances,  each  man  having  his  distinct  work  and  Appendix  (C.) 
knowing  his  special  post.  The  extincteurs  must  of  course  be  Cambridgeshire 
kent  constantly  charged,  and  the  buckets  filled  with  water;  and  and  Isle  of  Ely 
all  hose  should  be  periodically  tested.  To  meet  the  difficulty  of  Asylum, 
the  distance  of  the  engineers  residence,  a  third  man  to  attend  to  Precaution 
the  engines  has  been  appointed,  and  the  24  hours  are  to  be  a&amst  fire* 
divided  into  three  shifts,  so  that  a  man  conversant  with  the 
management  of  the  engines  will  be  always  on  duty.  We  learn 
also  with  satisfaction  that  a  new  and  much  more  powerful  engine 
and  additional  boiler  are  about  to  be  procured. 

We  think  that  some  mode  of  communication,  electrical  would 
probably  be  cheapest  and  best,  between  the  engineer’s  room  and 
the  medical  officers’  bedrooms,  and  some  other  points  of  the  asylum, 
is  desirable. 

We  notice  further  that  ventilators  have  been  placed  in  the  Improvements, 
walls  between  single  rooms  and  the  dormitories  or  corridors  ; 
that  the  sunshades  in  the  airing  courts  have  been  put  into  thorough 
repair ;  that  a  room  and  apparatus  for  drying  (by  steam  coil)  wet 
mattresses  and  -horse  hair,  and  for  washing  the  latter,  has  been 
contrived  out  of  the  plumbers’  shop,  a  new  and  very  good 
plumbers’  shop  having  been  built ;  and  that  iron  crosses,  with 
the  names  of  the  deceased,  are  now  placed  on  graves  in  the  burial 
ground  to  distinguish  them. 

Among  other  improvements  carried  out  since  the  last  visit  we 
have  to  mention  the  completion  of  day  and  sleeping  room  for 
about  20  patients  in  connection  with  the  laundry,  and  of  a  water- 
closet  for  laundry  maids  ;  the  erection  of  general  bath-room  for 
male  division,  and  of  covered  corridor  communicating  with  the 
male  wards  ;  some  water-closets  and  a  lavatory  on  the  male  side, 
and  a  carriage  room  and  harness  room  at  the  farm. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  female  dining  hall  will  be  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  this  year.  The  male  dining  hall,  which  now  serves 
as  a  recreation  room,  will  douKtless  receive  some  suitable  deco¬ 
ration. 

The  drying -ground  remains  in  the  unprotected  state  noticed  Suggestions, 
by  our  Colleagues  last  year.  We  think  the  best  plan  would  be 
to  form  a  new  one  by  levelling  and  enclosing  ground  behind  the 
laundry,  and  diverting  the  road  which  now  passes  close  by  the 
building,  to  the  outside  of  this  ground ;  a  wall  should  also  be 
built  to  effectually  shut  off  the  laundry  from  the  male  side,  and 
from  the  main  road  to  the  stores  and  kitchen.  There  would  be  a 
large  quantity  of  earth  to  move,  but  patients’  labour  would  be 
available  for  the  purpose. 

Though  we  did  not  to-day  observe  any  bad  smells  in  the  Asylum, 
yet  we  think,  as  an  additional  precaution  against  sewer  gas,  that 
the  waste  pipes  of  sinks  and  lavatories,  and  of  baths,  wherever 
practicable,  should  be  severed  from  their  present  direct  and  un¬ 
broken  connection  with  the  drains,  and  made  to  discharge  on 
grids  covering  properly  trapped  gullies. 

The  slits  made  in  the  doors  of  the  single  rooms  of  the  epileptic 
dormitory  are  not  contrived  in  the  best  way,  and  indeed  are  hardly 
sufficient  to  answer  the  purpose  intended,  namely,  that  the  night 
attendant  may  readily  hear  from  as  well  as  see  into  the  room. 
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We  wish  to  keep  before  the  attention  of  the  Committee  the 
provision  of  a  small  detached  hospital  for  infectious  complaints  ; 
a  house  in  close  proximity  to  the  male  division  for  the  head  atten¬ 
dant  of  that  division,  and  a  house  for  the  engineer  ;  a  better 
cricket  ground,  which  apparently  might  readily  be  formed  below 
the  present  one  ;  and  the  formation  of  a  boundary  walk  round 
the  estate  to  allow  of  the  patients  having  more  extended  exercise 
than  can  be  obtained  in  the  airing  courts. 

There  are  to-day  355  patients,  162  male  and  193  females.  One 
of  the  former  is  on  trial ;  all  the  rest  of  both  sexes  we  have  seen. 
Since  28th  May  1881,  the  date  of  the  last  visit,  41  males  and  43 
females  have  been  admitted,  12  in  all  having  been  cases  of  re¬ 
admission  ;  40  of  both  sexes  have  been  discharged,  31  on  recovery  ; 
and  20  males  and  10  females  have  died.  The  death  rate  has  been 
moderate. 

One  patient  died  from  suffocation  while  eating,  and  another 
from  the  effects  of  blow  given  by  another  j^atient,  who  was  put 
on  his  trial  for  the  murder,  and  sent  to  Broadmoor.  In  these  two 
cases  coroners’  inquests  were  held.  The  causes  of  the  other 
deaths  present  no  unusual  feature. 

Eighteen  post-mortem  examinations  were  made. 

The  present  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum,  and  health  of 
the  patients  are  satisfactory.  To-day  we  found  no  women  and 
only  3  men  in  bed,  and  3  men  and  8  women  alone  are  taking 
medicine. 

We  may  report  very  favourably  of  the  demeanour  of  the 
patients  during  our  visit.  No  violence,  and  very  little  noisy 
talking  was  manifested,  and  beyond  a  few  obviously  delusional 
complaints  and  appeals  for  discharge,  contentment  seemed  to 
prevail. 

The  patients’  dress  was  good,  but  the  underclothing  of  the  men 
showed  the  effects  of  a  week’s  wear,  this  being  Saturday,  and  both 
men  and  women  are  fairly  neat. 

The  state  of  the  wards  and  dormitories  is  satisfactory,  and  the 
bedding  excellent.  Some  addition  has  been  made  to  the  litera¬ 
ture  and  games  for  the  wards,  but  they  are  still  too  scanty. 

There  are  usefully  employed  about  1 18  males  and  126  females, 
being  71  and  63  per  cent,  respectively  of  the  entire  numbers. 
These  proportions  are  good,  but  we  may  hope  may  be  increased. 
About  150  to  160  of  both  sexes  attend  chapel,  and  we  learn  that 
some  70  men  and  65  women  walk  beyond  the  Asjdum  grounds. 
The  rest  of  the  patients,  or  certainly  the  majority,  do  not  go 
beyond  the  airing  courts,  and  it  is  in  the  interest  of  such  patients 
that  we  suggest  a  walk  within  the  boundary. 

Several  theatrical  representations  have  been  given  for  the 
amusement  of  the  patients,  the  performers  being  attendants 
chiefly  ;  and  also  some  concerts. 

The  only  mechanical  restraint  recorded  is  the  “  wet  packing  ” 
of  a  woman  on  two  occasions  for  three  and  five  hours  respec¬ 
tively. 

Seclusion  has  been  used  with  7  males  on  19  occasions,  and  for 
periods  amounting  to  86  hours;  and  with  6  women  on  34  occa¬ 
sions,  and  for  242  hours  altogether.  One  of  these  was  secluded 
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on  29  of  the  occasions,  and  for  a  total  of  214  hours,  owing  to  Appendix  (c.) 
violence,  destructiveness.  r,  . 

Anere  is  nothing  connected  with  the  staff  ot  attendants  to  call  and  isle  of  Ely 
for  special  notice,  except  that  changes  have  not  been  numerous.  Asylum. 

Mr.  Boyd,  the  assistant  medical  officer,  resigned,  and  has  been  Staff  of 
succeeded  by  Mr.  Clunm  The  present  maintenance  rate  is  attendants* 

11  s.  2 1  d.  ;  and  the  vacant  beds  are  eight  in  the  male,  and  17 
in  the  female  division. 


Joint  Counties  Asylum,  Carmarthen. 

16  June  1882. 

In  this  Asylum  are  now  563  patients,  of  whom  12  are  of  Carmarthen 
the  private  class.  The  paupers  chargeable  to  unions  in  the  Asylum, 
county  are  453,  the  other  paupers  are  98,  and  chiefly  cases  from 
Glamorganshire,  Salop,  and  Stafford.  The  males  under  care  and 
treatment  are  265  ;  the  females  number  298.  No  person  is  ab¬ 
sent  on  leave. 

Dr.  Hearder  has  one  medical  assistant  only.  Three  months, 
or  thereabouts,  yearly,  a  medical  gentleman  (whose  experience 
in  lunacy  must  be  often  very  small)  acts  as  a  substitute  for  a 
medical  officer  taking  his  much  needed  holiday.  It  would  be  far 
better,  we  think,  to  engage  another  assistant  permanently,  and 
not  more  than  justice  to  the  patients  ;  Ave  cannot  believe  that  563 
lunatics  can  be  individually  and  properly  treated,  and  that  the 
case  books  can  be  fully  entered  up,  and  this  Asylum  and  its  de¬ 
tached  buildings  (one  of  them  nearly  a  mile  distant)  sufficiently 
overlooked  by  any  superintendent,  Avith  such  assistance  only  as 
Dr.  Hearder  receives.  We  repeat  the  recommendation  of  our 
Colleagues  on  this  subject,  and  trust  that  the  Committee  will  not 
delay  the  appointment  of  a  second  assistant  medical  officer  until 
some  irreparable  mischief  happens. 

Since  our  Colleagues  last  inspected,  several  improvements  have 
been  carried  out  in  the  main  and  detached  buildings,  Avhich  Ave 
have  pleasure  in  reporting,  besides  much  renovation  and  enliven- 
ment  of  wards,  by  fresh  papering  and  paint.  We  notice  the  con¬ 
version  of  the  Avorkshops  ward  into  a  hospital  for  men,  preparation 
for  erecting  new  workshops,  the  ventilation  by  tubes  of  the 
water  closets  in  each  division,  the  levelling  and  turfing  of  ground 
about  the  female  infirmary,  and  the  works  recommended  to  be 
done  at  the  last  visit  to  Bhydygors.  In  that  mansion,  taken  on 
lease  for  21  years,  are  noAV  40  men  ;  in  the  hospital  for  infectious 
cases  are  36  females;  at  Job’s  Well  we  found  50  men.  The 
majority  of  the  patients  are  of  course  in  the  main  building. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  numerically  sufficient  by  day,  but  staff  of 
the  number  on  duty  at  night  should  be  strengthened  by  placing  attendants, 
an  attendant  to  sit  up  in  the  infirmaries  on  each  side.  Thither 
might  then  be  taken  some  of  the  suicidal  cases  Avhich  croAvd  the 
special  dormitories  set  apart  for  those  cases,  and  epileptics.  The 
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sick  now  receive  continuous  attention  at  night,  only  when  very  ill* 
and  then  from  attendants  and  nurses,  who  are  withdrawn  from  the 
day  staff,  which  is  thus  injuriously  diminished.  This  make-shift 
arrangement  is  bad ;  the  sick  require  more  attention.  In  the 
special  dormitories  and  single  rooms  contiguous,  are  now,  we  are 
told,  placed  all  the  epileptics. 

Both  sexes  were  orderly  during  the  time  we  were  in  the 
wards,  and  the  clothing  as  regards  quality  and  appearance  is 
good.  No  one  was  under  mechanical  restraint  or  in  seclusion,  and 
there  has  been  no  such  treatment  since  the  Commissioners  last 
inspected  the  Asylum,  which  was  on  the  29th  March  1881. 

We  saw  6  men  in  bed  and  9  women;  nearly  all  "were  in  the 
infirmaries.  The  wards,  dormitories,  and  single  rooms  present  a 
cheerful  aspect,  and  are  kept  very  clean.  To-day  we  noticed  no 
offensive  smell  in  the  water-closets,  which  is  probably  due  to  the 
introduction  of  the  ventilating  tubes.  The  bedding  whicli  we 
examined  was  in  a  praiseworthy  state.  We  called  Dr.  Hearder’s 
attention  to  some  glass  about  the  doors  of  single  rooms,  where 
suicidal  patients  are  sometimes  placed,  as  requiring  protection, 
and  we  noticed  several  chairs  with  damaged  seats  in  the  female 
epileptic  dormitory  ;  but  the  general  condition  of  the  Asylum 
interior  admits  of  no  fault-finding  with  essentials. 

Few,  very  few  complaints  were  made  to  us  by  any  of  the 
patients,  and  we  understand  that  there  are  not  many  who  are 
unable  to  speak  English,  though  all  the  attendants  are  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  Welsh  language,  as  is  Dr.  Hearder’s  assistant. 

The  dietary  is  still  low  for  an  Asylum,  but  we  are  assured  by 
Dr.  Hearder  that  meat  is  not  frequently  eaten  in  the  cottages  of 
the  poor  of  this  district,  and  that  beer  is  not  freely  drunk.  It 
should,  however,  be  borne  in  mind  that  what  may  be  sufficient 
to  keep  a  healthy  person  up  to  the  mark,  may  be  and  generally 
is  insufficient  for  those  whose  mental  disorder  is  allied  with 
physical  debility  ;  certainly  those  who  complained  to  us  of  in¬ 
sufficiency  of  diet  were  few  ;  again,  this  absence  of  complaint  is 
no  answer  if  as  a  fact  the  diet  be  insufficient.  That  stimulants  are 
not  among  the  asylum  stores  and  never  used,  is  denied  absolutely 
by  Dr.  Hearder,  and  we  are  very  glad  to  hear  that  our  Colleagues 
were  misinformed  on  this  subject  at  their  last  visit. 

The  maintenance  rate  is  low,  and  the  Commissioners’  observa¬ 
tions  as  to  milk  have  not  been  carried  out.  Milk  is  only  it  seems 
given,  as  a  rule,  in  tea,  and  water  is  the  dinner  beverage. 

According  to  the  medical  records,  34  females  and  16  males  are 
taking  medicine;  the  epileptics  are  23  men  and  28  women.  The 
mortality  has  been  low.  The  only  deaths  under  unusual  circum¬ 
stances  have  been  those  of  a  patient  of  each  sex.  The  man 
when  away  on  leave  committed  suicide  ;  the  woman  accidentally 
fell  down  stairs,  injured  her  spine,  and  died  of  that  injury  within 
a  few  days.  The  particulars  were  communicated  to  our  Board. 

Forty-nine  discharges  have  taken  place,  40  were  upon  recovery. 
One  hundred  and  fifty-three  cases  have  been  admitted,  a  large 
number  of  the  female  patients  were  seen  by  us  in  the  grounds 
as  we  came  up  to  the  front  door  of  the  Asylum,  and  Dr.  Hearder 
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told  us  that  every  woman,  who  can  walk,  goes  beyond  the  courts,  Appendix  (C.) 
and  nearly  every  man.  The  courts  are  well  kept ;  there  is  but 
one  for  each  division ;  we  are  rather  disposed  to  advocate  the  Asylum!**611 
provision  of  a  separate  airing  court,  if  it  can  be  got,  for  the  statistics, 
occupants  of  each  infirmary  ward. 

The  chapel  has  not  been  increased;  there  are  only  200  sittings,  Divine  Service, 
we  understand;  there  is  on  Sundays  an  English  and  a  Welsh 
service,  and  prayers  are  there  read  daily  in  the  morning.  The 
chapel  should  certainly  be  enlarged,  unless  the  services  can  be 
multiplied.  The  vicar  of  the  parish  and  his  curates  minister  in 
the  chapel,  and  he  visits  the  wards  twice  weekly. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-three  patients  are  usefully  employed,  Employment, 
that  is  to  say,  146  men  and  197  women.  Fifty-five  males  do 
work  on  the  land,  43  in  the  various  shops  and  offices  ;  26  females 
assist  in  the  laundry,  15  in  the  kitchen,  102  sew,  and  12  knit. 

As  usual  we  have  examined  the  statutory  books,  and  we  find 
them  in  a  satisfactory  condition ;  the  entries  in  the  case  books 
brought  up  to  recent  date. 

The  arrangements  for  extinction  of  an  outbreak  of  fire  appear  Precautions 
to  be  good.  TV  e  tested  the  ability  of  a  nurse  to  handle  the  against  fire, 
hydrants  and  hose  in  a  ward,  and  she  was  fairly  capable. 


Cheshire  Asylums — I.  Chester. 

13  July  1882. 

Gy  the  books  of  this  asylum  are  now  the  names  of  568  patients.  Cheshire 
The  males  number  268,  the  females  are  300.  All  are  paupers;  Asylums. 
461  chargeable  to  Cheshire,  and  unions  and  parishes  in  the  (Chester-) 
county,  95  to  the  city  of  Chester,  and  12  to  Lancashire,  and  Statistics, 
unions  and  parishes  therein.  One  female  is  absent  on  leave  ; 
the  other  patients  we  have  seen,  and  to  many  we  have  spoken! 

The  total  of  admissions  since  the  Asylum  was  inspected  by  our 
Colleagues  on  8th  October  1881,  has  been  70  in  the  men’s  division, 

92  on  the  women’s ;  this  includes  17  re-admissions.  Seventy- 
six  cases  have  been  discharged,  50  had  recovered.  Thirty-nine 
males  and  21  females  have  died.  The  deaths  call  for  no  special 
remark,  having  been  due  to  natural  causes,  but  four  coroner’s 
inquests  were  thought  to  be  necessary.  General  paralysis  is 
recorded  as  accounting  for  more  than  one-third  of  the  deaths. 

TY e  regret  to  find  that  post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  Post-mortem 
12  instances  only.  The  recoveries,  as  compared  with  the  admis-  examinations, 
sions  of  1881,  were  27*9  for  the  men,  and  4T6  for  the  women,  or 
34*7  for  both  sexes.  This  is  sornewEat  below  the  average  re¬ 
covery  rate  in  county  Asylums.  The  death-rate  for  &1881, 
calculated  on  the  average  daily  number  resident,  was  15'6  for  the 
men,  and  8*9  for  the  women,  or  12*2  per  cent,  for  both  sexes,  and 
this  has  been  very  nearly  the  death-rate  since  our  Colleagues’ 
visit,  a  higher  mortality  than  is  the  average  in  county  asylums. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic. 
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We  found  in  bed  5  males  and  5  females.  Last  week  (the 
latest  registry)  4  men  and  8  women  were  the  only  patients 
taking  medicine  for  bodily  disorders.  .  The  epileptics  are  35  on 
the  male  side,  40  on  the  female  division,  all  now  under  con¬ 
tinuous  night  supervision.  Dr.  Davidson  considers  31  men  and 
20  women  to  b6  suffering  from  general  paralysis  of  the  insane. 

The  conduct  of  both  sexes  was,  during  our  visit,  good.  Very 
few  patients  promise  recovery ;  those  who  show  mental  improve¬ 
ment  appear  to  receive  proper  attention  in  view  to  discharge,  and 
complaints  were  not  numerous,  except  in  regard  to  diet. 

The  soup,  which  was  the  dinner  fare  yesterday,  was  not,  we 
thought,  very  palatable;  many  refused  it,  and  others  took  it  very 
reluctantly.  Since  many  eat  the  potato  skins,  we  think  that  for 
health’s  sake  the  potatoes  should  be  put  on  table  having  been  pre¬ 
viously  peeled.  Buttermilk  is  the  general  beverage  at  dinner, 
a  very  few  having  beer.  Those  who  work  well  have  beer,  but 
not  at  that  meal. 

The  clothing,  as  a  rule,  is  good ;  but  we  were  somewhat  sur¬ 
prised  to  see  that  print  summer  dresses  had  not  yet  been  served 
out  in  the  female  wards,  the  women  still  wearing  plaid  woollen 
gowns. 

From  the  returns  furnished  to  us  it  appears  that  the  chapel 
congregation  on  Sundays  includes  166  male  and  138  female 
patients,  and  that  80,  or  "thereabouts,  of  each  sex  from  the  wards 
attend  daily  morning  prayers.  The  sick  are  visited  by  the  chap¬ 
lain  nearly  every  day,  and  once  a  week  he  holds  short  services  in 
the  infirmaries. 

Associated  entertainments,  indoors,  are  weekly  through  the 
winter ;  gatherings  outside  have  now  been  substituted  for  the 
summer.  We  regret  that  waifs  are  so  rarely  given  to  the 
patients.  They  seem  to  be  limited,  as  a  rule,  to  once  a  week  for 
the  men,  and  that  once  beyond  the  Asylum  estate,  and  to  50  to  60 
of  the  men  ;  the  women  but  once  a  week  use  the  boundary  walk, 
and  once  walk  out  in  the  neighbourhood,  those  using  the  walk 
being  about  134,  going  beyond  the  estate  70.  We  hope  that  the 
boundary  path,  expressly  made  for  the  regular  daily  exercise  of 
patients,  will  be  utilized  more  than  at  present  it  is,  for  we  attach 
much  value  to  that  exercise. 

Exclusive  of  a  head  attendant  for  each  division,  the  staff  of  day 
attendants  consists,  on  the  men’s  side,  of  19  men  and  two  women ; 
and  in  the  female  division  of  16  nurses,  and  two  laundry  maids. 
In  the  male  division  this  staff  seems  to  be  adequate;  but  on  the 
female  side  it  appears  to  us  to  be  insufficient.  There  are  in  the 
female  infirmary,  with  36  patients,  only  two  nurses;  in  No.  5 
ward,  with  52  troublesome  patients,  there  are  only  three,  and  in 
No.  2  (the  reception  ward)  there  are  but  three  nurses  for  51 
patients.  There  is,  moreover,  no  supernumerary  nurse  to  take 
the  place  of  any  one  nurse  who  may  be  absent  through  illness,  or 
during  her  holidays.  There  are  at  present  only  two  night  nurses 
in  each  division,  one  in  continuous  charge  of  the  epileptic  and 
suicidal  patients  of  the  division,  and  one  on  each  side  for  the  wards 
generally.  Formerly  a  third  night  attendant  was  on  duty  to 
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nurse  the  sick  in  each  infirmary,  but  this  has  not  recently  been  Appendix  (C.) 
the  case.  It  is,  in  our  opinion,  very  necessary,  and  we  hope  that 
these  posts  will  again  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  a  third  Asylums, 
night  attendant  on  each  side.  (Chester.) 

According  to  the  returns  of  the  head  attendants,  1 14  men  and  Employment 
196  women  are  employed  in  various  ways,  or  in  the  proportions 
to  total  number  of  patients  of  42  per  cent,  for  the  males,  and  65 
per  cent,  for  the  females.  We  trust  that  it  will  be  found  practi¬ 
cable  to  increase  these  ratios.  The  men  employed  on  the  land, 
about  40  on  the  average,  is  very  small.  If  there  were  a  larger 
upholsterers’  shop,  many  men  now  unoccupied  might  be  usefully 
employed  ;  at  present  only  3  patients  work  there. 

We  find  that  since  the  sanitary  improvements  in  the  Asylum 
have  been  carried  out,  to  which  reference  was  made  at  the  last 
visit,  there  has  been  no  recurrence  of  fever,  or  any  exceptional 
malady,  and  we  learn  from  the  medical  records  that  there 
has  been  but  one  instance  of  fracture  of  a  patient’s  limb; 
this  was  the  fracture  of  the  small  bone  of  a  man’s  arm.  It 
occurred  in  the  night,  and  is  unexplained.  We  interrogated 
yesterday  the  man  himself,  but  he  could  give  no  account  of  it. 

Seclusion  has  been  used  with  7  men  on  nine  occasions,  for  an  Seclusion, 
aggregate  of  45  hours ;  with  7  women  also  on  nine  occasions,  for 
a  total  period  of  64  hours.  The  longest  seclusion  in  any  case  on 
the  male  side  was  a  man  by  means  of  straps  for  15  hours,  to  pre¬ 
vent  self-destruction  after  he  had  bitten  his  tongue. 

The  wards,  when  inspected  by  us,  were  generally  in  clean  and 
creditable  order,  and  free  from  offensive  odour.  Much  has  been 
done  in  the  way  of  paint  and  colour  to  enliven  the  rooms  and  cor¬ 
ridors,  and  some  novel  effects  in  the  way  of  decoration,  which  are 
much  appreciated  by  the  patients,  have  been  introduced,  the  cost 
of  which  has  been  liberally  defined,  we  understand,  by  the 
Chairman.  The  new  dormitory,  and  adjacent  single  rooms,  for  53 
epileptic  and  suicidal  female  patients,  have  been  completed  and 
brought  into  use,  affording  to  that  class  the  same  continuous  night 
supervision  as  had  been  previously  provided  for  the  male  division. 

As  there  is  no  water-closet  or  earth-closet  upstairs  near  the  dor¬ 
mitories  of  No.  6  male  ward,  we  suggest  that  in  the  lobby  one  or 
more  commodes  should  be  placed. 

To  prevent  the  possibility  of  a  mistake  which  might  be  disas¬ 
trous,  we  recommend  that  the  taps  of  all  the  baths  on  each  side 
should  be  labelled,  so  as  to  distinguish  the  hot  from  the  cold  water 
supply. 

Linoleum  has  been  extensively  laid  down  in  the  male  wards, 
and  we  shall  be  glad  to  find  that  the  women’s  side  is  similarly 
dealt  with.  Some  of  the  bagatelle  boards  on  the  male’s  division 
are  out  of  repair  and  cannot  be  used.  The  old  iron  bedsteads  in 
No.  1  basement  wards,  on  both  sides,  are  very  ricketty  and 
objectionable,  and  they  should  be  replaced  by  some  of  modern 
construction  and  better  pattern. 

We  are  given  to  understand  that  something  has  been  done  Precautions 
towards  forming  a  fire  brigade  among  the  attendants,  and  that  against  fire, 
they  have  had  weekly  drills  under  the  direction  of  the  engineer. 
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There  are  also  the  hand  pumps  noticed  in  our  Colleagues’  entry 
of  1881,  but  the  means  of  extinguishing  promptly  an  outbreak  of 
fire  in  the  asylum  are  still  unsatisfactory.  It  appears  from  state¬ 
ments  made  to  us  that  the  pressure  on  the  hydrants  could  only 
now  be  supplied  from  the  high  central  cistern ;  we  think  that  the 
steam  pump  should  be  brought  to  bear  directly,  and  by  a  speedy 
process,  upon  the  hydrants,  so  that  a  sufficient  stream  of  water 
could  be,  without  any  delay,  thrown  over  the  highest  roofs  of  the 
building  by  day  or  night.  This  matter  requires  early  attention 
on  the  part  of  the  Committee.  A  code  of  regulations  for  the 
guidance  of  the  fire  brigade  and  attendants  should  also  be  drawn 
up,  printed,  and  hung  up  in  conspicuous  places  in  the  Asylum. 

The  quantity  of  land  belonging  to  the  Asylum,  including  10 
acres  recently  purchased,  is  64j  acres.  Of  this  42  acres  are 
under  cultivation.  When  any  opportunity  offers  of  purchasing 
contiguous  land,  we  trust  that  the  Committee  will  endeavour  to 
extend  their  property. 

Dm  Davidson  is,  in  the  absence  of  his  medical  assistant  for  an 
annual  holiday,  somewhat  overtaxed,  we  are  of  opinion,  with 
duties  of  a  very  responsible  nature ;  and  Dr.  Laurence  must,  at 
least,  be  equally  overtaxed  when  the  medical  superintendent  is 
away.  The  size  of  the  A  sylum,  and  the  number  of  its  inmates, 
require  that  help  should  be  provideclof  a  temporary  nature,  during 
the  annual  and  much-needed  holidays  of  the  medical  staff. 


Cheshire  Asylums. — 2.  Macclesfield. 

18  March  1882. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  asylum  occupied  us  during  the 
whole  of  yesterday. 

There  are  now  555  patients  on  the  books,  246  being  of  the 
male  and  309  of  the  female  sex.  The  large  reduction  from  the 
number  here  at  the  last  visit,  just  a  year  ago,  viz.,  619,  is  due  to 
the  removal  of  the  patients  belonging  to  the  borough  of  Birming¬ 
ham,  who  are  now  accommodated  in  the  new  Borough  Asylum  at 
Bubery  Hill. 

The  present  lunatic  inmates  are  thus  chargeable  : —

Asylum. 
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Of  the  patients  discharged,  105  were  returned  to  their  own 
county  or  borough  asylums. 

Three  males  and  1  female  are  at  present  absent  on  trial,  and 
have  therefore  not  been  seen  by  us. 

We  learn  that  there  are  now  on  the  male  side  64,  and  on  the 
female  31,  vacant  beds. 

The  recoveries  in  1881  bore  the  proportion  of  46*6  per  cent, 
to  the  acimissions,  deducting  those  which  were  merely  transfers. 

The  death-rate  in  the  same  year  was  high,  having  been  18*2  per 
cent,  for  males  and  7*2  for  females,  or  12  3  for  both  sexes.  In 
1880  the  death-rate  was  8 ’4  per  cent.  In  each  case  the  rate 
is  calculated  on  the  daily  average  of  resident  patients.  The 
increased  mortality  was  not  due  to  any  epidemic  disorder. 

In  57  instances  out  of  the  above  67  deaths,  post-mortem  exa-  Post-mortem 
minations  were  made.  examinations. 

W  e  find  that  in  two  cases  of  death  coroner’s  inquests  were  inquests 
held.  In  the  first  the  verdict  was  “  sudden  failure  of  the  heart, 
due  chiefly  to  congestion  of  the  lungs,  aided  by  disease  of  other 
organs,  and  also  probably  by  injuries  received  in  some  manner 
unknown.” 

The  patient,  a  male,  had  been  violent  in  the  bath-room  after 
admission,  but  no  such  injury  was  discovered  at  the  post-mortem 
examination  as  would,  in  itself,  account  for  death.  The  other 
inquest  was  upon  a  general  paralytic.  Full  particulars  of  these 
cases  were  reported  to  our  office. 

There  has  been  no  fatal  casualty,  but  two  severe  accidents 
from  burning  have  occurred.  An  epileptic  man  fell  on  an  un¬ 
guarded  fire  in  a  dormitory  which  he  was  occupied  in  cleaning. 
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In  the  other  case,  a  woman  under  sudden  impulse  seized  the 
bars  of  the  grate  with  her  hands.  These  accidents  suggest  the 
provision  of  more  effectual  fireguards. 

We  can  report  favourably  of  the  conduct  and  demeanour  of 
the  patients.  Order  and  quiet  prevailed  during  our  inspection » 
and  there  was  a  marked  absence  of  complaint,  though  everyone 
had  full  opportunity  of  speaking  with  us;  we  exclude,  of  course, 
the  usual  complaints  of  detention,  of  which  there  were  many,  not, 
in  our  opinion,  well  grounded. 

The  state  of  the  dress,  and  the  personal  neatness  of  the  patients, 
were,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory  to  us. 

We  are  also  satisfied  with  the  condition  of  the  wards.  Day- 
rooms  are  bright  and  cheerful,  and  dormitories  clean,  and  supplied 
with  good  beds  and  bedding,  which  are  clean  and  in  good  order. 
The  new  water-closets  which  have  now  been  supplied  for  all  the 
blocks  are  well  planned  and  constructed,  and  are  a  great  improve¬ 
ment,  adding  as  well  to  the  comfort  as  to  the  health  of  the  wards. 
In  all  seven  water-closet  blocks,  containing  33  closets,  have  been 
built.  We  are  informed  that  the  old  closets  on  the  upper  floors, 
of  which  there  are  eight  sets,  will  be  altered,  so  as  to  obtain 
better  ventilation  and  security  against  influx  of  sewer  gas.  It  is 
intended  also  to  disconnect  all  waste  pipes  from  baths  and  sinks 
from  the  sewer  drains,  making  them  to  discharge  on  open  grids. 

Inquiring  into  treatment,  we  have  to  notice  under  the  head  of 
“  Restraint,”  that  4  males  and  8  females  have  been  mechanically 
restrained  since  the  last  visit  ;  2  of  these  men  and  5  of  the 
women  for  surgical  reasons  ;  the  men  by  gloves,  for  230  hours, 
and  the  women  by  jacket,  for  a  total  of  574  hours.  One  man 
wore  the  jacket  for  180  hours,  to  prevent  self-abuse  ;  another 
man  was  restrained  in  like  manner  for  90  hours,  owing  to 
destructive  violence  ;  and  2  women  were  gloved,  1  for  374 
hours  to  prevent  self-injury,  the  other  for  36  hours  for  another 
reason. 

As  regards  cc  Seclusion,”  we  find  that  4  men  on  40  occasions, 
and  14  women  on  31  occasions,  were  secluded  for  a  total  duration 
of  441  hours. 

There  were  last  week  9  males  and  21  females  under  medical, 
treatment,  and  of  these  6  males  and  16  females  were  taking 

sedatives,  but  at  night  only.  * 

The  numbers  usefully  employed  are,  142  on  the  male  side,  and 
166  on  the  females,  or  about  54  per  cent,  of  the  entire  population. 
We  should  be  glad  to  see  an  increase  in  this  rate,  an  increase 
which  we  believe  to  be  possible,  after  due  allowance  is  made  for 
the  large  proportion  of  patients  of  unpromising  type  received  here 
from  other  asylums. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  employment,  we  must  again 
remark  on  the  absence  ol  a  tailor  s  shop,  and  lecommend  that  one 

should  be  established.  . 

Last  Sunday  231  patients  attended  Divine  Service  m  the 
church.  There  are  69  patients  of  the  Roman  Catholic  creed, 
for  whom  there  is  no  service.  We  should  be  glad  if  the  minis¬ 
tration  of  a  priest  could  be  obtained  for  them. 
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A  theatrical  performance  was  given  last  night  which  was  Appendix  (c.) 
witnessed  by  216  patients,  and  about  that  number  ordinarily  rh  ~  “ 

attend  the  weekly  dances.  W  e  are  very  glad  to  find  that  a  very  Asytums. 
small  proportion  of  the  patients,  physically  capable  of  going  beyond,  (Macclesfield,) 
are  now  restricted  to  the  airing  courts  for  exercise,  and  that  as  Amusements, 
many  as  400  of  both  sexes,  exclusive  of  men  employed  on  the 
land,  have  daily  the  more  extended  exercise  of  walking  in  the 
grounds  or  in  the  country.  Walks  on  the  estate  have  been  ex¬ 
tended,  and  others  are  in  the  course  of  formation. 

The  epileptics  at  present  are,  43  males  and  35  females,  and  14  Epileptics, 
of  the  former  and  26  of  the  latter  sex  are  considered  to  be  actively 
suicidal. 

The  arrangements  for  the  night  supervision  of  these  classes  of 
patients  remain  as  at  former  visits ;  not  all  are  under  continuous 
supervision,  but  as  much  is  done  in  this  direction  as  the  structure 
of  the  asylum  will  permit.  The  night  watching  is  done  by  two 
ordinary  attendants  on  the  male  side,  and  four  on  the  female. 

There  is,  in  addition,  a  head  night  attendant  for  each  side. 

This  night  duty  (of  the  ordinary  attendants)  is  taken  by  the 
under  clay  attendants  in  rotation  for  three  months,  each  person 
receiving  extra  pay  of  1  L  a  quarter. 

The  formation  of  a  fire  brigade  from  among  the  attendants  is  Precautions 
not  yet  complete,  but  we  understand  that  Dr.  Deas  is  engaged  a£ainst  fire, 
in  drawing  up  rules  for  it.  It  appears  to  us  that  the  internal 
hydrants  are  not  sufficiently  numerous.  This  provision  against 
fire  should  exist  on  every  floor  of  the  blocks  ;  and  we  think  that 
in  the  female  division  it  would  be  desirable  that  the  nurses  should 
be  instructed  and  occasionally  practised  in  the  use  of  them. 

We  desire  to  mention,  as  a  requisite  to  the  completion  of  the 
asylum,  the.  provision  of  a  small  detached  hospital  for  cases  of 
infectious  diseases,  or  of  two  or  three  cottages  which  would  serve 
that  purpose,  and  might,  in  the  meantime,  be  otherwise  employed. 


Cornwall  Asyllm. 

31  October  1882. 

Oun  inspection  of  this  Asylum  commenced  yesterday,  and  we  Cornwall 
have  to  give  a  favourable  report  of  the  condition  in  which  we  Asylum* 
find  the  day-rooms  and  dormitories,  as  regards  cleanliness  and 
proper  order ;  but  we  need  hardly  add  that  the  overcrowding 
which  at  present  exists  must  affect  the  patients’  comfort,  and 
there  are  some  male  patients  who  have  no  day-room  whatever, 
but  always  sit  in  their  dormitories.  In  these  circumstances  we 
were  pleased  with  the  behaviour  of  the  patients  in  either  division. 

No  one  was  aggressive,  and  very  few  were  noisy,  and  we  were 
struck  with  the  remarkable  contentment  exhibited  by  most  of 
f)he  patients.  The  dinner  served  them  yesterday  was  a  really 
substantial  meal,  and  in  general  liked. 
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« 

Amongst  matters  which  appeared  to  us  worthy  of  attention  we 
may  mention  that  all  stoves  in  the  wards  should  have  some 
guard  to  prevent  patients  falling  against  them,  and  one  stove  is 
on  the  wooden  floor,  and  ought  to  be  placed  on  a  stone  to  guard 
against  an  outbreak  of  fire.  There  is  no  fire-brigade  drill,  no 
fire-alarm  signal,  and  no  instructions  drawn  up  in  case  of  fire- 
This  seems  lo  us  to  be  of  vital  importance,  and  should  receive 
immediate  attention.  The  nurses  should  certainly  be  taught 
their  duty  in  an  emergency,  and  we  think  it  would  be  well  if 
hand-pumps  and  fire-buckets,  kept  filled  with  water,  and  used 
for  no  other  purpose  but  to  extinguish  a  fire,  were  placed  in  con¬ 
venient  spots.  We  asked  one  of  the  nurses  what  she  would  do 
if  a  fire  occurred,  and  she  said  run  and  tell  the  matron.  Each 
nurse  should  know  how  to  take  some  steps  to  put  out  the  fire  with¬ 
out  consulting  the  matron. 

The  water  closet  accommodation  is  small,  and  we  consider 
insufficient.  In  one  ward  on  the  female  side  (C  mess-room)  there 
are  collected  45  patients  and  three  nurses,  and  only  one  closet. 
In  the  old  building,  male  side,  the  closets  are  too  few,  and  there 
are  no  urinals,  and  as  a  consequence  the  closets  are  frequently 
unfit  for  use.  In  this  building  the  means  of  amusement  in  the 
wards  is  scanty,  two  bagatelle  boards  and  a  good  supply  of 
draughts  and  cribbage  boards  would  be  a  boon. 

The  returns  of  employment  furnished  us  are  satisfactory,  a  very 
large  proportion  are  shown  to  do,  in  various  degrees,  some  work. 

The  patients  going  beyond  the  grounds  weekly  average  36 
men  and  53  women,  and  we  learn  about  100  were  taken  to  pic¬ 
nics  in  the  summer. 

The  attendants,  including  artizan  attendants,  but  exclusive  of 
kitchen  servants  and  laundry  maids,  number  81  in  all,  40  males 
and  41  females.  Of  the  males  no  less  than  16  have  been  here 
over  10  years,  and  29  have  been  in  the  Asylum  service  more  than 
five  years,  whilst  there  are  but  two  who  have  been  appointed 
within  the  year.  The  duration  of  service  amongst  the  women  is 
not  quite  of  such  a  satisfactory  character,  but  several  of  the 
nurses  have  had  many  years’  experience,  and  the  changes  on  this 
side  are  not  so  freouent  as  in  many  asydums,  whilst  the  attend¬ 
ants  of  both  sexes  "seemed  to  us  capable  persons,  and  on  good 
terms  with  the  patients.  AWe  have  during  our  visit  seen  every 
patient  in  residence,  and  have  addressed  a  few  words  to  most 
patients,  endeavouring  to  learn  their  wishes,  and  investigate 
their  complaints. 

At  the  Carew  building,  which  is  quite  full,  52  private  patients, 
26  of  each  sex,  are  received  at  prices  varying  from  3  guineas 
to  14  s.  6  d.  Only  one  patient  is  received  at  the  higher  rate,  but 
16  patients  are  cared  for  here  under  one  guinea.  Only  one  kdy 
is  convalescing,  but  no  one  else  amongst  the  private  patients 
appeared  to  us  to  afford  hopes  of  speedy  recovery.  The  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  patients  in  this  building  is  good,  and  we  iearn 
that  improvements  in  the  closets  here  are  in  contemplation,  but 
the  question  of  having  a  separate  entrance  does  not  seem  likely 
to  be  speedily  settled. 
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Our  Colleagues  were  here  rather  more  than  13  months  ago.  Appendix  (C.)

The  number  of  patients  on  the  books  this  day,  including  the 
52  private  patients,  is  584,  .220  of  whom  are  male  paupers. 

There  are  absent  on  trial  2  women,  and  the  beds  unoccupied  last 
night  were  nine  in  the  male  and  three  in  the  female  division.  It 
will  be  thus  seen  that  there  is  really  only  one  spare  bed  for  the 
women.  The  rate  of  recovery  has  been  high  and  mortality 
low’  since  the  last  visit.  We  found  in  bed  5  men  and  11  women 
for  various  ailments,  but  the  general  health  has  been,  till  recently, 
very  good,  and  there  has  been  no  outbreak  of  fever  or  exceptional 
disorder. 

Coroner’s  inquests  have  been  held  upon  4  patients,  namely,  inquests, 
upon  2  women  who  died  suddenly  of  heart  disease,  upon  a  man 
who  died  of  apoplexy  shortly  after  admission,  and  upon  a  man 
who  sustained,  accidentally,  a  fracture  of  the  neck  of  the  thigh¬ 
bone,  12  days  before  his  death,  which  fracture  was  held  to  have 
accelerated  his  death  from  exhaustion  after  mania.”  Full  par¬ 
ticulars  of  these  cases  were  transmitted  to  our  Board  at  the  time 
of  their  occurrence. 

Mechanical  restraint  has  been  found  necessary  in  the  case  of  5  Restraint, 
men  and  2  women,  the  gloves  being  the  ordinary  method  used, 
though  the  jacket  was  employed  in  two  cases,  and  the  reasons 
assigned  were  surgical  in  all  but  two  instances. 

One  man  and  1  woman  have  been  secluded  for  four  and  a  half  Seclusion, 
hours  and  one  and  a  half  hours  respectively. 

Till  the  new  building  is  completed  we  can  hardly  hope  for  any  Supervision  of 
improvement  in  the  supervision  of  the  male  epileptics  by  night,  epileptics. 
There  are  33  males  and  30  females  of  this  class  now  in  the  asy¬ 
lum,  24  of  the  latter  being  under  continuous  supervision  by 
night,  and  there  are  also  4  suicidally  disposed  women  so  watched. 

The  patients  deemed  suicidal  are  22  men  and  16  women.  In  Suicidal  cases, 
this  class  we  think  it  desirable  that,  on  admission  of  the  patient,

a  paper  describing  bis  state  be  given  to  tbe  charge  attendant  of 
the  ward,,  and  whenever  tbe  patient’s  ward  is  changed,  this  paper 
should  be  handed  over.  The  only  special  notice  the  attendant 
has  of  the  case  is  a  verbal  communication,  and  the  letter  S 
placed  before  the  patient’s  name. 

The  chaplain  holds  three  services  on  Sundays,  two  in  the 
chapel  and  one  in  the  infirmary,  and  he  informs  us  that  the 
chapel  is  quite  full  every  service,  and  more  would  attend  if  room 
could  be  found.  Whilst  recognising  the  necessity  of  enlarging 
the  chapel,  we  do  not  urge  the  desirability  of  so  doing  until 
various  works,  more  immediately  affecting  the  comfort  of  the 
patients,  are  completed,  when  we  doubt  not  this  subject  will 
receive  the  attention  of  the  Committee. 

We  find  that  there  is  a  fair  supply  of  books  in  the  wards,  though 
the  works  of  a  secular  character  are  not  as  numerous  as  we  could 
desire  ;  but  we  hear  that  40  volumes  at  a  time  are  received  from 
Mudie’s  Library,  and  the  number  of  weekly  papers  taken  in  is 
adequate. 

Amongst  the  more  important  improvements  to  be  noticed  since 
the  last  visit,  have  been  the  additions  to  the  laundry,  including 
the  steam-washing  machinery,  which  appears  to  work  satisfac¬ 
torily,  and  has  enabled  an  ample  change  of  clean  linen  to  be 
given  to  all  the  patients.  Several  water-closets  have  been  re¬ 
newed,  having  the  soil-pipes  ventilating  above  the  roof.  In 
“the  long  building,”  the  waste-pipes  of  the  sinks  have  been 
disconnected  from  the  drains,  and  made  to  discharge  on  open 
tapped  gratings.  These  sanitary  improvements  will,  we  hope,  be 
extended  throughout  the  whole  asylum.  They  are  much  needed 
in  the  men’s  old  building.  The  new  buildings  are  progressing 
as  fast  as  circumstances  will  permit,  and  it  is  expected  that  they 
will  be  completed  and  occupied  next  year. 

We  noticed  a  paragraph  in  the  last  Visitors’  Report  calling 
the  attention  of  the  magistrates,  and  the  Board  of  Guardians,  to 
the  desirability  of  providing  for  the  care  of  harmless  lunatics, 
without  sending  them  to  the  asylum*  Our  visit  has  shown  us 
several  patients  on  either  side  whose  cases  appear  to  us  not  to 
require  asylum  treatment,  and  we  beg  to  express  our  hearty  con¬ 
currence  in  the  Visitors’  remarks. 


Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Asylum. 

31  March  1882. 

Yesterday  we  visited  all  parts  of  this  Asylum,  and  saw  the 
whole  of  the  440  patients  under  treatment  in  it.  We  also  in¬ 
spected  the  new  buildings  in  course  of  ereotion  for  the  much- 
needed  extension  of  the  Asylum  accommodation.  To  these  we 
will  refer  later  on. 

WTe  found  the  wards  clean  and  in  good  order;  the  bedding 
good  and  in  proper  condition,  and  the  general  aspect  of  the 
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asylum  cheerful  and  comfortable.  The  temperature  of  some  of  Appendix  (C.) 
the  wards  we  thought  too  low,  notably  the  female  sick  ward,  Cum{~^nd 
where  the  thermometer  stood  at  52°.  This  temperature  is  not  andVestmor- 
sufficiently  high  for  the  numerous  aged  and  feeble  patients  whom  land  Asylum, 
we  saw  in  the  ward. 

The  dress  of  the  patients  Was  clean  and  neat,  warm  and  sub-  Clothing, 
stantial  for  the  men,  but  it  appeared  to  us  that  cotton  print 
dresses  are,  for  the  time  of  the  year,  and  presuming  they  have 
also  been  worn  through  the  winter,  too  common  among  the 
women.  A  larger  proportion  of  winsey,  or  of  some  other  woollen 
material,  would,  we  think,  be  desirable  for  the  cold  season. 

We  did  not  detect  bad  smells  in  any  part ;  and  we  are  informed 
by  Dr.  Campbell  that  all  soil-pipes  of  closets  are  now  thoroughly 
ventilated,  and  that  all  waste-pipes  are  cut  off  from  direct  com¬ 
munication  with  the  sewers. 

The  behaviour  of  the  patients  during  our  inspection  was  quite 
satisfactory.  They  were  quiet  and  free  from  excitement,  and  but 
few  complaints  were  made  to  us. 

Rather  a  large  number  of  patients  were  in  bed,  19  in  the  male, 
and  25  in  the  female,  divisions.  Several  were  in  single  rooms 
with  the  doors  locked.  This  is  done  to  prevent  the  intrusion  of 
other  patients,  while  the  ward  is  occupied  by  them,  and  though 
duly  recorded  in  the  medical  journals,  is  not  regarded  by  the  super¬ 
intendent  as  seclusion  properly  so-called.  Two  of  the  women 
were,  however,  actually  in  seclusion.  Many,  indeed  most,  of  the 
patients  in  bed  in  single  rooms  were  lying  on  mattresses  on  the 
floor,  without  bedsteads,  in  order  to  avoid  the  danger  of  falls. 

We  think  that  a  certain  proportion  of  low  bedsteads  with  padded 
sides  should  be  provided  for  such  cases. 

Two  women  were  confined  to  bed  by  fractures  of  the  thigh¬ 
bone  sustained  by  being  pushed  down  by  other  patients;  and  one 
of  the  men  whom  we  found  in  bed  had  sustained  injuries  by 
jumping  from  the  top  of  one  of  the  buildings  in  progress,  a  height 
of  over  30  feet.  He  had  eluded  the  attendants  when  out  with 
other  patients,  and  had  run  up  a  ladder  which  stood  against  the 
building,  and  thrown  himself  from  the  top.  Fortunately,  and 
most  singularly,  he  escaped  with  comparatively  slight  injury,  and 
is  at  present  doing  well.  No  blame  attached  to  anyone  in  this 
matter. 

Allowing  for  a  very  large  amount  of  old  and  feeble  cases,  the 
general  health  of  the  patients  may  be  said  to  be  good.  Under 
medical  treatment  last  week  were  26  males  and  16  females. 

There  are  42  epileptics  in  the  asylum,  13  general  paralytics,  and 
25  patients  who  are  deemed  to  be  actively  suicidal. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  in  April  of  last  year,  3  men  Restraint, 
have  been  restrained  by  sleeves  for  an  aggregate  of  25  days,  for 
surgical  reasons;  and  12  men  and  9  women  are  recorded  as 
having  been  secluded  for  excitement,  the  former  on  57  occasions.  Seclusion, 
and  for  a  total  duration  of  533  hours  ;  and  the  latter  on  1 9  occa¬ 
sions,  for  a  total  of  166  hours.  As  above  mentioned  there  are 
also  records  of  cases  where  the  room  door  has  been  locked  to 
prevent  intrusion,  the  patients  names  being  given. 
o.6i.  x  3 
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We  are  glad  to  notice  that  much  attention  is  given  to  the  en¬ 
couragement  of  useful  occupation  among  the  patients  of  both 
sexes,  and  to  affording  them  the  opportunity  of  more  extended 
exercise  than  can  be  obtained  in  the  airing-courts.  We  find  from 
the  returns  made  to  us  that  67  per  cent,  of  the  male,  and  65  per 
cent,  of  the  female,  patients  are  usefully  employed  in  one  or 
other  of  the  customary  Asylum  occupations;  as  many  as  111  men 
being  employed  on  the  land ;  and  that  exclusive  of  these,  147 
patients  of  both  sexes  are  daily  taken  beyond  the  airing-courts 
for  exercise. 

The  associated  entertainments  bring  together  160  to  170  of 
both  sexes,  and  about  230  attended  each  of  last  Sunday’s  services 
in  the  Church. 

The  following  are  the  statistics  of  movement  in  the  insane 
population  of  the  asylum  since  8th  April  1881  :

Of  those  discharged,  27  males  and  37  females  were  stated  to 
have  recovered.  The  recovery  rate  as  compared  with  the  ad¬ 
missions  in  1881  was  very  favourable,  being  54  per  cent,  for  both 
sexes. 

The  mortality,  calculated  on  the  average  daily  number  resident 
during  the  year,  was  9  per  cent.  These  figures  also  apply  to  the 
interim  since  last  visit.  The  deaths  appear  to  have  been  all  due 
to  natural  causes,  and  no  coroner’s  inquest  has  been  held. 

Post-mortem  examinations  was  made  in  every  case.  The 
asylum  has  been  free  from  infectious  or  contagious  disorders, 
though  small-pox  prevailed  in  Carlisle.  As  a  precautionary 
measure  all  patients,  as  well  as  those  members  of  the  staff  who 
had  entered  the  Asylum  since  the  last  re-vaccination,  were,  by 
direction  of  the  Committee,  vaccinated.  This  was  done,  it  appears, 
by  the  district  vaccinator.  In  addition  to  the  440  patients  in  this 
asylum  there  are  36  boarded  out  in  other  asylums.  The  number 
of  vacant  beds  here  is  estimated  to  be  five,  but  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  asylum  is  at  present,  and  especially  as  regards  day-space, 
greatly  overcrowded,  and  must  remain  so  until  the  new  wards 
now  in  progress  are  completed. 

We  learn  that  the  weekly  cost  per  head  for  the  current  quarter 
is  9  s.  7 \  d. 

Several  matters  referred  to  in  preceding  entries  have  received 
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attention.  There  seems  now  to  be  a  better  supply  of  means  of  Appendix  (C.) 
amusement  for  the  patients,  and  of  light  literature  for  the  wards,  cumberiiand 
and  at  present  there  is  no  ground  for  dissatisfaction.  The  male  and  Westmor- 
patients  have  two  clean  shirts  weekly,  and  other  suggested  im-  land  Asylum, 
provements  in  matters  of  dress  have  been  effected. 

Of  the  Asylum  extensions  which  have  been  undertaken,  the 
stores,  bakehouse,  laundry,  and  meat  store,  have  been  completed, 
as  have  also  the  alterations  in  the  centre. 

The  so-called  “  Junction  Block  ”  on  the  male  side  is  nearly 
finished,  and  will  be  occupied  in  two  or  three  months.  The 
detached  working  patients  block  which  has  been  raised  is  being 
roofed,  and  a  beginning  has  been  made  of  the  extension  of  the 
block  for  patients  employed  in  the  laundry.  These  building 
operations  unavoidably  cause  some  disorder  and  discomfort  to  the 
patients,  but  when  complete,  the  asylum  will  be  greatly  benefited 
by  them.  In  the  “  Junction  Block”  will  be  an  observation  dor¬ 
mitory.  A  corresponding  block  is  planned  for  the  female  side. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  works  some  of  the  old  wards  have 
been  re-floored,  new  papered,  and  painted  ;  and  the  airing-courts 
on  the  male  side  have  been  thrown  together  and  re-arranged. 

The  staff  of  attendants  for  day  duty  includes,  beside  the  headStaffof 
attendants,  16  men  and  14  women.  There  are  also  some  artizans  atfcenaanto* 
and  the  laundry-maids  who  share  in  the  charge  of  the  patients. 

For  night  duty  there  are  two  attendants  on  each  side.  We  think 
there  should  be  a  stationary  night  attendant  in  each  infirmary 
ward.  The  wages  paid  are  liberal,  beginning  at  30  I.  a  year  for 
men,  and  18  l.  for  women,  rising  2  1.  a  year  for  the  former,  and 
1  L  a  year  for  the  latter.  Male  charge  attendants  receive  43  Z. 
and  females  22  Z.  a  year,  rising  to  45  Z.  and  23  Z.  respectively. 

But  neither  sex  has  uniform.  The  existing  staff  reckons  a  very 
fair  length  of  service. 


Denbigh  Asylum. 

9  May  1882. 

The  changes  which  have  occurred  since  the  last  visit  paid  by  Denbigh 
two  Members  of  our  Board  have  been  as  follows  : — Admitted,  Asylum. 
30  males  and  25  females,  discharged  “  recovered  ”  12  males  and  Statistics-. 
20  females,  discharged  relieved  ”  and  “  not  improved,”  7  males 
and  4  females;  died  17  males  and  9  females. 

There  are  now  on  the  books  of  the  Asylum  the  names  of  496 
patients,  238  males  and  258  females,  or  13  less  than  there  were 
at  the  last  visit. 

The  private  patients  here  are  14  men  and  10  women,  and 
there  are  7  men  and  12  women  who  belong  to  Lancashire.  The 
vacant  accommodation  is  for  53  in  the  male  and  13  in  the  female 
division. 

Two  patients,  one  of  each  sex,  are  absent  on  leave,  but  we 
saw  all  the  rest  of  the  patients ;  many  were  assembled  in  the 
dining  hall,  where  their  behaviour  was  good. 
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The  food  provided  was  of  excellent  quality  and  sufficient. 
The  table  was  layed  by  patients,  several  of  whom  are  epileptics, 
and  we  do  not  consider  that  patients  ought  to  be  trusted  to  lay 
the  knives,  and  more  especially  ought  they  not  to  be  able  to  take 
them  for  themselves  out  of  unlockable  boxes. 

Amongst  matters  mentioned  by  our  Colleagues  as  requiring 
alteration,  we  may  state  that  additional  water-closet  accommo¬ 
dation  is  engaging  the  attention  of  the  committee,  but  there  is 
no  means  at  present  to  test  the  vigilance  of  the  night  attendants. 

Here  we  may  mention  that  we  do  not  think  it  desirable  that 
any  patients  sitting  up  with  the  night  attendant  should  sleep 
during  the  day  in  rooms  which  will  also  be  slept  in  by  other 
patients  at  night,  as  we  find  in  consequence  one  of  the  rooms  very 
close  this  morning.  The  two  female  attendants  recommended  as 
an  addition  to  the  present  staff  have  been  engaged,  but  the  night 
attendant  on  the  epileptics  still  is  aided  by  a  patient. 

In  the  corridors  on  both  sides  attached  to  the  wards  where  the 
worst  class  of  patients  are  assembled,  hot-water  pipes  have  been 
added  and  seats  placed  over  them  ;  this  in  one  way  adds  to  the 
day  space  but  makes  the  supervision  less  effectual,  and  the  space 
thus  gained  cannot  be  considered  to  make  pleasant  day-rooms. 
We  observed  some  of  the  fire  buckets  were  empty,  and  others 
used  for  domestic  purposes  ;  this  ought  not  to  be. 

We  cannot  report  any  improvement  in  the  male  clothing  ;  ihe 
hats  of  many  were  quite  worn  out,  and  they  had  not  all  by  any 
means  shoe-fasteners  ;  on  the  female  side  there  is  much  need  for 
some  place  in  the  dormitories  for  the  patients  to  put  away  their 
clothes ;  the  want  of  boxes  causes  many  patients  to  keep  their 
clothes  under  the  beds.  The  beds  were  clean  and  the  bedding 
fairly  good,  but  on  the  male  side  not  sufficient  attention  appears 
to  be  paid  to  neatness.  The  lavatory  apparatus  continues  as 
before,  one  tap  supplying  all  the  basins.  There  are  in  addition 
a  few  basins  in  the  dormitories,  but  only  a  few.  The  towels  are 
much  worn. 

Throughout  the  asylum  much  renovation  of  furniture,  linoleum, 
&c.,  is  required;  we  find  several  panes  of  glass  both  in  day- 
rooms  and  corridors  broken,  and  the  broken  glass  left,  a  danger¬ 
ous  practice  which  should  be  at  once  forbidden.  The  dress  of 
the  women  was  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  and  the  patients  on  the 
whole  well  behaved. 

No  complaints  worthy  of  note  were  made  to  us  ;  we  cannot 
report  favourably  of  the  condition  of  the  wards,  which  should 
have  been  cleaner,  though  making  due  allowance  for  changes 
which  have  taken  place  amongst  the  attendants  lately  still  the 
existing  state  wras  unsatisfactory. 

The  patients’  health  is  good  on  the  whole  ;  6  men  and  10 
women  were  in  bed  when  we  visited  the  wards,  the  same  number 
of  each  sex  being  registered  as  under  medical  treatment.  There 
is  no  death  to  notice  as  having  happened  from  other  than 
ordinary  causes,  save  one  man  who  died  from  choking  at  meal¬ 
time.  This  death  formed  the  subject  of  correspondence  with  our 
Board  at  the  time. 

Post-mortem 
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Post  mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  19  out  of  the  26  Appendix  (C.) 

deaths.  The  coroner  held  no  inquests.  .  Denbigh 

Four  men  and  6  women  have  been  secluded  26  and  13  times  Asylum, 
respectively,  and  for  704  and  195  hours.  .  _  Post-mortem 

The  attendants,  including  two  night  attendants  on  either  side,  examinations, 
are  20  of  each  sex,  and  they  seemed  on  the  whole  to  be  able  to  Seclusion, 
manage  and  be  on  good  terms  with  the  patients  ;  1  man  and  3  staff  of 
women  have  been  discharged  since  the  last  visit.  #  attendants. 

Most  of  the  patients  are  bathed  in  the  Turkish  Bath,  which  we 
understand  is  much  liked  and  is  satisfactory  in  its  results. 

There  are,  however,  no  bathing  rules  hung  up  in  the  new 
building. 

The  additions  and  improvements  since  the  last  visit,  besides 
the  heating  apparatus  above  mentioned,  have  been  a  steam 
engine  for  the  farm  buildings,  a  new  boiler  for  the  kitchen,  a 
joiner’s  workshop,  and  the  laying  out  of  the  airing  courts. 

The  returns  furnished  us  show  that  148  men  and  130  women  Employment, 
were  usefully  employed;  131  men  and  1 14  women  were  present 
at  Divine  Service  last  Sunday,  and  we  learn  that  34  men  and  Divine  Service. 
43  women  are  entirely  confined  for  exercise  to  the  airing  courts, 
but  that  204  and  215  respectively  are  taken  weekly  for  walks  in 
the  country. 

Forty-six  men  and  29  women  are  epileptics,  whilst  22  men  and  Epileptic  and 
20  women  are  actively  suicidal,  that  is  68  of  the  former  and  49  suicidal 
of  the  latter  sex  required  constant  supervision  day  and  night. patients* 

We  hope  an  additional  night  attendant  will  be  engaged  instead 
of  the  patient  assisting  in  the  case  of  these,  and  some  means  of 
ascertaining  that  the  night  attendants’  vigilance  be  at  once  pro¬ 
vided.  The  case  books  are  well  and  properly  kept. 


Derbyshire  Asylum. 


20  April  1882. 

When  our  Colleagues  last  visited  this  Asylum,  they,  at  the  Derbyshire 
commencement  of  their  report,  stated  that  ‘f  the  asylum  is  practically  Asylum, 
full.”  We  find  this  day  that  the  Asylum  is,  on  the  male  side,  over 
full,  one  patient  having  to  sleep  on  the  floor.  The  accommodation 
provided  here  is  for  201  men  ;  there  are  now  204  on  the  books, 

2  patients,  however,  being  absent  on  trial.  The  total  number  on 
the  books  of  both  sexes  is  424  ;  ail  the  males  and  201  of  the 
females  are  chargeable  to  the  county,  but  19  women  belong  as 
follows  :  2  to  out-counties,  15  to  the  Borough  of  Derby,  and  2 
are  private  patients.  Now  that  the  question  of  providing  addi¬ 
tional  room  in  the  Asylum  for  the  insane  poor  of  the  County  of 
Derby  has  become  so  pressing,  that  we  feel  sure  it  cannot  be 
postponed,  wre  must  express  a  hope  that  any  plans  for  the  increased 
accommodation  will  provide  new  blocks  for  the  epileptic  and  sick 
patients,  as  well  as  the  much-needed  detached  hospital. 
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With  respect  to  the  remarks  made  by  our  Colleagues  with 
regard  to  the  drill  of  attendants  and  nurses  at  the  internal 
hydrants,  we  learn  that  since  that  visit  occasional  drills  have  been 
instituted,  and  now  all  are  expected  to  know  what  to  do  should  a 
fire  break  out  within  the  building.  We  think  that  internal 
hydrants  ought  to  be  placed  in  No.  8  female  Ward.  The  water- 
closets  at  the  junction  of  Wards  2  and  5  in  each  division  have 
been  altered,  and  the  present  arrangements  have  much  improved 
upon  the  old  closets.  The  visiting-room  is  small  and,  we  learn, 
not  at  all  times  sufficient  for  the  visitors.  This  might  be 
remedied  by,  as  is  the  case  in  some  Asylums,  having  no  fixed 
visiting  day,  but  allowing  friends  to  come  within  certain  hours 
every  day. 

There  have  been,  since  the  last  visit,  34  men  and  21  women 
discharged;  8  of  the  former  and  17  of  the  latter  had  recovered, 
and  one  man  left  the  Asylum  having  shown  no  signs  of  insanity 
since  his  admission.  The  deaths  have  been  7  in  the  male  and  8 
in  the  female  division. 

Only  one  cause  of  death  calls  for  remark.  This  was  the  death 
of  the  patient  S.  J.,  whose  case  was  noticed  at  some  length  by 
our  Colleagues  in  the  last  entry.  He  died  four  days  after  their 
visit,  and  the  coroner’s  jury  found  that  he  died  from  injuries 
inflicted  by  a  patient,  W.  S.,  who  is  a  violent  epileptic. 

No  other  coroner’s  inquest  was  held,  but  the  assigned  cause  of 
death  was  verified  by  post-mortem  examination  in  every  instance 
but  one. 

The  patients  all  appeared  to  us  at  our  visit  to  be  well  looked 
after  by  the  attendants,  who  seemed  a  respectable  body.  They 
are  now  20  of  the  male  and  22  of  the  female  sex,  one  woman 
being  on  duty  in  the  male  infirmary.  There  has  been  an  addition 
of  one  attendant  on  each  side  since  the  last  visit,  and  the  wards 
in  which  the  most  turbulent  patients  are  placed  are  never  left 
without  three  attendants.  Three  men  and  seven  women  have  not 
had  a  year’s  experience  as  yet  in  the  asylum. 

The  health  of  the  patients  is  good,  but  6  men,  and  only  2  women 
were  in  bed  when  we  passed  through  the  wards,  whilst  the 
medical  records  show  that  16  men  and  11  women  were  last  week 
taking  medicine.  We  saw  (excepting  the  2  men  and  1  woman 
absent  on  leave)  every  patient  on  the  books,  spoke  to  very  many 
of  them,  and  gave  to  all  the  opportunity  of  telling  us  their  wishes 
or  complaints.  They  brought  no  grievance  to  our  notice  calling 
for  remark,  and  though  a  few  urged  that  they  were  unduly 
detained  we  could  not  suggest  that  their  complaint  was  well 
founded,  and  we  fear  that  the  danger  in  an  over-crowded  asylum 
would  rather  be  to  send  home  a  patient  too  soon,  than  to  keep 
him  after  his  cure  was  effected.  We  can  speak  in  high  terms  of 
the  behaviour  of  the  patients,  who  were  very  quiet,  and  we  are 
glad  to  report  that  this  orderly  behaviour  seemed  to  us  to  be  the 
result  of  contentment  with  their  lot,  rather  than  of  apathy  or 
coercion. 

The  dinner  appeared  to  be  liked,  and  there  was  no  complaint 
of  the  food.  The  use  of  seclusion  or  mechanical  restraint  does 
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not  seem  to  have  been  found  necessary,  and  we  notice  that  104  Appendix  (C.) 
men  and  124  women  are  now  able  to  be  taken  for  exercise  beyond 
the  airing-courts.  The  wards  and  dormitories  were  in  good  order,  Asylum]11  e 
and  the  bedding  clean  and  sufficient,  but  the  upholsterer  should,  Dinners, 
we  think,  have  an  assistant,  as  he  does  not  seem  to  be  able  satis¬ 
factorily  to  keep  up  with  the  Asylum  wants  in  his  department. 

The  amusements  for  the  patients  are  much  as  formerly,  about  Amusements. 
230  in  all  being  usually  present.  The  cricket  ground  has  been 
railed  off,  and  a  match  will  shortly  take  place.  Small  parties  of 
patients  are  taken,  when  opportunity  offers,  to  entertainments  in 
the  village. 

The  average  attendance  at  Chapel  is  240,  and  10  of  each  sex  Divine  Service, 
are  able  to  go  to  the  parish  church. 

Fifty  men  are  employed  on  the  farm  and  in  the  garden,  and  Employment. 
70  men  in  the  shops  and  wards.  Amongst  the  women  103  work 
in  the  wards  and  sew  or  knit,  whilst  25  are  employed  in  the 
Laundry.  About  160  patients  dine  in  the  Hall,  though  we  did 
not  see  them  there  to-day,  as  the  room  was  required  to  prepare 
for  the  dance  to  take  place  this  evening.  In  addition  to  alterations 
and  improvements  before  mentioned,  we  may  notice  that  the 
sculleries  and  lavatories  in  JSTo.  3  and  4  female  Wards  have  been 
improved  by  disconnecting  the  sink  and  lavatory  pipes  from  the 
sewer,  trapping  them  inside,  delivering  over  an  open  grating 
outside,  trapped  below  the  grating,  and  ventilating  the  pipes  by 
a  pipe  carried  above  the  roof.  W e  are  pleased  to  learn  that  the 
like  is  to  be  done  in  the  male  wards,  and  all  the  lavatory,  sink, 
bath,  and  overflow  pipes  are  being  gradually  disconnected  from 
the  drains.  Many  minor  matters  in  the  way  of  renovation  and 
decoration  have  received  and  are  receiving  attention,  but  we 
ought  specially  to  notice  that  now  it  has  been  found  possible  to 
provide  nearly  all  the  men  with  a  second  shirt  in  the  week. 

A  walk  round  the  field  has  been  fenced  off  so  as  to  enable 
many  patients  to  be  taken  for  extended  exercise  who  are  not  fit 
to  be  trusted  beyond  the  Asylum  boundary. 


Devon  Asylum. 

16  May  1882. 

The  inspection  of  this  Asylum  occupied  us  yesterday  and  to-  Devon  Asylum, 
day.  A  twelvemonth  has  elapsed  since  our  Colleagues’  visit. 

By  removal  of  the  remaining  borough  patients,  those  upon  the 
books  have  been  reduced  in  number ;  still  the  vacant  beds  are 
few,  13  on  the  men’s  side,  20  in  the  women’s  division.  The 
Asylum  is  now  considered  to  be  so  full,  that  Dr.  Saunders  has 
given  a  general  notice  to  the  unions  of  the  county,  that  no  patient 
can  be  taken  in  without  previous  notice,  and  special  acceptance 
in  reply. 

The  present  numbers  in  the  Asylum  are  324  male  and  473  Statistics, 
female  patients  ;  there  are  besides,  on  leave  of  absence,  4  women. 

The  admissions  have  been  164,  of  which  79  were  admitted  into  the 
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men’s  wards,  85  into  the  women’s,  and  of  these  admissions,  3 1  were 
re-admissions.  In  regard  to  the  admissions.  Dr.  Saunders  reports 
that  there  has  been  an  unusual  proportion  of  old  people,  who 
have  been  sent,  suffering  from  the  mental  and  physical  decline 
incidental  to  advanced  age.  We  have  also  observed  that  there  is 
a  large  proportion  of  such  patients  in  the  wards.  We  have  asked 
the  medical  superintendent  whether  any  attempt  has  been  made 
to  eliminate  those  cases,  and  to  return  them  to  workhouses.  We 
are  told  by  him  that  such  attempts  have  been  made,  but  without 
success.  It  is  clear,  we  think,  that  so  long  as  it  is  more 
economical  for  guardians  to  send  such  old  people  to  the  Asylum 
than  to  keep  them  in  the  workhouses,  or  give  them  out-door 
relief,  it  must  be  expected  that  they  will  be  sent  here,  and  when 
brought  together  in  large  numbers,  patients  of  any  kind  require 
better  accommodation  (upon  sanitary  grounds),  than  would  suffice 
for  them  if  scattered.  It  is  also  probable  that  as  the  good  treat¬ 
ment  which  patients  now-a-days  receive  in  county  Asylums 
becomes  more  generally  known  by  the  poor,  the  number  of  such 
old  cases  will  multiply.  We  therefore  trust  that  the  Committee 
are  alive  to  the  pressing  necessity  of  additional  asylum  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  county,  although  the  population  of  Devon  may 
be  almost  at  a  standstill  at  present,  and  although  insanity  proper 
may  not  be  on  the  increase,  the  margin  of  vacant  beds  is  small, 
and  a  short  period  will  doubtless  fill  them.  This  matter  forces 
itself  upon  our  notice  and  demands  the  earliest  possible  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  Committee.  The  discharges  from  the  Asylum  have 
been  122,  of  these  27  were  patients  belonging  to  non-contributory 
boroughs,  who  have  been  transferred  to  other  Asylums  and  to 
licensed  houses,  five  only  to  workhouses.  During  the  past  12 
months,  the  recovery  rate  has  been  45  per  cent,  upon  the  admis¬ 
sions,  a  satisfactory  result  considering  the  incurable  character  of 
many  of  them.  The  recoveries,  as  compared  with  the  admissions 
of  1881,  were  at  the  rate  of  29*33  for  men,  and  47*31  for  women, 
or  38  32  per  cent,  for  both  sexes. 

The  deaths  since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  1881  have  been 
34  in  each  division,  or  at  the  rate  per  annum,  for  both  sexes, 
of  8*30  per  cent.,  calculated  on  the  average  daily  number 
resident.  For  1881,  the  death  rate  was  9*06  for  men,  and 
4*77  for  women,  or  6*9  for  both  sexes,  a  lower  rate  than  has 
been  known  for  20  years  here.  With  three  exceptions,  all  the 
deaths  have  been  due  to  natural  and  ordinary  causes.  Post¬ 
mortem  examinations  were,  we  regret  to  say,  made  in  27  only  of 
the  68  deaths. 

The  three  exceptions  above  referred  to  in  the  statement  of 
deaths  wTere  (1.)  That  of  a  man  who  was  suffocated  at  dinner 
by  the  impaction  of  food  in  his  larynx;  (2  and  3.)  Those  of  men 
who  had  hanged  themselves  in  single  rooms,  by  placing,  the 
first  his  handkerchief,  the  second,  a  piece  of  his  torn  sheet 
through  onenings  in  the  window  shutters,  left  for  light  and 
ventilation.  The  earlier  suicide  took  place  in  August  last,  the 
patient  was  known  to  be  suicidal,  and  the  attendant  was  culpable, 
since  through  his  omission  to  search  the  patient  on  going  to  bed, 
the  latter  was  enabled  to  secrete  a  nail  and  the  handkerchief,  by 
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means  of  which  he  suspended  himself.  The  other  fatal  occur-  Appendix  (C.) 
rence  occurred  on  the  night  of  the  14th  instant.  The  patient  was  j)evon  Asylum 
a  violent  and  impulsive  man,  but  not  considered  by  the  medical  guici(les 
officers  of  the  asylum  to  be  suicidal,  and  no  special  precautions 
against  self-injury  were  given,  or  thought  to  be  necessary.  He 
was  spoken  to  by  the  medical  superintendent  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  14th,  and  no  change  in  bis  mental  condition  was  observed. 

He  was  discovered  at  10  p.m.  hanging  by  his  bed-sheet  from  one 
of  the  openings  in  his  window-shutter,  and  was  then  dead.  The 
coroner  has  not  yet  held  an  inquest  in  the  case.  Although  it 
may  not  be  possible  in  all  cases  to  devise  arrangements  effectual 
against  suicide,  or  to  place  every  patient  under  continuous  super¬ 
vision  by  night  as  well  as  by  day,  yet,  having  regard  to  the  fact 
that  both  the  suicides  which  we  have  mentioned  as  having  taken 
place  here  within  the  last  12  months,  were  effected  by  means  of 
the  antiquated  shutters,  still  in  use  in  the  old  building,  we  think 
that  those  shutters  should  now  be  altered,  or  that  new  shutters 
of  improved  construction  should  be  substituted,  in  order  that  no 
species  of  invitation  or  suggestion  should  be  offered  hereafter  to 
patients  suicidally  disposed.  In  the  case  of  death  from  impaction 
of  food  in  larynx,  the  facts  were  communicated  to  the  coroner  of 
the  district,  but  he  did  not,  it  seems,  hold  an  inquest. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  typhoid  fever  here.  Considerable  Drainage 
progress  has  been  made  in  carrying  out  the  scheme  (described  Improvements, 
by  our  Colleagues  last  year)  of  a  re-construction  of  the  whole 
drainage  of  the  asylum,  according  to  plans  and  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  Mr.  Rogers  Field,  the  eminent  sani¬ 
tary  engineer.  The  scheme  includes  the  entire  removal  of  all 
the  old  drains ;  fully  one-half  of  the  work  is  completed,  and,  as 
far  as  we  could  judge  from  what  we  have  seen  of  the  new  system, 
we  are  of  opinion  that,  when  finished,  it  will  be  thoroughly  efficient 
and  will  work  satisfactorily,  affording  full  protection  against  the 
evils  hitherto  experienced  from  the  old  sewerage. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  feeble  and  infirm  patients  in  the 
Aylum,  but  the  acute  cases  of  illness  are  few,  and  we  found  in  bed 
4  men  and  5  women  only  ;  one  of  the  men  had  sustained  fracture 
of  the  tibia  in  a  struggle  with  an  epileptic  fellow  patient.  The 
general  paralytics  are  stated  to  us  to  be  34  males  and  6  females ; 
the  epileptics  in  the’  asylum  appear  to  be  43  men  and  39  women.  • 

The  inmates  under  medical  treatment  are,  according  to  the  last 
registry,  55. 

On  the  first  day  of  our  inspection,  when  we  were  chiefly  in  the  Clothing, 
wards,  we  were  fairly  well  satisfied  with  the  clothing  and  personal 
appearance  of  both  sexes  (though  the  men  should  have  two  clean 
shirts,  and  not  less,  each  week),  but  to-day,  in  the  airing-courts, 
the  women  were  untidy,  and  many  of  their  garments  dirty,  and 
ill-fitting  ;  to  such  an  extent  that  any  care  of  them  by  the  wearers 
could  scarcely  be  expected.  The  women’s  hoods  were  generally 
clean,  but  the  straw  hats  do  not  suit  slatternly  females. 

No  complaints  were  made  to  us  on  the  subject  of  dietary,  and 
it  seems  sufficiently  nutritive.  We  saw  dinners  on  table,  and 
visited  the  kitchen  and  stores. 
o.6i. 
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The  staff  of  attendants  are  not  too  strong  in  any  ward,  and  we 
think  not  strong  enough  in  Nos.  3  and  6  Wards  in  each  division, 
where  are  the  patients  of  the  more  turbulent  class.  We  are, 
however,  glad  to  see  that  there  is  less  change  among  the  atten¬ 
dants  here  than  in  many  asylums,  'the  male  attendants  by  day 
are  23,  the  female  nurses  by  day  are  36.  Of  the  total  number  of 
attendants,  65,  only  10  have  been  in  their  present  service  less 
than  1 2  months ;  55  have  been  on  duty  in  the  asylum  a  longer 
period,  and  36  have  been  here  three  years,  and  upwards.  The 
night  staff  consists  of  2  men  on  the  male  side,  4  women  on  the 
female.  We  investigated  the  only  complaint  made  to  us  of  rough 
treatment  by  attendants  ;  it  was  in  the  men’s  division,  and  we 
thought  it  groundless. 

Treatment  by  mechanical  restraint  has  been  avoided.  Seclu¬ 
sion  has  been  resorted  to  for  25  men  and  13  women,  the  former 
for  an  aggregate  of  8 9 If,  the  latter  for  a  total  period  of  246  hours, 
the  men  on  99,  the  women  on  32  occasions.  Thirteen  of  the 
males  so  treated  were  epileptics,  but  three  only  of  the  females. 
We  are  inclined  to  think  that  violence  might  be  diminished  and 
health  promoted  by  more  extended  exercise  and  employment. 
We  observe,  that  as  many  as  191  women  do  not  go  daily  beyond 
the  airing-courts,  and  the  men  and  women,  employed  otherwise 
than  as  ward  cleaners,  are  too  few. 

The  figures  given  to  us  of  employment  are  3  63  men  and  269 
women,  say  50  per  cent,  of  the  male  patients  and  56  per  cent,  of 
the  female  inmates,  but  60  of  the  former,  and  122  of  the  latter, 
are  exclusively  ward  cleaners. 

The  average  attendance  of  patients  at  the  chapel  Sunday 
services  is  the  same  morning  and  afternoon,  viz.:  125  men  and 
159  women. 

The  weekly  dance  brings  together  113  males,  and  110  females, 
or  thereabouts.  The  inadequate  size  of  the  recreation-hall  is 
obvious. 

To  a  much  greater  defect  in  the  arrangements  of  this 
Asylum  we  must  again  draw  special  attention,  we  allude  to  the 
insufficiency  of  the  laundry  department  for  the  present  number 
of  patients.  The  old  washhouse  remains  of  its  original  size, 
though  the  patients  and  staff  have  nearly  doubled  in  numbers.  It 
cannot,  in  our  opinion,  be  satisfactorily  enlarged,  or  otherwise 
improved,  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  asylum.  We 
recommend,  and  we  regard  it  as  a  pressing  matter,  the  erection 
of  a  new  washhouse  and  laundry,  on  the  ground  adjacent  to  the 
existing  building,  and  the  conversion  of  that  building  into  a 
laundry  residence  for  50  or  60  women  employed  in  that  depart¬ 
ment.  At  present  the  laundry  workers  are  brought  thither  daily 
from  wards  more  or  less  distant,  across  airing-courts,  and  in  all 
states  of  weather,  thus  subjecting  them,  in  a  manner  unusual  in 
asylums,  to  serious  discomfort,  if  not  to  risk  of  health  from 
exposure  to  wet  and  cold.  Plans  for  such  an  erection  and  con¬ 
version  will,  we  trust,  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State  by  the  Committee  without  delay. 

We  have  examined  and  signed  the  various  books  and  registers

of  the  Asylum.  The  entries  in  the  case-hooks  are  not,  strictly  Appendix  (C.) 
speaking,  in  arrear,  but  the  notes  are  too  meagre,  and  are  not  Devon  Asylum, 
made  as  frequently  as  it  is  necessary  and  desirable.  It  cannot 
however  be  expected,  with  only  one  assistant  medical  officer,  and 
with  the  large  amount  of  other  work  inevitably  falling  upon  him, 
that  these  books  could  be  satisfactorily  kept.  For  an  Asylum  of 
this  size,  and  for  the  proper  treatment  of  the  patients,  a  second 
medical  assistant  is  urgently  required,  more  especially  as  250 
patients  and  upwards,  reside  at  some  distance  from  the  main 
building,  in  detached  wards.  Telegraphic  or  telephonic  commu¬ 
nication  is  also  much  needed  between  those  wards  and  the  medical 
officers’  residence. 

This  would  be  useful  too  in  the  event  of  any  outbreak  of  fire.  Precautions 
For  that  emergency  we  think  that  the  provision  is  not  yet  perfect,  against  fire. 
Hose  should  be  near  to  each  hydrant  in  the  interior  of  the  asylum, 
and  detached  wards;  instructions  how  to  act  in  case  of  fire  should 
be  hung  up  in  various  directions,  and  attendants,  female  as  well 
as  male,  should  be  taught  how  to  attach  and  use  the  hose  of  the 
internal  hydrants.  Some  hand  pumps  of  a  portable  kind  should 
also  be  distributed  about  the  buildings,  'faking  into  consideration 
the  many  difficulties  which  attend  the  execution  of  their  duties 
by  Dr.  Saunders,  and  his  assistant  Dr.  Rutherford,  and  the  strain 
put  upon  their  energies,,  it  is  creditable  to  those  officers  that 
more  serious  short  comings  do  not  result  than  those  we  have 
noticed,  and  that  the  patients  are,  on  the  whole,  so  well  cared 
for. 


Dorset  Asylums. 

24  October  1882. 

Yesterday  we  inspected  the  buildings  occupied  by  the  Dorset 
patients  at  both  asylums,  saw  all  the  patients  in  residence,  and  Asylums, 
this  day,  having  concluded  our  inquiries  and  inspection,  proceed 
to  give  the  results  of  our  statutory  visit.  In  both  asylums, 
which  are  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Symes,  we  find 
cleanliness,  good  order,  and  comfort;  the  patients  properly 
dressed,  and  contented,  the  complaints  exceedingly  rare  ;  whilst 
the  demeanour  of  the  patients  towards  both  medical  officers  and 
attendants  showed  that  they  were  treated  with  kindness  and  con¬ 
sideration. 

The  only  common  complaint  was  with  respect  to  the  cheese  Dietary, 
given  at  supper.  We  tasted  the  cheese  and  find  it  to  be  not 
particularly  good,  and,  as  we  see  by  the  dietary  table  that 
butter  may  be  given  in  lieu  of  cheese,  we  suggest  that  butter 
be  substituted. 

The  attendants  seemed  to  us  to  be  a  respectable  class,  and  staff  of 
suitable  persons ;  but  we  think  that  uniform  should  be  given  to  attenclants* 
both  sexes,  as  the  general  neat  appearance  of  the  staff  is  much 
improved  thereby.  That  they  are  steady  and  well-behaved  is 
shown  by  the  length  of  their  service  here;  out  of  the  whole 
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number  of  47,  nine  have  lived  here  over  10  years,  11  more  above 
five  years,  and  27  of  the  whole  number  count  over  three  years’ 
residence  here.  We  saw  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  attendants 
when  their  day’s  work  is  done,  and  think  that  some  means  of 
amusement  might  be  provided  for  them,  and  the  rooms  made 
brighter  and  more  comfortable. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  alike  in  good  order,  but  we  regret 
to  learn  that  the  clean  patients  still  have  only  one  shirt  weekly  for 
day  and  night  use.  This  is  not  a  healthy  or  cleanly  arrangement, 
and  as  far  as  we  can  see  there  is  no  reason  for  its  continuance,  as 
we  were  informed  that  the  whole  washing  of  both  asylums  is  now 
finished  in  four  days.  The  drying  ground  by  the  laundry  requires 
attention,  especially  in  the  upper  part,  where .  the  asphalting 
should  be  renewed.  If  might  be  well  here  to  mention  that  the  staff 
of  attendants  includes  laundry  maids  in  the  female  and  artizans  in 
the  male  division.  We  do  not  think  that,  even  making  all  due 
allowance  for  the  general  character  of  the  patients,  the  staff  con¬ 
stantly  on  duty  in  the  wards,  either  at  Charminster  or  Forston,  is 
quite  adequate,  and  we  advise  the  engagement  of  a  supernumerary 
attendant  on  either  side  in  both  asylums,  to  give  assistance  in 
any  ward  in  which  a  dangerous  or  troublesome  patient  be  placed, 
as  well  as  to  take  the  place  of  any  attendant  sick  or  on  leave. 

The  dinner  provided  yesterday  was  good,  sufficient,  and  neatly 
served.  The  patients  seemed  in  fair  bodily  health;  last  week 
50  patients,  27  men  aud  23  women,  were  registered  under  medical 
treatment.  In  bed  when  we  passed  through  the  wards  we  find 
six  men  and  two  women  at  Charminster,  and  12  men  ana  two 
women  at  Forston. 

Two  women  and  one  man  have  been  restrained  by  having  their 
hands  tied,  the  women  for  two  days  each,  on  account  of  their 

suicidal  propensities,”  the  man  for  a  day  and  two  nights  for 
(( surgical  reasons.”  Five  men  and  three  women  have  been 
secluded  on  29  and  16  occasions  in  all,  and  ior  12  hours  each 
time.  The  majority  of  the  patients  so  treated  were  in  bed,  locked 
into  their  rooms  on  account  of  epileptic  attacks. 

Feturns  have  been  furnished  us  of  the  number  of  patients  em¬ 
ployed,  and  from  it  we  observe  that  about  45  per  cent,  of  the 
men  and  50  per  cent,  of  the  women  in  some  way  are  usefully 
employed.  This  average  is  rather  low,  and  as  we  see  that  no 
patient  is  at  work  with  the  upholsterer  we  suggest  that  this 
should  he  added  to  the  modes  of  employment  for  the  patients,  as 
few  are  so  feeble  or  demented  as  not  to  be  able  to  teaze  hair  or 
pull  flock. 

About  120  patients  at  Charminster  and  half  that  number  at 
Forston  attend  Divine  service  on  Sundays,  which  is  performed 
once  at  either  Asylum,  but  the  late  Chaplain  has  resigned,  and 
there  is  no  resident  clergyman  at  present. 

The  amusements,  which  are  only  fortnightly,  and  confined  to 
the  winter  months,  bring  together  140  patients  at  Charminster 
and  60  at  Forston.  There  is  no  extended  exercise  daily  in  the 
grounds,  but  the  patients  who  are  not  employed  on  the  land  are 
for  the  most  part  confined  to  the  airing  courts  for  exercise, 
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though  Mr.  Symes  told  us  that  some  go  for  walks  once  or  twice  Appendix  (C. 
a  week  if  weather  and  other  circumstances  permit.  We  are  of  Dor^~~ 
opinion  that  walks  daily  beyond  the  grounds  should  be  taken  by  Asylums, 
all  patients  whose  bodily  state  and  mental  condition  will  allow  Amusements, 
this  course  to  be  pursued. 

Our  Colleagues  were  here  on  12th  September  188 1,  since  which  Statistics, 
date  the  changes  following  have  taken  place : —

Xhe  24  women  who  were  discharged  ftfnot  improved”  had  been 
sent  here  from  the  Abergavenny  Asylum,  and  were  returned 
thither  last  month.  The  present  number  of  patients  on  the 
books  are  463,  of  whom  one  man  and  two  women  are  away  on 
trial,  and  were  therefore  not  seen  by  us.  Out  of  the  number 
of  216  men  and  247  women,  61  men  and  72  women  are  warded 
at  Forston.  Thirty-nine  patients  do  not  belong  to  Dorsetshire 
unions ;  of  these,  eight  men  and  seven  women  belong  to  the  non¬ 
contributory  borough  of  Poole,  and  13  men  and  11  women  are 
private  patients.  For  these  last  the  weekly  charge  is  from  10  s. 
to  16  $.,  for  the  Poole  patients  14  s.,  and  for  the  rest  S  s.  2d. 

.  Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  only  eight  post-mortem 
instances  out  of  the  34  cases  of  death.  This  is  a  very  small  examinations, 
average,  and  we  are  so  convinced  of  the  advantage  of  these 
examinations  that  we  hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
autopsy  will  be  made  in  every  death  occurring  in  the  asylum. 

The  death-rate  here  has  always  been  low  \  for  the  year  1881  it 
was  8*1  per  cent,  on  the  average  daily  number  resident,  and  for 
the  interval  since  the  last  visit  it  has  scarcely  exceeded  7  per  cent, 
pei  annum.  VY  ith  two  exceptions  the  causes  of  death  have  been 
those  usually  met  with  amongst  the  insane  in  asylums ;  there  has 
been  no  suicide  or  fatal  casualty,  neither  has  any  coroner’s 
inquest  been  held. 

The  exceptional  deaths,  both  of  male  patients  at  Forston,  were 
due  to  typhoid  fever.  It  appears  that  this  disorder  manifested  itself 
(at  Forston  Asylum  only)  in  June  or  July*  when  three  patients 
of  each  sex  were  attacked,  besides  five  other  persons  resident  in  the 
asylum.  An  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  well  from  which  that  Water  supply, 
institution  was  supplied  showed  that  it  was  contaminated  with 
sewage.  The  old  brick  drains  near  the  well,  on  examination,  were 
found  faulty,  allowing  the  sewage  to  leak.  Fresh  water  was  at  once 
obtained,  and  a  new  well  was  sunk.  The  old  brick  drains  were 
taken  up,  and  earthenware  sanitary  pipes  jointed  in  cement  sub¬ 
stituted.  Since  this  has  been  completed  no  fresh  case  of  typhoid 
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or  severe  diarrhoea  has  occurred.  The  water  from  the  new  w  ell 
has  however  not  been  analysed,  a  course  which  we  think  should 
be  taken.  The  sewage  at  Forston  at  present  flows  into  the 
stream  running  through  the  valley,  which  arrangement,  though 
probably  not  prejudicial  to  the  asylum  inmates,  has  been  objected 
to  by  the  local  sanitary  authority. 

At  both  asylums  the  general  paralytics  are  seven  males  and  five 
females.  The  epileptics  are  24  men  and  25  women.  The  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  night  supervision  of  the  latter  class  remain  as  at  the 
last  visit,  and  are  imperfect.  The  attendants  are  said  to  be  con¬ 
stantly  moving  about  amongst  the  patients,  but  the  supervision 
must  necessarily  be  intermittent,  and  there  is  no  tell-tale  clock 
to  test  their  wakefulness.  We  hear  the  only  check  is  that  one 
of  the  medical  officers  sometimes  makes  a  visit  by  night.  The 
patients  are  all  allowed  clean  water  in  their  weekly  bath,  but  the 
thermometers  are  not  suited  for  testing  the  temperature,  and 
some  of  the  nurses  require  instructions  how  to  use  them.  In 
the  lavatories  the  roller-towels  are  not  locked  in  position.  A 
recent  murder  and  a  suicide  which  took  place  in  other  Asylums 
from  the  absence  of  this  precaution  induces  us  to  recommend  its 
adoption  here. 

We  noticed  some  of  the  water-closets  and  urinals  on  the  male 
side  were  not  as  free  as  they  should  have  been  from  offensive 
odour.  In  several  wards  the  soil-pipes  are  of  lead  and  run  in 
casings  inside  the  buildings ;  one  is  about  to  be  replaced  by  an 
iron  pipe.  This  should  be  done  throughout,  the  pipes  carried 
outside  the  buildings,  and  all  should  be  ventilated  by  continuing 
the  pipe  upwards  above  the  roof. 

There  is  now  a  fire-engine  at  both  asylums,  and  we  are  informed 
that  their  efficiency  is  occasionally  tested.  We  recommend  the 
organisation  of  fire  brigades  with  frequent  drill  at  both  insti¬ 
tutions,  and  the  issuing  of  a  manual  of  instructions  in  the  event 
of  fire,  both  to  nurses  and  attendants. 


Durham  Asylum. 


14  March  1882. 

We  have  this  day  concluded  our  annual  official  inspection  of 
this  Asylum.  We  began  by  visiting  the  Winterton  building,  and 
regret  to  have  to  report  that  throughout  the  building  we  find  the 
carpenters’  work  in  a  thoroughly  unsatisfactory  state.  The  floors 
are  badly  fitted,  and  the  wood  inferior ;  the  windows  and  doors  not 
properly  made;  the  woodwork  of  the  baths  cracking,  and  broken; 
in  a  word,  the  whole  of  this  contract  is  simply  “  scamped.” 

Other  objects  there  needing  remedy  are  the  whole  of  the  stairs 
of  the  male  side,  which  are  dangerously  slippery,  particularly  for 
epileptics,  of  which  class  there  are  now  some  in  both  divisions  who 
live  in  the  new  building.  For  their  protection  by  night  a  nurse 
sits  up  with  them  on  either  side,  but  there  is  no  tell-tale  clock  to 
test  their  vigilance. 

On 
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,  ^ie  ground  floor  hydrants  are  placed  for  vise  in  case  of  fire, 
but  there  is  no  such  protection  afforded  on  the  dormitory  floor. 
.  In  t]je  Asylum  building  itself  the  matters  which  call  for  more 
immediate  attention  of  the  Committee  are  the  following  i — 

1.  The  chapel.  This  building,  which  does  not  present  an 
ecclesiastical  appearance,  was,  when  erected,  calculated  to  contain 
200  persons  of  all  classes  and  sexes,  officers,  attendants,  patients, 
and  servants.  .  There  is  now  a  total  of  over  five  times  that 
number  of  patients  alone.  In  these  circumstances  we  feel  that 
we  need  only  state  the  facts,  and  the  Committee  will  provide  a 
remedy. 

2.  The  dining-hall,  used  also  as  a  recreation-hall,  is  quite 
inadequate  for  the  present  enormous  population.  The  patients 
have  to  dine  in  two  divisions,  the  women  taking  their  dinner  at  the 
extraordinary  time  of  half-past  eleven ;  tea  is  at  4.30,  and  they 
have  a  piece  of  bread,  and  butter  or  bread  and  cheese  at  seven. 
TVe  think  that  11.30  is  not  a  satisfactory  time  for  the  one  sub¬ 
stantial  meal  in  the  day. 

3.  The  mortuary.  There  is  only  one  room  for  the  bodies  of 
patients  of  both  sexes;  the  room  is  bare,  unfitted  with  any  shelves 
or  curtains  to  separate  one  coffin  from  another,  and  there  are  only 
a  few  benches  round  the  walls.  If  this  room  were  suitably 
furnished  and  enlarged,  as  the  room  is  on  the  other  side  of  the 
post-mortem  room,  which  is  used  for  coroners’  inquests,  a  great 
improvement  would  be  effected. 

4.  The  workshops  are  much  too  small  for  the  wants  of  the 
asylum.  The  tailor’s  and  shoemaker’s  shop  is  in  the  same  room. 
This  room  might  serve  for  either  one  trade  or  the  other,  and  a 
new  room  built  elsewhere. 

o.  The  so-called  temporary  building  is  not  in  accordance  with 
the  usual  asylum  accommodation.  The  epileptic  and  observation 
dormitory  is  here,  as  is  also  the  epileptics’  dining-room.  This 
building  ought  to  be  done  away  with,  and  substantial  permanent 
buildings  supply  its  place.  Whilst  on  this  subject,  we  suggest 
that  there  should  be  a  head  night  attendant  in  each  division  to 
see  that  the  night  attendants,  especially  those  in  charge  of  the 
epileptic  and  suicidal  dormitories,  are  awake  and  attentive. 

6.  The  water-closet  accommodation  is  insufficient,  e.g,3  in 
No.  8,  male  side,  54  patients,  two  seats  ;  in  No.  4,  same*  side, 
where  the  refractory  patients  are,  20  patients,  one  seat,  and  in 
this  one  closet  is  also  the  only  urinal. 

We  have  during  the  course  of  our  inspection  gone  over  the 
whole  building  occupied  by  patients,  and  have  to  report  that  the 
wards  were  on  the  whole  in  a  satisfactory  condition  ;  but  there 
seems  to  be  too  little  means  of  amusement,  very  few  papers, 
books,  or  periodicals,  and  the  majority  of  the  wards  were  rather 
devoid  of  objects  to  attract  or  please  the  eye.  The  dormitories 
were  clean,  but,  especially  on  the  mafe  side,  the  walls  were  with¬ 
out  decoration.  The  sheets  were  for  the  most  part  clean,  but 
much  worn  in  holes,  and  the  cotton  sheets  particularly  showed 
0.6 1 .  Y  2  signs 
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sio-ns  of  wear.  Under  blankets  are  not  provided  for  all  the  beds. 
Some  of  the  repairs  might  be  effected  more  speedily  if  there  was 
a  workroom  for  female  patients.  The  present  chapel,  it  appeals  to 
us,  might  be  easily  made  to  serve  this  purpose. 

To  every  patient  in  residence  we  gave  opportunity  of  making 
known  their  wishes  or  complaints.  Very  few  were  noisy  or 
excited,  and  we  had  no  grievance  brought  to  our  notice  calling 
for  remark.  One  lady,  a  private  patient  (Miss  E.  It.),  told  us 
that  she  was  entitled  to  a  certain  sum  of  money,  and  we  think 
it  would  be  well  if  Dr.  Smith  were  to  make  some  inquiry  into 
the  matter.  One  girl  (M.  J.  T.)  has  been  sent  here  as  an  idiot ; 
she  is  about  10  years  of  age,  and,  as  far  as  we  could  judge,  she  has 
as  much  intelligence  as  could  be  expected  in  a  child  of  her  class 
and  age.  We  do  not  consider  her  case  to  be  a  fit  one  for  the 

lunatic  wards  of  an  Asylum.  7 

Since  our  colleagues  were  here,  but  just  a  year  ago,  the 
changes  which  have  occurred  have  been  as  follows  : —

There  are  now  60  vacant  beds  in  the  male  and  100  in  the 
female  division.  There  are  27  persons  here  who  are  not  county 
patients,  12  of  whom  are  private  cases ;  the  charge  for  these  is 
from  12  5.  to  17  5.  per  week  ;  for  out-county  patients,  from  9s.  5  d. 
to  14  5.  7  <i,  whilst  the  former  charge  is  the  rate  paid  for  county 
patients.  None  of  the  patients  who  left  the  Asylum  relieved  only 
have  been  sent  to  workhouses.  There  has  been,  no  suicide  or 
fatal  casualty  since  the  last  visit.  One  woman  died  of  typhoid 
fever.  This  disease  attacked  22  women  and  five  nurses  ;  the 
whole  of  these  patients  occupied  contiguous  wards  ;  the  cause 
was  considered  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  some  one  placed  a  cap 
on  the  top  of  the  ventilating  pipe  from  the  closet;  this  has  been 
removed,  and  the  fever  has  stopped.  The  only  fact  about  the 
other  deaths  worthy  of  notice  is  that  40  are  due  to  genera* 

paralysis. 


Post-mortem 
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Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  71  cases,  and  Appendix  (C.) 

one  coroner’s  inquest  was  held  on  a  woman  found  dead  in  bed.  - - 

The  verdict  was  that  she  died  of  general  paralysis  and  syncope 
from  heart  disease.  During  our  visit  we  saw  in  the  Winterton  post_morteni 
Building  three  of  each  sex  in  bed,  and  in  the  asylum  39  men  and  examinations. 
35  women.  Under  medical  treatment  last  week  were  102  men  inqUest. 
and  80  women.  The  general  paralytics  here  number  70  in  the 
male  and  23  in  the  female  division ;  68  and  36,  respectively,  are 
ejuleptics,  and  18  men  and  22  women  are  at  this  time  considered 
actively  suicidal. 

No  entry  occurs  of  seclusion  and  but  one  of  restraint;  a  man  Restraint, 
wore  the  strait  jacket  for  nine  hours  once  to  prevent  self-injury. 

We  saw  the  dinner  provided  in  both  buildings,  and  it  seemed  Dinners, 
to  us  to  be  on  the  whole  liked,  good  and  sufficient,  though  soup, 
which  was  the  meal  at  Winterton  yesterday  and  in  the  main 
building  to-day,  is  never  a  popular  meal.  Some  patients  said 
they  did  not  like  the  fish  dinner,  and  some  complained  of  the 
tea ;  this  we  tasted,  and  found  it  very  weak  and  not  very  pala¬ 
table.  We  suggest  that  a  larger  allowance  of  tea  be  granted, 
or  a  better  quality  provided.  The  butter  also  was  mentioned  to 
us,  not  in  respect  to  quality  but  quantity,  and  it  is  decidedly  not 
liberal. 

We  have  not  much  change  to  notice  in  the  amusements  pro- Amusement, 
vided  for  the  patients,  either  as  to  variety  of  entertainments  or 
the  average  number  present,  but  we  must  notice  that  daily,  when 
fine,  230  women  walk  beyond  the  grounds. 

Nearly  300  women  are  in  some  way  usefully  employed,  and  Employment, 
over  350  men.  Nearly  240  of  these  work  on  the  lancl. 

The  attendants  appear  a  respectable  body,  and  up  to  their  Staff  of 
duties.  Out  of  the  45  men  who  were  here  at  the  last  visit  38  attendants• 
still  retain  their  posts,  but  of  the  42  women  only  28  remain  in 
service  here.  Four  men  and  three  women  have  been  dismissed, 
one  man  was  obliged  to  resign,  and  nine  men  and  29  women  have 
left  of  their  own  accord.  The  staff  of  attendants  is  now  :  —

We  were  sorry  to  learn  that  the  ward  superintendents  did  not 
receive  an  increase  in  their  salary,  as  our  Colleagues  expressed  a 
hope  they  would  receive,  and  we  think  that  the  sum  paid  will  be 
too  low  to  induce  ladies  to  come  forward  to  undertake  the  work, 
should  these  ladies  resign  their  appointment.

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There  has  been  no  change  in  the  medical  staff  since  the  last 
visit.  The  case-books  are  well  kept ;  even  in  the  chronic  cases 
entries  are  made  once  every  three  months,  and  all  the  medical 
officers  showed  us  that  they  were  well  acquainted  with  their 
respective  patients. 


Essex  Asylum. 


23  September  1882. 

During  yesterday  and  the  day  before  we  have  seen  all  the 
patients  here  and  at  Brunswick  House,  Mistley,  but  we  have  not 
yet  visited  Lea  Hall,  where  55  male  patients  are  placed.  In¬ 
cluding  these,  the  patients  oil  the  books  are  960,  of  whom  50  are 
at  Mistley.  The  patients  in  the  parent  Asylum  are  357  men  and 
498  women,  and  there  are  now  36  more  patients  under  treatment 
here  than  there  were  at  the  last  visit  paid  by  two  members  of  our 
Board  on  13th  December  1881,  Besides  the  960  patients  cared 
for  in  Essex,  there  are  132  patients  who  are  provided  with 
asylum  accommodation  elsewhere  ;  62  are  at  Camberwell  House ; 
45  at  Northampton,  and  25  at  the  Three  Counties  Asylum. 
With  these  figures  before  us,  we  should  be  glad  to  learn  that  the 
one  difficulty  in  the  way  of  providing  increased  asylum  accom¬ 
modation  (viz.,  the  sufficiency  of  the  water  supply),  had  been 
successfully  surmounted ;  but  we  cannot  yet  hear  that  the  efforts 
made  here  have  proved  satisfactory,  but  we  know  that  this 
subject  is  receiving  the  earnest  and  careful  attention  of  the 
committee. 

On  our  visit  to  the  wards  we  saw  several  patients  who  had 
been  sent  here  from  workhouses,  and.  as  we  think,  without  suffi¬ 
cient  reason.  If  care  were  taken  by  the  guardians  that  only 
cases  requiring  Asylum  treatment  were  sent  here,  some  slight 
relief  during  the  existing  pressure  might  be  obtained,  though 
perhaps  not  to  any  very  appreciable  extent. 

Since  our  Colleagues  were  here  last,  114  men  and  the  same 
number  of  women  have  been  admitted ;  43  men  and  38  women 
discharged  on  recovery ;  1  man  left  relieved,  and  21  men  and 
14  women  not  improved.  The  deaths  have  been  68  ;  38  men 
and  30  women.  There  is  nothing  in  the  assigned  causes  of  death 
calling  for  remark.  No  death  was  due  to  violence  or  other  than 
ordinary  causes  in  an  asylum,  and  no  coroner’s  inquest  held. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  34  instances  only ; 
but  23  bodies  were  removed  for  burial  by  the  relatives,  which 
prevented  the  examination  being  made.  The  mortuary  is  still  in 
an  unsatisfactory  state,  and  we  hope  that  before  long  it  will  be 
enlarged  and  proper  accommodation  provided  for  the  relatives 
who  come  to  see  the  last  of  those  who  die  here. 

We  have  to  give  a  satisfactory  report  of  the  state  in  which  vre 
found  the  Asylum,  the  dress  and  behaviour  of  the  patients,  the 
food  provided  for  them,  and  the  general  appearance  of  the  atten¬ 
dants. 
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dants.  VYe  had  fewer  complaints  than  might  have  been  expected  Appendix  (C.) 

on  account  of  the  discontinuance  of  beer  at  dinner ;  but  this  - 

discontinuance,  we  were  glad  to  find,  was  more  nominal  than  E%ex  As>luir*’ 
real,  as  all  working  patients  get  beer  given  them,  though  not  at  Dletary< 
their  mid-day  meal.  Nine  patients  are  away  on  trial,  but  we 
saw  all  the  rest,  and  gave  them  opportunity  of  addressing  us. 

No  complaints  made  to  us,  on  investigation,  proved  to  be  well 
founded. 

It  has  not  been  thought  expedient  to  make  use  of  the  recreation 
hall  as  an  associated  dining-room  in  accordance  with  our  Col¬ 
leagues’  suggestion,  but  we  hope  that  this  may  be  carried  into 
effect. 


When  we  were  in  the  wards  we  found  1  man  and  1  woman  in  Seclusion, 
seclusion,  which  mode  of  treatment  has  been  found  necessary  in 
the  case  of  13  men  76  times,  for  a  total  of  912  hours;  and  for 
18  women  on  227  occasions,  and  for  2,724  hours  in  all.  One  of 
the  men  was  secluded  for  336  hours. 

A  man  and  a  woman  have  been  restrained  by  gloves ;  the  man  Restraint, 
twice  and  the  woman  four  times ;  the  man  on  account  of  his 
extreme  destructiveness,  and  the  woman  for  strong  suicidal 
propensities. 

The  arrangements  for  the  night  supervision  of  the  epileptic  Epileptic 
and  suicidally  disposed  patients  are  unaltered.  In  the  former  and  suicidal 
class  are  53  men  and  57  women ;  and  in  the  latter,  under  special  Patients- 
supervision,  are  27  men  and  16  women. 

There  are  10  men  who  suffer  from  general  paralysis. 

The  staff  of  attendants  are  39  men  and  43  women ;  6  have  nokstaffof 
been  here  six  months,  and  10  not  twelve  months;  22  have  been  attendants, 
here  between  one  and  two  years,  20  from  two  to  five  years,  whilst 
23  have  passed  many  years  in  the  Asylum  service. 

The  initial  wages  for  men,  28  including  uniform,  and  for 
women  18/.,  seems  sufficient,  in  our  opinion,  to  secure  proper 
attendants,  rising  as  they  do  to  38  L  and  26  L  respectively.  The 
night  and  charge  attendants  receive  an  additional  2 1 

IV  ard  4  on  the  male  side  should,  we  consider,  have  another 
attendant.  T  esterday  we  found  37  patients,  several  being 
epileptic,  and  4  were  in  bed,  under  the  care  of  two  attendants 
only. 

TV  e  made  inquiry  as  to  the  attendance  at  Divine  Service,  at  Divine  Service, 
the  associated  entertainments,  and  the  numbers  usefully  employed, 
and  find  that  318  were  present  at  the  morning  and  256  at  the 
evening  service  last  Sunday;  163  on  an  average  attend  the  week¬ 
day  service,  about  300  join  the  associated  amusements,  240  walk 
in  the  grounds,  185  go  for  walks  in  the  country,  and  468  are 
confined  in  the  airing  courts  for  exercise. 

In  the  wards  75  men  and  120  women  are  employed  ;  11  men  Employment, 
and  31  women  work  in  the  laundry,  3  men  and  13  women  in  the 
kitchen,  and  130  women  knit  or  do  needlework.  The  farm  gives 
employment  to  110  men,  whilst  33  men  follow  various  trades. 

Amongst  matters  which  we  hope  soon  to  see  altered  are  the 
old  baths,  which  might  now  be  replaced  with  new  ones  of  Stour¬ 
bridge  ware.  Many  of  the  gas  brackets  project  too  far,  and  are

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Appendix  (C.)  rather  suggestive  of  suicide.  The  crib  bedsteads  have,  we  hope, 

-  served  their  time  and  will  be  removed.  The  water  closets  are,  in 

Esses  Asylum,  raany  places,  particularly  on  the  female  side,  out  of  order.  We 
could  wish  that  the  system  here  were  done  away  with  altogether, 
as  it  is  not  satisfactory.  The  floor  of  some  of  the  rooms  at 
Brentwood  Hall  are  unsafe,  and  should  be  renewed.  W e  observed 
how  defective  the  steam  arrangements  were  in  the  kitchen  to-day, 
and  were  glad  to  learn  that  a  new  cooking  apparatus  was  to  be 
erected.  We  have  no  structural  alterations  or  additions  to 
report. 

The  case-books  are  very  well  kept  and  noted  up ;  even  in  the 
chronic  cases  we  found  four  entries  had  been  made  this  year. 


Essex  Asylum. — Mistley. 

21  September  1882. 

Essex  Asylum.  We  have  seen  50  patients  of  the  chronic  class  who  are  living 
(Mistley.)  '  here,  to  relieve  the  pressure  for  accommodation  for  recent  cases 
in  the  Essex  County  Asylum.  It  appears  to  be  generally  liked 
by  the  patients  placed  in  it,  who  are  not  subjected  to  the  same 
amount  of  restraint  they  would  be  in  the  asylum. 

The  building  was  in  very  good  order,  and  the  dormitories  clean 
and  comfortable.  One  or  two  of  the  patients  expressed  a  wish  to 
be  able  to  live  at  their  own  homes,  but  this  excepted,  no  com¬ 
plaint  was  made  to  us. 

Dr.  Cook,  who  was  in  medical  charge  here,  has  left  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Connor,  who  visits,  we 
are  informed,  every  day.  It  ought  to  be  noticed  that  on  Dr. 
Cook’s  retirement  from  the  post  of  medical  officer  he  recorded,  in 
no  stinted  terms,  his  satisfaction  at  the  way  the  staff  had  done 
their  duty  during  the  six  years  he  had  been  in  charge. 

On  August  the  5  th  3  patients  were  recorded  to  be  taking 
medicine,  but  no  entry  has  been  made  by  the  doctor  in  the 
medical  journal  since  that  date.  His  attention  should  be  called 
to  the  necessity  of  regularly  making  up  the  journal  once  a  week. 

The  patients  seem  in  good  bodily  health,  and  the  general 
arrangements  for  their  amusements,  exercise,  and  attendance  at 
Divine  Service  are  satisfactory. 


Essex  Asylum. — Lea  Hall,  Leyton. 

27  September  1882. 

Essex  Asylums.  We  have  this  day  seen  the  55  patients  on  the  books  of  the 
(Lea  Hall.)  Essex  County  Asylum,  who  are  residing  here.  No  one  was  in 
bed,  and  only  1  man  is  under  medical  treatment. 

The  house  and  rooms  were  in  very  good  order;  the  patients 
neatly  dressed  and  clean.  They  all  seemed  contented  and  happy, 
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and  we  had  no  complaints,  except  of  an  insane  nature.  No 
patient  has  been  restrained  or  secluded.  All  the  cases  kept  here 
are  of  a  chronic,  harmless  character. 

A  few  patients  attend  Divine  Service  at  the  parish  church,  and 
the  vicar  visits  the  house  about  once  a  month ;  we  think,  how¬ 
ever,  some  arrangement  ought  to  be  made  by  which  all  patients 
could  have  the  benefit  of  religious  instruction  at  least  once  a 
week. 

Entertainments  other  than  cards,  dominoes,  &c.,  are  not  fre¬ 
quent,  but  no  patient  made  any  complaint  on  this  score,  though 
their  life  here  must  be  rather  monotonous.  Only  one  daily  paper 
is  supplied,  and  no  illustrated  periodicals. 

There  are  several  patients  who,  we  think,  would  appreciate 
some  periodicals  and  light  reading,  and  we  trust  a  more  plentiful 
supply  will  be  provided. 
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Glamorgan  Asylum. 

14  June  1882. 

Yesterday  and  to-day  we  inspected  this  asylum.  The  Glamorgan 
patients  have  risen  in  number  since  the  Commissioners’  last  visit,  AsyIum* 
on  the  31st  March  1881,  from  606  to  617.  They  consist  of  336 
males  and  281  females.  The  weekly  maintenance  rate  is  9  s. 

Forty  women  chargeable  to  unions  in  the  county  of  Glamorgan 
are  at  Vernon  House,  Briton  Ferry,  paying  14  s.  weekly  per 
head,  and  20  males  and  40  females  so  chargeable  are  patients  in 
Carmarthen  Asylum,  received  there  at  12  s.  10  d.  each  per  week. 

The  plans  for  the  new  asylum  at  Parc  Gwillt  have  not  yet  been 
settled.  Some  additional  and  much-needed  day-room  space  has, 
however,  been  provided  here,  and  so  overcrowding  has  been 
abated  on  the  male  side.  New  dormitories  have  also  been 
erected,  and  the  infirmary  wards  have  specially  been  benefitted 
thereby.  All  these  works  are  decided  improvements  to  the 
asylum.  We  observe  too  the  provision  of  a  new  lavatory  and 
water-closets  in  No.  4  and  5  male  wards,  and  of  shoe  rooms  in 
convenient  positions,  and  No.  6  male  clay-room  is  now  under 
better  supervision  through  removal  of  partition  walls. 

The  extension  of  the  infirmary  wards  has  added  20  beds  to  each 
division.  An  associated  dormitory  on  the  female  side,  built  over  a 
bath-room  and  passage,  gives  six  more  beds,  and  the  hospital  for 
infectious  cases  is  now  occupied  by  24  male  patients.  Other 
expenditure  has  been  thrown  upon  the  committee  by  the  necessity 
for  a  new  service  of  pipes  throughout  the  building.  The  river 
water  had  choked  the  old  pipes  by  oxydization  and  carbonaceous 
deposits.  We  regret  to  learn  that  most  of  the  Asylum  chimneys 
will  soon  have  to  be  replaced  by  others,  the  bricks  being  weather¬ 
worn;  the  chimneys  are  reported  to  be  dangerous;  they  have 
been  erected  only  15  years  or  thereabouts,  we  believe.  Of  course, 
this  matter  must  receive  immediate  attention  by  the  committee. 

To  dispose  of  the  asylum  sewage  a  piece  of  land,  about  eight 
acres  in  extent,  has  been  utilised  across  the  river,  and  it  is  hoped 
0.6l.  that 
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that  about  10  acres  more  will  be  added  to  it  ere  long.  The 
asylum  supply  of  water  is  now  from  Bridgend  Works;  outlay 
connected  with  this  supply  has  also  drawn  upon  the  funds  of 
the  committee.  The  chapel  has  most  properly  been  enlarged  by 
the  addition  of  a  north  aisle,  providing  147  additional  seats.  In 
view  of  these  expenses  we  hesitate  to  press  upon  the  committee 
other  structural  works,  but  we  trust  that  at  no  distant  date  the 
plans  for  improvement  of  the  laundry  already  passed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  will  be  executed.  A  new  dead  house  is  also 
needed. 

We  found  the  wards  in  excellent  order,  perfectly  clean, 
very  cheerful  in  aspect,  and  well  ventilated,  the  dormitories 
especially  in  a  creditable  condition  ;  the  re-colouring  of  many 
parts  of  the  interior  by  the  patients  and  artisans  shows  much  skill 
and  good  taste  in  this  direction. 

Escape  in  case  of  fire  has  been  facilitated  on  the  female  side, 
and  coils  of  hose  for  hydrant  stations,  fire  buckets  and  other 
apparatus  of  that  kind  have  been  ordered,  and  wTe  hope  that  Dr. 
Pringle  will  then  issue  instructions  to  all  how  to  act  in  case  of  an 
outbreak  of  fire.  A  buzzer  or  other  alarm  signal  of  fire  should 
be  also  provided.  We  understand  that  the  engine  fires  are 
always  kept  up  through  the  night,  and  that  the  engine  can  be 
made  to  bring  pressure  on  the  hydrants. 

The  night  supervision  of  the  epileptic  and  suicidal  cases  con¬ 
tinues.  The  former  class  comprises  40  men  and  19  women,  the 
latter  65  males  and  87  females.  All  sleep  under  continuous 
observation  in  special  dormitories  and  contiguous  single  rooms. 
The  patients  suffering  from  general  paralysis  are  19  men  and  2 
women.  All  persons  in  bed,  except  very  temporarily,  are  treated 
in  the  infirmaries  ;  we  found  only  2  women  and  9  men  in  bed. 
There  has  been  no  seclusion  or  restraint.  Much  tranquillity 
prevailed  in  the  wards,  and  many  females  were  engaged  in  needle¬ 
work.  The  only  complaints  were  of  improper  detention,  and 
these  were  contradicted  by  the  appearance  and  statements  of  the 
patients  themselves. 

We  saw  an  excellent  dinner,  and  no  one  complained  about  diet. 
Fish  is  now  given  once  a  week  and  milk  in  lieu  of  beer  to  working 
patients. 

The  male  attendants  have  uniforms  in  lieu  of  beer,  and  the 
nurses  some  money  instead.  Only  two  of  the  entire  staff,  about 
70  individuals,  objected  to  this  substitution  of  clothes  and  extra 
pay  for  beer.  The  male  attendants  and  artisans  acting  as  at¬ 
tendants  in  the  wards  at  times  appear  to  be  32.  The  nurses  are 
21.  This  is  not  a  weak  staff.  We  think  that  the  personal  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  patients,  male  and  female,  is  creditable  to  their 
attendants. 

Employment.  One  hundred  and  ninety-nine  women  and  186  men  are  use¬ 
fully  employed  in  and  out  of  the  wards ;  65  male  patients  assist 
in  ward  cleaning,  and  50  females  do  likewise;  70  men  work  in 
garden  and  fields ;  49  women  do  laundry  work ;  18  help  in  the 
kitchen  ;  about  30  males  assist  in  trades  and  the  rest  of  the  em¬ 
ployed  men  and  women  have  sundry  occupations. 

The 
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The  weekly  balls,  the  dancing  classes  and  the  cricket  held  Appendix  (C.) 
attract,  the  first  220,  the  second  110  of  both  sexes,  the  last  about 
100  men.  Theatrical  performances  have  been  six  during  the  Asylum?^ 
winter  and  the  audiences  have  been  260  or  thereabouts.  Exercise  Aniusement. 
in  walking  seems  to  receive  proper  attention ;  we  ourselves  saw 
a  party  of  male  patients  on  the  broad  walk  in  the  field  opposite 
to  the  asylum.  Six  patients  have  liberty  to  walk  in  the  grounds 
on  parole  and  two  beyond  the  grounds. 

We  met  the  chaplain  during  our  inspection,  and  were  glad  to 
hear  from  him  that  he  has  educational  and  Bible  classes  and 
practice  for  singing  in  the  church.  There  are  not  a  few  Irish 
and  Boman  Catholic  patients ;  these  are  occasionally  visited  by  a 
priest  who  now  and  then  performs  mass  for  them. 

The  case-books  are  well  kept.  Dr.  Pringle  has  at  present  the 
aid  of  a  second  medical  assistant  officer.  We  trust  that  this 
arrangement  will  be  made  permanent,  for  in  an  asylum  of  this  size, 
the  strain  upon  a  superintendent  is,  we  feel,  too  great  if  he  has 
only  the  help  of  one  medical  gentleman.  In  view  of  many  other 
and  very  responsible  duties  which  the  medical  superintendent  can 
alone  properly  discharge  (some  of  which  the  Acts  of  Parliament 
expressly  require  him  personally  to  discharge)  there  is  an  abso¬ 
lute  necessity  for  medical  assistance  in  each  division.  We 
earnestly  desire  the  committee  not  to  risk  the  welfare  of  the 
patients  by  overtasking  an  officer  evidently  eager  to  do  all  in  his 
power  for  those  who  are  entrusted  to  him  for  proper  care  and 
treatment. 

The  admissions  since  our  Colleagues  were  here  have  been  120  Statistics, 
of  males,  100  of  females;  the  discharges  have  been  116,  the  deaths 
93. 

In  one  case  an  inquest  was  held,  the  verdict  ee  death  from  inquest, 
natural  causes.” 

Sixty-six  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made,  27  have  Post-mortem 
been  refused.  Irish  relatives  chiefly  object.  The  committee  examinatiows- 
adopt  the  recent  Burials  Act  for  their  guide  in  burials  in  the 
Asylum  cemetery. 


Gloucester  Asylum. 

21  July  1882. 

We  commenced  our  inspection  of  this  Asylum  on  the  morning  Gloucester 
of  18th  July,  and  have  been  occupied  these  four  days  inspecting  Asylum, 
the  asylum,  seeing  all  the  patients  in  residence,  and  have  also  had 
the  advantage  of  going  over,  with  the  chairman  of  the  Asylum,  the 
buildings,  now  rapidly  approaching  completion,  of  the  first  part  of 
the  second  Gloucester  Asylum,  which  appears  to  us  to  be  likely  to 
prove  to  be  an  easily  worked  and  well-arranged  building.  The  rest 
of  our  time  was  fully  occupied  in  examining  officers,  attendants, 
patients,  and  employes,  in  and  about  the  Asylum,  who  were  likely 
to  be  able  to  afford  us  any  information  respecting  the  death  of  a 
patient  who  was  found  after  death  to  have  seven  broken  ribs. 
o.6  i.  The 
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The  coroner  held  a  lengthened  inquiry  into  the  cause  of  death, 
and  in  the  result  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  wilful  murder 
against  some  person  or  persons  unknown.  We  shall  report  the 
result  of  our  inquiry  on  this  subject  to  our  Board. 

Since  our  Colleagues  were  here  on  13th  October  last  year, 
the  following  changes  have  taken  place  :

The  number  of  patients  on  the  books  is  725,  of  whom  327  are 
males  and  398  are  females.  There  are  three  private  patients. 

We  wrere  sorry  to  find  on  our  arrival  that  Mr.  Toller  was 
seriously  ill,  but  we  were  accompanied  by  the  two  assistant 
medical  officers,  who  showed  themselves  well  acquainted  with  the 
patients  in  their  respective  divisions,  and  gave  us  much  useful 
information  regarding  their  cases. 

The  behaviour  of  the  patients  on  both  sides  was  quiet  and 
orderly,  and  but  few  in  either  division  evinced  any  excitement, 
whilst  no  patient  was  aggresive  or  violent. 

The  state  of  the  wTards  and  dormitories  speaks  well  for  the 
attention  paid  to  these  details  by  the  attendants,  and  we  were 
well  pleased  with  the  appearance  of  the  female  attendants,  but 
we  regret  to  say  that  we  cannot  say  the  same  for  the  male 
attendants,  who,  with  some  exceptions,  struck  us  as  being  far 
below  the  class  of  men  who  ought  to  be  engaged  as  attendants 
on  the  insane,  as  many  of  whom  were  neither  in  manner,  speech, 
or  behaviour,  above  the  condition  of  day  labourers.  We  feel 
sure  that  we  need  not  impress  on  the  Committee  the  great 
importance  of  providing  a  suitable  body  of  attendants  to  look 
after  the  insane,  and  the  great  disadvantage  it  is  to  the  Asylum 
discipline  in  general,  and  the  patients’  welfare  in  particular,  to 
have  continual  changes  amongst  those  having  the  care  of  the 
patients,  and  we  urge  this  subject  the  more  at  the  present  time 
on  the  Committee  as  we  find  that  both  the  assistant  medical 
officers  are  under  notice  to  leave ;  the  head  attendant  left 
yesterday,  and  many  of  the  attendants  now  employed  count  but 
few  months’  service. 

Mr.  Toller’s  illness  must  make  these  constant  changes  all  the 
more  to  be  regretted.

Since  the  last  "visit,  just  eight  months  ago,  no  less  than  18  male 
attendants  have  been  engaged  and  12  have  been  dismissed,  whilst 
amongst  the  women  four  have  entered  and  four  have  left  the 
asylum  service.  One  of  the  reasons  which  may  fender  it  difficult 
to  retain  the  services  of  competent  men  is  the  long  hours  of  duty, 
viz.,  from  6  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  Moreover,  the  attendants  have  few 
of  the  advantages  enjoyed  in  many  other  Asylums.  There  is  no 
mess-room  on  either  side,  neither  is  there  a  room  to  meet  in  when 
work  is  done.  The  women  might  well  have  a  room  with  a  piano, 
books,  & c.,  and  the  men  a  billiard  table  placed  in  a  room  in  which 
they  could  read  the  papers,  chat,  and  smoke. 

We  think  the  hours  are  too  long,  and  are  glad  to  hear  since 
last  Tuesday  the  women  have  been  released  from  duty  at  eight. 
We  hope  the  same  boon  will  be  granted  to  the  men,  but  consider 
it  will  be  but  of  little  advantage  unless  some  means  of  amusement 
be  at  the  same  time  provided  for  them.  Whilst  we  are  on  the 
subject  of  attendants,  we  may  mention  that  the  person  who  fills 
the  responsible  post  of  gate  porter  is  a  patient ;  his  post  should 
not  be  filled  by  any  one  but  a  person  legally  answerable  for  his 
acts,  and  we  might  add  that  the  book  kept  by  him  at  the  gate, 
which  we  had  occasion  to  send  for,  showed  us  either  most 
wonderful  punctuality  on  the  part  of  those  entering  the  asylum 
to  take  their  turn  of  duty,  or  that  the  porter  was  lax  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties.  It  is  to  be  noticed  that  the  attendant, 
the  time  of  whose  arrival  at  the  Asylum  we  desired  to  ascertain, 
was  at  the  date  we  investigated  twice  booked  out  but  not  once  in. 
It  is  also  rather  a  subject,  for  comment  that  the  sane  paid  atten¬ 
dants  have  on  leaving  the  Asylum  to  give  up  their  keys  to  a 
lunatic  pauper. 

We  gave  to  every  patient,  excepting  7  men  and  13  women, 
absent  on  trial  or  leave,  full  opportunity  of  speaking  with  us  and 
making  known  their  complaints,  and  we  had  few  except  on  the 
subject  of  the  food. 

The  cake  given  instead  of  bread  and  butter  is  much  disliked, 
and  we  think  that  the  old  system  might  be  restored.  The 
potatoes  were  said  to  be  bad,  and  some  we  saw  being  pared  were 
far  from  good,  but  those  seen  during  the  two  first  days  of  our 
visit,  the  only  days  we  visited  the  wards  during  the  dinner  hour, 
were  free  from  objection.  But  yesterday  we  were  shown  some 
bread  served  to  the  head  female  attendant  and  some  of  the  nurses 
which  was  quite  unfit  for  food  and  ought  never  to  have  been 
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We  found  in  bed,  when  we  passed  through  the  wards,  12  males 
and  15  females,  and  there  were  under  medical  treatment  last 
week  28  men  and  37  women,  but  the  health  of  the  majority  of 
them  seemed  to  be  good.  The  only  causes  of  death  which 
required  notice  at  our  hands,  besides  the  one  death  already 
referred  to,  are  two  deaths  from  erysipelas,  and  two  from 
diarrhoea.  And  here  we  may  notice  that  we  observed  smells 
arising  from  several  of  the  earth-closets,  and  an  unmistakable 
escape  of  sewer  gas  in  one  of  the  water-closets. 

The  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  only  27  out  of  the  58 
deaths.  This  is  a  low  average  and,  in  our  opinion,  might  be 
largely  increased. 

There  are  at  present  50  male  and  46  female  epileptics ;  8  male 
and  4  female  general  paralytics,  and  8  of  each  sex  at  this  time 
considered  to  be  actively  suicidal.  Three  attendants  on  each 
side  have  the  care  of  the  patients  by  night,  but  there  is  no  means 
of  testing  the  vigilance  of  the  attendants,  and  we  think  that  some 
system  such  as  tell-tale  clocks  should  be  at  once  procured  to 
prove  the  wakefulness  of  the  night  attendants. 

The  coroner  has  held  3  inquests ;  1,  the  case  into  which  we 
have  held  an  inquiry,  the  other  2  were  held  in  April,  the 
verdict  in  the  one  case  was  death  from  natural  causes,  the  other 
was  also  death  from  natural  causes  accelerated  by  a  fall,  in  the 
airing  court  on  9th  January. 

No  patient  has  been  subjected  to  mechanical  restraint  since 
the  last  visit ;  whilst  15  men  have  been  secluded  50  times  for 
a  total  of  303  hours,  and  3  women  have  been  so  treated  four  times 
for  234  hours. 

We  have  made  the  usual  inquiries,  and  learn  that  there  are  on 
an  average  —

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  return  that  the  proportion  of 
patients  employed  is  small,  particularly  on  the  male  side, 
and  we  trust  that  this  subject  will  receive  careful  consideration, 
as  employment,  our  experience  shows  us,  is  of  advantage  as  often 
tending  towards  the  recovery  of  the  patients.  Hand  rails  are 
wanting  in  many  of  the  staircases  which  are  also  dark.  These, 
we  think,  should  be  supplied.  Too  many  of  the  single  rooms  on  the 

upper 
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upper  floors  are  without  shutters  ;  we  think  that,  for  the  safety  of  Appendix  (C- 
the  patients,  most,  if  not  all,  of  windows  in  these  rooms  should  be  Gioucester 
provided  with  them.  We  observed  gas  pendants  in  many  of  the  Asylum, 
passages,  which  struck  us  as  unsafe  and  offering  facilities  for  suicide. 

The  principal  improvements  which  we  have  to  notice  are  in 
the  reconstruction  of  the  drains,  which  were  of  brick,  but  have 
now  been  taken  up  and  replaced  with  stoneware  pipes,  and  thers 
is  now,  it  is  believed,  efficient  ventilation  of  the  drains  as  well  as 
means  of  flushing  the  same.  The  floors  in  Nos.  1  and  3  warde 
have  been  taken  up  and  the  drains  destroyed,  whilst  concrete 
has  been  put  under  most  of  the  corridors  and  single-room  floors. 

The  drains  under  the  wards  are  carried  in  cast-iron  gas-tight 
pipes  embedded  in  concrete,  and  all  soil  pipes  ventilate  through  in 
the  roofs.  We  were  sorry  to  find  that  the  fives  court  has  not 
yet  been  repaired,  and  hope  it  will  be  fit  to  be  played  upon  before 
the  winter.  In  the  new  block  the  dining  hall  seems  to  us  to  be 
unlikely  to  be  ready  for  use  as  soon  as  the  rest  of  the  building, 
but  we  trust  no  delay  will  be  allowed  to  take  place  in  its  com¬ 
pletion. 

The  book  containing  the  entries  of  the  visits  of  the  suardians 
was  inspected  by  us,  and  we  find  that  since  its  commencement 
only  the  guardians  of  two  unions  have  ever  visited  the  Asylum, 
viz.  :  Gloucester  and  Cheltenham,  and  out  of  the  nine  visits, 
Cheltenham  guardians  have  come  eight  times,  and  Gloucester 
only  once.  We  think  it  desirable  that  the  guardians  of  all  the 
unions  should  be  encouraged  to  come  to  visit  their  paupers  at 
certain  intervals,  but  not  in  too  large  numbers. 

The  means  of  amusement  supplied  in  the  wards  seemed  to  us 
to  be  very  scanty,  and  we  think  the  supply  of  periodicals,  books, 
and  papers  should  be  largely  increased.  We  should  also  advise 
an  increase  in  the  staff  of  attendants;  in  No.  4  male  side  there 
are  31  of  the  worst  class  of  patients,  nominally  under  the  care  of 
three  attendants,  but  one  of  the  attendants  goes  out  on  the  land 
for  a  great  part  of  the  day.  From  what  we  saw  of  the  patients 
we  are  convinced  that  three  attendants  ought  always  to  be  on 
duty  in  the  ward ;  two  attendants  only  can  never  be  sufficient  to 
look  after  31  violent  dangerous  lunatics. 

We  have  just  seen  Mr.  Toller,  and  fear  it  may  be  some  time 
before  he  is  able  to  resume  his  duties.  Having  regard  to  the 
numerous  changes  which  have  taken  and  are  taking  place  amongst 
the  staff,  we  feel  wre  need  not  urge  the  great  importance  there  is 
in  appointing  a  thoroughly  experienced  gentleman  as  senior 
assistant  medical  officer,  who  will  be  competent  to  undertake  the 
entire  responsibility  should  Mr.  Toller’s  absence  be  prolonged,  as 
we  fear  it  may  be. 


12  October  1882. 

By  desire  of  the  Home  Secretary,  we  have  paid  a  second  visit 
to  this  asylum,  and  shall  report  to  him  in  due  course,  but  we 
think  it  desirable  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  what  w^e  have  ob¬ 
served  during  our  inspection.  Di\  Craddock  has  only  been  here 
0.6 1.  a  fortnight. 
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a  fortnight,  so  it  is  too  early  to  expect  visible  improvements,  but 
we  may  observe  that  he  seems  determined  no  efforts  shall  be 
wanting  on  his  part  to  bring  the  Asylum  up  to  at  least  the  average 
standard  of  county  Asylums. 

Since  our  last  visit,  not  three  months  ago,  many  changes  have 
taken  place  in  the  staff,  and  the  medical  superintendent,  senior 
assistant  medical  officer,  aad  head  attendant,  are  all  new.  The 
junior  assistant  medical  officer  has  not  been  appointed.  We  feel 
that  the  male  side  will  not  be  in  a  satisfactory  state,  till  better 
male  attendants  are  engaged  and  induced  to  remain.  This  can 
only  be  done  by  consulting  in  some  degree  their  wishes,  and 
rendering  their  life  as  pleasant  as  may  be  when  off  duty.  The 
arrangements  for  their  meals  are  most  unsatisfactory,  and  the 
mode  of  supplying  the  meat  to  the  wards  on  both  sides  such,  that 
we  consider  it  a  matter  worthy  of  note,  that  any  attendant  of  a 
suitable  character  can  be  induced  to  remain. 

The  earth  closets  in  many  places  were  very  offensive,  and  some 
of  the  water-closets  not  much  better  ;  in  one  of  the  water-closets 
the  only  means  of  ventilation  is  into  a  patient’s  bed-room. 

We  had  brought  to  our  notice  the  way  in  which  the  patients 
were  buried,  and  learnt  that  four  pauper  patients  are  employed  to 
bury  the  body,  which  is  thus  done  :  one  patient  drags  the  hearse, 
and  three  push  behind,  and  in  this  way  the  body  reaches  the 
cemetery,  at  two  miles  distant.  The  man  who  acts  as  undertaker 
was  questioned  by  us;  he  is  a  gardener  attendant,  and  lives  in  the 
lodge.  He  told  us  that  the  procession  was  an  object  of  ridicule 
to  the  idle  persons  in  the  neighbourhood,  who  made  frequently 
insulting  remarks  in  the  hearing  of  the  relatives  who  walk  behind 
the  paupers  pushing  the  hearse. 

It  does  not  seem  to  us  to  be  right  that  this  attendant,  who  has 
no  uniform,  is  not  provided  with  a  suit  of  black  to  wear  at  a 
funeral. 

We  are  astonished,  on  our  arrival,  to  find  we  were  admitted  by 
the  same  porter  who  was  here  at  the  last  visit.  He  is  an  un¬ 
doubted  lunatic,  with  delusions. 


Hants  Asylum. 


8  February  1882. 

Having  completed  our  annual  visitation  of  this  Asylum,  we 
are  able  to  report  that  its  condition,  and  the  condition  generally 
of  the  patients  in  it,  are  satisfactory. 

We  have  found  the  wards  and  dormitories  bright,  clean,  and 
in  good  order ;  the  bedding  sufficient  in  quantity  and  clean,  and 
the  ventilation  of  the  day  rooms  good. 

The  majority  of  the  patients,  of  whom  there  are  now  825  on 
the  books,  and  all  but  1  of  whom  we  have  seen,  were  most  orderly 
and  quiet,  and  beyond  the  usual  appeals  for  discharge,  not  in  any 
case,  we  regret  to  say,  immediately  grantable  by  the  asylum 
authorities,  there  was  little  manifestation  of  discontent.  The 
patient  whom  we  did  not  see  is  a  male  who  is  absent  on  trial. 

We 
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We  can  specially  commend  the  neatness  and  cleanliness  of  the  Appendix  (C.) 
patients’  dress  in  both  divisions.  If  we  offered  a  criticism  it  „  — t""  , 

would  be  to  suggest  some  variety  in  the  material  and  patterns  of  an  °  ^  Utn5 
the  women’s  gowns,  and  the  introduction  of  bright- coloured 
shawls  ;  less,  in  fact,  of  an  unvarying  uniform. 

Among  the  patients  are  very  many  feeble  and  advanced  in 
years;  allowing  for  this,  we  may  say  that  the  general  bodily 
health  is  very  fair,  but  we  are  not  surprised  to  find  that  41  males 
and  75  females  are  at  present  under  medical  treatment. 

The  records  of  seclusion  and  restraint  show  that  5  males  have,  Seclusion  and 
since  the  last  visit  of  Commissioners,  viz.,  19th  February  188 1, rtiStramt* 
been  secluded  on  20  occasions,  and  for  160J  hours,  and  21 
females,  on  93  occasions,  for  a  total  of  747  hours ;  and  that  1 
female,  an  idiot,  has  continuously,  except  for  36  days,  been 
restrained,  by  having  her  hands  tied  behind  her  back  to  prevent 
her  from  injuring  her  head;  and  1  male  patient,  admitted  with 
cut  throat,  has  had  his  hands  fastened  to  the  bedstead  to  keep 
him  from  re-opening  the  wound. 

Since  the  above  date  104  male  patients  and  90  female  patients,  Statistics, 
together  194,  have  been  admitted  here;  33  males  and  43  females 
have  been  discharged,  28  of  the  males  and  40  of  the  females 
having  recovered,  and  45  males  and  43  females  have  died. 

Three  deaths  were  due  to  exceptional  causes:  (1)  a  male 
patient  was,  while  in  an  epileptic  fit,  choked  by  food  passing  into 
his  windpipe ;  (2),  another  male,  not  epileptic,  was  choked  in  a 
similar  manner:  and  (3),  the  male  patient,  noticed  above  as 
restrained,  died  from  the  effects  of  his  injury,  which  was  self- 
inflicted. 

In  the  latter  two  cases  coroners’  inquests  were  held,  the  verdicts  Inquests, 
being  respectively,  (e  choking  during  dinner,”  and  “  suicide  while 
of  unsound  mind.” 

Nothing  in  the  causes  of  the  remaining  deaths  calls  for  special 
mention. 

In  42  cases  post-mortem  examinations  were  made.  In  all  the  Post-mortem 
others  permission  was  refused  by  the  friends  of  the  deceased.  examinations. 

Of  the  825  patients  on  the  books,  394  are  males  and  431 
females ;  731  are  chargeable  to  unions  and  parishes  in  the  county, 

16  to  the  Borough  of  Andover,  47  to  Winchester,  29  to  the 
county  at  large,  and  2  are  out-county  patients. 

The  Asylum  is  more  than  full.  Some  of  the  workshops  are 
now  used  as  sleeping  rooms,  and  in  view  of  this  overcrowding, 
we  are  glad  to  learn  that  a  contract  has  been  signed  for  the 
erection  of  the  portion  of  the  new  block  intended  for  females. 

The  number  of  patients  attending  chapel  last  Sunday  was  Divine  Service, 
299  of  the  two  sexes,  and  the  average  week-day  attendance  is 
given  as  210.  We  should  have  thought  there  would  have  been 
a  larger  Sunday  congregation. 

Useful  employment  of  various  kinds  is  found,  we  learn,  for  170  Employment, 
men  and  303  women,  30  of  the  former  working  on  the  land,  and 
68  of  the  latter  in  the  laundry. 

The  amusement  of  the  patients  is  well  cared  for,  and  we  find  Amusement, 
that  in  addition  to  the  usual  weekly  dances,  31  entertainments 
0.6 1 .  Z  have 
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have  been  provided  for  the  patients  during  the  past  year.  A 
very  satisfactory  proportion  of  the  patients  have  exercise  more 
extended  than  that  procurable  in  the  airing-courts  ;  and  we  learn 
with  satisfaction  that  only  15  males  and  112  females  are  absolutely 
confined  to  the  wards  and  airing-courts;  11  of  the  males  and  32 
of  the  females  being  physically  unable  to  go  beyond,  and  the  rest 
unfit. 

The  attendants  number  40  in  each  division  ;  1 1  of  the  males 
and  17  of  the  females  have  had  less  than  12  months’  service. 
The  scale  of  wages  has  not  undergone  any  recent  change. 

The  only  structural  alterations  to  be  noticed  are  the  erection 
of  new  gasworks,  and  of  a  waiting-room  at  the  Railway 

siding. 


Hereford  Asylum. 

23  June  1882. 

On  the  books  of  this  Asylum  are  to-day  the  names  of  394 
patients.  They  were  363  when  the  Commissioners  visited  in 
March  1881. 

There  are  20  male  and  y  female  private  patients ;  these,  how¬ 
ever,  are  received  for  14  s.  per  week  each,  the  charge  made  for 
reception  of  out-county  cases. 

The  paupers  chargeable  to  unions  of  the  county  or  city  of 
Hereford  are  331 ;  they  are  charged  8  s.  10  d.  each  weekly.  Of 
the  other  paupers,  22  belong  to  Abergavenny  Asylum,  and  11  to 
the  borough  of  Tiverton.  There  is  also  a  pauper  chargeable  to 
South  Molton. 

We  noticed  that  the  bedsteads  for  females  were  insufficient 
in  number ;  these  were  supplemented  by  beds  on  the  floor. 
We  think  that  if  out-county  cases  are  received  for  profit,  the 
necessary  outlay  in  bedsteads  should  be  met.  The  total 
number  of  patients  is  now  beyond  the  estimate  of  accommo¬ 
dation.  The  erection  of  a  dormitory  over  the  laundry,  and  the 
early  withdrawal  of  some  Abergavenny  cases,  will  relieve  the 
overcrowding.  The  dormitory  building  is  far  advanced  towards 
completion.  The  health  of  the  patients  is  satisfactory  for  persons 
who  can  be  properly  treated  only  in  an  asylum,  and  their  cloth¬ 
ing  is  good  ;  they  were  also  clean  in  person,  and  tranquil  during 
our  inspection. 

The  dietary  has  been,  we  are  informed  by  the  medical  super¬ 
intendent,  improved  since  our  Colleagues’  visit,  by  giving  the 
patients  an  increase  in  quantity  of  meat.  Milk  is  now  the 
general  beverage,  and  only  two  or  three  patients  complained  to 
us  of  its  substitution  for  beer.  Part  of  the  milk  is  produced  by 
cows  upon  the  Asylum  estate  ;  the  rest  is  purchased. 

We  inspected  the  wards  and  offices,  and  found  all  in  good  order. 
It  would  be  better,  however,  we  think  to  use  the  bath-rooms  for 
bathing  purposes  exclusively,  and  not  to  deposit  in  them,  even 
temporarily,  a  quantity  of  dirty  linen.  The  beds  which  we 

have 
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examined  were  in  a  very  creditable  condition.  Nowhere  in  the  Appendix  (C.) 
wards  was  the  air  tainted.  - - 

On  the  male  side  6  men,  on  the  female  side  7  women,  were  in  Asylum!1 
bed.  Four  males  and  10  females  are  registered  as  taking  medicine. 

A  man  in  the  infirmary  fractured  his  humerus  some  months  ago 
(it  had  previously  been  broken),  and  on  this  occasion  he  fell,  in 
a  fit,  and  so  sustained  the  injury.  Another  fracture,  that  of  a 
leg  of  a  woman,  is  also  recorded ;  she  also  broke  the  limb,  it  is 
supposed,  by  a  fall.  In  neither  case  does  it  appear  that  any 
person  was  blameable. 

There  has  been  no  resort  to  seclusion  or  restraint. 

The  day  staff  is  strong  numerically,  18  attendants  of  each  sex.  staff  of 
At  night  there  are  two  attendants  on  duty  in  each  division ;  attendants, 
one  general,  the  other  with  the  epileptic  and  suicidal  cases. 

No  fatal  casualty  has  occurred  in  the  asylum  during  the  interval 
between  this  and  the  Commissioners  last  visit. 

lire  death-rate  has  been  very  low.  The  deaths  since  the  statistics. 
15th  March  1881  have  been  29.  Post-mortem  examinations  have 
been  23.  In  three  instances,  on  each  side  of  the  asylum,  they 
were  not  made,  because  friends  of  the  deceased  objected. 

The  discharges  have  been  65,  of  which  32  were  on  recovery, 
and  10  were  transfers  of  Abergavenny  Asylum  cases  to  Dorset 
Asylum. 

The  admissions  of  paupers  have  been  111,  of  private  patients  14. 

The  recoveries  claimed  are  32.  There  has  been  no  epidemic. 

The  numbers  of  patients  usefully  employed  are  returned  to  us  Employment, 
as  145  men  and  142  women.  Dr.  Chapman  assures  us  that  no 
patient  who  can  walk  is  now  confined  to  the  airing- courts,  and 
that  the  boundary  walks  are  freely  given  to  males  and  females. 

We  met  the  chaplain  on  his  round  in  the  Asylum.  The  attend-  Divine  Service, 
ance  at  Chapel  last  Sunday  of  patient's  was  151  from  the  men’s 
division,  121  from  the  women’s  department.  The  weekly  services 
bring  together  rather  more  than  100  of  each  sex. 

Entertainments  of  an  associated  character  are  sufficiently  Amusement, 
.frequent,  and  comprise  dances,  concerts,  readings,  and  dramatic 
performances.  Among  others,  the  cathedral  choir  has  kindly 
assisted  in  the  patients’  amusement.  Beyond  the  erectim  of  the 
dormitory,  yet  in  the  workmen’s  hands,  there  has  been  no 
structural  work.  The  laundry  fittings  for  steam  power  have 
been  set  up,  and  are  in  use. 

The  superintendence  of  the  asylum  continues  to  be  efficient. 


Kent  Asylums — 1.  Barming  Heath. 

24  November  1882. 

We  have  to-day  finished  our  annual  inspection  of  this  Asylum,  Kent  Ag  , 
began  on  the  22nd  instant.  There  is  an  increase  of  50  patients  (Barming  UmS" 
since  the  visit  of  last  year,  the  numbers  then  and  now  beino-  Heath.) 
respectively,  1,315,  and  1,365.  No  corresponding  increase  of  Presgure  for 
accommodation  having  taken  place,  the  Asylum  is  in  fact  too  full,  accommoda¬ 
te  l .  Z  2  and  tion- 
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and  there  is  to-day  no  vacant  bed.  In  these  circumstances  it 
becomes  important  for  the  Committee  to  consider  the  best  means 
of  adding  to  the  accommodation.  Plans  have  been  shown  to  us  for 
effecting  an  alteration,  long  contemplated,  in  the  old  building, 
and  noticed  in  the  entry  made  after  the  Commissioners’  visit  in 
1880.  And  Dr.  Davies  states  that  this  will  give  about  110  ad¬ 
ditional  beds  for  each  sex.  In  will  supply  much-needed  in¬ 
firmaries  on  the  ground  floor,  and  dormitories  on  the  upper  floors 
for  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients.  We  are  able  to  give  a  general 
approval  to  the  scheme,  but  the  plans  must  of  course  be 
carefully  examined  in  our  office  as  to  details. 

As  another  means  of  obtaining  more  room  we  would  urge  the 
Committee  and  Superintendent  to  increased  efforts  to  send  to 
their  unions  some  of  the  many  patients  whom  we  see  here,  and 
who  are  evidently  suitable  cases  for  workhouse  care. 

Beyond  some  painting  and  decoration  of  wards  in  the  female 
division  of  the  old  building,  no  structural  work  of  any  importance 
has  been  done  since  the  last  year.  The  wards  so  treated  are 
much  improved  in  appearance,  and  others  will  doubtlesss  receive 
similar  attention.  The  new  building  (for  females)  is  bright  and 
cheerful,  but  the  additional  building,  that  for  males,  is  still  bare 
and  comfortless.  Structural  alterations  are  here  necessary  in 
the  provision  of  better  water-closets  and  offices.  These  will, 
we  hope,  be  effected,  and  the  building  throughout  be  improved 
in  appearence.  The  old  building  too  is  susceptible  to  some  im¬ 
provement  beyond  that  which  will  be  affected  by  the  plans  now 
prepared.  We  have  found  the  wards  clean  and  well  ventilated. 
Indeed  there  was  everywhere  a  freedom  from  bad  smells,  which 
is  very  satisfactory. 

Patients  of  both  sexes  have  been  very  quiet  in  demeanour 
during  our  visit,  and  complaints  have  been  few.  Two  male 
patients  complained  to  us  of  surgical  treatment  of  a  cruel  nature. 
We  have  fully  investigated  the  cases,  and  have  discovered 
nothing  in  the  treatment  to  justify  the  complaint. 

The  dress  of  the  female  patients  is  good  and  clean,  nor  is  that 
of  the  males  open  to  much  exception ;  but  we  regret  that  the 
stock  of  clothing  does  not  permit  of  a  Sunday  suit  being  supplied 
to  the  men. 

The  dietary  remains  unchanged,  the  omission  of  beer  being 
adhered  to.  We  should  have  been  glad  to  have  seen  tea  or 
coffee  substituted  as  a  beverage  at  dinner.  The  dinners  served 
on  the  last  two  days  were  good,  and  appeared  to  be  liked  by  the 
patients.  At  present  owing  to  wT>rk  in  progress  in  the  chapel, 
the  dining  hall  is  used  for  Divine  Service,  and  all  meals  are  taken 
in  the  wards. 

We  have  as  usual  inquired  into  the  general  management  and 
treatment  of  the  patients.  As  regards  the  important  subject  of 
useful  employment,  we  learn  that  of  the  males,  363,  and  of  the 
females,  348,  are  usefully  employed  ;  110  and  141  respectively, 
being  returned  as  ward-cleaners.  The  men  employed  on  the 
land  are  133,  and  as  the  kitchen  service  is  here  wholly  performed 
by  men,  32  male  patients  are  engaged  there  and  in  the  offices. 
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The  above  totals  give  a  per-centage  of  65  of  the  male,  and  43  of  Appendix  (c ) 
the  female  patients  who  are  usefuUvemployed,  but  excluding  ward- 
cleaners  the  per-centages  are  about  45  and  25  of  the  two  sexes,  fBearmto?UmS' 
respectively.  While  the  per-centage  of  men  appears  to  us  very  Heath.)  ° 
air,  we  think  that  means  might  be  devised  of  employing  a  larger  Employment, 
proportion  of  the  female  patients. 

The  number  of  patients  who  walk  daily  beyond  the  airino* 
courts  is  stated  to  be  about  130,  namely,  60  men  and  70  women. 

This  does  not,  of  course,  include  men  employed  on  the  land. 

\\r e  cannot  too  strongly  insist  on  the  value  of  daily  extended 
exercise  for  all  patients  who  are  physically  capable  of  it. 

About  400  patients  attended  Divine  Service  last  (Sunday  Divine  Service, 
morning.  .  The  chaplain  holds  service  in  the  wards  to  the  infirm, 
and  there  is  still  a  weekly  service  for  Roman  Catholics. 

The  customary  weekly  dance,  or  other  entertainment  in  the 
hall,  brings  together  about  400  patients  of  the  two  sexes. 

Turning  to  the  statistics  of  change  we  find  that  since  the  date  statistics 
of  last  visit,  viz.:  13th  December  1881,  177  males  and  180 
females,  together  357,  have  been  admitted ;  87  males  and  103 
females,  or  in  all  190,  have  been  discharged;  and  66  males  and 
51  females  died.  There  were  46  re-admissions  included  in  the 
above  numbers,  and  139  patients  of  those  discharged  had 
recovered. 

The  mortality  since  the  last  visit  was  about  9  per  cent,  per 
annum,  calculated  on  the  average  daily  numbers  resident,  which 
is  about  the  present  rate  in  county  asylums. 

Post-mortem  examinations  continue  to  be  made  in  all  cases,  Post-mortem 
and  no  difficulty  has  arisen  with  patients’ friends  from  the  practice,  examinations. 
The  deaths  in  which  the  causes  were  of  an  exceptional  character 
were  6  in  number,  and  all  of  male  patients.  Two  were  sudden, 
from  rupture  of  the  heart,  and  heart  disease  respectively;  in  a 
third  case  the  patient  was  moribund  on  admission,  from  inflam¬ 
mation  of  the  lungs ;  the  fourth  was  the  result  of  suffocation  by 
impaction  of  food  in  the  throat ;  and  2  were  suicides  by 
hanging.  Particulars  of  all  these  cases  were  supplied  at  the 
time  of  their  occurrence,  and  as  regards  1  of  the  suicides,  a 
lengthened  correspondence  took  place,  in  which  our  Board 
expressed,  the  opinion  that  sufficient  precaution  for  the  safety 
of  the  patient  had  not  been  adopted. 

Coroners’  inquests  were  held  in  the  above  6  cases,  but  in  inquests, 
no  other. 

The  only  exceptional  disorder  which  has  appeared  in  the 
Asylum  since  the  last  visit  has  been  scarlet  fever,  affecting  a 
patient  of  each  sex,  both  of  whom  recovered.  It  appear”  to 
have  been  brought  in  by  the  assistant  cook.  The  patients  were 
isolated  in  the  detached  hospital  and  the  spread  of  the  disease  was 
thus  averted. 

The  present  health  of  the  inmates  is  fairly  good,  havino* 
regard  to  the  fact  that  187  of  both  sexes  are  epileptic,  and  36 
are  general  paralytics;  only  7  men  11  women  were  seen  by  U3 
in  bed.  Sixty-two  patients  are  under  medical  treatment.  We 
are  glad  to  observe  that  all  patients  are  weighed  once  a  month, 
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this  practice  being  a  valuable  aid  to  diagnosis  of  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  diseases  requiring  medical  treatment. 

According  to  the  medical  journal  the  only  use  of  any  form  of 
restraint  has  been  the  placing  of  a  woman  once  in  the  wet  pack, 
and  seclusion  has  been  only  used  twice  in  the  case  of  a  woman, 
owing  to  her  destructive  violence. 

The  1,365  patients  now  on  the  books  include  566  males  and 
799  females.  Four  males  and  8  females  are  absent  on  trial,  and 
two  escaped  criminal  male  patients  are  still  enumerated.  There 
are  31  private  patients  received  at  17  5.  a  week,  65  belonging  to 
non-contributing  boroughs,  and  six  to  out-counties,  and  for  these 
the  charge  is  14  5.  per  week,  while  the  general  rate  is  9  5.  11  d. 

We  regret  to  observe  that  changes  are  still  numerous  among 
the  attendants,  29  men  and  35  women,  out  of  the  total  of  147 
attendants  now  here  having  less  than  a  year’s  service  ;  yet  the 
wages  are  good,  and  the  comfort  of  the  attendants  seems  fairly 
attended  to.  The  plan  of  having  a  matron  and  assistant  matrons 
of  a  superior  social  position  is  said  to  work  well. 

Our  inquiries  lead  us  to  fear  that  the  practice  of  fire  drill  is 
not  frequent  enough,  or  indeed  that  the  formation  of  the  brigade 
quisite  satisfactory.  The  duties  devolve  mainly  upon  artizans 
who  do  not  sleep  on  the  premises,  and  we  feel  sure  that  were  a 
fire  to  break  out  at  night  a  considerable  time  must  elapse  before 
water  could  be  brought  to  bear  upon  it.  The  efficacy  ot  the 
hydrants  depends  altogether  upon  the  steam  engine,  so  that  there 
should  be  electric  communication  between  all  the  buildings  and 
the  engineer’s  house  (which  is  on  the  premises)  and  the  male 
attendants,  sleeping  in  the  asylum,  should  be  carefully  instructed 
and  frequently  practiced  in  the  proper  use  of  the  fire  hose.  All 
attendants,  male  and  female,  should  have  full  directions  as  to 
removing  their  patients  from  the  portion  of  the  building  in  which 
a  fire  might  break  out. 

We  are  pleased  to  learn  that  the  proposed  fever  hospital- for 
Maidstone,  noticed  in  the  last  entry,  will  not  be  placed  on  the 
intended  site  by  the  asylum  gates,  but  at  considerably  greater 
distance. 

The  third  medical  officer,  whose  appointment  was  also  referred 
to  in  that  entry,  has  entered  on  his  duties,  and  an  assistant 
medical  officer  now  lives  in  each  of  the  three  buildings. 

We  have  examined  the  case  books,  and  find  them,  as  well 
as  the  pathological  records,  to  be  carefully  entered  up. 


Kent  Asylums.— 2.  Chartham. 

27  February  1882. 

Kent  Asylums.  This  Asylum  was  visited  by  two  members  of  our  Board  a  year 
(Chartham.)  ago,  at  which  time  the  total  number  of  patients  under  care  here 
was  695.  There  are  now  748  patients,  338  men  and  410  women, 
and  there  is  vacant  accommodation  left  for  86  in  the  male,  and 
41  in  the  female  division.  Two  men  and  1  woman  are  away  on 
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trial,  but  we  saw  all  the  rest  of  the  patients  on  the  books,  and  Appendix  (0.) 
can  give,  on  the  whole,  a  satisfactory  account  of  their  behaviour  „  ~ 

during  our  visit ;  but  few  in  either  division  were  noisy  or  excited  ;  (charfham.T8 
complaints  were  rare,  and,  excepting  as  to  the  food,  which  we 
shall  refer  to  hereafter,  were  confined  to  allegations  of  too  pro¬ 
tracted  detention,  but  in  no  case  did  we  see  any  reason  to  doubt 
the  propriety  of  the  medical  superintendent’s  decision  as  to  their 
being  at  present  unfitted  for  discharge  on  trial. 

The  dress  of  both  sexes  was  good,  but  we  think  a  higher  Clothing, 
standard  of  neatness,  particularly  amongst  the  female  patients, 
might  be  reached,  if  more  attention  were  paid  to  this  matter  by 
the  nurses. 

Our  Colleagues  at  their  last  visit  entered  at  some  length  into  staff  of 
the  subject  of  the  frequent  changes  which  take  place  amongst  the  attendants, 
attendants,  and  we  regret  to  say  that,  in  this  respect,  no  improve¬ 
ment  has  taken  place ;  of  the  58  attendants  of  both  sexes  who 
were  employed  here  at  that  visit  only  28  now  remain,  whilst  no 
less  than  67—27  men  and  40  women  have  left  the  asylum  service 
during  the  year  which  has  elapsed  since  that  visit.  The  reasons 
for  which  they  are  no  longer  here  are  as  follows  :  4  men  and 
1  woman  were  discharged  for  misconduct;  2  men  and  1  woman 
were  discharged  for  ill-treating  patients ;  9  men  and  14  women 
were  obliged  to  resign,  whilst  15  men  and  29  women  left  of  their 
own  accord.  It  is  needless  to  point  out  to  the  Committee  how 
very  injurious  these  constant  changes  must  be  to  the  patients, 
and  how  little  any  of  these  attendants  could  learn  of  any  pecu¬ 
liarities  and  dispositions  of  the  patients.  Various  reasons  were 
suggested  to  us  by  the  medical  superintendent,  the  matron,  and 
head  attendants,  to  account  for  these  constant  changes,  but  wTe  do 
not  consider  it  necessary  to  state  these  here,  feeling  sure  that  the 
Committee  are  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  securing  the  services 
of  efficient  persons  to  discharge  the  responsible  duties  of  attend¬ 
ants  upon  insane  patients,  and  that  they  , will  do  their  utmost  to 
accomplish  this  by  removing,  as  much  as  possible,  any  legitimate 
ground  of  complaint. 

The  associated  amusements  seem  to  be  numerous  and  varied,  Amusement, 
but  we  think  that  means  of  amusement  in  the  wards  are  scanty  ; 
we  recommend  that  two  large  musical  boxes  be  purchased  for  the 
female  wards,  1  and  2,  and  suggest  that  more  illustrated  papers, 
and  works  of  a  wholly  secular  and  entertaining  character  be  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  wards.  Whilst  on  the  subject,  we  may  mention  that 
in  the  female  attendants’  mess-room  there  is  no  means  of  amuse¬ 
ment  and  though  there  is  a  book-case  there  are  no  books. 

The  state  of  the  wards  was  satisfactory  with  respect  to  neatness 
and  the  beds,  bedding,  and  dormitories  generally,  were  in  fair 
order.  In  many  of  the  wards  the  number  of  water-closets  was 
insufficient,  and  we  were  glad  to  learn  that  plans  are  already 
prepared  and  will  be  submitted  to  our  Board  to  increase  the 
accommodation  in  this  respect.  We  wish  to  call  attention  to  the 
floors  of  the  water-closets  on  the  female  side,  which  appeared  to  T 
us  very  likely  soon  to  become  rotten. 

In  both  divisions  there  are  a  certain  number  of  idiot  children, 
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some  of  wliom  certainly  seemed  to  be  capable  of  receiving  instruc¬ 
tion,  and  we  especially  noticed  three  girls  who  would  in  all  pro¬ 
bability  derive  benefit  if  placed  in  some  special  institution. 

W  e  saw  the  dinner  served  in  the  dining-hall  the  day  before 
yesterday ;  it  consisted  of  soup,  bread  and  cheese,  and  beer. 
The  soup  was  not  palatable,  and  was  generally  disliked,  especially 
by  the  women.  The  bread  and  cheese  was  not  tidily  served, 
not  being  put  in  plates,  but  laid  by  the  side  of  the  bowl  of  soup 
upon  the  table-cloth ;  we  also  tasted  the  tea,  bread,  and  butter 
served  to  the  patients,  and  found  the  bread  good,  the  tea  tasteless, 
but  not  otherwise  objectionable,  but  the  butter  coarse  and  strong. 

The  changes  which  have  occurred  amongst  the  inmates  since 
23rd  February  1881,  have  been  as  follows  : —

Out  of  the  whole  number  of  patients  upon  the  books,  748,  there 
are  71  out-county  patients,  the  majority  belonging  to  Surrey ; 
there  are  169  patients  who  come  from  the  non-contributing 
boroughs  in  Kent,  and  there  are  6  private  patients.  The  charge 
for  the  county  patients  is  9  s.  11c/.,  for  the  non-contributing 
boroughs,  and  a  few  out-county  patients  14  s. ;  for  the  Surrey 
patients  15  s.,  and  for  the  private  patients  16  s.  per  week.  None 
of  the  patients  who  have  left  the  asylum  as  “  relieved  ”  or  not 
improved ”  have  been  sent  to  their  respective  workhouses.  The 
death-rate  has  been  low,  and  the  deaths  have  been  due,  without 
exception,  to  ordinary  causes  ;  the  most  frequent  being  general 
paralysis,  which  accounts  for  11  out  of  the  total  number. 

One  coroner’s  inquest  was  held,  and  a  verdict  was  returned 
that  the  patient  died  from  “blood  poisoning,  the  result  of  a  self- 
inflicted  wound the  wound  was  inflicted  before  admission,  and 
the  patient  died  12  days  after  he  was  brought  here. 

Post-mortem  examinations  verified  the  assigned  causes  of  the 
deaths  in  20  instances  only.  This  is  but  a  small  proportion, 
and  we,  knowing  the  immense  value  these  autopsies  are,  must 
express  a  hope  that  no  efforts  will  be  spared  to  increase  the 
number  of  such  examinations.  The  health  of  the  patients  has 
been  good ;  there  has  been  no  infectious  or  contagious  disorder, 
and  as  a  wise  precaution,  during  the  prevalence  of  small-pox  last 
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year,  all  the  patients  were  vaccinated.  It  is  a  most  fortunate  .  endix  . 
circumstance  that  there  has  been  no  outbreak  here  of  an  infectious  ^  — 
character,  for  there  is  no  detached  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  A:pluins‘ 
such  cases.  This  is  a  serious  want,  and  will,  we  hope,  receive  p  art  a™* 
the  early  attention  of  the  Committee.  Under  medical  treatment  ex^m'klationl 
last  week  are  entered  the  names  of  22  men  and  139  women,  whilst 
as  we  passed  through  the  wards  we  saw  7  men  and  10  women  in 
bed.  The  medical  records  show  that  there  have  been  but  few 
serious  injuries,  and  whenever  the  injury  was  caused  by  anyone 
having  charge  of  the  patients,  dismissal  of  course  followed. 

We  inquired  as  to  the  existing  arrangements  for  the  extinction  Precautions 
of  fire,  and  learn  that  there  is  a  fire  brigade,  and  that  both  male  against  fire, 
and  female  attendants  are  trained  to  use  the  hose.  There  are 
external  and  internal  hydrants,  and  by  bringing  the  steam  pump 
to  bear  upon  them,  a  stream  of  water  can  under  ordinary  circum¬ 
stances  be  thrown  over  the  roof.  On  the  south  side,  however, 
there  are  no  external  hydrants,  and  we  recommend  that  a  line  of 
hydrants  be  fixed  on  that  side  of  the  building,  as  they  would  be 
most  needed  there  if  a  fire  occurred  when  a  strong  south-west 
wind  was  blowing. 

We  have  made  inquiry  as  to  the  number  of  patients  employed,  Employment, 
and  find  that  341  in  all,  in  some  way,  do  useful  work  at  the 
asylum.  Though  there  are  here  a  large  number  of  chronic  cases, 
we  think  the  proportion  of  employed  is  small,  and  that  work 
could  be  found  for  even  the  more  demented  patients  in  the 
upholsterer’s  shop. 

The  attendance  at  church  on  Sundays  is  in  the  morning  about  Divine  Service. 
370,  and  in  the  evening  about  330  of  both  sexes,  whilst  rather 
over  300  are  present  at  the  Thursday  service.  The  associated 
entertainments  bring  together  about  285  persons.  These  enter¬ 
tainments  are  supplied  partly  by  the  asylum  staff,  and  partly  by 
professional  artists,  & c.,  who  are  paid  by  the  earnings  of  the 
patients  in  the  hop  gardens,  which  la.st  year  amounted  to  over 
100  L  We  have  seen  no  particular  structural  alterations  to 
notice  since  the  last  visit.  A  new  ward  is  in  course  of  formation 
on  the  south  side  of  the  estate,  which  is  to  be  extended  to  the 
north-east,  and  will  facilitate  a  system,  which  we  desire  to  see 
more  developed,  of  daily  extended  exercise  for  many  of  those 
patients  who  are  now,  as  a  rule,  confined  to  the  airing-courts. 

Amongst  the  improved  arrangements  during  the  past  year  has  Epileptics, 
been  the  setting  apart  of  a  second  dormitory  floor  for  female 
epileptics,  and  the  engagement  of  a  second  night  attendant  for 
the  continuous  supervision  of  this  class.  There  are  now  four 
night  attendants  in  the  female  division. 

We  remarked  early  in  this  entry  that  the  vacant  accommoda¬ 
tion  on  the  male  side  was  for  86  patients,  but  we  should  state 
that  this  remark  refers  to  dormitory  space  only.  The  day  space 
is  insufficient  for  this  number,  and  either  the  number  must  be 
reduced  or  the  day  space  increased.  The  latter  alternative  could 
be  easily  accomplished  at  a  moderate  cost.  We  have  examined 
and  signed  the  various  registers  and  medical  records.  The 
entries  in  the  case-books  are,  in  many  instances,  not  as  frequent 
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or  as  much  in  detail  as  is  desirable.  We  hear,  with  satisfaction^ 
that  the  Committee  have  decided  to  give  Dr.  Spencer  the  help  of 
a  second  assistant  medical  officer,  thus  bringing  the  medical  staff 
more  nearly  up  to  the  requirements  of  a  large  county  Asylum. 


Lancashire  Asylums  —  1.  Lancaster  Moor. 
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27  July  1882. 

In  this  asylum  are  now  1,092  patients,  and  a  woman  is  absent 
on  leave.  In  the  male  division  are  544,  on  the  female  side  549. 
Of  the  former  536,  of  the  latter  545,  are  chargeable  to  the 
county  and  its  parishes  and  unions.  Five  patients  are  out- 
county  cases,  and  seven  are  private  patients.  The  out-county  are 
charged  14  s.  weekly,  the  private  21  s.,  and  the  rest  7  s.  7  d.  The 
asylum  was  visited  by  members  of  our  Board  about  nine  months 
ago.  Since  that  visit  the  admissions  have  been  191,  nearly  equal 
of  each  sex;  the  discharges  have  been  161,  being  somewhat 
more  numerous  of  women  than  of  men;  and  69  deaths  are 
recorded,  41  on  the  male  side  against  28  on  the  female.  Forty- 
one  men  and  47  women  were  discharged  upon  recovery,  and  one 
man  was  discharged  because  he  exhibited  no  insanity  after  his 
admission.  The  health  of  the  patients  is  satisfactory.  We  found 
10  men  and  12  women  in  bed  ;  no  one  was  in  mechanical  restraint, 
and  the  solitary  instance  of  seclusion  on  the  male  side  was  the 
American  noticed  in  the  last  two  entries  of  our  Colleagues.  Fie 
appears  to  be  still  dangerous  to  others,  and  very  treacherous  in 
his  attacks,  and  would  not  speak  to  us,  though  invited  so  to  do. 
In  the  female  division  there  was  also  one  patient  locked  in  her 
room  to  restrain  impulsive  violence.  The  mortality  on  the 
average  daily  resident  number  of  patients  for  the  year  1881,  was 
13 *2  per  cent,  for  the  males,  and  5'37  for  females,  or  9'32  for 
both  sexes.  For  the  period  elapsed  since  last  visit  by  the  Com¬ 
missioners,  the  rate  has  been  considerably  lower  as  regards  the 
males,  and  very  slightly  higher  for  the  females.  The  deaths 
referred  to  have  all  been  due  to  diseases  usually  met  with  among 
the  insane.  There  has  been  no  suicide  or  fatal  casualty,  and  no 
coroner’s  inquest  has  been  held. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  42  cases  only,  of  the 
69  deaths.  An  improvement  of  the  mortuary  recently  carried 
out  will,  we  expect,  by  facilitating  these  examinations,  lead  to  a 
larger  number.  Of  their  utility  there  can  be  no  doubt. 

.All  the  patients  were  seen  by  us,  either  in  their  wards  or  at  work 
elsewhere.  They  are  overcrowded  in  dormitories  and  day  rooms. 
The  scanty  day  space  must  make  it  extremely  difficult  to  prevent 
acts  of  violence  and  disorder  in  the  wards. 

As  far  as  we  could  judge,  the  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is 
good,  aod  by  their  tact  prevented  the  disposition  of  many  of  the 
patients  to  interfere  with  their  fellows,  and  create  general  dis¬ 
turbance  of  order  during  our  inspection.  There  are,  however,  in 
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several  wards  in  each  division  only  one  attendant,  and  between  Appendix  (0.) 
some  wards  there  are  no  doors  or  barriers  of  any  kind  to  prevent  — — 

the  patients  of  one  ward  wandering  into  the  next.  It  is  not  AsyTums11'6 
difficult  to  foresee  that  mischief  might  result  from  this  state  of  (Lancaster 
things,  but  probably  the  occupation  of  the  new  Annexe  will  Moor.) 
enable  Dr.  Cassidy  to  revise  arrangements  in  the  old  building.  Staff  of 
While  on  the  subject  of  staff  we  may  notice  that  in  the  men’s  attendants* 
hospital  there  is  no  female  to  nurse  the  sick.  In  many  Asylums 
the  presence  of  a  married  couple  has  been  found  useful  in  the 
Infirmary  Department.  For  night  duty  the  attendance  is  suffi¬ 
cient.  Six  persons  are  on  duty  in  each  division. 

We  think  that  the  female  patients’  clothing  deserves  favourable  clothing, 
mention.  It  is  becoming  and  serviceable,  and  the  women  were 
generally  clean  and  tidy.  The  men’s  clothing  is  good  as  to 
material,  but  drawing  our  conclusions  from  some  of  the  male 
patients  who  were  not  employed  in  dirty  work,  we  think  that  the 
washing  of  their  trousers  should  be  more  frequent,  and  now  that 
the  laundry  affords  the  means  of  doing  so,  we  strongly  recom¬ 
mend  that  two  clean  shirts  weekly  should  be  supplied  to  all  in 
the  male  division. 

The  dietary  has  not  recently  undergone  any  change ;  beer  was  Dietary, 
absolutely  stopped  in  1881.  Milk  for  the  sick,  and  water  some¬ 
times  mixed  with  oatmeal  is  the  beverage  for  the  rest  at  dinner 
and  lunch.  Dr.  Cassidy  tells  us  that  no  patient  now  considers  it 
a  grievance  that  he  or  she  has  no  beer,  and  that  some  patients 
when  the  change  was  first  made  expressed  their  approval  of  it. 

It  appears  that  beyond  the  gift  of  some  tobacco,  he  chiefly  Employment, 
relies  on  persuasion  to  get  workers  from  each  sex,  and  according 
to  his  returns  he  has  been  successful.  In  addition  to  132  men 
and  130  women,  who  appear  to  be  ward-cleaners,  241  men  and 
310  women,  or  44  per  cent,  of  the  male  patients  and  56  per  cent, 
of  the  females,  are  usefully  employed  in  various  ways;  115  men 
work  on  the  land  and  at  the  farm,  but.  the  number  of  men  em¬ 
ployed  in  shops  is  small.  The  workshops  are  indeed  inadequate 
in  size,  and  better  shops  will  become  imperatively  necessary 
when  the  “  Annexe  ”  is^  occupied.  These  should  include  an 
upholsterer’s1  shop  of  proper  size,  inasmuch  as  that  would  afford 
employment  for  many  men  now  unoccupied,  and  unfit  for  heavy 
work ;  of  the  women  employed,  250  are  engaged  in  needlework 
and  knitting,  40  assist  in  the  laundry  and  kitchen.  Exercise 
beyond  the  airing  courts  is  given  daily  or  nearly  every  day, 
weather  permitting,  to  400  of  the  women  and  150  men,  and  260 
women  go  for  country  walks  beyond  the  asylum  estate  once  a 
week.  Besides  the  men  employed  on  the  land,  not  more  than  40 
appear,  from  the  returns,  to  take  extended  exercise  daily,  that  is 
to  say,  beyond  the  airing  courts.  The  men’s  cricket  ground  has 
been  lost  through  the  works  for  the  “  Annexe,”  but  we  are  glad 
to  hear  that  another  is  about  to  be  levelled  on  another  part  of 
the  asylum  estate. 

We  observe  that  the  Chapel  attendances  are  still  below  a  Divine  Service, 
proper  number  in  each  division.  Last  Sunday  morning  460 
patients  only,  out  of  the  1,093  upon  the  books  seem  to  have 
attended  divine  service 
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Of  the  state  of  the  wards,  all  of  which  we  visited,  besides  the 
offices,  we  can  speak  very  favourably.  We  would,  however,  be 
glad  to  see  in  the  bath-rooms  such  an  alteration  in  the  bathing 
rules  as  should  provide  clean  water  for  every  patient,  since  the 
supply  to  the  asylum  is  amply  sufficient.  We  learnt  that  the 
rules  are  not  so  construed  at  present  by  the  attendants. 

The  epileptics,  75  men  and  59  women,  are  (with  the  exception 
of  seven  of  the  former)  kept  under  continuous  supervision  at 
night,  but  the  very  comfortable  ward  which  the  female  epileptics 
occupy  (and  which  was  the  original  laundry  of  the  asylum)  has 
not  yet  been  supplied  with  proper  convenience  in  the  shape  of 
water-closets,  lavatory  and  bath  room.  The  epileptics  of  course 
figure  largely  among  the  secluded. 

Treatment  by  seclusion  has  been  frequently  resorted  to  ;  on 
the  other  hand  there  has  been  no  instance  of  mechanical  re¬ 
straint  since  our  Colleagues’  visit.  The  total  number  of  persons 
secluded  has  been  90,  of  whom  39  were  males,  51  were  females. 
The  former  account  for  7,747,  the  latter  for  4,341  hours  of  this 
treatment.  The  American  already  mentioned,  and  the  woman 
whom  we  saw  in  seclusion,  are  debited,  the  man  with  2,472  hours, 
the  woman  with  2,697;  neither  is  epileptic ;  those  secluded  and 
subject  to  fits  of  epilepsy,  were  19  men,  7  women. 

We  were. glad  to  notice  many  minor  additions  and  alterations  in 
the  Asylum  in  the  nature  of  improvements.  These  include  a  fernery 
for  No.  1  male  ward,  the  completion  of  the  large  conservatory 
and  aviary  for  female  ward  No.  11,  the  construction  of  two 
window  conservatories  in  the  same  ward,  painting  and  stencilling 
of  several  wards  in  both  divisions,  and  flower  stands  in  two  of  the 
women’s  galleries.  The  steward’s  store  rooms  have  never  been 
too  large  for  the  requirements  of  the  asylum,  and  when  the 
Annexe  is  opened  they  will  of  course  be  quite  inadequate.  Dr. 
Cassidy  tells  us  that  it  is  proposed  to  lit  up  ward  No.  15,  now 
occupied  by  30  infirm  women,  and  formerly  the  Chapel,  as  the 
stewards  store,  and  we  think  that  the  building  is  suitable,  and 
might  be  properly  converted  to  that  purpose. 

JLlie  progress  made  with  the  i(  Annexe  ”  or  auxiliary  asylum  has 
not  been  so  rapid  as  we  expected.  It  is  not  now  anticipated  that 
the  building  will  be  delivered  up  by  the  contractor  until  the  end  of 
September,  and  much  still  remains  to  be  done  before  it  can  be 
occupied  by  patients..  We  looked  to-day  at  the  “  Annexe,”  and 
as  far  as  vre  could  judge,  the  work  appears  to  have  been  well 
executed.  Care  seems  to  have  been  taken  to  ensure  good  sani¬ 
tary  arrangements  as  regards  the  soil  and  waste  water  pipes,  but 
we  were  surprised  to  find  that  it  is  not  intended  to  utilize  the 
sewage  by  distributing  it  over  the  newly  acquired  land ;  this 
could  easily  have  been  done  by  gravitation  without  creating  any 
nuisance.  TV  e  learn  that  furniture  and  bedding  for  250  patients 
has  been  procured.  Before  the  ct  Annexe  ”  can  be  properly 
occupied,  a  deep  quarry  from  which  stone  has  been  obtained 
should  be  filled  up ;  the  ground  immediately  round  the  building 
itself  should  be  levelled  and  the  principal  roads  and  oaths  should 
be  formed.  TV  e  think  that  this  work  should  be  at  once  taken  in 
hand,  and  that  it  should  be  done  by  contract.  There  would  be 
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then  left  plenty  of  work  of  a  similar  kind  to  employ  the  patients  Lancashire 
for  a  long  time.  The  selection  of  an  assistant  medical  officer  (Lancaster 
for  the  “  Annexe  ”  will  doultless  soon  engage  the  attention  of  Moor.) 
the  Committee.  We  are  glad  to  find  that  the  works  in  progress 
at  the  il  Annexe  ”  have  not  so  far  diverted  Dr.  Cassidy’s  atten¬ 
tion  from  his  patients  here,  as  anywise  prejudicially  to  affect 
their  care  and  treatment,  or  the  good  management  of  the  asylum 
under  the  Visitors. 


Lancashire  Asylums.— 2.  Rainhill. 

19  July  1882. 

Nine  months  have  elapsed  since  our  Colleagues  visited  this  Lancashire 
Asylum.  The  patients  are  695,  consisting  of  325  men  and  370  Asylums, 
women  ;  of  the  latter,  1  is  absent  on  trial.  These  numbers  (Rainbl11-) 
leave  three  vacant  beds  only,  according  to  Dr.  Roger’s  estimate, 
and  they  are  all  in  the  female  division.  The  medical  staff  con¬ 
sists  of  the  gentlemen  in  office  for  some  years  past.  One  of  the 
medical  assistant  officers  was  away  on  leave  during  our  in¬ 
spection.  The  patients’  weekly  rate  of  maintenance  is  what  it 
wras  in  October  last,  8  s.  9  d. 

In  the  period  between  the  last  visit  and  to-day  146  admissions  statistics, 
are  recorded,  60  on  the  male,  86  on  the  female  side.  Eighty- 
three  patients  have  been  discharged,  35  from  the  men’s  division, 

48  from  the  women’s.  The  recoveries  have  been  64,  the  deaths 
53.  The  Asylum  has  been  free  from  all  contagious  or  infectious 
disorder.  The  mortality  for  the  year  1881  was  10  70  per  cent., 
somewhat  above  the  average  here  of  late  years.  During  the  past 
nine  months  it  has  been  8*5  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Post-mortem  examinations  since  last  visit  have  been  made  of  post-mortem 
all  but  3  of  the  deceased  patients.  Among  the  chief  causes  of  examinations, 
death,  we  may  mention  general  paralysis,  10  cases;  epilepsy,  6  ; 
other  forms  of  brain  disease,  10 ;  and  pulmonary  consumption, 

13.  There  has  been  one  fatal  casualty,  viz.  :  The  suffocation  of 
a  male  patient  by  food  getting  into  his  windpipe.  A  female 
patient  committed  suicide  by  hanging ;  the  attendant  in  charge 
of  her  was  very  properly  dismissed  for  neglect  of  duty.  Our 
Board,  in  correspondence,  recommended  additional  regulations  for 
securing  the  safety  of  suicidal  patients  ;  these  have  been  adopted. 

Coroners’  inquests  were  held  upon  the  casualty  and  suicide,  also  jnqUests^ 
upon  the  deaths  of  2  women  who  died  at  night,  no  person  being 
with  either  of  them  at  death.  One  of  these  women  was  an  epileptic, 
sleeping  in  a  single  room  ;  she  is  supposed  to  have  expired  in  a 
fit ;  the  other  had  long  been  very  ill,  but  the  fatal  termination 
was  not  expected  at  the  time  it  occurred,  otherwise  Dr.  Rogers 
would,  we  understand,  have  placed  a  special  attendant  with  the 
patient. 

The  patients  during  inspection  were  generally  quiet  ;  the 
worst-behaved  were  in  the  female  division;  none  however 
0.6 1.  were 
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were  aggressive,  only  noisy  and  intractable  ;  and  these  were, 
for  the  most  part,  lying  down  or  ranging  about  their  airing 
court.  To  all  of  each  sex  who  made  any  complaint  whatsoever, 
we,  as  usual,  gave  a  hearing,  but  no  grievance  was  in  any  way 
substantiated. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  patients  are  Irish,  and  of 
the  lowest  strata  in  the  population  of  Liverpool,  and  these 
contribute  many  to  the  more  excitable  occupants  of  the  wards. 

The  dinners  which  we  saw  were  of  bacon  and  greens  and  of 
beef  and  rice.  About  220  of  both  sexes  dined  in  the  hall.  The 
women  dining  in  No.  17  were  crowded,  and  we  think  that  better 
arrangements  are  necessary  there.  In  many  wards  the  space  for 
taking  meals  is  limited ;  some  relief  in  this  direction  might 
perhaps  be  got  by  using  the  hall  more  frequently.  That  hall  is 
not  used  for  tea  or  breakfast,  except  by  a  few  working  men  at  an 
early  hour  in  the  morning. 

According  to  the  returns  made  to  us,  the  male  patients  usefully 
employed  are  66  per  cent. ;  the  female  patients  working  are  65 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  in  the  asylum.  All  the  patients’ 
clothes  and  shoes  are  made  and  repaired  in  the  shops  here.  The 
ward  cleaners  do  not  appear  to  exceed  45  women  and  30  men. 

The  epileptics  are  43  males,  33  females ;  of  the  former  40,  of 
the  latter  all  are  under  continuous  supervision  at  night,  so  far  as 
the  structure  of  the  asylum  will  permit,  in  special  dormitories. 
Nearly  all  of  the  suicidal  females,  and  about  11  of  the  males 
having  a  like  tendency,  have  also  special  night  supervision,  an 
attendant  sitting  up  with  them.  We  think  it  desirable  that 
between  the  dormitories  for  the  epileptic  and  suicidal  cases,  and 
the  bedrooms  of  the  medical  officers,  there  should  be  some 
rapid  means  of  communication  by  telephone  or  other  electric 
apparatus. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  as  follows  :  25  for  the  male  division, 
22  for  the  female,  for  day  duty,  besides  the  artizans  and  laundry 
maids,  and  the  head  male  attendant  and  matron.  For  night 
duty  there  is  a  head  night  attendant  on  each  side,  and  three 
subordinate  attendants  in  each  division,  respectively  on  duty  in 
the  infirmary  and  dormitories  set  apart  for  the  epileptic  and  for 
the  suicidal.  The  staff  seems  adequate  in  numbers,  when  full ; 
but  just  now  there  are  two  vacancies  for  nurses,  and  only  four 
appear  to  be  on  duty  during  the  day  in  No.  17  Ward,  where  are 
118  patients,  26  of  whom  are  subject,  more  or  less,  to  fits.  The 
tenure  of  their  situations  by  too  many  of  the  attendants  of  each 
sex  is  short,  and  we  learn  from  Dr.  Rogers  that  he  experiences 
some  difficulty  in  procuring  suitable  women  for  nurses,  especially 
in  the  wards  which  the  more  violent  patients  occupy,  in  the 
female  division.  The  initial  rates  of  wages  are  18  l.  per  annum 
for  women,  30  /.  for  men.  The  maximum  payment  for  the  male 
attendants  is  50/.,  for  females  32  /.,  with  uniforms. 

On  making  inquiry  as  to  divine  service,  we  learn  with  regret 
that  the  chaplain  is  disabled  by  illness,  but  his  duties  "’are 
performed  by  other  clergymen  engaged  for  the  purpose.  The 
attendance  last  Sunday  in  chapel  was  125  from  the  male,  119 
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from  the  female  wards ;  not  a  large  number  even  when  the  Appendix  (c.) 
Roman  Catholic  element  is  taken  into  consideration.  - 

We  found  the  wards  in  very  good  order,  and  the  bedding  in  ^ s Turns1 
very  satisfactory  condition ;  it  so  happened  that  the  bedding  (RainMU.) 
was  exposed  for  weekly  inspection  when  we  arrived.  A  word  Wards, 
of  praise  from  us  is  only  right  in  regard  to  the  asylum  grounds- 
These  are  freely  used  by  the  patients,  and  must  be  very  enjoyable 
by  many.  During  our  inspection  we  observed  that  only  5  men 
and  9  women  were  in  bed,  although  there  are  many  infirm  old 
persons,  and  21  male  general  paralytics.  The  patients  under 
medical  treatment  and  so  registered,  are  61  men  and  37  women. 

According  to  the  records  of  the  asylum,  mechanical  restraint  Restraint  and 
has  not  been  resorted  to  ;  but  seclusion  has  been  employed  with  sec*usi°a- 
3  men  on  18  occasions,  for  a  total  of  216  hours,  and  in  the  cases 
of  7  women  on  47  occasions,  for  an  aggregate  of  605  hours. 

We  are  glad  to  notice  various  structural  additions  and  altera-  structural 
tions  which  have  recently  been  made  ;  they  are  great  improve-  Additions,  &c. 
ments,  adding  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients  and  facilitating 
the  management  of  the  asylum.  Among  the  most  important 
have  been  the  much-required  extension  to  the  north  of  the 
central  administrative  department,  the  renovation,  &c.  of  the 
infirmary  wards,  and  the  enlargement  of  Nos.  L0  and  11 
female  wards.  The  addition,  through  that  extension,  of  rooms 
to  the  medical  superintendent’s  house,  has  certainly  increased 
the  privacy  and  comfort  of  his  residence.  We  hope  that  im¬ 
provements  similar  to  those  carried  out  in  the  infirmaries  will  be 
gradually  made  in  other  wards,  and  we  should  be  glad  to  see 
enlargement  of  Nos.  3  &  4  on  the  men’s  side  like  to  that  recently 
made  in  the  women’s  divisions,  thus  giving  suitable  night  super¬ 
vision  of  the  suicidally  disposed  male  patients.  Dr.  Rogers  has 
explained  to  us  a  proposal  which  he  is  desirous  of  carrying  out, 
viz.  :  the  erection  of  small  receiving  wards  for  12  patients  of  each 
sex,  in  connection  with  the  infirmaries.*  We  strongly  approve 
of  the  proposal,  especially  as,  even  after  the  auxiliary  asylum  is 
built,  all  fresh  cases  will  be  admitted  into  the  old  establishment. 

We  hope  that  plans  before  long  will  be  submitted  for  the 
erection  of  these  wards.  Another  addition,  much  needed,  is  the 
extension  of  the  laundry  department  by  the  construction  of 
separate  rooms  for  machinery  and  for  the  washing  of  foul  linen. 

We  have  looked  at  the  buildings  in  course  of  erection,  and 
forming  part  of  the  auxiliary  asylum.  Considerable  progress  is 
exhibited  with  the  central  administrative  offices,  but  the  rest  is 
not  much  advanced.  We  learn  that  nothing  has  yet  been  done 
towards  sinking  the  well  for  the  water  supply  of  the  auxiliary 
asylum,  nor  have  the  plans  for  the  construction  and  ventilation 
of  the  main  drains,  and  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage,  been  yet 
prepared.  It  is  in  our  opinion  important  that  no  further  delay 
should  take  place  as  regards  either  of  ihese  matters. 
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Lancashire  Asylums. — 3.  Prestwich. 

16  March  1882. 

We  may  begin  our  report  of  the  result  of  our  annual  inspec¬ 
tion  of  this  Asylum,  commenced  on  the  14th  inst.,  by  expressing 
a  highly  favourable  opinion  of  its  present  condition  and  efficiency. 
We  have  remarked  improvement  in  many  wards,  the  comfort  and 
cheerfulness  of  which  have  been  enhanced  by  further  decoration 
and  additional  objects  of  interest;  while  the  neatness  and  clean- 
liness  of  all,  leave  nothing  to  desire.  This  asylum  is  probably, 
in  the  way  of  ward  decoration  and  embellishment,  in  advance  of 
most,  if  not  all,  other  English  asylums.  The  outlay  on  this  has 
been  moderate,  for  much  has  been  done  by  patients5  labour,  and 
we  can  bear  testimony  to  the  value  of  the  work  as  a  remedial 
agent,  and  as  a  means  of  tranquillizing  even  the  most  violent 
among  the  inmates.  We  have  had  the  ojDportunity,  too,  of 
observing  the  soothing  and  reassuring  effect  of  cheerful  and 
pleasant  surroundings  on  the  patients  newly  admitted,  of  whom 
there  were  several  during  our  inspection. 

The  patients,  almost  universally,  were  quiet  and  orderly  during 
our  visit.  Very  little  discontent  was  manifested,  except  at  the 
continued  detention  in  the  asylum,  and  we  did  not  detect  any 
legitimate  ground  of  complaint.  We  are  satisfied  with  the  state 
of  the  patients’  dress,  and  with  the  personal  condition  of  most. 
Some  men  were  untidy,  and  possibly  an  improvement  in  this 
respect  might  be  effected.  No  patient  was  wearing  an  excep¬ 
tionally  strong  dress. 

We  saw,  on  each  of  the  two  preceding  days,  the  dining  halls 
of  either  division  filled  with  patients  at  dinner.  The  fare  seemed 
to  give  satisfaction,  and  the  conduct  of  the  patients  was  good. 

Turning  now  to  the  usual  statistics,  we  find  that  the  present 
number  of  patients  on  the  books  is  1,219,  542  being  males,  and 
677  being  females.  There  is  an  increase  therefore  of*  27  patients 
over  the  number  at  the  visit  paid  by  our  Colleagues  on  the  25th 
of  March  of  last  year;  and  a  considerable  excess  of  the  number 
who  can  be  properly  accommodated.  The  consequent  over¬ 
crowding  cannot,  we  fear,  be  sensibly  diminished  before  the 
completion  of  the  Annexe,  to  which  we  shall  presently  refer.  It 
would  be  greater,  were  it  not  that  here,  as  at  the  other  asylums 
of  this  county,  epileptic  and  general  paralytic  patients  are,  for 
the  time,  refused  admission. 

Since  the  last  visit,  180  males  and  233  females,  making  a  total 
of  413  patients,  have  been  admitted;  67  males  and  109  females 
have  been  discharged,  and  22  males  and  29  females  have  died. 
Of  the  patients  discharged  176  are  recorded  as  “recovered,”  158 
as  “  relieved,”  and  1  as  “  not  improved,”  and  135  of  the  two 
latter  classes  were  discharged  to  workhouses. 

The  deaths  were  few  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  patients 
treated,  and  were  due  to  ordinary  causes,  which  in  41  instances 
were  verified  or  ascertained  by  post-mortem  examination.  The 
asylum  has  been  free  from  epidemics.  A  few  isolated  cases  of 
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erysipelas  and  one  of  measles  (which  the  patient  had  on  admis-  Appendix  (c.) 

sion)  occurred,  and  one  patient  was  received  with  fractured  ribs.  - ' 

d-he  ratio  of  recoveries  to  admissions  in  1881  was  45*25  per  ^ancasllJre 
cent,  of  both  sexes,  and  the  deathrate  5*1  per  cent,  of  the  average  (Prestwi*ch.) 
number  resident ;  but  these  rates  have  doubtless  been  seriously 
affected  by  the  refusal  to  receive  patients  suffering  from  epilepsy 
and  general  paralysis. 

The  present  weekly  charge  per  head  is  7  s.  7  d.,  the  weekly  Rates  of 
cost,  85.  6f  d.  The  difference  is  paid  out  of  a  present  balance  maintenance 
felt  to  be  unnecessarily  large.  charge. 

The  bodily  health  of  the  patients  is  at  present  satisfactory  on  General 
the  whole.  Under  medical  treatment  are  19  males  and  27  health, 
females.  ^The  number  of  patients  confined  to  bed  is  not  large. 

\\  e  fine,  no  record  of  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint,  and  but  Restraint  and 
/  patients,  1  male  and  6  females,  have  been  secluded,  the  male  seclusion, 
on  two,  and  the  females  on  1 1  occasions,  and  for  a  total  duration, 
m  all,  of  81}  hours. 

e  have  not  omitted  the  usual  inquiries  into  the  general  Occupations, 
system  of  treatment  and  management  followed  here.  The  useful  Divine  Service, 
employment  of  the  patients  is  largely  promoted,  and  we  learn  ^Exerdse! 
irom  the  iccords  that  about  i 5  per  cent,  of  each  sex  are  daily 
occupied  in  some  description  of  useful  work.  In  addition  to 
keeping  up  the  stock  for  the  existing  asylum,  we  find  that  all  the 
necessary  clothing  and  shoes,  and  much  of  the  furniture  for  the 
Annexe  have  been  made  here.  The  attendance  at  divine  service. 

Church  oi  England  and  Roman  Catholic,  is  much  the  same  as 
reported  in  the  last  entry,  as  is  also  that  at  the  associated  enter¬ 
tainments,  which  are  of  the  usual  frequency.  As  regards  the 
exercise  of  the  patients,  we  think  there  is  room  for  improvement. 

Eighty  men  or  thereabouts  take  walks  beyond  the  asylum  estate 
weekly;  and^  the  patients  (exclusive  of  men  employed  on  the 
land)  who  daily  walk  beyond  the  airing-courts,  are  about  50  men 
and  120  women.  We  should  hope  that  when  the  roads  and  walks 
in  connection  with  the  Annexe  are  formed,  these  numbers  will  be 
considerably  increased. 

The  present  staff  of  attendants  appears  to  be  respectable  and  Attendants, 
efficient,  and  to  be  of  adequate  strength.  We  give  the  rates  of 
wages.  Male  attendants  enter  at  30  7.  a  year  ;  at  the  end  of  six 
months  receive  35  l.  a  year,  with  an  annual  increase  of  1  7.  up  to 
50  7.  Female  nurses  begin  at  18  7.  10  s.  a  year  wages,  which  at 
the  end  of  six  months  are  increased  to  20  7.,  and  advance  by  1  7.  a 
year  to  30  7.  Charge  attendants  on  the  male  side  have  10  7.,  on 
the  female  side,  5  7.  per  annum  extra.  The  night  attendants 
have  additions  of  5  7.  and  3  7.  respectively.  These  attendants  are 
six  for  the  male,  and  eight  for  the  female,  division,  with  in  each 
case  a  superintendent  night-watch. 

The  structural  improvements  and  additions  which  we  have  to  Structural 
mention  include  new  gas  works ;  additions  to  the  day -rooms  of  additions, 
wards  2  and  3  in  each  division,  which  greatly  add  to  the  comfort  aild 

of  those  wards  ;  a  new  boiler  house  ;  a  new  entrance  lodge  near  imre 
the  Prestwich  Road  ;  an  addition  to  the  day  space  of  Ao."l  ward  /  A 
on  the  male  side,  now  occupied  by  women,  which  will  be  unsafe 
O.61.  A  A 
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as  a  place  to  smoke  in,  and  the  asphalting  of  walks  in  the  grounds. 
Works  requiring  early  attention  are  the  removal  of  the  piggeries, 
and  the  entire  reconstruction  of  the  workshops,  and  improvement 
of  the  laundry  which  is  now  too  small.  The  acquisition  of  the 
land  between  the  asylum  and  the  Prestwich  Road  will  allow  of 
an  important  addition,  to  the  male  airing  grounds. 

We  have  fully  inspected  the  Annexe  or  auxiliary  Asylum  now 
in  progress.  A  considerable  amount  of  internal  work  remains 
to  be  done,  and  we  do  not  suppose  the  wards  will  be  ready  for 
the  reception  of  patients  for  another  year.  The  exterior  is  of 
course  in  a  very  rough  state,  and  large  quantities  of  soil  will 
have  to  be  removed  before  the  yards  and  grounds  can  be  laid 
out.  At  present  this  is  going  on  and  a  new  road  from  the 
parent  Asylum  is  being  formed  ;  but  we  think  the  removal  of  soil 
should  be  undertaken  in  a  more  systematic  fashion,  and  with  a 
stronger  force.  It  should  not  be  left  to  be  done  after  the  asylum 
is  occupied ;  for  it  is  most  requisite  that  proper  airing  grounds 
should  at  once  be  available. 

We  think  the  Annexe  promises  to  be  convenient  and  well 
suited  to  its  purpose.  The  details  we  do  not  refer  to?  feeling 
that  they  may  be  left  with  confidence  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Ley, 
but  we  would  suggest  the  necessity  of  great  care  in  arranging 
the  drainage  and  ventilation.  It  seems  to  us  that  there  should 
be  separate  systems  of  drains  for  storm  and  surface  water,  and 
for  the  waste  water  of  the  asylum,  even  though  earth,  and  not 
water,  closets,  are  adopted. 


Lancashire  Asylums— 4.  Whittingham. 

28  March  1882. 

Lancashire  The  annual  inspection  of  this  Asylum,  which  has  occupied  us 

Asylums.  during  two  preceding  days,  having  been  brought  to  a  conclusion 

(Whittingbam.)  we  are  g]ac]  ^-0  commence  this  entry  by  expressing  our 

satisfaction  with  its  present  condition,  and  with  the  promise  of 
further  improvement,  which  we  find  in  the  able  and  intelligent 
management  of  Dr.  Wallis,  supported,  as  it  is,  by  the  Committee 
of  Visitors.  A  good  deal  of  work  has  yet  to  be  done  both  in 
connection  with  the  present  Asylum  and  with  the  Annexe  or 
auxiliary  asylum,  which  approaches  completion,  but  we  have 
every  reason  to  expect  that  the  finished  asylum  will  be  satisfac¬ 
tory  and  workable. 

One  block  of  the  Annexe  has  been  occupied  since  the  visit  of 
our  Colleagues  in  April  of  last  year,  and  in  it  are  lodged  about 
150  men.  Another  block  will  shortly  be  fit  for  use,  and  to  it  the 
men  will  be  transferred,  when  the  ward  now  occupied  by  them 
will  be  available  for  female  patients,  and  the  overcrowding  of  the 
female  division  will  be  relieved. 

We  found  all  the  wards  in  the  parent  asylum  in  good  order, 
bright,  and  comfortable.  They  were,  too,  free  from  bad  smells, 
nor  did  we  perceive  any  annoyance  of  this  description  from  the 
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earth  closets,  an  immunity  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  constant  atten-  -Appendix  (C.) 
tion  paid  to  them.  We  examined  the  dormitories  and  found  T  ~Y . 

them  clean,  and  the  bedding  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  Asyl'ums.^ 

The  occupied  block  of  the  Annexe  is,  of  course,  as  yet  (Whittingham.) 
undecorated,  but  it  is  fairly  furnished,  and  is  not  uncomfortable. 

TV  e  understand  that  furniture  for  most  of  the  other  blocks  is 
ready,  and  that  clothing  for  a  large  number  of  jjatients  has  been 
prepared,  so  that  other  wards  may  speedily  be  brought  into  use. 

The  formation  of  the  grounds  is  in  progress,  but  much  labour 
must  yet  be  bestowed  on  it. 

Besides  the  progress  in  the  Annexe,  other  structural  additions  Additions, 
have  been  carried  out  since  the  last  visit.  We  may  notice  the 
following :  A  chaplain’s  house  has  been  built  ;  new  piggeries, 
shippon,  stables,  slaughter-house  and  meat  store,  a  new  bakery, 
additions  to  the  laundry  and  to  the  gasworks,  and  sundry  enlarge¬ 
ments  of  existing  buildings,  have  been  erected  or  made.  We 
find  also  that,  the  heating  apparatus  (by  hot  water)  in  both 
Asylums  has  been  completed,  anew  cooking  range  and  gas-stove 
for  the  general  kitchen  have  been  provided,  and  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  furniture  of  the  wards,  while  a  third  of  the 
parent  asylum  has  been  repainted.  Outside  the  building,  a  large 
part  of  the  pleasure  grounds  has  been  laid  out  and  made  ready 
for  planting.  Some  male  and  female  airing  courts  have  been 
enclosed  and  planted  with  shrubs,  and  an  additional  area  of 
ground  has  been  prepared  for  irrigation  with  sewage. 

A  new  mortuary  is  also  in  course  of  erection.  The  new  bakery 
.appears  to  answer  well,  but  in  view  of  the  larger  supply  of  bread 
which  will  be  required  when  the  Annexe  is  full,  it  would  have 
been  better,  we  think,  to  have  provided  a  larger  dough-kneading 
machine. 

Having  regard  to  the  large  population  which  will  be  assembled 
here,  we  think  that  provision  should  be  made  by  the  erection  of  a 
small  detached  hospital,  for  the  proper  treatment  of  infectious 
diseases  should  any  occur.  There  has,  in  fact,  been  a  recent  out- 
break  of  scarlet  fever,  which,  though  it  attacked  only  one  patient, 
prevailed  to  a  considerable  extent  among  the  families  of  married 
attendants  living  in  the  cottages  on  the  Asylum  estate.  It  was 
fortunately  possible  to  isolate  the  patient  attacked  in  a  part  of  the 
Annexe,  but  of  course  this  means  of  isolation  will  not  always  be 
available. 

We  also  desire  to  recommend  the  following  matters  to  the 
Committee  — (1.)  The  provision  of  a  greenhouse  of  sufficient 
size  for  the  supply  of  flowering  plants  for  wards  and  gardens; 

(2.)  Clocks  for  all  the  wards;  (3.)  The  enclosing  of  the  gas¬ 
works  and  workshops,  and  formation  of  proper  yards ;  (4.)  The 
erection  of  a  shed  for  the  storage  of  coke  and  coal,  and  (5.)  A 
better  supply  of  books,  newspapers,  and  periodicals  for  the  use  of 
patients  and  attendants. 

There  are  to-day  in  the  Asylum  610  male  and  757  female  Statistics, 
patients,  making  a  total  of  1,367.  Since  6th  April  1881,  when 
our  Colleagues  completed  their  inspection,  212  males  and  131 
females  have  been  admitted ;  126  patients  have  been  discharged; 
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102  on  recovery,  and  130  have  died.  Fifty-four  of  the  patients 
admitted  were,  in  fact,  transferred  from  other  Asylums,  or  from 
Haydock  Lodge.  Among  the  patients  received  there  was  a  larger 
proportion  than  usual  of  an  unfavourable  type,  and  several  chronic 
cases  who  had  been  discharged  from  Prestwich  Asylum  to  work- 
houses,  including,  among  these,  some  general  paralytics,  and  who, 
being  found  unmanageable  there,  have  been  sent  to  this  Asylum 
under  fresh  orders  and  certificates.  Owing,  no  doubt,  in  some 
degree,  to  this  circumstance,  the  recovery  rate  for  1881,  viz.,  26 
per  cent,  of  the  number  of  admissions,  was  lower  than  it  had 
been  in  previous  years. 

The  mortality  of  1881,  agreeing  pretty  nearly  with  the  rate 
which  has  prevailed  since  the  last  visit  of  Commissioners,  was 
9T5  of  the  average  daily  number  resident.  The  chief  causes  of 
death  have  been  (1.)  General  paralysis,  38  cases  ;  (2.)  Epilepsy 
and  various  forms  of  chronic  brain  disease,  24  cases ;  (3.)  Pul¬ 
monary  consumption,  34  cases ;  and  other  forms  of  lung  disease 
and  disease  of  the  heart,  20  cases. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  99  cases.  There 
were  coroners’  inquests  in  two  instances ;  the  first  was  that 
of  a  man  who  had  escaped,  and  was  killed  on  the  railway, 
near  Wigan.  His  death  was  considered  by  the  jury  to  be  suicide, 
but  on  review  of  all  the  circumstances,  the  medical  superinten¬ 
dent  is  of  opinion  that  it  was  due  to  accident.  In  the  second 
instance  the  death  of  the  patient,  a  male,  was  due  to  obstruction 
and  perforation  of  the  intestines,  caused  by  a  piece  of  wire  and 
other  substances  swallowed  by  him,  but  not  with  suicidal  intent. 
These  cases  were  duly  reported  to  our  Board. 

Among  recent  admissions  is  a  man  named  J.  W.,  received 
here  on  the  13th  instant  from  Preston  Prison  by  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  suffering  from  mania  and  general 
paralysis,  and  having  well-marked  delusions.  He  complained  to 
us  of  having  been  flogged  in  Lancaster  Castle  after  his  convic¬ 
tion  at  Lancaster  on  2nd  January,  and  the  marks  on  his  back, 
now  becoming  faint,  show  that  his  story  is  true.  We  can  only 
suppose  that  the  prison  surgeon  failed  to  recognise  the  man’s 
insanity,  some  of  the  characteristics  of  which  are  now,  and  no 
doubt  were  then,  dirty  and  destructive  habits. 

Among  the  inmates  now  resident,  there  are  247  epileptics  and 
58  general  paralytics,  and  58  of  both  sexes  are  considered  to  be 
actively  suicidal.  A  large  number  of  patients  are  in  feeble 
health,  but  only  30  men  and  38  women  were,  last  week,  actually 
taking  medicine.  We  found  23  men  and  17  women  in  bed,  and 
1  woman  in  seclusion  in  a  padded  room. 

Since  the  last  visit,  two  patients  of  each  sex  are  recorded  as 
having  been  restrained  by  locked  gloves  for  surgical  reasons  ;  the 
men  for  a  total  of  460  hours,  and  the  woman  for  599  hours.  One 
man  and  2  women  were  similarly  restrained  to  prevent  self- 
injury,  the  man  for  12  hours,  the  women  for  1,315  hours. 
Another  woman  was  also  gloved  for  2,085  hours  owing  to  de¬ 
structive  habits. 

Seclusion  appears  to  have  been  somewhat  largely  employed, 
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31  men  and  58  women  having  been  thus  treated,  the  former  on  Appendix  (C.) 
146  occasions  and  for  a  total  duration  of  1,427  hours,  and  the  “TT 
latter  on  307  occasions  and  for  2,592  hours.  Of  the  patients  Asylums^ 
secluded,  39  were  epileptics.  (Whittingliam,) 

All  the  patients  were  seen  by  us,  none  being  absent.  Their  Seclusion, 
demeanour  was  satisfactory,  and  we  found  the  wards  quiet,  and 
the  inmates  generally  very  free  from  excitement.  We  were 
satisfied  as  to  their  dress,  and  we  may  mention  as  a  creditable 
feature  in  the  management  that  no  patient  was  wearing  an 
exceptionally  strong  dress. 

The  dinners  provided  for  the  patients  on  two  days  of  our  visit  Dinners, 
came  under  our  notice,  and  we  thought  them  good  and  liberal. 

Beer  is  now  given  to  only  about  one-half  the  patients,  and  those 
chiefly  the  workers.  The  remainder  have  tea  or  milk  as  their 
beverage  at  dinner,  principally  the  former.  No  complaints  on 
this  score  were  made  to  us. 

Returns  have  been  furnished  to  us  showing  the  general  treat- 
ment  of  the  patients.  We  should  wish  to  see  a  more  extensive 
use  of  exercise  beyond  the  airing-courts,  to  which  are  confined  for 
exercise  nearly  600  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes.  When  the 
grounds  are  more  formed,  we  trust  this  number  will  be  greatly 
diminished. 

The  last  associated  entertainment  brought  together  459  patients  Amusement, 
of  both  sexes.  The  hall  does  not,  we  understand,  accommodate  a 
much  larger  number,  and  in  the  absence  of  a  recreation  hall  at 
the  Annexe,  their  will  doubtless  be  some  difficulty  in  providing 
amusement  for  a  due  proportion  of  the  whole  increased  popula¬ 
tion. 

The  Church  of  England  service  last  Sunday  was  attended  by  Divine  Service, 
some  430  patients  in  the  afternoon,  the  larger  of  the  two  attend¬ 
ances.  At  the  Roman  Catholic  service  219  patients  were 
present.  There  are  445  patients  of  this  faith  now  in  the  asylum. 

Employment  of  the  usual  description  is  found  for  350  men  and  Employment. 
430  women,  136  men  working  at  the  farm  or  on  the  land. 

We  have  been  favourably  impressed  by  the  present  staff  of  Staff  of 
attendants  in  both  divisions.  In  the  male  division  there  are,  attendant3* 
including  head  attendants  and  artizans,  67,  but  seveu  of  these 
are  the  female  nurses  for  the  infirmary,  and  on  the  female  side, 
also  including  head  nurses  and  laundry  maids,  there  are  61. 

These  are  for  day  duty,  and  they  appear  to  be  numerically  suffi¬ 
cient.  For  night  duty  there  is  an  inspector  and  three  ordinary 
male  attendants  on  the  male  side,  with  a  woman  in  the  infirmary; 
and  an  inspector  and  six  ordinary  attendants  on  the  female  side. 

The  wages  are  for  the  second  class;  male,  30/.  to  35/.; 
female,  18/.  to  20  /. ;  first  class,  male,  35  /.  to  40  /. ;  female,  20  /. 
to  22  /.,  with  extra  wages  for  those  in  charge  of  wards.  The  ad¬ 
vance  is  not  fixed,  but  is  in  the  discretion  of  the  superintendent. 

Of  the  entire  staff’ of  139  persons,  88  have  been  over  12  months 
in  the  service  ot  the  asylum. 

We  have  examined  and  signed  the  various  books  and  registers. 

As  to  the  manner  in  which  the  case-books  are  kept  by  the  assist¬ 
ant  medical  officers,  which  was  the  subject  of  unfavourable  com- 
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ment  in  the  last  entry,  we  observe  that  the  entries  are  now  duly 
made  as  regards  frequency,  but  they  still,  as  a  rule,  are  meagre,, 
and  not  in  sufficient  detail. 

Before  leaving  we  had  the  opportunity  of  hearing  a  very 
promising  orchestral  band  of  30  performers  selected  from  among 
the  officers  and  attendants,  whose  services  will  be  most  valuable 
in  providing  for  the  entertainment  of  the  patients. 


Leicestershire  and  Rutland  Asylum. 

25  July  1882. 

The  names  of  471  patients  appear  to-day  as  composing  the 
present  insane  population  of  the  Asylum.  Of  these  42,  17  males 
and  25  females,  are  of  the  private  class,  benefiting  by  the 
charity  ;  and  429,  222  males  and  207  females,  are  paupers.  The 
total  number  remains  as  nearly  as  possible  the  same  as  at  the 
Commissioners’  visits  in  1880  and  1881,  but  is  9  in  excess  of  that 
at  the  visit  in  1879.  Dr.  Higgins  informs  us  that  he  estimates 
the  vacant  accommodation  as  sufficient  for  25  additional  cases  in 
all.  In  these  circumstances  the  question  of  removing  the  Asylum 
from  its  present  site  appears  to  remain  in  abeyance.  Since  our 
Colleagues  on  the  5th  May  1881  visited  this  Asylum,  3  males  and 
5  females  of  the  private,  and  57  males  and  60  females  of  the 
pauper  class,  have  been  admitted;  2  males  and  8  females  of  the 
former  class,  and  30  males  and  47  female  paupers,  have  been  dis¬ 
charged ;  and  of  both  classes,  28  males  and  15  females,  have 
died. 

In  30  instances  post-mortem  examinations  were  made.  The 
assigned  causes  of  the  deaths  do  not,  except  in  two  cases,  call  for 
much  remark.  Pneumonia  was  the  most  fatal,  having  caused 
10  deaths. 

Two  coroners’  inquests  were  held.  One  of  these  was  in  the 
case  of  a  suicide,  a  woman,  8.  S  ,  having  cut  her  throat  not  long 
after  admission,  with  a  carving  knife  which  she  obtained  from  an 
unlocked  cupboard.  The  verdict  was,  in  substance,  suicide  while 
of  unsound  mind.  The  risk  of  a  similar  occurrence  is  now  better 
guarded  against  by  the  provision  of  knife  boxes  with  spring 
locks,  in  which  all  knives  are  placed  when  out  of  use.  In  the 
other  case  of  inquest,  the  verdict  was  died  from  heart  disease.” 
No  serious,  but  not  fatal,  casualty  appears  to  have  occurred  since 
the  last  visit,  nor  any  case  of  infectious  disorder. 

During  the  year  1881  the  rate  of  mortality  was  slightly  under 
10  per  cent,  of  the  average  daily  number  resident. 

Continuing  the  usual  statistics,  we  find  that  seclusion  has  been 
resorted  to  in  the  cases  of  5  male  and  11  female  patients,  the 
former  on  6,  the  latter  on  11,  occasions,  and  for,  as  to  the  males, 
25,  and  as  to  the  females,  16  hours  duration  in  all.  There  is  no 
use  of  mechanical  restraint  recorded. 
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The  males  usefully  employed  are  82  in  number,  and  the  females.  Appendix  (C.) 
76.  These  numbers  represent  only  34  and  33  per  cent,  respec-  Leicestershire 
lively  of  the  totals  of  the  sexes,  and  compare  unfavourably  with  and  Rutland 
the  results  obtained  in  many  other  asylums.  We  trust  that  every  Asylum, 
effort  will  be  made  to  increase  the  amount  of  occupation,  especially  Employment 
out-door,  for  the  males. 

The  number  of  both  sexes  usually  meeting  at  the  associated  Amusement, 
entertainments  is  stated  to  be  90.  Here  again  there  is  room  for 
increase. 

Divine  Service  in  the  Chapel  last  Sunday  was  attended  by  Divine  Service, 
234  patients.  If  all  idea  of  removing  the  Asylum  is  relinquished, 
the  question  of  building  a  detached  chapel  of  greater  capacity, 
and  adding  the  existing  chapel  to  the  recreation  room,  will  be 
worthy  of  consideration. 

We  are  informed  that  90  men  and  60  women  are  taken  from 
time  to  time  beyond  the  Asylum  grounds  for  exercise,  but  that 
about  50  males  .and  70  women  do  not  go  beyond  the  airing-courts. 

We  desire  here  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the 
airing-court  of  No.  2  female  ward,  where  the  most  troublesome 
cases  are  placed.  It  is  very  confined  and  dreary,  and  calculated 
to  increase,  rather  than  allay,  excitement.  Some  improvement 
in  it  is  much  needed  ;  and  we  have  also  suggested  to  Dr.  Higgins 
to  try  the  experiment  of  taking  even  the  worst  inmates  into  the 
front  grounds.  Of  46  inmates  of  this  ward,  some  30  at  least 
never  go  beyond  the  airing-courts.  The  bodily  health  of  the 
patients  at  present  seems  to  be  good.  Only  4  in  all  were  in  bed 
at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and  10  males  and  11  females  are  under 
medical  treatment. 

Accompanied  by  Dr.  Higgins  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Holds- 
worth,  we  have  to-day  inspected  all  parts  of  the  Asylum,  and  have 
seen  all  the  patients  except  4  males  and  a  female  on  leave,  and  a 
male  criminal  patient  who  had  escaped. 

The  demeanour  of  both  sexes  was  quiet  and  orderly,  and  very 
generally  free  from  excitement,  and  we  had  few  complaints  under 
any  head.  Some  of  course  appealed  for  discharge,  but  generally 
we  observed  much  contentment. 

We  were,  on  the  whole,  satisfied  with  the  dress  of  both  men  Clothing, 
and  women,  though,  of  the  latter,  some  few  in  No.  2  were  wearing 
exceptionally  strong  dresses,  a  thing  to  oe  avoided  if  possible, 
and  a  few  others  were  untidy. 

The  bedding  was  clean,  but  there  are  still  too  many  flock  beds, 
and  it  struck  us  that  the  dormitories  of  the  detached  wooden 
building  were  rather  too  full  of  patients. 

The  staff  of  attendants  has  been  increased  -by  two  for  each  Staff  of 
division  since  the  last  visit,  and  there  are  now,  including  three  attendants, 
night  attendants  on  each  side,  16  male  and  23  female  attendants 
on  duty.  The  present  staff  seems  to  be  composed  of  respectable 
persons.  We  have  examined  the  scale  of  wages,  and  we  think 
that  the  initial  rate  for  nurses,  viz.,  14  /.  a  year,  is  too  low.  We 
learn  that  three  male  and  six  female  attendants  now  here,  have 
been  less  than  12  months  in  the  service. 

A  good  deal  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  structural  improve- 
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ment  since  our  Colleagues  were  last  here.  The  new  water-closet 
blocks  have  been  completed,  and  every  ward  has  now  good  and 
well-ventilated  closets.  A  sorting  and  mending  room  for  the 
clean  linen  has  been  built,  and  the  laundry  buildings  have  been 
in  other  respects  much  improved.  The  internal  hydrants  have 
been  lowered  and  made  more  convenient,  and  all  the  boxes  fitted 
with  the  same  pattern  of  key  ;  increased  water  supply  has  been 
provided  for  the  wards,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  cleaning, 
appering,  and  decoration  has  been  carried  out  throughout  the 
asylum.  The  result  of  all  this  is  very  satisfactory,  and  enables 
us  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  condition  of  the  wards.  The 
bathing  accommodation,  however,  is  somewhat  deficient.  The 
existing  baths  may  doubtless,  be  improved,  but  it  may  be  worth 
considering  whether  the  erection  of  general  bath  rooms  will  not 
be  advisable. 

We  would  suggest,  too,  a  better  supply  of  flowering  and  other 
plants  for  the  wards. 

The  present  maintenance  rate  for  the  pauper  patients  is 
8  s.  6  d.  per  week.  The  charges  for  those  on  the  charity  are 
about  the  same  as  those  given  in  the  last  entry. 


Lincolnshire  Asylum. 

31  October  1882. 

This  Asylum  is  practically  full,  and  indeed  beds  are  placed  in 
what  was  originally  a  gallery,  to  be  used  as  day  space.  Seven 
Lincolnshire  cases  are  now  at  the  Asylum  at  Wadsley,  of  course 
received  at  rates  higher  than  would  be  payable  here  for  them. 
The  time  has  certainly  arrived  when  further  additions  to  this 
Asylum  should  be  considered  by  the  Committee.  As  there  is  a 
dearth  of  accommodation  for  patients  of  the  lower  middle  class 
in  this  country,  and  as  the  knowledge  is  diffused  of  the  good 
treatment  which  prevails  in  county  asylums,  and  as  the  population 
increases,  no  abatement  of  demand  for  beds  here  can  be  antici¬ 
pated  ;  quite  the  contrary  ;  and  we  trust  that  the  Committee 
will  agree  with  us  that  prompt  action  is  necessary.  The  patients 
in  this  asylum  are  now  674  upon  the  books;  four  are  out  on  pro¬ 
bation,  one  escaped  two  years  ago,  committed  a  crime,  and  was 
sent,  under  the  warrant  of  the  Home  Secretary,  to  Suffolk  Asy¬ 
lum  ;  permission  to  erase  his  name  here  should,  we  think,  be 
sought  from  the"  Home  Office.  Dr.  Palmer,  as  medical  super¬ 
intendent,  has  but  one  assistant  medical  officer.  We  advise  the 
appointment  of  a  second  junior  medical  officer ;  it  appears  to  us 
that  the  number  of  patients  exceeds  that  which  can  be  properly 
cared  for  by  the  present  staff;  as,  subordinate  to  the  super¬ 
intendent,  his  junior  should  daily  visit  and  be  well  acquainted 
with  the  care  of  every  patient,  man  and  woman,  now  in  the 
building. 
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The  admissions  since  our  Colleagues’ visit,  nearly  12  months  Appendix  (0.) 
ago,  have  been  100  of  males,  1 18  of  females.  Of  these,  77  were  ~ 

re-admissions,  including  nine  men  and  39  women,  brought  back  Lincolnshire 
from  Wadsley  Asylum.  Sixty-nine  cases  have  been  discharged  Statigtics 
upon  recovery,  besides  19  other  patients.  The  deaths  have  been  b 
37  in  the  men’s  division,  32  on  the  women’s  side. 

In  every  case  where  the  relatives  did  not  object,  the  bodies  Post-mortem 
of  the  deceased  were  made  the  subjects  of  post-mortem  exami-  examinations, 
nation  ;  the  opportunity  is  given  to  relatives  to  object  in  all  cases 
where  it  is  not  requisite  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  death,  when  the 
coroner’s  authority  is  obtained  for  the  examination.  There  has 
been  no  inquest.  The  causes  of  death  are  thus  classified  34 
brain  disease;  16  thoracic;  5  abdominal;  14  general  disease  ; 
senile  decay  accounts  for  13  of  the  last  class;  phthisis  carried  off 
10  patients,  and  general  paralysis  9.  There  has  been  no 
epidemic,  fortunately  ;  for  the  means  of  isolating  any  attacked  are 
insufficient.  A  small  detached  hospital  would  be  very  desirable. 

In  the  course  of  our  inspection  we  found  13  men  and  17 
women  in  bed,  a  few  suffering  from  diarrhoea,  but  the  water 
supply  and  sewage  system  seem  to  be  excellent,  and  this  disorder 
may  be  due  to  change  of  weather  and  senile  infirmity.  It  being 
a  wet  day  -when  we  were  in  the  wards,  the  patients  were  most 
of  them  indoors.  The  wards  were  warm  enough,  but  we  noticed 
that  the  females  still  wore,  all  except  the  elderly,  cotton  dresses  ;  Condition  of 
these  dresses  are  not,  wre  understand,  changed  for  woollen  in  Patients- 
cold  weather,  but  more  under-garments  are  in  winter  supplied  ; 
this  omission  of  change  we  are  disposed  to  regret.  In  both 
divisions  there  was  general  tranquillity.  On  the  men’s  side  two 
males  were,  however,  noisy  and  violent ;  these  were  in  seclusion. 

Complaints  were  few,  and  none  were  supported  by  even  plausible 
statements ;  one  of  the  complainants  was  a  man  named  H. ; 
he  was,  among  the  rest,  listened  to,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  he  is  the  subject  of  many  delusions  which  invalidate  his 
alleged  grievances. 

The  epileptics  are  upwards  of  30  in  each  division ;  the  more  Epileptic  and 
quiet  of  this  class  and  the  suicidally  disposed  patients  are  under  patients, 
continuous  night  supervision  by  one  attendant,  and  the  more 
noisy  of  the  epileptics  by  another,  in  each  division.  These 
attendants  relieve  each  other  every  two  hours ;  one  is  on  the 
move  among  those  of  whom  he  has  charge;  the  other  is  stationary 
in  the  special  ward,  which  is  admirably  contrived  for  general 
supervision.  The  idiotic  are  wisely  separated  as  much  as  possible 
from  the  lunatic  patients. 

We,  of  course,  visited  all  the  wards,  and  can  speak  most 
favourably  of  their  order,  cleanliness,  and  perfect  ventilation. 

The  decoration  is  scanty,  but  substantial  comfort  is  not  over¬ 
looked,  and  the  means  of  amusement  seem,  to  be  fairly  sufficient, 
taking  into  consideration  how  many  of  the  cases  are  absolutely 
demented.  No  one  was  in  restraint  in  either  division  when  we 
were  in  the  wards.  Many  women  were  using  their  needles,  and 
some  of  the  men  also  amusing  themselves  in  a  rational  way. 

According  to  the  medical  records,  12  of  each  sex  are  under  Seclusion, 
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treatment  for  bodily  disorders,  and  16  men  have  been  secluded. 
One  hundred  and  twenty  days  is  the  aggregate  of  male  seclu¬ 
sion.  A  man  named  D.  (having  a  homicidal  propensity,  and 
maniacal  when  we  saw  him  yesterday  in  seclusion)  was  secluded 
for  85  of  the  120  days.  Twenty  women  have  been  treated  in 
the  same  way  ;  the  total  of  their  seclusion  was  46 J  days. 

The  condition  of  the  patients’  clothing  was  satisfactory  at  the 
time  of  our  inspection,  and  the  bedding  which  we  examined  was 
clean  and  sufficient  in  quantity ;  a  few,  however,  of  the  sheets  in 
the  male  division  are  worn  out  and  should  be  replaced  by  new. 
The  removal  of  the  patients’  clothes  from  every  dormitory  at 
night  is  a  good  practice  in  this  asylum,  obviating  any  bad  smell 
which  might  arise  from  their  proximity. 

The  recreation  hall  is  not  what  it  should  be  where  an  Asylum 
accommodates  so  many  patients  as  are  here.  Of  the  whole 
number  (674)  it  appears  that  only  from  70  to  80  of  each  sex  can 
be  entertained  in  it  together.  About  the  same  numbers  take 
country  walks  on  Sundays.  We  believe  that  more  would  be 
cheered  by  associated  entertainments,  and  that  extended  exercise 
should  be  more  liberally  allowed,  especially  to  the  women. 

Excluding  those  engaged  more  or  less  in  ward-cleaning  (there 
are  reported  to  be  112  on  the  male  side,  and  more  in  the  female 
division),  the  men  employed  usefully  are  84,  the  women  in  con¬ 
siderably  larger  numbers ;  needlework  occupies  a  fair  proportion 
of  the  females,  the  laundry  12,  the  kitchen  12.  At  present  the 
laundry  has  met  the  calls  upon  it,  but  it  looks  small  for  the 
Asylum  as  it  now  is,  and  any  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
will,  we  think,  be  felt  in  this  department. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  adequate,  if  the  patients  be  usually 
as  quiet  as  they  were  yesterday  ;  but  every  man  and  woman,  we 
believe,  was  on  duty,  and  holidays  and  occasional  sickness  must 
be  considered.  The  night  attendants  are  three  on  each  side.  It 
is  very  plain  that  the  medical  superintendent  maintains  his 
reputation  for  performance  of  his  onerous  duties,  and  that  he  is 
liked  and  respected  by  the  bulk  of  the  patients  who  have  any 
intelligence.  In  every  main  essential  the  patients  here  are,  we 
can  report,  excellently  cared  for. 

The  land  attached  to  the  Asylum  appears  to  be  120  acres;  of 
which  60  are  freehold ;  60  are  leasehold. 

The  provisions  against  an  outbreak  of  lire  in  the  building  are 
probably  sufficient,  but  we  think  that  a  few  more  portable  pumps 
in  buckets  should  be  dispersed  about  the  interior. 


Middlesex  Asylums. — 1.  Colney  Hatch. 

1  May  1882. 

We  last  week  gave  four  consecutive  days  to  the  inspection  of 
this  Asylum,  and  now  proceed  to  our  report.  The  patients  are 
to-day  850  in  the  male,  1,326  in  the  female  division,  an  aggregate 
of  2,176  persons  of  unsound  mind,  under  care  and  treatment. 
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Our  Board  has  always  deprecated  the  bringing  together  lunatics  Appendix  (c.) 
for  treatment  in  such  numbers.  Yearly  experience  tells  us  of  .  — *- 
its  mischievous  results,  and  we  trust  that  the  evil  has  reached  its  Asylums^ 
limits  here.  The  proposed  addition  of  60  beds  for  a  male  (Colney 
infirmary  is,  perhaps,  a  necessity,  but  the  county  magistrates  will,  Hatch.) 
we  earnestly  hope,  make  provision  elsewhere  to  meet  the  demands 
for  further  accommodation.  We  understand  that  15  cases  or 
thereabouts  are  now  every  week  refused  admission  here  for  want 
of  room  ;  some  of  these  may  get  admission  later,  others  are 
delayed  in  the  workhouses,  or  sent  to  the  Metropolitan  District 
Asylums  (which  were  not  intended  for  curative  treatment),  and 
many  to  private  Licensed  Houses.  As  many  as  600  pauper  lunatics 
chargeable  to  Middlesex  Unions  are  now,  we  believe,  in  Asylums 
other  than  those  of  the  county,  or  in  such  Houses ;  for  all  these, 
weekly  sums  are  paid  far  in  excess  of  the  County  Asylum  charges. 

In  the  Houses  the  charge  is  19  s.  3d.  weekly,  whereas  here  it  is 
9  5.  11  d. 

The  vacant  beds  in  this  Asylum  are  to-day  reported  to  us  as 
eight  for  men,  three  for  women.  About  half  that  number  are 
reserved  for  the  reception  of  most  pressing  cases. 

The  admissions  since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  May  1881,  have  Statistics, 
been  253  of  males,  184  of  females;  130  have  been  discharged 
from  the  men’s  side,  125  from  the  women’s;  228  cases  were  dis¬ 
charged  upon  apparent  recovery,  liable  of  course  to  relapse.  The 
deaths  have  been  112  in  the  male,  61  in  the  female  department. 

A  man  and  7  women  are  absent  on  trial. 

We  cannot  but  notice,  and  indeed  it  is  admitted  by  the  medical 
staff,  that  there  are  many  patients  here  of  either  sex  who  might 
properly  be  discharged  to  workhouses,  with  a  view  to  removal  to 
Metropolitan  District  Asylums  and  workhouse  infirmaries,  but  no 
such  patient  has  been  so  discharged  during  the  past  12  months. 

There  are  also,  we  are  inclined  to  think,  some  patients  in  this 
asylum  who  should  be  -with  their  relatives  or  in  private  asylums, 
but  the  medical  staff  has  manifestly  no  leisure  to  investigate  such 
cases,  and  the  Committee  has  hitherto  failed  to  carry  out  our 
recommendation  that  systematic  inquiry  by  others  should  be 
made.  W  e  are  aware  that  many  will,  if  they  can  easily  do  so, 
transfer  to  others  the  care  and  treatment  of  their  insane  relatives, 
and  this  they  can  now  do  by  making  a  small  contribution  to  the 
County  Asylum  charge.  If  the  guardians  be  recouped  their 
share,  and  also  get  the  4  s.  subsidy,  they  have  little  or  no  interest 
in  disputing  chargeability,  so  the  matter  chiefly  affects  the 
county. 

Since  the  Commissioners’  visit  in  1881,  Dr.  Sheppard  has 
resigned.  Dr.  Seward,  the  assistant  medical  officer  under  him, 
has  been  appointed  chief  on  the  male  side  (he  had  served  four 
years),  and  Dr.  W.  L.  Brown  (for  a  short  period  assistant 
medical  officer  at  the  Sussex  Asylum)  has  succeeded  Dr.  Seward. 

Mr.  Marshall  with  two  assistants  has  medical  charge  of  the  female 
patients.  There  is  besides  a  dispenser,  who  is  also  the  chapel 
organist. 

We  appreciate  fully  the  zeal  and  activity  of  the  Committee, 

0.6l.  and 
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and  particularly  tlie  labours  of  the  Chairman,  and  his  frequent 
visits  to  the  Asylum,  but  the  medical  staff,  especially  in  the  male 
division,  is  not  so  strong  as  it  should  be,  nor  are  the  chief  medical 
officers,  in  the  proper  sense  of  the  word,  “  Superintendents  ”  in 
all  that  concerns  the  patients’  care  and  treatment.  We  would 
urge  the  Committee  to  appoint,  at  least,  a  second  medical  assist¬ 
ant  in  the  male  division  (this  would  obviate  the  employment  of 
a  temporary  substitute  for  a  medical  officer  during  his  holiday), 
and,  at  least,  to  give  additional  clerical  help  to  the  medical  officers 
in  the  female  division. 

There  are  the  usual  large  numbers  of  general  paralytics  and 
epileptics  in  the  wards  ;  also  very  many  feeble  cases.  Last  week 
240  males  and  225  females  were  upon  extra  diet,  125  males  and 
115  females  were  receiving  extra  stimulants,  and  26  males  and 
83  females  were  under  medical  treatment  for  bodily  disorders. 
When  we  visited  the  wards,  14  men  and  23  women  were  in  bed. 

The  recovery  rate  for  1881,  as  compared  with  the  admissions 
of  the  year,  was  very  favourable,  amounting  to  45  per  cent,  for 
the  males,  and  61  per  cent,  for  the  females.  The  mortality 
during  the  same  period  was  very  high  among  the  men,  viz.,  15‘5 
per  cent.,  but  very  low  in  the  female  division,  where  it  was  only 
4*30  per  cent. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues,  post-mortem  examinations 
have  been  made  on  69  of  the  112  deceased  men,  and  on  54  of  the 
61  women  who  have  died.  Of  these  deaths  the  principal  causes 
were  46  (30  males,  16  females),  general  paralysis  ;  16  (14 
males,  2  females),  epilepsy ;  34  (21  males,  13  females),  general 
brain  disease ;  and  31  (23  males,  8  females),  exhaustion  after 
mania  and  melancholia. 

Three  coroners’  inquests  have  been  held,  all  on  male  patients. 
One  was  a  case  of  sudden  death  from  heart  disease.  Two  were 
fatal  casualties  (No.  1);  a  man  named  Gr  ,  was  found  dead  at 
night,  from  suffocation  in  an  epileptic  fit,  no  attendant  being 
present  at  the  time.  (We  shall  presently  refer  to  the  inadequate 
night  supervision  of  the  epileptic  males.)  (No.  2),  a  man  named 
Henry  Sands  was  killed  by  another  patient  named  Fereday, 
whilst  they  were  working  together  in  the  grounds  in  charge  of 
two  labourer  attendants ;  both  patients  were  engaged  in  spade 
labour,  when  Fereday  suddenly  felled  Sands  with  his  spade,  and 
death  immediately  followed.  It  appears  that  Fereday  had  com¬ 
plained  of  his  head  a  short  time  previously,  and  the  steward,  in 
visiting  the  working  party,  heard  of  this,  and  told  the  labourer 
attendant  to  mention  this  complaint  to  Fereday’s  ward-attendant 
when  he  took  the  patients  in  from  work,  but  the  catastrophe 
occurred  almost  immediately  afterwards,  and  just  before  the  time 
had  arrived  for  leaving  off  work.  The  patients  employed  upon 
the  land  are  under  the  care  of  labourers,  who  are  not  ward- 
attendants,  and  may,  therefore,  have  no  previous  knowledge  of 
the  temper  or  peculiarities  of  a  patient  employed.  The  patients 
when  at  work  are  subject  to  the  general  directions  of  the  steward, 
but  there  is  no  systematic  observation  by  an  inspector,  whose 
duty  it  should  be  to  report  immediately  to  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent 
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tendent  any  alteration  of  demeanour  or  complaint  of  illness  of 
any  patient,  and  meanwhile  to  suspend  his  labour,  and  remove 
him  to  his  ward,  nor  is  there  any  daily  examination  by  a  medical 
officer  of  patients  employed  with  implements,  or  going  out  to 
work  in  the  morning.  Great  additional  security  would  result  if 
such  were  the  case,  and  many  more  patients  might  be  usefully 
employed,  if  an  out-door  inspector  of  working  parties  were 
engaged,  as  was  recommended  by  the  Visiting  Commissioners 
two  years  ago. 

Only  43  per  cent  of  the  males  and  58  per  cent,  of  the  females 
are  now  employed,  and  this  calculation  includes  112  men  and 
303  women,  working,  more  or  less,  as  ward  cleaners.  On  the 
land  99  men  work  under  the  steward,  19  are  employed  in  the 
airing-courts  :  those  assisting  in  the  shops  of  the  tailor,  shoemaker, 
and  offices,  are  few,  from  the  male  division,  and  all  told,  the  men 
usefully  employed  out  of  the  wards  are  by  no  means  so  many  as 
should  be,  for  their  own  sakes,  exercised  in  labour.  The  same 
remark  applies  to  the  female  division;  138  help  in  the  wash¬ 
house  and  laundry,  74  in  the  dining-hall,  general  sculleries, 
officers’  quarters,  &c.,  229  at  needlework  and  knitting.  More 
employment  should  be  found  for  the  turbulent  of  each  sex,  and 
this  is  practicable  with  good  results,  if  the  staff  of  attendants 
were  strengthened. 

We  vrere  much  pleased  with  the  new  walk  which  has  been 
made  for  the  female  patients’  exercise,  and  which  the  Chairman 
shewed  to  us.  A  wall  has  now  been  built  round  the  asylum 
estate  at  a  cost  of  5,000  Z.  We  expect  that  more  extended  and 
regular  walking  exercise  will  now  be  given  to  larger  numbers  of 
patients.  According  to  the  returns  made  to  us,  as  many  as  500 
men  are  confined,  to  a  great  extent,  to  their  airing-courts,  and 
very  few  women  go  beyond  the  courts  of  their  wards. 

The  attendance  on  Divine  Service  in  the  chapel  is  too  limited ; 
last  Sunday  morning  375  women,  in  .the  afternoon  284  from 
the  female  division ;  158  men  in  the  morning,  145  at  the  second 
service. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  male  division,  70  general  paralytics, 
160  epileptics,  and  1 0  patients  deemed  to  be  actively  suicidal.  For 
the  night  care  of  the  850  patients  in  the  whole  division  there  are 
only  four  men  on  duty  ;  one  who  ranks  as  head-attendant,  but 
who  is  himself  directly  responsible  for  five  wards ;  one  who 
remains  stationary  in  the  large  Bl  dormitory,  containing  100 
beds;  and  two  who  visit  the  other  wards.  The  only  male 
patients  under  continuous  night  supervision  are  those  in  the 
large  dormitory  already  mentioned,  and  there  the  10  suicidal, 
and  6  only  of  the  epileptics,  sleep.  The  remainder  of  the  male 
epileptics,  and  the  whole  of  the  sick  in  the  male  infirmary,  are 
without  continuous  supervision,  and  there  are  no  tell-tale  clocks 
anywhere  to  test  vigilance.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  re¬ 
marks  that  the  night  staff  is  very  inadequate  in  the  men’s  division. 

On  the  female  side  there  are  23  general  paralytics,  146 
epileptics,  and  25  actively  suicidal.  For  the  night  care  and 
nursing  of  the  female  division  there  are  two  head  attendants

Appendix  (C.)  to  Thirty -seventh  Report 

without  any  duty  other  than  the  supervision  of  the  subordinate 
night-attendants,  and  of  these  there  are  10.  All  the  suicidal,  all 
but  22  of  the  epileptics,  and  each  infirmary  containing  the 
majority  of  the  sick,  are  under  continuous  night  supervision. 
We  think  that  the  night  staff  would  be  sufficient  in  the  female 
division  if  an  additional  night-nurse  was  appointed,  and  she  had 
the  supervision  of  the  laundry  ward,  which  contains  140  patients. 

For  day-duty  there  are  in  the  male  division,  under  two 
inspectors',  six  head  and  64  ordinary  attendants.  The  wages  of 
the  male  head  attendants  begin  at  45/.  and  increase  21.  per 
annum  up  to  60 /.  The  ordinary  attendants  commence  at  2 51. 
and  increase  11.  annually  to  35/.  Charge  attendants  and  night 
attendants  have  51.  a  year  extra.  All  have  uniforms  and  21  a 
year  good-conduct  money.  For  day  duty  on  the  female  side, 
under  the  matron,  a  deputy,  and  two  assistant  matrons,  there  are 
seven  head  attendants  and  93  nurses.  The  salaries  of  the  head 
attendants  begin  at  30/.  and  increase  2/.  a  year  up  to  45/.  The 
wages  of  the  nurses  commence  at  15/.  and  increase  by  11. 
annually  to  25  /.,  with  2/.  a  year  good-conduct  money.  Female 
attendants  in  chief  charge  of  wards  receive  from  41.  to  6/.  a 
year  extra,  and  under;  attendants  of  that  sex  have  small 
gratuities  for  special  or  extra  services. 

We  were,  upon  the  whole,  not  unfavourably  impressed  with 
the  appearance  of  the  attendants,  men  and  women,  though  on 
the  female  side  there  were  some,  recently  engaged,  who  appeared 
to  be  scarcely  equal  to  their  duties  and  responsibilities.  In  the 
following  female  wards  we  thought  that  the  staff  of  attendants 
was  numerically  insufficient,  the  patients  being  of  a  troublesome 
class;  Wards  30,  32,  and  34,  containing  respectively,  36,  37, 
and  73  patients  with  only  three  ward  attendants  in  each,  and 
19  Ward  (with  93  patients,  chiefly  epileptics),  with  only  five 
attendants.  The  last-named  is  also  overcrowded  as  regards  day 
space.  In  the  male  wrards  there  were  sufficient  attendants  on 
duty  during  our  inspection,  but  not  too  many,  and  the  places  of 
any  absent  should  be  filled  by  supernumeraries.

missioners,  10  male  patients  (but  no  female)  have  been  mechani-  M.,^r - v 

cally  restrained.  For  surgical  reasons,  3  of  these  men  wore  AsylumsT 
strong  shirts  with  inclosed  arms  for  a  total  duration  of  180  hours,  (Colney 
and  for  the  same  reason  another  was  gloved  for  84  hours.  Five  Hatch.) 
men  wore  the  shirt  with  inclosed  arms  for  636  hours,  owing  to  Restraint 
destructive  propensities,  and  1  man  was  similarly  restrained  for 
72  hours  to  guard  against  self-injury. 

During  the  same  interval  21  men  and  23  women  are  recorded  Seclusion, 
as  having  been  secluded,  the  former  on  33  occasions  and.  for  a 
total  of  1 74  hours,  and  the  latter  on  43  occasions  and  for  185 
hours.  This  record  does  not,  however,  include  a  certain  number 
of  turbulent  men  at  times  isolated  in  the  D.  spur  corridor  with¬ 
out  an  attendant. 

The  female  wards  were  generally  clean  and  in  good  order  and 
the  beds  and  bedding  in  creditable  condition,  but  here  and  there 
we  turned  up>  blankets  which  should  have  been  condemned  as 
worn  out. 

Many  additions  and  improvements  have  been  introduced  of 
late,  year  by  year,  and  all  tending  to  comfort  and  cheerfulness. 

These  remarks  are  also  applicable  to  many  of  the  male  wards, 
but  in  several  parts  of  the  male  division  the  state  of  the  rooms, 
beds,  and  bedding  was  unsatisfactory  and  requires  improve-  Unsatisfactory 
ment.  We  particularly  refer  to  No.  10,  B.  3,  No.  14,  and  No.  5.  ^ta|e.°( 

The  bed-ticks  were  in  too  many  instances  stained,  the  sackings  "ccing 
out  of  order,  and  the  air  of  the  rooms  tainted  with  urinous  odour. 

The  wards  devoted  to  the  least  favourable  cases  in  each  division 
are  very  diiferent  from  what  they  were  once,  but  still  require 
much  to  make  them  brighter  in  aspect.  On  the  male  side  there 
are  still  23  patients  sleeping  on  canvass  stretchers  without 
mattrasses,  and  55  sleep  on  mattrasses  on  the  floor  without 
bedsteads,  On  the  female  side  there  are  5  patients  sleep¬ 
ing  on  canvass  stretchers  without  mattrasses,  but  seven  only 
sleeping  on  mattrasses  on  the  floor,  without  bedsteads.  The 
urinous  odour  in  some  of  the  dormitories  seems  to  be  due  to 
the  practice  of  washing  in  bulk  mattrasses  partially  soiled, 
instead  of  taking  them  to  pieces  and  then  properly  cleaning 
them. 

In  some  of  the  male  wards  the  arrangements  for  personal  and  of  washin& 
washing  are  very  objectionable.  In  Wards  5,  10,  and  14,  which  an an»ements* 
are  occupied  by  the  more  helpless  and  dirty,  a  large  proportion 
of  the  patients  being  too  demented  and  feeble  to  use  the  lavatory, 
are  washed  from  pails  by  the  attendants  in  the  day-room,  the 
water  not  being  changed  more  frequently  than  for  every  6 
patients.  In  the  general  bath-rooms  of  both  divisions,  each 
patient  is  allowed  clean  water  for  the  weekly  bath,  but  in  some 
of  the  wards  the  rules  permit  the  dirty  practice  of  three  patients 
being  bathed  in  the  same  water.  The  hot  water  supply  is  not, 
we  learn,  always  equal  to  the  requirements,  but  it  should  be  so 
far  improved  as  to  admit  of  every  patient  having  a  clean  and 
warm  bath.  The  hot  and  cold  water  taps  are  not  in  every  bath 
distinguished  by  a  label.  The  shower  baths  have  insufficient 
0.6 1.  light 
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light  and  ventilation;  they  should  have  panels  of  strong  plate- 
glass*  so  that  the  state  of  the  patient  could  be  observed,  whilst 
taking  the  bath.  There  should  also  be  a  rule  in  writing  and 
hung  up  to  limit  the  duration  of  the  shower  bath.  In  many  of 
the  wards  the  bath  casings  are  worn  out,  and  cannot  be  kept 
clean  and  sightly  ;  they  require  renewal. 

In  some  of  the  sculleries  and  lavatories  contiguous  to  wards 
there  was  an  offensive  odour,  which  possibly  arose  from  sewer  gas 
having  been  forced  through  the  taps.  The  ventilation  of  the 
interior  was  generally  good. 

It  is  difficult  if  not  impossible  in  an  Asylum  of  this  size,  which 
requires  many  days’  inspection,  to  form  an  accurate  opinion  as 
to  the  condition  of  the  patients  in  regard  to  clothing,  but  in  the 
male  wards  which  we  first  visited,  there  were  several  patients 
wearing  clothes  dirty,  worn  out,  and  put  on  untidily,  altogether 
not  in  a  personal  condition  creditable  to  the  attendants.  As  we 
proceeded,  the  personal  appearance  of  the  patients,  as  was  only 
natural,  improved.  There  seems  to  be  a  sufficiently  frequent 
change  of  body  linen. 

We  were  present  at  dinners  in  the  female  dining  halls,  in  some 
of  the  male  wards,  and  in  the  laundry.  The  fare  was  good,  but 
at  least  one-third  of  the  women  in  the  laundry  rejected  the  soup 
provided  for  them  on  one  day  of  our  inspection.  In  the  stores 
we  tasted  the  butter  and  looked  at  the  tea.  One  of  the  samples 
of  butter  called  Jersey  was,  we  thought,  very  indifferent,  the 
other  tolerably  good.  Many  men  complained  of  the  tobacco 
served  out  to  them,  and  we  consider  that  their  complaint  is  well 
grounded.  As  it  is  given  to  many  as  an  inducement  to  labour, 
we  should  recommend  that  its  quality  be  improved. 

The  transmission  of  letters  by  patients  is  a  difficulty,  and 
upon  this  point  several  complained.  We  recommend  a  letter 
box  in  each  ward,  the  keys  to  be  kept  by  the  head  attendants, 
and  some  assistance  to  the  medical  officers  in  perusal  of  the  same. 
This  task  is  clearly  too  much  for  them  unaided. 

In  No.  4  infirmary  on  the  female  side,  we  tested  tbe  provisions 
for  extinguishing  an  outbreak  of  fire.  We  are  sorry  to  sayr 
that,  if  the  fire  had  been  otherwise  than  imaginary,  the  result 
would  have  been  grievous.  The  charge  attendant  knew  not  how 
to  act,  an  assistant  matron  rang  an  electric  bell  that  rang  where  no 
one  was,  and  the  fire  engine  arrived  at  the  spot  45  minutes  after 
the  outbreak ;  the  only  means  of  extinguishing  the  fire  in  the 
ward  were  a  few  household  buckets  in  several  directions,  and 
such  water  as  could  be  got  from  the  bath  and  scullery  taps.  If 
there  had  been  a  fire  the  four  nurses  of  the  ward  would  have 
been  fully  occupied  in  removing  their  patients,  of  whom  there 
were  41  ;  of  these  9  were  in  bed,  and  14  were  epileptics.  There 
are  no  internal  hydrants,  no  extincteurs,  no  rules  for  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  attendants  in  case  of  fire,  and  no  means  of  communicat¬ 
ing  such  an  occurrence  as  fire  by  electricity  or  telephone,  except 
to  the  private  residence  of  the  engineer,  from  which  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  day  he  is  necessarily  absent.  We  strongly 
urge  the  Committee  not  to  leave  the  Asylum  in  its  present  unsafe 

condition. 
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condition  in  regard  to  fire.  Fires  have  occurred  in  Asylums,  and  Appendix  (0. 
that  very  recently,  and  most  Asylums  are  far  better  prepared  for  Midd7~c 
such  an  occurrence  than  this  is.  Electric  and  telephonic  com-  Asylums 
munication  to  a  proper  quarter,  a  fire  brigade,  and  rules  for  the  (Colney 
guidance  of  all,  should  be  among  the  precautions  taken.  Hatch.; 

In  regard  to  improvements,  since  last  visit  by  members  of  our 
Board,  we  have  to  mention  the  introduction  of  large  sash  windows 
into  wards  22,  24,  the  laundry  ward,  19  spur,  the  male  and 
female  visiting  room,  and  the  dormitory  over  the  latter,  and  also 
the  extension  of  the  warming  apparatus  in  the  corridor  at  the  back 
of  25  ward.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  external  corridors  on 
the  male  side  should  be  similarly  heated  to  those  in  the  female 
division. 

Among  the  sanitary  matters  requiring  future  attention  appear 
to  be  the  disconnection  ”  from  the  drains,  of  the  waste  pipes 
from  the  sinks,  baths,  and  lavatories.  At  present  these  are  only 
trapped,  and  sewer  gas  must  occasionally  make  its  way  into  the 
wards.  The  better  ventilation  of  the  main  drains  externally  to 
the  building,  and  between  it  and  the  sewage  tanks,  seems  also  to 
be  necessary. 

The  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  Asylum  sewage  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  satisfactory  and  profitable.  Altogether  104  acres  of 
land,  56  acres  by  gravitation,  and  46  over  which  the  sewage  is 
pumped,  are  irrigated. 

Complaints  in  the  men’s  division,  and  enquiries  consequent 
thereon,  induce  us  to  urge  upon  the  Committee  the  importance 
of  giving  to  the  male  patients  in  their  wards  the  fullest  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  speaking  to  them  personally,  and  face  to  face.  Wre, 
from  experience,  know  that  this  cannot  be  done  without  some 
risk  to  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  hear  the  complaints,  but  it  is  a 
duty  which  it  is  necessary  to  perform,  and  the  neglect  of  it  would 
be  most  injurious  to  the  patients  in  any  Asylum. 

We  have  examined  and  signed  the  various  books  and  registers. 

The  case-book  entries  are  by  no  means  so  full  and  frequent  as  is 
desirable.  To  keep  these  books  properly  with  the  present 
strength  of  medical  staff  would,  no  doubt,  be  a  very  laborious 
task. 


Middlesex  Asylums — 2.  Han  well. 

31  March  1882. 

We  have  this  day  completed  our  annual  inspection  of  this  Middlesex 
Asylum,  and  have  been  occupied  the  greater  part  of  three  days  in  Asylums, 
visiting  the  patients,  and  going  over  the  buildings  in  which  they  (Hanwel!-> 
live,  whilst  this  morning  we  have  spent  in  the  workshops,  and 
looking  at  the  new  chapel,  offices,  stores,  detached  hospital,  &c. 

We  learn  that  several  improvements  are  in  contemplation,  not  the 
least  important  of  which  is  the  erection  of  a  building  for  84 
nurses.  It  is,  we  heard,  not  yet  decided  whether  the  nurses  are 
to  be  provided  with  rooms,  or  simply  cubicles,  but  we  hope  the 
former  will  be  adopted. 
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The  much  needed  new  workshops  are  also  under  discussion, 
and  will,  when  built,  prove  great  service  to  the  Asylum,  and  the 
present  inadequate  shops  will  be  available  for  vegetable  stores. 
We  learn  that  the  plans  are  nearly  ready,  and  we  shall  be  glad 
to  hear  that  they  have  been  received  at  our  office.  After  the 
comfort  of  the  nurses  has  been  considered  it  would  be  but  right 
that  some  consideration  be  given  to  the  cases  of  the  male  attend¬ 
ants,  particularly  those  who  are  married.  They  are  allowed  16  s. 
a  month  for  lodging  money,  which  sum  is  insufficient  to  obtain 
suitable  accommodation,  so  the  consequence  is  that  the  attendants 
live  in  too  crowded  rooms,  disease  is  likely  to  be  caused,  and 
infection  brought  into  the  asylum. 

The  hospital  for  infectious  disorders  is,  at  the  present  time, 
empty,  but  we  have  to  suggest  that  a  disinfecting  chamber  would 
prove  a  valuable  addition  to  the  hospital. 

Since  our  Colleagues  were  here  on  April  16th  last  year,  but 
few  structural  alterations  have  been  effected,  and  have  been  on 
the  female  side  confined  to  warming  some  single  rooms  in  Ward 
6,  and  forming  some  more  in  Wards  19  and  20  ;  whilst  the  im¬ 
provements  on  the  male  side  are  hardly  of  sufficient  importance 
to  call  for  notice. 

Kent  Lodge  has  been  purchased  and  repaired  for  the  residence 
of  the  Chaplain. 

Painting  and  the  ordinary  cleaning  is  in  progress,  but  we 
observed  that  the  linoleum  throughout  the  Asylum  was  much 
worn,  and  in  need  of  renewal.  One  of  the  patients  was  decorat¬ 
ing  the  male  attendants’  recreation  room  with  great  effect. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  amongst  the  patients  since 
the  last  visit  have  been  the  following  :

There  are  on  the  books  the  names  of  751  males,  and  1,092 
females,  1,843  in  all,  there  now  being  one  bed  vacant  in  the  male, 
and  two  in  the  female  division.  We  feel  sure  that  both  the 
Medical  Superintendents,  on  their  respective  sides,  use  every 
exertion  to  send  out  of  the  Asylum,  to  workhouses,  fit  cases,  and 
this  was  done  last  year  in  the  28  instances,  but  we  feel  that  there 
are  cases  here  who  ought  not  to  have  been  sent,  patients  suffering 
from  senile  dementia,  but  whose  removal  back  to  the  workhouse 
we  cannot  now  recommend  on  account  of  their  bodily  weakness. 

A  patient 
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A  patient  arrived  here  yesterday,  from  the  Brentford  Union,  Appendix  (C.) 
with  her  head  clean  shaved.  Of  this  mode  of  treatment  she  com-  ~ 
plained  to  us,  and  though  it  is  likely  it  was  necessary  to  cut  her  Asylums^ 
hair  short,  there  must  have  been  some  extraordinary  circum-  (Hanwell.) 
stances  in  her  case  to  render  the  course  pursued  justifiable. 

Whilst  we  were  in  the  wards  we  had  complaints  on  various 
subjects,  unduly  prolonged  detention  being,  of  course,  the  prin¬ 
ciple  ;  but  besides  these,  and  others,  which,  on  the  face,  showed 
they  were  merely  the  outcome  of  delusion,  complaints  of  the  food 
were  very  frequent.  Though  many  articles  of  food  were  spoken 
of  with  disapproval,  tea.  was  universally  mentioned  as  being  dis¬ 
liked.  .  We  think  that  there  are  good  grounds  for  this  complaint ; 
the  price  is  1  s.  2 J  d.  per  pound,  and  the  quantity  allowed  is  one 
ounce  to  the  gallon,  and  when  we  tasted  the  tea,  as  prepared,  we 
found  it  inferior  in  quality  and  flavour. 

We  saw  the  dinners  provided  each  day,  and  think,  on  the  Dinners, 
whole,  the  patients  have  no  cause  for  complaints ;  but  the  tinned 
beef  would  be  most  likely  more  relished  if  some  sort  of  dressing 
were  given  with  it.  The  fish  dinner  of  this  day  was  decidedly 
good. 

Six  women  were  absent  on  leave,  but  we  have  seen  every  one 
of  the  patients  in  residence,  and  spoken  to  most  of  them,  giving 
to  all  an  opportunity  to  speaking  with  us. 

There  are  here  several  patients  of  foreign  extraction,  who 
begged  us  to  use  om  influence  to  have  them  sent  to  their  homes. 

Their  isolated  position  is  a  hard  one,  but  we  feed  a  difficulty  in 
suggesting  any  means  of  alleviating  their  condition,  as  we  hear 
that  communications  made  to  the  official  representatives  of 
foreign  powers  in  London  are  not  wTell  received.  It  might  be 
possible,  however,  to  send  patients  not  dangerous  to  themselves 
or  others  back  to  their  own  country,  whilst  the  cost  of  their 
removal  would  in  the  end  prove  a  saving  to  the  ratepayers. 

The  behaviour  of  the  majority  of  the  patients  on  either  side  was 
satisfactory.  No  one  was  aggressive,  and  the  more  turbulent 
patients  only  showed  their  disposition  to  violence  by  loud  talking 
and  abusive  language,  but  so  long  as  a  number  of  refractory 
patients  are  collected  together  in  large  numbers,  no  change  for 
the  better  in  this  respect  is  to  be  anticipated. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  were  clean  and  in  proper  order,  and, 
as  far  as  possible,  efforts  appear  to  be  made  to  brighten  and 
decorate  the  wards,  but  many  of  them,  owing  to  their  inherent 
defects,  can  never  look  light  and  cheerful. 

On  the  whole  the  patients  appeared  in  good  bodily  health,  though 
we  found  28  men  and  74  women  in  bed  when  we  visited  the  wards. 

The  death  rate,  as  will  be  observed,  has  been  very  low,  only 
93  having  died  since  the  last  visit,  nearly  12  months  ago,  out 
of  an  average  population  of  1,840.  The  most  frequent  cause  of 
death  was  general  paralysis,  which  accounts  for  23  ;  and  next  in 
order  is  senile  decay,  from  which  12  died.  No  cause  of  death 
is  assigned  other  than  is  usual  in  Asylums ;  whilst  post-mortem  Post-mortem 
examinations  verified  the  assigned  cause  in  every  instance,  except  examinations. 
6  on  the  male  and  10  on  the  female  side. 
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The  coroner  held  inquests  twice  on  either  side  ;  3  verdicts  of 
deaths  from  natural  causes  were  returned,  and  in  the  other  case 
death  from  misadventure  was  the  verdict  of  the  jury.  This 
•patient  died  from  erysipelas  following  a  scratch  on  the  leg  in  an 
advanced  stage  of  general  paralysis.  The  patients  under  medical 
treatment  last  week  were  63  men  and  123  women.  In  the 
Asylum  on  the  male  side  there  are  59  general  paralytics,  63 
epileptics,  and  32  actively  suicidal  patients;  and  on  the  female 
side  there  are  22  on  the  first,  74  on  the  second,  and  25  in  the 
last  class.  It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  state  that  on  the 
female  side  no  epileptic  is  left  without  constant  supervision  by 
night,  but  12  men  have  not  this  protection  afforded  them. 

The  only  infectious  disorder  which  has  occurred  in  the  asylum 
since  the  last  visit  has  been  typhoid  fever,  which  attacked  a  male 
servant,  3  male,  and  1  female  patient.  The  patients  so  attacked 
were  all  in  different  wards,  whilst  the  servant  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  patients,  and  the  medical  officers  find  it  impossible  to 
arrive  at  any  satisfactory  solution  as  to  the  origin  of  the  fever. 
All,  however,  recovered  and  no  fresh  outbreak  has  occurred 
since  November. 

Seclusion  has  rarely  been  found  necessary ;  4  men  were  so 
treated  once  each  for  a  total  of  18  hours,  and  9  women  have 
been  secluded  on  22  occasions  for  153  hours  in  all.  No  entry 
of  the  employment  of  mechanical  restraint  occurs. 

The  staff  of  attendants  seemed  to  us  to  be  up  to  their  duties. 
On  the  male  side,  including  three  head  and  six  night  attendants, 
they  number  71,  59  of  whom  were  here  at  our  Colleagues’  visit, 
and  35  of  these  have  lived  for  over  five  years  in  the  asylum 
service,  whilst  only  three  have  been  here  less  than  six  months. 
During  the  interval  above  mentioned  three  have  been  dismissed, 
two  have  been  obliged  to  resign,  and  five  have  resigned.  The 
staff  on  the  female  side,  including  three  head  and  11  night  nurses, 
is  102,  and  there  are  in  addition  14  laundry  maids  who  have 
charge  of  patients.  Seventy- six  of  the  nurses  were  here  last 
April,  and  32  have  since  that  time  entered  the  asylum  service ; 
20  have  resigned,  four  have  been  dismissed ;  and  two  obliged 
to  resign  since  that  time.  Twenty-seven  nurses  have  not  been  yet 
here  for  a  twelve-month,  but  on  the  other  hand  34  have  spent  many 
years  in  the  asylum.  No  charge  of  harsh  treatment  made  by 
any  patient  against  attendants  of  either  sex  was  in  our  opinion 
substantiated. 

The  medical  staff  has  been  increased  by  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Younger,  who  is  nominally  attached  to  the  male  side  as 
second  assistant,  but  he  is  really  appointed  to  supply  the  place  of 
the  other  medical  officers  when  they  take  their  holidays,  so  that 
for  about  eight  months  in  the  year  but  two  medical  officers  have 
the  charge  of  750  patients  on  the  male  side.  A  second  medical 
officer  permanently  on  the  male  staff  is  in  our  opinion  necessary 
to  enable  the  work  to  be  done  in  a  thoroughly  satisfactory 
manner,  though,  as  this  report  shows,  we  think  that  the  medical 
superintendents  deserve  praise  for  the  satisfactory  condition  in 
which  we  found  the  Asylum  and  patients. 
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Making  the  usual  inquiries  as  to  the  number  of  patients  who  Appendix  (C.) 
are  able  to  do  useful  work,  we  learn  that  about  100  men  and  370  Middlesex’ 
women  are  employed  in  the  wards ;  270  men  on  the  land,  182  at  Asylums, 
various  trades,  and  60  are  engaged  in  the  officers’  houses,  stores,  (Hunwdi.) 
offices.  See.  About  80  women  wash  at  the  laundry,  14  help  to  Employment, 
cook,  and  240  sew,  knit,  and  mend  the  clothes. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  men  and  twice  that  number  of  women  Amusement, 
are  present  at  the  associated  entertainments.  Were  we  to  suggest 
any  improvement  in  the  recreation  hall,  we  would  recommend 
that  the  stage  be  lowered  ;  it  must  be  difficult  for  the  spectators 
sitting  in  the  front  rows  to  see  anything  of  the  play. 

There  are  about  50  patients  "  here  who  attend  the  Roman  Divine  Service. 
Catholic  service,  and  in  the  chapel  at  morning  service  about  530, 
and  at  evening  service  about  500  patients  are  usually  present.  W e 
must  express  our  gratification  at  the  appearance  presented  by 
this  chapel,  which  has  been  erected  since  either  of  us  inspected 
the  Hanwell  Asylum. 


Middlesex  Asylums.— 3.  Banstead. 

28  October  1882. 

We  began  the  annual  inspection  of  this  Asylum  on  the  26th  Middlesex 
instant,  and  have  completed  it  to-day.  We  have  visited  all  parts,  , 

and  have  seen,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  who  are  absent^  61  ,} 
on  trial,  all  the  patients  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  on 
the  26th,  and  who  were  701  males  and  1,166  females,  or  in  all 
1.867  patients.  The  increase  of  166  patients  over  the  number  at 
the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  on  the  18th  June  1881  is  due  to  the 
additional  accommodation  afforded  by  the  two  new  blocks,  and 
the  new  detached  hospital  (in  which  16  male  patients  are  lodged), 
which  have  been  brought  into  use  since  then. 

The  new  blocks  are  arranged  for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases.  New 
and  we  are  informed  by  Dr.  Shaw  that  they  answer  this  purpose  Buildings, 
satisfactorily.  The  value  of  the  detached  hospital  has  been  tested 
by  the  outbreak  of  small-pox,  which  was  introduced  into  the 
asylum  by  a  male  attendant.  1  he  disease  attacked  six  attendants 
and  five  patients,  all  of  the  male  sex.  All  these  persons  were 
isolated  in  this  hospital,  and  the  spread  of  the  disease  was  checked. 

One  patient,  but  no  attendant,  died.  The  whole  of  the  staff  and 

all  the  patients  were  re-vaccinated 

Bearing  in  mind  that  the  original  purpose  of  this  Asylum, 
namely,  the  reception  only  of  chronic  and  quiet  patients,  has  of 
necessity  been  departed  from,  and  that  now  many  acute,  and 
indeed,  violent,  cases  are  received,  we  are  ableto  report  that 
the  condition  of  the  Asylum,  and  of  the  patients,  is  satisfactory. 

The  very  large  wards,  holding  160  to  170  patients,  are  notAoo 
well  adapted  for  excitable  patients,  and  we  could  not  be  surprised 
to  find,  cn  the  female  side  more  particularly,  a  considerable 
amount'  of  noise.  But  we  did  not  witness  nny  violence  or 
aggressiveness  on  the  part  of  patients. 
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There  are  many  elemented  and  dirty  patients  whom  it  is 
difficult  to  keep  neat,  but  on  the  whole  we  do  not  think  the  dress 
of  either  sex  was  on  this  occasion  open  to  unfavourable  com¬ 
ment. 

The  state  of  the  wards  was  satisfactory  ;  they  were  clean,  and 
the  ventilation  on  the  whole  is  good,  but  the  superiority  of  the 
windows  placed  in  the  new  blocks,  which  open  widely,  over  those 
in  the  older  buildings,  was  very  manifest,  and  we  hope  that  in 
time  these  latter  may  be  altered. 

The  statistics  of  movement  in  the  asylum  population  since  the 
last  visit  are  as  folllows  : —

The  recoveries  bore  the  proportion  of  16*6  per  cent,  of  the 
admissions,  in  the  period  since  the  last  visit. 

The  causes  of  the  deaths  call  for  no  special  remark.  None  was 
due  to  violence,  and  no  coroner’s  inquest  was  held.  The  death 
rate  in  the  period  under  review  was  11*8  per  cent,  of  the  average 
number  daily  resident.  In  the  year  1881  it  was  1T2  per  cent. 

The  post-mortem  examinations  were  132  in  number.  The 
objections  of  friends  to  these  examinations  are  numerous. 

From  the  records  we  learn  that  since  the  last  visit  10  male 
patients  on  193  occasions  and  for  a  total  of  2,277  hours;  and  7 
female  patients  on  35  occasions,  and  for  a  total  of  261  hours, 
were  restrained  by  locked  gloves  lor  self-protection,  and  that 
23  male  patients  on  97  occasions  and  for  902  hours;  and  15 
females  on  48  occasions  for  244  hours,  were  secluded. 

There  is  Divine  Service  in  the  Chapel  daily.  On  Sundays  the 
average  attendance  is  about  490;  on  week  days  187.  In  addi¬ 
tion  the  chaplain  holds  a  service  in  each  infirmary  ward  weekly. 
He  also  takes  charge  of  the  library  and  directs  the  circulation  of 
books  in  the  wards,  about  250  volumes  being  usually  in  use. 

The  associated  entertainments  appear  to  bring  together  some 
290  male  and  350  female  patients.  The  entertainments  are  of 
the  description  usual  in  Asylums,  and  are  frequent. 

As  regards  the  useful  employment  of  the  patients,  we  find  that 
280  males  engage  in  the  customary  occupations,  86  being  em¬ 
ployed  on  the  land,  and  that  about  450  women  make  themselves 
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useful  in  various  ways.  We  should  be  glad  to  see  larger  numbers  Appendix  (C.) 
employed,  but  we  recognise  the  difficulty  which  the  low  type  of  Middiesex 
so  many  of  the  patients  received  here,  interposes.  Still  the  sub-  Asylums, 
ject  is  one  of  importance,  and  will  not,  we  trust,  be  overlooked.  (Banstead.) 

The  medical  staff  has,  we  are  glad  to  mention,  been  strengthened 
by  the  appointment  of  a  third  assistant. 

Of  attendants,  there  are  on  the  male  side  44  for  day  and  eight  staff  of 
for  night  duty,  with  three  inspectors,  and  on  the  female  side  63  attendants, 
day,  and  11  night  nurses,  and  for  the  supervision  of  these  there 
are  the  matron,  four  head  attendants,  and  the  laundry  mistress. 

The  building  for  nurses  alluded  to  in  the  last  entry  has  been 
finished ;  it  affords  comfortable  sleeping  accommodation  for  30 
nurses,  with  rooms  for  fiwo  of  the  head  attendants,  and  an  excel¬ 
lent  sitting  room  well  furnished  and  supplied  with  a  piano  for  the 
nurses’  use  in  the  evening.  The  comfort  of  the  attendants  in  both 
divisions  of  the  asylum  is  indeed  carefully  studied,  and  it  will 
doubtless  tend  to  secure  the  services  of  a  superior  class. 

The  principal  structural  improvements  have  been  already 
mentioned.  In  addition  a  new  shoemaker’s  shop  has  been  built, 
and  a  good  cricket  pavilion  has  been  constructed. 

The  Asylum  estate  has  been  increased  by  the  purchase  of  17 
acres  of  land,  and  now  comprises  in  all  about  120  acres. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with 
the  Kailway  Company  by  which  the  friends  cf  patients  coming  to 
visit  them  are  carried  at  reduced  fares.'  This  has  involved  the 
devising  of  a  somewhat  elaborate  system  of  checks  to  prevent 
fraud. 

The  mortuary,  noticed  last  year  by  our  Colleagues,  remains 
unaltered,  but  we  are  informed  that  the  erection  cf  an  entirely 
new  one  on  a  better  plan  is  contemplated. 

The  Committee  have  also  in  contemplation  the  erection  of 
another  block,  which  Dr.  Shaw  appears  to  think  will  be  of  most 
value  on  the  female  side.  It  will  no  doubt  be  designed  for  acute 
cases,  and  the  plans  will,  of  course,  be  submitted  to  the.  Com¬ 
missioners.  The  Committee  are,  we  believe,  acquainted  with  the 
views  of  our  Hoard  as  to  the  limit  of  extension  of  this  asylum, 
namely,  that  it  should  not  exceed  (in  round  numbers)  2,000 
patients,  views  which  we,  personally,  strongly  hold. 


Monmouth,  &c.,  Joint  Counties  Asylum, 

Abergavenny. 

22  June  1882. 

We  yesterday  and  to-day  inspected  this  asylum.  The  patients  Monmouth,  &c. 
are  288  males,  ”281  females.  There  is  only  one  inmate  an  out- Asylum, 
county  case.  Chargeable  to  unions  in  the  joint  counties  are  Statistics, 
(under  contract)  in  other  asylums  12  men  and  59  women;  notice 
has  been  given  to  recall  hither  those  at  Hereford  and  Dorchester. 

The  patients  boarded  out  are  taken  at  14  s.  per  head  each  week ; 
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Appendix  (C.)  tlie  rate  of  maintenance  here  is  8  5.  2  d.  The  overcrowding  ot 
Monmouth.  &c.  wards  and  the  discomfort  incident  thereto  are  very  patent, 
but  providentially  there  has  not  been  any  outbreak  of  an  epidemic, 
and  the  only  fatal  casualties  have  been  the  suffocation  of  a  female 
epileptic,  found  dead,  and  the  fracture  of  a  woman's  skull  by  a 
fall  down  a  flight  of  steps ;  the  former  may  fairly  be  ascribed  to 
the  want  of  continuous  night  supervision,  the  latter  to  negligent 
supervision  on  the  part  of  the  attendants  by  day.  There  has 
been  a  single  case  of  typhoid  ;  the  patient  is  convalescent;  the 
cause  of  the  illness  has  not  been  ascertained. 

We  found  in  bed  10  males  and  19  females  ;  one  of  the  former 
has  one  or  more  fractured  ribs,  the  result  of  a  fall  with  an 
attendant  in  No.  1  ward.  The  Committee  have  made  inquiry 
into  this  casualty,  and  have  not  been  satisfied  that  there  was 
rough  treatment  of  the  patient.  We,  too,  have  interrogated  tho 
patient  (he  is,  Dr.  McCullough  thinks,  clearer  in  his  mind  now 
than  he  was  when  examined  by  members  of  the  Committee)  ;  he 
believes  that  he  was  injured  by  the  knee  of  the  attendant,  the 
latter  falling  upon  him,  and  he  would  have  us  infer  that  the  injury 
was  not  accidental.  The  attendant  insists  that  the  fall  was  purely 
accidental.  In  the  absence  of  any  corroboration  of  either  we 
cannot  determine  how  the  injury  occurred.  It  however  illustrates 
the  mischief  of  an  inadequate  staff.  In  No.  1  ward,  having  31 
patients,  there  are  but  two  attendants,  and  one  of  them  was  away 
when  the  fall  happened. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  attendants  are  too  few  in  each 
division.  In  most  wards  (the  patients  varying  in  number  from  27 
to  33  and  37)  there  are  only  two  attendants;  every  attendant 
has  yearly  a  fortnight’s  holiday,  which  would  withdraw  an 
attendant  for  six  months  from  the  asylum,  and  during  the 
attendants’  dinner  for  one  hour  daily,  the  majority  of  the  wards 
can  have  but  one  attendant  present ;  sickness,  too,  must  further 
dwindle  the  number  on  duty.  In  No.  4  only,  on  the  women’s  side, 
in  Nos.  4  and  6  only,  on  the  men’s,  are  there  three  attendants. 
These  figures,  we  think,  prove  the  propriety  of  our  recom¬ 
mendation  that  the  staff  should  be  increased  for  day  work ;  at 
night  too  it  is  also  deficient.  In  the  sick  wards  there  is  no  special 
attendant,  yet  the  patients  in  each  ward  exceed  30,  several 
paralytic  and  very  feeble. 

Condition  of  The  condition  of  the  wards  was  good  in  regard  to  cleanliness 
the  wards.  and  ventilation  while  wre  were  in  them,  and  the  bedding  is  in  a 
proper  state.  The  works  in  progress  for  additional  accommo¬ 
dation  have  arrested  all  improvement  in  the  old  building.  We 
think  the  appearance  of  the  old  wards  is  somewhat  bare  ;  the 
floors  without  any  covering  may  contribute  to  this  effect,  also 
the  prevalence  of  whitewash  in  the  single  rooms ;  some  of  the 
wards  were  brighter  than  others.  No.  5,  on  the  female  side, 
wants  renovation  in  paint  and  papering.  Doubtless  the  crowded 
state  of  the  female  division  has  delayed  all  works  of  this  kind. 

We  noted  no  lack  of  books  and  newspapers,  but  the  latter  were 
(such  as  we  picked  up)  of  old  date.  More  than  one  woman  com¬ 
plained  to  us  that  there  was  no  music  in  the  wards,  but  the  piano 
has,  we  hear,  been  only  temporarily  put  aside  and  will  be 

returned. 
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returned.  Though  the  weather  kept  the  patients  indoors,  com-  Appendix  (C.) 
plaints  were  few,  and  the  general  behaviour  of  men  and  women 

A  ,  .  .  ,  .  rp,  .  Monmouth, &c\ 

was  good,  and  no  one  was  under  restraint  or  m  seclusion.  Ineir  Asyjum> 
clothing  was  satisfactory  in  all  respects.  The  new  baths  in  the 
male  division  contrast  favourably  with  the  old  on  the  women’s 
side,  but  we  would  suggest  some  protection  for  the  taps  which 
project  so  as  to  be  dangerous  for  violent  patients. 

As  to  the  dietary,  we  find  that  has  been  improved  by  an  Dietary, 
addition  to  the  weight  of  meat  at  dinner;  milk  is  now  substituted 
for  beer,  even  with  the  working  patients ;  and  the  attendants’ 
beer  has  been  withdrawn,  their  wages  raised,  and  Dr.  M‘Cullough 


thinks  with  the  best  results. 

The  patients  returned  to  us  as  being  usefully  employed,  are  Employment 
177  males,  179  females  ;  of  the  former,  62,  of  the  latter,  32,  are  of  patients, 
ward  helpers  ;  78  men  work  on  the  land,  44  women  assist  in  the 
laundry.  Those  who  do  not  go  beyond  the  airing  courts  for 
exercise  are  70  males  and  40  females  ;  202  of  both  sexes  attended 
chapel  last  Sunday ;  a  priest  visits  the  few  Roman  Catholics. 

According  to  the  medical  records  there  has  been  no  restraint.  Restraint  and 
but  six  men  have  been  placed  in  seclusion  on  13  occasions,  for  a  seclusion, 
total  period  of  77  hours;  one  man  was  so  dealt  with  on  eight 
of  those  occasions  for  an  aggregate  of  49  hours;  a  woman  also 
has  been  secluded  once  for  two  hours.  The  admissions  have 
been  187,  the  discharges  158,  the  deaths  57 ;  with  the  exceptions 
referred  to,  the  causes  of  death  have  been  ordinary,  the  post¬ 
mortem  examinations  46.  We  are  sorry  to  hear  that  Dr.  Glen- 
dinning  has  been  very  ill  from  pyiemia,  the  result  of  a  post¬ 
mortem  examination  by  him  ;  he  is  still  absent  from  his  post ; 
this  must  throw  additional  labour  on  Dr.  M'CulIough  and  his 
second  assistant,  but  the  patients  are  well  cared  for. 

When  the  laundry  is  in  a  state  of  transition  by  reason  of  its  New  works, 
enlargement,  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  carry  on  the  asylum 
management,  but  Dr.  JVTCullough  shows  no  abatement  of  zeal ; 
some" relief  will  come  wdien  that  work  is  concluded,  and  the 
female  epileptic  block  shall  have  been  opened  in  September.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  male  epileptic  block  will  be  ready  in  November, 
and  the  female  infirmary  at  Christmas.  Two  hundred  men, ,  or 
thereabouts,  are  now'  employed  on  the  new  works.  l>y  extending 
a  trench  above  the  farm  buildings  fresh  springs  of  water  from 
the  higher  ground  will  be  tapped  ;  the  general  water  supply 
arrangements  are  not  yet  finally  made,  but  there  seems  to  be  no 
doubt  of  quantity  or  quality. 

We  trust  the  protection  of  the  Asylum  from  destruction  by  Protection 
fire  will  soon  be  fully  considered  ;  at  present  the  means  of  extin-  from  fire* 
guishing  an  outbreak  of  fire  are  the  reverse  of  satisfactory.  We 
hear  that  the  sewer  system  for  the  new  buildings  does  not  come 
under  the  building  contract;  in  this  direction  we  trust  that  the 
Committee  will  seek  the  advice  of  some  sanitary  engineer  of 
eminence,  for  that  will  be  economy  in  the  end. 
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Norfolk  Asylum. 

23  May  1882.- 

The  books  of  this  asylum  to-day  bear  the  names  of  704 
patients,  295  males,  and  409  females.  Of  these  1  male  and  7 
females  are  of  the  private  class ;  the  remainder  are  paupers,  and 
23  are  received  from  the  County  of  Suffolk,  and  2  from  Surrey. 
For  these  patients  the  sum  of  14  s.  per  week  is  charged.  The 
general  rate  of  maintenance  is  8  s.  9  d.  ;  and  for  the  private  class 
from  14  s.  to  20  s.  per  week.  In  the  new  auxiliary  asylum,  103 
males,  and  106  females  are  lodged.  The  rest  of  the  patients  are 
in  the  main  building.  Four  males  and  2  females  are  absent  on 
probation,  and  are  the  only  patients  whom  we  have  not  seen. 

Since  our  Colleagues’ visit  on  8th  June  1881,  92  male,  and  101 
female  pauper,  and  2  male  and  6  female  private  patients  have 
been  admitted  here,  40  of  the  entire  number  of  cases  being  re¬ 
admissions.  Twenty-seven  pauper,  and  3  private  males,  and  50 
pauper  females,  have  been  discharged,  61  in  all  having  recovered  ; 
and  32  males,  and  28  females  have  died.  The  causes  of  the 
deaths,  with  one  exception,,  call  for  no  special  remark.  In  this 
case  death  resulted  from  suffocation  during  an  epileptic  seizure  at 
night,  the  patient,  a  male,  sleeping  in  a  single  room.  He  was 
found  at  4.20  a.m.,  by  the  night  attendant,  with  his  face  buried  in 
the  pillow,  and  quite  dead. 

A  coroner’s  inquest  was  held  in  this,  the  only  case,  and  a 
verdict  in  accordance  with  this  statement  was  given.  There 
are  no  single  rooms  in  immediate  connection  with  the  observation 
dormitories  used  for  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients,  and  this 
patient,  as  is  necessarily  the  practice  with  those  who  cannot  be 
associated  at  night  with  the  bulk  of  the  patients  of  this  class,  was 
placed  in  a  single  room  at  some  distance,  which  is  visited  only 
at  intervals  during  the  night.  Had  there  been  an  available  single 
room  under  constant  observation,  as  to  which  we  shall  presently 
make  a  suggestion,  this  man’s  life  might  have  been  saved. 
Post-mortem  The  number  of  post-mortem  examinations  since  the  last  visit  is 
examinations.  18.  The  importance  of  these  examinations  is  now  very  generally 
recognised,  and  we  always  regret  their  infrequency,  while  aware 
that  the  objections  of  friends,  and  other  circumstances,  often 
interpose  difficulties. 

The  general  behaviour  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  during  our 
inspection  (which  occupied  us  the  whole  of  yesterday)  was  satis¬ 
factory.  The  women  we  saw  in  the  airing  courts,  chiefly  ;  the 
men  in  their  wards.  Only  a  few  complaints  of  improper  treat¬ 
ment,  and  those  manifestly  founded  on  delusion,  reached  us,  and 
we  saw  nothing  to  suggest  that  the  patients  receive  other  than 
kind  and  humane  treatment. 

Clothing.  The  dress  of  the  women  was  particularly  neat  and  clean.  Of 

the  men’s  dress  we  cannot  speak  quite  so  favourably,  but  we  are 
informed  that  they  have  frequent  changes  of  their  fustian  suits, 
and  that  some  have  special  suits  for  Sunday. 
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As  regards  the  routine  of  the  Asylum  into  which  we  have,  as  Appendix  (c.) 
usual,  inquired,  we  find  that  484  patients  attended  Divine  Ser-  ~ — 

vice  last  Sunday.  .  “ 

About  250  meet  at  the  weekly  entertainments,  and  some  of  Divine  Service 
these  are  from  the  auxiliary  asylum  ;  and,  at  the  latter,  occasional  Amusements, 
dances  are  held,  to  which  some  of  the  patients  from  the  main 
building  are  allowed  to  go.  In  the  summer,  boating  excursions 
are  frequently  made,  and  parties  are  occasionally  taken  to  the 
seaside.  A  serious  want  exists  at  present  of  a  cricket  field,  the 
old  one  forming  the  site  .of  the  auxiliary,  and  a  new  one  not 
having  yet  been  formed.  We  trust  that  the  contemplated 
formation  of  a  new  ground  will  not  be  delayed. 

The  number  usefully  employed  shows  an  increase  in  the  female  Employment 
division  over  the  corresponding  number  given  in  the  last  entry  ; 
according  to  the  return  furnished,  about  50  more  are  so  employed. 

The  total  of  both  sexes  is  290.  This  is  about  41  per  cent,  of  the 
patients,  not  so  large  a  proportion,  as,  making  every  allowance 
for  the  class  of  cases,  we  should  wish  to  see. 

We  are  informed  that  the  patients  who  do  not  go  beyond  the 
airing  courts  for  exercise  are  100  males,  and  150  females.  The 
numbers  given  last  year  were  150  and  200,  respectively. 

Both  yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  seen  the  patients  at  dinner  Dinners, 
in  hall,  where  93  men,  and  144  women  were  yesterday  assembled. 

The  potatoes  at  each  meal  were  small,  and  many  bad  and  uneat¬ 
able.  No  other  vegetable  was  given.  It  would  be  well  to  con¬ 
sider  whether  some  substitute  for  potatoes  could  not  be  supplied 
until  the  new  crop  is  available.  The  mode  of  distributing  the 
dinner  did  not  strike  us  as  altogether  satisfactory.  All  the 
portions  are  piled  on  one  large  wagon,  from  which  they  are 
handed  to  each  table.  Perhaps  the  narrowness  of  the  hall  pre¬ 
vents  the  use  of  more  than  one  wagon,  but,  if  not,  we  think  a 
couple,  with  stages,  would  make  it  possible  to  avoid  the  rather 
unsightly  heaping  up  of  the  plates. 

As  to  the  wards  and  dormitories,  we  may  report  that  they  are 
generally  in  very  good  order,  and  that  the  bedding  is  clean  and 
comfortable.  In  some  directions  fresh  paint  and  paper  are  needed. 

No.  4  on  the  male  side  is  a  ward  which  struck  us  as  calling  for 
attention  in  this  respect.  The  dining  hall,  too,  would  be  im¬ 
proved  by  some  re-decoration.  Some  work  of  this  description 
has,  we  should  mention,  been  done  since  the  last  visit.  No 
structural  additions  or  alterations  have  been  since  effected.  An 
organ  for  the  chapel  has,  however,  been  purchased,  and  is  now 
being  fixed,  and  the  harmonium  now  used  will  be  placed  in  the 
hall 

Referring  again  to  the  arrangements  for  the  night  supervision  Epileptics, 
of  epileptics,  we  are  glad  to  learn  that  an  improvement  of  the 
female  epileptic  dormitory  is  in  contemplation,  namely,  the  re¬ 
moval  of  internal  walls  by  which  the  two  rooms,  used  as  nurses, 
bedrooms,  will  be  thrown  together.  This,  if  accomplished,  will 
greatly  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  arrangement.  In  connection 
with  it,  we  suggest  that  some  much  needed  single  rooms  might, 
without  difficulty,  be  constructed  over  the  ground  floor  bath- 
0.61.  room. 
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i*oom.  It  appears  to  us  that  six  or  seven  rooms  might  thus  be 
obtained,  in  which  patients,  the  panels  of  the  doors  being  re¬ 
moved,  would  be  under  constant  observation  by  the  night  nurse. 
A  similar  improvement  of  the  male  epileptic  dormitory  is  equally 
possible,  and  we  trust  may  be  effected.  We  observe  that  Dent’s 
Tell-tale  Clock  is  provided  for  the  female,  but  not  for  the  male 
division. 

The  proportion  of  single  rooms  generally  is  obviously  insuffi¬ 
cient  in  the  main  building,  and  some  of  those  which  exist  are  not 
well  contrived,  having  wooden  partitions;  these  should  be  replaced 
by  brick.  We  refer  more  particularly  to  the  so-called  strong 
rooms  in  No.  3  (male)  passage. 

Inspecting  the  laundry  we  noticed  that  the  machine  and 
hand  washing  (in  the  latter  of  which  several  women  were 
engaged)is  conducted  in  the  same  room.  This  is,  in  our  opinion, 
a  very  defective  arrangement,  and  we  would  earnestly  recommend 
the  provision  of  a  separate  hand  wash-house  ;  and  also  that  the 
bands  and  moving  parts  of  the  machines  should  be  protected  ;  they 
are  at  present  a  source  of  danger.  We  learn  that  in  November 
last  a  fire  broke  out  in  one  of  the  drying  closets,  but  it  was 
extinguished  in  about  20  minutes.  We  are  assured  that  the 
appliances  for  the  extinguishment  of  fire  are  carefully  looked  to 
and  the  fire  drill  maintained. 

The  auxiliary  Asylum  is  fast  being  made  complete.  Plans  for 
laying  out  the  airing  courts  have  been,  by  the  kindness  of  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  obtained  from  a  landscape  gardener, 
and  the  grounds  on  the  male  side  have  been  formed.  When  com¬ 
plete,  the  grounds  will  be  very  pretty.  We  regret  the  drainage 
of  this  building  was  not  more  scientifically  planned.  At  present  the 
vraste  pipes  of  all  lavatories,  sinks,  and  baths  are  in  unbroken  con¬ 
nection  with  the  main  sewer  drains,  and  the  sewage  passes  through 
a  considerable  length  of  drain  into  a  large  tank,  25  feet  deep 
and  12  feet  in  diameter.  There  is  no  opening  for  ventilation  of 
this  drain  between  the  tank  and  the  building,  and  the  tank  itself 
is  closely  covered.  The  overflow  from  it,  which  is  very  offensive, 
flows  into  a  sand  pit  which  is  being  partly  filled  up,  and  which 
will,  it  is  supposed,  absorb  this  overflow  for  some  time.  It  is, 
however,  intended  to  apply  the  sewage  to  some  three  acres  of 
land  lying  above  the  tank.  This  will  be  a  better  system,  but 
in  the  meantime  we  fear  the  existing  plan  is  not  without  danger 
of  allowing  sewer  gas  to  enter  the  building,  and  we  recommend 
that  the  main  sewer  be  ventilated  by  several  openings  between 
the  tank  and  the  building,  and  that  waste  pipes  be  disconnected 
and  allowed  to  discharged  freely  on  trapped  gratings.  We  are 
assured  that  the  mode  of  dealing  with  the  sewage  of  the  old 
building  by  deposit  tanks  and  filtration,  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

No  addition  to  the  strength  of  the  staff  of  attendants  has  been 
made  since  the  last  visit.  In  the  main  building  we  find  the 
proportion  of  male  attendants  is  one  to  18  ;  and  of  female 
nurses,  excluding  the  laundry  maids,  one  to  14.  We  do  not 
usually  find  an  asylum  worked  with  so  small  a  staff,  and  we 
can  hardly  deem  it  adequate.  We  take  no  exception  to  the

individuals  of  the  present  staff,  who  seem  to  be  respectable  and  Appendix  (C.) 
efficient.  Before  concluding  this  entry  we  must  express  our  Norfolk 
regret  at  learning  that  Mr,  Seymour  has  been  obliged  by  serious  Asylum, 
ill  health  to  relinquish  the  office  of  assistant  medical  officer.  Dr.  staff  of 
Compton  has  become  senior,  and  Dr.  McWilliam  has  heen  ap-  attendants. 

pointed  junior  assistant. 


Northamptonshire  Asylum. 

24  October  1882. 

Gun  report  of  this  asylum  is  as  follows.  On  its  books  are  the  Northampton- 
names  of  576  patients,  the  males  being  287,  the  females  289  ;  of  s^re  Asylum* 
the  former  1,  of  the  latter  3,  are  away  on  trial.  These  numbers 
crowd  some  of  the  day-rooms,  and  in  the  epileptic  dormitories 
are  too  many  beds.  However,  plans  have  been  submitted  to  our 
Board  for  the  enlargement  of  the  asylum  in  certain  directions, 
which  will  increase  the  infirmary  accommodation,  provide  better 
sleeping-rooms  for  the  epileptic,  and  supply  other  wants. 

The  admissions,  since  our  Colleagues  were  here  in  November  statistics. 
1881,  have  been  147,  the  discharges  113,  and  the  deaths  49.  The 
discharges  back  to  workhouses  were  only  2  ;  the  4  s.  subsidy 
may  create  some  difficulty  ;  but  we  think  that  Dr.  Greene  should 
periodically  examine  his  patients,  in  view  to  returning  as  many  as 
he  can  to  workhouses,  specially  those  who  suffer  only  from  senile 
decay,  and  are  quiet  and  manageable  out  of  an  asylum.  We  are 
disposed  to  think  that  there  are  some  such  cases  now  in  the  wards. 

The  size  of  this  asylum,  and  the  number  of  its  inmates  must 
now  be  a  severe  strain  on  the  medical  staff.  W  e  are  glad  to 
hear  that  the  Committee  have  recognised  in  a  handsome  way  the 
services  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  but  we  think  that  the 
appointment  of  a  second  medical  assistant  should  not  be  long 
postponed. 

The  Birmingham  patients  have  been  called  in  by  that  Borough 
and  removed  ;  Essex  has  45  cases  here  ;  Salop,  15;  and  there  are 
a  few  from  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Metropolis.  Private  patients 
are  46,  a  number  which  will  we  hope  not  be  reduced.  Main¬ 
tenance  weekly  rates  are  9  s.  6  d.  for  the  paupers  of  the  county 
and  unions  in  the  county,  13  5.  for  the  Northampton  Borough 
paupers,  and  14  s.  for  out-county  paupers.  Private  cases  are 
received  at  17  s.  6  d. ,  which  is  reducible  by  the  Committee. 

The  deaths  are  all  from  natural  causes,  and  there  has  been  no 
epidemic.  Of  the  discharged  cases  previous  recovery  is  recorded 
of  59.  There  lias  been  no  inquest,  and  it  also  appears  there  has 
been  no  serious  casualty  among  the  patients.  Thirty  of  the  49 
deceased  were  the  subjects  of  autopsy.  Many  friends  object  here 
to  post-mortem  examination,  so  we  are  informed  by  the  Medical 
Superintendent. 

The  patients  are  in  five  wards  in  each  division,  and  thus  dis-  Post-mortem 
tributed;  Male  side.  No.  1  (infirmary),  64,  with  four  attendants  examinaU  iU' 
(but  one  elsewhere  to-day);  No.  2,  70,  with  five  attendants;  No. 

3,  69,  with  five;  No.  4,  42,  with  two  ;  No.  5,  41  (working  block!, 
with  two.  On  the  female  side,  No.  1  (infirmary),  60,  with  four  ; 
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No.  2,  76,  with  six ;  No.  3,  61,  with  three  attendants  and  a  semp¬ 
stress  ;  No.  4,  59,  with  three  nurses;  No.  5  (the  laundry),  39, 
with  four  laundry  maids  and  two  attendants. 

The  whole  staff,  including  the  head  attendants  (one  on  each 
side),  are  22  for  the  male  patients,  and  as  many  for  the  females. 
On  each  side  is  a  supernumerary,  and  in  each  infirmary  another 
attendant  has  been  placed  since  last  visit.  It  cannot  be  described 
as  a  strong  staff*  but  may  be  sufficient  if  not  reduced  by  too 
frequent  holidays,  or  illness,  and  if  the  proportion  of  troublesome 
cases  be  not  increased.  During  our  passage  through  the  asylum, 
and  while  we  stayed  in  the  wards  (several  hours),  there  was  very- 
little  noise,  and  the  patients  were  with  few  exceptions  (and  those 
on  the  female  side),  orderly. 

We  think  that  more  attention  should  be  given  to  the  tidiness 
of  the  more  demented  females ;  the  other  patients  of  each  sex 
were  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition  as  to  clothing. 

W  e  saw  the  dinners  yesterday,  and  had  no  fault  to  find  with 
quantity  or  quality  of  the  fare.  The  workers  have  beer  or  milk, 
according  to  option.  No  complaints  were  made  which  it  is 
necessary  for  us  to  repeat.  As  usual,  the  most  insane  were  the 
chief  complainants,  and  their  grievances  were  manifestly  ground¬ 
less.  No  one  was  put  aside  without  a  hearing. 

The  epileptics  are  returned  to  us  as  42  in  the  male,  26  in  the 
female  division,  the  general  paralytics  as  5  men  and  3  women, 
the  suicidally  disposed  of  both  sexes  19.  In  the  women’s  divi¬ 
sion  we  found  7  women  in  bed  ;  on  the  male  side  only  2  men. 
All  were  in  the  infirmaries.  Nineteen  men  and  18  women  are 
registered  as  being  under  medical  treatment  for  bodily  disorders. 

When  visiting  the  shops,  we  saw  at  work  in  the  shoemakers’  18 
male  patients ;  in  the  upholsterers’  3  ;  in  the  tailors’  6  ;  in  the 
carpenters’  1.  Many  women  were  sewing  in  the  wards.  Dr. 
Greene  gave  us  the  following  statement  as  to  the  employed,  adding 
that  only  those  patients  were  counted  who  regularly  and  usefully 
worked,  not  those  who  only  worked  a  little.

Last 
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Last  Sunday’s  service  in  the  Chapel  was,  it  seems,  attended  by 
169  male,  136  female  patients  ;  and  last  Saturday’s  associated 
entertainment  in  the  recreation  hall  by  114  men  and  124  women 
from  the  wards.  Twice  a  week,  at  least,  234  men  and  193 
-women  are,  we  hear,  taken  beyond  the  Asylum  grounds  for 
exercise.  YV eather  permitting,  and  especially  in  the  summer,  we 
hope  that  a  large  number  of  the  women  will  daily  be  taken  for 
walking  exercise  on  the  grounds,  few,  if  any,  being  confined  to 
the  airing-courts,  except  on  account  of  bodily  infirmity.  In  the 
women’s  airing-courts  sun  shades  appear  to  us  to  be  much 
required.  During  our  inspection  of  the  interior  of  the  Asylum, 
we  were  glad  to  see  that  the  work  of  decoration  proceeds,  but 
"Wards  1  and  2  on  each  side  have  yet  to  be  taken  in  hand.  We 
agree  that  there  should  be  no  stint  in  decorating  Wards  No.  2, 
where  the  worst  cases  are  brought  together  in  large  numbers. 
Exercise  and  surrounding  comforts  are  powerful  agents  in 
tranquillising  violent  and  destructive  cases. 

The  wards  generally  are  in  a  very  creditable  state.  ■  We  think 
that  in  all  the  bath-rooms  and  lavatories  the  roller  pins  for  towels 
should  be  locked,  so  as  not  to  be  made  (as  they  have  been  else¬ 
where)  murderous  weapons  in  the  hands  of  lunatics. 

Amusements  by  means  of  books,  &c.,  are  liberally  supplied ; 
we  would,  however,  suggest  the  purchase  of  a  piano  for  the  male 
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The  kitchen  is  somewhat  crowded  with  fittings;  a  removal  of 
some,  or  a  re-arrangement  would  be  proper.  In  the  single  rooms 
the  shutters  are  of  faulty  construction.  Where  special  security 
is  desirable,  we  should  recommend  the  substitution  of  shutters 
which  should  be  in  one  piece,  and  not  having  the  heads  of  the 
screws  exposed  to  interference. 

No  one  was  in  seclusion  or  under  mechanical  restraint  while  Seclusion  and 
we  were  in  the  wards,  but  according  to  the  medical  records  restraint. 

3  persons  have  been  secluded  for  a  total  period  of  2  hours  and 
55  minutes,  only  one  of  them  so  long  as  an  hour,  and  one  but  for 
five  minutes,  this  last  without  orders,  by  a  new  attendant.  There 
has  been  wet  packing,  for  54  hours  in  the  aggregate,  of  1 1  persons, 
for  periods  varying  from  one  to  six  hours.  No  other  restraint 
has  been  resorted  to. 

The  'arrangements  for  extinction  of  an  outbreak  ot  fire  are  good 
here. 


Northumberland  Asylum. 

17  March  1882. 

We  have  this  day  made  our  annual  official  inspection  of  this  Northumber- 
Asylum,  and  have  to  record  our  satisfaction  at  the  condition  in  land  Asylum, 
which  we  find  the  asylum  and  patients,  reflecting  credit  on  Dr. 

McDowall  and  the  rest  of  the  staff.  Since  our  Colleagues  were 
here  on  1st  March  1881,  Mr.  Finegan  has  been  appointed 
assistant  medical  officer,  and  Mr.  Slacke  chaplain.  Both  these 
0.6 1.  officers 
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Appendix  (C.)  officers  appear  to  enter  heartily  into  their  work,  and  the  chaplain 
North  umber-  has  two  full  services  every  Sunday,  one  service  daily,  and  also 
land  Asylum,  visits  the  wards  every  day.  The  patients  who  are  present  at  the 
Divine  Service,  Sunday  Services  are  about  230  in  the  morning,  and  220  in  the 
evening,  but  though  230  can  be  collected  at  church,  only  half  that 
number  can  be  present  at  the  associated  entertainments.  This  is, 
however,  owing  to  the  want  of  an  adequate  room  for  social  gather¬ 
ings,  as  nearly  all  who  are  able  to  attend  Divine  Service  are  also 
fit  to  meet  together  for  amusement.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the 
subject  of  erecting  a  hall  for  amusement  and  dining  is  now 
receiving  the  attention  of  the  Committee,  and  we  trust  that, 
before  long,  plans  for  this  very  necessary  addition  will  be  sub¬ 
mitted  for  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  present 
very  inadequate  amusement- room  would  make  an  excellent  work¬ 


room. 

Suggestions.  Amongst  other  matters  we  noticed  this  day  as  requiring 
early  attention  were  (1),  The  necessity  of  building  a  detached 
hospital  for  infectious  cases  ;  small-pox  is  now  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  and  all  the  patients  have  been  vaccinnated,  a  wise  precau¬ 
tion,  but  the  fact  that  the  disease  is  near  brings  the  want  of  the 
hospital  forcibly  to  our  notice.  (2)  The  store-rooms  are  quite 
inadequate  to  the  wants  of  an  asylum  of  this  size,  and  we  observed 
to-day  that  it  is  only  possible  to  keep  a  supply  of  articles  suffi- 
cisnt  for  the  immediate  requirements  of  the  asylum.  (3)  The 
baths  are  old-fashioned  and  not  good,  but  we  were  glad  to  see 
that  when  a  bath  is  worn  out,  Huffbrd’s  baths  are  substituted:  we 
hope  that  this  bath  may  soon  become  general  throughout  the 
asylum,  and,  at  the  same  time,  bath-rooms  be  erected  for  the  use 
of  the  officers  and  the  rest  of  the  staff  who,  at  the  present  time, 
have  to  take  their  bath  in  those  provided  for  the  patients.  (4) 
The  walks  in  some  of  the  airing-courts  require  attention  and 
relaying,  particularly  in  the  Garden  attached  to  the  infirmary, 
where  the  patients,  owing  to  age  or  infirmity,  are  unable  to  take 
more  extended  exercise. 

Statistics.  The  number  of  patients  on  the  books  this  day  is  428  ;  at  the 

last  visit  it  was  431.  The  reduction  has  been  entirely  on  the  male 
side,  who  are  16  less  than  at  that  date,  but  the  women  are  13  more. 
The  exact  numbers  are  219  men  and  209  women.  The  changes 
have  been  the  following  : —

As  will  be  observed,  the  death  rate  has  been  low,  and  nothing 
in  the  causes  of  death  requires  notice,  except  that  one  patient 

fell 
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fell  downstairs  and  fractured  liis  skull.  In  this  case  only  was  Appendix  (C.) 
a  coroner’s  inquest  held,  when  a  verdict  of  “  Died  from  injuries  Northumber. 
accidentally  received  ”  was  returned.  lim(i  Asylum, 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  every  case  in  which  jn,iuest. 
the  relatives  of  the  deceased  did  not  refuse  their  sanction,  and  in  post.m0rtem 
eight  cases  only  was  this  done.  examinations. 

The  weekly  charge  for  county  patients  has  been  reduced 
from  10  5.  24  d.  to  9  5.  lit/.,  whilst  the  rate  for  out-county  and 
private  patients  is  unaltered,  viz.,  145.  for  the  former,  and 
from  lo 5.  to  215.  for  the  latter  class.  There  are  now  11 
out-county  and  8  private  patients,  and  the  vacant  accom¬ 
modation  on  the  male  side  is  for  6,  and  on  the  female  for 
16  patients.  No  patient  is  absent  on  leave,  so  we  were  enabled 
to  see  every-one  on  the  books,  and  have  to  report  in  terms  of 
praise  of  their  behaviour  whilst  we  were  in  the  wards.  We 
heard  no  complaints,  and  but  few  made  any  appeal  to  us  to 
promote  their  discharge,  and  we  were  struck  with  the  general 
appearance  of  contentment  and  comfort  displayed  both  by  men 
and  women. 

The  rooms  were  in  good  order,  the  beds  clean,  and  bedding 
sufficient.  More  papers  and  books  might  be  placed  in  the  wards, 
and  the  supply  of  games  might  be  increased. 

The  patients  were  properly  dressed,  the  clothing  good,  and  we 
learn  that  all  the  clothes,  shoes,  &c.,  are  made  in  the  asylum. 

The  patients  requiring  continuous  supervision  by  night,  sleep  in 
observation  dormitories,  but  on  the  female  side  52  are  collected 
in  one  room.  This  is,  undoubtedly,  a  large  number  to  be  left  in 
the  care  of  one  nurse. 

Including  artizan  attendants,  the  staff  on  the  male  side  numbers  staff  of 
24,  and  on  the  female  side  25,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  attendants, 
only  two  of  each  sex  have  not  been  here  six  months,  whilst  no 
less  than  20  have  spent  several  years  in  the  asylum  service,  and 
15  more  have  lived  here  over  two  but  less  than  five  years. 

No  one  was  in  seclusion  or  restraint  this  day,  and  the  medical  Seclusion  and 
journal  shows  that  the  former  mode  of  treatment  has  been  employed  restraint, 
in  the  case  of  3  men  nine  times  for  an  aggregate  of  93  hours, 
and  of  1  woman  once  for  114  hours,  whilst  one  of  each  sex  has 
been  restrained  by  gloves  lor  various  periods  to  prevent  self- 
injury,  or  for  surgical  reasons.  We  saw  11  men  and  13  women 
in  bed  for  various  ailments,  some  for  diarrhoea,  vouch  has  been 
common  in  the  vicinity,  and  not  infrequent  lately  in  the  Asylum. 

Dr.  McDowall  is  unable  to  arrive  at  any  satisfactory  con¬ 
clusion  as  to  its  origin,  but  he  is  certain  that  tiie  watei  is  not  the 

cause.  <  . 

We  have  had  a  return  furnished  us  of  the  patients  employed,  Employment, 

and  find  that  48  men  are  at  "work  on  the  land,  21  at  vaiious 
trades,  3  are  of  use  in  the  stores  and  offices,  and  49  clean  the 
wards  ;  42  women  do  this  work  on  the  female  side,  34  wash  at 
the  laundry,  9  are  useful  in  the  kitchen,  and  63  employ  them¬ 
selves  in  needlework.  Walks  in  the  country  are  enjoyed  by 
250  patients  weekly,  and  168  daily  go  about  the  grounds,  where, 
however  we  were  sorry  to  see  that  many  of  the  trees  and  shrubs 
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were  dead  and  dying.  The  entire  absence  of  any  appearance  of 
being  the  entrance  to  a  lunatic  asylum  is  one  of  the  charms  of 
the  approach  to  this  place,  and  we  hope  the  havoc  effected  in 
past  years  on  the  trees  by  the  severe  weather  will  be  remedied. 
W e  have  not  much  to  notice  internally  as  having  been  effected 
in  the  way  of  alteration  or  improvements  since  the  last  visit. 
Painting,  papering,  &c.,  in  the  dormitories,  has  been  continued 
with  good  effect.  C  Six  excellent  cottages,  haying  gardens  adjoin¬ 
ing,  have  been  built  and  occupied  by  married  attendants  since 
our  Colleagues  were  here.  One  subject  we  omitted  to  mention 
amongst  the  work  yet  to  be  done  is  the  heating  of  the  single 
rooms  and  dormitories  ;  but  we  learn  that  this  subject  has  not 
been  overlooked  by  the  Committee. 


Nottinghamshire  Asylum. 


25  October  1882. 

In  this  Asylum  to-day  are  360  patients,  and  one  female  upon 
the  books  is  absent  on  trial.  The  males  are  167,  the  females 
194.  The  private  patients  are  3  ;  the  paupers  are  chargeable,  276 
to  the  County  of  Nottingham  and  Unions  in  the  County,  43  to 
the  Borough  of  Nottingham,  13  to  Newark,  23  to  Derby,  and 
the  rest  to  a  Middlesex  Union.  The  rates  of  maintenance  are 
unaltered  since  the  Commissioners’  visit  in  1881. 

The  late  Medical  Superintendent  died  in  office  shortly  after 
that  visit,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  medical  assistant  in  Decem¬ 
ber  ;  Mr.  Jackson  was  appointed  assistant  early  in  this  year. 
Mr.  Aplin,  the  present  Medical  Superintendent,  appears  to  be 
popular  among  his  patients,  and  to  be  anxious  to  promote  their 
welfare  and  the  improvement  of  the  Asylum,  as  far  as  its  structure 
will  permit. 

The  admissions  since  11th  November  1881,  when  our  Col¬ 
leagues  were  bere,  have  been  137,  in  nearly  equal  numbers  in 
each  division  ;  of  these  two  only  were  re-admissions  ;  47  patients 
have  recovered;  they  and  10  others  have  been  discharged;  38 
deaths  are  recorded. 

In  28  instances  post-mortem  examinations  were,  we  are  glad  to 
say,  made. 

The  only  inquest  was  in  the  case  of  a  pauper  who  died  from 
inflammation  of  the  lungs,  his  death  having  been  accelerated  by 
injuries  which  he  had  inflicted  upon  himself  whilst  a  lunatic 
inmate  of  the  Worksop  Workhouse;  such  was  the  verdict  of  the 
jury.  No  patient  has  been  attacked  by  any  epidemic,  but  an 
attendant  caught  small-pox,  which  did  not  spread^ 

Deaths  in  the  Asylum  have  all  been  natural.  The  only  serious 
casualty  was  the  fracture  by  a  female  pauper  of  her  left  clavicle, 
produced  by  her  falling  accidentally  out  of  bed.  She  spoke  to¬ 
day  of  this  fall  as  the  cause  when  we  questioned  her. 

The  patients  under  treatment  since  the  11th  November  1881 

have 
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have  been  456.  We  found  the  patients  and  staff  thus  distributed.  Appendix  (C.) 
On  male  side,  in  No.  2  Ward,  49  patients,  four  attendants;  in  — — 

No.  3,  31  patients,  two  attendants;  No.  5,  44  patients,  two  fi^-eTsyTum,, 
attendants ;  No.  6,  42  patients,  three  attendants.  No.  5  is 
where  most  of  the  men  are  who  work  on  the  land.  No.  6  is  the 
infirmary;  19  patients  are  in  the  sick  room  and  gallery.  On 
the  female  side  in  No.  1,  were  15  women,  with  One  nurse;  in  No. 

2,  42,  with  three  nurses  ;  No.  3,  44,  with  three  nurses  ;  No.  5, 

48,  with  three  nurses  ;  No.  6  (the  infirmary),  45,  with  three 
nurses.  No.  7  Ward,  in  each  division,  is  the  dormitory  for 
epileptics  and  suicidally-disposed  cases.  No.  4,  on  each  side,  is 
an  ordinary  dormitory.  No.  1,  in  the  men’s  department,  is  used 
for  stores  only.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  there  is  now  a 
head  attendant  in  the  male  division.  The  patients  were  with  a 
few,  very  few  exceptions,  quiet  and  orderly. 

We  saw  the  men  at  dinner,  and  understood  that  the  fare  put  Dietary, 
on  the  table  was  the  same  for  both  sexes ;  the  weight  of  meat  for 
each  man  being  five  ounces  cooked,  four  for  each  woman.  Bread 
is  baked  and  beer  is  brewed  upon  the  premises.  We  think  the 
dietary  is  satisfactory,  and  several  patients  told  us  that  they  had 
no  ground  for  complaint  in  that  direction.  The  grievances 
brought  forward  were  all  as  to  detention,  and  we  could  not  enter 
into  that  question  very  closely.  Some  of  the  cases  appear  suit¬ 
able  for  workhouse  care,  but  this  may  not  be  so  when  fully 
investigated. 

We  must  repeat  our  Colleagues’  observations  as.  to  the  women’s  Condition  of 
personal  condition.  "We  think  that  more  attention  on  the  part  of  Patients# 
the  nurses  would  make  the  female  patients  less  untidy,  and  that 
there  is  also  need  for  a  better  supply  of  dresses ;  many  were 
shabby  and  so  faded  and  worn  out  that  they  should  be  condemned. 

The  blankets  on  several  beds  in  the  female  division  were  also  so 
thin  that  they  could  impart  little  warmth.  In  many  respects  on 
the  women’s  side  there  is  evidence  of  -  the  necessity  tor  more 


supervision  of  the  nurses. 

Few  patients  were  in  bed  during  our  inspection  ;  only  one  was 
secluded  ;  she  was  noisy  and  disturbed  by  our  visit,  so  that  treat¬ 
ment  was  ordered  by  the  medical  superintendent. 

Since  Mr.  Aplin  took  office  decoration  of  the  wards  has  been 
taken  in  hand,  and  we  trust  that  it  will  proceed,  as  we  are  well 
aware  of  its  good  effect  upon  patients,  even  the  most  ill-con-* 
ducted.  Sunlights  have  been  introduced  into  the  room  used  as 
laundry  and  recreation  hall;  also  into  the  epileptic  dormitories, 
and  the  room  first  referred  to  has  now  a  boarded  floor.  We  hope 
that  planks  will  gradually  be  substituted  for  cement  floors, 
especially  in  wards  where  epileptics  pass  much  of  their  time. 
Many  single  rooms  still  call  for  the  painter’s  brush,  and  colour 
here  and  there  would  greatly  enliven  many  wards ;  the  outlay 
need  not  be  great.  As  flowering  plants  greatly  assist  in  making 
wards  cheerful,  a  small  greenhouse  for  rearing  them  is  very 
desirable. 

We  observe  that  Mr.  Aplin  has  carried  out  our  Colleagues’ 
recommendation  as  to  the  position  of  the  attendants  sitting  up  at 
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night  in  the  epileptic  dormitories.  We  have  pointed  out  a  better 
position  for  the  Dent  clock  stations,  with  reference  to  the 
epileptic  dormitories. 

In  the  bath-rooms  and  lavatories  we  find  that  towels  as  well  as 
sheets  are  used  in  drying  the  patients ;  we  are  disposed  to  think 
that  roller  towels  with  rollers,  so  locked  as  to  secure  the  towels 
from  improper  use,  would  be  preferable  to  separate  towels. 

We  can  speak  favourably  of  the  cleanliness' and  order  of  the 
male  wards  ;  not  quite  so  favourably  of  the  female  division,  so 
much  of  it  we  mean,  as  is  contained  in  the  main  building. 

According  to  the  returns  given  in  to  us,  20  men  work  in  garden 
and  grounds,  11  in  the  workshops,  3  in  the  offices,  52  in  the 
wards;  26  women  sew,  5  help  in  kitchen  and  elsewhere,  25  in  the 
laundry,  15  in  the  wards. 

The  attendance  at  Chapel  last  Sunday  was  104  men,  82  women. 
The  chaplain  visits  the  infirmaries  twice  a  week.  The  Homan 
Catholic  patients  are  very  few  indeed.  With  reference  to  the 
case  books  we  learn  that  the  rule  is  to  enter  chronic  cases 
quarterly,  but  more  frequently  if  any  patient  exhibits  a  change 
for  better  or  worse.  The  epileptics  in  the  Asylum  are  46.  The 
unfortunate  position  of  the  Asylum  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that 
260  patients  cannot  be  taken  for  walks  beyond  its  wralls.  We 
have  suggested  that  for  the  men  so  detained  in  the  airing- courts, 
some  attempt  should  be  made  to  organize  by  drill  or  marching, 
more  active  exercise  than  that  which  they  get  by  loitering  about 
the  ground.  Under  medical  treatment  are  now  registered  27 
males,  21  females. 

There  has  been  no  resort  to  restraint,  but  3  men  have  been 
secluded  on  five  occasions  for  a  total  of  31  hours,  14  women  on 
31  occasions  for  a  total  of  221  hours.  Of  the  latter  one  indi¬ 
vidual  was  so  treated  for  130  hours  on  12  occasions. 


Oxford  Asylum. 

8  December  1882. 

Visiting  this  Asylum  to-day  we  find  that  the  patients  are  478 
in  number,  of  whom  218  are  in  the  male,  260  in  the  female  divi¬ 
sion.  A  man  and  2  women  are  absent  on  trial.  All  those  in 
residence  have  been  produced  before  us.  We  wrere  on  the 
whole,  satisfied  with  the  patients  as  regards  personal  appearance, 
and  few  made  any  complaint  except  on  the  subject  of  detention, 
aud  we  have,  of  course,  no  discretion  in  that  direction.  Some 
might,  perhaps,  be  transferred  to  workhouses,  and  we  would 
draw  special  attention  to  two  idiot  and  harmless  lads  named 
George  Turner  and  Walter  Dean. 

The  general  health  is  as  good  as  old  age  and  infirmities, 
common  among  the  insane,  justify  expectation.  Seven  men  and 
19  women  wrere  in  bed.  Only  one  case,  and  this  man  was  not 
in  bed,  exhibited  injury  from  a  blow ;  he  had,  in  striking  at 

a  fellow 
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a  fellow  patient,  broken  bis  wrist  on  a  bedstead.  He  admitted  Appendix  (C.) 
to  ns  that  the  injury  was  self-inflicted.  Oxford 

A  new  head  attendant  is  on  duty  in  the  female  division.  Asylum. 

Her  predecessor  resigned  office.  The  staff*  has  no  vacancy.  It  staff  of 
is  not  strong  in  number  anywhere,  and  weak  in  the  female  attendants, 
infirmary  and  No.  12  on  the  male  side.  In  that  infirmary  are 
42  patients  with  two  nurses  only ;  in  No.  12  are  28  patients, 
including  6  epileptics  and  some  excited  cases,  under  two  attendants 
only.  We  are  glad  to  report  the  nurses  now  wear  uniforms. 

The  ventilation  of  the  wards  has  been  improved,  but  is  by  no 
means  yet  perfect,  and  we  hope  that  more  outlay  on  that  head 
■will  be  sanctioned. 

The  epileptics  and  suicidally  disposed  are  now,  with  very  few  Epileptic  and 
exceptions  indeed,  brought  under  the  eyes  of  night  attendants  suicidal 
continually,  but  of  those  attendants  there  is  no  mechanical  report  patients, 
through  tell-tale  clocks  or  electricity,  a  matter  of  regret. 

We  found  the  bedding  good  and  clean  and  sufficient  in  quantity, 
but  sheets  should  certainly  be  changed  fortnightly  at  least ;  they 
are  now  a  month  without  change.  The  men’s  body  linen  is  also 
worn  for  a  week.  Improvement  in  that  direction  can  scarcely 
be  expected  till  the  laundry  be  enlarged.  This  enlargement 
will,  we  think,  be  necessary  upon  any  increase  of  the  number  of 
patients. 

Bathing  rules  should  be  supplied  in  all  bath  rooms  ;  in  some 
we  could  not  see  any  hung  up.  In  a  few  single  rooms  occupied 
by  wet  and  dirty  patients  the  floors  require  varnish  to  obviate 
saturation  of  an  offensive  character.  The  day-rooms  are  kept 
clean  and  in  proper  order,  but  are  by  no  means  too  comfortably 
furnished  for  sick  persons. 

Entertainments  are  given  on  every  W  ednesday.  _  Amusement. 

The  new  chapel  has  approached  completion,  but  it  will  not  be 
ready  for  services  before  March.  The  house  for  the  Medical 
Superintendent  has  scarcely  reached  its  first  floor. 

We  met  the  chaplain  in  the  wards  and  hear  that  he  reads  Divine  Service. 

prayers  daily  and  gives  two  Sunday  services.  The  old  chapel 
when  vacated  and  the  present  quarters  for  the  Superintendent 
will  together  reduce  the  crowding  in  some  wards  and  admit  a  few 
more  patients. 

During  our  inspection  the  patients  were  generally  well-be¬ 
haved;  no  person  was  in  seclusion  or  under  mechanical  restraint. 

According  to  the  medical  records  4  males  have  been  secluded  Seclusion, 
on  nine  occasions  for  an  aggregate  of  67-|  hours,  and  17  females 
on  42  occasions  for  a  total  of  187f  hours,  nearly  all  of  them  for 
epileptic  mania;  and  one  woman  has  worn  gloves  on  four 
occasions  for  surgical  reasons.  No  man  has  been  restrained  in  Restraint 
any  way.  Under  medical  treatment  are  registered  19  men  and 

20  women.  t  .... 

There  have  been  two  inquests,  in  cases  of  suffocation ;  the  Inquests. 

man  was  choked  at  dinner,  the  woman  died  in  an  epileptic  fit  in 
the  special  dormitory  ;  the  nurse  on  duty  vras  present  in  the 
dormitory,  but  did  not  witness  her  cieath.  Coirespondence  took 
place  with  our  office  upon  the  latter  death,  and  vTe  are  informed 

o.«  i.  c  c  3  that 
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that  the  Committee  also  made  inquiry  into  the  matter.  The 
jury  attributed  no  blame  to  anybody,  and  the  nurse  is  still  in 
the  Asylum,  since  blame  was  not  brought  home  to  her  under  the 
circumstances.  Fifty-one  deaths  have  occurred ;  all  but  those 
from  suffocation  arose  from  natural  causes.  There  has  been  no 
epidemic.  The  only  means  of  isolation  of  infectious  cases  seem 
to  be  the  appropriation  of  dormitories  on  the  second  floor,  which 
have  separate  access  from  out  of  doors,  and  which  are  now 
occupied  by  patients. 

Exclusive  of  ward  helpers  (40  males  and  23  females)  the 
employed  are,  besides  20  male  bed-makers,  16  men  in  and  about 
the  Asylum  and  offices,  9  in  the  shops,  62  on  the  land,  33  women 
assisting  in  the  laundry,  44  doing  needlework,  4  as  housemaids 
and  in  the  kitchen, 

W e  hope  that  at  some  no  distant  day,  the  patients  recreation 
will  also  be  considered,  and  that  a  proper  room  for  that  purpose 
may  be  provided.  Mr.  Sankey  informs  us  that  150  women  are 
confined  to  the  airing  courts. 

Since  our  Colleagues’  visit,  which  took  place  on  the  20th  day 
of  July  last  year,  the  admissions  have  been  123,  the  dis¬ 
charges  74. 

We  have,  as  usual  examined  the  case  books  ;  an  improvement 
is  visible  in  the  greater  frequency  of  entries,  still  there  are 
arrears  which  we  hope  will  be  effaced  before  the  Commissioners 
next  coming. 


Salop  and  Montgomery  Asylum. 

18  April  1882. 

We  have  this  day  inspected  this  Asylum,  which  was  last  visited 
by  two  members  of  our  Board  on  the  14th  of  May  1881.  We 
have  gone  over  the  whole  Asylum  occupied  by  the^  patients,  and 
have  also  visited  the  various  places  in  which  employment  is  given 
to  patients.  It  will  not  be  necessary  for  us  to  point  out  how 
inadequate  all  the  offices,  stores,  laundry,  and  workshops  are  to 
an  asylum  of  this  size,  as  their  enlargement  and  re-construction 
has  been  already  determined,  and  since  the  outbreak  of  fire 
which  recently  happened  here,  the  Committee  have  ordered  that 
a  plan,  in  former  years  suggested  by  our  Colleagues,  be  adopted, 
by  which  water  can  be  thrown  over  the  highest  roof.  We  regret 
to  find,  however,  that  there  are  no  internal  hydrants,  and  no  fire- 
alarm  signal.  In  our  opinion,  hydrants  with  hose  attached  and 
ready  for  immediate  use,  should  be  in  each  ward,  and  on  every 
floor,  whilst  both  attendants  and  nurses  ought  to  be  taught  how 
to  make  use  of  these  appliances.  Until  the  hydrants  can  be 
supplied  internally  we  suggest  that  a  few  “  extincteurs  ”  be  pur¬ 
chased  and  placed  at  convenient  stations. 

The  new  house  for  the  Medical  Superintendent  is  making  fair 
progress,  and  we  think  that  the  purchase  of  the  strip  of  land  lying 
to  the  west  of  house,  bounded  by  the  road,  should,  if  possible,  be 
effected. 

It 
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It  is  right  to  say  that  the  condition  of  the  asylum  and  its  inmates  Appendix  (C.) 
was  creditable  to  the  medical  officers  and  staff,  but  we  hope  the  Salopand 
aopointment  of  the  second  assistant  medical  officer  will  not  be  Montgomery 
delayed,  as  we  feel  sure  that  Dr.  Strange  will  have  great  difficul-  Asylum, 
ties  in  the  way  of  efficiently  managing  the  Asylum  when  the  Additions,  &c. 
contemplated  additions,  alterations,  and  improvements  are  in 


progress. 

During  our  stay  in  the  wards  we  pointed  out  several  matters 
needing  alterations,  but  we  learnt  that  each  subject  we  mentioned 
had  been  considered  by  the  Committee,  and  would  be  remedied. 
We  are  especially  glad  to  hear  that  the  day-space  will  be  increased 
in  wards  No.  1  in  either  division.  The  dormitory  belonging  to 
No.  3  Ward,  female  side,  seemed  damp,  and  we  think  something 
mio-ht  be  done  both  to  remedy  this  defect  and  make  it  appear 
brighter. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  in  good  order,  due  allowance  being 
made  for  a  breakdown  in  the  laundry  machinery  which  has  ren¬ 
dered  it  difficult  to  keep  up  a  sufficient  supply  of  under  blankets. 

We  can  give  a  satisfactory  report  of  the  behaviour  of  the 
patients,  which  was  most  quiet  and  orderly;  they  were  neatly 
dressed,  but  few  wore  any  exceptional  garb,  and  they  were  for 
the  most  part  contented  with  their  mode  of  life  here. 

On  the  subject  of  food  we  had  no  complaints,  neither  had 
we  any  charge  of  harsh  or  unkind  treatment .  at  the  hands  of 
attendants,  male  or  female,  brought  to  our  notice,  though  every 
patient  had  full  opportunity  of  speaking  with  us..  The  attendant 
whose  conduct  with  regard  to  a  patient  was  animadverted  upon 
in  the  last  entry,  has  been  dismissed,  and  also  prosecuted  tor 


striking  a  patient.  QioApnf 

The  present  staff  seemed  respectable  and  up  to  their  duties,  attendants 

but  we  regret  to  find  that  10  out  of  the  19  male,  and  11  out  oi 
23  female  attendants,  have  not  been  here  a  year.  This  is  a  large 
proportion  of  new  hands,  which  must  tend  to  increase  the  work 
of  the  old  attendants  as  well  as  act  prejudicially  on  the  patients. 

We  do  not  wish  to  suggest  any  reason  for  these  constant  changes, 
but  the  initial  wages,  25  /.  and  15  l  respectively  are  not  excessive. 

No  patient  is  at  this  time  away  on  trial,  so  we  have  seen  every 

patient  on  the  books,  230  men  and  274  women.  statistics.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  death-rate  has  been  low ;  calculated 
ipon  the  average  number  daily  resident,  it  has  been  about  8  per 

jent.  of  both  sexes.  The 
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The  causes  of  the  38  deaths  call  for  no  remark  from  us  except¬ 
ing  in  one  case,  in  which  a  coroner’s  inquest  was  held,  when  the 
verdict  was,  c‘  Died  from  suffocation,  caused  by  a  piece  of  orange 
getting  into  the  larynx.” 

General,  paralysis  was  the  most  frequent  cause  of  death.  Post¬ 
mortem  examination  verified  the  assigned  reason  in  19  instances. 
There  is  a  very  large  number  of  old  feeble  cases  on  either  side, 
and  we  found  12  men  and  22  women  in  bed,  but  few  of  these 
were  placed  there  for  other  reasons  but  old  age  and  weakness. 

No  one  was  secluded  at  the  time  of  our  visit.  This  mode  of 
treatment  has  been  employed  in  the  case  of  7  men  20  times  for 
54^  hours,  and  of  17  women  45  times  for  133  hours.  One  patient 
of  each  sex  accounts  for  27^  and  49|  of  these  hours. 

One  male  patient,  who  was  in  the  habit  of  severely  biting  and 
otherwise  injuring  himself,  has  been  restrained  by  a  special  jacket 
on  various  occasions  during  the  past  three  months,  and  another 
with  a  broken  arm  has  been  restrained  by  a  jacket,  with  a  special 
sleeve  to  facilitate  cure. 

The  epileptic  patients  number  46  in  the  male  and  43  in  the 
female  division,  nearly  all  of  whom  sleep  in  the  special  dormitory 
in  their  respective  divisions,  in  which  an  attendant  sits  up  ail 
night.  We  think  there  ought  to  be  some  means  employed  to 
test  the  wakefulness  of  these  attendants. 

The  chapel  service  last  Sunday  was  attended  by  158  men  and 
171  women  ;  and  the  returns  of  employment  show  that  125  men 
and  163  women  are  in  some  way  usefully  employed.  Thirty  of 
each  sex  go  for  walks  beyond  the  Asylum  walls.  This  seems  to 
us  but  a  small  proportion  both  of  those  usefully  employed,  and 
of  those  able  to  take  extended  exercise,  but  we  doubt  not  that  as 
soon  as  this  Asylum  contains  a  larger  population,  means  will  be 
devised  by  Dr.  Strange  both  to  give  work  and  healthy  walks  to 
the  whole  of  the  patients  who  can  or  are  willing  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  opportunity  afforded  them. 


Somerset  and  Bath  Asylum. 

11  May  1882. 

We  have  to-day  finished  our  inspection  of  this  Asylum,  now 
and  since  the  15th  of  October  last  under  a  new  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent,  Dr.  Law  Wade,  who  is  favourably  known  to  us  from 
visits  to  other  asylums  where  he  held  office;  his  medical  assistants 
are  Dr.  Sheldon  and  Dr.  Moynan. 

There  are  now  755  patients,  of  whom  317  are  males,  438  are 
females.  One  of  the  men  is  away  on  leave ;  45  men  and  64  women 
are  chargeable  to  Bath  and  its  parishes,  the  other  paupers  are  from 
Somerset  and  its  unions.  There  is  one  private  patient,  a  man. 
The  vacant  beds  in  position  are  32,  all  on  the  male  side,  but  in 
the  female  division  there  are  32  beds  occupied  in  excess  of  the 
proper  accommodation;  195  cases  have  been  admitted  and  21  re¬ 
admitted, 
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admitted,  making,  together,  a  total  of  216  admissions;  the  dis-  Appendix  (C.) 
charges  have  been  131,  including  99  upon  recovery;  36  males  Somergetant[ 
and  46  females  have  died.  Bath  Asylum. 

It  is  within  the  knowledge  of  our  Colleagues  that  for  the  last  Typhoid  fever 
three  years  the  Asylum  has  been  subject  to  outbreaks  of  typhoid  and  erysipelas, 
fever  and  erysipelas,  and  much  correspondence  has  taken  place 
between  our  Board  and  the  Visitors  upon  the  entries  of  the  Visit¬ 
ing  Commissioners,  and  in  the  intervals  between  their  annual 
inspections,  as  to  the  defective  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum, 
and  the  measures  which  should  be  taken  for  its  correction.  After 
each  outbreak  steps  were,  indeed,  taken  by  the  Visitors  for 
remedying  the  defects  considered  to  be  the  immediate  causes  of 
that  particular  occurrence,  but  the  Commissioners  have  through¬ 
out  felt  that  the  means  adopted  have  never  been  sufficiently 
thorough  to  put  the  general  drainage  and  ventilation  of  the 
Asylum  in  a  proper  state.  We  are  glad,  however,  to  report  that 
since  a  recent  letter  from  our  Board  to  the  Visitors,  another  and 
general  inspection  and  report  have  been  obtained  by  the  Committee 
from  Mr.  Ashmead,  their  sanitary  engineer,  and  that  works  are 
now  in  progress  of  a  description  more  thorough  than  any  hitherto 
undertaken,  which,  we  are  informed  by  Dr.  Wade,  are  to  be 
extended  to  both  divisions,  and  which  it  is  hoped  will  effectually 
secure  the  Asylum  against  the  fever  which  has  so  long  lurked  in 
its  wards. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  of  diarrhoea,  the  Asylum 
appears  to  have  been  tolerably  free,  between  the  14th  May  (the 
date  of  the  Commissioners’  last  visit)  and  'the.  beginning  of 
December,  from  disorders  traceable  to  defects  in  its  sanitary 
condition,  but  on  the  14th  December  typhoid  or  enteric  fever 
and  diarrhoea  again  broke  out,  and  between  that  date  and  the 
8th  ultimo  there  have  been  11  cases  of  the  fever  among  the 
female  patients,  and  5  of  the  women  died  ;  two  nurses  and  the 
schoolmistress  were  also  attacked;  the  nurses  have  recovered, 
the  schoolmistress  has  died.  In  December  and  January  last 
erysipelas  also  showed  itself,  5  females  and  one  nurse  being 
affected,  and  there  was  1  case  in  the  male  division,  ali  recovered. 

As  the  overcrowding  on  the  female  side  prejudicially  affects  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  patients,  we  were  glad  to  hear  to-day 
that  the  Committee  this  morning  decided  on  sending  40  women 
away  to  Rubery  Hill  Asylum. 

The  mortality  for  the  year  1881,  calculated  upon  the  average  Death-rate, 
daily  number  resident,  was  13*4  for  males,  anci  12  1  pei  cent,  foi 
females,  or  12*7  per  cent,  both  sexes.  This  is  a  considerably 
hio-her  death-rate  than  the  average  in  county  asylums,  more 
especiallv  as  regards  the  female  sex.  Bebicies  the  deaths  due 
to  typhoid  fever  and  erysipelas,  five  others,  3  of  men,  2  of 
women,  have  occurred  from  exceptional  causes.  coroner  s  inquests. 
inquest  was  held  in  each  instance.  Two  were  suicides,  both 
of  men  who  hanged  themselves  in  the  Asylum.  In  one  of  these 
two  cases,  an  attendant,  Henry  Webb,  was  prosecuted  by  the 
Commissioners  for  neglect  in  supervision  of  the  patients,  and  was 
convicted  and  fined.  The  other  of  the  3  men  above  referred  to, 
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Appendix  (C.)  an  epileptic,  was  choked  by  his  food  at  breakfast.  One  of  the 
2  women  last  mentioned  died  from  fracture  of  the  skull,  sustained 
accidentally  iu  falling  downstairs,  the  other  female  died  in  an 
epileptic  fit. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  to  the  wards  6  men  and  22  women 
were  in  bed,  3  of  the  latter  recovering  from  typhoid  fever. 

The  patients  at  present  deemed  suicidal  are  15  males  and  19 
females,  all  of  whom  sleep  in  a  dormitory  on  each  side,  in  which 
there  is  not  continuous  supervision,  the  only  protection  being 
that  of  an  attendant  occupying  a  bed  in  the  same  room.  The 
epileptics  are  82  males  and  48  females;  all  but  6  of  the  former  and 
2  of  the  latter  sleej),  on  each  side,  in  a  long  dormitory  and  range 
of  single  rooms,  and  are  considered  to  be  under  continuous  super¬ 
vision  by  attendants  having  no  other  duty.  The  single  rooms, 
however,  remain  without  the  special  means  now  usually  adopted 
for  night  supervision  of  epileptics  by  the  attendants  ;  these  should 
have  opportunity  of  observing  without  entering  the  rooms,  and 
the  rooms  should  be  externally  lighted.  We  hope  that  this  addi¬ 
tional  security  to  such  patients  will  be  adopted,  and  that  some 
electrical  arrangements  will  be  made  to  test  the  wakefulness  of 
night  attendants. 

The  night  staff  has  been  very  rightly  increased ;  this  has  been 
done  since  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Wade.  There  are  now  on 
night  duty  four  male  and  five  female  attendants.  F or  day  duty 
there  are  31  attendants  and  35  nurses.  We  think  that  this  staff  is 
numerically  sufficient ;  the  men  appeared  to  us  to  be  generally 
suitable.  On  the  female  side  there  have  been  many  changes,  and 
many  are  inexperienced  nurses.  The  commencing  wages  for  the 
women  are  14/.,  with  uniform,  and  an  annual  advance  to  18/., 
charge  nurses  rising  to  21  /.  only.  The  comfort  of  the  patients 
and  good  order  of  the  wards  depends  so  largely  on  the  efficiency 
of  the  head  and  charge  attendants  that  we  recommend  very  special 
attention  to  their  qualifications  for  the  posts  which  they  fill. 
During  our  inspection  the  only  complaint  which  was  made  against 
an  attendant  by  a  patient  we  investigated ;  after  hearing  the 
testimony  of  several  patients  who  were  present  at  the  time  when 
the  alleged  ill-treatment  was  said  to  have  taken  place,  we 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  black  eye  which  the  patient 
exhibited  was  accidental,  from  contact  with  a  table  or  bench  in 
the  course  of  a  struggle  which  the  patient’s  own  violence  induced. 

No  one  was  in  seclusion  or  under  restraint  while  we  were  in 
the  wards;  the  numbers  secluded  since  last  visit  have  been  21 
men,  15  women,  each  sex  for  39  days  or  parts  of  days,  the  males 
for  569,  the  females  for  461  hours.  Fourteen  of  the  men  bo 
treated,  and  5  of  the  women,  were  epileptics.  There  has  been 
mechanical  restraint  of  1  patient  only,  a  female;  she  has  been  put 
in  a  sleeveless  dress  thrice  for  a  total  of  18  hours,  to  restrain  her 
violence  and  attempts  at  suicide. 

The  conduct  of  the  patients  was  on  the  whole  good  while 
we  were  among  them,  and  no  one  was  aggressive ;  many  spoke 
gratefully  of  the  medical  staff  now  in  office,  and  the  women  at 
the  two  detached  hospitals  specially  exhibit  contentment. 
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In  the  matter  of  clothing,  both  as  regards  material  and  tidiness,  Appendix  (C.J 
there  is  room  for  improvement ;  the  general  use  of  pinafores  by  s  t  d 
females  is,  we  think,  objectionable,  and  the  men  should  have  two  gath  Asylum, 
shirts  a  week.  Inquiry  informed  us  that  the  stock  of  clothing  ci0thing. 
is  in  neither  division  what  it  should  be,  that  the  women’s  dresses 
are  so  few,  that  those  worn  out  cannot  now  be  replaced,  and  that 
the  laundry  could  wash  a  second  shirt  for  the  men  if  the  supply 
of  further  linen  from  the  stores  were  only  possible..  We  trust 
that  the  matter  will  soon  be  set  right. 

The  dietary  is  sufficiently  good,  and  the  distribution  of  the  Dietary, 
food  at  dinner  is  greatly  improved.  We  saw  a  large  number  of 
the  men  and  women  associated  for  that  meal  in  the  hall. 

The  wards  in  the  main  building  and  the  interior  of  the  old  and  State  of  the 
new  hospital  were  in  proper  order  when  we  inspected  the  same,  wartls' 
but  ventilation  is  defective  in  some  of  the  wards ;  we  may  parti¬ 
cularly  mention  the  long  room  in  No.  4,  the  work-room  for  women, 
and  the  attics.  The  removal  of  the  tile  floor  and  the  projection 
of  a  window  are  desirable  in  No.  3,  north  wing.  More  easy 
chairs  in  the  female  infirmary  day-room  are  also  required,  and 
the  present  system  of  dealing  with  soiled  and  wetted  mattrasses 
is,  we  think,  faulty.  Some  of  the  offensive  smells  in  dormitories 
were,  we  believe,  due  to  the  insufficient  mode  of  cleansing  the 
mattresses.  The  contemplated  conversion  of  the  general  bath¬ 
room  for  females  into  a  day-room  for  the  laundry  patients,  and 
the  provision  of  another  in  a  position  similar  to  that  of  the  men’s 
bath-room,  are  improvements  in  prospect.  New  bathing  rules, 
those  hung  up  being  obsolete,  are  in  course  of  preparation,  and 
a  new  boiler  at  the  hospital  on  the  hill,  which  was  much  wanted, 
is  now  in  position.  Several  water-closets  are  open  to  improve¬ 
ment  in  regard  to  ventilation ;  we  are  glad  to  hear  that  those  in 
the  attics  which  had  no  proper  outlets  are  to  be  abolished,  and 
that  commodes  will  be  substituted ;  several  closets  still  require 
divisions  between  the  seats :  one  in  the  course  of  erection  in  the 
women’s  front  airing-court  will  be  useful.  The  laundry,  so  long 
building,  is  nearly  finished,  and  we  trust  that  it  will  add  much  to 
the  comfort  of  the  patients,  and  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Asylum.  The  drying  ground  should  be  laid  in  asphalte,  and  we 
hope  that  the  projected  elevation  of  certain  shafts  in  its  proximity 
will  carry  off  the  blacks  which  have  hitherto  fallen  on  this  spot. 

The  temporary  washhouse  is,  we  are  told,  to  be  utilised  by  con¬ 
version  into  a  carpenter’s  shop ;  if  so,  provision  should  be  made  of 
a  hydrant  in  its  vicinity. 

The  means  for  putting  out  any  outbreak  of  fire  seems  to  Precautions, 
demand  further  consideration.  Although  there  are  hydrants,  aSainst  fire> 
internal  and  external,  about  the  Asylum,  the  organization  of  a 
fire  brigade  seems  imperfect,  the  drill  of  such  a  brigade  should  be 
frequent.  All  the  attendants,  male  and  female,  should  be  exercised 
in  the  use  of  the  hydrants,  and  rules  for  the  guidance  of  all  in 
case  of  fire,  with  proper  arrangements  for  alarm  of  fire,  should  be 
prepared  in  writing,  and  communicated  to  those  required  to  act 
in  the  emergency  by  day  or  night. 

0.6l. 
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According  to  tlic  ward  returns,  the  patients  employed  are  66 
per  cent,  of  males,  but  only  48  per  cent,  of  females.  The  men 
employed  on  the  land  are  comparatively  few,  37  only.  We  hope 
that  their  numbers  will  be  increased,  and  that  a  much  larger 
proportion  of  the  women  will  be  induced  to  occupy  themselves. 
The  idiot-boys  are  now  separated  from  the  mass  of  insane  males. 
Many  sanitary  alterations  have  been  effected  since  the  last  visit, 
and  especially  since  the  new  Medical  Superintendent  took 
office. 

We  regret  that  we  cannot  report  that  a  housekeeper  has  been 
appointed,  such  an  officer  is  much  wanted  for  the  immediate 
oversight  of  the  laundry  department,  kitchen  offices,  and  servants, 
and  the  care  and  management  of  the  clothing,  &c. 

Alterations  and  renovations  are  much  needed  as  regards  the 
kitchen  and  its  fittings,  and  an  enlargement  and  re-arrangement 
of  the  steward’s  stores  and  bakehouses  are  also  necessary  to  render 
the  working  of  the  steward’s  department  efficient  and  convenient; 
a  larger  and  more  suitable  shoemakers’  shop  is  also  required. 

We  have  already  referred  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the 
female  division.  Plans  for  a  detached  building  for  88  women 
were  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  some  time  ago,  but  the 
change  in  the  office  of  Medical  Superintendent  delayed  operations, 
and  the  erection  has  only  just  commenced.  Dr.  Wade  informs 
us  that  the  average  increase  of  demand  for  accommodation  on  the 
female  side  has  been  of  late  10  a  year;  it  follows  that  further 
provision  will  be  necessary  soon  after  the  building  now  com¬ 
menced  shall  open,  and  we  hope  that  the  Committee  will  take  a 
comprehensive  view  of  the  prospective  requirement  of  the  united 
county  and  borough.  The  necessity  for  considerable  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  this  asylum  at  no  distant  date,  as  a  consequence  of  union 
by  the  county  with  Bath,  was  foreseen  by  the  Commissioners  in 
1875,  and  was  one  of  the  objections  to  that  union  which  the 
Commissioners  felt  and  expressed,  when  their  opinion  on  the 
subject  wa3  asked  by  the  Home  Secretary.  As  the  union  will 
probably  not  be  dissolved,  the  question  of  providing  an  auxiliary 
asylum  under  the  existing  Committee  of  Visitors,  is  one  that  we 
commend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Justices.  The  asylum  land 
of  freehold  tenure  is,  we  learn,  at  present  about  75  acres,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  which  38  acres  are  rented.

1  and  2  August  1882. 

At  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners,  30th  April  1881,  the 
names  of  659  patients  were  on  the  books  of  the  Asylum,  and  it 
was  observed  that  the  female  side  was  practically  full,  and  the 
accommodation  for  men  very  little.  We  find  upon  our  inspection 
yesterday  and  to-day  that  the  numbers  have  increased  to  677,  and 
there  is  much  overcrowding,  especially  on  the  female  side. 
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The  admissions,  discharges,  and  deaths  since  the  last  inspection 
have  been  as  follows  : —

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One  male  of  the  above  number  was  absent  on  leave.  All  the 
patients  at  present  in  the  Asylum  are  chargeable  to  parishes  in 
the  county  of  Stafford,  with  the  exception  of  one  male,  who  is 

under  orders  for  removal.  . 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  death-rate  continues  very  high,  deaths. 
For  1881,  14*5  per  cent.,  and  about  the  same  per-centage  since 
the  last  visit.  Though  general  paralysis  accounts  for  26  and 
epilepsy  for  15  of  these  deaths,  we  hope  when  the  new  additions 
are  completed,  and  the  present  overcrowding  relieved,  that 
returns  more  nearly  approaching  the  average  rate  in  county 
asylums  may  be  obtained.  With  one  exception  ail  the  deaths 
were  due  to  natural  causes,  the  exception  being  that  of  a  female, 
who  was  suffocated  in  an  epileptic  fit.  A  coroner’s  inquest  was 
held,  and  particulars  were  forwarded  to  our  office.  Post-mortem 
examinations  were  made  in  27  cases ;  there  has  been  no  serious 


°a  Durki'o'  our  inspection  we  visited  all  the  wards  and  dormitories,  Condition  of 

and  can  report  favourably  on  their  cleanliness  and  ordei,  but  in 

many  the  supply  of  papers  and  amusing  books  is  very  deficient; 

the  patients  were  all  neatly  and  suitably  dressed,  and  in  most  ot 

the  wards  were  quiet  and  free  from  undue  excitement.  We 

were  not,  however,  satisfied  with  No.  1  on  the  female  side,  and 

No.  5  on  the  male  side.  In  No.  1  female  there  are  55  patients 

and  four  attendants,  and  in  No.  5  male  41  patients  and  three 

attendants.  Many  of  these  patients  belong  to  the  violent  and 

refractory  class,  and  we  think  some  of  the  excitement  maybe 

due  to  too  strict  classification  and  insufficient  out-door  exercise. 

"\Y  q  had  many  complaints  of  unkind  treatment,  and  though  none 
of  them  would  bear  strict  investigation,  we  think  the  conduct  ot 
the  attendants  should  be  carefully  watched.  There  are,  owing 
to  the  new  buildings  now  in  progress,  vei}  fhw  facilities  for 
takino*  the  worst  class  of  patients  beyond  the  airing  courts,  but 
on  their  completion  large  additions  will  be  made  to  the  present 
airing  courts  and  walks  laid  out  round  the  estate,  which  will 
doubtless  do  much  to  remedy  the  present  defects.  We  are  con¬ 
vinced  that  the  best  results  follow  constant  out- door  exercise 
and  extended  employment. 

The  following  have  been  returned  to  us  as  usetuily  employed :  Employment 
males  on  the  grounds,  124;  in  shops,  32  ;  house  and  domestic of  patients, 
duties  19  ;  cleaning,  99  ;  total,  274.  Females,  laundry,  30  ;  in 
n.6  1 .  galleries, 
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galleries,  138  ;  house  domestics,  16  ;  total,  184.  The  numbers 
attending  chapel  last  Sunday  were  170  males  and  130  females; 
there  is  no  week-day  service.  The  enlargement  of  the  present 
chapel  shortly  to  be  commenced  is  a  very  necessary  improve¬ 
ment.  The  amusements  continue  as  reported  last  year,  and  are 
on  a  liberal  scale.  We  only  found  one  of  each  sex  in  bed  at  the 
time  of  our  visit,  and  19  males  and  20  females  are  registered  as 
taking  medicine. 

Since  the  last  visit  we  find  the  following  records  of  restraint 
and  seclusion:  3  females  and  1  male  have  had  their  hands 
fastened  to  their  sides  to  prevent  self-injury  on  six  occasions,  for 
a  total  duration  of  114  hours;  4  females  have  been  packed  on 
eight  occasions  and  4  males  on  four  occasions,  the  former  for  30 
hours  and  the  latter  for  32  hours  ;  9  females  have  been  secluded 
on  27  occasions  for  a  totah  of  372  hours,  and  13  males  on  48 
occasions  for  643  hours.  Two  males  spend  a  large  part  of  their 
time  in  their  own  rooms  at  their  own  request. 

The  present  staff  of  attendants  consist  of  29  males  and  23 
females ;  there  are  two  vacancies  on  the  male  and  one  on  the 
female  side.  An  extra  night  attendent  is  doing  duty  on  the 
male  side,  but  the  arrangements  on  the  female  side  remain  the 
same.  A  new  head  attendant  has  been  recently  appointed  ;  eight 
of  the  male  and  seven  of  the  female  attendants  have  been  in  the 
service  of  the  Asylum  for  less  than  12  months. 

The  new  buildings  have  made  satisfactory  progress,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  female  division  will  be  ready  for  occupation 
about  Christmas,  and  the  male  division  a  few  months  later  ;  their 
completion  will  remedy  many  of  the  defects  in  the  present 
building,  chiefly  due  to  overcrowding. 

The  bath-rooms  in  the  male  wards  5  and  6  are  being  altered 
into  water-closets.  New  closets  and  urinals  for  1  male  tvard 
are  to  be  at  once  constructed. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  so  that  the  gas  supply  to  each 
ward  may  be  cut  off  at  pleasure  in  case  of  fire  or  other 
emergency.  A  temporary  assistant  medical  officer  has  been 
appointed,  and  the  question  of  having  a  permanent  second  assist¬ 
ant  is  to  be  considered  in  September  next. 

An  arrangement  has  been  entered  into  between  the  Committee 
and  the  Town  Council  of  Stafford  by  which  the  slop  water  of 
the  old  and  new  buildings  will  be  turned  into  the  Corporation 
closed  sewer,  that  from  the  old  buildings  having  hitherto  been 
poured  on  the  Asylum  meadows.  For  the  future  the  closet 
sewage  of  the  Asylum,  both  old  and  new  buildings,  will  go  on  to 
the  meadows. 

Nineteen  female  patients  chargeable  to  the  county  of  Stafford 
are  at  present  in  the  Carmarthen  Asylum. 
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31  July  1882. 

On  Saturday  last,  the  29th,  we  fully  inspected  this  asylum,  Staffordshire 
and  saw  all  the  patients  whose  names  are  now  on  the  books.  Asylums 
In  beginning  this  entry  we  desire  to  express  our  satisfaction  at { Burn  w0° 
the  substantial  improvement  in  the  condition  of  this  Asylum, 
which  has  taken  place  since  the  writer  visited  the  Institution  in 
1880.  This  improvement  is  manifest  both  in  the  demeanour  and 
appearance  of  the  patients  and  in  the  state  of  the  building,  the 
present  condition  of  which  is  very  good.  We  find  the  wards 
clean  and  bright,  well  ventilated,  and  entirely  free  from  bad 
smells,  owing  to  the  improved  arrangement  of  the  waste  pipes, 
outlets,  and  drains.  Nearly  all  have  been  painted,  re-papered, 
and  made  comfortable  ;  and  the  most  marked  improvement  is 
observable  in  No.  7  on  the  female  side,  in  which  formerly  the 
most  turbulent  women  were  collected.  This  ward  is  now  very 
fairly  comfortably,  and  the  removal  of  the  soil  from  against  the 
outer  walls  has  made  them  dry,  and  allowed  of  an  enlargement 
of  the  windows  in  the  room  which  has  been  arranged  as  a 
dormitory,  thus  making  it  lighter  and  more  airy.  The  ward  is 
not  now  used  as  a  special  refractory  ward,  and  the  more  excited 
patients  are  distributed  throughout  the  female  division,  with  very 
good  effect  upon  them,  and  no  serious  disturbance  of  the  wards 
in  which  they  are  placed. 

We  may  here  refer  shortly  to  other  structural  alterations  and 
improvements  effected  since  our  Colleagues  visit  in  November 
IciSt  * 

The  doors  of  some  single  rooms  in  the  dormitories  where 
epileptic  patients  sleep,  have  had  open  panels,  and  gas  lights 
have  been  placed  over  the  doors  and  properly  protected  by 
strong  plate  glass ;  the  steam  pipes  in  the  kitchen  covered  way 
have  been  enclosed ;  large  gates  in  the  airing-courts,  to  allow  the 
passage  of  the  fire  engine,  have  been  put  up ;  hose  and  jet  pipes 
have  been  placed  contiguous  to  the  internal  hydrants ;  and  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  painting  and  decoration  has  been  eaxiied  out. 

The  question  of  providing  a  duplicate  set  of  pumps  for  the 
well  remains  in  abeyance. 

We  find  an  alteration  of  the  bakery  in  progress.  The  ovens, 
bread-making  room,  and  bread  store,  are  to  be  placed  in  the 
cellars,  underneath  the  kitchen,  and  the  present  bakenouse,  &c., 
will  be  added  to  the  general  stores  or  workshops.  No  plans  of 
these  alterations,  or  for  alterations  in  the  laundry,  also  m  pro¬ 
gress,  were  submitted  to  our  Board  for  examination.  The  new 
position  of  the  bakery  does  not  strike  us  as  quite  suitable,  and, 
on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners,  we  must  disclaim  all  responsi- 

°  The  present  number  of  patients  is  569;  291  being  males  and  Statistics. 
278  females.  All  are  chargeable  to  unions  in,  and  the  County 
of  Stafford.  The  present  weekly  rate  of  charge  for  maintenance 
5  4  d.,  but  the  actual  cost  last  year  was  9  s.  0 %d.  Since  the 
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last  visit,  45  males  and  61  females  have  been  admitted,  20  males 
and  22  females  have  been  discharged,  31  in  all  having  recovered, 
and  49  patients  have  died.  The  death-rate  for  1881  was  9*72  of 
the  average  daily  number  resident;  in  the  period  from  the  last 
visit  to  this  date  it  has  been  8*7.  The  causes  of  the  deaths  have 
been  of  the  class  usual  in  asylums.  No  violent  death  has 
occurred,  or  serious  casualty,  and  no  inquest  has  been  held. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  30  instances. 

The  general  bodily  health  of  the  patients  seems  to  be  good. 
We  found  but  4  males  and  7  females  confined  to  bed,  and  the 
numbers  recorded  as  under  medical  treatment  are  5  of  the 
former  and  8  of  the  latter  sex. 

No  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  employed  since  the  last 
visit. 

The  patients  during  our  inspection  were  most  orderly  and 
quiet,  but  sundry  black  eyes,  sustained  in  quarrels  among  them¬ 
selves,  showed  that  they  are  sometimes  excited.  Indeed,  we  are 
somewhat  surprised  that  such  injuries  are  not  more  common,  as 
the  proportion  of  attendants  to  patients  is  very  low,  and  it  must 
be  difficult  to  give  that  amount  of  close  supervision  which  is 
desirable.  We  find  that  for  day  duty  the  proportion  of  attendants 
to  patients  is,  on  the  male  side  1  to  16*2,  and  on  the  female  side 
1  to  16*3.  These  proportions  are  lower  than  are  usual  in  County 
Asylums,  and  do  not,  we  think,  adequately  provide  for  the 
necessary  absences  of  attendants  for  holidays,  or  in  case  of 
illness. 

The  condition  of  the  patients’  dress  was  generally  satisfactory, 
and  the  attendants  deserve  credit  for  it.  So  also  was  that  of  the 
bedding. 

The  associated  amusements  continue  to  be  fortnightly.  They 
are,  occasionally,  theatrical  or  musical. 

Divine  Service  on  the  23rd  instant  was  attended  by  273 
patients,  and  about  210  attend  the  daily  morning  prayers.  The 
attendance  seems  to  be  somewhat  restricted  by  the  limited 
capacity  of  the  chapel. 

We  are  glad  to  find  increased  employment  of  the  patients, 
especially  of  the  males,  229  of  whom  are  stated  to  be  usefully 
employed,  83  upon  the  land.  Thus,  about  80  per  cent,  find 
useful  occupation.  The  return  for  the  female  patients  is  not 
quite  so  satisfactory,  but  we  feel  sure  it  will  be  improved.  The 
number  is  151,  a  proportion  of  54  per  cent.  only.  It  is  scarcely 
possible  to  lay  too  much  stress  upon  the  value  of  employment  in 
the  treatment  of  the  insane. 

A  very  good  estate  walk  has  been  formed,  and  is  nearly  com¬ 
plete.  It  affords  the  means  of  giving  extended  exercise,  and  we 
are  assured  that  all  patients  but  those  who  are  sick  or  very 
infirm  go  beyond  the  airing- courts  for  exercise. 

One  male  and  one  female  attendant  have  been  added  to  the 
strength  of  the  staff  since  the  last  visit,  and  it  now  consists 
(besides  the  head  attendants)  of  18  males  and  17  females  for  day 
duty,  and  two  of  each  sex  for  night  watching.  Five  male  and 
eight  female  attendants  have  been  less  than  12  months  in  the 
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asylum  service.  The  wages  of  the  men  begin  at  30/.  without 
uniform,  those  of  the  women  at  14/.,  with  a  dress.  We  have 
seen  no  reason  to  be  dissatisfied  with  the  attendants  now  here, 
but  we  think  the  initial  wages  of  the  female  nurses  rather  low. 

We  have  just  tested  the  provision  for  extinguishing  a  fire, 
having  given  an  alarm  without  any  previous  warning,  indicating 
No.  3  female  ward  as  the  locality.  The  manual  engine  was 
throwing  a  good  jet  of  water  on  the  roof  in  15  minutes  from  the 
time  of  our  giving  the  alarm,  and  the  nurses  had  got  the  hose 
attached  to  the  internal  hydrant.  The  fire  brigade  appeared  to 
know  their  duties,  and  the  patients  who  worked  the  engine  fell 
quietly  into  their  places.  The  position  of  the  supposed  fire  was 
one  difficult  to  get  to,  but  we  think  the  time  occupied  in  pre¬ 
paration  might  be  shortened  ;  on  the  whole,  however,  we  have 
been  pleased,  with  the  trial. 

Wre  should  not  omit  to  mention  that  a  detached  hospital  for 
infectious  diseases  is  about  to  be  erected,  from  plans  duly 
sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State.

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Suffolk  Asylum. 

25  May  1882. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  this  Asylum,  which  we  have  to-day  SuiFolk 
inspected,  continues  to  be  very  unsatisfactory.  *  #  Asyluir 

There  is  not,  we  regret  to  say,  any  improvement  since  the  visit 
of  our  colleagues  in  May  of  last  year,  when  in  their  entry  in  this 
book  they  called  attention  to  the  persistence  of  diarrhoea  among 
the  inmates.  Indeed  the  evil  has  been  intensified,  as  will  be  ap-* 
parent  from  the  following  figures  furnished  by  Dr.  Eager  in 
answer  to  our  inquiries. 

In  the  year  1881,  130  persons  were  attacked  by  diarrhoea,  4 
by  erysipelas,  and  several  by  septic  sore  throat  or  mumps.  Ihe 
deaths  among  the  persons  so  attacked  were  24.  In  the  present 
vear  up  to  the  17th  instant,  there  have  been  81  cases  of  dianhoea, 

3  of  erysipelas,  and  4  of  sore  throat  or  mumps,  and  the  deaths 

have  been  3. 

A  detached  wooden  building  was  erected  m  January  to  serve 
as  an  infirmary  for  cases  of  this  description,  and  in  it  weie  to-day 
9  men  and  17  women  suffering  from  diarrhoea.  A  tenth  man 

was  laid  up  in  the  ward.  . 

The  large  amount  of  this  disease  is  probably  due  m  no  small 
degree  to  overcrowding,  but  it  is  also  probable  that  there  is  a 
combination  of  causes,  and  we  cannot  but  tnink  that  the  sewage^ 
tank  and  filtering  beds  placed  so  near  the  building  are  one  of 
these.  A  third  is  possibly  an  unwholesome  drinking  water. 

The  water  used  for  dietetic  purposes  is  now  carted  from  a  deep 
well  at  Melton  by  permission  of  the  owner  of  the  well.  No 
06l  Dd  analysis 
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analysis  of  this  water  has,  we  believe,  been  made,  but  it  is  believed 
to  be  good ;  still  we  think  it  should  be  tested. 

The  plan  of  dealing  with  the  sewage  does  not  appear  to  us  to 
be  successful.  It  would,  perhaps,  be  presumptuous  in  us  to  con¬ 
demn  it  absolutely,  but  we  feel  strongly  that  the  best  advice  on 
this  most  important  subject  should  be  sought  and  followed. 

As  regards  permanent  water  supply  we  learn  that  a  boring 
has  been  made  in  the  present  well  to  the  depth  of  about  260  feet 
from  the  ground  surface,  and  water  has  risen  in  the  tube  to  the 
height  of  97  feet  from  the  surface.  Unfortunately  the  quality  of 
the  water,  which  is  from  the  chalk,  is  not  good.  A  sample  taken 
after  more  than  12  hours’ pumping  was  submitted  for  analysis  to 
Dr.  Frankland,  who  reports  that  in  his  opinion  it  is  not  a  safe 
water  for  dietetic  purposes,  and  that  owing  to  its  great  hardness 
this  water  is  not  suited  for  washing.  The  engineers  entrusted 
with  the  boring  suggest  a  more  complete  lining  of  the  bore,  by 
driving  pipes  so  as  to  shut  out  the  upper  water  of  the  chalk,  and 
to  bore  into  the  lower  springs  in  search  of  better  water.  The 
committee  have  not  yet  determined  what  course  to  adopt.  As 
this  question  of  water  supply  is  intimately  connected  with  that 
of  the  proposed  extension  of  the  Asylum,  we  request  that  copies 
of  Dr.  Frankland’s  analysis  and  report  may  be  forwarded  to  our 
office. 

We  were  glad  to-day  to  notice  a  sanitary  measure  which  has 
been  carried  out  since  the  last  visit,  namely,  the  disconnection 
from  the  drains  of  all  wastes,  and  the  ventilation  by  4  J -inch  pipes 
carried  above  the  roof,  of  the  soil  pipes  of  water-closets.  This 
will,  doubtless,  improve  the  air  in  the  wards. 

No.  6  ward,  in  the  male  division,  is  at  present  undergoing  re¬ 
painting  and  other  renovation,  and  its  inmates  are  temporarily 
lodged  in  No.  1,  thus  filling  the  latter  ward  unduly  ;  but  we 
understand  that  in  two  or  three  weeks  No.  6  will  be  ready  for 
re-occupation.  The  male  attic  dormitories  and  one  of  the  same 
character  on  the  female  side  have  been  improved,  and  are  now 
much  better  ventilated.  The  rest  of  those  in  the  female  division 
will  be  similarly  altered.  The  foregoing,  with  some  of  the  usual 
re-painting,  &c.,  are  the  principal  structural  works  undertaken 
since  the  last  visit. 

We  could  wish  that  something  w'ere  done  to  enliven  and  im¬ 
prove  the  aspect  of  wards  No.  2  in  each  division,  which  are  now 
bare  and  cheerless.  The  state  of  the  dormitory  of  No.  6  female, 
called  the  “  Cottage,”  is  not  good.  The  room  is  damp  and  the 
paper  peeling  from  the  walls. 

The  temporary  infirmary  seems  to  answer  the  purpose,  but  the 
stoves  strike  us  as  being  a  source  of  possible  danger  and  being 
quite  unprotected,  only  very  dependable  patients  can  safely  be 
placed  here,  and  we  think  that  the  17  sick  women  now  in  it 
require  more  than  one  nurse  for  day  duty.  There  is,  of  course, 
a  night  nurse. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  are  clean  and  the  bedding  is  good. 
No  offensive  smells  were  to-day  perceptable  as  proceeding  from 
the  closets  or  sinks,  but  as  all  the  patients  were  (the  day  being 
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wet)  confined  to  the  wards,  the  air  was  in  parts  heavy  and  not  Appendix  (C.) 
fresh.  Except  some  noisy  talking  from  a  few  of  the  women,  guffo~ 
the  patients  of  both  sexes  were  quiet  and  orderly.  One  man  who  Asylum, 
had  a  black  eye  accused  an  attendant  of  having  caused  it.  Inquiry 
elicited  that  the  patient  had  attacked  or  threatened  the  at¬ 
tendant,  that  there  had  been  a  scuffle  and  fall  together  on  the 
floor,  and  the  attendant  alleged  that  the  black  eye  had  been 
caused  by  falling  against  a  table.  The  attendant  denied  having 
struck  the  patient.  The  case  did  not  appear  to  call  for  more 
than  the  caution  w~e  gave  to  the  attendant  as  to  his  action  in 
similar  circumstances.  This  was  the  only  complaint  made  to  us 
of  ill-treatment  which  had  any  apparent  ground. 

We  concur  with  our  colleagues  who  visited  last  year,  in 
thinking  the  wards  ill-supplied  with  papers,  amusing  books,  and 
games.  A  small  expenditure  in  these  things  would  be  judicious. 

The  patients’  dress  is  fairly  good ;  in  some  cases  great  neatness  Clothing, 
and  care  are  displayed.  Not  many,  we  think  only  one  woman, 
were  wearing  exceptionally  strong  dress. 

There  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  170  males  and  221  Statistics, 
females,  a  total  of  391.  One  man  is  absent  on  trial. 

In  other  asylums,  boarded  out.  are  44  males  and  56  females 
belonging  to  unions  in  Suffolk. 

Since  the  last  visit  82  males  and  81  females  have  been  admitted 
here,  86  males  and  87  females  have  been  discharged,  66  of  both 
sexes  having  recovered,  and  40  males  and  23  females  died. 

The  death-rate  was  upon  the  average  number  resident  about 
16  per  cent. 

In  34  instances  post-mortem  examination  was  made.  Coroner’s  Post-mortem 
inquests  were  held  in  two  cases.  In  one  the  verdict  found  was  exammatl0ns- 
that  the  patient  died  from  heart  disease  with  brain  disease,  and  lnquests. 
the  other  that  death  was  accelerated  by  a  fracture  of  the  femur, 
occasioned  by  the  deceased  being  pushed  down  by  a  fellow 
patient.  Twenty  of  the  deaths  are  attributed  to  diarrhoea,  alone 
or  complicated  with  other  disease. 

The  other  causes  of  death  call  for  no  particular  notice.  The 
patients  under  medical  treatment  at  the  date  of  the  latest  record, 
were  15  males  and  27  females,  and  confined  to  bed  to-day  were 
12  males  and  23  women,  including  all  in  the  detached  infirmary. 

Divine  Service  was  attended  last  Sunday  by  62  males  and  69  Divine  Service. 

women. 

The  entertainments  bring  together  about  120  of  both  sexes. 
Seventy-two  men  and  70  women  do  not  go  beyond  the  airing 
courts  for  exercise,  but  60  men  and  150  women  take  more  ex¬ 
tended  walks. 

The  returns  of  the  various  employments  inform  us  that  in  all  Employment. 
93  men  and  113  women  are  usefully  occupied,  or  about  one-half. 

If  a  larger  number  could  be  induced  to  work,  as  we  think  they 
might,  it  would  be  an  advantage. 

Seclusion  and  restraint  have  been  little  used.  One  man  was  Seclusion  and 
pretty  continuously  restrained  by  the  muff  for  four  months,  and  restraint. 

2  men  on  three  occasions  for  24  hours,  and  4  women  on  four 
occasions  for  29  hours  were  secluded. 

0.6 1.  D  D  2  Changes 
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Changes  among  the  attendants  have  been  frequent.  Of  the  22 
males,  and  like  number  of  female  attendants  now  here,  11  of  the 
former  and  17  of  the  latter  have  not  yet  completed  12  months’ 
service.  This  is  to  be  regretted,  and  all  reasonable  means  should 
be  taken  to  induce  longer  service.  The  rates  of  wages  have  not 
recently  been  altered. 

Various  matters  noticed  in  previous  entries,  such  as  .  the 
lighting  by  oil-lamps,  remain  unaltered.  If  we  do  not  specially 
mention  these  here,  it  is  not  that  we  do  not  agree  with  the  sug¬ 
gestions  which  have  from  time  to  time  been  made  for  their  im- 
provement. 

The  present  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is  10  s.  6  d.  per 
head. 


Surrey  Asylums.— 1.  Wandsworth. 

12  May  1882. 

Surrey  We  have  to-day  completed  our  inspection,  begun  yesterday, 

Asylums.  0f  this  Asylum,  and  are  glad  to  be  able  to  express  a  very  favour- 
( Wandsworth.)  opinion  of  its  present  state  and  management. 

The  improvements  effected  in  the  last  two  or  three  years  are 
very  considerable,  and  greatly  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Asylum. 
Those  of  a  structural  nature  have  been  of  an  extensive  character. 
Improvements.  Several  have  been  noticed  in  previous  entries  by  members  of  our 
Board,  and  wq  may  here  confine  our  attention  to  those  which 
have  been  completed  since  the  last  visit.  The  foremost  is  the 
new  chapel,  now  in  use,  and  which  will  seat  630  persons.  It  is.  a 
very  suitable  building.  The  new  recreation  hall  (which  will 
serve  also  as  a  visiting  room  for  the  female  division). is  finished, 
but  not  yet  furnished.  It  is  a  very  good  room  with  a  large 
stage,  but  this  has  not  been  very  well  arranged  for  the  purpose 
of  scenic  representation ;  it  lacks  the  usual  stage  apparatus  and 
contrivances.  The  new  residence  for  the  superintendent  is  com¬ 
plete,  and  in  occupation.  The  conversion  of  the  old  chapel,  into 
additional  store-rooms  below,  and  large  billiard,  and  male  visiting 
room  over,  is  nearly  finished,  and  the  furniture  and  fittings  are 
being  prepared.  The  farm  buildings  have  been  enlarged  and  im¬ 
proved,  and  are  now  very  convenient.  The  new  mortuary  and 
and  post-mortem  room  are  finished,  and  some  smaller  works  have 
also  been  carried  out.  In  the  wards  the  usual. cleaning  and  deco¬ 
ration  has  been  going  forward,  and  the  ventilation  of  some  has 
been  improved.  In  this  particular  there  is  room  for  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  older  basement  dormitory  on  the  female  side. 
Larger  window  openings  should  be  provided  to  permit  a  freer 
access  of  air. 

We  have  found  the  aspect  of  the  wards  in  each  division  very 
cheerful  and  comfortable.  The  bedding  was  clean  and  good,  and 
the  air  generally  sweet.  In  a  few  instances  the  closets  opening 
directly  into  the  galleries  were  somewhat  offensive,  a  condition 
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whicli  the  construction  of  these  closets  renders  it  difficult  to  Appendix  (C.) 
avoid.  In  a  great  many  of  the  closets  we  found  the  seat  action  ' 
for  producing  a  flush  of  water  out  of  order.  This  system  requires  Asylums, 
the  most  constant  attention  to  keep  it  effective.  In  the  new  (Wandsworth.) 
latrines  in  the  airing  courts,  the  plan  of  occasional  flushing  by 
means  of  a  tap,  secured  from  the  patients’  interference,  is  adopted, 
and  is  said  to  work  satisfactorily. 

The  greenhouse  and  pits,  recently  constructed,  afford,  under 
the  management  of  a  gardener  specially  engaged  on  this  work, 
an  ample  supply  of  plants  and  flowers  for  the  decoration  of  the 
wards ;  and  wiil  also  permit  of  considerable  summer  decoration 
of  the  airing  courts.  The  effect  upon  the  wards  is  very  pleasing, 
and  is  by  no  means  without  a  beneficial  result  in  the  successful 
treatment  of  the  patients. 

The  demeanour  of  the  patients  during  our  inspection,  in  the 
course  of  which  we  have  seen  all,  except  three  women  who  are 
absent  on  trial,  has  been  satisfactory.  Two  or  three  women  were 
noisy,  but  there  was  no  violence,  and  not  much  complaint  of 
harshness  or  ill-treatment.  One  man  accused  an  attendant  of 
having  kicked  him,  but  we  did  not  obtain  any  corroborative 
evidence,  and  the  attendant  is  at  present  absent  on  his  annual 
leave.  The  attendant’s  name  is  Crawford,  and  we  recommend 
that  his  conduct  be  watched. 

The  state  of  the  dress  of  both  sexes  was  satisfactory,  and  clothing, 
proper  attention  appears  to  be  paid  to  personal  cleanliness  and 
neatness. 

The  patients  on  the  books  to-day  number  1,064,  420  being  Statistic.?, 
males,  and  644  females.  Since  the  last  visit  (3rd  March  1881), 

212  males  and  264  females  have  been  admitted.  Forty-five  of 
the  admissions  were  not  for  the  first  time.  One  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  males,  and  201  females  were  discharged  (80  of  the 
former,'  and  145  of  the  latter  sex)  on  recovery,  and  25  of  the 
women  ((  not  improved were  sent  out  .to  workhouses,  while  6o 
males  and  22  females  have  been  boarded  out  in  the  Portsmouth, 
or  Chartham  Asylums.  In  the  same  interval,  5/  male  and  54 
female  patients  have  died.  4Ye  observe  that  the  mortality  in 
1881  was  very  low,  having  been  but  7*8  per  cent,  of  the  average 
number  resident,  With  the  exceptions  to  be  noted  presently, 
the  causes  of  the  above  111  deaths  were  not  unusual. 

In  four  cases  coroners’  inquests  were  held.  One  was  a  case  of  Inquests, 
death  from  natural  causes,  two  were  suicides  by  hanging,  and  the 
fourth  was  a  suicide  by  scalding.  The  suicides  by  hanging  took 
place  in  single  rooms,  the  patients  having  attacned,  in  the  one 
case  a  handkerchief,  and  in  the  other,  strips  of  a  sheet,  to  the 
shutters  by  passing  them  through  the  holes  made  for  ventilation. 

In  the  third  case  of  suicide,  the  patient,  who  had  been  employed 
in  carrying  soiled  clothes  to  the  laundry,  seems  to  nave  been 
seized  by  a  sudden  impulse,  and  threw  himself,  head  foremost, 
into  a  large  vessel  of  scalding  water.  The  particulars  of  all  the 
cases  were  reported  to  our  Hoard,  and  formed  the  subject  of  cor¬ 
respondence.  We  learn  now  that  Dr..  Biggs  is  having  some  iron 
guards  prepared  to  place  over  the  ventilators  in  the  shutters,  so  as 
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Appendix  (c.)  to  make  it  impossible  to  attach  cords  or  similar  things  to  them. 

Surrey  As  regar(^s  the  scalding  case,  having  inquired  into  the  manner  of 

Asylums.  its  occurrence,  we  do  not  think  blame  is  attributable  to  any. 

(Wandsworth.)  We  have  looked  into  the  serious,  though  not  fatal,  casualties 
which  have  taken  place,  one,  the  fracture  of  a  girl’s  arm  during  a 
struggle  with  two  nurses  who  were*  holding  her,  looked  somewhat 
suspicious,  but  we  are  assured  by  Dr.  Biggs  that  he  investigated 
the  case  at  the  time,  and  satisfied  himself  that  it  was  an  accident. 

Post-mortem  Only  six  post-mortem  examinations  were  made  since  the  last 

examinations.  yisit.  The  new  arrangements  leave  no  excuse  for  such  infre¬ 
quency,  and  we  must  express  the  hope  that  the  useful  practice 
of  autopsy  may,  in  future  be  much  more  largely  adopted.  We 
may  here  suggest  that  curtains  in  the  rooms  in  which  the  corpses 
are  placed  would  be  a  decent  and  proper  addition,  so  that  only 
the  body  which  friends  came  to  see  should  be  in  view. 

Restraint.  Yesterday  we  noticed  two  patients  "wearing  locked  gloves,  and 

one  had  her  hands  secured  to  her  sides.  We  find  recorded,  since 
the  last  visit,  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint  in  the  case  of  17 
male  and  31  female  patients,  on  35  and  46  occasions,  respectively, 
and  for  total  durations  of  7,927  hours,  and  63,267  hours  ;  and  ot 

Seclusion.  seclusion  in  the  cases  of  23  women,  on  62  occasions,  and  for  255 
hours.  The  cases  under  medical  treatment  are  25  in  the  male 
and  20  in  the  female  division,  and  45  patients  were  yesterday 
confined  to  bed. 

Employment.  According  to  returns  made  to  us,  about  240  males  and  290 
females  are  usefully  employed.  These  figures  represent  50  per 
cent,  of  the  insane  population.  We  think  a  larger  proportion 
should  be  induced  to  occupy  themselves  usefully. 

Divine  Service.  The  improved  church  accommodation  induces  better  attendance, 
and  we  learn  that  about  265  men  and  290  women  were  at 
Divine  Service  last  Sunday.  The  week-day  services,  too,  seem 
to  be  well  attended. 

It  appears  that  about  115  males  and  276  females  are  taken 
beyond  the  grounds  occasionally  for  exercise ;  but  there  are  as 
many  as  107  men  and  209  women  who  are  confined  to  the  airing 
courts.  Those  not  included  in  either  of  these  categories  walk  on 
the  asylum  estate. 

Attendants.  The  strength  of  the  staff  seems  sufficient.  No  change  in  the 
wages  paid  has  been  made  for  some  time.  We  learn  that  of  the 
present  attendants,  16  of  each  sex  have  been  under  12  months  in 
the  asylum  service.  The  total  numbers  are  50  males  and  61 
females,  including  laundresses  having  charge  of  patients. 

The  present  charge  for  patients  is  11  s.  perwreek,  the  actual  cost 
approaching  very  nearly  that  sum.  There  are  but  two  vacant 
beds,  and  these  on  the  male  side. 

The  appropriation  of  the  Superintendent’s  late  residence  is  not 
finally  decided,  but  it  will  probably  be  converted  into  additional 
accommodation  for  the  sick,  and  will  thus  allow  of  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  some  needed  bath  rooms.  We  may  hope  that  the 
additional  space  acquired  will  be  rather  devoted  to  the  relief  of 
the  wards,  already  sufficiently  full,  than  to  increasing  the  number 
of  patients  received. 
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Surrey  Asylums. — 2.  Brookwood. 


1  December  1882. 

Since  the  visit  of  members  of  our  Board  to  tbis  Asylum,  surrey 
exactly  a  year  ago,  Dr.  Brushfield  has  retired,  and  was  succeeded  Asylums, 
in  the  office  of  medical  superintendent  by  Dr.  Barton,  previously  1  ro°  w0° 
the  senior  assistant  medical  officer.  Dr.  Brushfield  had  been 
superintendent  of  the  Asylum  from  its  opening,.  and.  the  high 
position  which  it  holds  among  similar  institutions  is  mainly  due  to 
his  able  and  enlightened  management,  and  to  the  judicious  system 
of  treatment  which  he  established.  We  have,,  on  the  present 
occasion,  very  carefully  inspected  this  Asylum  . in  all  its. depart¬ 
ments,  and  we  have  much  satisfaction  in  stating  that  its  high 
character  continues  to  be  maintained  under  the  management. of 
Dr.  Barton,  ably  assisted  as  he  is  by  Dr.  Moody,  now  the  senior 
of  the  assistant  medical  officers.  Dr.  Shepherd  satisfactorily  fills 


the  post  of  second  assistant. 

There  are  now  on  the  boohs  the  names  of  401  males  and  622  statistics, 
female  patients,  a  total  of  1,023,  a  small  increase  upon  the 
number  at  the  last  visit. 

Since  1st  December  1881,  129  males  and  136  females,  in 
all,  have  been  admitted,  23  of  whom  had  previously  been  under 
treatment.  Xn  the  same  interval,  192  patients  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  and  of  these  112,  in  nearly  equal  proportion  of  the 
sexes,  had  recovered ;  and  66,  34  males  and  32  females,  .died. 

One  patient  is  at  present  absent  on  trial,  and  we  are  informed 
that  th.ere  are  vacancies  for  21  male  and  7  female  patients. 
Forty-seven  of  the  patients  discharged  were  sent  to  other  asylums, 
and  1 1  were  sent  out  as  being  cases  suitable  for  care  in  work- 

houses.  ,  _ , 

The  weekly  charge  for  patients  chargeable  to  Surrey  unions 

and  the  county  is  9  s.  11  d.  ;  that  for  a  few  out-county  patients 


is  14  s. 

The  recoveries  as  compared,  with  admissions,  nave  been  4^,  per 
cent.,  and  the  deaths  mentioned  above  represent  a  rate  of  mor¬ 
tality  of  8  per  cent,  per  annum  for  males,  and  5  per  cent,  for 
females,  or  6  per  cent,  for  both  sexes,  calculated  upon  the  average 
daily  numbers  resident.  Thus  both  recovery  and  death-rates 
have  been  very  favourable.  There  has  not  been  any  suicide  or 
fatal  casualty,  and  the  deaths  have  all  been  due  to  ordinary 

causes,  and  no  coroner’s  inquest  has  been.  held. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  m  37  ot  the  66  deaths,  \  ost-moitem 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  during  the  year  has  been  8Xam 
o-ood.  &The  only  exceptional  disorder  which  has  appeared  was 
typhoid  fever,  of  which  there  were  two  cases,  both  of  females,  m 
the  detached  Ward  No.  10;  and  it  is  considered  that  the  disease 
was  due  to  an  escape  of  sewer  gas  from  a  defective  external  dram 
near  the  part  of  the  building  occupied  by  these  patients.  Both 
women  recovered. 

The  o-eneral  paralytics  are  at  present  50  m  number,  3 ,  men  Epileptics, 
and  13  women,  and  there  are  99  males  and  83  females  who  suner 
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from  epilepsy.  Of  these  latter,  all  but  10  of  the  females  ar'e  under 
special  night  supervision,  which  is  as  nearly  continuous  as  the 
structural  arrangements  of  the  dormitories  occupied  will  admit. 
The  system,  however,  as  regards  all  the  female  epileptics,  has 
long  been  felt  to  be,  and  has  been  commented  upon  on  as  imper¬ 
fect.  Dr.  Barton  has  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and 
has  explained  to  us  a  plan  for  providing  for  this  class  of  women 
in  detached  building  No.  10,  which  we  think  practicable  and 
likely  to  be  an  improvement  on  the  existing  arrangement. 
If  carried  out,  the  construction  of  a  few  single  rooms  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  40  bedded  dormitories  which  would  be  appropriated 
to  the  purpose,  would  be  desirable.  We  think  the  male  epileptic 
dormitories  on  the  upper  floor  would  be  improved  by  arched 
openings  in  the  walls  which  divide  each  pair. 

The  number  of  female  night  attendants,  four  in  all,  is,  in  our 
opinion,  insufficient.  A  second  special  night  nurse  for  the 
epileptics  is  much  required. 

Mechanical  restraint  does  not  appear  to  have  been  employed 
in  any  case  since  the  last  visit,  and  there  has  been  only  one 
resort  to  seclusion,  when  a  violent  man  was  locked  in  his  room 
for  six  hours.  The  medical  journal  for  last  week  shows  that 
24  men  and  27  women  were  under  medical  treatment. 

We  have  seen  every  patient  in  residence,  and  have  conversed 
with  many.  The  patients  of  both  sexes  were  very  clean  and 
neat  in  their  personal  appearance,  and  the  condition  of  their  cloth- 
ing  is  satisfactory.  Their  demeanour  and  conduct  was  orderly  and 
quiet  during^our  inspection,  and  very  few  complaints  were  made  to 
us.  To  one  complaint,  however,  we  shall  presently  call  attention. 

We  think  that  very  much  of  this  satisfactory  condition  of  things 
is  due  to  the  large  amount  of  useful  employment  which  is  found 
for  the  patients,  and  in  which  so  many  are  induced  to  occupy 
themselves.  The  returns  furnished  to  us  under  this  head  inform 
us  that  326  males  are  employed  in  various  ways,  as  many  as  181 
working  on  the  land,  while  the  number  given  as  ward  helpers 
merely  is  only  23.  Of  the  females,  442  are  stated  to  be  engaged 
in  laundry  or  household  work,  or  at  needlework,  the  ward 
cleaners  only  being  141.  If  we  leave  out  those  who  are  exclu¬ 
sively  thus  employed,  we  find  that  80  per  cent,  of  the  men  and 
49  per  cent,  of  the  women  take  part  in  the  work  of  the  asylum. 
We  cannot  too  highly  commend  this  result  of  the  management ;  but 
before  leaving  this  subject,  we  must  observe  that  the  supervision 
of  the  out-door  employment  of  the  male  patients  appears  to  us  to 
be  scarcely  sufficient,  and  we  would  suggest  the  appointment  of 
a  labour  inspector,  whose  duty  would  be  to  visit  and  supervise  the 
various  working  parties. 

As  to  the  attendance  of  patients  at  Divine  Worship  and  at 
entertainments,  we  find  nothing  calling  for  special  notice.  The 
entertainments  are  frequent  and  of  the  usual  character. 

We  could  wish  to  see  some  suitable  decoration  of  the  chapel 
to  relieve  its  present  bare  and  cheerless  aspect.  In  this  respect 
it  contrasts  very  unfavourably  with  many  of  the  wards.  Most  of 
these,  indeed,  are  exceedingly  comfortable  and  cheerful,  and  well

supplied  with  furniture  and  with  decorative  and  interesting  Appendix  (C.) 

objects.  Birds  and  plants  are  found  in  all.  surrey 

The  complaint  we  refer  to  above  was  one  of  assault  preiemecl  Asylums, 
against  a  nurse,  A.  W.,  of  D.  Ward,  No.  10,  detached  building.  (Brookwood.) 
It  was  made  by  2  female  patients,  H.  B.  P.  and  M.  P.,  who 
alleged  that  the  nurse  had  on  one  occasion  while  the  patients 
were  dressing  in  the  morning  lifted  the  clothes  of  a  third  patient, 

M.  A.  M.,  and  had  beaten  her  with  a  slipper.  We  questioned 
M.  A.  M.  apart  from,  and  without  any  previous  communication 
with  the  patients  who  made  the  complaint,  and  she  stated  that 
the  assault  had  been  made  upon  her  in  the  manner  alleged.  1  he 
nurse  A.  W.,  whom  we  have  called  before  us,  has  denied  the 
charge,  with  the  truth  of  which  we  are, .  however,  strongly 
impressed,  and  we  recommend  a  more  detailed  investigation  ot 

the  circumstances  by  the  Committee.  .  .  , 

We  entertain  some  doubt  whether  the  supervision  of  the  female  j-*? 
attendants,  especially  in  this  detached  building,  can  be  adequately 
performed  by  the  head  attendant,  who  has  also  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  housekeeper.  If,  as  we  understand,  a  change  m  t  is 
office  may  soon  occur,  we  think  the  opportunity  siiould  be  taken 
advantage  of  to  reorganise  this  branch  of  the  service  and  we  may 
here  say° that  we  have  known  in  other  asylums  the  employment 
of  persons  of  a  superior  social  position  to  be  attended  with  very 
satisfactory  results.  The  staff  of  day  attendants  seems  to  be  of 
adequate  strength;  we  have  already  pointed  out  where  we  think 
an  increase  of  that  for  night  duty  is  desirable.  The  duration 
of  service  of  the  present  attendants  is,  on  the  whole,  good. 

No  very  important  structural  alterations  or  additions  have  to 
be  noticed.  The  erection  of  a  Turkish  bath  has  been  com¬ 
menced,  and  some  smaller  matters  have  been  effected. 

We  think  that  some  additional  means  of  warming  the  male 
infirmary.  Ward  No.  10.  especially  the  dormitories  on  the  first 
floor,  is  much  required,  and  we  hope  that  the  enlargement  of  the 
day  space  in  the  Wards  No.  2  _  on  each  side,  as  already  recom- 

mended,  may  receive  consideration.  .  .  ,  , 

The  well  noticed  in  former  entries  remains  incomplete. 

Various  hindrances  to  the  sinking  have  occurred,  and  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  say  when  the  boring  will  be  finished.  Piobably  1 
Committee  would  do  wisely  in  obtaining  a  supply  of  water  10 
the  company  which  has  sunk  a  well  at  Clandon. 


Sussex  Asylum. 

21  and  22  February  1882. 

We  have  been  engaged  during  these  two  days  in  visiting  this  Sussex  Asylum. 
i..m  an(]  with  the  exception  of  one  man  absent  on  trial,  have 
see^every  patient  on  the  ’books.  We  have  pleasure  m  stating 
that  the  establishment  continues  to  be  maintained  m  a  state 
Efficiency  which  is  most  creditable  to  Dr.  Williams  and  the  vest 

of  bis  staff.  There 
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There  are  on  the  books  of  the  asylum  the  names  of  845  patients, 
of  whom  347  men  and  466  women  are  paupers,  belonging  to 
Sussex,  10  men  and  19  women  are  private  patients,  and  1  man 
and  2  women  are  out- county  pauper  patients. 

The  weekly  charge  for  the  county  patients  is  9  s.  9  d .,  for  the 
private  patients  16  s.,  and  for  the  out-county  14  s. 

The  total  number  of  patients  under  treatment  here  are  20  in 
excess  of  those  who  were  here  at  the  last  visit  paid  by  two  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Board  in  June  1881  ;  the  increase  has  been  wholly 
on  the  female  side,  there  being  precisely  the  same  number  of 
men  on  the  books  then  as  now. 

During  the  above  interval  the  admissions  have  been  76  males 
and  83  females ;  6  of  the  former  and  4  of  the  latter  belonged  to 
the  private  class ;  out  of  the  whole  number  admitted,  11  men  and 
13  women  have  been  under  care  here  at  some  former  period. 
The  recoveries  have  been  29  men  and  31  women,  1  and  3  of 
these  respectively  being  private  patients.  Nineteen  patients  left 
the  asylum  relieved,  or  not  improved,  and  of  these,  one  of  each 
sex  were  sent  to  the  workhouse,  and  4  men  and  6  women  given 
up  to  their  friends  care.  The  remainder  not  accounted  for  in 
this  way  were  private  patients,  for  whom  their  relatives  made 
arrangements.  The  deaths  have  been  amongst  the  paupers  55, 
and  in  the  private  class  4 ;  38  men  and  21  women  in  all.  No 
death  occurred  from  any  exceptional  cause,  and  no  coroner’s 
inquest  was  held. 

Post-mortem  examination  (which  is  made  here  whenever  the 
relatives  grant  permission  to  do  so),  verified  the  assigned  cause 
of  death  in  only  32  of  the  59  instances. 

The  mortality  for  1881,  in  the  average  daily  number  resident, 
was  9*7  for  the  men,  and  7*2  for  the  women,  or  8*2  per  cent,  for 
both  sexes.  The  recoveries  as  compared  with  the  admissions, 
during  the  same  period,  were  44  per  cent,  for  the  men,  and  28 
for  the  women,  or  35  per  cent,  for  both  sexes. 

There  are  now  33  vacant  beds  in  the  asylum,  21  on  the  male, 
and  12  on  the  female  side.  The  question  therefore  of  providing 
further  accommodation  for  the  lunatic  poor  of  this  county  is 
pressing,  and  we  were  glad  to  learn  that  a  sub- Committee  had 
been  appointed  by  the  Committee  of  Visitors  to  consider  this 
matter.  There  are  only  3  out-county  patients,  and  our  Colleagues 
in  their  last  entry  explained  how  notice  for  the  removal  of  the 
private  patients  would  only  cause  their  transfer  from  one  class 
to  the  other,  so  that  it  appears  to  us  that  the  available  vacant 
accommodation  can  be  reckoned  to  be  but  little  more  than  the  33 
beds  before  mentioned. 

The  Committee  were  able  to  purchase  5  acres  of  additional 
land  last  year,  which  purchase  has  been  of  great  value  to  the 
asylum,  but  we  do  not  consider  that  it  would  be  possible  to  add 
in  any  appreciable  degree  to  the  sleeping  accommodation  in  the 
asylum.  There  is,  we  learn  from  Dr.  Williams,  an  idea  that 
Brighton  should  build  an  asylum,  and  maintain  their  own 
borough  patients ;  whilst  this  is  only  a  crude  idea,  we  do  not  feel 
justified  in  expressing  any  opinion  on  the  subject,  but  there  is  no 

doubt 
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doubt  that  this  would  relieve  tlie  pressure  for  some  considerable  Appendix  (C.) 
period,  as  there  are  no  less  than  231  patients  chargeable  to  that 
borough  in  this  asylum. 

During  our  inspection  we  visited  the  wards,  dormitories, 
kitchen,  workshops,  &c.,  and  saw  all  the  patients  at  their  various 
occupations.  We  can  give  a  satisfactory  account  of  the  behavioui 
of  the  patients  during  the  time  we  were  in  the  wards;  no  one 
was  aggressive,  and  hardly  anyone  was  excited.  The  clothing 
was  good,  and  meat,  and  the  beds,  bedding  and  dormitories  in 
proper  order.  The  wards  were  bright  with  flowers,  and  well 
supplied  with  cheerful  books  and  periodicals.  Praise  is  due  to 
all  the  attendants  for  the  state  of  their  respective  wards,  but  we 
must  specially  notice  the  epileptic  ward  on  the  female  side, 
where  there  are  65  patients  with  only  three  nurses,  and  yet  it 

was  throughout  in  excellent  order. 

We  were  glad  to  find  that  the  school,  which  is  such  an  School 

excellent  institution  here,  still  is  carried  on  during  the  winter 
and  we  saw  about  60  patients  of  various  ages  learning  to  read 
and  write.  W e  saw  3  little  idiot  boys  who  are  living  in  t  le 
cottages  of  married  attendants,  instead  of  being  placed  in  the 
wards.  It  is  much  to  be  wished  that  ail  idiot  children  could  be 
thus  as  it  were  boarded  out  in  suitable  houses,  and  live  a  quasi¬ 
home  life  under  judicious  care. 

The  dinner  served  in  both  halls  were  sufficient  in  quantity, 
and  the  men’s  dinner,  consisting  of  Australian  meat  pie,  appeared 
a  popular  diet;  but  the  stew  provided  for.  the.  women  was  not 
liked,  and  the  green  vegetable  served  with  it  was  also  not 
generally  approved,  though  we  had  no  complaints  from  t  e 

women  on  this  score,  .  , 

The  usual  complaints  of  undue  detention  were  made  to  us, 

but  by  no  one  as  yet  fit  to  leave  the  asylum,  and  the  only 
other  complaints  were  with  reference  to  the  difficulty  of  seeing 
their  friends,  which  was  brought  to  our  notice  by  a  few  patients, 
who  stated  that  they  did  not  belong  to  the  county.  We  had 
no  charge  of  ill-treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  attendants. 

The  staff  of  day  attendants,  though  not  numerically  large 
compared  with  the  patients,  appeared  to  us  efficient,  ihe  men 
enter  at  26  l  a  year,  and  rise  to  40  l ;  the  women  at  16  Z.,  and 
rise  to  30  /.  Forty-six  of  the  whole  number,  58,  have  been  over 

12  months  in  the  asylum  service,  .  .  .  ,  _ 

The  only  form  of  mechanical  restraint  which  has  been  e  a- 

ployed,  has  been  wet  or  dry  packing,  for  medical  reasons,  femce 
the  last  visit  3  men  and  4  women  have  been  wet  packed,  the 
former  for  a  total  of  12  hours,  and  the  latter  at  various  times  for 
85  hours.  One  of  these  women  has  also  been  dry  packed  tor  a 
total  period  of  Ilf  hours.  No  patient  has  been  wet  or  dry 
packed  for  more  than  four  hours  on  the  same  day,  and  every 
patient  is  released  and  sponged  once  every  hour.  1  he  head 
attendant  is  always  present  during  the  packing,  and  some  attend¬ 
ant  remains  with  the  patient  continuously  whilst  m  the  pack. 

Seclusion  has  been  used  in  the  case  of  one  of  each  sex,  the 
man  twice  for  a  total  of  nine  hours  ;  the  woman  once  for^three 
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Appendix  (C*)  hours.  Under  medical  and  surgical  treatment  last  week,  were  9 
SussexAsylum.  men  an(^  11  women,  besides  these,  19  of  both  sexes  take  sedative 
Seclusion.  *  draughts  at  bed-time.  We  found  in  bed,,  11  women  and  7  men, 
but  the  patients  seemed  on  the  whole  to  be  in  fairly  good  health. 
All  notes  of  symptoms  of  cases  under  treatment,  as  well  as 
prescriptions,  are  entered  every  morning  by  the  senior  assistmit 
medical  officer  in  the  clinical  note  book,  as  he  goes  through  the 
wards.  This  book  is,  at  the  end  of  the  visit,  laid  before  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  who  thus  (when  he  does  not  prescribe) 
becomes  cognizant  of  and  responsible  for  the  medical  treatment. 
The  notes  and  prescriptions  are  subsequently  transcribed  into 
the  case  books  by  the  junior  medical  officer.  The  above  arrange¬ 
ment  is  very  satisfactory  in  practice,  and  we  found  the  case 
books,  and  medical  records,  carefully  kept.  The  inmates  have 
been  free  from  infectious  or  contagious  disorder,  and  there  has 
been  no  serious  casualties. 

Divine  Service.  The  attendance  at  divine  service  remains  as  before  reported, 
whilst  the  number  of  patients  present  in  the  recreation  hall,  or 
Amusement,  the  form  of  amusement  provided  for  the  patients,  differs  but  little 
Employment,  from  the  last  entry.  The  same  remark  applies  to  the  numbers 
employed,  and  mode  of  employment. 

Precautions  .  We  are  informed  by  Dr.  Williams  that,  by  means  of  the 
against  re.  internal  and  external  hydrants,  and  by  the  use  of  the  large 
manual  fire  engine,  a  stream  of  water  can  be  made  to  reach  all 
parts  of  the  building,  including  the  roof.  The  efficiency  is 
tested  monthly  by  the  fire  brigade,  under  the  direction  of  the 
engineer;  and  we  recommended  that  the  nurses  also  be  trained 
to  use  the  hose  and  the  hand  pumps  kept  in  the  female  wards. 
Besides  the  purchase  of  the  5  acres  before  alluded  to,  2 
cottages  and  2  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  farm  have  been 
bought.  The  female  dining  hall  has  been  enlarged  to  seat  100 
more  patients.  The  other  additions  and  alterations  which  have 
taken  place  since  the  last  visit  have  been  merely  the  painting, 
papering,  and  general  renovation,  which  must  be  continually 
needed  in  any  Asylum.

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Appendix  (C.)  The  beds  everywhere  were  in  proper  order,  and  the  bedding 
good  and  sufficient,  whilst  the  effect  produced  by  the  scarlet 
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rugs  was  particularly  good. 

We  were  satisfied  with  the  condition  of  the  patients’  clothing, 
and  their  personal  neatness,  and  think  that  we  ought  to  give 
especial  commendation  to  those  having  the  care  of  the  Jdiots  of 
both  sexes  at  Highfield.  Their  dress  was  clean,  the  rooms  were 
free  from  any  offensive  smell,  and  the  nurses  seemed  to  be 
regarded  by  their  charges  with  much  affection. 

The  attendants  are,  to  all  appearance,  a  respectable  body,  and 
well  acquainted  with  their  duties,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  add 
that  out  of  the  26  men  and  33  women  who  were  here  at  our 
Colleagues’  visit,  24  of  the  former  and  30  of  the  latter  still 
remain  in  the  asylum  service,  whilst  the  two  men  and  three 
women  who  left  did  so  of  their  own  accord. 

We  saw  the  dinners  provided  yesterday  ;  the  quality  was  good 
and  the  quantity  sufficient;  the  behaviour  of  the  patients  in  the 
wards,  at  their  meals,  and  in  the  airing-courts,  was  free  from 
excitement. 

one  was  aggressive,  and  we  found  no  one  in  seclusion 
during  our  visit.  This  mode  of  treatment  has  been  found 
necessary  in  the  cases  of  7  men  and  3  women  for  48-J  and  25 
hours,  respectively. 

No  record  of  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint  appears  in  the 
medical  journal,  and  we  observe  in  it  that  there  are  only  7  men 
and  9  women  entered  as  being  under  medical  treatment ;  we  saw 
in  bed  yesterday  5  men  and  10  women,  but  we  were  informed 
that  several  of  these,  being  old  people,  were  staying  there  of 
their  own  accord,  but  would  get  up  for  a  few  hours  in  the  after¬ 
noon. 

The  number  of  epileptic  patients  on  the  male  side  is  67,  and 
on  the  female  51 ;  with  respect  to  the  night  supervision  of  these, 
the  arrangements  remain  as  at  our  Colleagues’  last  visit,  but  we 
cannot  help  expressing  a  hope  that  in  any  future  addition  to  the 
Asylum,  the  means  of  providing  continuous  night  supervision  for 
every  one  of  this  class  will  not  be  overlooked.  We  may  state 
that  the  recommendation  made  in  the  last  entry  as  to  providing 
an  additional  seat  at  the  end  of  each  bench  in  the  chapel  has 
been  carried  into  effect,  but  we  learn  it  is  not  entirely  satisfactory 
in  winter,  as  the  patient  occupying  the  additional  seat  is  placed 
exactly  over  the  hot-air  grating.  With  any  large  increase  of 
the  population  here,  one  of  the  places  to  be  enlarged  would  be 
the  chapel,  and  we  therefore  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  dwell 
at  length  on  this  matter,  but  we  must  repeat  in  effect  the  remarks 
of  our  Colleagues,  that  there  is  not  now  in  the  Asylum  day  space 
sufficient  should  all  the  50  vacant  beds  be  occupied. 

Inquiring  into  the  means  of  extinguishing  a  fire,  we  learn  that 
there  are  external  hydrants  with  sufficient  force  of  water  to  play 
upon  any  fire  in  any  part  of  the  Asylum,  that  for  internal 
safety  reliance  is  placed  upon  hand  engines  stationed,  ready  filled, 
in  various  parts  of  the  building,  but  that  there  are  no  internal 
hydrants. 

We 
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We  have  been  furnished  with  returns  shewing  the  attendance  Appendix  (C.) 
at  Divine  Worship  on  Sundays,  and  find  that  rather  over  300  Wai“k 
are  present  as  a  general  rule,  and  at  daily  prayers  about  265  Asylum, 
attend.  .«•  Divine  Service. 

The  associated  gatherings  bring  together  about  260.  The  Amusement, 
amusements  are  varied  and  sufficiently  numerous ;  to-night  there 
is  to  be  a  theatrical  entertainment,  the  actors  being  furnished 
entirely  by  the  officers  and  staff.  Only  15  men  and  37  women 
are  confined  for  exercise  exclusively  to  the  airing-courts,  551 
patients  are  reported  to  us  as  walking  daily  in  the  grounds,  and 
313  are  taken  for  walks  in  the  country  weekly.  Dr.  Campbell, 
the  senior  assistant,  keeps  the  case  books  on  the  female  side,  and 
has  done  his  duty  well ;  but  we  regret  we  cannot  say  as  much  on 
the  male  side,  as  in  the  large  majority  of  cases  no  entries  have 
been  made  for  a  very  considerable  period.  W  e  trust  this  will  at 
once  be  rectified,  as,  independently  of  the  statutory  obligation, 
the  necessity  of  keeping  proper  records  of  every  case  is  too  well 
recognised  to  require  comment. 


Wilts  Asylum. 

16  and  17  October  1882. 

One  male  and  2  female  patients  were  absent  on  leave  ;  but  Wilts  Asylum, 
excepting  these,  we  have  seen  all  the  patients  on  the  books,  621 
in  number,  of  whom  280  are  males  and  341  females. 

We  can  give  a  satisfactory  report  of  the  behaviour  of  the  Condition 
patients  during  our  inspection:  their  dress  was  tidy,  and  the  of  patients, 
wards  and  dormitories  in  good  order;  some  of  the  wards 
mio'ht  be  brighter,  and  we  were,  therefore,  glad  to  learn  that 
increased  greenhouse  accommodation  having  been  furnished, 
there  was  every  protepect  of  a  larger  supply  of  flowers  in  the 
wards.  Complaints,  except  on  the  score  of  too  long  detention,  were 
infrequent ;  but  1  woman  complained  she  was  only  allowed  one 
sheet  of  paper  and  one  envelope  a  month.  This  we  learn  is  the 
allowance,  but  we  consider  that  for  any  patient  able  to  write 
coherently  this  is  too  meagre  an  allowance.  ... 

The  staff  of  attendants  seemed  persons  up  to  their  duties,  and  Staff  of 
out  of  the  whole  staff  of  21  males  and  25  females  but  two  men  attendants, 
and  four  women  have  not  been  here  a  year,  whilst  15  men  and 
18  women  have  served  in  the  Asylum  for  two  years  and  upwards  ; 
many  of  these  have  seen  long  years  of  service. 

Rather  more  than  13  months  have  elapsed  since  our  Colleagues  statistics, 
were  last  here,  since  which  time  64  men  and  82  women  have 
been  admitted,  12  of  the  former  and  15  of  the  latter  being  re¬ 
admissions.  The  discharges  on  recovery  were  40,  15  men  and 
25  women,  7  men  and  15  women  left  “  relieved  ”  or  “  not  im¬ 
proved,”  and  1  man  was  not  found  to  be  insane  after  admission; 

30  men  and  29  women  have  died.  The  death  rate  is  low  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  average  rate  in  county  Asylums.  Of  the  patients 
now  on  the  books,  all  but  1  are  patients  who  have  been  liv  ing 
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within  the  county;  but  47  of  these  are  chargeable  to  the  non-con¬ 
tributing  boroughs  of  Salisbury  and  Devizes.  For  these  the  weekly 
charge  is  11  s.  9  d for  the  county  patients  8  s.  9  d.  There  has 
been  a  proposal  before  the  Committee,  and  sanctioned,  for  the 
reception  of  a  small  number  of  private  patients  at  20  s.  a  week  ; 
but  as  yet  no  one  has  availed  himself  of  this  privilege.  At 
present  it  would  only  be  possible  to  take  in  male  private  patients, 
as  there  is  no  vacant  sleeping  accommodation  on  the  female  side. 

The  lavatory  arrangements  were  in  many  places  defective, 
several  basins  broken,  and  we  learn  that  the  pipes  often  get 
stopped  with  pieces  of  soap,  and  the  plugs  lost.  Tip  basins  would 
obviate  every  inconvenience  in  this  respect.  The  supply  of  floor 
covering  referred  to  by  our  Colleagues  as  scanty,  still  strikes  us 
in  the  same  way,  and  as  yet  there  is  no  general  dining  hall,  nor 
did  we  ascertain  that  there  is  any  intention  of  building  another 
chapel,  and  converting  the  present  room  into  some  other  use.  We 
did  not  learn  in  all  matters  quite  as  certainly  as  we  might  have 
done,  because  Dr.  Bowes  was  absent  taking  his  annual  holiday, 
but  we  were  accompanied  during  our  visit  by  the  assistant 
medical  officer,  Dr.  Moore,  who  appeared  to  us  to  be  well  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  patients,  and  active  and  zealous  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  his  duties. 

Seclusion  has  been  resorted  to  in  the  case  of  19  men  and  31 
women,  on  42  and  108  occasions  respectively,  and  for  a  total  of 
234  and  521  hours;  4  of  the  men  and  7  of  the  women  were 
epileptics.  There  are  to-day  in  the  Asylum  of  this  class  54  men 
and  58  women  ;  16  men  and  7  women  are  general  paral3Tics,  and 
24  men  and  25  women  are  considered  actively  suicidal.  Under 
continuous  supervision  by  night,  sleep  52  men  and  53  women. 
We  were  sorry  to  see  that  there  are  still  many  box-beds  in  the 
Asylum,  but  on  the  female  side  several  of  the  beds  have  been 
lowered  which  are  occupied  by  epileptics. 

We  have  seen  and  tested  the  means  for  extinguishing  Are 
now  in  use  in  the  Asylum,  and  with  satisfactory  results;  within 
the  building  hydrants  might  be  placed,  and  then  we  think  the 
Committee  would  feel  they  had  done  what  was  necessary  to 
guard  against  a  fire  making  speedy  headway.  One  of  the  new 
regulations  which  have  been  made  lately  is  that  every  patient 
is  to  be  weighed  once  a  quarter.  This  is  a  very  desirable  rule, 
and  we  are  glad  to  record  its  adoption. 

Wet  packing  has  also  been  introduced  quite  recently,  and  11 
patients  have  been  subject  to  this  restraint  for  96  hours.  No 
patient  is  continuously  packed  for  more  than  1J  hours,  at  the 
end  of  which  time  he  is  unpacked  and  examined  by  the  doctor. 
The  result  of  this  treatment  has  been  satisfactory  as  we  were 
told.  The  only  other  mechanical  restraint  has  been  1  woman 
wore  long  sleeves  for  96  hours  for  surgical  reasons. 

We  have  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries,  and  find  that  155 
men  are  in  some  way  usefully  employed,  but  more  than  half  are 
described  as  ward  cleaners,  whilst  41  are  on  the  farm,  and  28 
work  at  various  trades.  Among  the  women  204  work,  and  only 
52  of  these  are  ward  helpers;  77  are  employed  with  the  needle, 
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and  55  women,  under  three  laundry  maids,  do  all  the  asylum  Appendix  (C.) 
washing.  There  are  3  women  sitting  up  at  night  helping  the  - — 
night  attendants.  These  sleep  in  a  room  by  day  in  which  another  Wllts  As}lum° 
patient  sleeps  at  night.  The  longest  time  this  room  is  unoc-  EmPl°ymcnt« 
copied,  night  or  day,  is  about  1  g  hours,  which  is  not  a  healthy 
arrangement,  and  calls  for  remedy. 

One  of  the  matters  to  which  we  wish  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  is  the  small  number  who  daily  go  for  walks  beyond 
the  airing  courts.  We  hope  that  with  the  increased  land  recently 
obtained  (which  land  we  consider  to  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
asylum  property)  it  will  be  found  practicable  to  take  many  patients 
daily  into  the  grounds  for  exercise.  One  of  the  difficulties  to  this 
course,  as  appears  to  us,  is  the  rather  weak  staff  of  attendants, 
particularly  in  four  male  and  three  female  wards,  where  we  think 
one  extra  attendant  should  be  always  on  duty ;  with  this  slight 
increase  we  are  of  opinion  that  extended  exercise  might  become 
a  daily  practice. 

Divine  Service  on  Sunday  is  attended  by  about  100  men  and  Divine  Service, 
150  women,  on  an  average,  both  morning  and  evening,  and  at 
daily  prayers  about  150  are  present.  Whilst  at  the  weekly  enter¬ 
tainments  about  100  men  and  120  women  are  collected.  A  new  Amusements, 
form  of  amusement,  in  addition  to  the  dance  here,  is  an  occasional 
coffee  party,  which  we  learn  gives  much  pleasure.  The  patients 
under  medical  treatment  last  week  were  20  males  and  17  females, 
and  during  our  visit  to  the  wards  5  males  and  7  females  were  in  bed. 

As  regards  the  deaths  which  have  occurred  since  the  last  Post-mortem 
visit,  post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  42  instances,  examinations. 
Four  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  exceptional  causes,  and  were 
each  the  subject  of  a  coroner  s  inquest ;  of  these  1  female  died  Inquest, 
suddenly  of  syncope  from  heart  disease.  Another  died  of  rupture 
of  the  heart,  a  man  had  his  death  accelerated  by  the  fracture  of 
the  thigh  accidentally  sustained,  and  another  whilst  absent  on 
trial  committed  suicide.  Although  there  has  been  no  death  from 
infectious  disorder,  there  have  been  since  the  last  visit  five  cases 
of  typhoid  fever,  affecting  1  male  and  2  female  patients,  and  a 
male  and  female  attendant ;  the  female  attendant  has  not  yet 
recovered.  These  cases  occurred  in  various  parts  of  the  Asylum. 

The  water  supply  has  been  recently  analysed  and  favourably  Water  supply 
reported  upon,  and  another  analysis  is  now  being  made.  Some  of  the  asylum, 
leaky  drains  external  to  the  building  are  in  course  of  repair. 

We  find,  however,  that  in  four  separate  parts  of.  the  main 
Asylum  the  drains  pass  under  the  building.  The  engineer  could 
not  state  to  us  what  the  present  condition  of  these  Grains  is.  In 
order  effectually  to  guard  against  the  escape  of  sewer  gas  where 
a  drain  goes  underneath  a  building,  it  is  now  the  practice  to  con¬ 
struct  the  drains  of  cast-iron  tubes  with  gas-tight  joints.  The 
sewers  external  to  the  building  seem  to  us  to  be  imperfectly 
ventilated,  and  the  main  cesspool  unnecessarily  large.  We 
understand  that  the  Committee  are  to  meet  shortly,  to  consider 
the  present  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum,  when  doubtless 
these  remarks  will  receive  attention. 
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Worcester  Asylum.

Since  this  asylum  was  visited  by  two  members  of  our  Board 
in  October  last  year,  many  important  alterations  have  taken 
place,  or  so  far  advanced  that  the  projects  are  almost  ripe  for 
execution,  amongst  which  we  must  notice  that  an  annexe  is  to 
be  built  to  accommodate  210  patients,  and  capable  of  enlarge¬ 
ment  for  double  that  number.  The  detailed  plans  for  this  addi¬ 
tion,  with  others  for  the  enlargement  of  the  laundry,  gasworks, 
and  for  the  better  distribution  of  the  sewerage,  are  in  course  cf 
preparation.  The  contract  for  the  purchase  of  20  adclitioual 
acres,  eight  of  which  are  for  the  site  of  the  annexe,  and  12  for 
the  disposal  of  the  sewerage,  is  also  nearly  completed.  We  hope 
that  the  purchase  of  the  land  and  preparation  of  the  plans  for  the 
sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  will  be  finished  without  delay, 

•  for  the  overcrowding  is  apparent,  though  there  are  now  in  the 
asylum  12  fewer  patients  than  were  here  at  the  last  visit ;  but 
this  has  been  effected  bv  the  removal  of  25  male  and  5  female 
patients  belonging  to  the  county  to  the  Rubery  Hill  Asylum. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  since  the  last  visit  have 
been  the  admission  of  92  men  and  75  women,  10  of  the  former 
and  II  of  the  latter  having  been  here  on  some  previous  occasion; 
26  men  and  34  women  were  discharged  on  recovery;  10  men 
and  5  women  “  relieved,”  and  29  men  and  6  women  not  im¬ 
proved.” 

The  deaths  have  been  69,  42  men  and  27  women.  It  is  worthy 
of  notice  that  post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  all  but 
four  cases.  The  death-rate,  as  will  be  seen,  has  been  low,  and 
the  causes  of  death  call  for  no  remark,  but  that  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  deaths  in  the  male  division  were  due  to  general 
paralysis. 

One  inquest  was  held  by  the  coroner  in  the  case  of  a  woman 
who  died  in  an  epileptic  fit.  The  circumstances  formed  the 
subject  of  correspondence  with  our  Board  at  the  time,  and  need 
no  further  mention  here. 

The  Asylum  has  been  entirely  free  from  any  infectious  or  con¬ 
tagious  disorder,  which  may,  perhaps,  be  in  a  measure  due  to  the 
improved  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum,  which  has  been 
effected  as  follows  : — 

1.  By  removing  all  drains  running  underneath  the  wards,  and 
placing  them  externally. 

2.  All  the  old  leaden  soil  pipes  have  been  removed  from  inside 
the  building  and  re-placed  by  external  iron  pipes  ventilated  above 
the  roof. 

3.  The  main  drains  have  been  tapped,  ventilated,  and  entirely 
disconnected  by  Stiff’s  traps  from  the  building. 

5.  The  baths,  lavatories,  sinks,  and  urinals  have  had  internal 
syphon  traps  fixed  and  made  to  empty  themselves  with  open 
ends  on  Dean’s  traps  with  gratings. 

6.  All 
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6,  All  the  trough  closets  have  been  removed,  and  Jenning’s  Appendix  (C.) 
water-closet  pans  substituted.  .  ^  '  Worc~ 

We  may  here  mention  as  another  great  improvement  connected  Asylum, 
with  the  closets,  that  all  of  them,  as  well  as  the  urinals,  lava¬ 
tories,  &c.,  have  had  the  wooden  flooring  taken  up,  and  concrete 
tiled  flooring  laid  in  its  place.  The  suggestions  of  our  Colleagues 
at  their  last  visit  have  in  the  main  been  carried  out,  with  the 
exception  of  the  provision  of  tell-tale  clocks  to  test  the  vigilance 
of  the  night  attendants  ;  and  we  would  suggest  to  the  Committee 
the  desirability  of  providing  some  uniform  clothing  for  the  atten¬ 
dants  in  either  division.  But  the  want  of  it  is  more  noticeable 
on  the  male  side,  where  the  dress  was  not  always  quite  neat  and 
tidy. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  numerically  as  it  was  at  the  last  visit,  Staff  of 
and  there  are  a  fair  proportion  who  have  lived  here  for  some  attendants* 
years,  though  there  are  15  out  of  a  total  of  53  who  have  not  yet 
been  12  months  in  the  asylum  service. 

During  yesterday  and  this  day  we  have  been  over  the  whole 
asylum,  stores,  shops,  offices,  &c.,  and  have  seen  all  the  patients, 
excepting  3  women,  who  are  absent  on  trial.  Whilst  we  were 
in  the  wards  the  conduct  of  both  sexes  was  remarkably  orderly. 

No  noise  or  uproar  prevailed  in  any  ward,  and  though  wre  saw 
a  few  black  eyes,  and  were  told  some  of  the  patients  were  aggres¬ 
sive,  nothing  occurred  in  our  presence  which  showed  the  turbulent 
disposition  of  either  sex,  and  only  one  patient,  a  woman,  wras 
wearing  a  strong  exceptional  dress.  We  gave  every  patient  an 
opportunity  of  talking  to  us,  and  wTe  had  but  one  complaint 
brought  to  our  notice,  calling  for  comment.  A  male  patient  in 
bed  said  he  had  been  struck  several  times  by  another  patient, 
whilst  the  attendant  stood  at  the  door  of  his  single  room  and 
looked  on.  The  patient  who  had  struck  him  acknowledged  he 
had  done  so,  and  the  only  question  was  whether  the  attendant 
was  by,  and  this  wre  could  not  decide.  •  There  is  no  doubt,  as 
Dr.  Cooke  told  us,  that  the  attendant  ought  not  to  have  sent 
this  patient  into  this  man’s  bedroom,  but  we  learn  that  the  atten¬ 
dant  has  been  here  for  many  years  with  an  excellent  character, 
so  we  hesitate  to  give  any  expression  of  our  opinion,  more  par¬ 
ticularly  as  the  Committee,  who  investigated  the  matter  soon 
after  it  took  place,  decided  that  nothing  should  be  done.  It  is 
right  to  add  that  the  patient  has  on  several  occasions  brought 
forward  circumstantial  detailed  charges  of  ill-usage  which  have 
all  been  disproved.  We  saw  as  we  passed  through  the  wards 
1 5  men  and  9  women  in  bed,  and  last  week  were  registered  42 
men  and  44  women  under  medical  treatment.  The  wards  and 
dormitories,  beds  and  bedding,  were  in  good  order,  and  the  general 
condition  both  of  the  wards  and  patients’  clothing,  creditable  to 
the  attendants. 

We  saw  a  good  and  satisfactory  dinner  served  on  both  days  of  Dietary, 
our  visit. 

The  records  of  employment  show  that  228  men  are  usefully  Employment, 
employed,  and  out  of  these  79  are  engaged  on  the  land  and  78 
are  employed  in  the  shops;  299  women  work  with  the  needle, 
help  in  the  wards,  house,  kitchen,  or  do  the  asylu-m  washing. 
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The  amusements  here  are  frequent  ancl  varied,  whilst  140  men 
and  270  women  walk  beyond  the  grounds.  We  hope  when  the 
additional  land  is  procured  a  walk  will  be  made  round  the  whole 
of  the  estate,  thus  affording  a  means  of  extended  exercise  for 
those  able  to  be  trusted  beyond  the  airing-courts,  though  not 
beyond  the  grounds. 

At  Church  in  the  morning  last  Sunday  168  men  and  180 
women  were  present,  and  in  the  evening  162  men  and  179 
women.  With  the  enlargement  of  the  Asylum  increase  of  the 
chapel  will  be  absolutely  necessary.  There  is  no  entry  to  be 
found  in  the  Medical  Journal  of  the  use  of  mechanical 

restraint. 

Seventeen  men  and  23  women  have  been  secluded  respectively 
on  63  and  73  occasions,  and  for  a  total  of  496  and  1,153  hours  ; 
out  of  this  one  man  was  secluded  altogether  for  108,  and  one 
woman  for  388  hours.  Since  the  last  visit  Mr.  Craddock  has 
been  appointed  to  the  post  of  Medical  .  Superintendent  ^  at 
Gloucester,  and  the  late  second  assistant  medical  officer  now  fills 
liis  place,  Mr.  Atkinson  being  succeeded  as  second  assistant  by 
Mr.  Douty. 

The  building  of  a  detached  hospital  has  not  yet  been  under¬ 
taken.  blit  we  hope  the  subject  will  not  be  overlooked,  and  we 
think  that  when  other  works  are  in  progress  this  might  well  be 
done,  and  we  hope  that  the  Committee,  who  are  evidently  anxious 
to  do  all  that  lays  in  their  power  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of 
the  patients,  will  give  this  subject  their  earnest  consideration. 
The  foregoing  report  shows  that  we  are  pleased  with  our  inspec¬ 
tion  of  this  Asylum,  which  is  ably  managed  by  Dr.  Cooke.

The  death  rate  has  been  about  the  average  in  county  Asylums, 
and  the  causes  of  the  deaths  have  been  verified  by  post-mortem 
examination  in  36  instances.  There  has  been  no  coroner’s  inquest 
and  no  serious  casualty.  The  deaths  were  all  due  to  ordinary 
causes,  and  required  no  remark  at  our  hands.

The  patients  on  the  books  this  day  are  262  men  and  279  women.  Appendix  (C.) 
541  in  all,  66  of  whom  are  out-county  patients,  and  34  are  private  Yorkshire 
patients.  There  are  27  vacant  beds,  16  on  the  male  and  11  on  (North  Riding) 
the  female  side ;  but  as  it  will  be  observed,  including  the  out-  Asylum, 
county  and  private  patients,  there  is  still  available  space  for  the 
reception  (when  required)  of  69  male  and  58  female  pauper 
patients  chargeable  to  the  North  Hiding  of  Yorkshire..  The  sum 
paid  for  county  patients  is  9.9.  11  d.,  for  out-county  patients,  from 
15  s.  2  d.  to  15  s.  9  d.,  and  for  the  private  patients,  from  14  5.  7  d. 
to  31  s.  6  d. 

Four  patients  of  each  sex  are  absent  on  trial,  but  we  have  seen  General 
all  the  rest  of  the  patients  and  can  give  a  satisfactory  account  of  condition, 
their  behaviour  during  our  visit,  whilst  the  condition  of  the 
wards  was  creditable  to  the  attendants.  The  beds  and  bedding 
were  for  the  most  part  in  good  order,  but  one  dormitory  on  the 
female  side  showed  how  much  supervision  was  required,  and  we 
have  again  to  urge  upon  the  Committee  the  necessity  that  there 
is  of  the  appointment  of  a  head  attendant  on  the  female  side ; 
the  want  of  such  an  officer  has  been  pointed  out  in  the  reports  of 
the  last  two  years. 

We  may  here  mention  that  amongst  other  matters  referred  to  precautions 
in  past  entries  and  not  yet  done,  the  means  of  extinguishing  an  against  fire, 
outbreak  of  fire  are  by  no  means  satisfactory. .  It  is  true  that 
there  are  now  two  fire  engines  and  hydrants  in  the  wards,  but 
the  hydrants  have  no  hose  belonging  to  them,  and  none,  nearer 
than  the  blacksmith’s  shop.  The  hydrants,  moreover,  are  in  many 
places  fitted  with  a  small  pipe  to  supply  water  for  washing  pur¬ 
poses,  but  no  spanner  is  at  hand  to  remove  this  in  case  the.  hose 
was  required.  4Ye  are  of  opinion  that  leathern  hose  of  suitable 
lengths  should  be  hung  up  close  to  each  internal  hydrant,  with 
the  necessary  tools  for  fixing  the  same,  and  that  every  attendant, 
male  and  female,  should  learn  how  to  fix  and  unfix  the  hose,  turn 

on  the  water,  and  play  upon  a  fire. 

A  detached  hospital  for  infectious  disorders  is  also  one  of  the 
additions  to  the  asylum  urgently  required,  mentioned  in  former 

reports,  but  as  vet  not  begun.  „  ,  T 

Amongst  the  improvements  which  have  taken  place  have  been  Improvements. 

the  conversion  of  two  large  dormitories  into  day  100ms.  The 
convalescent  ward  for  female  patients  01  the  better  class  is  occu¬ 
pied  by  patients,  but  not  yet  fully  furnished,  and  requires  books, 
bookshelves,  a  piano,  &c.,  to  render  it  suitable  for  the  lesidence 
of  those  patients  for  whom  it  is  intended..  TV  e  nope  that  these 
new  day  rooms  will  before  long  be.  much  improved  by  new  win¬ 
dows  replacing  the  present  small  iron-framed  ones.  An  electric 
tell-tale  clock  has  been  set  up  since  last  visit,  and  the  nig  it 
attendants  record  their  visits  to  each  dormitory  once,  every  hour 
and  the  attendants  sitting  in  the  epileptic  dormitories  all.  night 
have  to  prove  their  wakefulness  by  marking  every  ten.  minutes. 

The  clock  has  been  in  use  about  nine  months,  and  is  said  to 
answer  well ;  it  is  made  by  a  Darlington  firm.  There  are  many 
baths  whose  construction  is  faulty,  and  we  would  recommend  the 
substitution  of  a  general  bath-room  for  each  side  when  the  bathing 
0.6l.  E  E  3  would 
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Appendix  (C.)  would  be  supervised  by  the  head  attendant  in  their  respective 
orksh're  divisions.  This  would  ensure  that  the  bathing  regulations  were 
(North  Riding)  <My  carried  out,  which,  we  have  good  reason  to  consider,  is  not 
Asylum.  always  the  case  under  present  arrangements.  The  visiting  room 
improvements,  appeared  to  us  to  be  very  small,  and  we  think,  that  with  other 
improvements,  something  may  be  effected  in  this  matter. 

The  attendants  for  day  duty  are  57,  31  on  the  male  and  26  on 
the  female  side.  We  were  on  tho  whole  satisfied  with  their 
appearance,  and  we  had  no  complaints  of  harsh  usage  at  their 
hands.  Ten  of  the  male  and  eight  of  the  female  attendants  have 
not  yet  had  12  months’  experience  in  this  Asylum,  but  18  men 
and  13  women  have  been  here  over  two  vears,  whilst  13  of  these 
men  and  two  of  these  women  have  lived  in  the  Asylum  service 
over  five  years. 

We  had  no  complaints  of  the  food,  and  we  saw  a  good  dinner 
served  both  in  the  dining  hall  and  also  in  the  wards. 

One  patient  has  been  restrained  by  the  vest  for  one  week  for 
surgical  reasons,  and  17  men  and  7  women  have  been  secluded, 
on  64  and  36  occasions,  and  for  a  total  of  413  and  310  hours 
respectively.  The  health  of  the  patients  is  good;  7  men  and  9 
women  were  in  bed  during  our  visit,  but  only  8  men  and  6  women 
were  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  last  week. 

The  epileptic  patients  on  the  male  side  are  27,  on  the  female 
side  13  ;  the  general  paralytics,  15  and  4,  and  the  actively 
suicidal  6  and  15. 

Making  inquiry  as  to  the  employment,  we  find  that  157  men 
and  197  women  are  usefully  employed;  of  the  men,  75  work  on 
the  land,  22  at  various  trades,  8  are  employed  in  the  kitchen, 
laundry,  &c.,  and  30  clean  the  wards  ;  whilst  of  the  women,  94 
are  useful  in  the  wards,  46  do  the  washing,  10  help  the  cook,  and 
47  knit  and  seAv. 

Divine  Service.  At  church  the  average  morning  congregation  of  patients  is 
262 ;  about  10  more  attend  the  eA^ening  service,  and  at  the 
Wednesday  service  about  150  are  present.  Dather  over  200 
go  for  walks  in  the  country  weekly,  but,  exclusive  of  the  patients 
employed  on  the  land,  only  9  men  and  3  women  daily  go  beyond 
the  airing-courts. 

We  thought  that  the  means  of  amusement  in  the  wards  Avere 
rather  small,  and  suggest  a  larger  supply  of  papers,  books,  and 
games.  The  associated  entertainments  bring  together  about  270 
patients  in  nearly  equal  proportions  of  the  sexes.  Taa^o  cottages 
have  been  built  for  attendants,  and  at  the  same  time  a  pavilion 
has  been  erected  for  the  cricket  ground.  During  the  summer 
the  amusements  seem  to  be  plentiful,  and  we  feel  sure  that  no 
effort  is  Avanting  on  Dr.  Hingston’s  part  to  ameliorate  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  patients,  and  in  this  he  is  ably  seconded  by  Mr. 
Nicholson  and  the  rest  of  the  staff. 

W e  ought  to  mention  that  many  of  the  working  male  patients 
applied  to  us  to  promote  their  discharge,  and  Avhen  Ave  told  them, 
“  Speak  to  the  visiting  Justices,  with  whom  alone  rests  the  power 
of  discharge,”  they  said,  “We  are  out  Avorking  when  they  come 
into  the  wards,  and  Ave  don’t  see  them.”  We  observe  that  the 
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justices  visit  the  Asylum  frequently,  but  it  is  most  desirable  that  Appendix  (C.) 
every  patient  who  desires  to  do  so  should  have  .full  opportunity  Yorkshire 
of  bringing  his  case  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee,  and  means  (North Riding) 
should  be  taken  to  give  to  the  working  patients,  who  are  in  Asylum, 
general  the  more  convalescing  class,  the  same  advantage  as  the  ^terviews  of 
sick  and  incapable  patients  who  perforce  remain  in  the  wards.  visitors W1 


Yorkshire  (West  Riding)  Asylums— L  Wakefield. 

30  August  1882. 

We  have  given  the  two  preceding  days  to  the  inspection  of  Yorkshire 
this  Asylum, Aid  proceed  to  make  some  remarks  upon  its  condi-  ^ye^m*fing) 

tion.  .  (Wakefield.) 

There  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  1,416  patients, 

710  being  males  and  706  females.  Six  men  and  3  women  are 
absent  on  trial,  leaving  1,407  in  the  Asylum,  all  of  whom  we 
have  seen.  With  several  we  had  conversation,  and  all  had  the 
opportunity  of  speaking  with  us.  Only  one  complaint  of  ill-usage 
was  made  to  us,  and  inquiry  satisfied  us  that  the  complainant,  a 
female  patient,  was  the  aggressor,  and  that  her  complaint  was 
unfounded.  Very  general  contentment  was  manifested  by  the 
patients,  except,  of  course,  with  the  fact  of  their  detention,  and 
on  this  score  those  who  most  loudly  complained  were,  as  usual, 
the  least  fitted  for  discharge*  There  are  doubtless  many  patients 
here,  as  in  most  Asylums,  who  are  suitable  cases  for  treatment  in 

a  well-managed  workhouse,  but  we  are  fully  ,  alive  to  the  diffi¬ 
culty,  in  the  present  state  of  the  law,  of  effecting  a  transfer. 

The  women’s  dress  is  generally  very  good  and .  neat,  so  also  clothing, 
with  the  more  rational  of  the  male  patients ;  but  in  the  case  of 
the  more  demented  and  feeble  men,  the. present  material  used  for 
outer  clothing  is  apt  to  get  very  shabby  and  untidy  when  washed 

T*rrMii rl  anrro-pst  that  it  should  be  considered 
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amount  to  only  137,  exclusive  of  those  physically  incapable. 
This  we  consider  satisfactory,  but  hope  for  a  further  diminu¬ 
tion. 

The  numbers  attending  church,  the  associated  entertainments, 
and  walking  in  the  country,  or  in  the  Asylum  grounds,  do  not 
materially  vary  from  those  given  in  recent  entries. 

We  notice  that  six  patients  have,  since  the  last  visit,  been 
restrained  by  having  the  hands  secured  to  the  dress  for  periods 
ranging  from  nine  hours  to  26  days,  in  all  cases  for  surgical 
reasons,  and  that  8  males  on  13  occasions,  and  for  a  total  duration 
of  64  hours,  and  11  females  on  17  occasions,  and  for  a  total  dura¬ 
tion  of  244  hours,  have  been  secluded. 

A  considerable  number  of  patients  are  under  special  medical 
treatment ;  68  males  and  64  females  according  to  the  most  recent 
entry  in  the  Medical  Journal. 

Since  the  last  visit  of  Commissioners,  viz.,  on  10th  August 
1881,  246  males  and  217  females  have  been  admitted,  a  total  of 
463,  and  of  these  131  were  cases  of  re-admission;  161  males  and 
149  females  were  discharged,  and  of  these  310,  189  had  recovered, 
and  155  patients,  84  males  and  71  females,  died. 

The  more  fatal  causes  of  death  were  general  paralysis  (in  28 
cases)  and  phthisis  (in  29  cases).  One  suicide  occurred,  the 
patient,  a  male,  having  cut  his  throat.  In  this,  and  five  other 
cases,  which  do  not  call  for  special  notice,  the  coroner  held 
inquests.  Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  148  cases. 

There  has  not  been  any  epidemic  sickness  in  the  asylum  since 
the  last  visit,  but  a  few  scattered  cases  of  diarrhoea  have 
occurred. 

The  rate  of  mortality  in  1881  was  12*13  per  cent,  of  the 
average  daily  number  of  patients  resident.  In  the  interval  since 
the  last  visit,  it  was  lower  than  this,  but  still  above  the  average 
of  county  asylums. 

Some  serious,  but  not  fatal,  casualties  have  happened,  in  which 
wfe  have  inquired,  but  we  find  no  ground  for  adverse  comment. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  maintained,  very  properly,  at  full 
strength.  For  day  duty  there  are  in  the  male  division  57,  and 
in  the  female  62,  the  latter  number  including  six  laundry  women 
wTho  are  also  nurses ;  and  for  night  duty  there  are  five  male  and 
six  female  attendants.  Changes  among  the  attendants  are  not 
unduly  frequent,  and  very  many  have  been  in  the  asylum  service 
for  long  periods. 

We  found  the  w’ards  very  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  well 
aired.  The  bedding  also  is  very  good  and  clean.  Some  wards 
have  been  repainted.  In  No.  1  day-room,  male  side,  a  bay- 
window  has  been  constructed  which  greatly  improves  the  lighting 
of  the  ward,  and  affords  more  space.  Several  small  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  effected,  and  the  very  important  work,  noticed 
in  the  last  entry,  of  disconnecting  all  waste-pipes  from  the  main 
drains,  and  also  severing,  by  means  of  Buchan’s  ventilating  traps, 
the  direct  connection  of  the  soil  pipes  writh  those  drains,  has  been 
completed.  The  advantage  of  this,  in  the  entire  absence  of  bad 
smells,  was  apparent  to  us. 
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An  addition  of  about  11  acres  to  tbe  Asylum  estate  lias  been  Appendix  (C.) 
made  by  the  renting  of  two  conveniently  situated  fields.  Yorkshire 

This  Asylum  is  full,  and  admissions  must  depend  upon  vacan-  ^est  Riding) 
cies  occasioned  by  death  or  discharge.  At  Wadsley,  which  we  Asylums, 
have  very  recently  inspected,  there  are  yet  vacancies  for  a  con-  (Wakefield.) 
siderable  number  of  patients,  and  some  further  accommodation 
will  be  provided  by  the  buildings  which  have  been  sanctioned. 

Having  regard,  however,  to  the  annual  rate  of  increase  of  patients 
in  recent  years,  a  rate  not  likely  to  be  diminished,  it  appears  to 
us  that  the  future  requirements  of  the  West  Riding  point  to  the 
necessity  for  an  early  commencement  of  the  new  Asylum  proposed 
to  be  erected  on  the  site  recently  purchased  at  Menston. 


Yorkshire  (West  Riding)  Asylums — 2.  Wadsley. 

24  August  1882. 

Our  inspection  of  this  asylum,  which  has  occupied  us  during  Yorkshire 
yesterday  and  to-day,  enables  us  to  express  a  very  favourable  ^e1sutJ^(lmg^ 
opinion  of  its  state  and  efficiency.  The  wards  are  clean,  bright,  (Wadsley.) 
and  comfortable,  the  bedding  good,  and  the  sanitary  condition 
throughout,  satisfactory.  The  conduct  of  the  patients  during  our 
inspection  was  good.  They  were  generally  quiet,  and  appeared 
fairly  contented,  though,  of  course,  many  objected  to  further 
detention.  While  nothing  that  we  saw  would  lead  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  patients  fit  for  absolute  discharge  are  unduly  detained, 
there  is  no  doubt  that,  as  was  pointed  out  by  our  Colleagues  last 
year,  there  are  many  patients,  not  requiring  the  more  expensive 
treatment  of  an  Asylum,  who  would,  with  a  fairly  liberal  diet  and 
moderate  supervision,  be  easily  managed,  and  properly  treated,  in 
their  union  workhouses. 

The  dress  and  personal  condition  of  the  female  patients  are  Clothing, 
satisfactory ;  those  of  the  men  less  so.  The  material  of  the 
male  clothing  soon  begins  to  look  shabby,  and  it  might  be  worth 
consideration  if  the  white  washing  cord  used  in  some  Asylums 
would  not  be  a  better  material,  at  least  for  summer  wear,  and  for 
the  more  degraded  patients. 

We  saw  the  dinners  served  on  each  day  of  our  visit,  and  they  ^etary  and 
appeared  to  be  good  and  sufficient.  A  change  has  been  made  in  arrangernents. 
the  dietarv  by  giving  un  the  use  ot  beer.  W ater  is  at  present 
the  beverage,  but  we  understand  that  Dr.  Mitchell  is  empowered 
to  give  tea  or  coffee,  during  the  winter  months,  if  he  finds  it 
desirable.  Some  modification  in  the  diet  tor  the  sick  and  feeble 
has  also  been  made,  witn  the  object,  which  has  been  attained,  of 

checking  diarrhoea.  . 

The  distance  of  the  detached  blocks  from  the  cential  kitchen 

makes  the  carriage  of  the  dinners  to  them  somewhat  difficult  and 
inconvenient.  The  small  kitchens  attached  to  these  blocks  aie 
now  used  for  the  preparation  of  the  breakfasts  and  suppers,  and  it 
may  be  a  Question  whether  the  dinners  should  not  also  be  cooked 
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there.  Probably  the  patients  would  get  their  food  more  comfort¬ 
ably,  and  without  additional  cost.  We  do  not,  however,  desire 
to  do  more  than  suggest  consideration  of  the  subject. 

As  regards  the  general  system  of  treatment,  we  are  glad  to 
find  that  useful  employment  is  encouraged,  and  hope  it  may  be 
further  extended.  According  to  the  returns  furnished,  it  appears 
that  321  men  and  489  women  are  occupied  in  various  ways.  The 
numbers  give  a  per-centage  of  about  55  and  70  of  the  two  sexes, 
respectively,  who  are  employed. 

Dr.  Mitchell  has  asked  our  opinion  of  the  plan  of  paying 
patients  a  small  proportion  of  the  value  of  their  work,  as  adopted 
at  Broadmoor.  We  think  it  a  very  useful  system,  both  as  an 
inducement  to  work  and  as  a  remedial  agent,  but  we  doubt  if  an 
expenditure  under  this  head  could  be  legally  sustained  in  the 
event  of  objection  by  the  guardians  or  others  who  have  to  defray 
the  cost  of  maintenance. 

The  services  in  chapel  last  Sunday  were  attended  by  241 
males  and  324  females.  About  220  men  and  320  women  attend 
the  amusements  in  the  hall,  and  the  patients  taking  exercise 
beyond  the  asylum  estate  are  95  men  and  187  women. 

We  are  sorry  to  see  that  so  many  as  313  males  and  419  females 
do  not  go  beyond  the  airing-courts  for  exercise.  These  numbers 
should  be  greatly  reduced,  when  the  estate  walk,  which  has  been 
begun,  is  finished.  This  walk  will,  we  learn,  give  a  circuit  of 
about  a  mile  and  a  half. 

There  is  now  a  regular  service  for  the  Homan  Catholic  patients, 
a  priest  who  is  paid,  attending  on  Sunday,  and  also  visiting  the 
sick  on  a  week  day. 

Several  minor  improvements  have  been  effected  since  the  last 
visit,  but  there  has  not  been  any  extensile  work  undertaken. 

At  present  the  dining  and  recreation  hall  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
painter,  and  considerable  outside  painting  has  also  been  done. 
Progress  is  being  made  in  laying  out  the  airing-courts  for  the 
new  blocks,  and  some  additions  have  been  made  to  the  farm 
buildings. 

Dr.  Mitchell  has  pointed  out  to  us  what  would  be  a  very  useful 
addition  to  the  day-space  of  No.  4  male  ward,  the  addition, 
namely,  of  a  room  now  unused,  which  could  readily  be  effected  by 
taking  out  a  portion  of  a  wall.  We  have  no  hesitation  in  recom¬ 
mending  this  work. 

The  new  buildings  on  the  female  side,  the  plans  for  which 
have  been  sanctioned,  are  not  yet  begun. 

We  find  that  there  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  1,299 
patients,  590  being  males  and  709  females.  Of  these,  8  males 
and  28  females  are  private  patients,  and  17  are  out-county 
patients.  The  present  weekly  charge  for  ordinary  patients  is 
9  s.,  the  actual  cost  being  9  s.  1ft?.  For  out-county  patients  it 
is  14  s.,  and  for  the  private  class  14  5.  or  20  s. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  on  6th  August  1881,  247 
males  and  290  female  patients,  a  total  of  537,  have  been  admitted 
here ;  356  patients  have  been  discharged,  223  on  recovery  ;  and 
155,  91  males  and  64  females,  died.  The  rate  of  mortalh^  in 
1881  was  1P3  per  cent,  of  the  daily  average  number  resident. 
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Of  the  above  155  deaths,  general  paralysis  was  the  most  fatal 
cause,  accounting  for  42.  Four  patients  died  of  erysipelas. 

In  two  cases  the  coroner  held  an  inquest.  One  of  these  deaths 
resulted  from  a  fall  from  a  window  while  the  patient  was 
attempting  to  escape  ;  in  the  other  from  exhaustion,  caused  by 
suppuration  from  an  accidentally  broken  leg. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  69  instances. 

We  are  informed  that  of  the  patients  now  here  69  males  and 
40  females  are  general  paralytics  ;  114  males  and  106  females 
are  epileptic,  and  57  males  and  133  females  are  suici dally  disposed. 
The  night  supervision  of  the  two  latter  classes  on  the  male  side 
has  been  improved  by  open  panels  in  the  doors  of  single  rooms, 
and  gas  lights  over  the  doors. 

In  view  of  the  erection  of  a  special  dormitory  in  the  female 
division,  this  work  has  not  been  done  on  that  side. 

Since  the  last  visit,  12  women  have  been  secluded,  on  18  occa¬ 
sions,  for  97  hours  in  all ;  and  15  men,  on  16  occasions,  and  for  a 
total  of  57  hours ;  while  3  women  are  for  10  days,  another  for  12 
hours,  and  the  third  twice,  for  12  hours  each  time,  have  been 
mechanically  restrained ;  and  4  men  on  various  occasions  have 
also  been  restrained,  the  total  duration  in  these  cases  being  315 
hours.  In  all  but  one  case  the  restraint  was  applied  for  surgical 
reasons.  In  the  excepted  case  it  was  to  prevent  self-mutila¬ 
tion.  / 

An  adequate  staff  is  maintained  here,  and  we  ^are  glad  to 
observe  that  changes  are  not  unduly  frequent.  For  day  duty 
there  are  52  attendants  in  the  male  and  58  in  the  female  division, 
but  the  former  number  includes  three  tradesmen,  and  the  cow  - 
man  and  his  wife ;  and  the  latter  five  laundry  maids.  Seven 
male  and  16  female  attendants  have  been  less  than  12  months 
in  the  service  of  the  asylum.  The  rates  of  wages  are,  foi  males, 
30  /.  to  50  l.  per  annum  ;  for  females,  18  L  to  26  with  uniforms 
in  each  case,  and  an  addition  of  from  2  /.  to  4  /.  per  annum  fox 
charge  of  a  w'ard.  ' 

•  The  vacant  accommodation  in  the  asylum  would  be  sutiicient 
for  about  120  patients  on  the  male,  and  70  on  the  female  side.

Rather  more  than  12  months  ago  two  members  of  our  Board 
paid  the  last  visit  to  this  Asylum ;  since  that  time  various  changes  ^  Ium_ 
have  taken  place  on  the  staff  of  the  establishment.  _  Dr.  Macleod 
has  succeeded  Mr.  Whitcombe  as  Medical  Superintendent,  anc 
Dr  Suffern  taken  the  place  of  Dr.  Strahan  as  Assistant  Medical 
Officer.  Dr.  Macleod,  though  he  has  only  been  here  a  month 
has  already  beo-un  to  carry  out  the  recommendation  of  oui 
Colleaffueskdtlf regard  to  the  ventilation  and  alteration  of  the 

ir£fS,  ..fa*.  «  •»  Vs"'  «*•*  •*«*•'-* 

to  carry  out  the  duties  he  has  undei  taken.  ^ 
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We  regret,  however,  to  have  to  call  attention  to  what,  at  the 
outset  of  his  career,  must  prove  a  great  difficulty  in  his  path, 
viz.,  the  constant  changes  amongst  the  attendants.  This  was 
specially  referred  to  at  the  last  visit,  and  the  Commissioners  in 
their  entry  on  25th  February  1881  pointed  out  how  prejudicially 
these  frequent  changes  must  affect  the  patients.  At  that  time 
there  were  20  day  attendants,  10  in  each  division;  seven  of 
these  remain,  but  only  one  of  them  is  left  on  the  male  side. 
During  the  interval  above  mentioned  12  men  and  five  nurses 
have  been  engaged  ;  five  men  have  been  discharged,  and  six  men 
and  five  nurses  have  resigned.  The  staff  of  attendants  now  is  25 
in  all,  including  two  head  attendants  and  two  night  attendants. 
There  are  11  day  attendants  for  the  male,  and  10  for  the  female, 
division ;  of  these,  only  one  man  has  seen  more  than  a  year’s 
service  in  the  asylum,  and  he  has  not  been  here  yet  two  years. 
Of  the  women,  two  nurses  have  been  here  from  one  to  two  years, 
and  three  over  that  period.  It  is  not  for  us  to  suggest  reasons 
for  these  changes,  but  that  something  must  be  done  to  induce 
attendants  to  remain  will,  we  feel  sure,  be  evident  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee;  for  we  can  imagine  no  more  difficult  task  for  a  new 
Superintendent  than  to  enter  an  asylum  in  which  10  out  of  the 
11  attendants  are  new  to  their  duties.  The  initial  wages  for  the 
men  are  28 /..  10 s.,  rising  by  21.  annually  to  32/.  10s.;  for  the 
nurses  18  /.,  rising  by  1/.  up  to  22/.  Then  when  they  become 
1st  class  attendants  the  men  rise,  by  2/.  annually,  to  47  /.  10s,, 
and  the  women  to  27/.,  by  1/.  annual  rise.  All  attendants 
have  uniforms,  but  their  initial  wages  are  really  26/.  and  16/. 
respectively,  as  the  men  are  given  21.  10s.  and  the  women 
21.  in  lieu  of  beer.  There  is  still  only  one  night  attendant  in 
each  division,  and  the  same  system  of  continuous  supervision  by 
a  trustworthy  patient  of  the  epileptics  obtains,  but  we  think  that 
there  ought  to  be  a  second  night  nurse  in  each  division  who 
should  be  actually  and  continuously  in  the  room  with  the  epileptic 
and  suicidal  patients.  The  number  of  these,  with  the  addition 
of  general  paralytics,  is,  amongst  the  men  38,  and  amongst  the 
women  24. 

During  our.  visit  we  have  gone  over  the  whole  asylum  and 
seen  all  the  patients  in  residence  (one  woman  was  away  on  leave), 
and  can,  on  the  whole,  report  favourably  of  their  behaviour,  dress, 
and  personal  condition.  A  few  women  were  noisy  on  the  female 
side,  but  all  the  men  were  quiet  and  orderly. 

The  dinner  we  saw  served  in  the  dining-hall  was  good  and 
sufficient,  and  we  had  no  complaints  from  any  patient  calling  for 
remark  from  us.  The  beds  and  bedding  were  properly  looked 
after,  and  the  condition  of  the  wards  was  creditable  to  the 
attendants. 

We  think  that  the  means  of  amusements,  supply  of  papers,  books, 
&c.,  somewhat  scanty,  and  we  would  call  attention  to  the  attend¬ 
ants’  mess-rooms,  where  the  private  patients  dine,  and  suggest 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  whether  it  would  not  be 
possible  to  make  these  rooms  more  comfortable  and  more  attractive, 
considering  it  is  in  these  rooms  only  the  attendants  can  meet 

when 
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when  their  work  is  clone.  The  dining-hall,  which  also  serves  as  Appendix  (C.) 
the  associated  entertainments-room,  is  too  small  for  its  purpose,  Yorkshire 
and  we  should  he  glad  to  find  that  steps  were  to  be  taken  to  (East  Riding) 
increase  the  accommodation,  but  what  still  more  urgently  requiies  Asylum, 
enlargement  is  ihe  Chapel,  which  will  only  seat  175,  and  Dr.  Divine  Service* 
Macleod  tells  us  he  has  but  very  few  patients  who  might  not  go 
to  chapel  if  the  space  would  permit.  Service  is  only  held  in  the 
chapel  once  on  Sunday,  and  once  during  the  week.  We  think 
all  who  can  go  to  service  should  be  able  to  have  the  opportunity 
of  so  doing,  and  we,  therefore,  suggest  until  the  chapel  be 
enlarged,  that  a  second  service  be  given  on  Sundays  to  enable 
all  to  attend. 

Fifty-one  acres  of  land  have  been  bought,  and  a  walk  ot 
nearly  two  miles  in  extent  is  projected  round  the  estate.  Two 
hundred  and  fifty  patients  walk  daily  in  the  grounds,  and  a 
like  number  go  weekly  for  walks  in  the  country.  The  patients 
who  are  usefully  employed  are  187,  and  by  patients’  labour, 
aided  by  a  master  tailor  and  a  master  shoemaker,  all  the  clothes, 
uniforms,  and  shoes,  are  both  made  and  mended  in  the  asylum.  Statistics..

The  death-rate  has  been  low,  being  nearly  4  per  cent,  below 
the  average  in  county  Asylums.

Appendix  (C,)  the  last  20  patients.  The  total  number  upon  the  books  is  277, 
Yorkshire  140  men  an(^  women,  19  more  in  all  than  were  here  at  the  last 
(East  Riding)  visit.  The  medical  records  show  that  one  man  and  one  woman 
have  been  secluded,  each  once  for  2  k  and  4  hours  respectively,  and 
one  woman  has  twice  been  wet-packed,  each  time  for  6  hours. 

The  additions  and  alterations  since  the  last  visit,  not  already  re¬ 
ferred  to,  are  of  a  minor  character,  and  consist  principally  of  little 
improvements  in  the  wards  tending  to  promote  the  comfort  of  the 
patients ;  but  we  ought  to  mention  that  the  box  beds,  the  con¬ 
tinued  use  of  which  was  deprecated  by  our  Colleagues  in  the 
last  report,  have  been  removed,  and  beds  of  a  modern  construction 
supply  their  place.

24  July  1882. 

TV  E  have  completed  the  usual  inspection  of  this  Asylum,  having 
spent  the  whole  of  Saturday  in  the  wards  examining  into  their 
condition  and  seeing  all  the  patients  in  residence. 

There  are  to-day  on  the  books  the  names  of  576  patients,  264 
males  and  312  females.  One  male  and  3  females  are  absent  on 
trial  and  have  not  been  seen  by  us.  The  above  total  shows  a 
reduction  of  116  patients  from  the  number  who  were  here  in 
December  last,  when  our  Colleagues  visited  the  Asylum. 

This  is  due  to  the  removal  of  patients,  235  in  all,  to  the  new 
asylum  at  Bubery-hill.  In  the  same  interval  46  pauper  patients 
and  1  of  the  private  class  have  been  discharged  on  recovery, 
and  5  paupers  have  left  relieved  only  and  improved.  Thus  the 
total  discharges  have  amounted  to  287.  Ninety-six  male  and 
115  female  paupers,  and  1  male  and  8  female  private  patients 
have  been  admitted,  making  a  total  of  220.  Many  of  these 
admissions  are  accounted  for  by  the  return  of  patients  who  we 
previously  boarded  out  at  the  Berrywood  and  Macclesfield 
Asylums. 

>  Twenty-eight  males  and  18  females  have  died  since  the  last 
visit.  In  38  instances  post-mortem  examinations  were  made. 
Thirteen  patients  died  of  general  paralysis,  4  of  epilepsy,  and 
14  of  other  forms  of  brain  disease,  and  1  death  was  due  to 
accident. 

Four  inquests  were  held  by  the  coroner ;  in  3  of  these  the 
juries  found  that  the  death  was  due  to  natural  causes ;  in  the 
fourth,  which  was  the  case  of  accident  mentioned  above,  the 
verdict  was  (e  accidental  death.”  The  circumstances  were  these  : 
The  patient,  a  woman,  J.  II.,  was  suffering  from  mania  and  very 
restless.  She  was  placed,  on  the  evening  of  the  18th  instant,  to 
sleep  in  a  single  room,  but  was  restless,  and  found  by  the  night 
nurse  out  of  bed  at  each  of  her  half-hourly  visits.  Soon  after 
three  o’clock  a.m.  the  nurse  on  opening  the  door  found  the 
patient  with  her  head  and  body  on  the  floor  and  her  legs  on  the 
bed  and  unconscious.  She  replaced  her  on  the  bed  and  sum¬ 
moned 
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moned  aid.  The  medical  officers  were  quickly  in  attendance  Appendix  (C.) 
and  applied  remedies,  but  the  patient  died  in.  about  20  hours.  Birmingllam 
The  post-mortem  examination  disclosed  extensive  extravasation  Asylums, 
of  blood  over  the  cerebral  hemispheres,  but  no  fracture  of  the  (Winson 
skull ;  a  fracture  of  the  lower  end  of  the  left  radius,  and  bruises  Green>) 
on  left  shoulder  and  wrist,  on  right  elbow,  and  smaller  ones  on  Inquests‘ 
both  legs.  The  appearances  point  to  a  fall  backwards  out  of 
bed,  with  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  patient  to  save  herself ; 
and  after  questioning  the  nurse  and  considering  all  the  circum¬ 
stances,  we  see  no  reason  to  dissent  from  the  conclusion  arrived 
at  by  the  jury  on  the  inquest. 

The  mortality  during  1881  was  at  the  rate  of  11*32  per  cent, 
on  the  daily  average  number  of  resident  patients,  rather  more 
than  2  per  cent,  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Since  the  last  visit  we  found  there  was  only  one  serious 
casualty,  not  ending  fatally:  a  male  patient  having  had  two 
ribs  broken  when  fighting  at  night  with  another  patient. 

A  case  of  scarlet  fever  occurred,  but  the  patient  was  removed, 
in  charge  of  a  nurse,  to  the  Borough  Hospital,  and  the  complaint 
did  not  "spread,  nor  has  any  other  infectious  disorder  appeared  in 
the  Asylum. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Green,  the  late  superintendent,  was  referred  Medical  Staff, 
to  by  our  Colleagues  in  the  last  entry.  He  has  been  succeeded 
by  Mr.  E.  B.  Whitcombe,  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  East 
Biding  Asylum,  who  is  assisted  by  Br.  Dodds  and  a  clinical 
assistant.  These  gentlemen  attended  us  in  our  inspection,  and 
from  Mr.  Whitcombe,  who  was  formerly  assistant  medical  officer 
here,  and  whom  we  find  to  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  all  the 
details  of  the  Asylum,  and  with  the  patients'  and  their  several 
cases,  we  have  received  all  the  information  we  required. 

Several  improvements  in  the  organisation  and  building  have 
been  already  introduced,  and  many  more  are  in  contemplation  ; 
the  Committee,  as  they  state  in  their  last  Annual  Report,  having 
determined  to  take  the  opportunity  of  the  change  in  staff  ot 
organising  the  Asylum  upon  a  more  modern  system  as  legurds 

some  of  its  arrangements.  .  .  . 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  many  suggestions  ot  Visiting 

Commissioners  have  been  adopted.  .  ,  « 

The  staff  of  attendants  has  been  strengtnened  since  the  last  attee"dants 
visit,  notwithstanding  the  reduction  m  the  number  ot  patients, 
and  is  now  in  very  good  proportion  to  the  present  number ;  ot 
these  we  find  that  there  are  24  day  attendants  for  the  male 
division,  and  26  day  nurses  and  three  laundry  maids  for  the 
females  ;  and  an  additional  night  attendant  has  oeen  appointed 
for  each  division.  There  has  been  an  addition  to  the  leave 
allowed  to  attendants,  so  that  each  may  now  be  absent  from 
Asylum  once  a  week,  from  two  o’clock  to  10  ;  once  a  month,  from 
10  a.m.  to  10  p.m. ;  and  every  evening,  from  8  pun.  to  10  pan. 

The  rates  of  wages  have  been  improved.  Male  attendants 
begin  at  25  /.,  and  increase  2  /.  a  year  to  31  those  m  charge 
of  wards  having  30  /.,  with  an  annual  increase  of  21.  to  38/.  a 
year.  All  are  supplied  with  uniforms  and  allowed  3  /.  a  year 
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in  lieu  of  beer.  Female  attendants  enter  at  15/.,,  and  rise  by 
2  /.  annually  to  [21  /.  a  year,  while  those  in  charge  or  on  night 
duty  begin  at  20  l.,  with  the  like  annual  increase  to  26  /.  They 
also  have  uniforms  and  2  /.  a  year  beer  money.  Married  couples 
have  42  L,  rising  by  3  /.  a  year  to  54  /.  The  comfort  of  the 
attendants  will  be  increased  by  the  conversion,  which  has  been 
effected,  of  the  laundry  ward  into  a  joint  mess  room  on  the 
ground  floor  and  a  billiard  room  over.  The  former  room  will  be 
used  in  the  evening  as  a  sitting  room  by  the  female  attendants 
alone,  and  proper  means  for  separating  the  sexes  have  been 
provided. 

We  may  hope  that  the  improvement  here  noticed  may  result 
in  inducing  a  longer  service.  Hitherto  the  term  of  service 
has  been  short  and  changes  frequent,  and  of  the  present  staff 
15  male  and  20  female  attendants  have  not  completed  a  year’s 
service. 

Plans  have  passed  our  office  for  the  improvement,  long  needed, 
of  the  water-closets  and  lavatories  all  through  the  asylum,  the 
enlargement  of  the  hall  so  as  to  make  it  available  for  meals,  and 
for  various  other  structural  alterations.  These  will,  we  under¬ 
stand,  be  carried  out  with  all  practicable  speed.  The  execution 
of  the  work  will  in  turn  disturb  most  if  not  all  the  wards,  and 
until  complete  it  would  be  impolitic  to  undertake  the  renovation,  in 
matters  of  decoration  and  cleaning,  which  some  wards  require  ; 
but  we  trust  that  this  will  not  be  neglected  when  the  structural 
work  is  finished. 

Except  in  the  particular  to  which  we  have  just  alluded,  we 
found  the  wards  in  very  good  order  and  clean.  The  bedding,  too. 
Was  in  a  satisfactory  state.  We  should  have  been  glad  to  see 
a  better  supply  of  flowers  and  other  plants  in  the  day  rooms,  and 
hope  that  a  little  more  energy  on  the  gardeners’  part  may  ac¬ 
complish  this.  A  more  extensive  planting  of  shrubs  in  the 
grounds  would  also  be  desirable. 

The  behaviour  of  the  patients  was  throughout  satisfactory; 
no  violence  displayed,  and  very  little  noise  or  excitement,  nor 
were  any  complaints  of  ill-treatment  made  to  us,  though  full 
opportunity  was  given  to  all. 

We  were  dissatisfied  with  the  state  of  the  clothing  of  several 
male  patients.  Mr.  Whitcombe  is,  however,  alive  to  the  defect, 
and  will  in  time,  we  doubt  not,  remedy  it.  The  condition  of 
the  female  clothing  is  satisfactory. 

Since  the  last  visit  1  female  patient  has  been  mechanically 
restrained  and  for  five  hours,  and  a  patient  of  the  same  sex  has 
been  secluded  for  three  hours. 

Mr.  Whitcombe  is,  we  think,  fully  alive  to  the  value  of  out¬ 
door  exercise  and  daily  occupation  of  the  patients.  Wre  learn 
that  198  males  and  167  females  are  usefully  employed,  90  males 
having  out-door  occupation.  Nearly  all  the  patients  go  beyond 
the  airing-courts  for  exercise,  while  about  133  males  and  97 
females  are  periodically  taken  outside  the  bounds  for  that 
purpose. 
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Divine  Service  yesterday  was  attended  by  184  males  and  192 
temales,  and  the  associated  amusements,  which  at  this  season  are 
frequently  in  the  open  air,  bring  together  230  of  the  two  sexes. 

Of  various  suggestions  made  at  the  last  visit  we  find  that  a 
coae  of  rules  for  guidance  in  case  of  fire  is  being  drawn  up,  and 
that  attendants,  both  male  and  female,  are  instructed  in  the 
course  to  be  followed  in  such  an  emergency,  and  the  hose  for 
internal  hydrants  has  been  lengthened. 

The  electric  apparatus  for  recording  the  rounds  is  now  being 
fixed,  and  the  laundry  staff  has  been  increased. 

Besides  the  changes  among  the  officers  already  noticed,  we  find 
that  there  is  a  new  chaplain,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Macdona,  that  the 
clerk  and  steward,  Mr.  Knight,  has  ceased  to  reside  here,  and 
his  place  has  been  taken  by  a  clerk  and  storekeeper,  wholly 
subordinated  to  the  superintendent,  and  that  a  new  head  at¬ 
tendant  for  the  female  division  has  been  appointed. 
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1  May  1882. 

We  have  this  day  made  the  first  official  visit  to  the  Rubery  Birmingham 
Hill  Asylum  since  it  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  on  Asylums. 

4th  January.  Dr.  Lyle,  the  Medical  Superintendent,  deserves  (RubeiY  HilL) 
credit  for  what  has  been  already  done  to  promote  the  comfort 
and  welfare  of  the  patients,  but  much  still  remains  to  be  done 
before  the  wards  and  dormitories  can  be  considered  completely 
furnished  and  completed. 

We  have  gone  over  the  whole  of  the  building,  and  have  also 
visited  the  various  offices  and  shops  in  which  work  is  at  present 
found  for  patients,  or  will  be  made  use  -of  at  no  distant  date. 

We  found  that  the  shoemakers  and  tailors  are  intended  to  share 
the  same  room.  This  is  not,  in  our  opinion  an  entirely  satisfactory 
arrangement,  but  was  rendered  necessary  from  the  fact  that  there. 
wras  no  upholsterers’  shop,  and  so  the  shoemakers’  shop  had  to 
be  given  up  for  this  purpose.  We  think  that  a  room  might  be 
found  suitable  for  the  shoemakers  other  than  their  present  shop. 

Before  this  Asylum  was  opened  two  members  of  our  Board 
visited  this  place,  inspected  the  work  in  progress,  and  made 
several  suggestions  with  reference  to  the  Asylum.  It  may 
be  convenient  if  we  here  notice  what  has  been  carried  into 
effect  in  consequence  of  their  remarks.  We  learn  that  the 
well  has  been  sunk  to  a  depth  of  140  feet,  and  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Medical  Superintendent  there  is  now  water  sufficient  to 
supply  the  daily  wants  of  800  persons.  There  is,  however, 
as  yet  only  one  engine,  and  we  beg  to  reiterate  the  remarks 
of  our  Colleagues,  that  a  second  engine  be  provided  to  guard 
against  the  serious  inconvenience  arising  from  a  breakdown. 

The  chapel  is  completed,  and  we  learn  that  an  attendant  who 
can  play  the  organ  is  coming  to-morrow ;  at  the  present  time 
0.6 1.  Ff  this 
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this  work  is  undertaken  by  Mrs.  Lyle.  The  kitchen  fittings 
have  been  supplied  by  Beverley  and  Wild  as  regards  the  gas 
apparatus,  and  Haden  furnished  the  boilers.  The  hot-water 
pipes  in  the  wards  have  not  as  yet  all  been  protected,  but  we 
hope  that  this  will  be  done  at  an  early  date,  and  we  advise  the 
covering  over  of  the  pipes  in  the  chapel  also.  Handrails  have 
been  fixed  on  both  sides  of  the  staircases.  It  was  not  found  pos¬ 
sible  to  floor  the  passages  with  Yorkshire  flags  or  artificial  stone, 
as  the  tiles  had  already  been  ordered  for  this  purpose.  The  floor 
of  the  upholsterers’  shop  has  been  boarded.  A  painter’s  shed  has 
been  erected  in  the  workshop  yard,  and  means  have  been  taken 
to  prevent  the  tailors  and  shoemakers  having  access  thereto. 
The  mortuary  has  been  enlarged,  in  accordance  with  the  Com¬ 
missioners’  suggestions.  There  will  be  no  screens  in  the  epileptic 
dormitories,  and  the  single  rooms  have  gaslights  fixed  and  in¬ 
spection  holes  in  the  doors.  An  electric  clock  by  Gent,  of 
Leicester,  has  been  set  up  in  the  Superintendent’s  Office.  The 
central  screen  in  the  infirmary  blocks  has  been  partly  removed 
so  as  to  give  a  day  room  at  the  east  end.  The  other  suggestion 
of  transposing  one  of  the  attendants’  rooms  and  the  store  room, 
and  making  a  kitchen  for  the  ward,  has  not  been  carried  out. 
The  gas  fittings  are  arranged  like  those  at  the  Borough  Asylum 
at  Winson  Green,  taps  and  burners  alike  being  inaccessible  to 
the  patients ;  but  the  gas-brackets  in  the  passages  struck  us  as 
being  needlessly  strong,  and  as  likely  rather  to  suggest  the  idea 
of  suicide.  The  high-level  reservoir  has  been  constructed,.  and 
there  are  hydrants,  internal  and  external.  The  hose  has  arrived, 
but  is  not  yet  in  its  place,  nor  have  the  attendants  yet  been 
drilled.  We  hope  both  males  and  females  will  be  taught  their 
duties  in  case  of  fire,  and  their  knowledge  occasionally  tested. 
We  are  told  that  the  water  can  play  over  the  highest  chimney 
in  the  building.  The  wall  round  the  airing-court  has  been  made 
very  low,  and  a  palisade,  6  feet  6  inches  in  height,  is  the  boundary 
fence. 

Both  in  the  airing-courts  and  the  wards  we  observed  a  dearth 
of  flowers,  but  we  can  hardly  expect  much  until  a  greenhouse  be 
built,  and  this,  we  feel  sure,  the  Committee  will  readily  sanction. 
The  farm  buildings,  which  are  approaching  completion,  have  been 
placed  on  the  site  advised,  and  they  seem  to  us  to  be  adequate 
to  the  requirements  of  a  large  asylum.  The  whole  of  the  sewage 
is  disposed  on  the  land,  but  the  kitchen  garden  is  not  irrigated 
by  this  sewage.  The  patients  are  now  buried  in  the  churchyard 
of  the  district  chapelry  of  this  parish,  and  sufficient  ground  has 
been  granted  to  bury  patients  for  the  next  ten  years. 

The  furniture  ordered  by  the  Committee  seems,  as  far  as  we 
can  judge,  to  be  substantial  and  well  made,  and  we  were  quite 
satisfied  with  the  clothing  provided  for  the  patients  of  both  sexes. 

The  public  footpath  traversing  the  asylum  property  has  not 
yet  been  stopped,  partly  owing  to  the  death  of  the  clerk,  and 
partly  owing  to  some  mistake  of  the  present  clerk,  who  did  not 
give  the  notices  in  time.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  nothing  will  pre¬ 
vent  the  matter  being  settled  at  the  Midsummer  Quarter  Sessions. 

The 
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The  Cock  Inn  has  not  been  bought  by  the  Committee,  who.  Appendix  (C.) 

however,  endeavoured  to  do  so,  but  the  price  asked  was  so  extra-  - - - 

vagant  that  they  did  not  feel  justified  in  going  to  such  an 
expense.  The  new  station  at  Rubery  Hill  is  not  yet  opened,  (Rubery  Hill.> 
but  it  is  expected  to  be  ready  very  shortly. 

We  are  pleased  to  hear  that  there  is  no  fixed  visiting  day,  but 
friends  may  see  the  patients  on  any  day.  The  visiting  rooms 
require  a  good  deal  of  furniture,  carpets,  & c.,  to  render  them 
pleasant  for  visitors. 

Much,  we  learn,  is  to  be  done  in  the  wards  and  dormitories  in 
the  way  of  rugs,  carpets,  chairs,  &c.,  and  pictures  on  the  walls, 
hanging  plants,  flowers,  and  birds,  will,  we  hope,  ere  long, 
improve  the  present  bare  look  of  the  rooms. 

We  thought  that  the  edges  to  the  sinks  were  very  dangerous, 
and  so  were  not  astonished  to  hear  that  they  had  been  condemned 
and  were  to  be  removed.  One  of  the  wants  of  this  asylum  is  a 
hospital  for  infectious  cases,  and  we  doubt  not  that  this  defect 
will  soon  receive .  attention  at  the  hands  of  a  Committee  who, 
judging  by  what  has  already  been  done  by  them,  seem  deter¬ 
mined  that  no  efforts  on  their  part  shall  be  spared  to  make  this  a 
really  good  asylum. 

Since  4th  January  133  men  and  liO  women  have  been  received  statistics, 
here,  and  1  woman  discharged  “  not  improved.”  Five  men  and 
2  women  have  died,  all  from  natural  causes,  and  post-mortem 
examination  was  made  in  every  instance.  On  the  books  to-day 
are  the  names  of  128  men  and  137  women,  all  of  whom  we  have 
seen,  and  had  some  conversation  with  every  one  who  would  speak 
to  us.  They  are  for  the  most  part  of  the  chronic  class,  and  we 
saw  but  few  who  showed  signs  of  early  prospect  of  recovery.  We 
had  no  complaints  of  any  sort.  We  saw  nearly  200  of  both  sexes 
at  dinner  in  the  hall,  which  also  serves  as  a  recreation  room. 

W e  must  point  out  that  the  stage  is  placed  in  such  a  position 
that  the  performers  cannot  be  seen  by  above  one-third  of  the 
persons  who  could  be  collected  in  the  room;  and  we  hope  it  will 
be  found  possible,  even  now,  to  alter  this. 

The  dinner  was  good  a/nd  sufficient.  Dinners. 

The  number  of  epileptics  on  the  male  side  is  60,  and  on  the  Epileptics, 
female  47.  We  think  that  considering  the  number  it,  is  advisable 
that  at  least  one  padded  room  be  fitted  up  on  either  side  for  the 
occupation  of  a  violent  epileptic.  When  the  epileptic  dormitory 
is  ready  to  receive  the  patients,  we  learn  that  there  will  be  an 
attendant  sitting  up  at  night  on  either  side,  and  never  leaving 
the  room.  At  present  there  is  but  one  night  attendant  in  each 
division,  and  though  sitting  in  the  epileptic  dormitory,  visiting  at 
intervals  the  other  dormitories,  so  that  the  supervision  is  not 
continuous.  We  recommend  that  at  least  one  attendant  sleep  in 
the  room  off  the  dormitory  so  as  to  be  able  to  render  assistance  if 
required.  The  patients  seemed  in  good  bodily  health ;  no  one 
was  in  bed,  and  8  men  and  5  women  are  registered  as  under 
medical  treatment.  The  wards  and  dormitories  were  clean  and 
tidy,  and  the  attendants  seemed  to  be  acquainted  with  their 
patients. 
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There  is  a  head  attendant  in  either  division,  and  on  the  male 
side  seven  men  and  one  woman  take  charge  of  the  patients  by 
day,  and  eight  nurses  are  employed  on  the  female  side.  In  the 
laundry  two  maids  have  the  care  of  about  a  dozen  patients, 
whilst  there  are  nine  artizans  and  gardeners  who  take  charge  of 
some  patients  at  work. 

Exactly  200  patients  in  some  way  or  other  do  useful  work ; 
31  men  and  32  women  clean  the  wards,  35  men  work  on  the 
farm,  and  the  same  number  at  various  trades ;  2  men  and  5 
women  are  engaged  in  the  kitchen  and  offices;  3  men  and  12 
'women  are  employed  in  the  laundry  and  wash-house,  and  45 
women  knit  or  sew. 

Last  Sunday  89  men  and  76  women  attended  Divine  Service 
in  the  Chapel.  The  week-day  services  have  not  yet  been  begun, 
but  are  to  be  held  next  week.  Dr.  Lyle  informs  us  that  no 
patient,  physically  able,  is  restricted  to  the  airing-courts  for 
exercise,  and  that  many  of  the  patients  go  for  long  rambles  over 
the  neighbouring  hills.  The  foregoing  report  shows  that  the 
management  of  this  Asylum  is  creditable  to  those  who  have  so 
recently  entered  upon  their  duties. 


Bristol  Asylum. 

3  November  1882. 

There  are  on  the  books  of  this  Asylum  425  patients;  at  the 
last  visit  400  was  the  number.  We  find  that  there  is  now 
vacant  accommodation  on  the  male  side  for  11  patients,  but  in 
the  female  division  the  patients  are  7  in  excess  of  the  proper 
number.  In  these  circumstances  the  question  of  providing 
increased  accommodation  is  pressing  and  ought  not  to  be  delayed. 
We  trust,  however,  that  any  scheme  for  extension  of  the  build¬ 
ings  will  also  include  the  purchase  of  additional  land.  The 
airing-courts  are  now  crowded,  and  the  laundry  drying  ground 
is  too  small  even  for  the  present  population  here,  and  we  are 
decidedly  of  opinion  that  no  increase  of  patients  ought  to  be 
permitted,  unless  more  land  be  obtained.  The  work  of  the 
laundry  even  with  the  present  numbers  is,  as  we  should  think, 
carried  on  with  difficulty ;  there  is  no  machinery,  all  washing  is 
done  by  hand,  and  the  foul  linen  is  washed  in  the  same  room 
with  the  dirty  clothes.  The  dirty  linen  also  is  left  in  the  bath¬ 
rooms  till  taken  to  the  laundry,  as  there  is  no  proper  place  in 
which  it  can  be  placed. 

With  the  exception  of  one  man  absent  on  leave,  we  have  seen 
all  the  patients  and  listened  to  their  grievances  and  complaints. 
The  majority  of  the  patients  were  quiet  and  orderly,  and  were 
neatly  dressed. 

The  head  male  attendant  has  lately  been  dismissed,  but  his 
place  has  been  filled  by  a  man  who  has  had  some  Asylum  experi¬ 
ence,  and  we  had  no  charge  of  harsh  treatment  at  the  hands  of 
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the  attendants  brought  to  our  notice,  which  upon  investigation  Appendix  (C.) 
proved  to  have  substantial  foundation.  Considering  the  class  °f  Br}s^ 
cases  and  the  large  number  of  epileptics,  the  staff  is  small,  and  Asylum, 
we  agree  with  our  Colleagues  in  thinking  that  it  may  be  owing 
to  this  that  seclusion  is  rather  largely  employed.  Since  the  last  Seclusion, 
visit  9  men  have  been  so  treated  56  times,  for  473  hours,  and  27 
women  on  100  occasions,  and  for  565  honrs.  W  e  saw  several 
patients  at  dinner  in  the  hall,  which  serves  also  as  the  recreation 
room  ;  it  is  not  well  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  dancing  or  for  a 
theatrical  performance,  on  account  of  the  pillars,  and  we  hope 
that  they  will  be  removed. 

Fish  is  not  frequently  given  to  the  patients.  We  think  it  Dietary, 
might  be  supplied  more  often  with  advantage. 

We  have  to  report  no  alteration  in  the  night  supervision  of  the  Epileptics, 
epileptics,  and  though  there  is  on  either  side  a  large  dormitory 
which  might  be  made  available  for  almost  continuous  supervision, 
this  has  not  been  done.  We  can  only  repeat  the  remarks  made 
by  our  Colleagues  in  the  previous  entry,  that  should  any  patient 
die  unattended  from  suffocation  during  an  epileptic  fit,  the 
IViedical  Superintendent  will  be  directly  responsible  for  a  death 
which  might  have  been  prevented.  The  deaths  have  been  36; 

23  men  and  13  women. 

One  man  died  from  drowning,  having  escaped ;  in  this  case  the  Inquest, 
coroner  held  an  inquest,  but  he  did  not  do  so  in  the  only  other 
death  calling  for  remark,  when  a  woman  was  found  dead  in  bed 
unattended,  in  circumstances  which  led  our  Board  to  consider 
she  had  been  suffocated  in  an  epileptic  fit.  Both  these  deaths 
have  formed  the  subject  of  correspondence  with  our  Board,  and 
we  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  refer  to  the  matter  at  length. 

Making  inquiries  we  find  that  there  is  no  fire  drill  or  fire  Precautions 
alarm  signal.  We  think  that  attendants  of  both  sexes  should  be  a»ano 
instructed  in  their  duties  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  fire,  and 
should  be  practiced  at  frequent  but  uncertain  intervals.  I  he 
health  of  the  patients  is  fair;  3  women  and  6  men  were  in  bed  as 
we  went  through  the  wards  ;  15  men  and  26  women  were  regis¬ 
tered  as  under  medical  treatment.  There  are  4  patients  of  each 
sex  on  the  private  list;  196  men  and  221  women  are  paupers. 

The  admissions  have  been  120,  exactly  in  equal  proportion;  lo  Statistics, 
men  and  15  women  were  re-admissions,  43  patients  have  left  on 

recovery,  19  of  these  were  men. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  24  instances. 

Nearly  half  the  patients  attend  church,  and  about  the  same  rost  -mortem 
nnmber  are  usefully  employed.  We  are  of  opinion  that  there  examinations, 
ought  to  be  some  means  of  taking  large  parties  of  patients  oi  Dmne  Seivia 
walks  outside  the  grounds,  as  the  airing-courts  are  not  cheerful  Employment. 

P  The  wards  were  bright,  warm,  and  clean,  but  we  think  the  Amusements, 
illustrated  papers  and  means  of  amusement  aie  but  scanti  y 
supplied.

Hull  Asylum. 

31  August  1882. 

We  have  to-day  inspected  this  asylum,  which  we  find  in  as 
good  order  as  its  capabilities  will  permit.  The  wards  are  clean, 
and  the  dormitories  fairly  fresh  and  comfortable.  It  will,  how¬ 
ever,  be  matter  for  congratulation  when  the  new  Asylum  is 
opened,  and  the  patients  removed  thither.  We  learn  that  this 
may  be  hoped  for  next  spring,  as  the  building  is  approaching 
completion.  We  hope  to  inspect  it  this  afternoon.  No  furniture 
for  it  has  yet  been  prepared,  but  we  understand  that  contracts 
for  furnishing  will  shortly  be  made.  All  should  be  ready  by  the 
time  the  Asylum  is  ready  for  occupation. 

There  are  to-day  170  patients  here,  84  males  and  86  females. 
Since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  in  August  of  last  year,  37  men 
and  39  women  have  been  admitted,  17  men  and  22  women  have 
been  discharged,  14  men  and  17  women  having  recovered,  and 
23  patients,  16  males  and  7  females,  died.  Eleven  out  of  the  23 
died  of  general  paralysis. 

A  case  of  small-pox  occurred  in  the  asylum,  but  the  patient 
was  at  once  removed  and  the  disease  did  not  spread. 

We  are  glad  to  observe  that  a  good  proportion,  nearly  43  males 
and  49  females  of  the  patients,  are  usefully  employed  in  various 
ways.  During  our  inspection  there  was  some  noise  and  excite¬ 
ment  among  the  men,  but  the  women  were  quiet. 

The  soup  dinner  which  we  saw  is  evidently  not  the  most 
popular  meal,  but  it  was  good  and  wholesome. 

The  clothing  of  the  patients  is  generally  in  a  satisfactory 
state. 

The  record  of  seclusion  and  restraint  is  as  follows  : — One  man 
has  been  secluded  on  four  occasions  and  for  45  hours,  and  2 
females,  on  one  and  two  occasions  respectively,  for  12  and  45 
hours ;  while  a  man  was  once  wet-packed,  and  another  had  his 
hand  tied  for  surgical  reasons,  each  for  two  hours.  To-day  9 
men  and  7  women  "were  in  bed.  Under  medical  treatment  are 
15  men  and  13  women. 


Ipswich  Asylum. 

13  October  1882. 

This  Asylum  appears  to  be  full,  if  not  crowded.  Our  Col¬ 
leagues  were  here  about  1 1  months  ago.  The  males  under  care 
and  treatment  are  118,  the  females  number  152.  Of  both  sexes, 
91  belong  to  Ipswich,  Suffolk  contributes  79,  the  rest  (with  the 
exception  of  14  private  cases)  are  chargeable  to  Lynn,  Y  armouth, 
Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Thetford,  St.  Saviour’s  (Southwark)  Unions. 
The  pauper  maintenance  rates  vary  from  11  s.  to  16  s. ;  Ipswich 
cases  only  are  received  at  the  lowest  figure.  Among  the  patients 
are  certainly  some  who  could,  we  think,  be  properly  removed  to 

workhouses. 
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workhouses.  As  to  the  dates  of  expiry  of  the  contracts  for  recep-  Appendi.nC*) 
tion  of  cases  beyond  Ipswich  chargeability,  we  can  learn  nothing.  ip8WiCh 
We  think  that  copies  of  such  contracts  should  be  producible  to  Asylum, 
us  when  inspecting  the  Asylum. 

The  admissions  here  since  22nd  November  1881  have  been  58,  Statistic*, 
the  discharges  43,  the  deaths  23.  There  has  been  no  coroner’s 
inquest,  and  the  post  mortem  examinations  have  been  20,  which 
is  certainly  satisfactory. 

The  causes  of  death  were  all  ordinary,  and  the  present  health 
of  the  patients  is  good ;  there  has  been  no  epidemic.  To-day 
4  women  only  were  in  bed,  and  not  1  man.  The  epileptics  are 
not  more  than  15  males  and  19  females.  These  have  proper 
night  supervision,  as  well  as  the  actively  suicidal  of  each  sex, 
but  the  beds  for  the  latter  are  not  very  suitable,  affording 
facilities  for  self-destruction  by  suspension  from  the  headrail. 

The  general  paralytics  are  6  in  the  men’s  division,  and  3  females. 

Many  of  the  patients  are  of  very  low  mental  standard,  and  the 
curable  are  few- indeed. 

We  were  fairly  satisfied  with  their  condition  iii  regard  to  Condition  of 
cleanliness,  and  with  the  state  of  their  clothing,  but  efforts  should  Panents* 
be  made  to  promote  more  tidiness  in  dress.  The  general 
behaviour  of  the  patients  was  orderly,  and  no  complaints  were 
made  which  we  think  it  necessary  to  repeat,  besides  those  which 
several  patients  made  of  the  infrequency  of  their  opportunities 
of  speaking  to  the  visitors  of  the  Asylum. 

The  dietary  appears  to  be  sufficient,  and  workers  have,  very  Dietary, 
rightly,  extra  food. 

The  staff  is  full,  and  consists  of  13  men  and  13  women.  This  Staff  of 
includes  two  night  attendants  on  each  side,  one  of  whom  does  attendants, 
duty  only  in  the  male,  the  other  only  in  the  female  special 
dormitory  for  epileptic  and  suicidal  cases.  W e  are  sorry  to  add  that 
the  changes  during  the  past  11  months  or  thereabouts  have  been 
eight  in  the  men’s  wards,  and  five  in  the  women’s.  There  must, 
we  think,  be  some  discomfort,  which  accounts  for  these  frequent 

c Mcin^cs 

Forty-eight  male  patients  are  usefully  employed,  and  89  female  Employment 
cases  are  also  occupied.  Patients  working  in  the  shops  are 
exceedingly  few.  A.  very  large  number  are  confined  to  the 
airing-courts  according  to  the  returns  made  to  us,  viz.,  98  males 
males  and  100  females.  Fifty-two  men  go  weekly  beyond  the 
grounds,  35  women  take  exercise  there.  We  agree  with  the 
members  of  our  Hoard  who  inspected  this  Asylum  last  year,  that 
the  amount  of  exercise  daily  and  weekly,  especially  of  the  women, 
is  very  inadequate.  We  found  the  wards  perfectly  clean,  m  very  Wards, 
good  order,  well  ventilated,  and  possessing  a  certain  degree  ot 
comfort.  The  bedding  whicli  we  examined  was  clean,  and  we 
are  glad  to  say  that  hair  mattresses  are  gradually  substituted  for 
flock ;  the  flock  is  somewhat  lumpy  m  many  beds,  and  should  be 
teased.  In  some  of  the  wards  the  water-closets  are  too  few,  and 
we  would  wish  the  Committee  to  take  their  architects  advice, 
whether  a  third  seat  could  not  be  added  to  some  closets,  by  pulling 
down  a  partition  wall,  and  putting  up  an  iron  girder.  In  one  or 
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two  closets  also  tlie  apparatus  for  supply  of  water  is  out  of 
order.  In  a  few  dormitories  the  introduction  of  Tobin’s  tubes 
seems  desirable  for  inlet  of  air.  On  the  female  side  it  would  be 
a  great  improvement  if,  in  the  infirmary,  instead  of  in  an  outer 
bath-room,  a  grate  or  stove  could  be  provided  for  warming  the 
food  for  the  sick.  The  bathing  arrangements  seem  good.  To¬ 
night  there  is  to  be  an  associated  entertainment  in  the  dining- 
hall,  this  occurs  fortnightly;  about  110  women,  and  from  70  to 
80  men  then  meet. 

The  medical  records  inform  us  of  the  seclusion  of  2  men  on 
three  occasions  ' for  a  total  period  of  seven  hours  and  three 
quarters  ;  a  man  was  also  wet  packed  for  three  hours,  and  another 
man’s  hands  were  a  few  hours  glove-locked  twice.  Eleven  males 
and  12  females  are  registered  as  taking  medicine.  The  structural 
improvements  since  our  Colleagues’  visit  have  not  been  of  such 
importance  that  we  need  notice  them,  but  we  may  mention  that 
the  Committee  have  acquired  17  acres  of  land,  which  brings  up 
the  total  acreage  of  the  Asylum  estate  to  69  acres.  These  17 
acres  will*  be  utilised  for  irrigation  by  sewage,  so  we  are 
informed. 

The  provision  in  this  Asylum  against  an  outbreak  of  fire  is 
still  far  from  satisfactory.  It  is  the  chief  point  to  which  we 
would  on  this  occasion  draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee.  We 
tried  in  a  dormitory  the  internal  hydrant,  and  it  was  thoroughly 
inefficient  for  want  of  pressure  in  the  supply  of  water.  The 
storage  of  water  is  insufficient  for  a  serious  fire,  and  the  town 
supply  would  soon  fail  if  suddenly  drawn  upon,  setting  aside 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  chief  of  a  fire  brigade  resident  in  the 
Asylum,  ready  to  act  immediately  upon  an  emergency,  and  no 
published  regulations  for  the  guidance  of  the  attendants,  male 
and  female,  on  the  first  outbreak  of  the  fire ;  and  once  a  month 
for  the  best  part  of  a  day  there  is  no  town  supply  of  water. 


Leicester  Borough  Asylum. 

26  July  1882. 

This  Asylum,  which  we  have  to-day  inspected,  has  on  its 
books  the  names  of  223  male  and  218  female  patients,  a  total  of 
441,  and  an  increase  of  33  upon  the  total  at  the  visit  of  our  Col¬ 
leagues  on  3rd  May  1881.  In  the  female  division,  which  has  the 
additional  accommodation  of  the  laundry  ward  and  the  detached 
hospital,  the  space  is  adequate,  but  the  male  day-rooms  and 
dormitories  are,  in  our  opinion,  overcrowded  by  their  present 
number  of  occupants.  The  erection  of  the  new  building,  plans 
for  which  have  been  examined  and  approved  in  our  office,  will 
afford  the  means  for  remedying  this  overcrowding,  but  it  must 
not  be  supposed  that  that  building  will  enable  the  Committee  to 
receive  the  full  number  of  patients  for  whom  it  wrill  supply 
accommodation  in  itself ;  for  at  least  half  that  accommodation 
must  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  the  present  wards. 
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Of  the  441  patients,  80  males  and  54.  females  belong  to  the  Appendix  (C.) 
Borough  of  Derby.  "We  learn  from  a  Minute  of  the  Committee  Leicester 
that  they  have  agreed  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Corpora*  Borough 
tion  of  Derby  to  receive  the  patients  from  the  latter  borough  *  ** um- 
for  a  term  of  five  years,  determinable  by  the  Committee  at  the 
end  of  three  or  four  years,  in  the  event  of  an  extension  of  the 
boundaries  of  the  Borough  of  Leicester,  at  the  weekly  rate 

of  14  5.  . 

Since  the  last  visit,  109  male  and  86  female  patients  have  Statistics. 

been  admitted  here,  93  males  and  69  females  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  91  out  of  the  total  of  162  having  recovered ;  and  32  males 
and  17  females  died. 

We  have  examined,  but  do  not  find  anything  specially  to 
notice,  in  the  causes  of  the  deaths,  which  in  all  but  one  instance 
were  verified  by  post-mortem  examination.  One  death  was  Post-mortem 
sudden,  and  was  followed  by  a  coroner’s  inquest,  the  verdict  examinations, 
being  u  Death  from  natural  causes.”  No  infectious  disorder  has  Inquests, 
appeared  in  the  Asylum,  and  the  only  serious  casualty  lecoided 
the  fracture  of  a  man’s  leg  by  a  tall  while  at  work. 

All  the  patients,  except  two  or  three  absent  on  trial,  have 
to-day  been  seen  by  us.  Many  appeals  for  discharge  were  made, 
but  no  complaints  of  ill-usage,  save  some,  the  result  evidently  of 
delusion ;  such,  for  example,  as  the  administration  of  poison,  or 
annoyance  by  a  telephone.  Patients  of  both  sexes,  with  very 
few  exceptions,  were  quiet  and  free  from  noisy  excitement.  \  e 
were  much  pleased  by  the  state  of  the  women’s,  dress,  but  there  clothing, 
is  room  for  improvement  in  that  of  the  male  patients.

desirable,  and  the  extension  of  the

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walks  on  the  estate  should  make  it  possible  now  to  take  all  but 
the  very  feeble  for  longer  walks. 

Generally  we  may  report  favourably  of  the  state  of  the  wards ; 
those  on  the  male  side,  however,  contrasting  too  much  with  the 
female  division.  In  the  former,  some  cleaning  and  decoration  is 
needed,  and  we  thought  the  supply  of  books  and  newspapers 
rather  scanty. 

No  very  important  structural  improvements  have  been  effected 
since  the  last  visit.  While  inspecting  the  laundry  it  struck  us 
that  some  extension  of  it,  and  the  provision  of  a  foul  linen  wash¬ 
house  and  drying  closet  will  be  necessary  if  the  patients  increase 
in  number  to  500. 

The  staff  of  attendants  has  been  increased  since  the  last  visit, 
and  now  consist,  for  the  male  side,  of  14  regular  and  one  super¬ 
numerary  day  attendants,  and  two  for  night  duty’-,  the  female 
staff  remaining  at  the  same  strength,  namely,  15  day  and  two 
night  nurses.  The  laundry  maids  take  charge  of  the  21  patients 
in  the  laundry  ward.  The  scale  of  wages  has  not  been  recently 
altered.  Male  attendants  begin  at  28/.  a  year,  female  at  15/., 
charge  attendants  on  the  male  side  appear  to  receive  from  34  /. 
to  42/.,  and  on  the  female  side  from  18  /.  to  26/.  Both  sexes 
have  uniforms. 

Dr.  Finch  informs  us  that  it  has  not  yet  been  found  possible  to 
act  upon  our  Colleagues’  suggestion  to  purchase  some  additional 
land  adjoining  the  boundary,  as  a  protection  against  being  over¬ 
looked.  We  hope  the  matter  may  be  kept  in  view  by  the 
Committee. 


City  of  London  Asylum. 

28  February  1882. 

We  have  this  day  paid  our  annual  official  visit  to  this  Asylum, 
and  we  have,  with  reference  to  our  Colleagues’  remark  in  their 
entry  on  19th  February  1881,  to  report  that,  since  that  time, 
some  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors  have  been  here  on  seven  occa¬ 
sions,  the  effect  of  which  has  been  that  we  to-day  have  had  no 
complaints  on  the  ground  of  the  difficulty  of  seeing  the 
visitors. 

The  complaints  which  w'e  received  were  for  the  most  part 
confined  to  needless  detention  within  the  Asylum,  and  we  saw 
2  or  3  patients  wffiose  cases  we  hope  will  receive  early  attention ; 
but,  as  usual,  the  most  vehement  complaints  on  this  head  came 
from  the  most  insane  patients.  We  had  a  charge  of  ill-usage 
brought  to  our  notice  by  a  patient  (M.  S.),  and  she  showed  us  a 
recent  bruise  on  her  arm  which  she  said  had  been  from  a  blow7 
given  her  by  a  nurse  on  Sunday.  There  were  only  2  patients 
in  the  ward  who  had  sufficient  intelligence  to  give  any  account 
of  a  struggle,  and  one  said,  “  I  don’t  wish  to  say  anything,  as  it 
only  brings  ill-will  upon  one,”  and  despite  our  efforts  we  could 

not 
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not  induce  her  to  state  what  she  heard.  The  other  one  strongly  Appendix  (C.) 
asserted  she  had  seen  nothing.  The  demeanour  ot  the  nurse  city  of  London 
accused  was  not,  in  our  opinion,  mild  or  gentle,  but  we  have  not  Asylum, 
thought  it  necessary  to  state  the  conclusion  we  arrived  at,  as  we  Complaints  of 
learn  that  the  nurse  leaves  this  afternoon.  The  only  other  com-  patients, 
plaint  worthy  of  notice,  we  received  from  patients,  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  faith,  who  said,  that  though  the  priest  visited  them  at 
rare  intervals,  mass  was  never  performed.  This  is  a  grievance 
which,  we  think,  only  requires  to  be  known  to  be  remedied. 

We  are  not  aware  if  there  be  any  Roman  Catholic  attendants  Attendants, 
at  present  in  the  asylum  service,  but  considering  the  changes 
which  take  place  amongst  the  staff  we  think  this  is  very  likely  to 
be  the  case.  Including  laundry  maids  and  the  head  attendants 
on  each  side,  they  number  32  in  all ;  more  than  half  have  not  yet 
been  in  service  here  for  12  months,  whilst  only  10  have  li/ed 
here  for  more  than  two  years.  There  are  11  day  nuises,  two 
night  nurses,  and  three  laundry  maids,  or  16  in  ail,  and  yet  since 
our  Colleagues  inspected  this  asylum  last  year,  no  less  than  22 
nurses  have  left.  That  these  constant  changes  must  be  Pie" 
iudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  patients  no  one  can  doubt,  and 
though  we  cannot  state  what  causes  induce  this  unsatisfactory 
condition,  we  feel  sure  that  the  very  low  rate  of  initial  wages 
must  have  the  effect  of  only  inviting  the  services  of  an  in  enor 
class.  We  may  add  that  14  of  the  nurses  have  not  been  here  a

As  will  be  observed,  the  death-rate  is  very  low.  For  the  past  Deaths, 
year  it  was,  on  the  average  daily  number  resident,  7'7o  for  the 
men  and  only  1-81  for  the  women.  This  is  as  nearly  as  possible 
also ’the  rate  for  the  12  months  since  our  Colleagues  were  here. 

The  deaths  were  all  due  to  ordinary  causes,  and  on  ly  one ■mquest 
was  held  namely,  upon  a  man  who  was  admitted  with  severe 
inflammation  of  the  lungs  and  pleura,  accompanied  by  great  pros- 
fration  and  died  on  the  second  day  after  admission.  . 

We  visited  the  mortuary  and  cannot  report  much  improvement  Mortuary.

stretched,  and  on  this  is  placed  a  bit  ol  black  curtain  at  each  end,

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the  centre  being  covered  by  a  pall,  whilst  behind  this  on  a  trestle 
is  placed  the  coffin.  We  hope  that  the  recommendations  of  the 
Commissioners  in  their  two  last  entries  will  be  carried  into  effect, 
so  that  the  relatives  of  deceased  patients  may  not  be  pained  by 
any  appearance  of  disregard  for  their  feelings. 

4 he  health  of  the  patients  is  good;  3  men  and  5  women  were 
in  bed,  and  6  of  the  former  and  12  of  the  latter  sex  are  registered 
as  being  under  medical  treatment. 

t  The  asylum  has  been  free  from  any  infectious  or  contagious 
disorder.  As  a  precautionary  measure  during  the  prevalence  of 
small-pox,  all  visiting  was  suspended  for  six  weeks.  With  the 
exception  of  3  men  and  1  woman,  who  are  absent  on  trial,  we 
have  seen  the  whole  of  the  patients  on  the  books,  165  men  and 
232  women,  and  we  can  report,  on  the  whole,  in  favourable 
terms  on  their  condition  as  regards  dress  and  general  behaviour. 

A  few  patients  on  the  female  side  were  noisy,  and  two  women 
were  in  seclusion,  one  at  her  own  wish,  and  the  other  on  account 
of  violent  epileptic  mania. 

Two  patients  only  since  the  last  visit  have  been  secluded  against 
their  will,  once  each  for  eight-and-a-half  hours  altogether. 

There  has  been  no  use  of  mechanical  restraint* 

The  day  rooms  and  dormitories  were  in  fair  order,  but  we 
noticed  a  curious  smell  in  the  water-closet  in  F.  8  which  requires 
attention.  The  dormitory  in  the  same  ward  is  too  much  heated 
by  the  hot-air  pipes,  and  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide 
a  remedy.  We  notice  that  the  single  rooms  for  epileptics  have 
not  been  altered  as  suggested,  so  that  the  door  must  be  opened 
every  time  a  patient  is  visited  at  night.  We  have  pointed  out  to 
Dr.  Jepson  how  very  essential  we  consider  means  of  inspection 
without  disturbing  the  patients,  and  we  hope  this  work  will  be 
proceeded  with  without  undue  delay.  In  both  the  airing-courts 
gravel  is  needed ;  some  has  been  laid  down  in  the  female  airing- 
court,  but  much  more  is  required  to  make  the  walks  suitable  for 
patients  in  wTet  weather.  The  privies  in  the  airing-courts  might 
be  improved,  and,  if  the  system  could  be  altered  at  the  same 
time,  it  would  be  very  desirable.  We  saw  the  patients  in  the 
dining-hall  where  the  food  given  was  good,  sufficient  and  gene¬ 
rally  liked,  but  the  women  were  too  crowded  at  the  tables,  5 
being  seated  on  each  side  where  there  is  only  proper  space  for  4. 
There  is,  as  far  as  we  can  see,  no  reason  why  the  tables  should 
not  be  lengthened  to  accommodate  the  present  number  without 
crowding. 

Making  the  usual  inquiries  as  to  employment  of  the  patients 
we  learn  that  81  men  and  145  women  are  in  some  way  useful  to 
the  asylum,  but  of  the  men  only  32  do  other  work  than  ward 
cleaning. 


Divine  Service.  At  Divine  Service  on  Sunday  morning  127  of  both  sexes  were 
present,  and  1 14  at  the  evening  service.  About  the  latter  num¬ 
ber  are  usually  present  at  the  associated  entertainments. 

Means  of  Means  of  amusement  in  the  wards  seemed  scantily  provided  ; 

amusement.  very  few  papers,  still  fewer  amusing  books,  and  but  slight 
attempts  at  internal  decoration.  The  supply  of  bibles,  prayer 
books,  and  hymn  books  was,  however,  sufficient. 


We 
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We  learn  that  for  the  extinction  of  fire,  reliance  is  placed  Appendix  (C:) 
almost  entirely  upon  the  manual  fire  engine  for  supplementing  cit  ^London 
the  pressure  from  the  central  cistern  upon  the  hydrants,  placed  Asylum, 
externally  to  the  building.  The  hydrants  in  the  wards  are,  it  Arrangements 
seems,  now  never  used.  We  think  that  these  ought  at  once  to  for  extinction 
be  tested,  put  in  proper  order,  an  adequate  length  of  leathern  of  fire* 
hose  attached,  and  both  nurses  and  attendants  periodically  prac¬ 
ticed  in  their  use.  We  also  recommend  as  a  desirable  precaution 
in  the  event  of  the  manual  engine  breaking  down,  that  arrange¬ 
ments  be  made  for  enabling  the  steam  pump  to  be  brought  to 
bear  directly  on  the  external  hydrants. 

Since  the  last  visit,  owing  to  the  demand  for  accommodation,  Overcrowding. 
11  additional  beds  have  been  placed  in  various  dormitories  mi  the 
female  side.  In  some  of  these  dormitories,  notably  in  the 
epileptic  dormitory,  the  beds  are  now  too  close  together,  and,,  to 
a  certain  extent,  overcrowding  already  exists.  Notwithstanding 
these  additions,  the  vacancies  for  the  women  are  now  only  10, 
and  for  the  men  but  four,  exclusive  of  seven  beds  for  each  sex 
in  the  detached  hospital.  As  the  women  here  have  increased  by 
17  since  last  visit,  it  is  clear  that  the  question  of  making  further 
provision  for  the  insane  poor  of  the  City  of  London  is  very  press- 
mo*.  The  matter  has  already  been  under  the  consideration  of 
the  Committee,  who  have  not  yet  arrived  at  any  decision.  We 
trust  that  no  longer  delay  will  be  allowed  to  take  place  before 
dealing  with  this  matter.  We  noticed  with  some  surprise  a  large 
ash  heap  close  to  the  front  door,  and  learn  that  the  ashes  from 
the  basement  can  be  placed  nowhere  else  before  removal;  we 
think  that  some  better  place  for  the  refuse  ashes  might  be  found ; 
and  though  we  did  not  to-day  observe,  any  foul  smells  near  the 
building, °we  hear  that  when  the  wind  is  in  the  north-east  there 
is  often  an  offensive  odour  from  the  sewage  tank.  It  appears  to 
us  that  this  tank  is  far  too  large,  and  instead  of  being  emptied 
daily,  and  the  sewage  sent  in  a  fresh  state  on  to  the  land,  the 
liquid  is  detained  in  the  tank  so  long  that  fermentation  and  de¬ 
composition  set  free  foetid  gases  which  cause  the  nuisance,  the 
remedy  is  not  difficult  and  need  not  be  expensive.  YV  e  hope 
that  a  plan  for  this  purpose  will  be  sent  to  our  office,  as  wel.  as 
the  pencil  sketches  for  any  proposed  Asylum  extension.

The  patients  in  the  Asylum  on  that  day  were  120  men  and  16* 

S  There  are  now,  therefore,  19  more  men  and  bnt  2 

o.6i. 
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fewer  women  than  were  in  residence  here  last  year.  The  Asylum 
was  built  to  accommodate  130  of  each  sex,  so  that  the  patients 
are  even  now  in  excess  of  the  original  numbers,  and  with  the 
prospect  of  an  increase  in  the  limits  of  the  Borough,  the  question 
of  making  increased  provision  for  the  lunatics  is  one  that  will  not 
admit  of  delay.  We  were  glad  to  learn  that  it  is  intended  to 
add  to  the  day  space  in  the  female  refractory  ward,  and  we  hope 
the  plans  will  be  sent  to  our  office  shortly ;  but  we  should  be 
pleased  if  at  the  same  time  a  like  alteration  could  be  effected  on 
the  male  side.  This  room  is,  undoubtedly,  too  small  for  26 
patients,  particularly  of  the  turbulent  class,  and  we  doubt  whether 
the  staff  of  attendants  employed  in  No.  2  ward  on  either  side  is 
numerically  sufficient,  and  we  suggest  the  addition  of  one  in  each 
division. 

The  attendants  appear  to  be  a  respectable  body,  and  we  are 
glad  to  report  that  eight  out  of  the  11  men  who  were  here  last 
year  still  remain  in  the  Asylum  service,  and  six  out  of  the  ten 
nurses.  Fifteen  attendants  have  been  engaged  during  the  past 
year,  five  during  the  same  interval  have  been  dismissed,  and  nine 
have  resigned. 

The  night  attendants  are  only  one  on  each  side,  but  there  are 
now  in  the  Asylum  18  men  and  13  women  who  are  epileptics,  6 
men  and  2  women  general  paralytics,  and  2  men  and  1  woman 
who  are  at  this  time  considered  actively  suicidal.  We  think  that 
these  22  men  and  16  women  should  be  placed  in  an  observation 
dormitory  on  their  respective  sides,  in  which  there  should  be  an 
attendant  who  could  remain  constantly  with  them,  whilst  the 
other  night  attendants  go  re 
whole  of  their  division. 

Since  the  last  visit  61  men  and  43  women  have  been  admitted, 
19  of  each  sex  discharged  on  recovery,  12  men  and  15  women 
have  left,  relieved  or  not  improved,  and  11  of  each  sex  have  died. 
There  are  7  women  and  1  man  who  belong  to  the  private  class, 
and  12  men  are  here  from  the  Borough  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed. 
The  charge  for  these  patients  is  14  s.,  and  for  private  patients 
from  16  s.  to  a  guinea  weekly.  The  rate  for  the  Newcastle 
patients  is  9  s.  11  d.  Nothing  in  the  assigned  causes  of  deaths 
calls  for  remark. 

Nine  post-mortem  examinations  were  made.  We  visited  the 
mortuary,  and  think  that  the  room  in  which  the  friends  see  the 
bodies  of  the  patients  who  die  here  ought  to  be  furnished  with  a 
few  chairs,  &c. ;  at  present  there  is  nothing  but  a  bare  room  with 
a  table  for  the  coffin.  This  gives  an  appearance  of  disregard  to 
the  feelings  of  the  relatives  which  might  easily  be  removed. 

One  inquest  was  held  on  a  man  who  died  three  days  after  ad¬ 
mission.  The  verdict  was,  “  Death  from  natural  causes.’7  One 
patient  of  each  sex  is  absent  on  leave,  but  we  saw  and  endeavoured 
to  speak  to  all  the  patients  in  residence.  The  complaints  were 
nearly  all  confined  to  the  usual  one  of  undue  detention,  and  the 
other  grievances  brought  to  our  notice  were  manifestly  founded 
on  delusion.  We  found  the  beds  and  bedding  everywhere  in 
good  order,  but  we  were  not  satisfied  with  the  attention  bestowed 


gularly  through  the  night  over  the 
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by  the  attendants  to  the  brushes.  Those  which  were  white  were  Appendix  (c.) 
clean*  but  the  black  were  much  the  reverse.  We  regret  New^^  ou 
there  are  no  curtains  in  the  general  bath-room,  and  think  they  TyneAsylum" 
should  be  supplied.  The  water-closets  were  free  from  smell,  but  Inquest 
the  windows  are  propped  with  pieces  of  wood,  as  they  have  no 
weights.  This  is  not  a  good  arrangement,  in  our  opinion.  We 
learn  that  it  is  contemplated  to  warm  the  single  rooms  by  some 
artificial  means, but  the  precise  system  has  not  yet  been  determined. 

We  saw  the  dinners  served  in  the  hall,  and  had  no  complaints  Dinners, 
on  the  subject  of  food  from  any  patient.  The  health  of  the  Seclusion, 
patients  is  fairly  satisfactory;  there  are  5  men  and  6  women 
under  medical  treatment,  and  we  saw  7  men  and  4  women  in  bed. 

One  of  the  men  was  also  in  seclusion,  which  mode  of  treatment 
has  been  found  necessary  in  the  cases  of  11  men  and  3  women  on 
138  and  13  occasions  respectively,  and  for  a  total  of  711 J  and 
90  hours.  Wet-packing  has  been  twice  tried  in  the  case  of  two 
patients  to  allay  maniacal  excitement  for  a  total  duration  of 
six  hours.  The  majority  of  patients  secluded  were  epileptics  and 
o*eneral  paralytics,  and  account  for  122  of  the  occasions,  and  630§ 
of  the  hours.  W e  must  repeat  the  remark  made  by  our  Colleagues 
respecting  the  insufficiency  of  newspapers,  &e.,  in  the  wards,  and 
we  can  say  in  their  very  words,  44  no  newspapers  were  in  the 
patients’  reach  or  in  their  hands,  even  on  the  male  side.” 

Divine  Service  is  held  here  once  only  on  Sundays,  and.  there  Divine  Service, 
is  none  held  during  the  week.  The  chaplain,  howevei,  visits  the 
wards  one  day  a  week.  The  religious  exercise  and  instruction 

here  cannot  be  considered  excessive. 

About  80  patients  of  each  sex  attend  church,  and  about  .70  of 
each  the  associated  amusements.  The  like  number  walk  in  the 
grounds  daily,  and  40  of  each  sex  are  taken  each  week  into  the 
country.  Over  80  men  and  about  100  women  are  usefully  Employment, 
employed,  but  only  8  men  are  engaged  in  the  shops,  whilst  50  of 

the  women  knit  or  sew.  ...  ... 

The  Swede,  whose  case  was  specially  noticed  m  the  last  entry, 

is  still  here.  He  has  relapsed  and  is  not  now  fit  to  leave  the 
Asylum.  The  behaviour  of  the  patients .  during  our  visit  was 
orderly,  their  dress  was  for  the  most  part  tidy,  and  they  appealed 
to  receive  due  care  and  attention  from  those  entrusted  with  the 
charge  of  them,  and  Mr.  Wickham  evidently  is  well  acquainted 
with  their  cases,  and  gave  us  all  the  information  we  required 

respecting  them. 


Norwich  City  and  Borough  Asylum. 

20  May  1882. 

Haying-  finished  an  exhaustive  inspection  of 
which  we  have  visited  for  the  first  time  since  its  completion,  we  m_ 
Tre  fully  able  to  confirm  the  favourable  report  made  by  our 
Colleagues  last  year,  of  the  continuous  progress  which  is  b-rog 
made  in  bringing  the  Asylum  into  effacien  o  q 
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Outside  much  has  been  done  in  forming  the  airing-courts  and 
grounds,  planting  shrubs,  and  preparing  grass  plots  and  flower 
beds,  and  in  the  interior  of  the  building  the  day-rooms  have  been 
fairly  well  supplied  with  furniture  and  pictures.  There  is,  of 
course,  much  scope  for  further  decoration,  and  for  adding  to  the 
attractiveness  of  the  wards  by  the  supply  of  plants  and  flowers, 
and  perhaps  cages  of  birds,  and  other  objects  of  interest,  all  of 
which  are  important  adjuncts  to  successful  treatment. 

All  parts  of  the  Asylum  are  in  a  state  of  most  satisfactory 
cleanliness,  and  we  can  especially  praise  the  beds  and  bedding, 
and  the  neatness  of  the  dormitories. 

We  may  here  notice  briefly  the  chief  structural  improvements 
that  have  been  carried  out  since  the  last  visit. 

A  new  cooking  range  has  been  put  up  in  the  kitchen  in  the 
place  of  the  original  range,  which  was  a  failure,  and  steam  is 
supplied  by  means  of  a  pipe  from  the  engine  boiler.  A  small 
part  of  the  washhouse  has  been  partitioned  off  to  serve  as  a  foul 
linen  washhouse.  This  may  serve  as  a  temporary  expedient, 
but  is  not  quite  satisfactory.  A  washing  and  wringing  machine 
worked  by  the  engine  has  been  fixed,  and  a  donkey  engine  has 
been  procured  for  filling  the  engine,  boilers,  &c.  Means  have 
been  supplied  for  disconnecting  the  engine  from  the  pump.  The 
mortuary,  and  stable  and  coach-house  near  the  entrance  lodge, 
have  been  finished,  as  also  four  cottages  for  married  attendants  or 
servants.  The  kitchen  garden  has  been  laid  out  and  planted, 
and  some  progress  is  made  in  the  formation  of  the  recreation 
ground  and  cricket  field. 

Among  the  improvements  and  additions  still  needed,  many  of 
which  have  already  been  noticed  by  our  Colleagues,  we  would 
give  a  prominent  place  to  the  supply  of  a  duplicate  engine  and 
pumps  for  the  supply  of  water.  It  is  a  most  serious  matter  to 
allow  an  Asylum  to  depend  on  a  single  means  of  supply;  a  some¬ 
what  larger  engine  than  the  present  should  be  obtained,  and  it 
should  be  so  arranged — indeed,  both  engines  should  be  so  placed 
— as  to  pump  directin  to  the  main  supplying  the  external  hydrants, 
and  thus  obtain  sufficient  pressure  to  send  water  as  high  as  the 
roof  in  case  of  fire. 

Another  important  matter  is  the  warming  of  the  corridors  by 
steam  coils.  This  could  be  done  with  little  difficulty  from  the 
boilers  which  supply  the  baths,  and  it  should  be  undertaken 
before  next  winter ;  again,  the  importance  of  workshops  cannot 
be  too,  strongly  insisted  on.  Our  Colleagues  have  noticed,  and 
we  quite  agree  with  their  remarks,  the  absence  of  a  chapel.  At 
present  the  dining  hall  is  used  for  Divine  Service,  and  fair  con¬ 
gregations  assemble  in  it ;  but  the  Committee  will  not,  we  feel 
sure,  lose  sight  of  the  chapel. 

Owing  to  the  large  size  of  the  panes  in  the  windows,  these  are 
very  insecure,  and  we  think  all  external  windows  in  sleeping- 
rooms  on  the  ground  floor,  and  also  the  glass  doors  leading  into 
the  grounds,  should  be  protected  by  shutters. 

M  e  observed  that  the  waste  pipes  from  the  sinks,  baths,  and 
lavatories  are  now  in  unbroken  connection  with  the  drains,  but 
we  learn  that  this  is  about  to  be  altered,  and  the  pipes  made  to 
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discharge  freely  on  open  gratings ;  this  is  most  important  in  a  Appendix  (C.) 
sanitary  view.  The  erection  of  a  greenhouse  would  enable  the  Nor~ich  Cit 
superintendent  to  supply  the  wards  and  the  flower  beds  with  and  Borough 
plants  and  flowers.  It  is,  indeed,  almost  a  necessity.  Asylum. 

The  patients  number  78  males  and  109  females,  1  of  the  former  statistics, 
and  2  of  the  latter  being  absent  on  trial.  Since  the  last  visit 
15  males  and  16  females  have  been  discharged,  6  men  and  8 
women  having  recovered;  23  males  and  27  females  were  admitted, 
and  6  males  and  5  females  died.  Nothing  in  the  causes  of  the 
deaths  calls  for  special  remark. 

In  only  two  cases  were  post-mortem  examinations  made,  and  Post-mortem 
in  explanation  of  this  Dr.  Harris  informs  us  that  the  feeling  in  examinatlous* 
Norwich  against  such  examinations  is  exceedingly  strong.  The 
only  serious  casualty  we  hear  of  is  the  fracture  of  the  neck  of  the 
femur  in  a  man,  who  recovered  from  the  injury. 

The  general  demeanour  and  behaviour  of  the  patients  under 
inspection  to-day  was  very  satisfactory,  and  we  had  every  reason 
to  conclude  that  they  are  treated  with  kindness  and  consideration. 

The  dress  of  both  sexes  is  very  good,  and  their  neatness  and  Clothing, 
personal  condition  are  creditable  to  the  attendants. 

In  the  hall  at  dinner  were  assembled  all  the  patients,  except  2  Dinners, 
men  and  5  women,  and  their  behaviour  was  most  orderly.  The 
meal  was  a  good  one,  and  neatly  served,  but  we  think  that  greater 
quickness  of  serving  would  be  secured  by  having  two  dinner 
wagons.  We  also  suggest  having  different  urns  for  tea  and  cocoa. 

No  resort  to  seclusion  is  recorded,  but  one  patient  of  each  sex  Seclusion  and 
has  been  wet-packed  to  allay  excitement,  on  one  occasion  each.  restraint* 

Five  of  each  sex  are  under  medical  treatment,  and  1  of  each  sex 
were  to-day  confined  to  bed. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  Service  in  the  hall  last  Sunday  was  Divine  Service, 
of  65  males  and  87  females.  Nearly  all  the  patients  meet  at  the 
associated  entertainments,  which  are  frequent ;  and  more  than 
half  the  entire  number  go  beyond  the  Asylum  grounds  for  walking 
exercise.  The  estate  walk,  now  in  progress,  will,  when  finished, 
enable  all  but  a  very  few  to  be  taken  out  of  the  airing-courts. 

In  the  wards  is  a  fair  supply  of  books  and  games.  The  women  Amusement, 
do  not  greatly  appreciate  these,  and  we  think  that  a  hand  organ 
playing  dance  music  would  afford  much  pleasure  on  the  female  side. 

The  attendants  are,  beside  head  attendants,  seven  men  and  staff  of 
eight  women  for  day  duty.  There  is  a  night  attendant  in  each  attendants, 
division.  Changes  among  the  male  attendants  have  been  rather 
numerous  ;  less  so  among  the  women. 

The  wages  paid  are  not  very  high,  men  begin  at  23  /.  8  s. 

(with  uniform),  and  rise  26  s.  a  year.  Nurses  enter  on  probation 
at  12/.  per  year;  after  three  months  go  to  14/.  The  highest 
rate  at  present  is  18/.  8  s.  They  have  uniform  and  boots  after 
12  months’  service.  A  new  male  head .  attendant,  has  just 
entered  on  his  duties  ;  he  has  not  had  previous  .experience,  but 
Dr.  Harris  thinks  he  promises  well.  His  immediate  predecessor 
has  been  appointed  storekeeper.  The  female  head  attendant  has 
been  some  years  in  the  service,  and  appears  to  be  a  very  useful 
officer. 
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Nottingham  Borough  Asylum. 

26  October  1882. 

This  Asylum,  opened  for  patients  in  August  1880,  is  already 
too  small  for  its  purpose.  Plans  for  additions  are  before  our 
Board.  The  difficulty  of  extension  of  the  building  on  the  female 
side  is  manifest,  through  its  erection  in  the  vicinity  of  houses, 
and  we  feel  that  on  the  male  side  more  land  should  be  acquired  ; 
.we  refer  to  that  land  which  was  expressly  reserved  by  the  Town 
Council  for  such  additions  to  the  asylum,  wdien  pressed  by  the 
Commissioners  to  anticipate  the  necessity  of  the  extension  now 
proposed.  The  Asylum  estate  is,  in  our  opinion,  too  small  for 
the  proper  employment  of  patients  out  of  doors,  and  for  exercise 
of  both  sexes ;  the  women  especially  must  suffer,  if  confined  to 
their  airing-courts,  and  the  limited  walking  exercise  which,  by 
reason  of  the  neighbourhood  of  a  large  and  growing  population, 
can  be  taken  by  them  on  the  estate  only.  Of  the  state  of  the 
wards  we  can  report  very  favourably  ;  the  patients  were  quiet  and 
well-behaved  during  our  inspection ;  they  now  number  140  upon 
the  books  in  each  division ;  2  males  and  3  females  are  absent  on 
leave.  Mr.  Powell  is  in  sole  medical  charge  ;  this  is  not  suffi¬ 
cient  protection,  we  think,  for  the  patients.  He  must,  for  health’s 
sake,  be  out  often,  and  when  he  is  away  lives  may  be  lost 
through  suffocation  or  sudden  illness,  and  the  absence  of  all 
medical  aid.  At  the  present  time  there  are  many  general 
paralytics,  and  a  large  proportion  of  epileptics,  besides  many  old 
and  infirm  cases;  and  there  seems  to  be  accommodation  in  the 
asylum  for  an  assistant  medical  officer.  Outside  assistance  would 
be  tardy,  and  probably  too  late  to  save  life,  even  if  reliance 
could  be  placed  upon  getting  it  when  immediately  required. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  not  more  than  sufficient  in  numbers, 
but  in.  the  absence  of  any  specially  violent  cases,  it  may  be 
strong  enough,  There  are  head  attendants  in  each  division,  and 
the  attendants  are  respectable  in  appearance,  and  apparently 
kind  and  capable. 

The  dietary  is  good;  we  saw  156  patients  dine  together;  the 
beverage  at  that  meal  is  beer  or  milk,  according  to  the  patient’s 
choice  ;  if  incapable  of  option  the  patient  has  milk. 

The  epileptic  dormitories  are  under  continuous  night  super¬ 
vision  by  attendants  sitting  up  to  watch  the  patients  there. 

Chapel  attendance  is  not  large,  only  one  service  on  Sundays, 
and  about  1 15  is  the  total  of  the  patients  who  meet  then. 

In  the  workshops  were,  to-day,  4  men  working  with  the  tailor, 
1  with  the  shoemaker,  2  with  the  carpenter,  2  with  the  painter. 
From  70  to  80  of  each  sex  are  usefully  employed,  including 
those  who  help  in  the  wards ;  besides  these,  20,  or  thereabouts, 
in  each  division,  read,  write,  &c.  The  land  finds  employment  for 
25  men,  but  we  are  of  opinion  that  many  more  should  be  there 
employed,  and  this  could  be  done  if  attendants  were  more 
energetic  in  that  direction.  The  general  health  is  good.  Four 
men  and  3  women  were  in  bed  to-day. 

The 
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The  amusements  are  varied,  and  the  patients’  library  supplies  a  Appendix  (d.) 

proper  quantity  of  books  in  the  wards  ;  as  the  books  wear  out,  - 

others  should  be,  from  time  to  time,  got.  Illustrated  newspapers,  g^oUng]Jiarn 
bound  up,  will,  we  think,  be  most  approved  by  many,  and  more  Asylum, 
should  be  purchased.  We  are  glad  to  hear  that  Mr.  Powell  is  Amusements, 
planning  a  stage  for  theatrical  performances  in  the  dining-hall. 

We  have  no  particular  suggestions  to  make  in  regard  to  the 
wards,  beyond  recommending  progress  in  the  decoration  com¬ 
menced.  Y early  experience  tells  us  that  bright  and  comfortable 
wards  tranquillise  violent  and  refractory  patients,  and  conduce  to 
mental  recovery  of  others.  In  the  bath-rooms  we  noticed  an 
ingenious  contrivance  of  the  taps,  an  invention,  we  believe,  of 
Mr.  Powell’s,  by  which  it  is  made  impossible  to  draw  the  hot 
before  the  cold  water. 

The  arrangements  for  extinction  of  any  outbreak  of  fire  are  Precaution 
now  perfected  by  utilising  the  steam  pumps  in  the  laundry ;  with  against  fire, 
their  assistance  water  can  now  be  thrown  over  the  highest  roof. 

Every  attendant  is  instructed,  in  writing,  as  to  his  duty  should 
an  alarm  of  fire  be  given,  and  a  gong  is  provided  for  that 
emergency. 

According  to  the  medical  records  there  has  been  no  treatment  Seclusion, 
by  restraint  of  a  mechanical  sort ;  but  6  males  and  1  female  have 
been  secluded,  the  former  on  17  occasions,  for  a  total  of  95  hours, 
the  latter  eight  times,  for  an  aggregate  of  45  hours. 

There  have  been,  since  our  Colleagues’  visit,  88  admissions,  52  Statistics, 
discharges,  34  deaths.  There  has  been  no  inquest. 

There  were  as  many  as  23  post-mortem  examinations,  a  fact  post-mortem 
very  creditable  to  Mr.  Powell.  The  causes  of  death  present  examinations, 
nothing  unusual. 

Fortunately  there  has  been  no  epidemic,  for  the  means  of 
isolating  infectious  cases  are  not  at  present  provided  by  a 
detached  hospital.  Further,  there  has  been  freedom  from  serious 
casualties. 


Portsmouth  Asylum. 


6  February  1882. 

We  have  inspected  this  asylum,  and  have  pleasure  in  report-  Portsmouth 
ing  that  since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues  a  year  ago,  a  great  Asylum, 
deal  has  been  done  to  remedy  or  supply  the  defects  then  noticed,  improved 
The  asylum  now  presents  a  very  different  and  more  favourable  8  a  e‘ 
aspect,  and,  the  work  of  decoration  being  continued,  will,  we 
think,  ultimately  take  a  high  position  among  public  institutions 
of  a  like  nature.  In  all  the  wards  on  the  male,  and  in  some  of 
those  on  the  female  side,  pictures  have  been  hung  and  objects  of 
interest  introduced,  while  the  walls  have  in  many  instances  been 
stencilled  in  patterns.  Throughout  the  Asylum  the  matting 
unfavourably  commented  on  last  year  has  been  replaced  by 
linoleum. 

o.6 1.  G  G  2  Bailey’s 
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Appendix  (c.)  Bailey’s  electric  apparatus  for  testing  the  watchfulness  of  night 
attendants  has  been  brought  into  use,  and  telephonic  communi¬ 
cation  with  the  police  and  fire  stations  in  the  town  has  been 
established,  and  in  some  of  the  dormitories  Tobin’s  ventilating 
tubes  have  been  advantageously  introduced.  Exterior  to  the 
building  we  find  that  an  upholsterers’  shop  has  been  provided, 
also  a  straw-house  and  a  large  greenhouse,  the  main  sewers  have 
been  ventilated,  and  pipes  laid  from  them  to  the  furnace  chimney ; 
the  walks  of  the  airing-courts  have  been  gravelled  and  asphalted, 
and  the  courts  themselves  have  been  brought  into  better  order 
and  planted  with  trees.  We  suggest  that  the  courts  be  further 
improved  by  planting  beds  of  shrubs,  and  we  doubt  not  that 
flower  beds  will  be  formed  which  can  be  supplied  from  the  new 
greenhouse. 

We  found  the  wards  to-day  very  clean  and  in  good  order.  The 
bedding  is  good,  clean  and  sufficient ;  and  we  may  report  on  the 
whole  favourably  of  the  patients’  dress.  There  are  still  several 
wearing  strong  exceptional  dresses.  Efforts  will  be  made,  we 
trust,  to  diminish  the  number. 

Paying  special  attention  to  the  ventilation  and  sanitary  condi- 
arrangements.  ^on  0f  warfls?  we  found  only  one  place  where  we  detected  a 
bad  smell,  namely,  in  the  scullery  or  slop  closet  of  the  infirm 
ward  on  the  female  side.  Here  there  appeared  to  be  an  admis¬ 
sion  of  sewer  gas.  We  are  very  glad  to  hear  from  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee,  whom  we  have  had  the  advantage  of  meeting 
here  to-day,  that  he  hopes  ere  long  to  have  all  waste  pipes  fully 
disconnected  from  the  sewers  and  made  to  discharge  freely  in  the 
open  air.  This  will  be  a  very  important  sanitary  improvement. 

Generally  the  patients  were  quiet  and  orderly,  but  the  excep¬ 
tion  was  in  the  female  acute  ward,  where  some  of  the  women 
become  noisy  and  violent.  In  this  ward  are  35  patients  in  charge 
of  three  nurses.  Having  regard  to  the  character  of  the  patients, 
we  think  an  additional  nurse  is  needed  in  this  ward. 

We  suggest  to  the  favourable  consideration  of  the  Committee 
the  provision  of  ampler  means  of  amusement  for  the  patients. 
We  thought  the  wards  rather  bare  in  this  respect. 

There  are  now  1 92  male  and  226  female  patients  in  the  Asylum, 
making  a  total  of  418.  Of  these  214  belong  to  Portsea  Island, 
79  to  Southampton,  i05  to  Surrey  Unions,  6  various,  and  13  are 
private  patients.  Out-county  patients  are  charged  for  at  14  s. 
per  week,  private  at  16  5.  to  20  s.,  and  borough  patients  at 
present  at  13  5.  1  d. ;  but  this  rate  will,  we  understand,  shortly  be 
reduced. 

Since  the  last  visit,  17th  February  1881,  88  male  and  62 
female  pauper  patients,  and  6  male  and  14  female  private  patients 
have  been  admitted,  69  patients  have  been  discharged,  49  on 
recovery,  and  there  have  been  53  deaths.  Two  of  these  deaths 
were  caused  by  suffocation  while  in  an  epileptic  fit,  and  in  these 
two  cases  coroner’s  inquests  were  held;  both  these  deaths  were 
the  subject  of  correspondence  with  our  office. 

In  33  instances  post-mortem  examinations  were  made.  No 
other  deaths  than  those  above-mentioned  call  for  special  notice. 

We 
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We  have  made  the  usual  inquiries,  with  the  following  results.  Appendix  (C.) 
About  110  of  both  sexes  attend  chapel ;  78  male  and  98  female  Portsmouth 
patients  are  usefully  employed  in  various  ways,  and  37  males  and  Asylum. 

30  females  go  for  walking  exercise  beyond  the  Asylum  grounds.  Divine  Service. 

We  are  pleased  to  observe  that  in  addition  to  the  weekly  dance  Amusements, 
a  good  number  of  entertainments  have  been  given,  including  a 
patients’  ball. 

The  records  of  restraint  and  seclusion  are  these  :  1  man  has  Restraint  and 
been  wet-packed  for  mania  daring  three  hours,  1  male  has  been  seclusion, 
secluded  on  two  occasions  for  24  hours,  and  3  females  on  eight 
occasions,  for  an  aggregate  of  83  J  hours.  Ten  of  each  sex  are 
to-day  registered  as  taking  medicine,  and  we  found  8  males  and 
4  females  in  bed. 

The  dinner  served  to-day  was  good  and  abundant.  It  is,  as  Dietary, 
well  as  other  meals,  still  taken  in  the  wards.  We  again  strongly 
recommend  the  use  of  the  recreation  hall  for  associated  meals. 

The  staff  of  attendants  has  heen  strengthened  since  the  last  staff  of 
visit ;  there  are  now  14  male  day  attendants,  and  19  female  day  attendants, 
nurses,  and  two  on  each  side  for  night  duty.  The  scale  of  wages 
has  been  improved.  For  the  female  attendants  it  is  now  fairly 
liberal,  but  we  think  it  is  not  yet  liberal  enough  to  attract  the 
most  suitable  persons  for  the  office  of  attendant  on  the  male  side. 

Mr.  Wood  has  succeeded,  as  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  Dr. 
Geoghegan,  who  unhappily  succumbed  in  the  autumn  to  an  attack 
of  typhoid  fever.

Third  Asylum  for  the  West  Riding. 


Memorandum  of  Inspection  of  Site  at  Menston. 

29  April  1882. 

Yorkshire  In  compliance  with  the  direction  of  the  Board,  we,  on  Tuesday 

A^ewidlng)  tIie  25tl1  instant’  visited  the  estate  at  Menston  near  Gtley,  for 
(Menston.)  the  purchase  of  which,  as  a  site  for  an  additional  lunatic  Asylum 
for  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  a  conditional  contract  has 
been  signed.  A  plan  of  the  estate,  which  comprises  three  farms, 
and  is  stated  to  be  in  extent  287  acres  1  rood  29  poles,  is 
attached  to  the  contract. 

We  were  attended  in  our  inspection  by  Mr.  Hartley,  the 
county  surveyor,  and  his  assistant,  and  by  the  agent  of  Mr. 
Fawkes,  the  vendor. 

The  estate  is  situated  in  the  Township  of  Menston  ;  on  the  east 
it  is  bounded  by  the  high  road  from  Bradford  to  Otley,  on  the 
north  and  north-west  mainly  by  another  high  road,  and  on  the 
south  and  south-west  by  a  small  brook.  There  is  an  occupation 
road  leading  from  the  last-mentioned  high  road  to  the  farm  called 
High  Royds,  and  over  this  and  some  adjacent  fields  to  the  west 
there  is  public  right  of  footway.  This,  we  are  assured,  is  the 
only  public  right  of  way  on  the  estate,  and  from  its  position  it 
does  not,  we  think,  prejudicially  affect  the  suitability  of  the 
estate  as  a  site  for  an  Asylum. 

The  general  slope  of  the  property  is  from  south-east  upwards 
towards  Rumbles  Moor,  which  lies  on  the  west  and  north-west. 
We  could  not  learn  the  general  elevation  above  sea  level,  but  it 
must  be  considerable.  The  soil  is  thin,  resting  on  clay,  and  is  at 
present  poor  and  ill-drained,  but  it  is  susceptible  of  much  im¬ 
provement.  There  is  not  much  timber  on  the  property.  The 
estate  is  undulating.  The  preparation  of  a  sufficient  plateau  for 
the  range  of  Asylum  buildings  will  be  attended  with  some,  but 
probably  not  excessive,  expense,  and  a  site  may  be  selected  about 
midway  between  the  Bradford  and  Otley  road,  and  the  High 
Royds  Farm,  giving  a  south-easterly  aspect,  upon  which  the 
buildings  may  be  placed  ;  though  it  will  probably  be  necessary 
that  some  portions  shall  be  on  different  levels.  "  J 
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The  land  to  the  south  and  east  of  this  site  slopes  from  it,  and 
would  afford  ample  space  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  by 
irrigation. 

We  inquired  carefully  into  the  question  of  water  supply. 
There  are  several  springs  on  the  estate ;  one  was  pointed  out  to 
us  as  the  principal  source.  We  tasted  the  water,  which  appears 
to  be  very  good.  The  justices  will,  however,  no  doubt  take  the 
usual  precaution  of  having  it  carefully  analysed.  It  breaks  out 
from  a  bank  below  the  High  Royds  farmstead,  and  we  are 
informed  that  it  affords  a  constant  and  unvarying  supply,  which 
has  been  roughly  gauged  at  about  160,000  gallons  in  the  24 
hours.  We  also  examined  another  spring  situated  near  High  Ash. 
It  is  also  said  that  the  boundary  brook  is  constant,  and  might 
be  penned  up.  The  water  from  the  spring  near  High  Royds 
would  flow  by  gravitation  to  the  lower  floors  of  the  proposed 
Asylum,  but  would  have  to  be  raised  by  artificial  means  into  the 
highest  cisterns. 

However  promising  the  supply  of  water  to  be  obtained  from 
the  springs  referred  to  may  seem  to  be,  we  cannot  recommend  an 
absolute  dependence  upon  it ;  and  in  our  opinion  water  derived 
from  the  brook  would  be  too  liable  to  the  risk  of  contamination 
to  be  admissible  for  use  in  the  Asylum. 

We  were,  however,  informed  by  Mr.  Hartley,  who  was  con¬ 
firmed  in  this  by  the  vendor’s  agent,  that  Mr.  Fawkes  would  be 
willing  to  grant  to  the  justices  the  right  of  constructing  a  reser¬ 
voir,  and  collecting  water  on  Rumbles  Moor,  and  of  laying  and 
maintaining  pipes  through  his  intervening  land,  to  conduct  the 
water  to  the  Asylum. 

Rumbles  Moor  is  already,  as  wre  are  told,  the  collecting  ground 
of  'water  for  the  supply  of  Menston  and  other  places,  and  is  said  to 
afford  large  quantities,  excellent  in  quality. 

We  think  the  above  rights  should  be  included  in  the  contract 
for  purchase,  and  be  effectually  granted  to  the  justices  by  the 
vendors. 

With  this  addition  to  the  contract,  we  think  it  may  be  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Board  for  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State.

Entries  by  Commissioners  at  Hospitals. 

( Abstracted  and  Condensed ). 


Manchester  Lunatic  Hospital,  Cheadle. 

20  and  22  March,  and  15  July  1882. 

(March). — The  patients  have  increased  in  number  by  8  since 
the  last  visit.  Six  additional  beds  have  been  obtained  by  using 
one  of  the  new  day -rooms  on  the  ladies’  side,  and  to  this  extent 
the  number  lodged  in  the  Hospital  itself  has  been  increased. 

As  regards  day-space  we  think  the  third  galleries  on  each  side 
are  overcrowded,  more  especially  as  the  cases  there  accommodated 
are  of  a  very  unfavourable  type  ;  many  being  noisy  and  excitable, 
some  dirty,  and  all  requiring  ample  space.  In  existing  circum¬ 
stances  we  doubt  if  full  justice  can  be  done  in  the  way  of  treat¬ 
ment  ;  and  the  numbers,  if  not  diminished,  should  certainly  not 
be  added  to.  We  are  aware  that  some  relief  will  be  found  in 
the  additions  in  the  course  of  erection  on  the  female,  and  con¬ 
templated  for  the  male,  side,  but  these  should  not  be  made  the 
occasion  of  any  serious  further  increase  of  numbers. 

In  reference  to  these  additions,  the  plans  for  which  were  not 
required  by  law  to  be,  and  were  not,  submitted  to  our  Board, 
we  desire  to  guard  ourselves  against  any  responsibility  for  them; 
indeed,  the  design  does  not  greatly  commend  itself  to  us,  for  we 
fear  that  the  enclosed  courts  which  will  be  formed  by  the  new 
buildings  will  be  found  dark  and  gloomy. 

In  one  gallery  of  the  male  side  10  out  of  the  15  patients  are 
general  paralytics,  and,  therefore,  requiring  much  care  ;  their 
personal  condition  was,  on  the  whole,  fairly  good,  but  several 
were  clad  in  special  dresses,  either  because  they  are  destructive 
or  are  disposed  to  undress  themselves.  There  are  in  all  16 
patients  suffering  from  general  paralysis,  and  10  who  are 
epileptic. 

According  to  the  records,  3  gentlemen  and  2  ladies  have  on 
various  occasions  since  the  last  visit  worn  gloves  as  a  means  of 
restraint,  and  18  patients  have,  in  the  same  interval,  been  secluded 
on  various  occasions  for  periods  amounting  in  all  to  1,239  hours. 
It  is  stated  to  us  that  much  of  this  seclusion  is  voluntary  on  the 
part  of  the  patient. 

We  desire  to  repeat  a  recommendation,  made  two  years  ago, 
that  letter-boxes  should  be  placed  in  different  parts  of  the 
establishment,  in  which  patients  may  deposit  their  letters,  not 

necessarily  to  be  posted,  however. 

We 
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We  have  made  inquiry  into  the  subject  of  attendants,  and  are  Appendix  (I.) 
glad  to  find  that  changes  are  not  very  frequent.  There  are  71  M  ,7 
attendants  in  all  in  the  service  of  the  Hospital,  and  of  these,  44  ho^K 
have  been  over  three  years  in  that  service,  while  only  14  have  staff  of 
been  engaged  within  12  months.  Male  attendants  enter  at  33/.,  attendants, 
with  2  /.  oeer  money  and  a  suit  of  clothes,  and  increase  by  2  /. 
annually  to  a  maximum  of  38/. ;  and  female  nurses  begin  at  17  /., 
wit.,  the  like  allowance  in  lieu  of  beer,  and  with  a  dress,  and 
increase  by  2 1.  per  annum  to  24  /.  These  wages  appear  to  secure 
the  services  of  respectable  persons. 

(July).— This  .Hospital,  founded  by  benefactors  in  the  year 
1765  for  the  relief  of  poor  lunatics  and  those  persons  of  the 
middle  class  who,  labouring  under  insanity,  had  then  no  place  to 
resort  to  but  ill-conducted  private  mad-houses,  has  nowT  on  its 
books  the  names  of  219  patients,  none  of  whom  are  now  received, 
as  it  was  then  hoped  they  would  be,  gratuitously,  but  a  certain 
proportion  are  received  at  low  rates  of  payment.  According  to 
the  returns  made  to  us  by  Mr.  Mould,  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent,  these  are  the  present  rates  weekly  : — 
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There  are,  besides  the  patients,  6  gentlemen  and  5  lady 
boarders;  of  this  class,  2  are  received  gratuitously,  those  who  pay 
are  respectively  charged  sums  varying  from  1/.  5  s.  to  7/.  7-s. 

The  patients  are  96  males  and  123  females. 

The  patients  in  residence  are  thus  distributed: — 
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Two  male  and  4  female  patients  are  boarded  out  at  the 
St.  Ann’s  Hospital.  These  persons  we  have  also  visited ;  we 
are  of  opinion  that,  as  that  building  is  not  the  property  of  the 
Committee  of  this  Hospital,  such  boarding  out  should  be  sanc¬ 
tioned  by  leaves  of  absence  under  the  Lunacy  Act. 

We  were  generally  satisfied  with  the  condition  of  the  patients 
under  care  and  treatment. 

No  complaints  were  made  to  us  which  require  special  notice. 
Contentment  was  general,  and  the  domestic  arrangements  appear 
to  be  comfortable.  In  some  of  the  wards  there  was  not,  however, 
quite  such  good  furniture  as  is  common  in  high-class  establish¬ 
ments  for  the  insane,  or  as  the  payments  demand ;  possibly  the 
structural  works  in  progress  have  distracted  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  and  Medical  Superintendent  from  replacing  worn-out 
articles,  or  giving  so  much  consideration  as  heretofore  to  the 
interior  of  the  Hospital. 

The  additions  to  the  female  side  are  approaching  completion. 
It  is  not  proposed,  we  understand,  to  increase  the  number  of 
patients,  but  to  relieve,  by  these  new  buildings,  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  rooms  of  those  ladies  who  are  now  in  residence, 
and  particularly  to  extend  the  day  space  for  the  more  excitable. 

The  conduct  of  the  patients  was  good  during  our  inspection. 

The  finances  of  the  Hospital  continue  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
state.  The  income  last  year  was,  we  are  told,  29,673/.;  the 
expenditure  on  maintenance  was  25,833  /.  The  new  buildings, 
alterations,  and  repairs,  cost  3,000/.,  or  thereabouts,  and  the 
balance  to  credit  is  now  3,840  /. 


Wonford  House,  Exeter. 

13  May  and  26  October  1882. 

(May). — In  this  Hospital,  to-day  inspected  by  us,  progressive 
improvements  are  very  noticeable.  It  is  very  evident  that  the 
patients  are  well  cared  for,  and  that  contentment  is  general. 
The  finances  prosper  under  good  management,  and  the  medical 
superintendent  is  active,  and  popular  with  the  patients.  The 
benefactions  have  been  few,  but  the  total  income  from  patients 
has  yearly  increased  for  some  time  past.  That  for  the  year  1881 
was  12,888  /.  2  s.  3  and  there  is  now,  it  seems,  a  balance  in 
hand  of  4,500  /.  and  upwards.  During  the  past  year  125  cases 
were  under  treatment.  Two  were  treated  gratuitously;  12  for 
weekly  payments  less  than  a  guinea;  29  for  weekly  payments 
less  than  31s.  6  d.,  but  beyond  a  guinea ;  40  for  charges  of 
2  /.  2  s.  to  3  /.  3  s.  a  week,  and  23  above  the  three  guineas.  The 
income  per  patient  per  week  appears  to  be  2  /.  13  s.  10  c/. ;  the 
cost  1  /.  12  s.  0J  c?.,  and  the  charitable  help  afforded  by  the  Hos¬ 
pital  is  stated  by  the  Committee  to  have  been  last  year 
825  /.  5  s.  1  d.  We  trust  that  the  Hospital  authorities  will,  as 
soon  as  possible,  extend  its  charity  by  the  reception  of  as  many 

patients 
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patients  as  the  building  could  receive,  and  at  moderate  rates,  for  Appendix  (I.) 
there  is  a  large  class  of  the  insane  who  require  asylum  provision,  „  — — 
being  inadmissible  into  the  county  and  borough  institutions,  and  House^ 
unable  to  meet  the  charges  of  private  establishments  of  the  better 
kind.  Upon  the  books  here  are  at  present  49  gentlemen  and  62 
ladies;  of  tne  former  4,  and  of  the  latter  1,  are  away  on  leave  of 
absence.  The  vacant  beds  in  wards  already  opened  are  17  for 
men,  4  for  women.  The  medical  superintendent  has  not 
power  to  admit  any  patient  at  a  lower  rate  than  2  /.  7  s.  per  week. 

This  rule,  we  believe,  from  our  experience  in  such  matters,  ex¬ 
cludes  from  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  applications  on 
behalf  of  many  deserving  cases.  We  would  strongly  recommend 
that  some  discretion  should  be  conceded  to  Ur.  Rees  Philipps  in 
this  point. 

No  patient  has  been  secluded,  but  1  of  each  sexjras  been 
restrained:  the  male  on  two  occasions,  once  for  a  whole  night, 
and  once  for  four  hours.  The  lady  on  a  single  occasion,  and  for 
four  hours  at  night.  While  in  the  wards  we  saw  and  conversed 
with  many  patients,  others  we  found  in  the  garden.  No  one  was 
noisy,  and  a  very  large  proportion  were  amusing  themselves  in  a 
rational  manner. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  satisfactory,  and  we  hear  staff  of 
that  most  of  those  in  charge  have  been  here  a  considerable  time,  attendants. 
There  are,  exclusive  of  the  chief  attendants  on  each  side,  14  men 
and  14  women  for  day  duty,  and  there  is  a  night  attendant  for 
each  sex.  Of  their  general  conduct  Ur.  Philipps  speaks  very 
well.  The  rooms  occupied  by  the  patients  novr  present  a  bright 
and  cheerful  aspect ;  great  taste  has  been  exhibited  in  the  decor¬ 
ation  of  the  ladies’  rooms,  and  workmen  are  now  engaged  in  the 
male  division.  In  point  of  comfort  this  Hospital  now  compares 
favourably  with  any  which  we  inspect. 

Amusements  are  liberally  provided,  and  to  those  patients  to  Amusement, 
whom  some  liberty  can  be  accorded,  that  is  freely  given.  A 
break  is  hired  twice  a  week,  once  for  each  sex ;  it  carries  8 
patients  for  each  drive;  another,  but  smaller  carriage,  takes  out, 
daily,  others. 

The  chapel  has  been,  we  are  glad  to  report,  heated  since  last 
visit,  and  the  chaplain  now  visits  the  wards  once  a  week. 

The  attendance  last  Sunday  morning  at  Uivine  Service  in  the  Divino  Service, 
chapel  included  34  gentlemen  and  26  lady  patients.  We  saw- 
some  of  the  patients  playing  at  tennis ;  a  tar-concrete  tennis 
ground  has  recently  been  made  for  winter  play.  The  hospital 
gardens  have  been  much  improved,  but  we  think  that  No.  5 
airing-court  requires  planting,  and  perhaps  the  wall  could  be 
lowered  and  a  palisade  substituted,  so  as  to  admit  a  view  of  the 
country  from  the  court.  The  steps  of  No.  2  court  should  also  be 
made  safe  against  suicidal  attempts  by  covering  in  the  upper  part 
of  them. 

As  to  the  means  of  putting  out  any  outbreak  of  fire  in  the  Precautions 
wards,  we  think  that  these  should  be  supplemented  by  provision  aSainst  ^ 
of  hand-pumps  in  addition  to  the  extincteurs,  and  we  also  suggest 
that  instructions  should  be  prepared  in  writing  arid  hung  up  in 
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Wonford

some  conspicuous  places  for  the  guidance  of  attendants  and 
nurses  in  the  event  of  a  fire  breaking  out.  They  should  also  have 
some  instruction  and  drill  in  the  work  which  they  would  be 
expected  to  do  upon  such  an  emergency. 

(October). — The  ladies’  companion  was  away  to-day,  and  so 
the  ladies  were  left  under  the  care  of  the  nurses,  who,  however 
kind  and  attentive  they  may  be,  can  never  supply  the  place  of  an 
educated  lady.  In  reference  to  this  subject,  we  may  mention 
that  during  the  summer  between  50  and  60  patients,  in  parties  of 
about  15,  went  to  the  seaside  to  a  house  taken  for  them  at  Teign- 
mouth ;  but  that  the  ladies  were  frequently  there  without  any 
lady  in  charge,  or  if  the  lady  was  in  charge  there,  the  parent 
institution  was  left  in  nurses’  care.  This  subject  will,  we  hope, 
receive  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Committee.  We  were 
so  favourably  impressed  by  the  remarks  the  patients  (who  had 
been  to  Teignmouth)  made  to  us  respecting  their  pleasure  at  the 
change,  that  we  hope  the  Committee  will  be  able  to  purchase 
some  house  by  the  sea,  so  that  the  patients  may  be  able  to  enjoy 
similar  changes  every  year  for  a  longer  period  and  in  larger 
parties.  This  year  the  patients  did  not  leave  for  Teignmouth 
till  1st  August. 

With  regard  to  the  alterations  and  improvements  since  the  last 
visit,  we  have  to  report  that  stabling  for  three  horses  has  been 
built.  We  think  that  with  an  asylum  of  this  size  and  for  this 
class,  stabling  for  at  least  double  the  number  of  horses  would  not 
have  been  too  much.  Horses  have  not  yet  been  purchased. 
A  greenhouse  and  piggeries  are  also  erected.  The  1st  gentle¬ 
men’s  gallery,  and  3rd  and  4th  ladies’,  have  been  painted  and 
decorated  in  good  taste,  but  there  is  a  scarcity  of  pictures  on  the 
walls  in  various  places  which  might  be  remedied  at  a  small  cost. 

Hand-pumps  inside  the  building,  in  case  of  an  outbreak  of  fire, 
have  been  provided,  and  we  learn  that  the  question  of  fixing 
internal  hydrants  is  under  consideration. 

The  general  arrangements  for  the  amusement  and  exercise  of 
the  patients  are  unaltered.  The  Committee  were  hero  only 
yesterday,  so  that  there  are  no  letters  to  be  laid  before  us. 

We  cannot  conclude  our  report  without  calling  attention  to 
the  very  unsatisfactory  way  in  which  the  case-book  is  kept.  In 
recent  cases  the  entries  are  not  made  in  the  form  directed  by 
us ;  they  are  rarely  more  frequent  than  once  a  month ;  they  are 
so  meagre  as  to  be  absolutely  valueless,  and  they  seldom  show 
the  slightest  indication  of  the  insanity  of  any  patient.  In  fact, 
we  have  rarely,  if  ever,  seen  more  useless  entries,  or  case-books 
kept  in  a  more  perfunctory  manner.  Mr.  Noakes,  the  assistant 
medical  officer,  is  the  person  on  whom  the  duty  is  imposed  by 
Dr.  Philipps  of  making  these  entries ;  and  it  is  his  neglect  which 
calls  for  these  remarks,  but  we  must  remind  Dr.  Philipps  that 
the  statutory  duty  is  imposed  on  him,  and  the  neglect  or  incom¬ 
petence  of  his  subordinate  would  be  no  excuse  in  the  event  of  a 
prosecution. 
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Barnwood  House,  Gloucester. 

.  9  June  and  13  October  1882. 

-Both  reports  satisfactory  in  every  particular.  The  structural  -Barnwood 
alterations  will  enable  the  Committee  to  receive  at  least  30  more  House* 
patients.  No  person  was  under  restraint  or  seclusion  while  we 
were  in  the  wards  (so  they  may  be  called,  though  the  interior  of 
iAie  house  has  more  the  appearance  of  a  large  family  mansion 
than  of  an  asylum)  ;  but  4  ladies  have  been  secluded  for  a  total 
period  of  114|  hours,  and  an  aggregate  of  13  occasions.  The 
average  rates  or  patients  now  in  the  hospital  are  as  follows  :  for 
males,  2  /.  4s.,  for  females,  21,  Os.  11  d. 


Royal  Albert  Asylum  for  Idiots.  Lancaster. 

28  July  1882. 

This  institution  for  the  care,  treatment,  and  education  of  idiots  Royal  Albert 
of  all  classes,  is  under  efficient  management,  and  in  prosperous  AsyIum* 
condition.  During  the  interval  which  has  elapsed  since  the 
Commissioners’  visit  in  1881,  legacies  not  much  short  of  12,000  l. 
have  been  paid  to  the  Charity  by  the  executors  of  six  benefactors, 
and  another  legacy  has  been  bequeathed  which  amounts  to 
10,000  l.  All  legacies  of  60  guineas  and  upwards  are  invested, 
and  these  investments  (forming  the  susteetation  fund  of  the 
asylum)  now  yield  an  income  of  2,550  /.  per  annum.  Attached 
to  the  buildings  are  97  acres  of  freehold  land,  eight  acres  having 
recently  been  purchased.  The  maintenance  account  for  the 
financial  year  ending  the  30th  ultimo  closed  with  a  credit  balance 
of  504  l.  About  500 1.  per  annum  is  voluntarily  contributed 
towards  the  support  of  the  elected  patients  by  their  parents  or 
friends.  Upon  the  books  of  the  Asylum  are  the  names  of  482 
persons  of  both  sexes,  the  difference  between  482  and  600,  the 
total  accommodation  in  the  main  building,  is  the  number  of 
vacant  beds  there.  With  the  farm  bailiff  and  his  wife  are  lodged 
at  present  9  lads,  and  1  or  2  more  could  be  added.  The  patients 
are  245  males  and  136  females  of  the  private  class,  and  77  boys 
and  24  girls  chargeable  to  parishes  and  unions.  Of  the  private 
class,  290  are  election  cases,  and  58  are  reduced  payment  cases. 

The  life  cases  are  6,  the  full  payment  cases  24  ;  these  last  pay 
50  guineas  and  upwards  yearly.  There  are,  besides  the  above- 
mentioned  patients,  3  presentation  cases  ;  that  is  to  say,  patients 
presented  byr  contributors  of  500  /.  to  the  charity. 

Paupers  are  admitted  at  the  rates  charged  in  the  Asylums  to 
which  patients  of  their  district  are  admissible,  3  l.  extra  being 
charged  yearly  for  clothing,  &c. ;  but  the  Committee  do  not 
propose  to  accommodate  more  than  100  paupers. 
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During  our  visit  we  had  some  opportunities  of  observing  the 
industrial  training  of  the  patients,  and  the  care  taken  in  educating 
them,  and  of  seeing  some  results,  which  were  satisfactory. 

Employment  is  found  for  153  males  and  96  females.  The 
boys  work  on  the  land,  in  various  trades  at  the  shops,  and  in 
several  offices.  The  girls  assist  in  the  laundry,  sewing,  knitting, 
and  household  duties.  Much  is  done  towards  enabling  the 
patients  to  gain  something  in  the  direction  of  a  livelihood  when 
they  shall  be  discharged,  but  we  recommend  that  some  assistance 
should  be  organised  for  seeking  out  suitable  situations  for  patients 
discharged;  this  assistance  many  charitable  persons  might  be 
willing  to  give  who  could  not  contribute  to  the  funds  of  the 
asylum. 

We  saw  the  dinner  served  to-day  in  the  hall  to  295  patients 
of  both  sexes ;  the  fare  was  good  and  the  conduct  of  those  seated 
at  table  was  very  orderly.  The  appearance  of  the  children  in 
regard  to  cleanliness  and  tidiness  of  clothes  reflected  credit  on 
the  attendants  and  nurses,  and,  in  spite  of  their  infirmities,  the 
patients  were  happy. 

The  bedding  which  we  examined  was  in  a  proper  state,  and 
the  stock  of  linen  is  reported  to  us  to  be  amply  sufficient. 

The  resident  staff  consists  of  the  medical  superintendent,  and 
an  assistant.  There  are  besides,  for  the  care  and  treatment  and 
training  of  the  patients,  a  matron,  5  male,  3  female  teachers,  17 
attendants  and  21  nurses.  Besides  these,  there  are  one  male  and 
20  female  domestics,  so  that  the  total  staff  consists  of  70  persons. 
The  night  duty  is  discharged  by  a  man  and  two  women. 

We  are  sorry  to  say  that  the  covered  way  to  the  outbuilding 
containing  closets  for  the  boys’  use  is  not  yet  constructed.  We 
trust  that  it  will  not  be  delayed,  as  the  exposure  in  bad  weather 
must  be  detrimental  to  boys,  many  of  whom  are  far  from  strong 
in  constitution. 

The  detached  Hospital  is  now  nearly  completed,  and  will,  we 
are  told,  be  opened  in  September.  We  can  speak  highly  of  its 
arrangements  and  construction.  It  will  accommodate  17  patients 
of  each  sex  in  associated  dormitories,  and  there  are  also  a  single 
room  for  a  patient,  and  a  clay-room  for  convalescents,  which 
latter  can  be  divided,  if  necessary,  by  a  screen.  The  hospital 
contains  the  usual  offices,  baths,  earth  closets,  a  fumigating 
chamber,  also  rooms  for  a  married  couple,  and  one  nurse.  The 
aspect  of  the  building  is  southern,  with  verandahs  opening  upon 
a  small  piece  of  ground,  to  be  enclosed.  Dr.  Shuttleworth  intends 
to  use  this  detached  building  for  ordinary  sick,  but  the  first  floor, 
which  is  approached  by  a  separate  staircase  and  outer  door,  has 
eight  beds  with  offices,  which  may  be  utilised  for  the  reception 
of  infectious  cases,  and  this  separate  use  of  that  floor  the  medical 
superintendent  has  in  view. 
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Lincoln  Lunatic  Hospital. 


1  June  and  31  October  1882. 

(  June). — -The  hospital  is  generally  in  fair  order,  but  the  lower  Lincoln 
galleries,  especially  that  on  the  male  side,  need  attention  ;  the  Hospital, 
walls  of  some  of  the  rooms  are  still  damp. 

We  are  glad  to  see  more  books  and  papers  in  the  wards.  On 
the  whole,  we  may  congratulate  the  Committee  upon  an  improved 
condition  of  the  Hospital,  and  we  see  no  reason  why  the  use¬ 
fulness  of  the  Institution  may  not  be  extended.  Some  judicious 
but  liberal  outlay  is  needed  to  make  the  Hospital  more  attractive 
as  well  as  more  efficient,  but  this  outlay  would  bring  a  certain 
return. 

(October),-— The  patients  are  31  of  each  sex.  The  staff  of 
attendants  is  adequate  in  numbers  for  the  care  and  comfort  of 
the  patients,  and  we  notice  great  improvements  in  the  wards,  as 
regards  decorations.  The  additional  baths  so  often  recommended 
are  now  about  to  be  supplied  in  rooms  converted  to  that  purpose 
above  the  existing  bath-rooms.  We  hope  that  Stourbridge-ware 
linings  for  the  baths  will  be  preferred  to  metal.  The  supply  of 
water  to  the  baths  has  already  been  increased  by  alterations 
made  about  six  months  ago. 

The  patients,  male  and  female,  have  means  of  amusement 
liberally  supplied  to  them.  Some  were  taken  recently  to  the 
theatre,  at  least  two  of  each  sex  walk  out  together,  and  some 
gentlemen  join  the  ladies  at  whist  frequently.  A  good  practice 
also  prevails  of  reading  aloud  on  the  female  side,  the  matron 
and  a  patient  taking  a  turn  at  the  reading.  There  is  now  only 
one  epileptic  in  the  Hospital.  * 

We  cannot  think  that  any  profits  could  be  better  laid  out  than 
in  providing  suitable  accommodation  for  a  married  Superinten¬ 
dent.  The  veto  against  the  marriage  of  a  Superintendent  will, 
we  fear,  destroy  all  chance  of  any  young  and  efficient  medical 
gentleman  holding  the  post,  except  as  a  stepping-stone  to  another, 
and  these  changes,  when  frequent,  must  militate  against  the 
success  of  the  Hospital.  The  Secretary,  whom  we  have  met 
to-day,  informs  us  that  these  are  the  weekly  payments  for 
patients:  2  at  14s.,  1  at  13  5.,  4  at  155.,  14  at  1  3  at  1  Z.  1  5., 

1  at  1Z.  5/.,  28  at  1  Z.  10s.,  4  at  21.,  1  at  27,  105.,  2  at  3 1,  and 
lat3Z.  35.  Another  patient  pays  for  the  care  and  treatment 
received  150 1  yearly. 
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St.  Luke’s 
Hospital. 


St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 

24  January  and  10  November  1882. 

(January). — The  property  of  this  charitable  institution  appears 
now  to  consist  of  the  building  in  Old-street  (held  under  a  lease 
from  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  renewed  from  Michaelmas  1874 
for  40  years,  and  renewable  every  14  years  for  a  like  term  on 
payment  of  200  /.,  and  at  a  yearly  rent  of  200  and  of  some 
land  adjoining,  also  held  upon  lease,  and  used  as  recreation 
ground,  and  of  several  sums  of  Bank  Annuities  amounting  to 
153,783  L,  and  of  a  cash  balance  of  4,463  /.,  two  small  annuities 
under  wills,  and  three  small  contingent  and  reversionary 
legacies). 

The  wards  were  quiet,  and  the  patients  were  generally  well 
behaved  during  our  inspection,  and,  with  a  few  exceptions  on  the 
male  side,  the  patients’  dress  was  satisfactory.  There  is  a  large 
number  of  chronic  cases  of  each  sex,  but  we  spoke  to  all  who 
appealed  for  discharge,  and  listened  to  those  who  came  forward, 
besides  conversing  with  many  other  patients  who  exhibited  any 
symptoms  of  recovery. 

The  state  of  the  wards  is  creditable,  but  by  no  means  beyond 
improvement;  if,  and  when  finances  permit,  we  think  that  D. 
wing  requires  fresh  papering.  The  floors  of  D.  and  other  wards 
have  become  shabby  from  the  partial  removal  of  stain  and  varnish, 
more  chairs  are  wanted  in  single  bed-rooms,  towel  rails  in  all 
dormitories ;  the  admission  of  more  light  into  the  shower  baths 
would  also  be  proper;  the  piano  in  B.  wing  is  to  a  certain  extent 
dumb  ;  and  it  would  be  well  to  secure  the  patients  from  scalding 
in  lavatories  where  the  hot-water  taps  can  be  interfered  with  by 
them ;  probably  the  best  course  would  be  to  shut  off  the  hot  water 
at  the  main  by  keys,  in  the  safe  custody  of  the  attendants. 
Something  should  also  be  done,  we  are  inclined  to  think,  towards 
providing  proper  sculleries  in  some  wards,  where  we  noticed  that 
the  glass  and  crockery  was  washed  up  in  the  day-rooms  amongst 
the  patients. 

As  to  the  staff  of  attendants,  we  ascertained  that  they  are  11 
men  and  17  women ;  these  figures  include  two  night  attendants 
in  each  division.  The  men  enter  at  27  1.  10  s.,  the  women  at 
18  /. ;  both  rise  according  to  service,  and  several  of  the  women 
count  many  years  in  the  hospital.  No  man  has  served  two  years. 
The  men  are  not,  we  think,  speaking  generally,  of  sufficiently 
high  class  for  attendants  upon  insane  private  patients,  and  we 
are  strongly  disposed  to  think  that  the  wages  on  admission  are 
insufficient  to  attract  the  proper  class. 

Several  patients  spoke  to  us  of  the  pleasure  afforded  to  them  by 
recent  associated  entertainments  ;  these  appear  to  be  diversified, 
and  sufficiently  frequent. 

(November).— Dr.  Mickley  continues  to  have  the  assistance  of 
two  clinical  students,  both  duly  qualified  and  registered  as 
medical  practitioners.  We  are  very  glad  to  report  that  there  is 
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now  also  a  head  attendant  on  the  male  side.  He  has  had  some  Appendix  (I.) 

experience  with  the  insane ;  patients  have  reported  well  of  him  - - 7 

to  us,  and  we  observe  beneficial  results  from  his  appointment  in  Hospital  * 
various  matters  affecting  the  patients’  comfort  and  welfare. 

The  subordinate  attendants  by  day  are  the  same  in  number  as 
at  last  visit,  viz.,  nine  men  and  15  women.  Of  the  latter  one  was 
off  duty  by  reason  of  indisposition. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  is  good,  not  a  single  case 
was  in  bed. 

In  neither  division  was  any  patient  noisy  or  aggressive,  and 
the  general  aspect  of  the  interior  of  the  building  was  comfortable, 
when  we  could  withdraw  our  eyes  from  the  heavily  barred 
windows  which  still  disfigure  this  hospital,  and  carry  the  memory 
back  to  a  terrible  period  in  the  history  of  lunacy  in  this  country. 

^  We  were  satisfied  with  replies  made  to  our  questions  as  to 
dietary,  and  we  saw  proper  dinners  on  table. 

The  yearly  improvements  in  other  institutions  for  the  reception 
of  the  insane  suggest  the  necessity  for  outlay  of  a  similar  kind 
in  this  hospital,  especially  in  the  wing  wards.  We  hope  that 
such  outlay  may  become  easy  through  assistance  from  the 
charitable. 


Bethel  Hospital,  Norwich. 

19  May  and  17  October  1882. 

(May). — The  condition  of  this  hospital,  which  we  have  to-day  Bethel 
inspected,  is  satisfactory.  The  various  rooms  are  clean  and  com-  Hospital. 
Portable,  and  neatness  and  good  order  generally  prevail. 

The  patients  on  the  books  are  25  males  and  43  females,  a  total 
of  68,  and  there  are  vacancies  on  the  male  side  for  5,  and  on  the 
female  side  for  7  patients. 

We  have  to-day  seen  all  the  68  patient's  ;  no  one  appears  to  be 
much  improved  in  mental  condition ;  certainly  no  one  is  fit  for 
immediate  trial  or  discharge.  The  general  bodily  health  is  good  ; 
only  one  patient  is  under  medical  treatment,  and  no  one  was  to¬ 
day  confined  to  bed. 

There  is  no  record  of  seclusion.  Restraint  has  been  resorted 
to  in  three  cases,  all  of  females,  on  one  occasion  each. 

The  patients  were  on  the  whole  neatly  dressed  and  clean  in 
person,  and  appear  to  be  contented  and  comfortable.  The 
maximum  charge  continues  to  be  1  /.  a  week  ;  only  about  16  of 
the  patients  now  here  pay  that  sum. 

No  structural  improvements  of  any  moment  have  been  effected 
since  the  last  visit,  but  we  observe  that  Tobins’  ventilating  tubes 
have  been  placed  in  the  female  sick-room.  They  are  found  to  be 
of  benefit. 

(October). — This  hospital  continues  to  be  managed  upon 
charitable  principles  and  in  a  liberal  spirit.  We  could  wish  that 
there  were  more  institutions  of  this  kind  to  meet  the  requirements

of  the  lunatics  above  the  pauper  class  throughout  this  country, 
and  we  are  sorry  to  see  that  since  1878  nothing  has  been  given 
or  bequeathed  to  this  hospital.  It  would  be,  we  consider,  a  most 
improper  departure  from  the  object  of  this  charity,  if  paupers 
were  admitted  here,  as  we  hear  has  been  mooted  in  the  City  of 
Norwich,  for  there  are  statutory  asylums  for  the  pauper,  and  the 
lower  middle  class  of  society  sorely  need  treatment  in  lunacy  for 
moderate  payments 

The  dietary  is  good,  and  several  patients  spoke  to  us  gratefully 
of  their  general  treatment.  There  are  six  vacant  beds  for  men ; 
five  for  women.  Weekly  carriage  exercise  is  given  to  14  or  15 
patients.  Three  ladies  and  one  gentleman  walk  out  on  parol. 
Only  one  gentleman  is  confined  to  the  airing-court,  for  the  men 
and  the  great  majority  of  the  female  patients  go  beyond  the  hos¬ 
pital  grounds,  either  walking  or  driving.  We  notice  that  very 
recently  a  good  deal  has  been  done  in  repapering  and  in  painting 
the  interior  of  the  hospital  on  the  male  side,  within  the  past  few 
months.

31  May  and  21  October  1882. 

(May).— Yesterday  we  irispected  the  wards  of  the  main  hospital, 
and  saw  and  conversed  with  the  patients,  and  to-day  we  have 
visited  Moulton  Park,  and  seen  the  patients  there,  and  have 
looked  at  the  new  offices  here,  now  nearly  complete. 

We  find  the  hospital  in  very  good  order. 

Moulton  Park  is  valuable  as  affording  excellent  accommodation 
for  18  ladies.  To-day  there  were  but  17,  one  having  been  tem¬ 
porarily  brought  back  to  the  hospital.  It  is  proposed  to  convert 
a  farmhouse  and  buildings  on  another  part  of  the  estate  into  a 
residence  for  26  to  30  male  patients  of  the  2nd  class  who  would 
assist  in  the  farming  operations.  For  the  present,  however,  about 
6  only  only  will  be  placed  there  as  a  beginning.  The  larger 
number  would  require  a  considerable  amount  of  alteration  and 
addition  to  be  made.  The  source  of  the  water  supply  is  a  shallow 
well,  and  we  think  the  water  should  be  analysed  before  patients 
are  placed  in  the  farm,  and  the  extent  of  the  supply  must  be 
carefully  tested  before  the  larger  population  is  collected  there. 

The  usual  amusements  continue  to  be  provided  for  the  patients, 
and  we  were  glad  to  see  that  the  wards  are  well  supplied  with 
books,  newspapers,  and  games. 

A  strong  staff  is  maintained.  According  to  the  last  published 
report  on  the  31st  December  last,  there  were  two  ladies’  com¬ 
panions,  a  chief  attendant  for  each  division,  and  33  male  and  30 
female  attendants  for  day  duty,  and  three  male  and  two  female 
night  attendants.  Besides  these  there  were  a  housekeeper  and 
34  servants  for  domestic  work,  and  a  large  number  of  persons 
employed  outside.  The  lowest  wages  paid  to  male  attendants 
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as  little  as  9  Z.  a  year,  and  the  wages  varied  from  this  sum  up  to  - — - 

33  Z.  a  year,  with  uniforms.  st  Andrew’s 

Hospital. 

(October).—  On  the  books  of  this  hospital  are  now  the  names 
of  154  gentlemen  and  157  ladies.  Two  of  the  former  and  1  of 
the  latter  are  away  on  trial.  All  those  in  residence,  except  1 
lady,  who  would  not  open  her  door,  we  have  seen  ;  to  the  recently 
admitted  we  have  given  special  attention;  we  have  spoken  to  a 
large  proportion  of  the  rest,  and  had  private  conversations  with 
those  who  had  previously  written  to  our  Board,  and  with  some 
others  ;  indeed,  all  who  asked  for  a  private  interview. 

There  was  general  tranquillity  in  the  wards  while  we  were 
with  the  patients,  and  there  was  abundant  evidence  that  they  are 
kindly  and  judiciously  treated  by  the  medical  superintendent. 

Different  degrees  of  comfort  exist  in  the  furniture  of  the  several 
rooms  ;  but  everywhere  cleanliness  and  good  order  are  maintained, 
and  amusements  are  liberally  supplied.  Sixty  cases  are  in  the 
hospital  paying  less  than  21  s.  weekly;  64  between  21s.  and 
25  s.,  and  160  paying  from  31s.  6  cZ,  to  three  guineas. 

In  the  airing-court,  where  we  saw  the  most  demented  and  Condition  of 
troublesome  ladies,  43,  with  three  nurses,  we  were  disposed  to  Patients* 
think  that  the  nurses  were  not  sufficient  in  number,  and  that  the 
patients  required  more  attention  in  regard  to  tidiness  of  dress 
(several  ladies  were  without  hats  or  bonnets) ;  but  elsewhere  in 
each  division  the  patients  were  neatly  attired,  and  in  a  state 
creditable  to  the  attendants.  Nineteen  gentlemen  and  12  ladies 
were  taken  this  year  to  the  seaside  for  a  month.  The  Committee 
granted  150  Z.  to  give  the  poorer  patients  the  change.  Those  who 
can  afford  to  do  so  pay  sums  up  to  15  I.  for  this  trip. 

Workmen  are  busy  at  present  in  renovating  some  rooms  and  Improvements, 
galleries.  The  kitchen,  offices,  and  stores,  recently  built  are  now  &c- 
in  occupation  ;  a  recreation  room  is  planned,  and  thus  a  proposal 
to  enlarge  the  stables  by  annexing  the  present  workshops,  and  to 
build  another  set  of  workshops  in  a  line  with  those  standing. 

Another  valuable  improvement  under  consideration  is  the  re¬ 
construction  of  part  of  the  interior  of  the  main  building  so  as  to 
give  more  light  in  certain  rooms  and  corridors.  We  hope  that  in 
any  outlay  the  Committee  will  bear  in  mind  that  the  accommo¬ 
dation  wdiich  should  be  increased  is  that  for  the  large  class  of 
insane  who  are  only  just  above  the  position  of  paupers  in  regard 
to  property,  though  socially  divided  from  paupers  by  a  great 
difference  in  education  and  antecedents. 

We  find  that  the  male  patients  usefully  employed  are  only  44, 
but  much  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  great  difficulty  ex¬ 
perienced  in  persuading  gentlemen  to  employ  themselves  in  the 
garden  or  land,  however  beneficial  to  their  health  it  may  be. 

We  trust  that  Mr.  Bayley  will  not  abate  his  laudable  exertions 
in  this  direction. 
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Nottingham  Lunatic  Hospital. 

2  June  and  27  October  1882. 

Nottingham  (June).— We  have  this  morning  inspected  all  parts  of  this 

Hospital.  Hospital,  including  the  new  wings,  which,  though  not  yet  ready 
for  occupation,  approach  completion,  and  there  is  every  prospect 
of  their  being  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients  in  the  course 
of  the  summer.  Dr.  Tate  intends  to  put  new  furniture  in  the 
present  wards,  and  transfer  the  old  to  the  wings,  which  will  be 
appropriated  to  the  less  favourable  class  of  cases.  With  the 
additional  accommodation  the  Hospital  will  hold  110  patients, 
and  we  have  little  doubt  that  the  full  number  will  be  quickly 
reached. 

The  portion  of  the  Hospital  now  occupied  is  in  very  good 
order  and  most  comfortable.  It  is  intended,  as  soon  as  the  new 
rooms  are  available,  to  remove  the  large  and  inconvenient  fire¬ 
places  and  chimney  stacks  from  the  end  sitting-rooms  in  each 
division,  and  the  dormitories  over,  and  to  place  new  stoves  or  .fire¬ 
places  in  the  side  walls.  This  will  be  an  improvement  to  those 
rooms. 

The  patients  on  the  books  to-day  are  72,  in  equal  numbers  of 
the  sexes.  In  two  or  three  patients  we  observe  mental  improve¬ 
ment.  We  have  spoken  with  all  who  would  talk  to  us.  Very 
few  made  complaints,  and  none  of  these  were  of  harshness  or 
cruel  treatment. 

At  present  there  are  about  33  patients  who  pay  40 s.  a  week, 
18  who  pay  305.  a  week,  9  at  rates  between  305.  and  155.  a  week, 
and  10  at  155.  or  under.  We  consider  the  accommodation  and 
treatment  of  this  Hospital  to  be  well  worth  the  highest  of  these 
rates  of  payment. 

(October). — The  additions  to  the  Hospital  are  completed’ 
furniture  is  purchased,  and  will  shortly  be  introduced. 

The  new  accommodation  is  excellent,  and  provides  in  each 
division  eight  beds  in  an  associated  dormitory,  12  single  rooms 
for  patients  at  night,  four  single  rooms  for  nurses,  two  sitting 
rooms,  and  lavatories  and  closets. 

In  both  entries  the  condition  of  the  patients  and  their  manage¬ 
ment  are  well  spoken  of.

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are  not  held  m  the  Hospital ,  and  that  visits  by  a  single  member  - 

of  the  Committee  are  rare,  and  visits  by  several  members  Wamefbrd 
together  more  infrequent.  We  may  add  that  some  patients  made  Hospital* 
it  a  subject  of  complaint;  and  other  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  are 
often  visited  by  members  of  their  Committees  of  management. 

The  patients  are  28  gentlemen  and  44  ladies ;  2  of  the  latter 
are  away  cn  leave.  We  have  seen  all  in  residence,  and  every 
person  has  had  full  opportunity  of  speaking  to  us.  Many  came 
forward,  and  others  we  addressed. 

The  wards  were  warm  and  quiet  while  we  were  in  them,  and 
the  patients  seemed  to  be  generally  contented,  and  receiving 
proper  treatment,  the  means  of  amusement  sufficient,  and  many 
of  each  sex  amusing  themselves  by  reading,  writing,  needlework, 

&c.  The  clothing  of  the  patients,  too,  was,  on  the  whole,  satis¬ 
factory. 

Associated  entertainments  are  given  about  once  a  fortnight ; 
about  10  of  each  sex,  on  am  average,  go  beyond  the  grounds. 

During  the  summer  employment  is  found  for  9  of  the  males  in 
the  garden.  A  few  of  the  ladies  sometimes  attend  church 
services  outside  ;  for  the  rest  of  the  patients  there  are  two 
Sunday  services  and  one  on  Wednesday  in  the  Hospital  chapel. 

One  lady  has  been  secluded  on  19  occasions,  for  an  aggregate 
period  of  56  hours,  on  account  of  violent  excitement.  There  has 
been  no  resort  to  mechanical  restraint. 


Coton  Hill  Institution,  Stafford. 

5  May  and  31  July  1882. 

(May). — We  have  this  day  visited  the  Coton  Hill  Asylum,  Coton  Hill 
and  have  seen  (with  the  exception  of  3  gentlemen  and  4  ladies,  institution, 
absent  on  leave)  every  patient  on  the  books.  We  can  give  on 
the  whole  a  satisfactory  report  of  their  demeanour  during  our 
visit;  few  were  noisy,  and  those  were  only  on  the  ladies’  side, 
whilst  there  were  very  many  patients  who  expressed  themselves 
satisfied,  and  even  grateful  for  the  kindness  they  received.  We 
gave  to  many  of  the  patients  a  separate  interview,  and  those 
whom  we  found  to  be  mentally  improved  will  be  found  in  the 
patients’  book. 

Making  inquiry  into  the  payments  made  at  this  institution,  we 
find  that  3  of  the  patients  are  received  at  5  s.  per  week,  2  at 
7  s.  6  d.9  12  at  10  s„,  1  at  11  s.  6  d.,  9  at  12  s .,  8  at  15  s.,  2  at 
15  5.  4  d.y  1  at  18  s.,  1  at  19  s.  2  d.}  5  at  20  s.,  18  at  21  s.,  9  at 
25  s.,  3  at  27  s.  6  d .,  1  at  27  s.  6  d.,  22  at  30  s.,  2  at  30  s.  9  d., 

2  at  31  s.  6  d.,  3  at  38  s.  6  J.,  1  at  40  s.,  21  at  42  s.,  1  at  42s.  3  d .,  \ 

1  at  51s.  10  d.,  1  at  52  s.  6  d.,  1  at  57  s.  6d 7  at  63  s.,  1  at 
78  s.  6  J.,  1  at  84  s.,  6  at  105  s.,  2  at  120  s.,  1  at  153  s.  5  d.  The 
total  number  on  the  books  is  153,  70  gentlemen  and  83  ladies. 
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The  average  cost  per  head  last  year  weekly  was  31  s.,  so  that  99 
patients  received  charitable  help  from  this  useful  institution, 
deserving,  in  our  opinion,  every  support  and  encouragement. 

(July). — The  condition  of  the  building  is  generally  satisfactory? 
much  having  recently  been  done  in  the  way  of  painting  and 
papering  to  make  the  rooms  fresh  and  bright.  Some  new  carpets 
also  have  been  laid  down.  The  state  of  the  bedding  is  satis¬ 
factory. 

We  have  again  to  call  attention  to  the  bath-room  and  lavatory 
for  the  lower  male  gallery.  There  was  here,  this  afternoon,  a 
very  unpleasant  and  dangerous  smell  of  sewer  gas.  The  waste 
pipes  from  bath  and  lavatory  are  laid  directly,  without  any  break, 
into  the  main  drain,  and  this  discharges  into  a  cesspit  of  very 
considerable  size,  the  overflow  from  which  irrigates  a  pasture 
field.  We  think  the  cesspit  too  large  ;  it  retains  a  large  quantity 
of  sewage,  which  ferments  and  evolves  sewer  gas,  which,  there 
being  no  break  in  the  line  of  pipes,  finds  its  way  into  the  bath¬ 
room.  We  are  alive  to  the  difficulty  of  making  the  waste  pipe 
discharge  freely  outside  the  building,  owing  to  the  low  level  of 
the  room,  compared  with  that  of  the  soil  outside,  but  we  think 
a  sort  of  area  might  be  formed  in  which  a  trapped  grid  or  grating 
could  be  placed,  upon  which,  in  the  air,  the  waste  pipes  could 
discharge  freely.  And  instead  of  the  cesspit  a  small  straining 
tank  should  be  employed,  the  sewage  being  allowed  to  pass  at 
once  on  to  the  land. 

The  number  on  the  books  to-day  is  154,  72  of  the  male,  and 
82  of  the  female  sex. 

We  saw'  the  majority  of  the  female  patients  in  the  grounds  or 
airing-court.  In  the  lower  female  gallery  are  33  patients,  nearly 
all  excited,  and  few  or  none  of  these  ever  go  beyond  the  airing- 
court  for  exercise.  We  think  this  unfortunate,  and  would 
strongly  urge  that  all  should  be  taken  out,  not  necessarily  at  the 
same  time,  for  extended  exercise  in  the  excellent  walks  which 
have  been  formed  on  the  estate.  The  same  course  should  be 
followed  with  the  more  excited  male  patients.  We  feel  sure  the 
effect  on  the  patients  wrould  be  beneficial. 


Bethlem  Hospital. 

16  May  and  26  September  1882. 

(May). — We  have  seen  all  the  patients  on  the  books  who  are 
in  residence  ;  there  are  116  men  and  154  women,  out  of  whom  24 
of  the  former  and  30  of  the  latter  belong  to  the  incurable  class. 
There  are  absent  on  what  is  termed  here  short  leave,  2  men  and 
3  women,  and  at  the  Convalescent  Home  at  Witley,  6  men  and  18 
women;  so  really  241  patients  have  had  opportunity  of  speaking 
with  us  this  day.  We  shall  at  no  distant  date  visit  the  Con¬ 
valescent  Home.  The  behaviour  of  the  patients  in  either  division 

was 
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was  satisfactory ,  and  we  saw  few  patients  who  were  inclined  to  Appendix  (i.) 

be  violent  or  abusive  ;  whilst  many  patients  expressed  much  - 

satisfaction  at  the  arrangements  made  for  their  care  and  treat- 
ment.  1 

The  attendants  seemed  to  be  numerically  sufficient,  and  up 
to  their  work.  One  very  desirable  plan  here  is  that  all  the 
attendants,  besides  their  regular  leave,  have  a  sort  of  holiday  for 
a  fortnight  every  year  at  Witley. 

The  dress  of  the  patients  was  not  very  satisfactory,  particularly 
in  the  male  division.  We  think  that  some  more  stringent  regula¬ 
tions  might  be  made,  with  respect  to  the  provision  of  an  adequate 
supply  of  suitable  clothing  for  each  patient  on  admission. 

There  is  no  lack  of  amusements  for  the  patients;  another  lawn 
tennis  ground  is  in  course  of  construction.  They  are  six  in  all, 
two  asphalted  and  four  grass.  Church  service  is  attended  by 
about  100  patients,  and  10  or  12  more  are  able  to  go  to  Divine 
worship  beyond  the  walls.  The  beds  and  bedding  were  in  good 
order,  and  properly  attended  to.  The  case-books  are,  as  far  as 
we  examined  them,  properly  kept. 

(September), — We  find  the  hospital  in  good  order  everywhere, 
the  beds  and  bedding  well  looked  after,  the  patients  quiet  and 
orderly,  and  the  wards  for  the  most  part  bright  and  cheerful. 

We  wish,  however,  something  could  be  done  to  improve  the 
appearance  of  the  gallery  on  the  male  side,  where  the  worst  cases 
are  assembled.  It  compares  by  no  means  favourably  with  the 
accommodation  for  the  like  class  on  the  female  side. 

The  patients  under  medical  treatment  are  15  men  and  1 3  Seclusion  and 
women,  whilst,  since  the  last  visit  on  16th  May,  seclusion  has  been  restraint, 
used  in  the  case  of  2  men,  three  times,  for  12  hours  in  all,  and 
in  the  case  of  3  women,  on  eight  occasions,  for  a  total  of  56  hours. 

Two  women  have  been  restrained,  1  once  for  five  hours,  and  the 
other  three  times  for  12  hours  altogether. 

The  only  subject  of  interest  to  note  since  our  last  visit  is  the 
fact  that  on  the  male  side  patients  are  admitted  on  payment,  and 
there  are  to-day  10  patients  here  paying  two  guineas  a  week. 

This  is  the  fixed  price,  and  it  is  the  only  sum  which  can  be  taken 
from  paying  patients. 


Bethlem  Convalescent  Establishment 

at  Witley. 

13  June  1882. 

Since  the  last  visit,  hand  fire-engines  with  buckets  have  been 
placed  on  every  floor.  W e  have  seen  all  the  patients  in  residence, 
8  gentlemen  and  19  ladies.  Garden  bright  and  cheerful;  house 
in°good  order;  amusements  and  exercise  as  before  ;  an  excellent 
and  useful  adjunct  to  Bethlem  Hospital. 
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Asylum  for  Idiots,  Earlswood. 

17  February  1832. 

Condition  both  of  patients  and  building  very  satisfactory.  The 
numbers  are  557 ;  389  are  males,  and  168  females.  We  were 
present  at  the  dinner  in  the  Hall,  and  were  much  pleased  with 
the  quiet  and  order  that  prevailed.  The  food  provided  was  good 
and  sufficient.  The  bed-rooms,  dormitories,  and  day-rooms  were 
alike  in  good  order  and  free  from  smell,  and  the  health  of  the 
patients  is,  considering  their  class,  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 
There  has  been  no  epidemic  or  infectious  disorder  since  the  last 
visit.  In  the  various  workshops  we  saw  the  children  occupied  at 
their  trades,  and  a  few  were  pointed  out  to  us  as  beino'  likely, 
when  they  left  the  Asylum,  to  be  able  to  earn  their  own  living. 
The  number  of  patients  employed  differs  very  slightly  from  the 
numbers  given  in  the  last  entry,  whilst  in  the  various  modes  of 
employment  there  is  no  change ;  so  we  will  only  mention  that 
more  than  half  the  patients  here  are,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree, 
provided  with  some  means  of  usefully  occupying  their  time.  It 
is  right  here  to  mention  that  many  of  the  children  learning  trades 
only  work  half-time,  spending  the  other  time  in  school,  and  we 
notice  in  the  returns  that  4  boys  and  7  girls  have  advanced  suffi¬ 
ciently  in  their  education  as  to  be  made  schoolroom  monitors. 

From  the  inquiries  we  made  respecting  the  amusement  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  inmates,  we  learn  that  much  is  done  by  the  attend¬ 
ants  to  promote  the  happiness  of  the  children,  and  there  is  a  band 
of  minstrels  composed  entirely  of  the  attendants.  Though  we 
wish  to  give  due  praise  to  them  for  their  efforts  to  promote  the 
welfare  of  the  children,  we  much  regret  to  find  that  there  is  a 
great  and  constant  change  going  on  amongst  them  ;  13  have  been 
here  less  than  six  months,  20  more  less  than  a  year,  and  21  under 
two  years;  or,  in  other  words,  54  out  of  86  are  not  thoroughly 
experienced  in  their  duties.  This  constant  change  must  be  dis¬ 
advantageous  to  the  children,  and  we  desire  strongly  to  express 
our  opinion  that  one  of  the  grounds  of  the  nurses  leaving  the 
Asylum  is  the  lowness  of  the  wages  on  commencement,  viz,,  14/. 
only.  The  result  is,  that  as  soon  as  a  nurse  here  begins  to  know 
her  work  she  leaves,  and  readily  obtains  a  situation  in  one  of  the 
Asylums  in  the  neighbourhood  at  an  advance  in  wages.  We 
desire  to  bring  this  subject  to  the  earnest  consideration  of  the 
Committee. 

The  detached  hospital  is,  as  yet,  unfurnished,  but  we  under¬ 
stand  that  it  is  intended  to  furnish  it  for  use  as  the  general 
infirmary  of  the  Asylum,  to  be  vacated  and  used  in  its  primary 
object  should  infectious  disease  break  out.  This  idea  strikes  us 
as  judicious,  and  we  hope  it  will  soon  be  carried  out. 
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York  Lunatic  Hospital,  Bootham. 

10  March  and  2  September  1882. 

(March). — This  hospital,  which  we  have  this  day  inspected,  York  Hospital, 
is  still  undergoing  reconstruction  in  the  dormitories,  and  if  the 
part  not  yet  commenced  be  carried  on  in  a  similar  way  to  the 
part  already  completed,  the  appearance  of  the  rooms  will  be  much 
improved,  and,  what  is  of  still  greater  importance,  the  comfort  of 
the  patients  considerably  increased. 

We  had  a  few  insane  complaints  brought  to  our  notice,  and  one 
substantial  grievance,  that  the  Committee  do  not  on  every  occa¬ 
sion  of  their  visit  go  into  the  wards,  affording  to  all  patients 
opportunity  of  speaking  with  them.  The  power  of  discharge 
rests  with  them,  and  if  the  patients,  knowing  this,  do  not  on  all 
occasions  see  the  Committee,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  they 
consider  their  cases  do  not  receive  the  attention  they  deserve. 

In.  saying  this,  we  do  not  wish  for  one  moment  to  suggest  that 
any  patient  who  complained  to  us  on  this  head  was  at  all  fit  for 
trial  or  discharge,  but  it  is  undesirable  to  give  any  patient  cause 
for  complaint  which  can  easily  be  removed.  We  found  but  few 
patients  convalescing,  and  the  majority  seemed  to  us  to  be  cases 
affording  little  hope  of  change  for  the  better.  The  few  patients 
who  appeared  to  us  to  be  improving  are  entered  in  the  patients’ 
book.  The  behaviour  of  the  patients  was  most  orderly,  and  in 
neither  division  was  anv  noise  or  excitement  evinced.  The  wards 
were  clean  and  in  good  order.  Flowers  are  more  liberally  sup¬ 
plied  to  the  wards  than  heretofore,  owing  to  a  large  conservatory 
having  been  built  in  the  grounds. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  to  repeat  that  what  is  imperatively 
needed  to  make  this  institution  equal  to  others,  founded  for  simi¬ 
lar  classes  of  patients  in  other  parts  of  England,  may  be  thus 
summed  up,  the  removal  of  the  pauper  patients,  and  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  an  assistant  medical  officer.

The  Friends’  Retreat,  York. 

9  March  and  1  September  1882. 

(March).— -We  may  mention  that  three  new  greenhouses  have  York  Retreat, 
been  erected,  and  the  effect  is  shown  by  the  increased  number  of 
plants  in  the  wards.  We  were  shown  the  site  of  the  new  cricket 
ground  which  is  to  be  formed  where  the  kitchen  garden  at  the 
foot  of  the  slope  below  the  lodge  now  stands,  and  when  the  con¬ 
fusion  necessarily  arising  during  the  alterations  takes  place,  we 
think  it  would  be  a  good  time  to  build  a  pavilion  big  enough  for 
o.6 1.  Mm  "  both 
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Appendix  (I.)  both  players  and  spectators  on  the  ground.  The  behaviour  of 

YorkRetreat  patients  during  our  visit  was  most  orderly  ;  no  one  was  noisy 
01  e  tea  .  or  exc^e(j?  an4  the  general  health  was  good.  The  payments 

made  for  the  patients  are  much  the  same  as  have  been  reported 
in  various  previous  entries,  ranging  from  400  l.  per  annum  to  very 
trivial  sums.  Two  patients  indeed  are  . received  for  nothing,  but 
very  many  are  cared  for  here  for  10  s.  a  week,  whilst  the  average 
cost  is  32  s.  We,  therefore,  are  not  astonished  to  learn  that  there 
is  at  this  time  no  vacant  accommodation  in  this  institution,  sup¬ 
plying  as  it  does  excellent  care  and  treatment  for  insane  patients 
of  the  middle  classes  at  a  low  rate  ;  and  we  consider  that  praise 
is  due  to  Dr.  Baker  and  the  staff  in  general  for  the  condition  in 
which  we  find  the  patients  under  their  charge  at  the  York 
Retreat 

(September). — Some  of  the  dormitories  in  the  female  division 
are  too  full  of  beds.  In  rooms  which  ought  not  to  have  more 
than  four,  five  beds  are  placed ;  and  the  rooms  in  which  there 
are  two  beds  can  scarcely  afford  a  due  amount  of  cubic  space. 
There  is,  we  think,  considerable  danger  of  the  proper  limits  of 
numbers  being  overstepped. 

The  present  staff  of  attendants  includes  27  men  and  34  women. 
There  are  three  males  and  five  females  on  night  duty.  Both 
sexes  appeared  to  us  to  be  respectable  and  efficient  atten¬ 
dants. 
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State  Criminal  Asylum,  Broadmoor. 

14  and  15  July  1882. 

On  14th  and  15th  of  July  we,  the  undersigned  Commissioners  state  Criminal 
in  Lunacy,  inspected  this  Asylum,  and  saw  all  the  inmates  there  Asylum, 
confined.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Assault  on 
Orange,  was  laid  up  in  consequence  of  a  violent  assault  that  had  Dr*  °range’ 
been  made  upon  him  some  weeks  previously  bv  an  inmate 
(H.  J.  D.)  '  ' 

The  circumstances  connected  with  this  assault,  which  took 
place  on  the  6th  of  June,  were  as  follows  : — H.  J.  D.  had  pre¬ 
ferred  a  request  to  consult  Dr.  Orange  with  reference  to  a  letter 
which  he  stated  he  wished  to  write  to  a  brother  resident  abroad, 
and  while  Dr.  Orange  was  seated  in  a  chair,  and  was  engaged  in 
looking  over  some  papers  which  H.  J.  D.  had  asked  him  to  read, 

H.  J.  D.,  who  was  standing  by  his  side,  suddenly  and  without 
warning  dealt  him  a  blow  on  the  crown  of  the  head  with  a  stone 
slung  in  a  handkerchief.  Happily,  Dr.  Orange,  though  somewhat 
stunned,  was  able  to  hold  his  assailant  and  prevent  him  from  in¬ 
flicting  any  further  injury  until  he  was  secured  by  the  attendants. 

The  motive  which  prompted  this  act  appears  to  have  been  of  a 
character  precisely  similar  to  .that  which  instigated  the  assault 
upon  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  the  offence  for  which  H.  J.  D.  is 
in  confinement.  H.  J.  D.  states  that  more  than  a  year  ago  he 
had  made  up  his  mind  that  as  the  firing  of  a  pistol  not  loaded 
with  ball  at  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  had  not  proved  sufficient  to 
obtain  for  him  what  he  imagined  was  justice,  he  should  be  forced 
to  commit  some  still  more  serious  act,  and  he  came  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  nothing  less  than  an  act  of  murder  would  be  suffi¬ 
cient  to  deliver  him  from  the  conspiracy  of  which  he  insanely 
imagines  himself  the  victim.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  we  found 
Dr.  Orange  still  confined  to  his  room,  but  we  are  glad  to  say  he 
was  reported  to  be  making  satisfactory  progress  towards  recovery. 

H.  J.  D.  had  on  several  occasions  been  seen  by  members  of  our 
Board,  who  gave  his  case  much  consideration,  and  reported  that 
he  was,  in  their  opinion,  a  dangerous  lunatic,  requiring  careful 
supervision.  This  case  points  to  the  serious  responsibility  in¬ 
volved  in  relaxing  any  precautions  or  watchfulness  where  homi¬ 
cidal  propensities  have  been  strongly  developed. 
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Appendix  (K.)  In  Dr.  Orange’s  absence  Dr.  Nicolson,  the  able  Deputy  Super¬ 
intendent,  was  in  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  gave  us  every  assist- 
We  are  also  indebted  to  him  for  the  statistics  embodied

in  this  report.  The  general  condition  of  the  wards  and  dormi¬ 
tories  was  quite  satisfactory,  and  we  can  report  favourably  on  the 
dress  and  personal  cleanliness  of  the  patients,  which  reflect 
credit  on  those  in  charge.  Except  on  the  ground  of  illegal  de¬ 
tention  we  had  no  complaints  from  any  one,  and,  according  to  a 
return  given  to  us,  only  4  patients  are,  in  the  medical  officer’s 
opinion,  “apparently  sane,”  out  of  the  whole  number  512. 

The  number  of  beds  is  413  in  the  male,  and  150  in  the  female 
division,  and  at  the  date  of  our  visit  there  were  vacancies  for  28 
males  and  23  females. 

The  following  table  shows  the  changes  which  have  occurred  in 
the  number  of  the  patients  since  the  visit  of  the  Commissioners

The  deaths  above  mentioned  of  7  males  and  1  female  appear 
to  have  been  all  due  to  ordinary  causes ;  and  the  average  age  at 
death  was  50  years. 

A  post-mortem  examination  was  made  in  every  case  of  death, 
and  a  coroner’s  inquest  held  on  the  body. 

The  Asylum  has  been  entirely  free  from  epidemic  diseases,  and 
at  the  time  of  our  visit  the  health  of  the  inmates  was  very  fair. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  dietary,  which  is  on  a  liberal 
scale,  and  the  dinners  on  the  day  of  visit  here  neatly  and  properly 
served. 

The  general  arrangements  for  the  instruction  and  recreation  of 
and  recreations,  the  inmates  remain  as  reported  on  previous  occasions,  and  are  on 
a  very  liberal  scale.

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  that  there  has  been  a  gradual 
increase  in  the  amount  of  seclusion  which,  in  the  last  three  years, 
has  been  found  necessary. 

The  number  usefully  employed  of  each  sex  is  much  the  same  Occupations, 
as  last  year,  and  the  plan  of  giving  a  small  payment  continues  to 
work  well. 

Since  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners  there  have  been  no  No  escapes 
instances  of  escape,  and  no  serious  casualties  to  patients  of  any  casualties.8 

kind. 

The  only  casualties  reported  to  us  as  haying  occurred  to 
patients  in  struggles  with  attendants  are  so  trivial  as  to  need  no 

comment.  „  ,  . 

With  regard  to  structural  improvements,  a  brick  arch  has  been 

thrown  over  the  stokehole  in  No.  1  block,  male  division,  giving 
further  security  against  that  portion  of  the  building  taking 

fire. 

As  a  precautionary  measure  against  explosion,  the  gas  meters 
of  the  three  main  blocks  have  been  removed  from  the  interior  to 
the  outside  of  the  buildings. 

We  found  the  following  works  in  progress :  On  the  male  side 
very  considerable  alterations  were  being  made  in  No.  3  ward  of 
Block  4,  so  as  to  adapt  it  for  use  as  a  hospital  and  epileptic  ward. 

The  mode  of  ventilation  and  lighting  is  also  being  improved.

On  the  female  wing,  a  second  airing-court  is  being  added  to 
ISro.  2  Block,  which  contains  the  more  restless  patients.  This  is 
likely  to  prove  of  great  service.  It  will  be  taken  in  from  the 
adjoining  forest,  and  it  will  comprise  an  area  of  somewhat  over 
half  an  acre.  This,  with  the  court  at  present  in  use,  will  provide 
abundant  scope  for  the  exercise  and  recreation  of  the  50  patients 
which  this  block  is  capable  of  holding. 

Fire  hydrants  are  being  fixed  in  both  the  male  and  female 
divisions,  one  being  placed  in  each  ward  of  all  the  eigdit 
blocks. 

A  new  coal  yard  is  also  in  progress  ;  it  will,  when  finished,  be 
capable  of  holding  600  tons  of  coals  without  having  to  pile  them 
up  against  the  walls. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  medical  staff  for  some  years, 
but  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of  Dr.  Orange,  a  large  amount 
of  extra  work  was  thrown  upon  Dr.  Nicolson  and  Dr.  Isaac,  and 
arrangements  were  being  made  for  the  temporary  appointment 
of  a  supernumerary  assistant  medical  officer. 

We  find  that  40  male  attendants  out  of  a  total  number  of  66 
have  been  in  the  service  of  the  Asylum  above  10  years,  and  11 
females  above  five  years. 

The  more  frequent  changes  on  the  female  side  are  due  to  the 
fact  that  marriage  frequently  leads  to  the  retirement  of  women 
from  the  service. 
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Hospital  tor  Lunatic  Soldiers,  Netley. 

15  February  1882. 

On  the  3rd  instant  we,  the  undersigned  Commissioners  in 
Lunacy,  visited  the  division  of  the  Military  Hospital  at  Netley 
appropriated  to  lunatic  soldiers. 

We  found  it  in  very  good  order,  and  the  arrangements  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  the  lunatics  are,  in  most  particulars, 
quite  satisfactory.  There  are,  however,  some  few  matters  which 
we  desire  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  authorities.  Although 
there  were,  on  the  day  of  our  visit,  only  28  patients  resident, 
there  had  been,  at  one  and  the  same  time  during  the  past  year, 
as  many  as  70  lunatics  in  the  hospital.  The  dormitories  accom¬ 
modate,  and  are  quite  sufficient  for,  75  patients.  There  are, 
however,  but  two  day-rooms,  each  30  feet  by  15  feet,  and  afford¬ 
ing,  therefore,  together  only  900  superficial  feet  of  space,  which 
is  wholly  inadequate  for  70  lunatic  patients.  In  public  asylums 
our  Board  requires  a  provision  of  40  superficial  feet  per  patient, 
so  that  for  70  patients  2,800  feet  would  be  allowed,  being  three 
times  as  much  as  that  available  at  Netley.  The  galleries 
adjacent  to  the  day-rooms  cannot,  we  think,  be  utilized  to  relieve 
the  pressure ;  and  we  again  recommend,  very  earnestly,  the 
erection  of  an  additional  day-room  of  sufficient  size,  in  the 
position  indicated  by  our  Colleagues  last  year. 

The  practice  of  sending  patients  not  giving  much  hope  of  cure 
to  Grove  Hall,  Bow,  having  been  discontinued,  and  such  patients 
being  now  transferred,  instead,  to  a  County  or  Borough  Asylum, 
there  is,  we  learn,  a  longer  interval  between  the  recommendation 
of  transfer  and  the  actual  transfer  of  the  patient.  This  results 
from  the  necessity  of  bringing  the  patient  before  an  Invaliding 
Board  in  the  manner  usual  upon  discharge  from  the  service. 

We  refer  to  this  change  because  one  consequence  of  it  will 
probably  be  the  accumulation  in  the  Hospital  of  a  much  larger 
number  of  patients  at  one  time  than  formerly  happened,  thus 
rendering  still  more  necessary  the  provision  of  this  additional 
day-room. 

The  present  would  be  a  favourable  year  for  effecting  the 
improvement,  as  we  learn  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  interior 
painting  and  recolouring  of  the  walls,  so  that  there  would  be  but 
a  single  disturbance  of  the  patients.

We  hope  that  on  the  occasion  of  repainting,  & c.,  all  the  walls 
will  not  be  merely  whitewashed,  but  will  be  coloured  in  appro¬ 
priate  tints,  as  some  of  them  now  are,  thus  giving  a  more  cheer¬ 
ful  aspect  to  the  wards. 

We  would  also  suggest  that  some  more  durable  asphalte  than 
the  present  be  laid  on  the  terraces  and  in  the  shed  in  the  front 
grounds.

We  noticed  that  the  chamber  utensils  in  use  are  of  gutta¬ 
percha,  which  is  very  hard,  and  renders  the  utensil  a  possibly 
dangerous  weapon  of  offence.  Those  made  of  vulcanised  india- 
rubber  are  now  more  generally  used  in  lunatic  Asylums  as  being 
safer,  and  we  would  suggest  the  substitution  of  these  for  the 
former. 

The  airing -court  walks  have  been  re-gravelled,  and  other  minor 
matters,  noticed  in  our  Colleagues’  report  of  last  year,  have  been 
attended  to. 

We  are  informed  that  the  total  number  of  patients  received 
since  16th  February  1881,  the  date  of  our  Colleagues’  visit,  was 
208,  3  being  officers,  the  remainder  private  soldiers.  Of  the 
latter,  116  were  discharged  convalescent  to  the  care  of  friends, 
2  returned  to  duty,  1  was  sent  to  Grove  Hall  Asylum,  45  trans¬ 
ferred  to  County  and  Borough  Asylums,  and  41  to  their  unions 
or  parishes.  No  death  occurred.  Two  attempts  at  suicide  were 
made,  but  they  were  frustrated. 

No  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  used  since  the 
last  visit,  and  it  is  creditable  to  the  vigilance  of  the  staff  that  no 
serious  casualty  is  reported  to  us  as  having  occurred  among  the 
patients. 

The  care  of  lunatics  of  the  class  received  at  Netley  is  an 
anxious  and  responsible  duty,  and  we  trust  that  the  medical 
officer  in  charge  will  be  the  better  enabled  to  perform  it  by 
always  having  the  assistance  of  a  staff  of  orderlies  selected  from 
the  most  trustworthy  and  qualified  men,  and  retained  in  the 
discharge  of  their  special  duties  as  long  as  the  exigencies  of  the 
service  will  permit,  experience  in  dealing  with  lunatics  being  a 
matter  of  the  first  importance  We  are  glad  again  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  value  of  this  experience  as  exhibited  in  the 
person  of  Sergeant-Major  Gould,  who  continues  at  the  head  of 
the  orderly  staff. 
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Royal  Naval  Lunatic  Hospital,  Yarmouth, 


9  June  1882. 


On  24th  May  we  paid  the  annual  visit  of  inspection  to  this  Yarmouth 
Hospital,  and  are  glad  to  be  able  again  to  present  a  favourable  Hospital, 
report  of  its  condition  under  the  management  of  I)r.  Hilston, 
who  is  ably  assisted  by  Dr.  Brown  and  an  efficient  staff. 

On  the  occasion  of  our  visit  the  usual  spring  cleaning  was  in  General  state, 
progress,  and  naturally  led  to  some  confusion ;  but  making  proper 
allowance  for  this,  we  may  state  that  the  various  rooms  were 
very  clean  and  in  good  order,  affording  most  comfortable  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  different  classes  of  patients,  whose  comfort  and 
well-being  are,  indeed,  in  all  respects  most  sedulously  studied. 

The  diet  for  both  officers  and  men  is  on  a  very  liberal  scale  ;  Dietary, 
for  the  latter  it  is  in  excess  of  that  provided  in  county  Asylums ; 
and  the  dinners  we  saw  to-day  were  well-cooked  and  neatly 
served. 

The  patients  on  the  day  of  our  visit  were  42  officers  and  3  22  statistics, 
men,  making  a  total  of  164.  Since  our  Colleagues  inspected  the 
Hospital  on  9th  June  1881,  two  men  were  discharged  on  recovery ; 

3  officers  and  11  men  died,  and  10  officers  and  7  men  were  ad¬ 
mitted.  General  paralysis  of  the  insane  was  the  assigned  cause 
of  nine  of  the  14  deaths.  There  were,  we  are  informed,  on  the 
day  of  our  visit,  21  general  paralytics  in  the  Hospital,  10  epilep¬ 
tics,  and  24  suicidal  cases.  Several  patients  were  in  bed,  to  which 
they  had  been  long  confined,  but  again  we  can  report  that  the 
careful  nursing  of  the  infirmary  attendants  has  prevented  the 
formation  of  bedsores  in  every  case. 

No  mechanical  restraint  has  been  used  since  the  last  visit,  and  Restraint  and 
seclusion  has  been  resorted  to  only  in  the  case  of  an  officer  seclusion, 
recently  admitted  in  a  state  of  very  acute  mania,  which,  as  we 
saw,  had  not  wholly  abated  at  the  time  of  our  visit. 

Proper  provision  continues  to  be  made  for  the  occupation  and  Occupations, 
amusement  of  the  patients.  Seventy-five  are  engaged  in  some  amusements, 
form  of  useful  employment;  about  40  walk  beyond  the  hospital  and  exercise* 
orounds,  but  the  remainder  are  restricted  for  exercise  to  these, 
which,  however,  are  large.  It  may  be  possible,  as  it  would  be 
desirable,  to  increase  the  number  in  the  former  category,  though 
there  still  must  remain  a  large  proportion  unfit,  either  mentally 
or  physically,  for  the  more  extended  exercise. 
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We  learn  that  G8  patients  attend  Divine  Service.  The  various 
amusements  provided  have  been  more  than  once  described  in  our 
reports,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  say  more  than  that  they  continue 
to  be  numerous  and  varied. 

We  were  glad  to  learn  that  it  had  been  determined  to  put  up 
washing  machinery  in  the  laundry,  for  the  hand  labour  at  present 
available  is  not  sufficient  for  the  amount  of  washing  that  is 
required. 

The  staff  of  attendants  includes  29  persons,  as  many  as  21  of 
whom  have  been  five  years  or  more  in  the  service  of  the 
Hospital. 

That  this  Hospital  is  of  great  value  to  the  poorer  naval  officers 
who  may,  unfortunately,  become  afflicted  with  insanity,  there  can 
be  no  doubt,  nor  is  it  less  useful  to  the  men;  and  we  may  hope 
that,  as  occasion  requires,  its  benefits  may  be  extended  to  even 
larger  numbers  than  now  participate  in  them. 
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Royal  India  Asylum,  Ealing,. 

14  June  1882. 

We,  two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  have  this  day  in¬ 
spected  this  asylum,  and  find  the  male  patients  in  it  are  84,  and 
the  female  patients  20.  These  are  divided  into  two  classes  :  in 
the  first  class,  amongst  the  males,  are  27,  and  amongst  the  females  8. 
At  the  last  visit  paid  by  two  members  of  our  Board  on  15th 
November  1881,  there  were  exactly  the  same  number  of  patients, 
but  the  males  are  now  1  less,  and  the  females  1  more  than  they 
were  at  that  date. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  amongst  the  patients  since 
the  last  visit  are  as  follows:  2  ladies  and  1  gentleman  have  been 
admitted,  1  lady  has  left  on  recovery,  and  2  gentlemen  have  died 
from  natural  causes,  1  at  the  age  of  60,  and  the  other  70. 

Dr.  Christie  was  absent  attending  his  militia  training,  but  we 
were  accompanied  during  our  inspection  by  the  assistant  medical 
officer,  Dr.  Read,  who  gave  us  whatever  information  we  desired. 

The  demeanour  of  the  patients  was  satisfactory,  though  some  of 
the  gentlemen  wTere  rather  excited,  but  no  one  was  aggressive, 
„  and  the  excitement  was  evinced  only  by  loud  talking  and  shout¬ 
ing.  No  patient  was  absent  on  leave,  and  we  gave  each  patient 
seen  by  us  an  opportunity  of  stating  any  grievance.  One  gentle¬ 
man,  a  general  officer,  complained  of  his  being  obliged  to  be  in 
association  with  persons  in  an  inferior  position  to  his  own,  and 
especially  being  obliged  to  be  in  company  with  a  cashiered  officer. 
Though  we  were  able  to  understand  his  feelings  in  the  matter, 
we  could  not  hold  out  to  him  any  prospect  of  a  change,  as  we  do 
not  see  how,  under  existing  arrangements,  an  alteration  could  be 
made.  No  other  complaint  made  to  us  was  worthy  of  any 
notice. 

The  dinners  provided  for  all  classes  and  both  sexes  were  seen 
by  us.  They  were  good,  sufficient,  and  properly  served,  except 
that  the  malt  liquor  provided  at  that  meal  is  poured  out  before, 
instead  of  after  the  food  is  placed  on  the  table.  The  knives  used 
by  the  patients  have  been  altered  in  accordance  with  our  Col¬ 
leagues’  suggestions.  The  water-closets,  mentioned  by  them  in 
their  last  entry,  and  the  drains,  have  received  attention,  and 
portable  fire-engines,  as  they  advised,  have  been  procured. 
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The  ladies’  sitting  room  was  undergoing  cleaning  and  renova¬ 
tion,  so  that  all  the  women  were  to-day  collected  in  one  room. 

JSo  patients  were  in  bed,  and  their  health  appeared  to  be  good, 
6  males  and  1  female  only  being  under  medical  treatment. 

No  instance  of  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or  seclusion  is 
recorded. 

The  day  rooms  and  the  dormitories  were  in  good  order,  but 
the  officers’  smoking  room  and  the  second-class  male  bath-room 
require  renovation. 

No  complaint  of  ill-treatment  at  the  hands  of  attendants,  male 
or  female,  was  made  to  us;  but  we  were  not  pleased  at  seeing  the 
only  attendant  who  was  with  the  officers  when  we  first  went  into 
their  sitting  room  was  seated  there  without  his  coat.  This  ought 
never  to  be  permitted,  and,  if  it  has  been  the  custom,  we  hope  it 
will  be  at  once  discontinued. 

The  arrangements  for  the  exercise,  amusement,  and  occupation 
of  the  patients  in  no  way  differ  from  what  have  been  mentioned 
in  previous  entries.  Those  patients  whose  means  will  allow  are 
taken  for  change  to  the  seaside  every  year,  but  we  learn  that  very 
few  are  able  to  go  on  account  of  the  expense.

1.  Metropolitan  District  Asylum,  Leavesden. 

^  17  June  1882. 

Yesterday  and  this  day  we,  two  Commissioners  in  Lunacy, 
have  made  the  annual  inspection  of  this  asylum.  We  will  begin 
our  report  by  stating  which  of  the  recommendations  made  by  our 
Colleagues  at  their  visit  on  the  last  12th  of  November  have  been 
carried  into  effect,  and  will  then  mention  what  we  consider  ad¬ 
visable  to  be  done  to  promote  the  comfort  of  the  patients  or  the 
usefulness  of  the  Institution. 

1.  The  escape  of  patients  in  the  way  noticed  at  the  last  visit 
has  been  prevented,  or  rendered  more  difficult  by  placing  bars 
in  the  middle  of  the  windows. 

2.  The  tea  has  been  improved,  and  there  were  no  complaints 
to  us  on  this  subject. 

3.  The  general  bath  rooms  are  approaching  completion  in  both 
divisions,  and  are  already  in  use  on  the  female  side. 

^  4.  Portable  baths  have  been  supplied  for  the  sick  and  bed¬ 
ridden. 

5.  Half  of  No.  3,  a  female  dormitory,  is  to  be  given  up  to 
epileptics,  and  so  will  be  found  relief  for  the  overcrowding. 

6.  The  doors  for  escape,  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  tire, 
remain  screwed  up.  We  think  that  they  are  now  in  such  a  state 
that  even  if  the  screws  were  drawn  it  would  be  very  difficult  to 
open  them.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  reason  why  a  key 
should  not  be  kept  shut  in  a  glass  box  by  each  door,  when  the 
glass  could  be  broken  in  case  of  need. 

7.  The  means  of  inspection  of  the  single  rooms  occupied  by 
epileptics  at  night  is  not  satisfactory,  and  no  change  has  been 
made  in  this  respect  since  the  last  visit. 

8.  All  the  new  mattrasses  for  the  epileptic  beds  have  been 
widened. 

9.  There  has  been  additional  machinery  placed  in  the  laundry, 
and  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  ventilation  of  the  drains,  and 
we  only  smelt  offensive  smells  in  No.  11  female  ward,  first  floor, 
where  a  sink  was  unpleasant. 

Some  other  matters,  we  think,  calling  for  notice,  are  :• — 

1.  A  male  infirmary  airing-court  is  too  small  for  the  number 
of  patients  in  it ;  and  No.  11  female  airing-court  is  very  rough, 
and  must  be  dangerous  for  the  epileptics. 

2.  The  furniture  on  the  male  side  was  not  particularly  good, 
and  the  cushions  in  No.  6  male  epileptic  ward  require  renewal; 
many  of  the  counterpanes  on  the  beds  on  the  same  side  ought  to 
be  condemned ;  and  throughout  the  house  we  found  the  under 
blanket  was  placed  under  instead  of  over  the  waterproof  sheet. 

3.  In 
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3.  In  No.  6  ward,  male  side,  are  collected  160  patients,  all  Appendix  (P.) 
epileptics,  under  the  care  by  day  of  four  men  and  one  woman.  Tapsl 

W  e  advise  that  an  additional  attendant  be  engaged  for  service  District 
in  this  ward.  Asylum. 

4.  We  saw  the  dinner  provided  on  both  days  of  our  visit.  Attendants. 
The  meat  on  the  first  day  was  coarse,  and  not  well  carved,  but  Diet. 

not  unfit  for  food.  On  the  second  day  the  Australian  meat  pro¬ 
vided  was  left  by  large  numbers  of  patients,  and  by  many,  who, 
it  was  impossible  to  think,  could  have  had  any  idea  that  we  should 
have  seen  what  they  had  rejected. 

5.  The  means  of  extinguishing  an  outbreak  of  fire  will  not  be  Precautions 
complete,  in  our  opinion,  until  there  be  telegraphic  or  telephonic  aaaiQst 
communication  throughout  the  building  and  a  fire-alarm  signal. 

The  hose  should  be  kept  attached  to  the  hydrants  in  all  cases, 
and  not,  as  now,  sometimes  attached,  sometimes  not.  We  do  not 
see  why  in  the  female  infirmaries  the  hose  should  be  kept  under 
glass,  but  in  no  other  ward  on  either  side,  and  we  recommend 
that  the  glass  be  removed. 

6.  The  shoemakers’  shop  was  close,  and  no  means  of  opening  Employment, 
the  skylight  exists.  Some  ventilation  in  the  roof  should  be  pro¬ 
vided.  The  carpenters’  shop  is  too  small,  and  inadequate  to  the 

wants  of  the  Asylum ;  it  is,  therefore,  needless  to  say  that  in  it 
but  very  few  patients  find  occupation. 

7.  The  laundry-maids’  dormitory  is  divided  into  little  cubicles ;  Laundry- 
it  has  a  wooden  roof,  and  is,  as  we  learn,  very  hot  in  summer  and  ™ald?’ 
bitterlv  cold  in  winter.  One  of  the  cubicles  has  no  window ; 

they  are  all  too  small,  and  we  think  that  the  laundry-maids  require 
improved  sleeping  accommodation. 

8.  There  is  an  infectious  hospital,  but  a  great  drawback  to  it  infectious 
is  that  the  only  means  of  reaching  it  is  through  the  lodge,  and  hospital, 
then  back  up  the  road  for  some  distance.  We  are  strongly  of 
opinion  that  a  door  should  be  made  opposite  to  the  entrance  of 

the  infectious  hospital,  which  might,  if  thought  right,  have  a 
special  lock  with  only  one  key,  which  should  be  used  only  by  the 
Medical  Superintendent. 

9.  The  means  of  amusement  are  not  too  varied,  and  we  think  Amusements, 
that  in  every  male  airing-court  except  the  infirmary,  skittles 

should  be  set  up. 

10.  Tell-tale  clocks,  as  a  means  of  testing  the  wakefulness  of  Tell-tale  clocks 
the  attendants  sitting  up  at  night,  should  be  placed  in  all  dormi¬ 
tories  not  as  yet  provided  with  them. 

11.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  induce  the  guardians  to  visitation  by 
visit  the  patients  under  treatment  here  at  sufficiently  frequent  guardians, 
intervals,  but  not  in  large  numbers. 

On  this  subject  we  received  from  many  of  the  patients  com-  Authority  for 
plaints.  The  other  complaints  we  received  were  principally  the  detention, 
reiterated  one,  which  we  find  so  difficult  to  answer,  viz.,  undue 
and  illegal  detention.  This  subject  has  been  so  frequently  men¬ 
tioned  that  we  feel  it  not  necessary  to  say  more  on  the  matter  in 
this  report  beyond  stating  the  fact  that  the  grievance  exists,  and 
without  at  present  much  prospect  of  remedy. 

o.6 1.  Some 
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Appendix  (P.)  to  Thirty -seventh  Report 

Some  of  the  more  intelligent  patients  also  complained  that  they 
had  no  places  in  which  to  put  any  little  articles  they  were  given. 
We  do  not  know  whether  a  few  boxes  might  not  be  placed  in  the 
store  rooms  for  the  use  of  patients  of  this  class.  There  are  not 
in  each  ward  a  very  large  number  of  patients  who  would  or  could 
avail  themselves  of  this. 

The  wards  and  dormitories  were  clean  and  in  good  order,  but 
one  woman  on  the  second  day  of  our  visit  complained  to  us  that 
she  had  been  “  hunted  up  at  six  o’clock  and  not  allowed  to  wash,” 
so  as  to  get  the  dormitories  and  lavatories  into  a  satisfactory 
state  before  our  arrival.  We  could  not  satisfy  ourselves  as  to  the 
truth  of  this  charge,  but  though  very  likely  something  may  have 
been  done  in  anticipation  of  our  inspection,  it  is  fair,  however, 
to  the  attendants  to  say  that  we  were  pleased  with  the  cleanliness 
of  the  rooms  yesterday,  when  our  visit  was  unexpected. 

The  general  behaviour  of  the  patients  was  quiet  and  orderly, 
and  their  dress  was  on  the  whole  in  a  state  creditable  to  the 
attendants.  The  health  of  both  sexes  was  good;  11  men  and 
8  women  were  in  bed,  whilst  77  men  and  90  women  were  last 
week  registered  under  medical  treatment.  The  epileptics  number 
190  in  the  male  and  228  in  the  female  division,  and  the  general 
paralytics  are  respectively  13  and  7. 

Thirty  men  and  47  women  have  died  since  the  last  visit  from 
causes  ordinary  in  Asylums,  but  we  regret  to  have  to  add  that  the 
assigned  cause  has  been  only  verified  by  post-mortem  examination 
in  15  out  of  the  77  instances. 

One  boy  was  wearing  locked  gloves  to  prevent  self-injury,  and 
restraint  has  been  also  employed  in  a  few  instances  by  tying 
patients  loosely  in  their  chairs  to  prevent  them  from  falling. 
Nineteen  men  and  6  women  have  been  secluded  on  93  and  59 
occasions,  and  for  a  total  duration  of  993  and  587  hours.  These 
patients  so  treated  were  either  epileptics  or  general  paralytics. 

We  have  not  much  change  to  notice  in  the  amusements,  atten¬ 
dance  at  Divine  Service,  or  occupation  of  the  patients,  either  as 
respects  the  nature  of  the  amusement  and  occupation,  or  the 
numbers  so  engaged.

This  Metropolitan  Asylum  has  to-day  in  its  wards  2,019  caterham 
patients.  They  consist  of  926  males  and  1,092  females ;  and  they  District 
include  480  epileptics  and  55  general  paralytics.  Asylum* 

In  the  infirmaries  proper,  and  female  supplemental  infirmary  statistics, 
are  534  of  both  sexes. 

Dr.  Stanley  Elliot  continues  to  be  the  Superintendent.  His  Medical  staff., 
medical  assistants  have  changed ;  they  are  now  Drs.  Campbell 
and  Thomas.  The  medical  staff' is,  we  believe,  zealous  and  active 
in  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  and  the  asylum  is  itself  excellent 
evidence  of  that  fact. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  is  as  good  as  the  advanced  Health  of 
age  and  constitutional  infirmity  of  many  of  them  led  us  to  expect ;  patients. 

267  inmates  were  registered  last  week  as  being  under  medical 
treatment,  or  having  sick  and  medical  extras ;  yesterday  we  found 
20  in  bed  on  the  male  side,  30  in  the  female  department.  Since 
our  Colleagues’  visit  11  months  ago,  there  has  not  been  in  the 
asylum  any  epidemic,  nor  has  any  contagious  or  infectious  dis¬ 
order  found  its  way  into  the  wards. 

The  mortality  has  been  about  6*60  per  cent,  per  annum,  Mortality, 
calculated  upon  the  average  daily  number  of  patients  in  residence. 

This  low  rate  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  mildness  of  last 
winter,  also  by  some  reduction  in  the  total  number  of  admitted 
infirmary  cases.  A  check  has  properly  been  put  upon  their 
admission,  in  order  to  keep  the  infirm  in  proper  proportion  to  the 
other  patients. 

As  to  the  apparent  mental  condition  of  all  detained  in  the  Mental 
wards  it  is  such  that  we  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  order  condition  of 
the  transfer  elsewhere  of  any  as  being  dangerous  or  as  promising  1611 
hope  of  recovery  by  suitable  treatment.  The  Chairman  and 
Medical  Superintendent,  each  in  his  last  annual  report,  commented 
upon  the  admission  of  many  suffering  rather  from  senility  than 
insanity,  and  the  evidence  upon  which  many  are  sent  hither  as  Authority  for 
being  chronic  and  harmless  lunatics  or  imbeciles,  certainly  appears  detention, 
to  us  to  be  very  unsatisfactory.  However,  it  is  not  our  office, 
nor  would  it  be  practicable,  for  Commissioners  during  a  statutory 
inspection  to  eliminate  the  sane  patients,  if  any,  and  doubtless 
some  of  the  aged  and  infirm  cases  could  not  now  be  removed 
without  considerable  risk  of  accelerating  death.  It  appears  very 
desirable  that  the  Committee  should,  with  assistance  from  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  ascertain  from  time  to  time  whether 
there  are  not  in  the  Asylum  patients  whom  they  could  pioperly 
send  to  ordinary  workhouses,  and  that  the  Committee  snould 
then  send  such  persons  thither. 

All  the  patients,  we  are  glad  to  report,  receive  kind  treatment;  Dietary, 
their  dietary  is  good.  Yesterday’s  dinner,  which  we  saw,  was 
bacon  and  cabbage,  very  popular  with  the  patients,  and  sub¬ 
stituted,  we  understand,  for  soup,  the  usual  dinner  of  that  day, 

and  which  is  less  popular.  We  also  tasted  provisions  in  the  stores  ; 

6.  the 
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the  bread,  cheese,  butter,  &c.,  were  good,  but  the  tea  was  very 
inferior,  and  the  price,  1  s.  2j \  d.,  too  low,  we  believe,  for  reason¬ 
ably  good  quality. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is,  perhaps,  sufficient,  though  in  no 
ward  could  any  attendant  be  safely  withdrawn. 

The  epileptics  of  each  sex  remain  under  special  night  super¬ 
vision,  but  it  must  be  a  difficult  task  for  the  one  attendant  in 
each  dormitorv  to  overlook  his  or  her  80  cases.  Two  deaths  from 
suffocation  in  epileptic  fits  during  the  night  have  been  the  only 
deaths  attributable  to  other  than  ordinary  causes.  These  occurred 
when  no  tell-tale  clocks  had  been  provided  in  the  dormitories 
where  the  epileptics  sleep.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that 
this  defect  has  since  been  rectified.  Two  thousand  and  eighteen 
patients,  of  whom  180  have  fits  more  or  less  frequently,  and  210 
wet  and  soil  their  beds,  cannot  be  properly  treated  without  a 
good  staff  of  attendants,  closely  supervised. 

Three  accidental  fractures  have  been  the  only  serious  casualties 
since  our  Colleagues  were  here,  and  all  three  patients  recovered 
from  those  injuries. 

The  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  59 ;  the  deaths 
having  been  126.  We  consider  this  proportion  of  autopsies  too 
few. 

No  mechanical  restraint  appears  to  have  been  resorted  to;  1 
patient  (a  man)  has  been  secluded ;  he  twice  only. 

On  the  patients’  clothing  we  must  remark  that  the  women’s  was 
clean,  but  in  numerous  cases  not  sufficiently  warm  for  winter, 
especially  as  regards  the  covering  for  chest  and  arms.  More 
tidiness  is  desirable  in  the  men’s  clothing.  As  many  as  20  strong 
dresses  were  in  use  in  the  male  division.  We  hope  it  will  be 
found  practicable  greatly  to  reduce  this  number. 

It  was  several  degrees  above  freezing  out  of  doors  when  we 
were  in  the  wards,  yet  their  temperature  was  too  low  even  where 
all  the  fires  were  burning  ;  artificial  means  of  heating  are  certainly 
much  needed  in  the  infirmary  blocks,  in  the  female  supplemental 
infirmary  ward,  and  in  the  general  bath-rooms.  We  tested  the 
temperature  ;  it  varied  from  49°  to  54°  in  the  infirmaries,  and  one 
hour  after  bathing  had  commenced  the  thermometer  in  one  bath¬ 
room  registered  44°,  in  the  other  48°  only. 

In  other  respects  the  wards  were  comfortable;  they  were  in 
excellent  order,  clean,  and  properly  ventilated.  We  recommend, 
however,  that  the  soil  pipes  of  all  water-closets  in  the  asylum 
should  be  ventilated,  by  carrying  them  above  the  roofs  of  the 
building.  In  five  only  of  the  13  blocks  has  this  work  yet  been 
done. 

A  few  single  rooms  are  urgently  required  in  the  epileptic 
blocks,  and  in  those  blocks  which  have  been  of  necessity  appro¬ 
priated  for  supplemental  infirmaries.  Water-closets  there,  in 
projections  or  spurs  (as  in  male  ward  F.)  should  be  provided,  and 
those  now  in  use  should  be  converted  into  single  rooms.  The 
inconvenience  of  removal  in  the  night  of  a  sick  or  epileptic 
patient  to  a  single  room  in  another  block,  whenever  the  necessity 
arises,  must  be  great,  and  not  unattended  with  risk. 
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draw  the  attention  of  the  Asylum  Committee  are,  the  present  in-  - 

sufficient  supply  of  backed  seats  in  several  wards,  the  paucity  of  District111 
looking  glasses  in  some  lavatories,  the  want  of  a  second  bagatelle  Asylum, 
board  in  each  ordinary  male  block,  and  the  scanty  provision  of  Minor 
daily  newspapers,  only  two,  we  understand,  for  the  whole  male  improvements 
division,  926  men.  We  must  also  mention  how  desirable  are  re(lulI'ed- 
receiving  rooms  for  dirty  clothes  in  connection  with  each  side  of 
an  asylum  washhouse ;  at  present  these  clothes  are  here  received 
in  the  laundry  itself.  To  the  Medical  Superintendent  we  would 
address  one  word  of  caution  as  to  certain  articles  of  furniture  in 
the  wards,  which  we  recommend  to  be  reduced  in  number  ;  we 
refer  to  the  chairs  with  bars  in  front.  These  are,  doubtless,  use¬ 
ful  in  some  cases,  but  they  may  easily  be  abused,  and  be  im¬ 
properly  converted  into  instruments  of  restraint. 

The  bedding  which  we  examined  was  in  creditable  condition,  Bedding, 
but  its  arrangement  should  always  provide  an  under  blanket,  and 
wThere  a  waterproof  sheet  is  used,  an  old  blanket  between  that 
and  the  linen  sheet. 

The  attendance  at  divine  service  is  very  small,  only  173  in  the  Bivine  Service, 
morning  and  214  in  the  evening  last  Sunday,  and  the  two  con¬ 
gregations  included  many  who  were  present  at  both  services. 

Daily  prayers  too  are  attended  by  less  than  100  of  both  sexes. 

Associated  entertainments  appear  to  be  weekly,  and  sufficiently  Amusements 
varied.  Country  walks  are  given  twice  a  week,  but  only  70  men  an  exerclSe* 
and  80  women,  or  thereabouts,  are  taken  out.  The  boundary  walk 
of  the  estate  is  not  yet  completed ;  and  comparatively  very  few 
patients  use  it.  W e  strongly  recommend  more  exercise  out  of  doors 
and  beyond  the  courts  for  a  larger  proportion  of  the  patients.^ 

The  admissions  since  the  3rd  December  1881  (the  date  of  our  Statistics, 
Colleagues’  visit)  have  been  163 ;  the  discharged  patients  have 
been  46,  of  whom  15  are  entered  as  having  recovered.  At  pre¬ 
sent  there  are  19  vacant  beds  in  the  male,  15  in  the  female  division. 

The  chief  improvements  lately  effected  in  the  asylum  have  been  Improvements, 
the  further  substitution  of  cement  for  wood,  floors  in  water-closets, 
slop-rooms,  and  urinals ;  the  artificial  heating  of  the  church ;  and 
some  addition  to  the  furniture  and  fittings  of  the  asylum.  To  the 
means  of  amusement  of  the  patients  have  been  added  another 
piano,  a  “  cabinetto,”  and  a  musical  box. 

The  case-book  entries  are  meagre,  and  greatly  in  arrear.  We  Ca8e.bookSt 
trust  that  these  books  will  receive  due  attention  from  the  present 
assistant  medical  officers. 

The  weekly  cost  per  head  during  the  year  1882  for  each  Weekjy  C0aC. 
patient,  including  all  the  establishment  expenses,  except  ordinary 
repairs,  has,  we  are  informed,  been  10  s.  3  d,  or  thereabouts. 

Including  the  repairs,  the  cost  would  be  about  10  5.  6  d.  The 
statement  of  weekly  cost  in  the  Report  of  our  Colleagues  who 
visited  in  1881  differs  much  from  the  foregoing^and  it  appears  to 
have  been  founded  upon  information  which  omitted  some  of  the 
items  supplied  to  us,  and  proper  to  be  taken  into  account. 
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17  August  1882. 

On  the  10th  ultimo,  we,  the  undersigned  Commissioners 
in  Lunacy,  visited  and  inspected  the  Metropolitan  District 
Asylum  at  Darenth,  both  the  Schools  for  Idiot  Children^  and  the 
Department  for  Adults,  and  we  beg  to  present  the  following 
report : — 

In  the  Adult  Asylum,  which  we  first  inspected,  we  found, 
according  to  the  returns  furnished  to  us,  121  males  and  262 
females  ;  the  males  being  lodged  in  two  wards,  A  and  B,  which, 
respectively,  are  in  charge  of  four  and  three  attendants  ;  and 
the  women  in  four  wards,  lettered  G,  H,  I,  and  the  first  two 
having  five,  and  the  last  two  three,  attendants  each  for  day- 
duty. 

There  is  one  night-watch  for  the  two  male  wards;  on  the 
female  side,  Ward  Gr,  in  which  most  of  the  patients  are  epileptic, 
and  Ward  H,  in  which  the  patients  are  infirm,  have  each  a  night 
nurse,  whose  duties  are  confined  to  the  ward  ;  and  there  fs  a 
third  night  nurse  for  I  and  J. 

The  supervision  appears  to  us  to  be  adequate,  and  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  patients,  as  regards  personal  cleanliness  and  neatness 
of  dress,  was  satisfactory. 

The  wards,  too,  were  in  good  order  and  comfortable.  It  is, 
we  think,  unfortunate  that  wooden,  and  not  stone,  staircases  were 
provided  in  the  various  blocks,  the  latter  being  so  much  safer 
in  case  of  fire.  There  is,  too,  but  one  staircase  to  each  block. 
Internal  hydrants  are,  however,  available  for  such  an  emergency, 
but  we  are  led  to  suppose  that  these,  and  the  lengths  of  hose 
attached  to  them,  are  not  tested  so  frequently  as  is  desirable. 

In  Ward  Gr,an  open  gallery  or  lobby  leads  to  the  water-closets, 
and  this  must,  in  winter,  be  very  cold.  We  see  no  reason  why 
cross  ventilation,  sufficient  to  keep  sewer  gas  and  bad  smells 
from  the  ward,  may  not  be  preserved,  and  yet  the  lobby  be 
enclosed.  The  mode  of  construction,  to  which  we  object,  is 
found  elsewhere,  also,  in  the  asylum. 

#  In  the  long  connecting  corridor  heating  coils  are  .not  yet  suffi¬ 
ciently  numerous  thoroughly  to  warm  it.  Some  more  should  be 
introduced. 

In  the  general  bath-room  on  the  female  side  we  found  neither 
bathing  rules  nor  a  thermometer  to  test  the  heat  of  the  water. 
Both  should  be  furnished.  There  are  14  baths  in  this  room,  but 
the  dressing-room  is  very  small  for  the  number  who  can  be 
bathed  at  the  same  time. 

For  each  division  an  infirmary  block  has  been  erected,  and  is 
nearly  finished.  Each  will  accommodate  90  patients,  30  on  each 
of  three  floors.  The  rooms  will  be  warmed  by  hot-water  pipes, 
which,  we  think,  should  be  protected,  though  not  so  as  to  prevent 
the  sufficient  radiation  of  heat,  as  seems  to  have  been  done  in 
the  schools.  These  blocks  have  a  staircase  at  each  end. 

On 
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On  the  day  of  our  visit  we  saw  a  very  good  dinner  of  roast 
beef,  potatoes,  and  rice,  with  half-a-pint  of  porter  for  each  person, 
served  to  the  adult  imbeciles.  No  complaint  of  the  diet  was 
made  to  us. 

Between  the  date  of  the  previous  visit,  in  December  1881,  and 
the  10th  July,  82  males  and  102  females  were  admitted  into  the 
Adult  Asylum,  8  females  and  60  males  being  transfers  from  the 
Schools;  5  patients  were  discharged  to  the  care  of  friends,  and  3 
males  and  13  women  died.  We  have  examined  into  the  causes 
of  the  deaths,  but  find  nothing  calling  for  special  notice. 

Of  the  inmates  transferred  from  the  schools,  only  20,  we  find, 
were  employed  in  trades  at  the  date  of  our  visit.  Ten  of  these 
worked  in  the  shoemakers’  shop,  8  with  the  tailors,  and  2  with 
the  carpenters. 

One  of  the  arguments  used  in  support  of  the  proposal  to  com¬ 
bine  an  adult  asylum  with  the  schools  was,  if  we  mistake  not, 
that  the  industrial  training  of  the  imbeciles  might  be  continued. 
We  fear,  however,  that  this  laudable  object  is  not  as  yet  very 
fully  attained. 

We  think  there  is  much  room  for  improvement  in  the  matter 
of  useful  employment  generally.  It  is  capable  of  extension, 
especially  in  the  direction  of  work  on  the  land,  which  should 
afford  profitable  occupation  to  many  men  who  now  are  idle. 
More  employment  for  the  women,  also,  should  be  devised. 

We  understand  that  parties  of  patients  are  frequently  taken 
out  for  exercise  beyond  the  airing  grounds.  A  good  walk  inside 
the  boundary  of  the  estate  would  facilitate  this,  and  the  formation 
of  such  a  path  would  afford  valuable  occupation. 

We  did  not  learn  that  any  immediate  extension  of  the  asylum, 
beyond  the  infirmary  blocks  now  in  progress,  was  in  contempla 
tion.  The  pressing  demand  for  accommodation  for  the  insane 
which  exists  in  the  Metropolitan  District  would  seem  to  render 
it  desirable  that  other  blocks  should  be  speedily  erected. 

The  schools,  which  continue  under  the  management  of  Dr. 
Fletcher  Beach,  contained  at  our  visit  498  idiots  of  various  ages, 
293  being  malqs  and  205  females.  Since  the  visit  of  December 
last,  78  males  and  24  females  had  been  admitted,  and  besides 
those  transferred  to  the  Adult  Asylum,  two  boys  had  been  dis¬ 
charged  (i  recovered,’’  and  5  boys  and  6  girls  were  discharged  at 
the  request  of  Boards  of  Guardians.  In  the  same  interval  22 
patients  died.  Bronchitis  was  the  cause  of  half  these  deaths ; 
and  this  points,  probably,  to  a  w’inter  temperature  in  the  wards 
too  low  for  the  numerous  feeble  and  sickly  children  who  are 
placed  in  them.  M  ith  every  care,  and  we  had  evidence  that 
much  is  bestowed,  it  must  be  difficult  to  keep  alive  many  of  the 
weakly  children  sent  to  this  institution. 

In  this  connection  we  were  glad  to  find  that  on  the  male  side 
one  of  the  “  helpless  ”  blocks  had  been  converted  into  an  addi¬ 
tional  infirmary.  By  this  means  overcrowding  in  the  infirmary 
proper  was  relieved.  A.  similar  arrangement  will  be  made  on 
the  female  side.  An  epidemic  of  whooping-cough  had  appealed 
among  the  children,  and  four  cases  remained,  being  isolated  in 
the  infectious  infirmary. 
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We  were  satisfied  with  the  care  and  attention  bestowed  on  the 
patients,  and  with  their  personal  condition. 

The  classes  were  at  work  in  the  schools,  and  we  were  pleased 
with  the  progress  made  by  some  of  the  more  intelligent  pupils. 
However,  the  expectation  of  valuable  results  of  training  must 
not  be  pitched  too  high,  for  the  intellectual  deficiency  from  which 
they  suffer  cannot  be  made  good  beyond  narrow  limits. 

We  learn  that  the  workshops  contain  27  patients  who  learn 
shoemaking,  and  25  who  work  at  tailoring,  and  one  boy  who 
works,  as  a  carpenter.  A  considerable  part  of  the  household 
work  is  done  by  35  girls,  who  have  been  trained  in  the  schools, 
but  it  is  found  necessary  to  supplement  their  labour  by  that  of 
six  paid  scrubbers. 

W e  found  the  wards  clean  and  sweet,  and  their  aspect  brightened 
by  flowers  and  plants;  and,  in  some  of  the  better  wards,  by 
cages  of  birds.  The  beds,  too,  are  well  attended  to,  and  clean. 
In  some  wards  the  paint  is  much  worn,  and  should  be  renewed. 

The  precautions  against  fire  are  not,  we  think,  sufficient,  and 
we  recommend  a  careful  examination  of  this  subject. 

The  amusement  of  the  children  is  not  lost  sight  of,  and  we  are 
pleased  to  mention  that  a  carriage,  capable  of  holding  12  children, 
has  been  provided,  with  the  object  of  affording  the  helpless  cases 
some  change  from  the  monotony  of  the  wards,  and  giving  them 
fresh  air,. by  taking  them  for  drives  daily  round  the  grounds. 

The  airing- courts  adjoining  the  wards  for  helpless  patients 
were  being  laid  out.  Walks  will  be  made,  and,  when  planted, 
the  courts  will  be  found  very  useful. 

Miss  Hoatson  is  the  head  schoolmistress.  She,  and  her 
assistants,  seem  to  take  a  warm  interest  in  their  work.  The  staff 
of  attendants  is,  we  think,  adequate,  and  the  nurses  appeared  to 
be  kind  to  their  charges.  In  conclusion,  we  may  say  that  these 
schools  are  well  managed  and  are  doing  good  work.

We  have  14  patients  who  almost  invariably 
turn  on  their  faces  at  the  commencement  of  a  fit.  There  is  also 
no  doubt  that  the  constant  watching  at  night  prevents  many 
attempts  at  suicide,” 

From  Dr.  G .  J.  Hear der,  Carmarthen  Asylum. 

“  The  system  of  continuous  night  supervision  is  most  valuable 
in  preventing  injury  during  epileptic  attacks,,  while  with  certain 
suicidal  cases  it  is  absolutely  essential  for  the  safety  of  the 
patient.  The  amount  of  anxiety  that  it  removes  from  the  minds 
of  the  officials  is  also  a  matter  that  should  not  be  overlooked.”

I  highly  approve  of  the  special  supervision  by  night  of  the 
suicidal  and  epileptic.

a  fit  have  occurred  ;  previously  in  the  history  of  the  asylum 
several  are  recorded ;  as  many  as  two  males  died  from  this  cause 
in  one  year.

“  As  regards  suicidal  : 

u  The  increased  safety  to  the  life  of  those  with  suicidal 
tendencies  cannot  be  estimated,  but  must  be  immense,  as 
it  is  unquestionable  that  the  tendency  to  suicide  is  most 
intense  during  the  night  portion  of  the  24  hours.” 

From  Dr.  L<  F .  Cox,  Denbigh  Asylum. 

“  My  opinion  is  that  the  system  of  continuous  night  observation 
has  been  of  great  utility  in  preventing  deaths  from  suffocation 
and  protecting  patients  from  injury  during  their  attacks  of 
epilepsy.  The  knowledge,  moreover,  that  a  trusty  nurse  or 
attendant  is  constantly  watching  over  them  during  sleep,  appears 
to  be  a  source  of  considerable  comfort  to  those  who  are  harassed 
by  groundless  fears,  or  who  wake  from  troubled  dreams,  more 
especially  in  the  case  of  such  patients  as  are  able  fully  to  realize 
that  they  are  sleeping,  it  may  be  for  the  first  time,  in  a  lunatic 
asylum.” 

From  Dr.  J.  M.  Lindsay,  Derby  Asylum. 

“  Since  the  system  of  continuous  observation  has  been  adopted 
in  this  asylum,  extending  over  a  period  of  nine  years,  no  death 
from  epileptic  suffocation  or  suicide  has  occurred  in  No.  3  Ward, 
where  that  system  has  been  in  operation.  It  has  been  a  great 
relief  to  the  anxiety  of  the  Medical  Officers,  and  is  doubtless 
calculated  to  prevent  deaths  from  suffocation  during  epilepsy,  to 
protect  patients  from  injury  during  their  fits,  and  to  prevent 
suicide. 

“  In  the  Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Reports  of  this 
asylum  for  1874  and  1876,  reference  is  made  to  this  subject.”

“  I  believe  continuous  observation  to  be  most  valuable,  and  that 
it  has  been  the  means  of  saving  many  lives  in  this  asylum.  For, 
whereas,  during  the  11  years  previous  to  opening  the  observation 
Ward  in  1869,  17  patients  died  from  epileptic  suffocation  and 
from  suicide,  since  that  period  only  9  have  so  died,  and  this

“  From  the  experience  in  this  asylum,  there  is  little  doubt  but 
that,  since  the  special  precautions  have  been  taken,  possible 
deaths  from  suffocation  during  epileptic  fits  have  been  prevented ; 
while  with  regard  to  suicides  it  is  a  great  safeguard,  and  a  great 
relief  to  the  minds  of  those  responsible  for  their  care  that  con¬ 
tinuous  supervision,  at  night  as  well  as  day,  can  be  insured.”

<k  I  regard  the  system  of  continuous  observation  to  be  a  great 
protection  to  the  patients,  both  epileptic  and  suicidal,  and  an 
exceeding  comfort  to  the  officers  in  lessening  their  anxiety  and 
removing  the  apprehensions  which,  as  regards  the  suicidal 
patients  particularly,  were  formerly  so  constant  and  harassing,”

ts  I  entertain  no  doubt  as  to  its  value  in  preventing  deaths  from 
suffocation,  though  I  can  imagine  such  occurring  apart  from 
carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  attendant.  If  is  equally  valuable 
in  preventing  suicide,  though  from  one  or  two  attempts  at  strangu¬ 
lation  made  here,  I  think  there  is  also  a  possibility  of  suicide 
being  successfully  accomplished  in  spite  of  it.  I  attach  little 
value  to  it  as  a  protection  against  injury  during  fits,  such  in¬ 
juries  usually  occurring  at  the  onset  of  the  fit;  but  it  does  protect 
against  those  occurring  during  fits ;  it  also  protects  against  a  large 
proportion  of  injurious  collisions  amongst  patients  to  which 
epileptics  are  so  liable.  It  is  also  extremely  valuable  as  securing 
for  the  medical  officers  early  and  exact  information  of  the  onset 
of  the  status  epilepticus ,  which  has,  1  think,  saved  several  lives 
in  this  asylum.  Deaths  from  epilepsy  in  three  years,  before 
supervision,  7  (1  from  suffocation);  in  eight  years  since,  7  (none 
from  suffocation).” 

From  Dr,  F.  P .  Davies ,  Kent  Asylum  at  Barming  Heath. 

I  believe  continuous  observation  to  be  the  only  effectual  means 
of  preventing  deaths  from  suffocation,  protecting  patients  from 
injury  during  their  fits,  and  preventing  suicides.” 

From  Dr.  D.  M.  Cassidy ,  Lancashire  Asylum  (at  Lancaster). 

“  The  last  death  from  suffocation  in  a  fit  took  place  here  on 
17th  October  1879.  The  other  one  happened  on  27th  July 
1878.  Prior  to  that  time  an  average  of  about  2  patients  per 
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year  for  many  years  back  were  found  dead  in  bed,  in  nearly  all 
cases  these  patients  being  epileptics.  The  2  deaths  referred  to 
in  1878  and  1879  serve,  therefore,  mainly  to  accentuate  the 
remarkable  efficacy  of  continuous  supervision  in  the  case  of 
epileptics,  and  the  moral  to  be  drawn  from  them  is  that  the 
supervision  should  be  applied  to  all  epileptics,  and  it  should  be 
really  continuous.  As  regards  it  advantages  in  the  case  of 
suicidal  patients,  the  second  and  third  suicides  mentioned  else¬ 
where  in  the  return,  would  I  am  sure  have  never  occurred  had 
the  patients  been  under  continuous  supervision.  Since  then  I 
have  endeavoured,  as  far  as  possible,  to  have  all  suicidal  cases, 
that  is  to  say  all  who  are  believed  to  be  actively  suicidal,  under 
continuous  observation,  and  (although  it  is  going  somewhat 
beyond  the  scope  of  the  present  inquiry),  I  may  add  each  of  the 
six  dormitories  now  occupied  in  the  Annexe  Asylum  has  its  own 
night  attendant.  I  merely  mention  this  as  one  of  the  results  of 
my  experience  of  the  great  advantages  of  continuous  supervision/’

From  Dr.  T.  L.  Rogers ,  Lancashire  Asylum  at  Rainhill, 

“  In  the  20  years  from  1858  to  1878*  14  patients  died  suffocated 
during  epileptic  fits.  In  the  five  years  since  night  watching  has 
been  introduced  (six  on  the  men’s  side)  only  1  has  occurred  in 
the  dormitory  where  the  nurse  was  watching.  Seven  others  have 
died  during  the  night  in  the  same  period,  all  epileptics,  when  no 
one  was  present,  but  their  position  indicated  that  they  were  not 
suffocated.  One  patient  has  died  in  a  similar  manner  in  a  single 
room  since  night  watching  has  been  instituted. 

No  suicide  has  ever  been  committed  in  the  night,  either  before 
or  since  special  watching  has  been  introduced. 

“  With  regard  to  the  epileptics,  since  the  introduction  of  the 
Bromides  into  medical  practice,  fits  are  much  less  frequent,  and 
therefore  even  without  night  watching  it  might  be  assumed  that 
deaths  from  suffocation  would  be  fewer.  For  further  remarks 
see  my  Report  for  1882.” 

From  Mr.  J.  A.  Wallis ,  Lancashire  Asylum  at  Whittingham. 

“  Continuous  observation  was  in  force  ever  since  the  opening  of 
the  asylum,  but  no  system  of  checking  existed.  Reporter 
believes  that  one  suicide  which  occurred  in  observation  dormitory 
might  have  been  prevented  had  some  electrical  or  other  apparatus 
been  in  operation  to  ensure  the  vigilance  of  the  night  attendants. 
It  is  evident  that  many  lives  have  been  saved  amongst  the 
epileptics  by  the  continuous  observation.” 

From  Dr.  E.  Palmer ,  Lincoln  Asylum. 

“  I  think  very  highly  of  the  system  of  continuous  observation  of 
these  cases.  It  is  not  only  a  safeguard  to  them  during  the  night, 
but  tends  by  the  force  of  example  to  make  the  day  attendants 
more  watchful  over  them,  and  certainly  very  much  lessens  the 
anxiety  inseparable  from  their  care  and  treatment.” 
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From  Dr.  T.  C.  Shaw,  Middlesex  Asylum,  at  Banstead.  — - 

c  There  is  no  doubt  of  the  necessity  of  continuous  supervision. 

Many  epileptics  who  turn  on  their  faces  have  been  saved  by  the 
night  nurse.  "We  have  very  few  histories  of  bruises  during  the 
night  in  these  classes  of  patients.  I  think  that  the  presence  of 
night  attendants  often  prevents  attempts  at  suicide  by  inspiring 
the  patient  with  greater  confidence.” 

From  Dr.  H .  Rayner ,  Middlesex  Asylum  at  Hanwell  (Male 

Department). 

“  I  believe  the  system  of  continuous  observation  of  epileptics  to 
be  a  very  effective  means  of  preventing  suffocation  from  epilepsy  ; 
without  it  I  am  assured  that  several  cases  of  suffocation  would 
have  had  to  be  recorded,  five  or  six  at  least.  Although  there  is 
no  absolute  continuous  supervision  of  suicidal  cases,  cases  who 
are  actively  suicidal  are  under  very  special  supervision,  and  no 
suicide  has  occurred  since  1867.” 


From  Dr.  W.  C.  Hills,  Norfolk  Asvlum. 

After  nine  years’  experience  of  our  continuous  nightly  super¬ 
vision  of  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients,  1  can  with  confidence 
speak  to  the  excellence  of  this  method  of  inspection,  inasmuch  as 
several  lives  have  been  saved  yearly,  according  to  the  records  of 
the  night  attendants,  by  this  special  attention.  When  our 
number  was  a  hundred  less,  and  there  was  no  special  dormitory 
for  this  class,  we  then  averaged  two  deaths  per  annum  from  suf¬ 
focation.  My  mind,  also,  is  much  more  at  ease  to  know  that  the 
patients,  in  whom  there  is  a  strong  suicidal  tendency,  are  as  well 
looked  after  and  cared  for  by  night  as  by  day.  In  short,  I  con¬ 
sider  the  system  (after  29  years’  experience)  one  of  the  best 

the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy.” 

From  Dr.  R.  Green ,  Northampton  Asylum. 

The  system  prevents  quarrelling  at  night  among  epileptics ;  it 
ensures  better  ventilation  in  the  dormitories  ;  it  obviates  the 
necessity  of  placing  the  day  staff  on  night  duty  to  watch  special 
cases,  and  it  relieves  the  medical  staff  from  much  anxiety  ;  but 
my  experience  would  scarcely  justify  my  expressing  any  opinion 
as  to  its  further  utility.  In  all  those  asylums  in  which  1  have 
served,  it  was  customary  (where  continuous  observation  was  not 
in  use)  to  place  a  special  attendant  up  with  any  special  case, 
whether  suicidal  or  epileptic.” 

From  Dr.  J.  E.  Barton ,  Surrey  Asylum  at  Brookwood, 

I  have  found  continuous  night  supervision  most  useful  in  pre¬ 
venting  death  from  suffocation.  The  night  attendants  are  re¬ 
quired  to  record  the  number  of  patients  who  turn  on  their  faces 
0.6 1.  during 
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Appendix  (Q.)  during  the  night  in  a  fit,  thus  endangering  their  lives,  and 

* -  hardly  a  night  passes  without  several  such  cases  being  reported. 

Br  uises  during  the  night  have  considerably  diminished,  while 
numerous  attempts  at  suicide  have,  during  the  last  seven  years, 
been  prevented,  which  would  probably,  under  different  circum¬ 
stances,  have  proved  fatal.” 


From  Dr.  S,  W.  D .  Williams ,  Sussex  Asylum. 

“  I  have  not  the  slightest  hesitation  in  stating  that  the  con¬ 
tinuous  night  supervision  of  epileptic  and  suicidal  cases  is  of  the 
greatest  value.  Several  epileptics,  in  my  experience,  were  found 
suffocated  in  bed  in  the  asylums  in  which  I  served  before  this 
system  was  instituted,  but  none  since.” 


From  Dr.  W.  H.  Parsey ,  Warwick  Asylum. 

“  In  the  case  of  epileptics  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  system  of 
supervision  adopted  here  for  the  last  eleven  years  has  been  very 
beneficial,  both  from  the  supervision  exercised  by  the  attendants, 
and  from  the  quickly  acquired  habit  of  recognising  the  charac¬ 
teristic  sounds  accompanying  a  seizure  in  each  individual  patient 
under  charge.  In  the  case  of  suicides  I  have  had  no  experience, 
as  there  has  not  occurred  a  suicide  at  night  in  this  asylum  since 
it  was  opened  in  June  1852.”

“  From  my  experience,  an  associated  dormitory  under  constant 
supervision  is  the  only  safeguard  and  preventive  against  the 
occurrence  by  night  of  deaths  from  suffocation  and  suicide.” 

“  I  firmly  believe  that  accidents,  when  low  bedsteads  are  used, 
not  only  occur  less  frequently,  but  are  far  less  severe,  and,  with 
sufficient  and  suitable  accommodation,  deaths  from  suicide  or 
suffocation  should  be  almost  an  impossibility.”

“  As  the  result  of  my  experience,  I  am  in  favour,  on  every 
ground,  of  continuous  observation  for  epileptics,  and  for  the 
worst  suicidal  patients.  Its  utility,  within  reasonable  limits,  is, 
I  think,  clearly  established,  in  saving  and  prolonging  life,  and  in 
averting  accidents  and  injury  in  the  case  of  patients  ;  and  in 
the  case  of  the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff,  in  lessening  their 
anxieties.”

During  the  first  half  of  that  time  there  were  four  deaths ‘'from 
suffocation  through  turning  on  the  face  in  epileptic  fits  during 
the  night ;  whilst  during  the  second  half  of  that  time,  there  have 
been  two  such  deaths. 

“  Although  these  figures  are  favourable  to  a  system  of  careful 
and  special  observation,  they  are  not  large  enough  to  permit  of 
any  general  deduction  being  safely  drawn,  but  there  need  be  no 
hesitation  whatever  in  expressing  the  strongest  possible  opinion 
in  favour  of  the  value  of  careful  and  adequate  nursing  by  nioht 
of  insane  patients.  It  is  quite  as  important  that  there  shoukfbe 
adequate  care  and  attention  by  night,  as  it  is  that  the  recognised 
means  of  treatment  should  be  supplied  by  day.”
